Of the prefenl Stale and Form of Government at 
Venice, including all the different Goutuils and 
Departments of the Republic. 

PREVIOUS to our hiftory, it may not be difagreeable 
to the reader, that wc give a general account of 
the origin, fituation, dominions, commerce, and 
policy of this ancient, wife, and once powerful 
republic. 

Little indeed can be affinned, with any degree of cer- 
tainty, concerning the origin of Venice, few records having 
efcaped the ravages of time, and of thofe barbarous nations 
who over>ran the Reman empire. Nothing but what is con- Orip" ^ 
jeflural, perplexed, and obfcure, can be gleaned from an- Venice-. 
cient authors. They differ from each other, fometimes from • 
Mod. Hist. Vql. XXVII. B ihem-

thcmrdves, and too orten give us the fuggefUolu of their 
own imaeinatioo inftcad of fafts. Ptfyhiut is of opinion^ 
that the ymttiam are defccndcd from the ancient Veneii, a 
people of VShHii in Brelagnt, conquered by fuliui CatfoTf 
and fold for Haves ; by which means a great number of them 
weie fent into Italy, But no great weight can be laid on a 
notion founded upon no better autboiity than a certain Ami- 
litude of manners and drefs belwden both nations | efpecially 
as the whole is rendered improbable by the circumftance of 
their having been enflaved : it was not the pia£licc of the 
Romam to eflablifh colonies of flaves within the bowels of 
Italy, and in the heart of the empire. Cornelius Nepos goes 
higher, deriting their origin from the Heiutitms, a nation 
bordering on Pdphiagsnia. In this he agrees with Livj and 
Cato, who fcruple not to affirm, that the Venttiaat are the 
lineal progeny of thofe Httutiam, who, after the death of 
theit leader i*(7*wtfff, put themfelves under the condufl of^n- 
itmr, and accompanied him inio Italy. It it thought *, that 
difpoflelTing the Eaganeani, the former inhabitants of the j^ri- 
etic coaft, they fettled about Padua and Aquiiela, extending 
themfelves over Brefitat Friuii^ and all that oa6t of land 
bonnded by the A and Adda, the lake la Garda, anciemly 
Benac, the Aipt, and the Adriatic : Pliny comprehends un- 
der the province oiVtnttia the Eaft fide of AguiUla. 

n .,,- Historians are no Icfs divided concerning the time and 

efibedty. manner of building the city of Venice. What the earlicft Ita- 
lian writers relate has much the appearance of panegyric, and 
hiftorical flattery. Jarandes affirms, that jftiila advancing 
to A^uileia, the capital of the province of p'enetia, invcfted 
it, and after a fiege of three monthf, during which the garri- 
fon performed prodigies of valour, took it by affault, pil- 
laged and laid the city in a{he5, putting all thofe to the 
fword who fell into his hands; irrtending, by this barbarous 
ufage, and favage ferocity, to ftrike terror into the o^her 
cities, and frighten ihem into fubmiffion. Some later wri- 
ters ' are of opinion, that on this occafion the inhabitants of 
the province of K?»rf/fl, and the mifcrablc remains of v/yK;- 
ieia, Vemtui, Mantua, Trevipia, and other cities deflroyed by 
this baibarian, retired to the iflands on their coaft, and there 
laid the firft foundation of the city of f^erite, calling it >^ 
ter the name of the province. Idotius and yomeaidei fix this 
memorable event about the end of the year 451, of the be- 
ginning of 452 of the chriftian aan.

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Most writers date the fbundation of the city (hirfy-one Variei^ 
years earlier ■•. They fay, that after the removal of the feat opinions 
of empire hy Conftantiyie into the Eaft, hi^ wis affljQcd whh concerning 
a ferres of calamities, and perpetually harraHed with the in-<V. 
ruriions of barbarous nations : that the HiMiii led on by 
jitlila, tfiat fcourge of humanity, after having defeated Afa- 
rrinui, governor of Pannania and Maadonia, was advancing 
towards Itefy, deftroyitig every thing with fire and fword, 
leaving every where the veftiges of a difpofition truly barba- 
rous and ^ratal : that upon the news of his approach, the 
richeft and moft powerl^il families on the coaft of the Adri- 
atic Sta, flruck with the terror of his arms, retired with thehr' 
moil vahiable cKtSa into the little iflands of the Rlahot a 
into a place of fecuriiy : there they laid the foundations of 
a city which fliould proteS thetn againft thofe barMrians, and 
-fscure their religion, their liberty, their families, and wealth. 
Thos they fuppofe, that jfttila penetrated twice into Italy ; a 
fa£l that is difputed by other writers. 

The fimation of Vmia is equally flrong, agreeable, and Siiuaiioii, 
lomantic. It is built upon a variety of fmall iflands on the 
Rjaho, in ^c Adriatic Sea, or giilph c^ Venice, Handing in 
forty-five degrees, forty minutes North latitude. It is fuf-- 
rounded by lagunes or lakes communicating by fix diflerent 
paflages with the ocean. Nor is the city more acceflible on 
the fide of the continent ; fmce from al^ that traSt of land 
bordering on the lagunes, only two pafles can be entered 
evert by fmali boats. The waters are never frozen hard 
enough to fupport rtie weight of camion, carriages, and the 
other ncceffary appendages of an army. 

The natural advantages which Fenlce has in point of feot- 
rity, are however counterbalanced byfome not inconfiderablc 
inconveniencks attending her fiiuation. They reckon among 
fhefe, the danger that in prngrefs of time the lagunes wFll 
be filled up by the quantities of fiind carried down by the ri- 
vers, arxi of m^rd and flime thrown in by the tides ; in which 
cafe the city would become defencelefj, rf not infupportabtc, 
On account of noxious exhalations. To this may be added 
thr: incredible charge of building and repairing houfes, the 
Tery foundations of which are laid at a greater expence than 
in ortier countries whole edifices are reared. Upon the whole, 
nothing can be more noble and beautiful dian to fee one of 
the fineft cities in the world rifing out of the waters, and ap- 
pearing to floaton the ocean, which contrU>uccs equally to its 
ornament, convcniency, and fecuitty. Its magnificent pa-

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laces, Io% towers, and houfcs walbetl by the flood, form a 
moft delightful and ftrilcing fpedlacle : in a wwd, which 
cvet way we approach this ooble cin, it fbcws iifelf e(]ually 
peculiar and majeftic. Travellers differ in thcii cflimate of 
the number of the inhabiiants. Some exaggerate them to 
300,000 i and others, with as little reafon, diminifb their 
numbers to one third of chat fum : perhaps we Ihall be 
nearer the truth if we calculate at a mediuin. 

As to the territories of the republic, tbey are Dill confider- 
able and extenfive, notwith {landing the loft of the Merea, 
Mvrlachia, and the chief iflands of the Jtrchipelasa . The 
ytnetian dominions in Italy confifl of the Degadt, or Fmictprt- 
fer, the Poltfma de Revigs, the PaaJmam, the f'ereiu/e, the tre- 
majfco, the BergomafiB^ the Brefc'tan, the Trevifiana, the BtUuiufi^ 
the VUmtitt, the Fthrino^ part of Triidt^ and the Cadarim^ a 
large and fruitful, trad of country. Thedutchyof^mitf and 
province oi Padua, in particular, are rich and populous : the 
latter, on account of its fertility, has been called the tetref- 
trial paradife. Befides thcfe thitieen Italian provinces, they 
lilcewife poflels Iflria, a peninfula bounded by Camiola on the 
Weft, and furroundcd by the Adriatic Sea on the South, North 
and Eaft, In Marlacbia they hold the dominion of a few 
towns; and the whole fea-coaft of DaJW/fa, except the ter- 
ritories of Ragufa ; to which we may add Tome valuable iflands 
on the coafts of Epirut and Dalmatta '. 

The trade of th'e republic has been much reduced for near 
two centuries, the greater part of it having fallen into the 
hands of the Euglijh, Frenih, and Dutch. Formerly the Vt- 
tutiant engrofled the whole commerce of AJia, Turin in Ei~ 
rapt, and the iflands of the Archiptlage : but the aifcovery 
of America, and the commerce carried on in the Ea^ Indies 
by the cape of Geod Hope, has done them irreparable da- 
mage, arid been more prejudicial to their (bte, than all the 
cxpenfive and bloody wars carried on againft the Infidels. 
dnfiltu- With refpedi to the confti(u[Ion ofyemce, it bjuftly ap- 
ftwr. plauded by all the heft modern politicians. It has been sif- 

tirmcii by Thuanus ^nd others ', that, contrary to the nature 
of all other political and natural bodies, this republic will 
ever be exempted from decay and corruption, as long as file 
adheres to her firft and fundamental principles. The fol- 
lowing realons have been afllgned for the liability of the Vau- 
iian government, and the duration of liberty amidft the many 
atcempts of her potent neighbours and ambitious fubje£3s.

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Hes firm attachment to her general principles ; it being 
a maxim of the Venit'tan governinent, that innovation ^d 
change produce greater abufes than thofe inconvenienciei 
they were intended to remedy. Hence her decrees are irre- 
vocable. 

The prudent and wife manner in which flie has ballanced 
between the contending powers of Ettrtpc, throwing herfelf 
always into the lighter fcale, in* order to prefeivc a juft poli- 
tical ballance. 

The knowledge, judgment, and experience of her fena- 
tors, who are obliged to perform a Icind of probation in the fe- 
veral inferior emcHoyments of the ftate, before they are ad- 
mitted to the hi^eJt council of the republic. 

The judicious and equitable diftribution of rewards and 
punillunents, as they are appointed by the laws. Here alone 
it is, that the fmalleft offence againft the flatc, or fufpicion 
of an attack upon the liberty of the people, is punilhed with 
immeditte death *, while the induftrtous, ufeful, and ingenious 
ciuzen and mechanic, is fure of being rewarded '', Here alone 
it is, tbat corruption and venality are crimes of as heinous 
a nature as treafon i that even an attempt to purchafe a place 
under the government, or a voice in the fenate, is made ca- 
[Htal ; that the nobility, officers, and gentlemen are forbid, 
under the fevereft penalties, to accept of prcfcnts from foreign 
ftates ; and even the ambafTadors obliged to account, to the 
fiill v^ue, for any gifts and favours conferred upon them by 
the courts where they refide. 

Wb may add, the extraordinary fecrecy enjoined in all 
ftate aflaits'; and the fevere and rigid laws againft the be- 
trayers of public truft, and revcalers of the uyueries of the 
cabinet. 

The rdlraints with which the laws have clogged the pre- 
rogatives of the fovereign, who is in fa£l little more dian 
prefident of the fupreme council of the nation, with the badges 
rather of rank than of power ; and the bounds prcfcribed to 
ttie-wealth and ambition of the fubjefl ". 
- The cxclufion from aUpIaces of profit or civil power' of 
the clergy and every member of the church, and confining 
their authority wholly to ecclefiaftical af&ir?. Among the 
caufes of ftability of this republic, we may likewife reckon 
the patriotic difpofition and fincere love of their country and 
CODRitution, obfervable even in the Vinttiam of meaner rank ;

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the ffJdrds and policy of her ambafladow ; tTae great riches 
or hei bant ; and io fliorc, the very model and t'orm of ibe 
coDftitucion and govemnient ; of which it may be neceflaiy 
to give a defctiptiani as far as we ate alBfled by the imjperfe^ 
accounts of writers. 

The Veattian rcpuUic is a mixed government, compounded 
»f mwMicby, ariflocracy, and a kind of dsioecFacy. Tlw 
Vmstiant bcuft titat ibeiE coofiicution has continvied above 
1 300 years ; though from their \n&.oty it appears to have un- 
dergone various chai^ges and revolutions. MoA hlfierians 
lue oi opinion, that the city was origiBally under the g<H 
varnment (A tbe cvi^fuls and magifitaie&oC Pa^ui; tut a& 
they increafed in wealth and nutniMFs, that a deputy inxn 
•ach difliid o( iHaod,. in wborai was lodged the legiflaiive 
power, was elei&od. It does not af^ar M this diavicc of 
time, wbethet this change was effeded by force* ei by thn 
l»>nleiu of the Padiimi i all we know it, that it happened 
about the thirty third year of the citw. it migtu pro- 
bably be effefted when Juiia entered &alj, aitd defrayed 
JquiUia, Viroaa, Maniuq, and other ciiicG, by which means' 
VmU/ received a great iucreafe of inbabitants. Thus tbe coe- 
£ular power was abolifhcd, and the (ribttnitian cftabliHied ; a. 
fiwmthat remained for near three hundred years, until the 
city tell tinder defpotic fway", and the pow« of a ibvereign^ 
who for many years ruled with almofl unlimited authority. 
We IhaH have occifion to remark, in the co(k& of ow hif- 
tory, the means ufed to retrench bis power, to Iknit the pre- 
n^ative of the doge, and reduce (be governmeat to that mixed 
nature of which it now confifts. At prefent we (hall content 
ourfdves with Mcribing the particular taembers which coa- 
fiitute (he republic, and regulate the date. 

pfgti. It is obfervable, that from tbe time the republic was firft 

governed by a fovcreign, every alteration and cbar^e of the 
conftitution ferveJ to limit and retrench his authority "• Ibe 
Fenelians arc perfe^ly fatisfied, that the liberty of the pec^c 
is incompatible with the interells of the prince, who aflumei 
X power fiipeiioi to the laws ; he is therefore not only ftib- 
jei^ed without relerve, but clogged by particuUc reftrt£tions« 
which would fecm to render his condition inferior to that of 
4 private fenator. Difpatches are made in his name, and the 
letters of foreign courts addrclTed to him ; but he delivers 
them unopened to tbe fenate, and reports their anfwer tot 
the ambaliadors. To keep him in continual remembrance

Jbrbear the examiDaiion of all propoTuioni made by the mi- 
jiiflen of other Aates, until the doge and his counfellon have 
withdrawn. His aorwcrs to foreign minifters muf) be gene- 
ral ; if they fiuiuld prove difpleaflw to the fenaie, he is fure 
to incM wiUi rou^ chscks and fenuble mortificationE ". Nor 
i> it ia tfaele audiences oijy. the dt^ mull fquare his conduct 
to the narrow bounds of hia authority ; it is likewt/e in par- 
ticulus where his pafiions, hii humanity, and happinefs are 
concerned. He can neithCT marry, vifit, or fti'r out of the 
city without leave. If he iets foot on the continent, bis au- 
thority ceafes : and indeed, Iblitude and dependance would 
appear to be tbe diilinguifliiDg and efleniial qualities of his 
fundioa. It is true, the doge is addrefled with the refpeft 
paid to a Ibvereign prince ; he is attended with the enfigns 
and badges of royalty ; and in fhort, enjoys the whole porapi 
pafnaniry, and areumfiimet of power, without tbe audiority. 

Thi great council is compofed of aK tbe Fgrutian nobility, "JCbt »ua 
who have attained the ^e of twenty-five years. It frames tamal. 
laws, choofes fenaton, conftrms the eleiSions of the feiuue, 
jKuninates to all puUrc employ ments, the podeflatei, jkocu- 
raton, governors, &c. It refbrmi all pubiic abufei and ^ 

errors, holds tbe fupremc lfl|!iflative power, and is tbe firft 
tribunal, the boiia and fupporc of the government. The d^e 
is preTident of this council ; but its decreet and lofulvcs are 
valid without his prefence ; his naoie, however, is ufcd out 
c/ form and cooipliment. Upon the whole, (he great coun- 
cil would feem to be a kind of mixture of tbe peers and com- 
mons of Gr tat- Britain. The individuals enjoy the rights 
and privilcees of the former, while the power of tbe latter is 
lodged in tbe body colledlive f. 

The feaate, or prtgaiH, is that part of the con^tntion ^tf&,gff. 
where the executive power reJides. All rc&lutions upon 
peace and war, treaties and alliances, are taken here. All 
laws made in the great council receive the fan^Kon of the 
lenate before they pafs into aS ; and it has the power of 
fending ambalTadofs, and the difpofal of many inferior oiKces, 
civil and military. Originally itconfiftedoffixtyrenators, called 
ordinary; fince, an addition of liittymore has been madei : 
thele lalt are called exirMrdiaary^ and compofe t junto, la guiitta. 
The opinions are taken by ballot ; and to prevent con fufioo, 
only the members who immediately compofe it, are fulfered to 
voce, although the great council, the feignory, the forty

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judges of criminal courts have admituncc, and the liberty of 
fpe^ing for or againft the opinions propofcd. As the lixty 
extraordinary fenators are annually chofen in the great coun- 
cil, and are either changed or continued as theiiconduiS de- 
serves, it attaches them inviolably to their duty, and prevents 
their abufing the authority lodged in their hands. The pro- 
found fecrecy of an aflembly, compofed of fo great a multi- * 
tude, is very extraordinary: this the rmublic has brought about, 
br the inquifition of ftate, the exclufion of all {grangers, cc- 
cteliaftici, and even of their own relations, and neareft

the highell court of judicature. Next to the inquilitjon of 
flate, this is the moft formidable tribunal of the republic*. 
The council of ten receives all accufations and informations 
againQ perfons fufpcftcd of defigns againft the government. 
^lett in- Three of their number compofe the inquifition of tlate. They 
gmfititn. imprifon, condemn, and execute arbitrarily, without heating 
the prifoner's defence, cither in perfon or by his advocates. 
They are the guardians of the public tranquility ; watch over 
^ welfare of the city; compofc quarrels, and fupprcfs tu- 
mults ; keep a ftrid eye over fadlious, turbulent, and ambi> 
tious fpiriis ; regulate the coin, weights, meafures, and mar- 
kets ; and are equally the terror of the nobility and commons, 
the prince and &e fubjeft, and as odious as they are formida- 
ble. The executions and judgments of the tribunal Of three, 
or Hate inquilition, are equally expeditious and fecret. To 
avoid public clamours againfl their leverity, the offender is 
in the night thrown into the fca, upon the bare evidence of 
their fpies, or any two witnefles fuborned for the purpole. 
But this ir^udice and cruelty has been fomewhat remedied 
within this lad century. An unguarded word, the moft 
trifling infmaation, oc indireS reflexion upon the govern- 
ment; the being feen with fire-arms, and other frivolous in- 
difcretions, were formerly deemed crimes againfl the ftate, 
and of fo heinous a nature as to merit immediate death or 
banilhment. Yet has this Formidable tribunal been oiw caufe 
of the long duration of VtruUan liberty, if a people groaning 
' under the tyranny of fo mercilefs and arbitrary a triumvirate, 
can be faid to enjoy libt-rty. 
iiTO/, The council called the yiw/, or fages, confifls of fixtccn 

perfons } Cx called the yovi'^rn/iiatr take cognizance of all the

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affiurs relative to the fleets and armies of the republic ; Itre 
Othere confine themrdves more parlicu)ar)y to land afikirs ; 
and the remaining five are employed in the care of the ma- 
rine, trade, and commerce. I'he former of thefe are called 
faux dt terra firmay and the latter fovi de gli erdiniy chofcn 
out of the moft experienced perfons of the city ■ . 

From tbefe arifes another order or board, confiftlng of Cdflw* ^ 
the d^tf the fttgnary^ and the ftfui-, in conjun<Sion ; and thifiigmy 
this college is reputed the moft ufeful oiiincil of the Date, aiidjmii. 
They bear all letters fent to or received by the fenatc, read 
by the fecretary " } they give audience to foreign miniflers and 
agents, and talce cognizance of all foreign and domeftic com- 
pfaints. Thus all matters of Hate, unlefs tbey require ex- 
tiaordinaiy fecrecy and difpatch, are deliberated by the favi 
and feignory, in their feveral departments ; by the college com- 
pofedof the union of both -, \iy i\\e fenate % and laAly, by 
the great cnuuil. Hence it is that the refolves of the repub- 
lic are deliberate, prudent and perpetual ; and that her cau- 
tion and wifdom have been the admiration of ages. It muft^ 
however, be acknowledged, that what they llile the bafis of 
government, and prop of the conllituiion, the ftate inqtiifi- 
tion, and its horrid train of fpies, emiHaries and informer^ 
wears an ugly afpe^, and coniiadifls Che praSice of the moft 
civilized nations and beft regulated flates. It may have dit- 
covered attempts, and fruftrated confpiracies againll the go- 
vernment i but furely nothing can reconcile a man, born uo- 
dff the influence of liberty, and nurfed in the lap of freedom, 
to fo horrid, cruel and aibitrary a iurifdi<[tion. Informen 
-have ever been eHeemed the pe(b of iociety, and inftiuments 
of tyranny ; . and they were the deteftation of Greece and 
Rome, as long as liberty remained. But Fenice gives them 
the proteftion of her laws, and pcnfions from the govern- 
ment, upon the moft infamous and pernicious footing }. their 
informations are received in a fecrct manner, thrown iiito a 
ftone appropriated for that purpofe, and anonymous. Thus 
the excellencies of the Fenetlan conftitution are weighed 
down by faults of fo grofs and enormous a nature, as one 
would think lefs tokrable than the mod defpotic and ab- 
folute monarchy. 

Of all the ecclefiaflics in Europe, thofe oi Venice alone are cbireh, 
excluded the councils and public employments of the ftace. 
The republic has laid it down as a principle, that {he fhould 
have an abfolute fway over her fubjeias of every condition and 
(Jegree. The inierdiaion of Paul the Vih. is a noble inftance

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of her adherence to this maxim. 7'he pope ii deemed a 
mere temporal piince, and the f atriarch a cypher at f^tnicr. 
The republic is fupremc in ail caufes, and over alt perlbni, 
ecclerutticat and civil, within her dominions. The govern- 
ment of ihe church i* divided between the patriarchs of f^t- 
nict and jfquiUia : the province of the ibrmer a CDnfiued to 
.the city i of the latter to the continent, who is more inde- 
pendent and better fuppoited by the fpiriiual authority of the 
pope, than his brother prelate. He is appointed by the (c~ 
nate, who oblige him to chufe a noble VeHtti<m for hb coad- 
jutor, ^s the patriarchs are not permitted to ntHninate to 
the cures or benefices of the city, or duichy of Venia, U> their 
credit is no greater than their authority; the priells and 
feligious decline their jurifdi^iion even in ecciefiaftical af^ 
iaits, in favour of other tribunals under the influence (^ the 
iJtnate. In ihort, the feverity of the repuUic not two 
centuries ago to the jefuits, has ever fmce humbled the am- 
bition of the clergy, and kept them in a fervile awe and 
liaviih dependance on the civil power.

tt. D. T^HE hlftorians of the earlier periods of the republic (eem 
4ZI. to have fupplied by fidlion what was warning upon au- 

thority ; and to have filled up the chafm in annals and records 
from the fertility of their own invention. They are profufc 
of their encomiums upon the regularity, order, ftri^l piety, 
and morals of this infant city, but extremely fpartng of fails. 
Thtfajt If we credit them', the great delicacy and fcrupulous exaiS- 
ffiatlifif- nefs in the choice of members compofmg this little commu- 
maatfgfrLAy, is beyond example : the pure ft religion, the moft un- 
MtmoM. blemifhed morals, rigid virtue and integrity, together with 3 
certain degree of wealth and quality, were the indifputabte 
qualifications of thofe admitted to the privileges of the city.

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Cagsiodorus *' lelaies, that one would have talcon ihU 
nuliitudc of people lather for a numerous leminary of phi- 
lofbphers living at their cafe, cutiivatiDg ibe duties af retigioa 
^d virtue, and er^oying a perfect tranquility, tliaa for the 
concourfe of a diftreHed, clamorous, and difcrderly rahhla. 
TlKy contended not in luxury, orientation, and expencef 
but in moderaiton, charity, and virtue. Riches, honours,, 
anbition, and the train of evils which conditucc the great 
coficera of the \e& of mankind, had no charms for the Ve- 
nMum : rich and poor lived upon a familiar equality. Pro- 
perty was common to all, and entirely devoted to the occa-> 
fioos of the puhlic. Mecit wss the only diflinclioiii that 
alone was e^emed true nobiiiiy which was actjuircd by vir- 
• tue. Induftiy aai fru^ity weie cooiinended, as they ncta 
vfeful 10 the community: virtue and piety, as they ennobled 
the man by the practice of what became s. rational creature. 
Upon thele their confereikces turned, and upon thefe alone 
their quatiels, if any, atofe. Power and authority w«r« 
ccHtfcmd on inode(\ meiUi the voluptuous, the prefuminCi 
and worldly- mi nded^ were excltided from public truft a^ 
crmiit. Such is the piiflure drawn by the earlieft writers of 
this happy A;«te, to which perhaps we may venture to accede, 
under certain reftrit^ioos. 

Under fuch happy aufpices did this republic receive her 
firft laws, ordinances, and regulations ; in fuch pradices and 
fludies did Ihe pafs her amiable infancy. A total chafm ap- 

Ears in hiilory from the fucch year of the city until the abo- 
ion of the confiilar, and eflablifhment of the tribunitian 
power, twenty-five years after, jfquiltia, Vtrana, and many 
of the cities and provinces upon or near the fea-coafl, hav- 
ing been deftroyed about this time, yewce received a great 
ificreafe of inhabitants. The miferable remains who had ^^j - 
«fcaped the rage of the conquerors, fled to it in crowds, and „jl^, 
io augmented the number of citizens, that ^«i(« was con-'^^ 
fidcrably enlarged, a great number of iflands taken into its 
compals, and the'diftri^s and feveral wards multiplied*. 
Upon this a new divifion of the city was made, each ward en- 
jewing its own peculiar tight! and immunities, at the fame 
time that it compofed one whole. Hence the conflilar go* 
vcrnment was thought inconvenient. Either fome ward} 
mull enjoy privileges fuperior to the rell, by the confuls chofen 
out of them, or a conful muft be eledied from each ; which, 
I en account of their number, as well as the dignity annexed

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to the (itndion, would create an expcnce to the public alto- 
gether infupportable. To obviate every difficulty, a fchcme 
was propofcd fot new-model )Jng the government. A general 
aflembly of the nation was convened -, and, after fome warm 
debates, and keen altercations, the following propofala were at 
Trihmtt length aflcnted to, and ratified by a majority, viz. That * a 
tkatd. tribune fhould be yearly appointed by each diflriA or iflaitd 
compofing the ftate : that they (hould have power to take 
cognizance in all c^ufes, over all pcrfons, and to decide all 
controvcrfies arifing within their feveral jurifdifUons : that 
theyfhould imprifon, condemn, and acquit within the limits 
oftheirward; but that an appeal, in dubious cafes, orwhere 
the parties complained of injullice, might be made to the 
fuperior affembly of the nation : that diis great allembly or 
council (hould confift of all the peribns porTelling a certain 
property, and of a certain degree of quality within the city : 
that it (hould be fupreme in all judicial cafes : that it OiouJd 
poflels the legidative and executive authority, with a power 
of entnifting what part of the latter it thought fit, to the tri- 
bunes, or other magilliates by them appointed : and that it 
fliould have the power of nominating to all places^ offices, 
. snd public trufh, that of chufing the tribunes alone excepted. 
Such was the plan of government which fucceeded the con- 
fular, and continued, with little variation, the fpice of near 
three hundred years, until the power of the tiibunes was funk 
in the authority of a duke or doge. 

After the deftruflioo o( Padua hy the LembarJs, the^^ 

tiflians were not only become a free and commercial people, 

but a ftate of confiderable importance on the continent ; the 

ni/irjl niafters of a fleet, and body of land-forces. Their firftdif- 

•wert tar- putes were with the Lembitrdi, who having feized upon Fri' 

ntdonL ulif the province of ^<tw/ia, and almoft all the territories of 

Ffnia, the infant republic, confined the dominion of F^etiiu within 

a fmall compafs. We know nothing of the iftiie of this 

this quarrel. 

Historians make the firft mention of the Venetian fleet 
about this period *. The Iftrians and Dalmalians had made 
fome defcents upon the (kins of the city of Venice, plundering 
feverat houfes, and ufmg violence on the inhabitants. T-hey 
had likewife diftuibed their commerce, and committed depre- 
dations upon the merchants trading to the tilands of the ^r-

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c^pekga, and maritime cities of Italy. The Venetlam ' fitted 
out a roiall fquadron, and immediately failed in purfuit of the 
enemy, without any formal declaration of war. Having come 
up with the pirates* they attacked and defeaced them, deflroy- 
ing a great number of Ihips, obliging them to fue for peace» 
to give hoftages for their conduit, and make icparation foe 
the damages the republic had fufTered. 

Not long after, an infult was offered to the republic by 
the Tergijiinei, the inhabitants of Triejie, who landing fud- 
denly, carried ofF a number of the citizens. ^ Piitra Candiano^ 
a leading man at that time, was appointed to revenge this 
unprovoked alFront. His diligence was fo great, that the 
fame day two fliipsof war were etjuipped, and under fail to 
feck the enemy, with whom he came up in the evenuig. He 
gave immediate orders for the attack, defeated the enemy, 
retook his countrymen, and carried the Tergefiinei prifoners 
into Vetdit. — -Thefe are the firll inftances we have of the 
prowef^, fpirit, and refoiution of this lepublic. 

A degree of confideration and e^eem among the neigh- Venice 
bouring powers was acquired by thefe firft exploits. Their acqmns 
reputation preferued the Vtntt'iani for fome time unmolcfled, 'fttf^ and 
and fuiTered them to purfue the arts of peace, to beauti^ cmfiquenct, 
their city, frame laws, eftabliJh good order and dilcipline 
among the feveral degrees of inhabitants \ to pcofecute their 
trade, commerce, manufaSures, and every fpecies of induf- 
Uy ; by means of which they, in a Oiort time, attained to a 
high pitch of affluence and power. 

AsouT this time the republic entered into treaty with the 
brave Narfti, VicnKnAM oi Juftinian, who had been fent to 
refcuc Italj from the ufurpation of the Getbs. The Vinetiant 
made no fecret of this alliance : they publicly afiiiled him 
with ^rms, money, and fliipping, and every thing elfe fli- 
pulated or required. Toiila, who commanded rhe Gathst was 
encamped upon the banks of the river Jdice ''. In order to 
come up with him, without fatiguing his troops by a laborious, 
long, and difficult march, Narjis refolved to iranfport his ar- 
my by fca to Ravenna ; this the Venetian fleet executed, 
coafling along the Italian fide of the gulpb, and landing the 
troops fafe without the lols of a fmgle (hip. The foundings 
were perfe£tly known to them, having by this time acquired 
, a conliderable Ikill and experience in maiitime aifairs. We 
are not informed what fliare they bore in the a£)lon, or

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whether any of their forces were prcient ; alt we know is« 
that Narfis having gained a complete vifton', exprcfl'ed his 
fenfe of the obligations he lay under to the reneriam, by fe- 
veral rich prefents, high marks of diflinflion, and particu- 
larly by building two fine churches, dedicated to the faints 
Thtodort and Germinian ; the oldeft public buildings bcfidcs 
St. Meri's and St. PeKr's, in F^nlce. Thefe are all the par- 
ticulars with which 'hiflorians have favouretS us, of the public 
tranfa^tions of the f^enrlians for [he fpace of two hundred and 
ftvcnty-two years. Nor have they been more pailicular con- 
cerning her domeflic condoft. It is true, indeed, that a new 
founded ftatc, ftudious of raifing hcrfelf by her indullr)', 
commerce, frugality and prudence, little conne£lcd with 
Other nations, luliury by fituation as well as from inclina- 
tion, and chiefly bent upon cultivating peace, and reaping 
the fruits of tranquility, is capable of furniftilng but few of 
thofc ecents which arc thought worthy of being tranfmitted 
topofierity. They now indeed begin to be more minute; 
and exhibit a particular detail of that great revolution which 
brought the republic into the hands of one man, after hav- 
ing afaolifhed the power of the tribunes. We are told, that 
the magifirates ufiiig their power wantonly, aflUming an au- 
thority lliperior to the laws, puniftiing offences committed 
rather againft their own perfons, than againft the ftate, had 
become odious to the people ; that their private difTentions 
had fpread the feeds of difcord, and excited a ferment over 
' the whole city, io as wholly to alienate the minds of the pub- 

lic from the eflalilifhed government; that the attempts of 
the Fcrliam, a little ftate in their neighbourhood upon the 
continent, who had endeavoured to draw fome advantage 
from the civil broils of Ven'ut, had encreafed the general dif- 
likc to the power of the tribunes. To thefc caufes may be 
added, the dcpred.it ions committed by the Lembardi, with 
many other gricvarccs, which, on account of their domeftic 
quarrels, they were unable to repel. In this fituation a 
general council wss demanded by the unanimous voice of the 
public, that the ftnre of affairs might be canvaflcd, and the 
conftitution new modclW. 
C^angitf The aficmbly of the nation having met, the bifliop of 
ge-verH' Crada was cholcn toprcfidc, aitended by a numerous body 
*"'^- of the fuperior clergy ; from which we may obferve, that ec- 

clefiadics had not as yet been excluded from the government, 
Nothirg but crmpliiints, murmuis and revilines againft the 
tribunes could b; heard. They ivete accufed of extortion, 
cruelty, murder, and tyranny. It was afterted, that the re- 
_pu^lii: muli full i iliirir libtiliesbe annihiUted; theti wives and 
z childi:en 
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children expofcd to the unbriilled luft, and their prc>peTty to 
ihe rapacious avarice of thofe mercilcfs tyrants, unlefe an end 
was put to their authority, by introduting another form of 
government After various fpeechcs, dd>ates ahd propofals, 
the aflembly proceeded to bufmefs. Numberlefs defe£b in 
their prcfent r»nftitution were remarlted. They obfervcd, v! 
that a power of convening the great council was lodged in no ^^' 
part of the ftaie ; that the various opinions and clalhing in- 
tereflsof lb numerous an aflembly, without ahead, was at- 
tended with difcord and animofuy i that having no one to 
dircfl their proceedings, they were (low, irrerolute, and with- 
out vigour in their meafures; that the public alFairs were 
conduced rather according to the pafliont and interefl of fac- 
tions, than the occafions of the flate i and, that the execu- 
tive power was necefTarily transferred to the tribunes, who 
were often ignorant, of mean cxtra^Vion, and low fortune ''. 
Hence arofe the abufe of their authority ; ignorance is ever 
the foundation of conceit ; mcanneft of infolence i and po- 
verty begets oppreflion and avarice. They likewife remarked, 
that unanimity and concord could never exifl in a jlace, wher« 
the chief members were unconnefled j that the tribunes, be- 
ing excluded Irom a feat in the afTembly, mu(t of courfe be 
ignorant of the fenfe and fpiiit of many of the laws committed 
to their care ; that as they formed no regular council among 
themfelvcs, the diftribution of juflice muft vary in the feveru 
diftiiSs of the city ; the laws be local ; one part of the na- 
tion groaning under bondage, while the other enjoyed the 
fweets of hberty j and the happinefs of the people depending 
upon the humour, difpofition or caprice of a few petty ma- 
giUratet'. The refult was, to abolifh the tribunitian power, 
and in its ftead to ele£t a duki or doge, in whom fhouid bs 
vefted the fuprcme authority. He was to reprefent the ho- 
nour and majefty of the ftaie ; to have refpeii and diftinc- 
lion paid him fupeiior to what the tribunes, or even the con- 
fuls enjoyed; he was to altemble and prefidi; at the great 
council; to have a calling vote in all difputed points; to 
nominate to all offices, places and preferments ; and kftly^ 
Id enjoy the fame fupremacy in the church as in the ftatc "■. 

PAULATIOt of Hiratlea, is fuppofed to have procured paulatio^ 
the eleftion to lall upon_himfelf, by his dexterity, addrefs, and tht firfi 
intrigues. He was a man of fine talents, fpccious eloquence, ^i>^. 
Iiandfome and intrepid. His gene rofity had made him popu- 
lar, and his experience in public bufinefs neceflary in the af-

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finnbly. He never coimtcnanced ihofe faftioni ' which dif- 
turbed the tranquility of the republic, though it is imaf^ined 
that when difcord ran high, he applied to his own puipofes 
the divifuOTs which he could not heal. In flion, his cool 
prudence, his inlinuatlng manner, and artful condud, had 
io greatly influenced the aflembly, that he was eledcd fove- 
leign by the unanimous concurrence of the councir, to the 
great Joy of the people, who were extravagant in the dc- 
monftiaiions of [heir fatisfadion. 

PAULATIO, Doge I. 

The new doge began his adminifiration with refonnlng 
^jjf' abufes, infpeiiing the condudl of the late magitlrates, framing 
^'' laws with the fanftion of the general council, putting the fleets 
into a refpeftable condition, adorning the city, and extending 
commerce, encouraging inJiiflry, and rewarding merit; in 
fhort, by every aiflion which could render his petfon beloved, 
or his people happy- He formed an alliance with Luiiprand 
duke of Forli : ibmc fay he conquered him. He extended 
the limits of his native city Heradea, now under the dominion 
of the Vtrtstian republic, from the river Pavia to the rivulet 
called Favkola. By his mete authority and interefl he induced 
the Equilinet (fuppofed to be the fame with iheye/u/ans) to 
acknowledge the fovereigniy of the republic ". To fum up 
all, he made (he nation happy, powerful, and wealthy. 
After a reign of twenty years and fix months, he died uni- 
verfaily regretted and beloved. He was the firft, and the 
was one of the belt princes Venice e.va faw. His ambition 
terminated in the good of the public, infomuch that he ne- 
glefled the interefls of his own family, to give his whole at- 
tention to the aggrandizement of the country over which he 
was fovereign. 

M A R C E L L O, Doge U. 

A. ©. MARCELLO of Himha, or, as Sanfyjina calls him,

At the death of MarceUty the great council met for the Hypato^ 
eleftion of a new doge, when Horleo Hypato, commonly dogt HI. 
ftiled Orfoy was preferred to the other candidates. As he 
was a great warrior and politician, the council looked upon 
him as the petfon beft qualified to conduct the Hate at a cri~ 
(ical junflure, when all their piudence and fortitude were re- 
quired. The Lombardi having fciied upon Ravenna, and 
depofed the exarch, were become formidable to sdl the pro- A. D. 
vinces upon the coaft of the Jdriaiic". The doge was hardly 7*^' 
Ibttled in his new governmeni, when th: fugitive exarch came 
to implore his adiitancc to reinftate him in his auihorfty, and 
refcue the city out of the bands of the Lombardt. Harlto 
Hypaio, fenfible that no time ought to be loft in giving a Tbi Ve- 
checlc to this entcrprifing people ; and willing at the fame netians 
time to do honour to" the requefl: of pope Grigory the third,'-"""' 
who warmly efpoufed ihe exarch, prcpateJ a fleet and army, '".''" f' 
with all pofliblc expedition, to oppofe the barbarians. All '' 
things being'in readinef:,-, he landed his army, and laid fiege 
to T^inrta; took and reftored it to the former inhabitants, 
who immediately replaced their banilhed exarch. ■ What the 
Venetians had hitherto done, was by way of retaliation, or 
in felf-defence: with ^jr/^i they aifted as auxiliaries ; but now 
extending iheir politics, they became principals, and condu£ted 
a war with which they had nothing to do, without any other 
afflHance than the fpirltual endeavours of the pope j which 
would have alFordcd but a flight proteflion to the exarch 
againft the power of the Lombards^, 

About this time the affairs of the republic were difturbed 
by fome divifions in the church. Caiixtut blQiop of Aquileia, 
difdaining to acknowledge the Tuperiority and jurifdiftion of 
the new fee of Groda, raifed a little army, and over-running .. ,, 
the whole territory of Gruiii and the adjacent provinces, he '^' 
every wh;re committed devaftations,whichinaGfl(A,i/KK, or*^

Notwithstanding the other valuable qualities of the 
doee, he had a iiercenefs and haughty infolence, which not 
only rendered him difagreeable, but frequently intolerable. 
The HeracUant having by Tome trivial fault incurred his dif- 
pleafure, he entered their country in a hoHile manner, laying 
every place wafte in his progrefs. At length, meeting with a 
body of ^eir troops, a battle was fought, in which both par- 
ties behaved with incredible valour : the field was long dif- 
puted, and viftory hovered in fufpcnce, when arindom blow 
put an end to the doge's life, and fecured their liberty to the 
Heradtans.

A. D. debates, and violent heats reigned in the aflembly ; that the 
737- people were divided about a fuccelTor ; and that a majority 
appeared for a change of government ; which was efleded, 
contrary to the inclinations of the moft confidcrable fami- 
lies. The plan propofeil and carried into execution was, that 
a mailer of the hotfclhould be chofen every year, into whole 
hands was transferred the authority of the doge : the fhon du- 
"'■"^ racion ofhispowerwould, it wasthougbt,beafuiEcientcheclc 
-'"^"^^'^agaiiift the abufeof it; efpecially as his condufl underwent a fe- 
verefcrutiny at the expiration of his oBice'. X^ '^rfl perfon 
appointed to this authority was Dominica Ltd, a man of fome 
fway and Interell in the city : he was fucceeded by Felix 
Cornicula for the next year; who quitting the reins at the 
time appointed by law. had DtadatSf fon to Hjpalt, elefied 
A mafftr "' ^^^ room '. He was recalled from banifhment three years 
tfiheber/t ^f'" his father's death, and palTed through nine months of his 
tbi^iii. office, at which period he died, univeiully efteemed. Juli- 
ana Cipari was next chofen, of whom we know nothing more 
than his having ruled for a year. Then was elefled F^i- 
iio Ciam\ or, according to others, Giavaani Fabrilia the fourth 
and laft tnqfter cf the harfey or general ef the ftrcet ' : he 
was depofed before the year expired, had his eyes put out*

THE minds of the people were eagerly bent upon the re-' 
ftitution of the ducal government.

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cious, dangerous, and dark defigns of the doge ; that he in- 
, tended no lefs than to render himfeir independent and abfo* 
lutej that befidcs his haughty carriage to the nobility, and 
fawning obfequiourticrs to the common people ; befidcs the 
flrong body-guard he always oiainiained, and theftateheaf- 
fumed, this laft aSion, his fortifying with ill poJCblc art, and 
keeping a flrong garrifon in a caftle of no ulc to the repub- 
lic, was an undeniable proof of his ambitious views. Hav- 
ing thus wrought upon the paflions of the leading men, he 
obtained a body of ttoops, wlth'which marching fecrecly to 
Dtte/id Brundulla, while the doge was there, he unexpe<3cdly entered 
^"' the caftle, feized, blinded, and depofed TTva^jo.- then re- 
turning to Vtnicty he bad the addrcfs to procure himfelf to be 
e)e£led in his Head. Thus ended the power of the unhappy 
Tbted^t^ after he had governed the republic for thirteen 
years **. He was a man of a fpeculativc turn, much addified 
to fludy and retirement, of few words, and a refervcd car- 
riage : the misfortunes of the firfl part of his life had con- 
firmed his natural propenfity to folitude ; yet when be ap- 
peared in public, no man paid a greater attention to the mag- 
niiiccnce, munificence, and majefly of a prince.

^i« V. circumflance is not improbable, if we confiderhis chara^er, 
^ , and the {bort duration of his power. He was maflcr of 
deep diffimulation, an Infinuating manner, and fpecious ap- 
pearatKc ) he could cloak the blackeA vices under the ap- 
pearance of virtue, and mafk his ambition with the direftfem- 
blance of patrioiifm. But when his cunning was infufficient 
toelFcfl his purpofes, he was equally vigorous in his public, 
as he had been artful in his fccrct priftlces. facrifinng ho- 
notn*, honefly, and reputation, to his interefl and the love of 
power. After a reign of one year and two months, he waa 
depofed and blinded (a piece of policy the Fenflwns would 
fcem to have borrowed from the Eaftern nations) leaving be- 
hind him the chira^er of a bad man j an ambitious, turbu- 
lent, and tyrannical prince.

Hc'"-^ ' ' 
was cruel, covetous, }nd lewd beyond example; inlbmuch 
that the republic, finding the virtues of the tribunes an un- 
equal balance to his vices, inflicted the fame puniOiment on 
him as they had done on his predecelToc (A). 

MAURITIO GALEA lOy DogeVII. 
The cruelty of the late adminillr.a[ion did not deter the ^ ^^ 
council from eleding Mauritia Ga&aia, who was permitted j^. 
to aiTociatc hJs Con Gimjanni with him in the government. Maoritio, 
About the beginning of Mauritie't dogefhip, the HeracUans Jegi VII. 
and %^i^ju abandoned their dwellings, and fought protection 
of Coarlermgtu, who fettled them in Malamoc until their afFairs 
could be reinftated ^ : the occafion of their flight proceeded 
from the difcovery of feme confpiracies which Fartumtty 
\i\^op of Grada, had formed igainft the republic. The/A- 
racUans and Jefulam were deeply concerned in the plot, and 
fearing the refentment of the doge, whom they intended to 
depofe, thought to fcrecn tliemfelvcs under the fan£lion of 
Coarifmagn/s power; the Venetian!, however, bravely at- 
ticl:ed them, driving them o^t of Malamat^ without regard- 
ing the emperor's proteftion. Charlemagne was fo incenfed, 
that he ordered Pepin to declare war againft the republic. Ifar iviti 
P«^/niiiimediateIy publifhedadeclarationagainfl the ^Mffinnj; Pepin, 
but he had notenterAJ their territories when news was brought 
to him, that Afiidpbuj, king of the Ltmbardi, was commit- 
ting the moA horrid cruelties in the pope's dominions, and- 
deftroying every thing with 6re and fword ; this for a while

Pepin was no Tooner at liberty to turn his arms againft the 
republic, than he purfued the war fo fuccefsfuHy, as to de- 
prive them or almofl all their dominions upoii the continent ; 
hedeftroyed Htraclea, and laid wafte (he country of the ye- 
fulam ; an extraordinary method of aHif^ing thofe who had 
demanded his fuccour. We arc for this reafon inclined to dif- 
trud this account of the origin of the war ; and the more, 
as Tome anachrontfms in it render the whole improbable : ihe 
mod fpeciouscaufeis, that the Vtnctians had incurred the 
difpleafure of Ptpin, by the afliftancc they lent AJlulphus, 
with whom they were in alliance. Btmtmttus relates, that 
Pepin's fuccefs was not great, and the impreSoii he made on 
the frontiers, which Maurxtio bravely defended, inconfidcr- 
able. We are farther told, that before he came to a decifive 
engagement with the Venetians, he was called off from the 
. war by the revolt of Ajiulphui : certain it is, that the f^ene- 
Vemee f-^^^j jj^j about this time declared themfelves a free, inde- 
fjf^"f'' P*"*'^'** ftate, neither acknowledging the fuperiotity of the 
if,," "^'' £aftcrn or Weftern empires, nor eyen the fpiritual jurifdifijon

flancethenmightbe an additional caufe of Pf/Zn'srefentmentt 
%jf ■ > 3nd have drawn upon (he Venetians the war. Soon after the 
*u""o conclufion of this affair Mauritit died ; and with him was 
'' extin^ for a time, the happinefs of the republic : his wif- 

dom had conducted them Tafely through the moft perilous and 
critical conjunAure the ftate ever beheld, and his valour 
gained him the efteem of Pepin, then the greateft potentate 
of the Weft ^ He was humane, affable, and courteous ; he 
polleffed all thofe talents and qualities which poutd g'in bim 
the pftcem or love of the people (B).

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bilhop of Grada, a prelate of virtue and piety. We ut left 
in the darlc in relation to ihecaufeof thisciuet ufage; pro- 
bably whim, caprice, and his diflilce to a man of fair reputa- 
tion, •might be tbe fole occafion — Itwidta virtus' philatur^. 
Whatever it was, the bifhop met with the mo[l barbarom 
and inhuman ufage ; he was taken, and after a fliort confine- 
ment, thrown headlong from a high tower. The fucceed- 
ing bjfliop formed a ftrong party in Vtnice againfl the doge, 
cither to depofe or to murder him % but the plot was difco- 
vered jull as it was on the pointof execution, and the bifhop 
and other confpirators forced to favc themfelves by flight. 
The leading men in this plot were Demitrio Marmani, Fof- 
caro de G^srgeSf 2nd Oitleritj at that time tribunes^: they 
concealed themfelves in Trevi/o, but the bifhop went directly 
to the court of Ptpln, and threw himfejf upon that prince 3 
proteSion. Ftpin had been lliled king of Italy^yA^^ pope ; 
in confequence of which he always efpouf^d the caufc of the 
church, without enquiring into its merit. He refolved to 
fupport the bifliop ; but before hoftilities were commenced, 
Giovanni and bis fon Mdurhia, whom he had made hi^ col- 
league, were depofed'for their barbarity and infolcnce } and 
Oitleria /tnhntra, one of the tribunes, clewed doge. In this 
period it was that Oiivula was erected into an epifcopal ice, 
(the firft we have any mention of in Vtnice) having the iflands 
Lupria and Dorfedura within its jurifdiSion ; the ancient 
family of the Scapari at this time built the church of Mefes, 
the fineft piece of architecture Fenici had fecn ; Sergius^ a 
private flranger, who had been fuddenly and miraculouily 
cured of an inveterate difcafe, founded and adorned the build- 
ing called St. Micbaeri church, in gratitude to that faint for 
his recovery. Thefe, and fuch other important fails, do the 
hiftorians of early agc< relate '. 

OBSLERIO, Doge IX. 

0££££J!/Owa9oneoftbetribunes whoconfpiredagainft A. D. 
Giovanni : he had taken refuge in Trevi/o, where he re- 804.

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ftrengtlKE the republic againft (he approaching ftoim from 
Pepin, by the frtcndCiip of Nicephorui : he was kindly re- 
ceived by the Grefi emperor, and treated with the refpe^ 
due to a crowned head. During his abfcnce Valentin, the 
youngefl brother, was appointed to aiEft OieUrio ■ but here 
we find fo many con t radial ions as it would be impolEble to 
reconcile ; fuch a variety of dtfcording opinions among au- 
thors, that we are at a lofs which of them to follow. Sabd- 
licus relates, that ObeUrio being depofed by His brother BtaU, 
^ed to CharUmagni for protection ; that the emperor fent or- 
ders to Pepin to march immediately into Italy againft the Ve- 
netians and Beata, who bad ufurped the whole authority ''• 
Others fay, that Pepin had entered the frontiers of the repub- 
lic beforeihe emperor's commands arriied, in order to rellore 
the bifliop of Grada. SaielUcus farther relates, that Peplij 
having feizedall the dominions ofthe republic upon the con- 
tinent, was preparing to lay fiege to Fenia, when his fleet 
was entirely difpetfed and ruined by a ftorm. 

In a war that broke out between Pepin and the Greei em- 
peror Nicepherus, the doge undertook to mediate a peace; but 
Ibcwing a biafs to the intereftof Nicepherus, the treaty was 
Pepin hyi abruptly broke oft'*. Pepin was fo incenfed at Oielerie'spiJtl- 
jfyi'/' ality, that he determined tocairy the war into the ^/ff^ii7ndo- 
Veoice. minions,anddeftroythc very being ofthe republic. Afterhav- 
jng laid wafte the province of Fenitia, he led his army df- 
re£lly to Venia, blocking the city up at the fame time by 
his fleet. The Veneiiam were not diOieartened at the num- 
ber of their enemies, the reputation of Pepin, or the civil di- 
vifions among themfelves ; their animofitieswerc laid afide, 
and a ftri<a union formed againft the common enemy : the 
chief command was given to Valentin *, as Obelerio was fup- 
^jfed too nearly allied to Pf^in, to fight with thatgood-wiU 
and cheatfulnefs the fi;rvice of his country required. The 
Venetians, notwithflanding the mofl obftinale defence, the 
oiofi vigorous fallies, and their felling every iiich of ground 
at an incredible expence of hlood, were at length reduced to 
that part of the city fouth of the Rialtc ; this ftream, and 
their own bravery, being now their only defence. Wbil« 
Pepin was preparing to lay a bridge over the canal, they re- 
folvcd, as a hfteftbtt, to attack Pf^/n's fleet, and to vanquifh 
or die in defence of their liberty. Embarking all the troops 
they could fpate, they bore down, with the advantage of the 
wind and ttae, upon the enemy, and began the atuck with

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fpch fury, u obliged the French admiral to give way. The 
ligbtntfs of their (hips, and their knowledge of the found- 
ing*) gave the Venetians every advantage they could wi(h: 
the enemy's fleet was run aground, and the greater part of 
tbeir troops perilled in at:emp[ing to efcape; ibe Olips werft 
all, to a few, either taken ordeftroyed. During thisa^tion 
at fea, Pepin refolded to afiault the city by jand, not doubt- 
ing but the gartiLbn wa^ fo weakened by the number of forces 
they had fent on board the fleet, as to be able to malce but . 
a flight refiflance. Having for this purpofe thrown a bridge 
over the Rialto, he was marching his troops acrofs it when 
he found himfelf attacked on every fide by the Venetian! from 
their boats, and others who had pofted themfelves oti the 
bridge. The battle was long bloody and doubtful, until the ' 
ymetiam employed all tbeir power to break down the bridge, 
which at laft yielding to their qbftinate endeavouis, a pro- 
digious llaughter of the Freruh enfued : however, they fought 
like men in defpair, feeing no hopes of fafety but in victory ; 
butallcommunicationbeingcutolf with the troops onlhorei 
they were to a man either killed or drowrjed. The number of 
{[tin was fo great, that the fpace between the Rialia and 
^^lanec was covered with dead bodies and has ever fince 
gone by a name expreffive of the prodigious {laugh- 
ter'. P^tn was fo firuck with the intrepidity of the Vtne- 
tiam, that he raifcd the fiege, abandoned the cnterprizc, an<t 
concluded a peace with the republic : he afterwards came to 
Venitt to intercede for Obeleng, that he might be rellored, 
which the Venetians granted, more out of refpe£): to the re- 
queft of fo great a prince, than love to the unhappy Obeltrio^. 
The people had a notion that Obelerio had encouraged Pepin 
to declare war upoii the republic, and (hat a correfpondence 
between them was carried on during the liege; Ptpin was q/j^ j„g 
therefore no fooner withdrawn, than the populace feizing upon p^ i, 
Oheleria, tore his body in pieces, and fcattered his limbs and jtaih- 
bowels about the city. His wife Ihared the fame fate; for as 
ihe was the lifier of Pepin, it was not doubted but her in- 
fluence was the caufe of'her hufband's perfidy. Thus ended 
the bloody war with Ptpittf which coft the doge his life, after 
he had governed jointly with his brothers for the fpace of five 
years. Oieleriahid fome excellent qualities; his heart was 
tender and humane; his avetfion to blood made him hefi- 
tate and tamper in fuch a manner, as drew upon him the im- 
putation of treachery ■ : .'tis pofBble too th^t the aHatla of

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his temper, his affedlon for his wife, and even TuIjeQion to 
her violent paiSons, might have led him into an unjuflifiable 
concfpondence with Pepin i but we have no proof that be 
ever betrayed his country^ or committed any odier crime de- 
ferring the rigour of his punifhment. 

ANGELO PJRTICIPJrjO,DosiX. 

A. D. OBELERIO was fucceeded bv Angik ParticipatiOj the 
809. tenth doge; if we include VaUntin, who commanded 
An^lo during the ilege, the eleventh, Sanfovino omits him in bis 
Pal-tici- table': we have followed this writer's authority, ai his chro- 
^"O'^'nology isthemoft regular, beft conneded, and confiftent 
'^' with fafls. Part'uipalio was defcended from an ancient fa- 

mily ofHtracUa, as appears by an infcription upon a monu- 
ment erc£ted to commemorate his having repaired, beautified, 
and adorned the place of his nativity, hence called FUla-nava. 
In his adminitiration the city of Vtnici was enlarged by an ad- 
dition of fixty of the furrounding iftands, conneded with 
bridges, and taken into the liberties of the capital ^ i the 
Riaha was affigned for the conftant refidence of the princesj 
and a palace of elegant Aru£lme reared for the abode of the 
doge. 

ANGELO having adbciated Gievanni, his cldefl (on, with 
him in the government, he fent yufiinlant, the younger, 
upon an ambafly to Lea emperor of the Eall ; where he ac- 
quitted htmfelf with great dexterity and addrefs, diftinguiOi- 
ing himfelf by his found judgment, and accurate know lege of 
mankind. He was fo incenfed at the preference fhewn Gl- 
evanni, that he obninately rcfufcd to vifit his father upon hi* 
return j and petfifted in his refolution until Giovanni was de- 
pofcd and banifhcd : after which Ju/lmiam was appointed 
his father's colleague*. 

About this time a plot formed againft the doge was dilco- 
vered; Giovanni Toicnieo, Bono Bragadino, and other chiefs 
of theconfpiracy were put to death; fome of inferior rank 
banilhed, and flight corporal punifliments inflified upon le- 
veral others. This afiair being terminated, the VenetioHt 
found ihemrelves involved in a quarrel with Vkic bifbop of 
Aquileia, affiOed by the Ftrlians. Uirie had rcfented the fee 
of Aquileia's being fubje£ted to the jurifdiiSion of the bifliop 
of Grada ; in order to revenge himfelf, he rufed an army, 
entered into treaty with the ferlianty and marched into tfaa

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bifhopric of Grada in 1 hofttle manner. He likewife fiitod 
out a fleet to moteR his brother prelate by lea ; but the Vt- 
rutians coining up with the htier, burnt, funic, and defttoyed 
the fquadron, taking XJkic and all his principal officers pri- 
foners : then landing their forces, they not only difperfed 
the biOiop's army, but took fcvcral towns upon the coaft, 
and laid wafte the whole province of Priult. At their re- 
turn they fet Vlric- and the other prifoneis at liberty, on con- 
dition he would annually fend to l^inici twelve wild boars, a 
bull, and twelve loaves, in acknowledgment of his fubjec- 
tion ' : we are told that a fcilival, in commetnoraiion of this 
victory and tribute, is flill obferved. Thefc arc all the tran- 
fa£lions, public and private, which occur during the go- 
vernment of Angtb Partidpaiie, 

yUBTlNIANO, Doge XI. 

JUSTlNI/fNO, at his father's death, cameintopoffcffion Juftinla- 
of the whole government. His /irft public ad was to fend no, Ji^ 
a fleet to the afBftance of the emperor Aftcbatl'^ againft the XI- 
SaraeenSy who were by this time become a formidable and dan- 
gerous people to the chriftian powers. Thus we fee, that 
the ftniliant were among the firft chriftians who endea- 
voured to give a check to the progrefs of the Infidels : we 
fhall foon find them taking the lead, and fighting the moft 
ipiiited and dreadful battles. 

All that hiftorians farther relate of yaji'miane and the re- 
public, during his government, confifts of miracles, legends, 
and fables of fupcrllition and ignorance : this indeed may be 
coltc^ed from them, that he was a wife prince, who purfued 
peace and the bappinefs of his people ; cherifhed trade and 
jndullry, and cultivated the duties of religion, virtue, and 
humanity. He died two years after he had taken upon him 
the fupreme authority, being fucceeded by his brother Giqi

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Ifl I little tiise he rouftered a confiderable armf, and con- 
tra^ng an alliance niih the iViar/MiW, a piratical ftate,wa> 
preparing to attack tbe city, when Giovanni furprifed him 
with a powerful fleet, atid obliged him to 1y to Malamoc. 
The inhabitants of this ifland, in attempting to fcrcen the 
pretended Obilerto^ brought ruin upon ihemfelves ; for G/a- 
vanni attacked and defeated them, burnt the city, felzed upon 
the impoAor, and cut oiF his hbad : before he returned with 
bis fleet, he punifhed the Narmtints for the aHiHance they 
afforded the pretended ObtUrie^ the difturbances given the 
republic, and for feverat depredations committed on the Ve- 
nefiipi merchants ^ 

Soon after, Giovanni was forced to quit the city by 
a powerful faAion, headed by CarojU, wht> on the doge s 
departure feized upon the palace, and ufurped the fu- 
preme authority ; but his fwa3r was of fhort duration > be 
was depofed by fomc of the chiefs of his own faflion, and 
Ginmnni recalled by thofe very perfons who had confpired , 
againft him but a few weeks before. His whole life was 
checquered with a variety of good and bad fortune : futt he 
was appointed his father's colleague, then depofed by his bro- 
ther ; ibon after recalled by the people ; next obliged to fly . 
from a fadlion ; fuddenly again recalled by the fame faSion ; 
and laftly depofed, bis hair fhaved, and himfelf confirained to 
end his days in a monaftery,

nico Jtgi '*'" ^° Vinit'i to conclude an alliance offenfive and defcnfivc 
XIII. agajnfi the Saracens, who had feized fome of the iflands of 
the Jrchipelaga, and were then ravaging Italy ». The Vent' 
iians readily acceded to his proppfals, and immediately equip- 
ped a fleet of fucty gallics, with orders to join the Grecian 
fleet with all expedition, and feek theenemy. Sala, the &)- 
ri7»» general, was then befieging^nr/nfum, which hequitleti 
on advice that the combined fleet was approaching, and te-. 
tired to CrBtona ; here he made n {land, and was foon atr 
tacked by the Grecian admiral. The battle was long and 
bloody ; but juft as tbe Venetians had broke the enemy's line,

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inif vi^ory was inclining to the confederates, the Grtctan ad- 
miral bore away with all the fail he could make, leaving the 
Venetiani tofliifc for thcmfelves. They were foon Surrounded 
and opprcfled by the fuperior number '' of the Saracen fleet ; 
but pteferring death to an Inglorious flight, they fought until 
fcarce a (hip remained to carry the report of their misfor- 
tune to Veniee. The news of this defeat threw the republic • 
into the utmoft confternatlon and perplexity ; they doubted 
not but the Saractns would immediately lay fiege to the city, 
for which it was but badly prepared, having loft the braveft 
' of their forces in the late unfortunate engagement: however, 
the fiiars of the republic were foon happily removed, by cer- 
tain intelligence that the Saracens were gone to Jnana, which 
place they pillaged and deftroyed. 

The piratical Narenimtvittt elated with the misfortunes 
of the republic ; and thinking her low condition a proper 
opportunity for revenging the late difgracc, they begun to 
lob, plunder, and lay wafte the coaft of Dalmatian carrying 
theii incur&ons to the gates of the city CaarU '. The Vent- 
tiani were little difpofed to enter upon a new war ; yet 
thinking rt brneath the dignity of the republic tamely to bear 
with thejnfolence of thofe robbers, they fitted out a fleef, 
which foon reduced the Nareatlrus to fuboiiffion, apd obliged 
them to repair the damage. Before the Venetians had re- A. I>> 
covered the great lofs fuftained by the defeat from the Sa- S^^- 
racensy civil commotions arofe to complete their mifery : the 
whole ftate was divided into two violent factions, each fup- 
portcd by the nobleft and mod powerful families in Venict, 
On the one fide were the Juftiniani, the Polani, and the Baf- 
fei ; on the other, the Stlloni, the Sevali, and the Barbslani ; 
who carried their animoJity fofar, that not aday pafTed with- 
out frays, bloodfhed, and murder: at laft the Barbslani were 
driven out of the city, which in fome meafure appeafed the 
fury of the combatants. They were foon after reftored, at 
the interceffion of Ledovie II. and then again the tumults 
. were renewed, in one of which the doge was murdered. So' 
beUicus relates, that be was for a long time bravely defended 
by his fervants, who, after he was killed, retreated into the 
palace, and flood a fiege for thirty days, until famineat length 
ct^mpeHed them to furrender ^. It was death to leize upon 
the palace, deemed the property of the republic ; yet in con- 
fideration of their brave zeal for fo good a mafter, tbey were

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pardoned and rewarded. A AtiEt fcrutiny was then made 
into the occafion of the doge's murder : Tome of the coofpi' 
latois were hanged, others drowned, and a great number ba- 
niflied. Thus died Piers Tradenico, after he bad governed 
' ' the republic wiih great reputation for the fpace of twenty- 
nine years. Ail the hiftorians agree in giving bi'm the highefl 
praifes; they call him temperate, pious, juft, a warrior, and 
a ftatefman : the misfortunes of the city they attribute to 
the pride, wealth, and ambition of the nobility. A tribunal 
was appointed to enquire intothecaufesof thecivi! (livifionsi 
it confifted of the bilhop of Eqmline^ the dean of GraJa, and 
Demincia Bojfani, men of great prudence and caution. Their 
impartiality and integrity were fo univetfally acknowledged^ 
that both parties acquiefcing in their judgment, peace, con- 
cord, and happinefs, were m a little time reftored, 

ORSO PJRTICJPATJO.VogeXW. 

A. D. The aflcmbly then pfocceded to the eleflion of a new 
864. doge, when the majority declared in favour of Or/o Partici' 
Orlb Par-^^,5_ He begun his adminiftraiion with endeavouring to 
licipatiOi pi-ejj||-ve the public tranquility; but the ambition and war-* 
^£tXlY. jiJBftdifpofition of the Sarateui fruftraied his dcfign. They 
made a fudden incurfion into /)d/f7iii';i7, plundered and de- 
ftroycd the country; then ravaging the coaft of ^r/u, they 
laid (iege to Grada with a powerful fleet and army. The re- 
public faw, that fpiric and refolution mud be exerted. A 
fleet was equipped, and the doge came To fuddenly upon the 
enemy, that breaking up the itcge, they retired precipitately 
with the lofsofa great number of men and veffeU: we are 
told that, upon this occaOon, Ci^ffTnW, the doge's fon, gave 
fo many proofs of his courage, conduft, and oihfr military 
qualities, that he was rarfed to the dignity of colleague to his 
father. Banitiniius mentions anoiher defeat fudained by the 
SarMent before Tarentunii lilccwife a victory obtained over 
the Narentiaes, who had broke through the former peace, and 
laid wafle the country of Jjlria. SabillUus pafTes over the 
former, as not deferving credit ; but it feems to be inconietla- 
bly proved by an infciiption quoted by Sanfovino (A). Orji 
now turned his attention to domeflic affairs ; be made Up the 

;[uarrel between the prelates of Grada and TourctlUs ; he af- 
ignedthat part of the ciry called ii^r/^f/urf?, which was naked 
and defglatc, for the tefidence of his fquires ; he compofed

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all diftrencesfubfifting between the republic and the /(fri'ino,. A. D^ 
or people of Friuii -, he brought about a pcrfe£l harmony "'■ 
between the fees of AquiUia and Grada. After a happy, wife, 
and profperous reign of feventecn years, Orfi died, the dar- 
. ling of the people, the terror of the SarMtns, and fcourge of 
the Narentims. He found the republic low, be left it flourilh- : 
ing ; divided into fa^ions, (lUed with tumults and civil broils, 
he rcftnred tranquility, peace, and harmony; the treafury 
exhaufted, the marine ruined, and the public commerce de- 
ftroyed, be rendered the fiate ricb, powerful, and lefpci^ed 
by all its neighbour). * 

GIOVANNI P J RTIC IP ATIO^DogiiXV. 

ORSO was fucceeded by his Ton Giovanni ; SabtUiau calls Gloruini 
kimbislM-othcrr ThenewdogejattherequcftoftheafTcmbly, Participa- 
fenthls brother Badoarie topopc Jahny to folicit the inveftiture tia, Agt 
of.Canutiaebia, and that it might for ever beannexed to the ^(- XV. 
JKtian dominions. Mariai, the' earl of Comnuicbia, having 
notice of this ambafly, lay in wait for BaJaarig, wounded 
and made htm prilbner, obliging him to purchafe his liberty 
by a promife, in the name of the republic, that the defign 
Ihould be relinquifhed °'. Bavaria dying foon after his re- 
turn to VeHice^ the republic declared war agalnft the earl, be- 
iieged Commachia, and ufed with the utmoft feverily the per- 
Tons concerned in the confpiracy againft the amballador. 
Giovanni falling dangeroufly: ill, he devolved the government 
upon his brother Orfoy who Toon voluntarily refigned the truft : 
upon this Giovannif having recovered his health, again i;e- 
fumed the management of the ftate ; but foon after, being 
feizcd with a flow lingering malady, formally abdicated bis 
authority (B). Giovanni Pariicipalio was both a foldier and 
politician ; but he had an infolence and pride of difpotltion, 
which rendered bis government odious to the people. 

PIBTRO CANDIANO^DogeXVl.

, thy to rule: however, heperfidcdinhis rrfolution, and Cdo- 

Jiana was confirmed in the fupreme magiflracy. ' The incur- 
fions of the Nanntincs, who had been fo lately cbafVifed, ren- 
dered it necellarj td a^uip a fleet. Candiana taking upon 
himfelf the command of a fmall fquadron of feVen gallic?, 
came up with the pirates, and maintained a hot engagement 
far feveral hours, notWithftahdihg their great fuperioriiy : at 
laft the enemy finding that vidory depended upon the doge's 
life, who was every where prefent animating his men, boie 
down with their ftoutefl Ihips upon Candiaaa's galley. The 
difpute was obdinace i butthedogebcingflain, ihemenfur- 
rendered themfelvcs to the NarcnUnei ''. The aflembly tna 
inconfolable at this lofs, and the people tumultuous ; nor 
could any thing appeafc them befides a promife from Gii- 
vanni that he would refume the government, if a doge was 
not immediately eleded to their (atisfadion '. The council 
- 1^ nominated Pidro 7riiuna, a perfon equally efteemed for hi* 
88&. P"''''^ ^"^^ private vittues : the people were contented, and 
regularity and order reftored. 

PIETRO TRIBUNO, DogeXVn. 
Pietro Soon after Tribuim's acceilion, the republic was throwd 

Tribune, into the utitiofl confternation by a report that a powerful 
Jcgt army of Hunni, who had broke into /(o^, was marching 

XVII. towards f^nue. The Hunm having dcfraied Berti^arius, 
-A u entered Italy, putting every Roman ihcy met to the rnrord, 
^,' burning the villages, dcftroying the harvcila and vintages, 
flaughtcring the cattle; in fhoit, laying ci'uy place wafte 
and defolaie, without temorfe or humanity. Induced by the 
wealth of the yenetian republic, they refolved to fack and 
pillage the city. Marching through the maritime province!, 
they burnt AVii A'tj^fo, Jefuloa, and Chioggia : afier deftroy- 
ing every thing upon the coaft, they prepared boats to at- 
tack the Riaha, which they imagined muft yield to their pro- 
digious numbers^. Pitira Triiu aoQimtttd nothing which be- 
came a great general and a foldicr : he placed ilrong guards

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round the city, foniiieti the places moA expofed, equipped 
a ficet with incredible difpatch, and dinurbeil and harniTed 
the enemy by perpetual failira. Hit atSivity, penetration, 
ikill, and prefeiwe of mind, were the ationiJbment of every 
one. . He animated the troops by his example ; was the fore- 
mofi: in every attack : in a word, was the life and foul of 
the whole flatc. 

The Hunni were preparing to make a general afTault ; 
and Fidro, after a Ihort and animating fpeech, ordered the 
ibldiers to be embarked, and immediately bore down upon' 
the enemy near Jlb'ula. The battle began with fuiy, and 
continued with obftinacy for feveral days, neither iide dif- 
covering any figns of wearinets ; the fleets feparatcd at 
night, the combatants returning next day to the charge with 
fteAi vigour : the Vttutiani every where oppofcd courage to ■ 
numbers, and the dc^ performed prodigies of valour. At 
l»ft Tribwto, fearing diat the fpiiita of his men might (ait. 
under the obflinacy and multitude of ibc enemy, colledled 
all bis force, refolving either to die or make an inipreffion 
upon their line. He was lb bravely fecondcd by his troops, 
^at die barbarians were broken and defeated, and nothing 
bat daughter and a general carnage enlued. The Tea was co- ' 
Tcred with dead bodies, and the Venelians fought, fays the 
fiorid Blmdui, upon heaps of the Hain barbarians as upon dry 
land ; the fiege was raifed, the Hunni driven out of /to^, 
and the reputation of Venice for anus became famous all over 
the world'. In this manner do their hiftarianslpeak; and 
truhr we muft allow, that never were valour, conduct and 
perleverancc more confpicuous than upon this occafion. The 
city was ill pr^iared for a fiege when it was invelled. Befides the 
Icarcity of provifions, the weakne^ of^e marine, and the low 
ftate of [he finances, which had been greatly exhauHed in the 
late wars againll the Saracms and Norintines, a general languor, 
delpondency, and deprelBoo of fpirits, prevailed among all de- 
grees of the inhabitants, owing to the late lolfes and mifcarriages: 
but neccffity, and the animating example of ihtir valiant doge, 
overcame all difficulties, and iiifpired every Vtiutian with fenti- 
ments worthy of the freedom of their" conftitution, and wif- 
dom of theif government. As loon as they were delivered 
Trom the barbarians, the dc^e applied himfelf to reward thofe 
who had dilfinguifhed them'elvcs in the fiege ; to relieve ihofe 
who had fuffered by the death of their fathers, husbands, or 
Ions ; to repair the buildings that had been pulled down, or

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otherways Jamaged, by the barbarians; aiid to eflaUifb, pcacci 
order, and tranquility, thro' every part of the republic. V/bUe 
he was thus employed, an acute dtfeafe fuddeniy deprived the 
republic of her greateft commander, herwifeft ftateiman, and 
bed governor. 

URSO BODOAIRIO, Doge XVIH. 
The council of ftate proceeded to the election of a fac- 
cellbr i their choice fell upon Urfe Badoairio, comrnonly 
caWei Urfi Parlicipati's the fecond, a man of ftrift mora^ 
great piety, prudence, and juftice j of a peaceable and quiet 
difpofition, equally ftudious of his own eafe and of the pub- 
lic tranquility. The republic fent Pittro, the doge's fon, on 
an ambafly to Conjiantinoph, where he was well received, 
loaded with rich prefcncs, and honoured with the title of pro- 
tofpater of the empire : on his return he was attacked, plua- 
dered, and made prifoner by Michatl, a petty prince of Dal- 
matia '. Some time after PUlro made his cfcape, and returned 
in great diftrefs ; but neither the hardlhips he fuffered, the 
infult upon the republic, nor the entreaties of his fon, could 
prevail on the pacific tcmperof L/r/o to declare waragainft the 
Dalmatians. Aftergoveming the ftate for the fpace of twenty 
years, with great moderation, Bodoairia refigncd his authority 
and retired to a monaftery, where he finiOied his days in iix 
aufterc praffice of the moft rigid virtue '. 

PIETRO CANDIANO, Doge XIX. 

PIETRO CANDIANO the fccond, was elefled doge in 
the room of the abdicated prince. About this time the re- 
public declared war againft the Cemmachians, who had broke 
through the laft treaty : it was carried on with fo much vi- 
gour and fucccfs, th^ the Cormnachians, finding they were 
unable to cope with fo powerful an enemy, furrcndered pri- 
fgners at difcretion. The Fenelians u'ed their power with great 
moderation j they fet the enemy at liberty, and rcftorcd them 
to all their former privileges. In this dogcfhip, ^r/o like- 
wife was conquered and annexed to ihc dominions of there- 
public ; foon after Candiano died, having governed the re- 
public for feven years. He is ranked among the middling 
prirKea, having neither virtues nor vices in his chara^r lo 
dininguifhing, as to merit particular regard. 

PIETRO PARTICIPATIO, Doge XX. 

The adminiltiation of thefucceedingprince,Piri«i'(irrio- 
fat'ufWzs pacific. Nothing is recorded cither of him or of the 
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republic, but that he obtained from the emperor the privilege 
of coining money in hb own name, with the arms of the Hate 
on the rcverfe ". Some hiflorians affirm, that the republic af- 
fumed the right of coining money long befoie thit sera, which 
indeed is probable, as they had declared themfelves a free peo- 
ple in the beginning of CbarUmognis reign '. 

P/ETRO CJNDUNO, Doge XXI. 
PARTICIPATIO was fuccceded by his fon Pietro CaniB- A. D. 
one, the third of that name. He had been colleague to his 94^- 
Ather for the firll year of his dogelhip, but Wfis banifhed the p,'etro 
city for his intolerable cruelty, pride, and infolence. Expe- Candiaoo, 
rience and misfortune, however, reclaiming him, he was re- ^„ XXI. 
called and fubftituted by the common confent in his father's 
room, of which the people had never caufe to repent. 

CANDIANO was fcarce eftablifhed in his authotiiy, when 
the peculations, frauds, and robberies of the Hartniinei obliged 
the republic to declare war againfl this people. They had in 
a manner blocked up Peniee, fo that a merchantman had no 
fafety in going in or out of the harbour ; nor indeed in any 
part of the Jdrialic, which was crowded with the fliips of pi- 
ratical flates ^. Shame and revenge took polTeflion of every 
breafl : a fleet was manned with all expedition, and Tent in 
queflof the pirates; who, being. diftributed in fingle fliips, 
or fmall fquadions, were unable to rcfiQ fo Urong an arma- 
ment : they therefore Tub mi tied themfelves to the clemency 
of the republic, and were pardoned on condition they would 
repair all the damage fultained by the Venetians, pay an an- 
noal tribute, and give fecurity for their future behaviour'. A. U, 
In the mean time violent tumults and feditions prevailed all ^^^' 
over the city. The dc^ had taken for his colleague Putra, 
his Second Ton, a young man of a faiftious, turhulent, and 
tippetuous fpiril". Not fatisfied wilh the preference to his 
elder brother given him, he was ambitious of governing 
alone; he animated the people to feditions, excited tumults, 
and encouiaged infolence and contempt of his father's autho- 
rity : infliorr, the profligate, the rubber, and alTaf&n, were 
not only protedled, but encouraged by PUlra. The fenate, 
dreading tlie confcquences of fuch tumultuous ilocs, did all 
in their power to fupport the old doge's authority, to quell 
feditions, and compofe the minds of the people. At laft in 
perfoa, followed by the fenate, Cantliano addiefled ihe multi- 
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tude in tennt lb reeling and pttbetic, that their rage was 

fuddcniy turned againft Piilrt and the other incenaiaries, 

Fietra ^ who, at their remmiftrancc, were banifhed the city ". Ttw 

tiifitJ. clergy and p^p'e bound themfelves by a folemn oath never 

to recal them : an oath which we £hall foon fee was broke 

through. Pietrs, after wandering about for fbme time, at 

lengtb went to Guida, fon and fucceObr or Bertngariui ; to 

him be applied himre]/ fe fucc^uUy, that GuiiU furnithed 

him with fix large armed gallies to make war upon his father 

and country. Without remoife or fueling he commenced 

hoftilitiet, took, plundered, and dellroyed all the Vinettam 

ihippii^ I and committed fuch cnonnlcies as broke his good 

Candiano old father's heart. The misfortunes of Candiano^ admibi- 

^'"- Aration may be afcribed folely to his parental aJFe>3ion, and 

particular fondnds for the Icau dcferving of his children. 

PIETRO CANDIANO, Doge XXU. 
Pietro CANDIANO was fctrce dead, when the affcftions of 

Candi- the people, ever inconflant, were is violently bent upon 
»no,d^f recalling Pietro^ as before they were on punifhing him with 
XXil. death or banifhmcnt. Ht was at this time in arms againft 
the republic ; yet the people, unmindful of the oath they 
had voluntarily taken but a year bcfbre, difpatched melien^ 
gcrs to him, and conferred upon him the whole fupreme au- 
thority, from a (hare in which he had lately and defervedljr 
been depofed. Not fatisfied with the common honoura be- 
Aowed upon df^es, they lent three hundred Qiips and barges, 
filled with the nobility and chief citizens, to meet him " : out 
they foon received the juft reward (rf their folly and pftijury t 
nor did he long enjoy a dignity he owed more to the caprice 
of the people, than to his own merit. 

CANDIANO was not kwig poOeiled of the fupreme au- 
thority, before he broke out into the mofl profligate, aban- 
doned, and wanton wickednefs : he was now an aflcmblage 
of every vice which can have place in the human heart j his 
■"■ ^- cruelly, luft, avarice, and brutality were not to be equalled, 
9^* The milery of the republic was augmented by a dreadful fir* 
which broke out, and. In the fpace of a few hours, con- 
fumed above three hundred houfes, an incredible numbo' of 
i:ihabitants, and a prodigious quantity of cffeOs of great 
value. 

BEFORE this accident the doge had levied an army, and 
marched againlt the inhabitants of Vdtrxa, on pretence of 
their witholding certain lands belonging to his wife. HefUfi

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plundered and laid wafte tbeir country, then attacked their 
city, took and levelled it with the ground, ufing the citizens 
with the utmoft inhumaaity ' : from thence he pafied to 
Ftrrara % aflaulted and took a city on the confuies, treating '«. 
in the fame mapiter he did Udtr%a. Upon his return toi^f- 
WM his views roft in prt^ortionto his iuccefs: he pradifed 
every excels of an abfolute and bubarous tyrant. That ti« 
might be able to proceed with impunity, he was conRantly at-, 
tended by a ftrong body guard, and a numerous garrifon in 
the [nlace : but no defesce is fufficicnt to prated a tyrant 
againfl the refentnent of an injured people. The VirutiaiUt 
calling to mirtd thdr anciwit Hbcrty, fuildenly fell upoo the ^. 
guard, difpeifed them, and GicrHiccd the doge to their refcnt- .^ 
ment. Other hilktfiam rdate (for thev differ in particular 
circumflances in every period), tbac the ooge retreating ta \m 
palace, defended Iriimelf wi^ ereat valour : that upon f hit 
the afTailania fet fiie to the houfes nearcft the pal>ce, not be- 
ing able to approach it, which ina little timecoofumed then* 
the paJace, A^e, and panSan. This is probably the ium j^ q 
fire which other hiftorian* affimt to have happened in tb* ^_' 
b^inning (^ Coft^aiK'a dogeHap ; but the accounts of this 
uaofadtion are (o various, that we muft leave the readerto de- 
termine for himfelf. Upon this calamitoas occafioa peitihad 
the beautiful churches of St. Mori, St. Tbtodere, and St. 
Alary yuitnica. 

The republic, fays StilitlStMs, having recovered her liberty, 
it was difficult to judge whether her joy at finding berfeif rid 
of a cruel tyrant, or lonow to fe^ the ravages committed by 
the fire, were the ,greate(l : nediing but fcafting, mirtb, ita 
feftivjty were to be feen on the one hand ; while on the 0^0"* 
complaints, lamentations, and wailings, were poured fordi. 
The council, fearing the conrequences of this diSra^d Atua- 
tioa of things, haftejied to the eIe£tion of a new doge. After 
their late fufierings, h is not to be doubted Uit they ufed the 
utmoll caution and circumfpe£l!on in the choice of a prince : 
they were b^py in their endeavours, the eleftion having 
been declared in favour of Piftra Urfioht a man e<]ually dif- 
tingnilbed t^ his birth, his public and pBvate virtues. 

PIETRO URSEOLO, Doge XXIH. 
VRSEOLO was with the utmoft difficulty prevailed upon. Pietro 
to accept Ae bonouis affigned him by the voice orthenatiotii: Urfeolo, 
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he pleaded confcience, inability, and bis diflike to grandeur 
and bufinefs ; but the more his modcny declined the offers 
made him, the more carneft were the people in their intrea- 
ties. At length, out of love and compalBon for the public, 
he accepted that authority of which the lets deferving were 
ambitious from views of fclf-intereft. He begun his govern- 
ment with rebuilding the palace and St. Mark's church at bis 
ownexpencei he made large donations lo the fuflerere by 
the late fire, and omitted nothing which could rellore the 
' city to its former fplendor. or the citizens to their happinefs *. 
7be Sara- While he was thus employed, the Saracens broke into lialj^ 
cens ami took and deftroyed Capua, and were beiieging Barri, a town 
iitt» Italy, in the Birgamahe. The inhabitants were greatly tijftrcflcd by 
iaminc, when(/r/^o/> feafonably arrived with a fleet to their 
relief: he contented himfelf with fupplying the town with 
. provifions, and reinforcing the garrifon, until the arrival of the 
Grttian fleet. As foon as they had joined him, he fell upon 
the Saracens with fuch refolution and conduct, that he foon 
defeated and compelled them to raife the ficge : it deferves 
notice, that the emperor's lieutenant ferved under Vrfeok. 
In the mean time the doge's conduct was fo moderate, hb 
manner fo atTiible, bisvigilanGe fo flriA, and his juftice fo 
impartial, that every unprejudiced perfon acknowledged the 
^' ^; wifdomof hiscondufl: fai2ions, however, were formed againfl 
9^7' him by the adherents and minifters of the late unhappy Qn- 
dsano. The bifliop of Grada had likewife nearly engaged the 
republic in a war with the emperor Olho; but the wifdom of 
Vrfeak tiiumphed over every difficulty, and fecured tranqui- 
lity, peace, and happinefs to 'his people '. After a (hort reign 
of two yean, he refigned the truft he had managed with fo 
much integrity, and fet out on a pilgrimage to Jquitaint (C) ; 
after having with the utmoft care regulat^ the afliirs of the 
public in fuch a manner, that his fucceflbr might not be cm- 
barrafled, and bequeaihed his eflaie to the republic, telling 
the fenate he Dioutd have little occafion for riches in exerci- 
sing the duties of religion*.

The aflembly met to appoint a fucceflbr ; Vilalii, fon of Vitalis, 
Cendianoy was the pcifon fixed upon. Of him, or of ihe ^^.^ 
republic during the year he governed, we find nothing re- *"*■ 
corded, besides his having obtained teave for bis broHier the 
trilliop of Grada to return to tbc city. About the endof the 
year he fell dangeroufly ill, and imagining he fhould not re- 
cover, he vowed to live a monaftic life the remainder of his 
days, which he unwillingly performed after the terrors of death 
were removed ". 

TRIBUNO MEMIO, Doge XXV. 
A NEW eleflion became neceflary by the relignaiion of A. D. 
fitalis J accordingly the great council chofe tribitno Memio, 979* 
• man of profound wifdom and experience. Civil difcords TribunO 
arofe in the very beginning of TJ-zii/no's government, which Mcmio, 
miferably diftrafted the republic. The powerful families of i/iy» 
A^arnfini and Caioprini had carried their animofity fo high, XXV. J 
that every day produced tumults, riotsi and bloodflipd *. JWe- 
rafrti was at length murdered by an oppofite faction ; and 
Caieprini forced to fly the city to avoid juflice. He went di- 
reflly to the court of the emperor Otha, and promifcd to de- 
liver the city into his hands, if he would declare war againft 
tile republic: the emperor bearing a grudge to xht fetit- 
iians, wodd willingly have complied with Cahfrim's propo- 
fal, had he not found it inconvenient. In fome meafure he 
gratified this fiigitive, by ftriflly prohibiting all the fubjefls of 
the empire to carry on any fort of trrade, commerce, or in- 
tercoufe with the Vtnelians. As Ftrtict was wholly fupplied ia 
corn, beef, and the ether neceJTaries of life from Italy and 
the empire, this iniun£tion foon produced a famine : hoWevet} 
the republic would not defcend from its dignity by making 
concelBons to the emperor; on (he conlraiy, they razed to 
the ground the houfe of CaUprini, and banifhed his whole fa- 
mily. Juft as their neceffities became extremely prefling, 
they were happily relieved by the death of Oiha^, the fucceed- 
ing emperor not cbuling to fuftport Caioprini againll his coun- 
Xty. Plenty and peace were hardly reftored to fi'tnice when 
TriMuie Afemia died, or as fome hiHorians aAinn, was de- 
pofed * : certain it is, that his government was not univer- 
fally approved. A prince who takes pact in factions muR ne- 
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ccfTanly innr the dillikc of many of hU futjeSb, and govern 
with a panidiiy that will infallibly tender him odious, and 
his people unhappy. 

A. D. PIETSO URSEOLOtbe S(ci>r,d, Doge XXVI. 
99'- PIETRO VRSEOLO the fccond, was declared fuc^or 

fietro Ur- to Tpibum by the council and people, a dignity which is faid 
feolo. to have beca foretold him by his father. Under Vrfeiih the 
""S* . republic afcendcd rapidly to a high degree of wealth, power, 

XXVI. and grandeur. The Vtrntians obtained liberty for their mer- 
chants to trade freely without duty or impoft to all the ports 
War ivith ^f Grttu, Italy^ the empire, Egypt, Syria : the Narentiitet 
tbtfiaiea- w^rc again fupprcfTed, Nela reduced, and with feveral cities 
tinei. o( Damatia and Iftriat annexed to the Vetuiian dominiotis: 
Lejjina^ the rendezvous of pirates, was taken ; Spalatro fub- 
dued and fubje£ted to St. Mari't, Thence the doge failed to 
Ctrfcu, which he attacked and deftroyed ; he then ftceted for 
Pharos, (now Ltfma) and deilroyed allrong fort at the mouth 
' of the haven, the town (hating the fame fate, alter a gallant 
defence. The duke having cleared the feas of pirates, fub- 
jefted IJiria, Dalmatian Liburnia, and the iflands upon the 
coafts, to the ftate, returning triumphant, furrounded by the 
acclamations of his joyful people : upon ihis occafion itwai 
that the title of dukes of yenice and Dalmatia was conferred 
upon the doges '. ' Magiftrates were immediately appointed 
to govern the conquered cities, and every other meafure 
PiettoUr- taken that could eflablifb tbeir tranquility. Soon after I/r- 
{eolo Jiti. fnU died, having by will divided hii eflate into three parts ; 
one he bequeathed to his relations, the other to the exche.. 
(juer, and the third to the poor. He deforvedly bore the re- 
putation of a great warrior and ftatefman ; but what particu- 
larly endeared him to the people was the goodnefs of hii 
heart, which made him the friend, the father, and protedor 
of indigent merit''.

(IcringaiNl dclhoying the frontier towns, and ciuelly it^biiig 
the inhabitants of Laretio of their juA tights and privileges. 
The Venetiam etideavoured to obtain juflice by nc^ociatiw) ; 
but this being denied, they marched an army againil the ene- 
my, defeated them in a pitched battle near the town of Lo- 
retio, difpcrfed their forces, and compelled them to fue for 
peace, and nuke reflitution '. 

Soon alter the republic had finifhed this affair, Ihe found A. D. 
berfelf involved in another, and no lefs rroublefome quarrel. 'oi3* 
Mareiinlruiy priDCe of Crsaiia, bad infefled the boundariei of ^^ ,„,;j^ 
Zaray feizcd fev^rai towns, detai/iing the inhabitants prifo- tbtfriact 
nen until they had fwore allegiance to hitn, contrary to an^/^rouk. 
expfcfs treaty concluded a few years before with the republic. 
The inhabitants of Xm-a apply'^i <<> 'be VtneUam for aflif- 
fance, were fupportcd by a poweiful armament, commanded 
by the doge in perfon. Marcimirui gave him battle, and 
was eafily broken and defeated ''. Hif^orians do not inform 
us whether this war was carried on by fca or land \ they only 
lelate, that OMs having vanquifhed the enemy, fcoured the 
coafls of Dalmaiia, Llburnla, and ijlria, which his father had 
brought under the dcroinion of the republic. Soon after ^''S f> . , 
return, a confpiracy was formed againlt him, headed by Do-, . , , " 
minicB Flabmco ; he was feized, his beard Oiaved, depofed, j'"''^- ^ 
and baniOied, fifteen years after he had aflumid the f^lpremc 
authority ; Sabe/licus fays five, admitting which there muft 
have been an interregnum of ten years ; a conjeflure fup- A. D.

He had a parti- 
cular talent in watching incidents and turning them to the ad- ''^ '^''^ 
vantage of the ftate; he-was naturally inclined to war, but ''''^*^- 
the general plan of his politics aimed at peace, and promot- 
ing arts, induftry, and commerce: howetcr, his charafler 
was i»ot without blemifh ; he was vindi^livc, cruel, and jea- 
lous, except when his good fenfe found it neceflary to lup- 
prefi his natural dilpofition '. 

PIETRO CENTRAN/GO,DoseXXVlll. 
No (boner was Otbc depofed, than Piftra Centrainga was Pj'^™ . 
eleaed doge. Pleira applied himfelf alliduoufly to compofc ],^^"'' 
the tumults occafioncd by the late confpiracy ; tocfiablifli ^vvni. 
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order, regularity, and peace through every pari of ihc repub- 
lic. When Olhe was banifhed, his brother Vrfe, fearing he 
might fall a facrifice lo the fame fadbn, fled precipitately 
from his diocefe of Grada, and concealed himfelf in Venice *. 
Pepin, ptttizTch of AqttiUia, taking advantage of bis iliglit, 
and of the public difturbanccs, feized upon Gratia, pretending 
that he held it for Urfi, and appropriated the public money 
to his own ufe. Cenirenigo was preparing to force , him to 
tiepofii. niake reflitution, when he was depofcd and confined to a mo- 
naftery by a faflion, after having governed with great hu- 
manity and prudence, for the fpace of five years s. 

DOMINICO FLABENICO, Dege XXIX. 
— . . After various tumults and diforders in the flate, during 

p,°^' ? an interregnum of one year, Dominico Ftahenica was raifcd to 
, the fupreme authority with the univerfat aflenc of the people. 

XXIX Hefctouton his adminiftiation with a moA vindii^ive, un- 
juft, and unpopular aflion ; aiTembJing the people, he pro- 
pofed expelling the family of t/W^fl/a as perfonsdifaffefled to 
the free conflitution of the republic, and ambitious of ruling 
arbitrarily. The multitude, unmindful of the juft govern- 
ment, wifccondufl, and great bravery of O169 and his father, 
determined to oblige the doge and fecure their liberties, by 
which means one of the moft noble, ancient, and worthy fa- 
milies in Venice received a wound, of which it never after- 
wards recovered '". In Dominica's reign it was ordained, that 
no future prince Ihould aflbciate a colleague in tiie fupreme 
power; a rule ever fin cc unaltered '. Without performing 
one (ignal atSion he died of old age, and was fucceeded by 
Dominico Centorini, called to the government by the generaJ 
voice of the nation. 

A. D, DOMINICO CONTARINI, Doge XXX. 
1043. The confufions of the laft reign had prevented the re- 
Dominico public from punifhing the perfidy of the prince of Craalioy who 
CoDtarini, was not to be retrained by treaties, or the moft folemn en- 
^;<XXX. gagemenfs, whenever his intereft and ambition were con- 
cerned : he had now abfolutely fubdued Zara, and over-run 
a great part of the country ; many cities had lilcewife re- 
volted to him, either out of (icklcnefs, or diflike to the Ve- 
netian government. To put a flop to thefe evils, the doge, 
with a powerful fleet, fct fail to the coaft oiDalmatia, Iand«l 
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his army, ard invcRed Zara by Tea and land : (he city diJnot 
hold out long; and the terror with which the furrender of 
this important place (truck the other cities, kept them faft 
in their obedience and frdeliry ^. Sunfrrvino relates, that Zara 
had revolted to ihe king of Hungary, whofc troops compofed 
the garrifon at the lime it was reduced by Contarini. 

DOMINICO SELVOy Doge X'XXI. 
After a happy reign of twenty -nine years, Canlan'n! Contariid 
died, greatly admiicd for his wifdom, valour, and condufl ; ^iei. 
and no lefs beloved on account of his courieiy, humanity, 
benevolence, and clemency '. His body wus iiuerred with 
great pomp; during which c^Kmony £)ominice SJve, who Dominies 
attended, was proclaimed doge, amidlt the acclamations ofSelvo, 
the people. This doge had the honour of giving the Mi^gcXXXl 
checli to the Narman power, at that time very formidable : 
they were attacked before Durazzo by the yenenan fleet, de- 
feated, and forced to relinquifli the fiege. They returned ' 
foon after, and were a fecond time attacked by Sfho, but 
vilh different fortune ; he was now defeated in his turn, and 
his whole fleet taken and deflroyed ; although the doge had 
exhibited very extraordinary proofs of courage and condud, 
he no fooner arrived in Venice, than the people, exafperaied 
at the lofs, depofed him without ever enquiring into his 
conduit. 

VITAL IS FjILIERO, Doge XXXII. 
VnALIS FJLIERO was chofen to fucceed Selv}.- his y.j^,j_^ 
firft propof.il in council was, that ambafladors fliould be dif- p^ii„^ 
patched 10 the emperor Alexis, to foticit the invefiiture of Dai- (J-.XXXIL 
malia and Crealia, countries which the republic held by the . j,

Hf. was fucceeded by Viinlis AfuhatH, who greatly aug- Vitalii 
mented the maritime power of Venice.

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6Ae was preached up in Evrept : the republic was not proof 
agakift th« contagion oTentbufiarm ; Qye took part in the holjr 
le^uc, and equipped * Acet of two hundred veOels. Before 
tlib armMnent put to Tea, a rupture wkh the republtc aiPifa 
happened, owing to the mutual jealoufy or the rival ftates : 
^ Veniiiam firft attacked and defeated the Pifam in a blood)r 
fca adion ; after which the fleet ftecrcd for Smyrna, and 
from thence direffed their courfe to Afcabjt, then bcTtcgcd by 
the chtiftians. To the intrepidity of the Vtnttiam may fee 
attributed the conqudt not only uf Afiahrt, but ofCaiphat 
and Tiberias : it is prot^ble the doge would hivc purfucd his 
good fortune, had he not been recalled to repel an invaGon 
of the Normans into Dalmath. Here he was equally fuare^- 
ful s the Normans were every where defeated, and the doge 
returned loaded with bomy and glory to Vinice ; (bon after 
wbtcb he died, much eflcemed and regretted. 

ORDELAPHO FALIERO, DogeXXXIV. 

Orfeh- ORDELAPHO FALIERO was elcflcd to fucceed ^- 
pho f^ l^^ ■ he was fcarce fixed in his authority when a great 
fino, jKt 9Mt was i^ain fent to [he coafl of Africa ; Sabellieus calls the 
X^bflv. nttmber fixty, but Bkndits makes it up one hundred. Tlic 
Vtnitians aOlilcd Baldwin in the fiege of Pie/emais, or Aeon^ 
and were the chief inllruments of its furrender; afterwards 
they bid liege to Sydon and Faranita^ both which places they 
earned by aflault. Baldivin, in recompence pf her fervices, 
prdented the republic with the city of Acrfy which he en- 
dowed with extraofdinaiY immunities and privileges ; upon 
whkA the fleet returned home, doing nothing more for the 
remainder of the teafon*. 
Wmrimth The beginning of the following year a controvert arofe 
r^Padv- between the republic and thePaiwin^, which terminated iti 
"•■•• a war ; the latter, affiled by Tome of the neighbouring fbtes, 

ventured a battle ; bat were defeated with the lofs of lix hun- 
dred of (heir men. The afiair happened at Btbia, juft upon 
their confines, and (a tenificd the Paduansy that they foli- 
cited proteflion from the emperor Hmry the fourth ^ The 
emperor generoufly ufcd his influence to reconcile them, and 
fucceed ed. 

This year two dreadful fires happened, which deftroyed 
a great number of houfes, coqfumcd whole ftrccts, and laid 
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wtAe fixteen of the iflands on whkh the dty flood : 'feet- - 
ral of the moft beautiful churchra, and oiher building pe- ?!"." 
liJhed in the flames s but (b great was the induftry, wealth, **•"*■ 
4iid number of the inhabitants, that in a few inonthB hardly 
•ny remains of the late defelaiion were vifible. The city 
received new luflre by the fire ; and the churches, boufes, 
and buildings, fecmed to rife with additional grandeur and 
elegance out of tiieir alhes'. 

&:arcb had the republic recovered this calamity when 
news arrived of the re\'olt of Zara : the citizens expelled 
their governor, and put themfcWes under the protei^oii of the 
king of Hungary. This prince, pnffed up with his late fac- 
ce($ againft the Narmani, which by the way he chiefly owed 
to the ftMiant, was To ungrateful and perlidious, as to ieize 
upon feveral towns in Dalmatian contrary to a folemn treaty i 
other cities, and among theft Zara, voimuarily acknowledged 
his dominion, throwing off their allegiance 10 Um republic''. 
The doge paJTed with a ftrong fquadron to DabuHia, be- 
fieged 'Zara, and foon obliged it Co rorrendcr. Orddapht 
likcwife defeated an army that had been fent to the relief of 
the place, flew a great number, and to<A fome hundreds pri- 
{onen. From hence he marched to Siegtia, which had like- 
wife revested, drove out the Hungarian gardfon, and feverely 
chaltifed the inhabitants : the other towns fubmitted of 
eourfe, and once more acknowledged the juriidiflion of the 
lepubtic The dt^, not fatislied with recovering Dalmatia, 
crulTed the mountains into Cmalia, and wholly fubdued iti ffar-ndtt 
whence the republ ic aiTumed the title o( lords of Croatia *. tbt frinct 

ORDELAPHO having fettled the provinces, and left gar- o/Croad« 
rifons in the cities, returned to Venice, attended by a great 
number of prifoners of condiiion and rank, where he was joy- 
fully received by the people. His ftay was but (hort j for an 
another great army of i/tfi»tfria«j entering ZJa/ma/iir, made f^n.' 
a rapid piogrefs in the conqueft of the province. The 
doge knowing the Dalmatians to be of an inconllant iictle 
difpofition, thought that no time was to be \oQ. m oppofing 
the enemy : fitting out, therefore, a fleet with the utmoft 
expedition, he landed his troops, and engaged the enemy. The 
confli^ was violent, viiStory for a long time declaring for 
neither fide : at laft the doge, inceitfcd at the refifiaiice of 
am enemy fo often conquered by the Venetians, broke in upon 
their tanks with a cho:en body of irooi», which would have 
certainly determined the battle t'avoutably, had h^ not unhap- 
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pilytiMn tnoruDy wounded. His death fo difpiitted the /^ 
rutitmt, ihac dilpcifing ihemfelves they qtiitted the field, leav- 
ing (he wounded to the mercy oftlte Hungarians, who cnieWy 
butchered all the prifoncrt, and fo fucceCi fully purfued the 
lear of the flying army, that a prodigious Daughter enfued. 
The whole city was greatly afflicied ai the defeat of their ar- 
my, and death of their prince, who lb bravely ajlctted the 
rights of the republic : the people were clamorous for a 
peace, and the council iitefolute. It was at length deter- 
in ined to fend ambafl4duts to the k'tn^ o( Hungary, to obtain 
a truce at lealt, upon the bed terms pofiible : in the mean 
time the body of Ordelafho was brought to Venice, and ho- 
nourably interred] being attended with all the nobiiiiy in deep 
mourning, and the reft of the people, who loved his perlbii 
as much as they admired his courage ^ 

DOMENICO MICHELI, Doge XXXV. 
DOMESUCO MICHELI fucceeded to the government, 
vvv Immediately after his acctffion, the pope's nuncio arrived in 

rf.XXXV- J/^mce, and excited fuch a fpirit of enthufiafm in the people, 
that it was unanimouHy rctblved to fend a fleet to aflift the 
chrilKans in /ifr'ica. Such was the eagemefsof the citizens to. 
embaik in this expedition, that they ftrove whofe names 
ftould be tiill enrolled, and in a few daysa fleet of fixty gal- 
lies put to fea, fleering its courfe to Dalmatia. The dt^e hav- 
ing viflualled the fleet, failed from thence to Cyprus, where 
hearing that the Sameens were befieging j'o/i/'ff, he made the 
beft fail he could thither. The gartifon was reduced to the lafl 
extremity when the doge arrived, furprifcd, and defeated the 
enemy, made a prodigious flaughrer, and obliefd the Sara- 
cms precipitately to raife the fiegc* : the booty which the 
Venetians took upon this occafion was immcnfc, and fuffi- 
ciently reimbutfcd the eipence of the expedition. After this 
vi^ory the dcge went m Jerufalem, where he was kindly re- 
ceived, and complimcnitd upon his conduit and Ute fuccefe. 

Tjn6e- TYRE was next befiegcd by the united forces of the repub- 
fag^ed. \\Cii\A VarimondhiQlop oi Jerufalem. It had been agreed, that 
when the cities of Tyre and /I/calm were reduced, the Venetians 
Oiould (hare two-thirds of the fpoils and property taken. Ac- 
cordingly the city was inveded by fea and land for two 
months : the gartifon made no overtures towards a capitu- 
lation ; and feuds, jealoufies, and fufpicions, began to dinrdS 
the councils, of the befiegers. The troops on fliore com-

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plained, thatsiU the fatigue, dangers, and hardships of the 
fiegc fell upon them, while the Venttians lying at cafe in [heir 
thips, were to reap the chief advantages from their fuccefs: 
thcfe and other complaints being either redrefled or filenced by 
the doge, peace and harmony wcr^ re-eOabli(hed, and the fiege 
profecuted with fo much vigour, that thcgarrifon was forced 
to furrender at difcretion. The fhare agreed upon was with- 
out any difpute al]igned to the yeaetiam, whofe moderation as 
well as cxHirage gained them great reputation. 

While the Venetians were gathering laurels in Syria, Ca- _ 

idaiu Comnuniusy Ibn of the emperor Alexis, jealous of the ' 'j 
great reputation of the republic, refolved toattacic her, weak- ^"^ 

cned by the abfence of the fleet and doge ; but the Frngtiani 
having timely notice of his intentions, recalled the doge. 
Stopping at Rhodti on his way home to reftefh and water the 
fleet, the inhabitants rcfufed to furnilh him with the necef- 
faries he demanded : incenfed at this denial, he attacked the 
city, took and levelled it with the ground. From thence he 
failed wChiot, which he likewife laid wafte and de{kro<f^6, 
carrying ofF the body of St. Ifidore^ in xhofe days reputed 2 
treafure of ineftimable value ; then he feized uqoa Sanuii, 
Liihoif' Andros, and all the other iflands of iiia jrchipelago, 
belonging to the emperor. Setting fail to Dulmaiia, he re- 
covered Zara, Spaiatra, and Trahu, places which had re- 
volted in the preceding, adminiflration : this glorious cam- 
paign ended, he condu<£)ed his fleet back to Venict, where he 
wa> joyfully received by the people*. From this time to his 
death Dominica putfued pacific meafures, and cultivated the 
arts, commerce, and indullry. The lepublic had acqulted 
l^reat honour and wealth under him, and was advancing by 
arge ftrides to that high pitch of glory, grandeur, and power, 
file foon after attained.

PIETRO POLANI, Doge XXXVF. 
DOMENICO MICHMLI was fuccceded by Piitro Po- pjetmpo- 
laniy his fon-in-law. Soon after PolanPs accefGon the Padu- j^^j ^^„ 
ans, unmindful of the conditions of the late peace, began to XXXVI. 
encroach upon the frontier of the republic. The Ventlian 
general on the continent highly relented their perfidy, and, 
without con fulling bis fuperiois, attacked and defeated 
the Paiaan army : the llaughter was great on both ^^^ ,„,j^ 
fides, but the honour of the field remained to the Venitiam. p^dua. 
This Tingle b:it(le difpofcd both parties to peace, which ac- 
cordingly was concluded on condition that the Paduaiis ba- 
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»iflw9 from their city the promoters of the wir. Tianquilitjr 
bad no fooner been reftorcd to the republic, tlyn it was again 
diflurbed by a requeft from (he emperor £nwwf//, that the 
Ventt'kin fleet might be fciil agsinft Roger icing of Sicily, and 
Ion of Guifiard prince of the Narmaits. A powerful arma- 
ment was equipped to adifl (he emperor, and Palani embarlted 
in perfon in the expedition i but meeting with a terriMc 
fiorm that damaged the fleet, he put into Cairli to refit. 
Here the doge fell dangeroufly ill, and defpairing of recover- , 
)ng foon enough to come up with the Ntrmam, he committed 
the fleet to his brother Gifvmni, with orders to proceed 
againd the the enemy. Giovanni taking and deflroying feve- 
ral of Roger's (hips he met with in his cruize, failed to Cgrfuy 
.which he reduced by force. On his way from thence he 
met the whole Norman fleet coming to the relief of the 
place. Imntediately an aSion began: Giovanni attacked 
with great fury, and was recei\-ed with oqua! valour: but the 
VttuUans proving the more fktiful mariners, got the wind- 
ward of the enemy, foon broke their line, funk, took, and 
TheVeat- dcftroyed a number of their fljips, and at laft gained a com- 
^amhiat pletc viflory with an i neon fide rabte lofs'. The empire be- 
the Sicili ■ ing thus relieved, Giovanni returned with the fleet to Veniciy 
w^fia.^ a prodigious booty, and a great number of prifoners : but 
the doge's death, which happened a few days before, pre- 
vented the general exprcffions of joy for fo glorious a v\&Off. 
At the death of Roger king of Sialy, the republic entered into 
an alliance with ff^ilUam his fuccellbr, who granted a variety 
of valuable privileges and immunities to the Venetian mer- 
chants trading to his dominions. Six /hips of war were this 
year fent out to dear the gulph of pirates, in which tbey - 
were fo fuccefsful, that a boat loaded with gold, fays BitmduSy 
might eafily pals from cue end of the Adriatic to the other.

The 

republic fpared no pains to difcover thecaufe of this mif- 

fortune, but all their endeavours were to no purpofe ; the 

incendiaries, if any there were, could never be brought 

tojuftice". 

About this time the Pe/an/ and other inhabitants of ^rVn 
were committir^ fcveral depredations and robberies on the 
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high feaS) which the republic thought it her dutj' to reprefs. 
Havingforthiapiirpore lent the duke's Ton, alteiKled by Ma- 
rim Gradtnin, the fleet bcHeged Po/u, and in a fliort time 
took it by ftorm, putting the cnief pirates in irons, and par- 
doning the other inhabitants, on their promifing to fend 
yeatly to Vmht two thoufand weight of oil for the ufe of 
St, Afari's church '. Little tjefides happened under this doge, 
who employed htmfeir chicfiy in religious and ccclcriadical 
aff^rs, building churches, founding monafterics, removing 
the bodies of faints and'inartyrs, and other fuch a^ts of what 
was then denominated piety. 

VITA LIS MICHAELU DogeXXXVIH. , 
MOROSINI was fucceeded by Vitalii Michadi the fecond ,' A. D. 
a mm of prudence, valour, and experience: he perfuaded ii;6. 
the republic to join Fratue and England, in fapporting the Vitalis 
claim of Akxander the third to the fee of Ramt^ in oppofition Michaeli, 
to O^avian, backed by the emperor Frederic. The emperor degt 
was iflceiifed at the proceedings of the republic, and gave or- XXXVIU 
Aca to the dales bordering upon l^e Ftnitian dominions to 
make incurfians, 10 plunder, deflroy, and lay wafTe every 
place belongiriz to the Vtnttiant ". In confequcnce, a num- 
ber of petty &tes, who envied her KKatnefs, joined in a 
league offenfivc and defenfive againft Vimct. VerenOy Padua, j^^ ^^^ 
3M Fefrard, each of which had before felt the weight of her Vetoiia, 
arms, now combined to deflroy the republic : they joined Padua, 
forces, and he^n with attacking the frontier towns ; among os^Ferra- 
the red La Muthty a place of fome conlideration, which they ra. 
dirtnanilcd, after plundering and making prlfoneis the inhabi- 
tants : a new enemy likewife flarted up. UlriCy bifhop ofBipattf 
Aquilaa, laying hold of the troubles of the ftate, had raifed Aqnileia 
an lUmy of FtrJians and feized uponGrada, not with inten-fn^m. 
tion to keep it, but only to enrich and beautify his own ca- 
thedral with the fpoils of this fee : however, the Ftnetiant 
corning upon him, not only retook the plunder but fent the 
prelate and feveral of his inferior clergy piifoners to Ffniee ". 

It would fecm, that the fuccefs of this republic was be- Trtachttj 
come the oi^eA of envy and hatred of all the other powers ; (/"Ema- 
iot Emanatl, emperor of Greecif ufed his utmoft addrefs nuel tht 
to embroil the fmeliant with their ally ffllSem king of Sicrfy ; Greek 
but the fenatc kept clear of ibis fnare, and made fpirited ffpernr- 
anfwcn to the emperor's amballadois.' This enri^ed Emanuel :

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A. D. he made it a pretence for declaring war againd'the Vneiiamy 
ti^o. and fcizing upon the cities of 5^/a/ra, Trahu, ixiARagufa". 
Soon after he Tent aiDbafTadors to the Faietians, to alTure them 
that his intention was not to detain thofe places, which in . 
the firft heat of paI]i<Mi he had leized ; that he had the greateft 
afle£tion for the lepublic, as well as gratitude for the many 
fervices they had done his picdcccflbrs and the empire ; that 
Aeir merchants might trade without fear of moleflation in all 
his ports i and that the Venetwrti might always rely upon hie 
friendfliip, notwithftanding the late differences. The^flw^ 
tian merchants. made themfelves happy with this inflance of 
the emperor's generoTtiy i, they fitted out large fleets, in or- 
der to repair the lofs {uflained by the late flop to their com- 
merce ; but ithey loon received the reward of their credulity : 
their fliips no fooner put into the ports of GrttctjAan ihejr 
were feized, the crews imprifoned, and the cargoes fent to 
the emperor's warehoules. A few who made their efcape 
ibon informed the republic of the perfidy of the Grttt 
monarch f. A fpirit of revenge tired every breall, and 
a fleet was equipped to retaliate the injury, and punilh the 
treachery : this naval armament confifted of an hundred 
gaJlies and twenty fhips of war, well manned and viflualled, 
who were foon joined by twenty fbips and gallies from IJhia 
and Dalmatia, the n^ole conmanded by the doge in perfon. 
Tralw His firft exploit was againft Trahu, which he beiieged, took, 
■ htfitgid. ■ ju](j demoliOiBd, in order toftrike terror into the Other towifi 
that had thrown off the Vmttlan yoke, and acknowledged the 
dominion of EmanuiL Having fubdued the rebelliouj citiet 
of Dalnmtia, be fet lail for Negropmt : as he was preparing 
to enter upon hoftilities, the governor demanded a truce ; a 
conference enfued, in which the governor afTured him that 
die emperor would prefer a difadvantageous peace to a fuc- 
cefeful war ^ : but his intention was only to gain time, as 
i^lpeaIed by the refult. The bilhop of Equllim, and Manages 
Bidaairia, were difpatched (o Emanuel, from whom they could 
obtain nothing but fair fpeeches and fpecious promifes, upon 
which they could have no depcndance after the late violation 
of the moil IblcmD oaths : fsmetimes be would approve of 
their demands ; again be would refer them to his council; 
then be would fend anbafladors to Fitalis, with diiFerent 
terms: in flint, it was obvious that he intended nothing 
more than to protra^ the time ; the bJOiop and Bodoairit, 
therefore, took tbeir leave and returned to the doge, whom

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they liHind at Chiot, niiich illand he had reduced during tlieir 
abfence '. The empen»'s intrigues fucceeded (b well, that 
tbelealbn was fpent in negociatipns, which terminated where 
they b^an : the doge, 'therefore, refblved to winter at Chiosy 
IB order to be ready the following campaign ; but a conta- 
giouB diflxmper appearing among his troops, carried thetn 
off in great numb^. The report was, that the fprrngs and 
wells in the iOand hid been poiibned by the esiperor's order ; 
and indeed fo violent was the diforder, and fd great the havoclc 
among the troops, that there feemed room for fufpicion '. 

The doge, perceiving the cont^on to encrcafe among his 
men, thought proper to return home ; by which nwans the 
infe^ion was received and foon fpread over Vmke, fweep- 
ing (^ daily incredible nambcrs of all ages, fexes, and de- 
grees. The people began to murmur and complain of the 
doge's conduct, which they afcribed to deftgn and treachery, 
rather than imprudence or inattention-'. This was the temfwr 
of the city when the great council met ; here it broke out wtlh 
the utmoft violence ; nothing but upbraidings and revilings 
could be heard : tke prince was called a monflcr, traitor, and 
pariicide; a wretcli that had fold his country to the blackeft 
and moft perfidious of all enemies, and who had even dipt 
his hands in the blood of that peop^e he was bound by every 
law, human and divine, to prote^. ' He was not per- 
mitted tn make his defence;' they fuppofed him guilty, and 
the denrefl proof) and flrongeft conviction could not alter 
their fentiments. In fliort, he fell a facrilice to the firong 
paffions) furious zeal, and blind prejudices of an incenfed 
multitude : his body was tnfVantly mangled and torn in 
pieces, his name ftigmatized with infamy, his houfe razed to 
the ground, and his innocent IJamilv banifhed the city ■■. Thus, 
by an extraordinary fatality, perilbcd Vitalis MichatH, ater he 
bad governed for the fpaoe of fin'enteen years, with modera- 
tion, prudence, ctuirage, and condu<3. His misfortunes 
would feem to arife &om bis own integrity and the treachery 
of his enemy. 

VITALIS was fcarcely dead when the paflions of the 
people fubfided from rage into compaffion ; ^om refentment 
into pity*. The edifi which had banifhed his family was 
revoked, and the ^oun ^ich he was incapable of receiv- 
ing liberally confened on his wife, children, anddomeflics. 
VpOD this occafion was oeded the feignory, or council of ten,

SEBASTIANO ZIANT, Doge XXXI 3f. 
,1',,' SEBASTUNO ZIANU the fuccecding doge, was on 
. fooncr elefied than he was involved in a war with Frederic 

Sebaltiano ^f^rWy^. Pope Atexmder had taken hoQyiAry in VenUe^ to 
Z'^'' avoid the perfecution of Barhartjfa, who had piofefled an im- 

XaXIX^ placable hatred tohim, for having refufcd to Hand by thcjudg* 
ment the emperor gave in favour of Ociavlait his rival. The 
AVT/ff/anidifpatched atnbafladon to the emperor, who anrwxrred 
them in a rage, " Go and tell your prince and people, that 
*' Frideric the Roman emperor demands his enemy, who is 
" protected by them. If they fend him not inflanity, bound 
** hand and foot, he will oveiturn every law, human and di> 
"vine, to accompliO) his revenge: he will bring his army 
" before their city, and fix his vii£torious (tandards in iIm 
•' market-place, which Oiall float in the blood of its cid- 
" zens r." The ambalTadora returning with this terrible 
menace, it was agreed to equip a fleet with all expedition, 
and prepare for repelling the-empcror's meditated vengeance. 
While the ^fnr/i'd'U were thus employed, Otba, the'emperor'i 
foR, entered thegulpfawith aftrongfquadronof leventy-ftvc gal- 
lics, and was making fail to thecity. Thedogerefolved toop> 
pofe him wiih the few fltips which were fit 10 put to fea : the 
fleets met off the coaft of Iflria, and a dreadful battle cn- 
fued, the event of wluch was, that the doge conquered hii 
enemy, took, funk, and dellroyed forty-eight of his ftiipi. 
and returned in triumph to Finice. From this time was con- 
tinued the ceremony of marrying the Tea : the pope going 
out to meet the vi^orious doge, prefented him with a ring, 
faying, " Take, Zian'iy this ring, and give it lo to the fea, as a 
" teftimony of your dominion over it. Let your fucccflbn 
*' annually perform the fame ceremony, that poOerity may 
*< know your valour has purchafcd this prerogative, and fub- 
"jeiftcd. this element to you even as a hutband fubjc^th bis 
'* wife ^" 

OTHO was uken priioner in this battle ; but he was per- 
mitted, on his parole, to vifit the imperial court of his father. 
This young prince had conceived the highcll friendlhip ftt 
the republic, and efteem for Ziani : he determined to fcirc 
them, by putting an end to a war which the Hates could not

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longfupport againfi the powM of the emperor. On his arrival. 
at court, he urgtd fuch arguments as not onty pfevaited on 
Barbanjhto cor\c\\iA^ peace with the republic, buttovifit a 
city fo tamed for commerce and naval power. His arrival at 
Vtnice was equally unexpfSed and agreeable ; he was treated 
with all poflible refpei^ ; and on his departure attended to jfn- 
«»i7 by the doge, the whole fenate, and body of nobility. At 
Vtniet he was reconciled to the pope, both agreeing to con- 
fer the higheft honours and privileges on the doge and the re- 
public. It was fnon after thiseveijt that Ziani, on account of 
his age, refigned the ducal diadem, retiring to fpend his life 
in a monailery, after he had governed the republic with gfeat 
leputation, fpirir, prudence, andjuftice, for the (pace of eight 
years (A).

hat in the deftruflion of a great number of PIfin fliips lying 
in the harbour''. Soon after the Venetians intercepted, funk, 
took, and dcftroycd a rich homeward-bound Turkty fleet- ^ jj_ 
About this time ic was the doge prohibited the merchants of \\a%, 
Ytfma to enier the pons of the Vinetian dominions, or to 
carry on any kind of trade, intercouifc, or tommerce, with '^■.t ye. 
the republic. The Virmrfi had plundered fome V*nttiiin ^^^^ _ 
traders in the river Adiu j and though the violence received ^;^,„^_ 
no countenamce from the government, yet as no compenfa- 
(ion was made to the fufferera, the doge thought this breach 
of the law of nations deferved to be rcfented. His fpirited 
conduct foon brought the Veranefe to make acknowledgments 
and falisfaiJion for the injury done ; upon which their mer- 
chants were reftored to their ufual immunities '. 

The republic at the fame time fent a (irong fquadron 
againft the combined fleets of Pija and Brundufium. It was 
commanded by Giovanni BofiUa and Thomafi Phalerio, two 
o£ficers of experience and valour : they foon humbled ihe 
pride of the confederates, having not only deflroyed all their 
ihippiag at fca, but ftruck terror into the whole coaft of 
Brundi^ium, and even into the city. The Brundujians made 
a feparaie peace, which foon reduced the Pifaits, unable to Ptaci-mtb 
carry on the war alone, to the neceffity of accepting fuch terms '** P'™*' 
as the republic chofe to impofe '. 

In confequence of a treaty with Altxis and Baldwin earl . p 
iA f landers, fixty g.illies, twenty fliips of war, and a great 
number of tranfports, wtre immediately equipped againft the 
J/irians. So heartily did the republic engage in this enter- 
prize, that the doge', not withftan ding a defeA in his light 
almod to blindncfs, embarked with a choice body of troops (.' 
The iinemy, confounded with fo formidable an armament, 
fent to demand peace upon any terms, and to acknowledge 
the fovcreignty of the republic : the revolted cities likewifc 
returned to their duty^ Zara alone remaining obftinate : 
this place, therefore, the fleet attacked, though the city was 
defended by (Iron^ walls and a numerous Hungarian garrifon, 
well provided. In the end, the perfeverance of the befieged 
was forced to yield to the bravery of the Venetians ; the city 
was difmantled, deprived of its privileges, the Hungarians

The fearon in the mean while was fpcnt without any thing 
effe£lcd for the relief of the old emperor, the original purpoit 
of the treaty. The princes propofcd wintering in Dalmatui, 
and deferring the expedition 10 Great until ihe following 
fummer ; but their intention was altered by the tears, in- 
treaty, and elotjuence of young Alexis : he pathetically U- 
menied his father's blindncls, imprironment, llavery, and his 
own banifhmcnt, by the cruelty of his uncle : he called upoa 
the friendfbip his father inviolably preferved for the repub- 
lic; their faith, alliance, and compalGon. His eloquent 
was fo moving, his judgment To ripe, and his promifcs lb 
laige, that the princes determined upon affording him im- 
Conllanti- mediate alTil^arice, and accordingly failed for Grtict.

days, were forced to furrender. 
Baldwin Upon this Baldwin was elcflcd emperor, and all the chief 
made tm- offices of the empire filled up with VeneSiam, as a reccwi- 
fcrar. pence for their fervices : niamafo Momjini, in particular, 
was appointed patriarch of Conjlanlinople, the doge protofpaier, 
and many other favours were conferred upon the republic*. 
The allies entered T^df^ early in the^pring, and fubdued it; 
then followed the conqueft of CanSa, and other iHands io 
tbe Archit'clap, which were given to the Venetians : in fliort, 
before the end of the campaign, the whole empire was Tub- 
jeifled to Baldwin^ and very confiderabie acquifitiotis made by 
the republic. 
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During thb expedition to Grene, the Zaratints again 2aratines 
Tcvolicd, made inroads and incuriions into the Venetian ta- rrveic. 
riioiies, drawiiig oEF fcveral other cities from their allegiance. 
Rajnitrt DatuLIa, the doge's Ton, was Tent with a fleet againft 
(ban : after divers battles and fieget they were conquered. 
Dandtlo took feveral children of didin^ion as hoflaget, raifcd 
a heavy contribution^ and obliged them to pay a yearly tri- ' 
butc to the republic. About the fame time the doge and his 
Ibn returned taVen'ut, loaded with rich booty, and dignified 
by laurels and vidories'. Old Z)ijni^/9 foon after died, hav- 
ing acquired the teputation of a wile, a^ive, and brave 
pritice : he raifed ihe republic to a degree of fplendor and 
confequence to which it had never before arrived, and laid 
the foundation of that greatnefs to which the Vtneiiani foon 
attained ■". He was fuccecdcd by Piitro Ziani, fon to the doge 
of that name. 

PIETRO ZIANI, Doge'XLII. 
In the beginning of Ziams government ambafTudors came A, D. 
frotn Conjinrtl'mfipk to folicit the doge and fenaie, that the '«oj. 
y'tnetians refiding in Greect might be allowed to chufe a Pietio 
pr«KJr, fubordinate lo the republic, but with a Tupreme Ziaat, 
power over the Veinims rcfidinj upon the Eadern continent, ^g' 
The fubjcfls of the republic were fo numerous and powerful ^UI. 
in Cotiftantintipit, and all the other parts of the empire, tha: 
it was thought ncceflary to grant their requeli, finding it 
would be inconvenient either 10 fubjcrfl them to the laws of 
the empire, or remit every judicial cafe to f^eniee. In or- 
der to form a chain of territory, they were permitted to con- 
quer all the iHands of the Jrchiptlagf, which had not yet ac- 
knowledged the foveteignty of the republic, and to mclude 
them in their own jurifdi£lion, under certain limitations and 
xeftliflions. For this purpofe the Grrek Venetims fitted out a _, „ 
fleet, every man of a cenain property fuppoi ting 'he cxpence ^ JJ^ 
of one or more ftiips, and reaping a proportionable (hare of j "/aT^ 
, the conquefts. They foon reduced Naxti, Pharos, Risks, Grtek 
Htrmat and Andim-, with fevetal other idands j afterwards iSands. - 
ihey attached and took Ntgrvpenty Euripa, ,7>aw, Micana^ 
Siiru, PhiUcBthn, and Lemnet, leaving colonies in each ". 

Whilst private adventurers were acquiring wealth, and 
extending the dominion of the republic, the doge and great 
fleet were not idle- He was fcaice got out of the gulph when 
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he met with Lio Vitratia, a fktnous Gt>uuft pirate, who had 
infefled tbc feas, roalcii^ plunder of fliips of whatever nation 
fell in his way : him the il<^ fought, defeated, carried pri-

thieves, and pirates : thefe he entirely demolilhed, root- 
ing out the infernal neft ". 

Soon after another fmall Jijuadron of die republic fell in 

with the grand Genceft fleet, at that time fcouring the leas, 

and committing depredations ur^coming a civilized ftate 

and regularly planned government. G'lBVannl Treotfine^ who 

f^ ])_ commanded the VeHetian fleet, conlifting of nine gallies, at- 

tzc&'. t^cl^'d the GiMtfe, and, after a bloody and obilihate eneagc- 

Gcnoefe ment, obliged them to flieer off, with the lofs of twelve of 

dftaird. their Ihips f. 

The .''ollowing year a diflention arofe with the Paduam, at 
certain games inflituted by the Trevifans, to which the gentry 
of all the neighbouring ftates aflembled : the quarrel, which 
Krofe from a trifling accident, foon produced ferious conle- 
quences, andcnded in a war, in which ^KPaduans were word- 
ed, and obliged to fue for peace. This tbc Venetimt granted at 
the interceffion of the patriarch of Aquikia ; but it was of 
fhort duration : for another war (bon broke out, which ter- 
minated equally to the ignominy of the Paduam and the gkxy 
of the yenelians '*. 
Firft •oar TiiE ifland of Cand'ta became now a bone of contention 
«>U^dia. between the rival tc^uhWa ai Venice iai Gtnua. It had not 
been well fettled under the Fenttian government, when the 
Gcnorfe, envying the profperity of thdr fifler commonwealth, 
A. D, began to excite the Candiam to revolt, and niake off the do* 
1207. mitiion of the republic: to this the Grteis were well difpofedt 
and, upon the promife of powerful fuccoursfrom Gmta, fame 
of their chief men appeared in arms. They b^an with at- 
tacking the forts defended by Venetian ganifoni, forming ma- 
ga-Aiiies, and equipping a fleet : but, chough the rebels were 
powetfiilfy fupportcd, they could not long withftand the 
force of the Venetiont, the ifland was wholly Tuhdued, and di- 
vided among the nobility, on condition that they fhould main- 
tain it at their own expence, acknowledge the fovereignty of 
the mother country, pay a yearly tribute, and, when called 
upon, fit out a certain number of Oiips to join the Fautiat 
ailmiral'.

of their forces : his name was Marct SatmtOy a man of con- "■ "• 
iider^le property iii the ueighbouciog idands. His intention '^''9- 
was no le^ than to become As vereign nfCanduiy independent of 
his country ; though SabilUeui fays, that he carried his rebel- 
lion no farther than the death of the governor, his inveterate 
enemy, which feems improbable from the coittinuaoce of the 
war longer. After various marches, counter -marches, feints^ 
skinni{bes, and iiegee on both fides, at laQ Grittu, the Vtrff 
turn general, was fuiprifed and defeated by the rebels : |^ 
made his elcape from the battle, and died a few days after of 
grief and (hatne, for having been vant^iufhed by a handful c/ 
iriegutar undifciplined militia '. 

The engagement produced a truce, and (hat a treaty, * 
which lafted dtiring the dogelhip of Zioni, who refigned his 
authority, afier having governed for twenty-four years. Zi- 
oni's cbaraSer diiFcred widely from that of his father, who 
defeated Otho : he was refeived and clofe in his conversation ^ 
par&moniciui, and even penurious in his condud ; cautious to 
timidity in his dirjwAtion, at atime when the republic required 
fpirit and intrepidity in her prince: yet he died with the 
reputation of a good, mild, and even fuccefsful governor, 
though we iind the Hats engaged in quelling rebellions, com- 
pofing tumults, and quieting civil broils for ibe greater pace 
of bis admi nil! ration '. 

yiACOMO THIEPOLO, Doge XLIfl. 
JJACOMO TH/EPOLO, governor of Cmdla. was elefted Jiacomo 
doge in his room : be gave his firft attention to the affairs of Thiepolo, 
this iiland, where new infurre^^ions appeared. The difaf- *'• XLIII. 
fisfled Gretisi not thinking themfelves able to cope with the 
republic, fent to Ja/m VatlafuSf governor of Lesbss, proprie- 
tor of confideraWc teiritoriea on the continent, and of feverat 
iflamfe in the Arehiftlago, ofFeiing him the dominion of G»»- 
dia, if he would expel the Vimfiam. Vattafus, induced 
by ibofe ffromifes, arrived at Candia with thirty galltes, 
and a confiderable body of forces : he befieged two or three 
towns, which he took after an obltinate defence, And great 
daughter of his troops. He was preparing to fit down be- 
fore the capital, when GraArtico, thegovernor, furprifed hi^, 
camp, and forcol bim to retreat with jlrecipitation. Finding 
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A. D. greater difficulties in the conqueft of the ifland than the re- 
1215. bcis had rcprefented, he rerolvcd to abandon the enterprize, 
and leave them to the punifliment of their ralhitels. Upon 
this the chiefs of the malcontents fcnt propofals to GradmicOf 
which being accepted, they returned to their allegiance : one 
of the conditions was, that they fliould pay yearly five hun- 
dred pounds weight of fine wax for the ufe <^ St. Mark*% 
church °. 

GRADONICO dying, the provedatoii took upon them 
the government, until another governor (hould be appointed : 
Ijis death produced another rebellion, fomented by VaUufus, 
md fupported by a fleet he fcnt with ammunition, ftores, and 
a body of troops. The rebels had not made any conftderable 
progrefs when the new governor arrived, and refolved to give 
them battle before their numbers were cncreafed. He landed 
his troops at fome diilance from the enemy's camp, with di- 
re<5lions to attack it as foon as they perceived his fleet engaged, 
Rrvtlfef (jjyg propofing to make the a£tion general and decifive. After 
'" '"■ iheyhadfbughtallday,thegovernor, having received a wound, 
ordered a retreat to be founded, that his troops might return 
next morning with frefh vigour to the charge j but the re- 
bels, and ^»i7/»/s admiral, not caring to engage a fecond 
time, with troops who had {hewn a refolution of either con- 
quering or dying, removed before day-light to a more ad> 
vanlageous (Nation, in order to make propofals of accommo^ 
dation. The terms offefcd were accepted conditionally, that 
(hey either furrendered or put to death Emartutl Draamept/ui, 
andhis brother ConJIantine, two perfons of the firft rank in 
(he ifland, and the promoters of the rebellion *. 

FAT'TJSU Sj and fome other neighbouring princes, hav- 
ing entered into an alliance againfl the Eaftern empire, at 
that time in a declining condition, y^ha king of yeruja/enit 
governor of Cen/ianiinepU, applied for afli fiance to the ^/n/. 
tions, by means of their prztor, or conful, at ConftantitupU. 
Zena the praetor gave immediate notice to the doge and coun- 
cil of the danger with which the empire was threatened, 
of its weak fituation, the low condition of its finances, the 
power of the enemy, and the depcndance it had upon the 
republic for p[Ote£iion and flulter againfl: the impending 
ftorm. Orders for levying an army, and equipping a fleet, 
were immediately iflucd ; but, in defpite of the expedition ufcd. 
the enemy were before the walls of CoHflantinopU, laying 
clufc iiege, before the arrival of the Venttiam, Lmtards ^i- 
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rini, and Mara GuJ/onit c^Main-general and admiral of the A. D. 
yeneiiart 3im»ment, made all the fail polGble to fuccour the 1334, 
city : ihcii arrival was reafonable, the befieged were reduced nnnftani: 
to the lad extremity. The Jignalwas given for attacking ^j^^ ^^ 
the enemy's fleet, aiid executed with fuch courage and con- aw. 
iaQy that in a few hours it was totally defeated, with a pro- 
digious lola and Haughter : then the viSorious Vinetiam en- 
tered the city, where they were received with the utmost joy 
and gladnefs : the fpiiits of the citizens were^ifed, and the 
utmoft confidence iafpircd into every breaf^. Their (lay was 
but (hort ; for as (bon as the troops had refrefhed themfclves* 
they were ordered to embark and return to Venict {A). 

Pope Grtgery was at this tioie opprefled by FrtdtrU, who 
committed the mod fhocking and inhuman Mrbartties in the 
eccleliadical territories : he requefted affiance of the Vme' 
tiam againft that m^rcilefs tyrant^ and had a fleet, confiding 
of forty fail, and a body of troops fent to his aflillance, under 
the fame ^irini and GuJ/am. Before they failed news ar- 
rived that the doge's fon, who ferved.in the pope's army, was 
taken prifoncr and put to death by Frtdtric. This in^med 
the troops with a violent defire of revenge : however, no ge- 
neral action happened, until the G/m^ demanded their af- 
fidance againd Frtderic and the Pi/ans, who had an hundred 
gallies at (ea '. ' 

The alliance of the two republics was brought about by Tna/r 
pope Grtgary the ninth, who was fenfible that he could not iviib tht 
keep too drift an union among the Italian powers, to drengthen Genocfe* 
him againd his fworn enemy the emperor. In this treaty it 
was dipulated, that neither republic fliould form an alliance, 
declare war, or furnifli aid or fupport to any other power 
whatever, without confent of the contracting parties ; and 
that the whole force and power of cither Ihould be ready 
to atEd and fuccour which ever of the parties vras attacked. 
Excommunications and dreadful anathemas were thundered 
by the pope againd the breach of this league, fo ufeful to the 
fupport of the holy fee againd the emperor'. The Fint- 
tioH fleet was immediately difpatched to the fuccour of their 
allies ; but foon recalled to the relief of ConJiantiwpU, bc-

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fieged a fecond time by Vattafia : hefate their n-rival the 
iiege was raifed, and the enemy defeated by a brisk felly 
which Giavaniti the praetor made « the head of the Vetietiam 
inhabitants. The fleet then returned to join the Gmaefi j 
but neither were hearty in the alliance : a jealoufy and rivzl- 
ftip reigned between thofe proud republics, which foon af- 
terwards terminated in a bloody war, in (pite of the pope's 
endeavours to maintain the alliance. Their feuds prevented 
smy thing being carried on wkh vigour againft the ^i^jit; how- 
,Bver the Junftion trf the fleets had this good effc£t, that neither 
the Pifitu nor the emperor durft attempt an attack upon 
lb forsiidable m armamem. While Jiaama was carrying 
on the war on the continent againir the emperor's lieu- 
tenant, Padua had been cnicHy enflaved by the Imperi- 
alilH, who committed the moft inhuman barbarities where 
ever they pafled. The Venetian did all in his power to bring 
them to a general at^ion ; but lor fcveral campaigns nothing 
happened beAdes plundering, homing;, and ddtroying towns 
and villages : at laft the doge died before a deciftve flrcdcc 
was flruck ; and the breach with the Gmoife grew To wide, 
*" ^' that the ftnetiam found it necellary to drop the pope's quarrel, 
*'+9' to attend to their own afeirs ". 

SANSOVINO menciotw an inlcription upon his tomb, 
which would feem to point out feme reformation of the laws, 
and change of the conlHtution under him (B) : but no other 
writer countenuKes this fu^cflion. Hiflory indeed is 
filent 8S to the conduft of Thieptle ; yet we may polled that 
he wa« a mild, good, and pacinc prince, though the nume- 
rout and extended connections of the republic engaged her in 
frequent wars during his admiiuftration. 

MJRINO MOROSINIy Doge XUV. 
Marino MJRINO MOROSJNI was the next doge elcaed ; hit 

Morofini, government was (hort, but warlike. This year Philifps Fon- 
AXIAV. tone, bifhop of Ravenna, came to Venice in quality of legate 
from pope Alexander, preaching up eternal felicity to thofe 
who would take arms againft the emperor's lieutenant tn Ila- 
If '. An implicit feith in the pope's word compofed the reli- 
gion of thofe times ; we need not therefore doubt of the le- 
gate's foocefa in railii^ recruits by meant of fo large a pre* 
mium. Many of (be nobility and chief citizens entered 
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into tb» teste's fervice, who was no lels a temporal than a 
fpiritual foUiei '. the republic furniOied Fentam not only with 
troc^, but with arms, money, and proviftonsi (o careful 
were the Vetuiiam of their falvation. The legate was pretty 
iucceisrul againft the emperor's lieutenant; he took i'ai/tfiT} 
and fevcral other cities, when his army was greatly weakened 
by the departure of the VtrutianSj recalled cm account of the 
war which had now broke out with great fury with ike 
Gtnaeft K 

Kbmcion likewirewas the caufe of this rupture, and of^^'"-'*'^ 
much bioodflied. The Venetiani and Gmatft both pretended GttiM. 
an cxclufivc right to a certain church in the city of Aon^ 
taken from the Saraeni ; the former founded their claim 
upon the compa^ with Baldwin^ tbe latter on the dccifum 
of Philip oi Martfort, governor of the city: both were obfti- 
nate. and the difpute foon canie to blows. It was noiP 
to be finally decided by the fword : the (tope laboured all 
in his power to reconcile them ; but their animofity waa 
carried fo high, that nothing but the ruin of one of tbe par- 
ries could prove fatisfaflory. They entered upon hoftilities 
vrith that rancour, virulence, and malice, peculiar to all wars 
carried on upon account of religion. The fleets met near 
Pte/emais ; both were powerful, and they engaged with gceaC 
fury : tb^ battle was bloody and long, until by a ftroke of 
military fkill in the Venetian admiral, the Gtnoife were brtjte OcaotA 
and difperfed, many of their fliips, and about two thoufand ^'f'^**^- 
prilbners taken. Nor did this viftory latiate the revenge of 
-the Fautiam ; they expelled all the Gtnoefe from Acbk, demo- 
lifhed their houfcs and churches, leaving not the fmaliefl 
veftic^e remaining of their having ever inhabited tbe city : 
theyJikewife employed as flavcs in their gallics all the prilb- • 
ners taken in the late battle, nor could the influence of the 
pope procure their releafe, until he began to thunder out dread- 
ful malcdidlions. This war is mentioned by SabeUicm under 
thedogclhjp of j^T^at'i hut Sattfivim and BUnduf phcc it 
under his fucceflbr. h is probable that as More/mi's fw3y4ras 
Ibort, thit it migbt have begun with him, and continued dur- 
ing the iirft years of 2ene : certain it is, that Morofmi died 
ibon after (he departure of the legate fmtoiu frotn Fenian ^- ^■ 
but whether before or after this eng^emem in Syria, we can- '*S'* • 
not pofitively affirm. All authors allow that he governed 
between three and four years ; that the republic was happy 
and flourifliing under him ; that he had diRinguifhcd himrclf

RINIERO ZENO, Doge XLV. 
Rlniero At the accciTion of Rimero Zfw, elcfled fuccefibr to Mt- 

^^^'^£*n/mi, the republic knt GllberU Dandoh w\y\\ z fquadron of 
^^^' thirty gallics to Greca : he foon had the good fortune to 
fall in with the combined fleets o( Greece srtd Genoa, which 
he attacked with fo much refolution, that the Greets loon 
gave way, and the Genoife being left alone, furrendered, 
few or none of them having been able to efcape ". They 
however, foon replaced this lofs by another fquadron, more 
powerful than the former, and the Vtnilian admiral had 
Kke Wife received an addition of fifteen gallics : \}a^Genoeft^ 
commanded by the famous Mkhail Dmia, fought out the P'e- 
mricn admiral Dandah, whowasnolefs eager to come to an 
mgagement. They foon met, and a battle was fought with the 
mmoil refolution, condufl, and obftinacy : hatred, revenge, 
and glory animated both ; a tivallhip fiibfifted between the 
commanders as well as the ftatcs. The honour of each coun- 
try depending upon the ability and courage of thole two ad- 
m jy mirals, nothing was omitted, nothing left undone, which 
1262.' I"^^' """^ fltilful ofKcers ought to direct, or foldiers per- 
.tbrm : but fortune did not fecond the great qualities and 
merit of Diria. After one of the bloodieft aifltons related in 
hiflory, his* line was broke, but not his courage: he conti- 
nued to defend himfelf with injinite intrepidity after the great- 
eft part of his fleet was taken, funk, or burnt : at laft, ovcr- 
Doiis ^ powered with numbers, he fell into the hand^ of the Fenctiatis, 
ftaicd, which gave them jofter caufc of triumph than all their other 
conquefts. This viflory coll the republic many of her beft 
officers, with an incredible number of private men ; but the 
public joy at having humbled a proud rival, fupprefled all 
lefiedlions on the lofs fuftained. It was the firfl fair trial of 
valour and flcill the two republics had ever made, the event 
of which gave the Feretiam that fupcriority at fea which they 
IBitba- maintained for a feries of years. The co[idu<5t of the admi- 
roAr. rah was no lefs to be admired after than during the battle : 
die one bore his adverfity with that grcatncfs of foul, that in- 
vincible fpirit and refolution, which made even the enemy 
acknowledge he defcrved vi3ory : the other, hts profperity 
with a moderation, calmnels, and gei^etolity, which obliged

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T>»na to confcfe tiiat he ought to conquer : in (hort, thofe 
two great men, who were inveterate enemies before fortune 
had declared herfelf, became the warmeft friends as foon as 
their almoft equal merit had proved to each how deferving 
he was of the other's efteem '■ 

PjtLEOLOGUS imagining that the Genetfi would not be 
able to recover this fevere blow at Trtpani, itruck up a fepa- 
rate peace with (he VtTutiom \ like a true politician he re- 
garded his own intereft only, holding as nothing the moll fo- 
iemn treaties and engagements *. 

Although the war was candu£ted with great prudence, 
conduct and fuccels, yet the people murmured : the vaft 
fleets and armies became infupportable; every thing was taxed 
high, even the necefTaries of life ; traJe was at a (land, and 
induftry entirely fuppreffed, on account of the number of ci- 
tizens employed in the public fcrvice, as well as the high 
price of provifvons and fcarcity of money. The government A. D. 
finding it neccfiary to reinfoice Dondch with troops and fcips '*03- 
to oppofe a new fleet, equipped by the Genoeje, had recourfc 
to a new tax upon the markets, which fo incEjifi:d the com- -^M'ti^* 
mon people, that they alTembled in 3 riotous manner about '* V*™**. 
the palace, breathing vengeance againfi the doge and fenate. 
Riniera "Lena thinking to awe them by his authority, or quiet 
them by his moderation, ca:nc out to harangue the people; 
but no fooner had he appeared than the mob inl'ulted him 
with ftones and dirt, and obliged him to retire : however, 
the nobility exerted thenifelves with fo much refolution, vi- 
gour, and fpirit, that the tumult wasiat lad difperfed, and 
the ringleaders imprifoneJ '. Xhc impofition was laid upon 
the markets, the re in lor cement fent to Dandolo, and the 
people foon fatisfied of the neccflity of this meafure ; for it 
had fcarce joined the main fleet when they were attacked near 
Rhodsi by the Gtniefe, impatient to revenge the Jate affront, 
and wipe off the dilV'r.ice : but it was apparent that Doria 
did not command; the Gcnoefi were broke and put in con- TheGt- 
fufion after the firft charge, a complete vidory was gained, "'*^ 
and a great number of Ihijis taken. ^^^ 

A fliort time after Dnndoh met with a fleet of the enemy's^***"" 
merchantmen returning home, richly laden ; of thefe he 
made prize, fending them home to Vtnice, to the great joy 
of the people, who now benan to forget the opprelTion with 
which (hey purchafed fo many viflorJes, and fo much alo- 
TfK Nor was the republic lefs fucceiiful in Syrh^ ftoia

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whence they had driveo the Gmatfiy making thcmfclves maf- 
tcrs of Pitiemeit, as w«ll as of the ica-coaft -. but Rinitro did 
not long enjoy th« fruits of thefe. uninterrupted fuccefles ; be 
was carried on by a Aidden illnefs, after governing the Rate, 
with a rapid tide of piofperity for fevemeen years. Dunng 
his dogelhip the lepublic attained to a very high pitch of 
power, confcquence, and reputation ^road, though not 
equally profperous at home : the finances were luw and ex- 
haulted i ioduftry and conunercc gave way to mattial at- 
chieveoients ; and public glory feemed to be eagerly defired, 
while private occonomy and happine^ Were univerfally ne- 
gle^ed. 

LORENZO THIEPOLOy Dogs XLVI. 

A. D. Z'ENO was no fooner dead than the council met for 

, 1268. the elei^ion of anew doge, when a majority of voices de- 

- dared for Lerenzjj ThieptU, fon to doge yacn'ma ''. The chrif- 

Thlepolo tians in Syr/fl being in the utmod diflrefs, and daily lofmg 

jg ' ground to the Infidels, the pope and the kings of France and 

XLVL Sicily ofFerfd their mediation to accommodate matters between 

the yenelians and Gimefe : Clement the pope defircd, that if 

a peace could not be fettled, that at lead the two republics 

would fufpend their animofity, conclude a truce, and turn 

their arms againf^ the Infidels. As Venice and Gensa were 

then the moll powerful maritime Rates in Europe, it was not 

pofTible for the othe^ potentates to make any progrefs in the 

holy war without their afliftancc. After the conferences had 

been twice broken off, at length a truce was concluded at the 

interceflion o( Philip king of France, who was bent upon 

fending aOiftance to the adventurers in Syria. Thus ended 

feaee-jiilh this war, after it had been carried on with the utmofl heat, 

Genoa, enmity, and rancour, for the fpace of eleven years. 

But the l^enetiam had fcarcely breathed after this war, 
when they found themfelvea engaged in another with fome 
of their neighbours. An impoft had been laid by the repub- 
lic upon all merchandize and {hipping paffing between the 
gulph of Fana and the mouth of the Pe : this the Venetiant 
haddone with a view of filliug their exhaun<:d treafury, and 
llkewife out of pique to fome of the bordering ftates, who 
bad refufed to fend corn to the city during a Tate famine'. 
The Boloznient, who at that time pofTeffed the cxtenfive pro- 
vince of Romagn'ia, began to grumble at this proceeding as an

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infringement of their Jiberties, and a pr^dice to their com- 
merce. Not caring to declare war before they bad made eveiy 
necellary preparation, they raifed troops, and equipped a fleet 
in the moft fecret manner. As foon as tiieir armaments were 
in forwardnefs they fent ambafladors to Venice, to folicit at 
leaft a mitigation of the duty impofcd -upon the commerce 
paffing through certain flrcighis, with orders that in cafe of 
refufal they Should immediately come away and denounce jfr^^ tvitb 
"wAs^. The doge, however, readily penetrated their in ten- /i^BoIog- 
tion, and to counterplot them, ordered a certain number of niaiu. 
gallics to go and feize npon the mouth of the Pn, a Aatioa 
<^ great importance. 

At lall, affer IkirmUhing for near two years, both armiM 
cane to a general engagement ; the Vinetuim^ commanded 
by Marta Qradonicoy were inferior in number to the enei^y i 
but that deficiency they compenfated by difcipline, courage, 
and a general : tbe battle was warm for the fpace it lailed \ 
but the Vtneuanif pujhing on with boldnefs, foon broke 
and routed the enemy, made great havock of the rear of the 
flying Balagiiiaits, and took fonje tboufands of prifoners, "°'°Kni- 
urhicb obliged them to fue for peace '. Their prc^afats were ^"^ ■ 
accepted, on condition that ibcy deftroyed [he fort ciefled 
at the mouth of the Pe, made reparation for the damages they . 
fiiHained by the war, and fubmitted to the impoC^. 

For a feries of years the Vetieiiaas had been engaged in A. D. 
continual war?, no iniermlffion, no reft or breaihing j '^73' 
Mfhence we may jufily infer, that the power of the republic 
had excited the jealoufy of her neighbour^. Peace was but 
jufl edablilhed with the Bohgnians when another little ftaic, 
the inhabitants of ^waJM, had taken arms againft her, '" o""- 7);*^ 
der to open to ihemfelvcs a free navigation. To preferve the ^^J^^ 'f^ 
appearance of moderation, they firft fent ambafladors to the Anconi- 
pope, requeuing his mediation and in Cere ft with the ^fn/- tans. 
tiont to remit the late impoft -. the pope, glad to-be thought 
of confequence, ordered the f^enetians to fend ambafladors to 
Vilerhe, to hold a conference upon this fubjcft. The am- 
bafladors went, and m»n^ed the conference with fo much ad- 
dreS, that his bolinefs was entirely gained, and the cnm- 
plaintt of the Anconitaus left unredrelTed. So heartily did he 
cfpoufe the republic, that he procured the truce with Genoa 
to be prolonged for two years, to prcweut her being en i- 
banafled with two wars at the fame time ■". During tbefs

Jacomo The new doge was but jud ele£ted when an accident had 
Cofltarini, alihoft broke ihc truce with Genoa : a Venetian merchantman 
<a!v< was feiT^d by two gallies belonging to the Genaefe ; and a» 

XLVn. it was no[ doubted but it was done by the orders or the go- 
vernment, the doge and republic b^n to prepare for war: 
however, they rcfolved before hoftilities commenced, to de- 
mand reftitution by their envoy ; and if this was refufed, tt> 
retaliate. The envoy had no fooner prcfented his memorial, 
than the Genoefe ordered the (hip and cargo to be reftored, 
and compenfation to be made for the lols fuftained by the 
deteniion, together with every thing etfe the Fenetians rc- 

lArians In the mean time fome difturbancea arofe within the do- 

rtvtlt. ininiuns of the republic. The IJlriansy who had always been 

the moft faithful of all the conquered provinces, were now 

fuddenly in rebellion, and fupporced by the patriarch of Aqui- 

A. D. le'^ i but the patriarch and rebels were foon conquered by 

1175^ jindrea Bafeio, the Venetian admiral, and reduced to theirobe* 

dience. 

The war wiih Anana was for fome time fupprefied, bat 
not extinguifhed. It now broke out with great violence : the 
Anconiiani took the opportunity of the republic's being en- 
gaged in fjiria, to redrefs their grievances^ by committing 
violence on the Venetian {hipping, and refufmg to pay the 
tfortviih duty required in the gulph o( Fana ". A fquadron of twcnty- 
Anconx. fix fail was fent by the doge to lay fiege to Ar.eona: the Vt- 
n^f/mi admiral attacked the harbour; but being repulfed, the 
fleet was foon after difperfed by a ftorm, fix gallies were loft, 
and the reft fo damaged as to be unfit for fervice untH they 
were reSit;d. The Venetiam^ not difpirited, fent another 
fleet upon the fame entcrprize, which, by a ftratagem of the 
enemy, proved equally unfuceefsfu I. Thus-, in alhort fpace, 
the Venetians had been twice defeated in their attempts, ei- 
ther by unforefeen accidents or mifcondu£t : iKithing, how- 
ever, could make them lay afidc their defign of humbling 
the Ananiiam. Another fleet, more forbiidable than either of 
the former, was ordered to lay immediate fiege to Aneona, 
which fo terrified the inhabitants, that they difpatched fome 
of the chief citizens to fo^Nicbaki, juft then clei5lcd, to

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reqiieft his aOiflance againft the oppieflion of the Fcttltits'. 
At the fame time the Vmillan anibafladora came to Rome to 
congratulate the pope upon his acceflioiii but were denied au- 
dience : the republic refenied the afiront b; recalling hei 
ambaiTadois ; but they had fcarce quitted the city, when 
they were feized, and brought back by order of his holinc6, 
who again difmifTed them with a fcverc reprimand. The Ve- "■ ^' 
netians, however, paid veiy little regard .to the pt^pe's indig- **77- 
nation; for the day after their ambafladors returned, a rein- 
forcement was fent to their fleet at Amsna^ with expiefs 
orders to proceed in the fiege with all polEble vigour. When' 
the Aricaniians perceived that neither the pope's aiithority nor 
their own forces were fufficient for their defence, they fuppli- 
cated peace ; which the republic obliged them to purchafc 
at a very confiderablc price, to indemnify the expences of the 
war 1, 

GIOVANNO D J NDOZO, Doge XLVIU. . 

Two years after, the doge being unable, by leafon of his Giovanno 
great age, to attet)d public bufinefs, reftgned his authority, Dandolo, 
and had for his fuccei&r Giovanni Dtmdele. The government ^-XLVUl 
of this prince began inaufpicioufly, the city having been greatly 
damaged by the overflowing of the fea, and a dreadful earth- 
quake. A new war likewile broke out with the patriarch of 
yfquiUia and the Iftrians, which occafioned a good deal of 
trouble to the Vttutiam : on the firft arrival of the Veneiian 
forces in JJfria, the patriarch, finding himfelf too weak, and 
imagining it would be difficult to eneiiit a jun<ftion with the 
Iftiiam, pretended to fubmit upon the terms granted by the 
republic. Having thus deceived the Fenitians, he foon found 
means to join count Gentian^ the Ifltian genera), and to draw 
over feveral cities which had hitherto remained firm in their 
duty : their numbers were in a little time «ncrcafed to an 
army of thirty thoufand men, a force which required all the 
vigour, caution, and ftrength the republic was able to exert. 
A Diong armament was prepared with all poilibic difpatcb, 
which in a ihort time befiegcd 7rie/it ; but the vigour and • 

numbers of the garriibn oWiged the ytnetiaiu to telinquilli the Y* g 
cnteiptize. ' * 

For the fpace of two years hardly any thing, befides 
fruitlcfs attacks upon Trit/le, encampments, marches, and 
feints, occurred in IjJria. The affairs of the republic in 
Syria fucceeded little better ; for Tyre, Sidon, and Baruth, 
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were taken by the Infidels : not long after the Fenetiaas were 

driven out of Jcoit, and all thechiiftians outof Sjria. Dok- 

^■^- d:h was fo affeaed with all thefe misfortunes, that he (Ml 

iiaj. j|j,j^^ jjijj jj|,j ^ faciificc to the public misfortunes, Wbicfay 

however, could not be charged to his mifcondtid. 

PIETRO GRADONICO, Doge XLIX. 

Pietro ^ 

Gradonl- Upon the death of Dandola, Pietro Gradtnia was pn>- 
co, Jegt moted to the dogcfliip ; in the beginning of his reign the rc- 
XLIX. public put an end to the war with the patriarch ana the Iftri- 
ans, with a view of employing all her power againfl the Gt- 
noifi. We are not toldi by SanfivtTWy the only hiflorian who 
mentions it, the particular terms of this peace, or whether 
the I/lriom fubmitted to the Venelian government : we ima- 
gine, therefore, that a truce only was agreed upon, fince we 
find hoflilities again renewed in IJiria a few years after. 
A. D; The truce between the republics of Venia and Getua be* 
1289. ing (bme time expired, neither made overtures it (hould be 
renewed : the dominbn of the fea would Teem to be the 
only caufe of recommencing hoAilities, fince the city ofAton, 
the former bone of contention, was now out of the queflion, 
both Vineliam and Genoeft being driven from thence by the 
Infidels. 'Viie. Venetian fleet, confifling of fixty gallio, cooi- 
Genoefe [ponded by }iogera Afar<>fini, firft began to enter upon a^on ; 
"*"'■■ this admiral failed direftly to P^ra, a port much frequented 

by the Geneefe merchants trading to Gma. This little fort 
he invefted, took, and deftroyed ; afterwards doing the fame 
to feveral fmall fettlements bclongitig to the enemy upon the 
fame coafts '. All this feafon the Genttjt confumed in mak- 
ing prestations for ti)c war, and in convoying their mer- 
-. chants to their different deflinations. Early in the fpring the 
■ * Venttiaits (ent another fquadron, under the command frfG/'o- 
' ' vatni Souranxa, to the city of Ctipfki in the Cherfsnrft, which 
after a tedious fiege he tooltanddemoliflied ; but winter com- 
ing; on before he could return, his fleet was blocked up by 
tlw froft, and many of his crew perilhed with the cold and 
want of neceffaries ; a lofs which more than overbalanced 
the advantages arifing from the plunder and deflruSion of 
Cepba. 
j^ j)_ The following year the Gtsvtft fleet at length put to fta» 
,jg,_ under Lampadi* Deris, of the fame family with the famous 
admiral of that name, conquered by Dand»h : it confilted 
of feventy gallies and (hips of war, well manned and ap-

pwitnl, :^1 firod with fentirociits of revenge, and determinsd 
to pcrifl) or wipe away the difgrace fuflained in the lall great 
ei^agcment. Doria (Peered his courfe to thcgulph of /^«, 
with iniention to lay fiege to the city ; but nieeting. the Fine- 
tm fleet, und;r Anirta Dandob at Csrfu^ an engagement en- 
fucd : the battle commenced with great fury, and was for 
feronl hours maintained with equal courage, and without 
any apparent advantage. Nothing befides the dreadful fhouts 
of the combatants, the fhrielcs of the dying, or compianits of 
the wounded could be heard; nothing fcen but dead and 
tnangted bodies, fliips burning, fmking, or broke to pieces ; 
thus the fight continued with prodigious (laughter; both pufhed 
OB by hatred, encoursged l^ the hope of viSory, and ani- 
mated by the conduct and harangues of their admirals. At Venetjans 
laft (he Vmitiam were defeated, if that can be called a defeat ^'««'''' 
where fcarce a number of the conquerors remained fufficient 
to report the news of their viftory : DaudalavK made pri- 
foner, and not a (hip belonging to the republic but was ta- 
ken or de(Vroyed. Sabeliictis uys, that four thouland Vme- 
trans were made prifoners j but from the accounts of other 
htftorians not half that number remained alive on both fides'. 
^jtdrea Dandaio was fo much aficded with the difgrace of 
having yielded up that honour acquired in the lafl war, that 
in the agoayof defpair he dallied out his brains agatnfir the 
fide of (he cabin where he was confined ' ; a conducfi very 
dtrferent from Dcria^, but equally indicative of greatne^ of 
mind, delicacy of femiment, and public fpirit. 

RICOALDO of Ftrrara relates, that the mifcondufl of *. D. 
thirty Vttutian galKes, who kept aloof and flackened fail dur- '^9*' 
"•g the engagement, occafioned this defeat ; and that upon 
Feturning home the chief officer? met wiih that death in aa 
ignonufiious way which they fo carefully avoided in a manner 
"Hiourable to tiiemfelves, and ferviceable to their country. 
Certain it is, that the joy at Graa for a v'x&oxy fo dearly pur- 
chafed was not great, hardly a family in the city having 
Heapsd the lofe of a father, fon, or brother. The grief at 
railct was fKll greater ; for to the lofs of their fleet and ar- 
my, they had the additional afflidion of having been vanquifli- 
*! : however, the Venetiam did not defpond ; they fitted out 
^iiother fleet, no lefs powerfiil than the former, every man in 
*e city chearfully contributing towards the expence. Part 
*^ this armament was kept for the defer>ce of the city and 
Wnmerce; another part, confiding of twenty-five gallics,

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under the conduct of Marcf Baffih, waa fcnt to proted the 
iflands and towns in the hnian and Mgtan Teas". Baffaa 
Toon fell in with the Genoeft fleet, who, elated with their late 
victory, bore down and engaged him. The VemUans, tho' 
inferior in number, fought bravely for fome rime, but wore 
at lall defeated, with the lo(a of fixieen gallics. 

Though this calamity was much lefs than the former, 
the affliflion of the republic was augmented : already op- 
prefTed with (hame and misfoitune, frefli difg race would have 
proved intolerable, if the intrepidity of the doge, who alone 
appeared undaunted and refolute, had not (temmcd the torrent 
of defpair ", 

Although the viftorious Gtnttft triumphed along the 
coalls, made defcents upon feveral of the Venetian maritime 
towns, and even took, plundered, and dcliroyed Cidenieif a 
city in CanJia, yet the doge was determined once more to try 
the fortune of the republic. Another fleet was fitted out, and 
feveral battles fought Vbitth various fuccefs, until both fides 
cxhauAcd, fpeni, and unable longer to continue fo ruinous a 
war, laid down their arms by mutual confent. The want of 
ability, not of inclination to profecute their animofity, ended 
A. D. a quarrel which had brought both the republics to the brinic 
"94- of ruin". 

But this bloody war was not the only danger with which 
Fenice was environed : feditions, tumults, and confpiracies at 
jltanfpi. home equally threatened her deflruflion. One Marint Ba- 
rac/.^ . emio, a man of no rank or power, but of a bold, enter- 
prizing, and feditious fpirit, formed a defign of oiurdering 
the doge, ^nd feveral fenators of the firft merit and diftinc* 
tion : for this purpofe he engaged a party of all the dilcon- 
tented, violent, factious, and defperate men about the city. 
The plot was condufted with great fecrefy and conduct ; but 
juft as It was ripe for execution, one of the confpirators, from 
remorfe of conscience, difcovered it to the doge, who ordered 
Buconic to be feizcd and put to death : feveral of his accom- 
plices (hated the fame fate, which (truck fuch rcnor into the 
re(l, that they fled out of the city to avoid juftice ^ 
A. D. This plot was hardly fupprefled when another more dan- 
1296. gerous, not onI]L to the perfon of the doge but to public 
Ancther ''''^^'i'l ""^^ formed by Ba'tmsnli Thiepalt and others of the no- 
teuftiracj. '''''*)' ■ ^^^ (chcme was laid to enter the palace, murder tfao 
doge, council, and fenate ; to alliime the reins of auibo-

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rity ; divide among the conCpiraiors the property and pow«r 
ot ibc deccafed ; and to rule with via arbitrary fway, wilb- 
out reltti<9ion of oaths, or coDtroul of councils and fmaics*. 
A multitude of the cotnmon people, cither from the love of 
novelty, or the fpeciouTncfs of theic reafoning, aird force of 
money and promifes, were gained. Upon the day fixed for 
the execution of their vickcd purpofe, fecret notice of it wai 
frnt by an unknown hand to liie doge, who immcijjatcljr 
communicated it to fomc of the fenaiois in whom he could 
moft confide. The fenators were fcarce afiembled, with fuch 
of their friends as the fliorl notice would fuffer them to col- 
left, when thecnnfpirators alTauUed the palace : the alarm 
indantly fpread over the city, and brought every man attached 
to the conUitution to the affiftance of the doge and f-nate. 
In the mean time the confpitators had filled the fpacious mar- 
kctplace of St. Afofi's with their armed aiTociates. Here a 
furious banle began 1 on one fide ftood Baimonti and the 
confpirators, endeavouring to deftroy liberty, property, anJ 
the common rights of humanity ; on the other, the doge and 
fenate, bravely refolved to perifb with their freedom. Gra- 
donico animated his party by his fpeech and example : they 
preficd forward upon the confpirators, who finding themfelvea 
inferior in number, and difappoinicd in their hopesuf takin» 
them unprepared, began to give way. 'Juflmam feafonably 
coming up, with a frelh body of men he had collefted to- 
gether, attacked the confpiratots vigoroufly in the rear, broke 
them, and made prodigious (laughter •. Baimanii perceiving 
his party giving wayj was the firO to defert, as he had been 
the foremoli in promoting the villainous deiign : he endea- 
voured to efcape, but was knocked down by a large flone a a n 
woman let fall upon his head from her window, and, before izqq' 
he could recover himfelf, was taken and cut in pieces by fome 
of the doge's friends who purfued him : the reft were almoll 
all either taken or killed. The arms of Baimomi and his ac- 
complices were erazedout of the public records, iheir houfes 
pulled down, eflates confifcated, and families for ever banifbed 
the city and dominions of the republic. This faappy delivery 
from oppicSon, bondage, and death, is to thi* day yearly 
commemorated at Vtnice *'. 

Bur the troubles of the republic did not end here; for Zararw- 
the ZurnrinM) embracing theopportuniiy oi herdifttclied'con- **^' 
dition, revolted and expelled ji/oi-fl^i their governor. The 
doge equipped a fieei to reduce them to obedience, bu: died

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before any progrefs was made in the war. TTie aimmiftrj- 
tion of (his excellent prince was one of the moft unfortunate 
to the republic : it was indeed the ambition and martial torn 
of the Ventt'tant which had at this titne occaiioned their mis* 
fcrtuncs, not accident or mifcondud. 

MORJNI GEORGI, Doge L. 

*-^- MORINI GEORGI, fumamcd Sanh, or theifo//, wa> 

^i^S' for Yiis wifdom appointed in the room t^ Gradtmia, The fe- 

Morini natc wifely preferred a governor of experience and prudence^ 

^^'S'' to one poffcfred of more (bintng but lc6 folid qualities; one 

^' ^ whole age and temper would difpofe him to cultivate peace^ 

induOry, and commerce, which of late had been much neg- 

Ie£(cd : but though Georgi'i inclination led him to purfye 

pacific meafures, the neceffity of the date obliged him to pro- 

fecute the war with the Zaratiius. 

BELETTO was fent to DaJmatia in the laft year ofGra- 
denict'i dogefiUp ; but (he fummer was fpcnt before the walls 
of Zara, and no memorable a£)ion performed. Grorgi feat 
** P' Dalmafio, a Spaniard, with a thoufand horfe to fupport Be- 
'$°7- Itiio, to cut off convoys, and fcour the country} but the 
Ztiralines found means to tamper with this ofiicer : however, 
Zera, diftrefled for provifions, furrcndcred upon gentle and 
eafy conditions. Dalmefia made his cfcapc to Italy in a linall 
bark he had hired, to prevent fdlling into the hands of the 
VenetiaKSy and was (hipwrcckcd in his palTage.^ 
t Before the news of the furrender of the* city arrived at 

VenUt the doge died, after having performed many a£b of 
piety and charity, a year and eleven months after his elec- 
tion '. He was fucceeded by Giovami Saurataa, cholen bf 
the unanimous aflent of the people. 

GIOVANNI SOURANZJ, Doge LI. 

A. D. Under Sntrema'i dogefhip a magiflrate was appointed 

ijio. _ to prefide over trade and commerce: in a few years the 

Cioranni number wa encreafed to three, which was the fim rife of » 

Smnmia, commercial* board or council'. Nothing memorable hap- 

"l'^' pencd during his government: fome little difputes indeed 

arofe with the GflwtyJ, but they were foon terminated with- 

cmtbloodfhcd: a rebellion \aCan£a appeared, but was inflantly 

fupprefied -, and the Padaans, by the affiflance of the repub- 

)tc, were reftored to iheii liberty, A^JI'in, the tyrant, being 

driven out of the city.

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FRANCISCO DANDOLCDo^oUl. 
FRANCISCO DANDOLO became fo popular by bis fu1>- Francifco 
miSoa to the pope in a late ambafiy, in which he was mean Oandolo, 
enough to appeafe the pontilF'srerentment by Aiffering himfdf jig, LU. 
to be chained down to the foot of his table, that he was una- 
nimODfly eleded in the loom of the deceafcd prince { and 
iodecd his firm conduA and refolution in quality of doge, 
would feem to wipe off the difgrace he incurred by his fer- 
vile tamenefs when ambaflador. Two FentUan merchantmen 
weretaicen about this time by i\icGiiioife; but thedoge be- 
ing othcrwife employed, deferred his vengeance to a more 
convenient opportunity,*. 

This year the Infidels, not fatisfied with having driven A. D. 
the chrifiians out of Syria^ molefted ihc coafts of Cyprus, 1330. 
Candia, and RhaiUi, and To infefted the feas, that there was 
no fecurity for merchants to trade in the Levant. This 
induced (he republic to enter into an alliance with the pope 
and ' the French king, to repel the attempts of the Turks in 
Europe j and recover Syria, h was tlipulaied, that the repub- 
lic fhould fupply a hundred fhips of war and gallics, belidcs 
tranfports and fiore-ibips ; but the />^f/j' failing in thi^ir en- 
gagement, this mighty enterpnze ended with the treaty '. 
The Turis, talcing advantage of the irrefolution of the cbrif- 
lians, made themfelves mafters of the Tea, putting an entire 
flop to every kind of commerce, which nbliged the ymetians 
to fend a ficet againd them for the protedton of their trade 
and iflnnds. Pitlrc Zena was appointed admiral : he purHied A. D. 
the Infidels with fo much fuccefs, that he not only drove 1334. 
them out of the Levant, but defrayed the charges of the ex- 
pedition by the captures. 

The power of the iKople of Eftalla, as biflerians call them, 
was become to great, that all thefiifroundingflaKsapprehended 
being over-run by that treachcrtius and ambitious people : be- 
fides yersna,FUem^-, and Brrfiia, which they poflefTcd forfome 
time, they had lately feized upon Parrrm, after having by fraud 
driven thence die family of the Roffi. Tr^wZ/i likewile, accord- 
ing to SattUimt, fell into their hands. About a T;eMtury before 
ihey were no more than % fingle l^mily that bad fettled in 
Lmihardj, which in time, by their ftronp connexions, sm- 
bition, and intrigues, formed this powerful ftate, that became 
an ol^e£l of the jealoufy of all its neighbours «. Mafiiity 
the chief, thirfting to be revenged on the Venetians (at driv- 
ing him out of Padua, annoyed /he commerce of the ciqr.'

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Thu!t the feeds or a war were laid, to prepare for which the 
ytnitiam raifed forces, and made alliances with the RoJJi, and 
other pritices of Italj^ who dreaded and had fuffered from 
the power of Mcjiin. The Vtnetians never entered Upon x 
war with greater alacrity : they really were not immediately 
concerned with Maftin, having nothing to fear from htm 
while they applied themfelves to commerce and maritime af- 
fairs: but they began early to give their attention to the bal- 
larKC of power ; a maxim in politics which has fince proved 
the occafion of numberkfs ware in chrillendom, and in no 
part of it moie than in Italy. 

The league being concluded with the Italian Itates, the 
A, D '^'^8^ ^""^ fenate gave orders, that the name of every peifon 
ttiel ii t'^ ^'^y ^^ '° ^'"' "''"^^ Ihould be enrolled : the lift 
amounted to 80,000 '' from twenty to fixty years of age. 
Stimulated by an eamcCt defire to extinguish and root out 
tyranny, the aflion, lays Blondus^ was its own reward. Vo- 
luritiers flocked froni Fraiut, Gtrmany, and England, to ferve 
in this war; infi*much that the ycnttiam could have raifed an 
army, which, with one blow, would havp deflroyed the iy- 
lanl ; but it was not their policy to leave the event to the 
fate of one battle : they chofe to try the power and cou- 
rage of their enemy firft by flight JkirmiOies, both to accuf- 
tom their troops to an enemy, and try their fortune. The 
republic chofe PUtrt Rj>J}i, an implacable enemy to the tyrant 
Ma/i'm^ to command their army. He was at this time clolely 
bewged by Majltii in a little fort to which he efcaped Irom 
Parma : but he ventured in difguife through the enemy's 
camp, and arrived fafe at Fltrtnee, where refling but two 
Jan, his impatience to be in the field made him haflen, with 
a few troops of horfe, to the camp. The enemy, hearing of 
- hii arrival near Ltuca, placed a Arong body in ambufti to at- 
tack his rear, while he was oppofed in front by another corps, 
RaJ^s rear was toon put into diibrder, and the troops gave all 
up for loft, when he arrived feafonably to animate, rally, and 
fu[^rt them : he was every where prcfent, giving his direc- 
tions with a compofure that infpired his own men with irre- 
lillible courage, and wholly dtfcomfitted the enemy. They 
were defeated, and purfued to the gates of Lucca, a great 
cumber of prlfoners made, and a carnage and flaughter, 
which aflonifhed even thnfe acquainted with his valour. 

Ik the mean while the Fmelians were not idle : Gtrrard 
Camninfis had with a detachment fcized upon the city of 
Vdtrza \ upon information, of which Maftin marched againft

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him, attacked the ganifon left by Gtrrard, but was repulfed. 
Next day, however, he found means to draw ^hc beficgeJ 
into an ambufcade, which fucceeding, the city fell into hi) 
Aands. 

ROSSI had fcarce joined the army when the count of 
Cvlahay with a ftrong corps, dcferted the enemy and came 
over to him ; an example that was followed by the FerHam, 
fome of the inhabitants of the Alps, and a great number of 
Germans^. A/.^/n finding the flicngih of the confederates, 
having expeiicnced thevuour of their leader, and Icnowing 
they were immediately to enter upon adion, fent ambalTadors 
to FtnUe with tenns of peace, which were rejciied. Break- 
ing (ip his camp he put flrong garrifons in Lucca and Padua, 
which Taft his brother Albert had taken by furprize, fince the 
commencement of the war : then he ordered Thomafinii, go- 
vernor of Meftra, to tamper with the Vtnetian!% as if he was 
willing to deliver up the town to them upon certain condi- 
tions. The fum agreed upon was delivered, and hoftages 
, given to Ro£i for 3ic furrenderof the town upon a certain 
day. Mafiin took care to difpofe a ftrong body of horfc and qT^fn^ 
foot in the city, in fuch a manner as to beable to feizeuptra chety'f 
the confedcratea as foon as they entered, which accordingly Maftio. 
was executed, and about three hundred prifoners made K 
ReJ/i then immediately marched againft the enemy, deter- 
mined to revenge this treachery. Before he broke up his 
camp he made a fliort fpecch to the foldicrs, informed them 
of the bafe arts of the enemy and the captivity of their com- 
rades, aflared them of viSor/, recommended ftricl difcipline 
aild ohedi«icc to their officers, and lalt'y reminded them that 
fafeiy as well as honour depended upon courage. He was ad- 
vifed to befiegc Trivifo, but declared hia firft purpofc was to 
fight the enemy i if they were defeated towns might be taken 
at leifure. The confederates arrived upon the banks of the 
river Brentt before AWeri, Maftin's brother, had intelligence 
of their motions ; his army was equal in number to theirs, 
and his camp fortified on the left by the town of Padua, on 
the right by the marfhes and fenny grounds, and in front by 
the river ; yet he did not care to hazard the event of a battle. 
but decamped with great precipitation and joined his brother'. 
Raffi continued to advance, and when he came fuflicientlr 
near olFered battle to Maftin : upon his declining it he fent 
a herald to bid him defiance ; but Mafiin was too well ac- 
quainted with the reputation of the general and valour of his 
traops to accept the challenge : he even re:ired farther, and

ta foil in Psdua''. The remainder of the campaign was con- 

' fumed in negociaiions and treaties, which ended in nothing. 
During thefc iranfa^tions Mtjlra was furtendered to Rajji; 
many other towns revolted from ihe enemy ; Fifconti duke of 
M'llaa, and Philip Ganxaga, had alreadir taken the field 
again Majiin. In (hort, he was environed by falfe friends and 
profeired enemies, yet he was not defcrted by his courage,. 
deferving of a bcttei caufe. He every wbeie oppofed cun- 
ning, fraud, and inirigue, to the generous and open enioitjr 
of Kjiffi : one while he laid the country wafte thia' which 
the confederaies mull pafs; another time be advanced as if 
with intcntioi\fto fight ; then again he would decamp preci- 
pitately, and leave a body of troofw in arabufli i fometimes 
he would endeavour to flarve Rc£i, by cutting off his con- 
voys of forage and provifions ; then by forced marches would 
he attack his rear. In Qiort, iipthing was omitted which 
could annoy or harrals ; but he had to do with a general, vi- 
gilant, active, and experienced, perfedly acquainted witb 
all his wiles and (Iratagems. At laft Majiin wjs reduced to 
ihofe difficulties into which he endeavoured to bring the ene- 
my : he had fo ruined and impoverilhed the country, that 
it was unable to fupport his atmy, and the neighbouring 
princes being all in the oppoUte intercfl refufcd to fupply him. 
Now he fought battle with the fame eagcmefs with which 
before he avoided it, which £^^ prudently declined, know- 
ing that viflory would certainly attend his [wotraQing the 
war. To heighten his misfortunes the cities oi FtUre, Bref- 
eltjy and Btrgamoy fell into the hands of the confederates ; Pa- 
dua revolted, and Majiiri% army was daily diminifiied by dc- 
fertion ". 

But the thread of fuccefs which haJ hitherto attended 
the allies was interrupted by the death of their general. The 
heave Pletro Rojfi waj killed by an accidental Ihot : he w» 
greatly lamented on account of his vinues and abilities. la 
honour of his memory his brother Orlando Rsjfi, at ihu time 
beficging Luccat a biave and experienced ofiicer, was chofea 
in his room. As foon as he arrived at the camp he made aa 
incur Hon into tiial'uronefe, dcllroying everything with fire

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and fwOTd to the gates of Verona. Majl'tn wa9 at this time hi- 
dtpBg MontUhia, and, when he leall expc^ed it, was fur- HJaflin ^ 
pttzed and defeateJ \yj Orlando, who rfrqve him from the ftauJ, 
ftege, and made prodigious ilaughtcr in his camp. Maflin 
was equally unfucccfsful in an attempt he foon alter made 
upon the ifland Longura, which he attacked with fea and 
land forces ; the garrifon Tallying out vigoroufly repulfed him 
with great Lois, took fcver^l of his Hiips, and oUiged him to 
abandoti the cntcrprize. Orlando in the mean time inverted 
Vicenza, and fo clofely blocked it up, that the gariifon was 
Itarved to a capitulation. 

Tired out with lolTes the tyrant fued for peace upon any Trtatptm- 
terms the republic would grant : the conditions impufed cUJtd. 
were, that Fehre, Bellana, and Contda fhoutd remam to 
Charlft of Bthemid ; Btrgamo anA Brtfiia, to Fifcont! ; Tre- 
vifo, with the caftles and villages of the TVn«yfln, be for ever 
annexed to the Venetian dominions, together with thofe of 
Bulde and Bajfarty with a free navigation on the river yldiu ; 
and lalVly, that four cities, fpecified in the atticles of peace, 
fllould be yielded up to the FUrentlnn °, Thus was the am- 
bition of Mdjiin CTtrbed, his infolencc fubdued, his tjTannjr 
fuppreflcd, and thofe cities and territories which he had ac- 
<]uired by rapine, fraud, and oppreffion, torn from the ufurper ' 
and reRored to the jurt proprietors. 

DANDOLO, after governing the republic with great re-. 
put2tion at home and abroad for the fpacc of ten years, died 
of a fever I", greatly regretted and encemed for his prudence,' 
vifdom, and good fortune, which was in fome meafure the 
ic^lt of thofe qualities. 

BARrOLOMEO GRADONICO, Doge LIU. 

BARTOLOMEO GRADONICO was next raifed to the . ^ 
ducal throne by the general voice of the council, on account ,1^' ■ 
of his moderation, piety, and virtue. In the beginning of 
his dogefhip the great hall, where the difFerent councils have Banofe- 
their departments, and fit upon their refpedtive affairs, was y*. ^*** 
built. Travellers inCbrm us, that it remains to this day with- ^"" rjil. 
out any confiderable alteration, or fymptoms of decay i. ^ 
Little occurs in this pacific reign befuJes prodigies, omens, 
and apparitions, a long detail of which is given us by Blondut 
and Sabellicui. This only they tei! us, that Edward the third 
of £n|/dni/ demanded the affithnce of the republic aoainft Pht' 
lip of Franctt fupported by the Genetft ; but was refufcd, al-

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though he conJercended to maVe this requefl in peribn : that 
3 [cbcllion began to appear iti Candia, which was nipt in the 
bud, and the ringleaders delivered up to puniChnnent, by the 
force of the rewards offered to the betrayers ; and that a fa- 
mine prevailed in the city ; hut no particulars are we favoured 
with of any o( thefe tranfdclions. 

ANDREA DA NDOLO, DogcLlV. 

A. T>. GRADOKICO was fuccccded in his authority by Andrea 

•3+3- Dandoln, a prince of a more aflive, vigilant, and warliKe dif- 

AodrcK pofition i and at the fame time penetrating, eloquent, open, 

Dandolo, liberal, and generous, infomuch that he was commonly called 

Jegt LIV. by a name exprelBve of ihofe qualities '. 

In the beginning of hisdogefliip the republic, in confe- 
qucnce of a league turmed by the chriflian powers againft the 
infidels, fent fixieen gallies under Pietro Zene to Greece, '/.eno 
had the good fortune to meet wilh a number of Turkijh vef- 
fcis, which he funic and burnt; afterwards he took Smyrna 
by allault, put the garrifon to the fword, and fortified it with 
fome addition to the walls, leaving a ffrcng body of forces 
for [IS defence. He afterwards, in conjunflion with the fleets 
of Rhode! and Cyprus, fought feveral bloody and fuccefsfu! bat- 
tles with the enemy : at laft the Venetians-, with their allies, 
Vetietians received a fignal defeat, moil of them being taken, killed, 
A/eatidBj or drowned ; but whether this fatal accident happened while 
ffo Turks. 2^„(, commanded, we arc left to conjedure. 

In the fecond year of DandoWs government it was that 
the fenet'iant opened a commerce with the Infidels at Alex- 
andria and the other ports. Souranza and 'JuJiinianB, twt> 
rich citizens, by virtue of a dlfpenfation from the pope, were 
the fitft who traded to the 7ar:fyJj^4rf)> dominions'. 
Zan rt- ZARA, ever inconOant, revolted a feventh time, and fent 
vtlii. to Lewis, ting of Hungary, to demand his proteiflion, and 

to offer him the foiereignty of the city. Simon Dandehy 
brother to the doge, and Andrea Momfmi, were appointed 
to reduce it ; but it coft the Fineiians dear, their troops hav- 
ing been often defeated. Lewis of Hungary arrived with 
fixty thoufand men to the relief of the city j but he wasdc- 
feaied, driven out of Dnlmrtlia, and the city at laft taken. 
Sal/ellicus informs us, that the flaughtcr of the king's trtuips 
was fo great, that, by infe£ling the air with the putrid exhala- 
tions, it produced a peflilence. No othet punifliinent was

FEN ICE was now fo much encmfed, and her caufes of '^**' 
Jitigation ib great, that the govemrarnt ere£ied a court of fix 
auditors, or judges. This was the original of the cotfectl . 
of the Civii, according to fomehiftorians. By order of the doge 
and fenate, their firft bulinsfs was to digeft and abridge the 
liws, which, it teems, were fwelled to an enonnoni duHc : 
ail the decrees of the fenate were likewifc compiled in one 
volume, and divided, for the fake of perfplcuity, into chap- 
ters, books, and fc£H«]s, with a genera) index, and table of 
cooteim. The prince added to this a volume of judicial 
a&s and decrees of the great council, which he had com- 
piled and digefted with his own hand while he was procurator ' 
of St. Mark's '. Thus DandoU was no lefs attentive to the 
domeflic and civil than to the foreign and military policy of 
rtw republic. 

About this time Vmict was affli£)cd with a fertes 
of unavoidable calamities; a terrible f^rm deftroyed great 
part of their fleet and merchant fltips ; an earthquake and 
high tide threw down and damaged a prodigious number of 
hou&s and bridges in the city ; and a plague fwept off in- 
credible aumben of ^the inhabitants. In confequence, z 
decree of fhe great council pafled to naturalize all foreigners A. D. 
who would come and refide in the city, which foon produced a 1 34^. 
happy efleA, multitudes of people flocking from every quar- 
ter to enjoy the freedom and libeny of the Faulian conftitu- 
tion'- 

Amidit all thefe misfortunes the I^rians revolted; but 
vrere foon fubdued by the authority and fpirit of Parnatii 
yxftiniam. The authors of the revolt were fent to Venice^ 
tiota whence they were etijoined not to Ait under pain of 
death. 

Bbfore the ytnttians were well recovered from the late 
cWil misfortunes and wars, new differences arofe wirh the 
Gau*fi. Thele lafl pofTelTed feveral fettlements in Greece 
from the time that Paleahgus fcized upon CBtifientimple, con- 
fequently they carried on a confiderable trade, with which 
they were apprehenfive tht F'enttiani would interfere; Ihey JParwiti 
left no means untried to deprive the republic entirely of the Genoa. 
Iitvottt trade ;,they took, plundered, and robbed fuch of the 
Vtn^iat merchants as came in their way ; and committed fe> 
vcral other violences and tnfraSions of the law of nations.

Rujme aitaclced thcDi, 

gtJUti took, funk, and burnt ten galHes ; four made their cfcape 

tahnaxd undercover of a dark night, but were afterwards taken by 

d^Ttjti. ^0r«^nf,- admiral of the Adriaticj and carried into Fenta. 

In the mean time, the Gtnaefe fleet, commanded by FiSpp* 

Nepo- Dtriot reduced NegrspmU the goverrtor and officers havjr^ 

pODt Jio-' bafely abandoned it before the attack began ; for which they 

rtnJfnJu were recalled, and put to death*. 

lot Geno- Th£ republic had now entered into an alliance with the 
*•*• king of Arragen^ who agreed to join them in pcrlbn with a 

fieet againfl the Gemefe. Some authors affirm, that DantkU 
formed a treaty ofienfive and defenfive with t\it Greet em- 
pire, from whom he received a confiderable reinforcement f. 
Pijani, the Fenttlan admiral, foon came to an engagement 
with the Genoefe ftationed in the Beffbtrui : the fight b^n 
in the evening, and continued with great fury for the whole 
night, without any apparent advantage or wearinefs on either 
lide. All the horrors which the darknefs of the night, the 
clalhing of fhips, the clattering of arms, the fhouts of com- 
batants, and Qirieks of the wounded could inlpire, contri- 
buted to render this adlion dreadful. Next day the battle 
ccafed, rather from inability than want of inclination to pur- 
fue it, each admiral claiming the vi£tory. Giovanni Dtlfintf 
who was prefent, fays, that the Fenetiant gained a complete 
viAory, having taken twenty-eight of the enemy's gallies, 
with the lols only of four : but the Gmorfe and other hiftori- 
ans deny the allertion '. Pijani was blamed for attacking the 
enemy in fo ftrong a fituation, for the difpofition of his at- 
tack, and for continuing it with obllinacy through the 
ni^t. 

rRoM this time forward acouitcil of four experienced of- 
ficers were appointed to attend, direA, and advife the ad-

of the war. He firft fteered his courfc with a fquadrori of 

thirty gallies to Sardinia % there he joined the jlrreigim'um 

fleet of forty fail, commanded by Barnardo Cafnari ; and 

immediately went to feek Grimaldi, the Ginoefi admiral, 

who was no lefs eager lo engage. The two fleets met on 

the Sardinian coall : RMfina ordered hij (hips to grapple with 

the enemy, and then had them chained to each other in fuch 

a manner that he mulf conquer or die, it being impoflible 

to efcape. Thus a kind of land battle was fought upon the

When the news of this ^f<*"f- 

defeat anived at Gtniia^ the whole city was in the grcateft 

confternation, and the affli£)ion was equal to what might 

be ocpeSed had Genoa itfelf fallen into the enemy's hands. ^ -q 

In their defpair the Gtnetft difpatched ambafladors to Vifcanli, ij.g.'

Vifcanti accepted the noefe/ur 

propofal ; and thus we fee this potent republic, in confequence thtm/tliitt 

of one fevere ftroke of fortune, furrendeting up that power, under tb* 

wealth, reputation, and liberty, which the acquired by in- prmak* 

dudry, and for a ferics of years maintained with courage, vfVifcon- 

condu^, and her blood. ti.

XuE Vtnttians ever fhewed an admirable confiancy tn ad- 
verfity : they now levied troops, equipped a fleet, and, to 
prevent VifiaitiPi fending alfidance to the Gemtfi, they en- 
gaged him in a war at home, having prevailed upon Cbarlti 
of Bthrma, to march tvith a powerful army into the duke's

GetiteTe. 

FaLIERO, who had been doge little mwe than nine 
months, was (eizcd with a violent deltre of governing the re- 
public abfolutely, without council, fcnate, or feignory, and 
of fubverting the eflablilhed conftitution '. He begun his de- 
iign by aifk of popularity, and forming a ftrong bflion among 
die tower rank of people : he even went fo far as to make 
eotcrtainments for them, at which hinifclf would preftde, tak- 
ing occa(t(Mi to hint how improper a popular g;ovemment was Falkm'i 
where vigour and unanimity were required j how unfit to re- (tnf^acf, 
ttieve the defperate af^irs of the ftate, which only could be 
done by enthming the power in (he hands of one man, equally 
xttached to his country and capable of dire^ing it. When 
he perceived that the people liltened to him with attention, 
he b^n to drop hints of his intention to deliver them from 
the tyranny of the fenate, to retrieve the honour and power 
of the Hate, and to alTume a greater latitude of power and 
authority than he now eitjoyed. until he had refbred their 
liberty; after whith it 0ioi4ld be left to their choice to con- 
tinue him or not, as they found he deferved. His propofal 
was to murder the chief perfons of the aflembly, fenste, and 
feignory, who had raifed him to the dignity he pofTelfed : 
diis he laid before the people, after he had firft provided his 
party with arms, and upon fome pretence got a fufiicienc

appointed for the execution of this infamous plot ; a rumour 
was to be propagated that the enemy were at the walls, the 
great bell, the ufua] alarm, was to be tolled as a fignal to 
the conrpiratots to join and begin the maflacre. On the 
very day fixed for the performance of this dreadful tragedy, 
BiliTOttd, a confpiracor, either through difgufl or remorfe, 
went to the houfe of Nichalan Lun, and made an ample 
dilcovery, Lttn was fo confounded with the horror of the 
action, that for fome time he was unable to reply ; .at laft, 
ordering BeltroTid to be confined, he difpatched me&engers to 
the chief fenatois, the feignory, and officers of the city, to 
come inftantly to him. A refolution was taken to fecure the 
doge and heads of the confpiriicy, which was happily exe- 
cuted '. They were all put to death, and the dele's memory 
branded with particular marks oFinfamy: a veil was put over his 
pi£)ure (A), the fenatehaving ordered that it Ihould rank among 
the refl with this infamous di{lin£)ion. A penfion of ooe 
dioufand ducats was fettled upon the difcoverer { and thus 
ended the leiga of the ambitious, mad, and wicked Mariiu 
Faiiert ■.

CcHtaining the Origin ef the Inquifition of State ; the 
Peace with Genoa ; fVar with the King 0/ Hun- 
gary -f Revolt 0/'Candia, and ether Particulars. 

Siaitinr W/^ '''^^ reafon to fuppofe the I'nquifition of Rate owed 
muifitin. '" P''g'" 'o '''is attempt to fuhvert the eflabliflicd 

plan of government, deftr<^ liberty, and introduce tyranny. 
Some authors imagine its rile to be of a later date ; but as they 
neither fpeciiy the time, not paiticutatize the manner, we 
ate at lUieny v> form conjectures. It ii probable tbiU lb bold 
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an attempt would have, made the fenate extremely drcum- 
fpe&t jealous, and watchful of the condud of their dt^es^ 
embracing every probable method of rctretiching their auiho- 
fity, and limiting their ambition. Certain we are, that the 
firn intention of the inquificion was foleiy to guard againft 
the encroachments of the prince, and prote£t the privilegts 
of the pe(^le, aldiougb it) authority has fince been ex- 
tended. 

DuRiHO the inttrregnum Sotwt^ 7^'"'^' wv ieot with 
a fquadron to fcour the feas, and convoy a fleet of mercbant- 
men from Grmt : he was fo diligent that be took a gitat 
number of Ge/iMfi Oii[», and if he had not been prevented by 
peace, would probably have recovered the late diferaces ful- 
tained by the republic. But this o^ed, equally toe intereft 
and wifn of both parties, was at laft obtained, after the war. . . , 
had raged with the utmoft violence for the fpace of five (^"^ 
years. The prilbners on both lides were fet at liberty, and 
nothing but rgtMcings, mirth, and gladnefs filled the hearts of 
every yttittian and Gaueft ; not that their animolit^ was ti- 
tiated, but their power was exbaufted *. 

GIOVANNI GRADONICO, DogeLVI. 
GIOVANNI GRADONICO vraschoftn to (uixted Fa- a. D. 
Hero, after the republic had been for two months in die hands ijjj, ■ 
of a vice-doge. Of this prince nothing is recorded, his reign Giovarmi 
being fhort, and the republic blefled wiih profound tranqui- Gradonl- 
lity. Some difleiences arofe between Lm/is king oi Hungary co, i/.LVt 
arid the rq)ublic, but they did not break out into t^n war 
during the life of this doge. Lewis complained of injnftice 
in the UH treaty concerning Dalmatian and renewed his 
claim to cities he had then formally ceded : he demanded ff^^ ^f^ 
that the republic would at teaft acknowledge by a fmail tri- Lewis, 
buce his fupetiority j but the Venttian ambal&dor refiifed to ting af 
give any aiifwer until he' had received inftruftions from his Huujary. 
mader and the fen'aie ; during which interval the doge died, 
after having reigned one year and two months, including the 
regency of Cornaro ^. 

GIOVANNI DELFI NO, Doge LVn. 
GIOVANNI DELFINO, his fucceffor, positively rejeaed Giovanni 
Uie king's propobl, preferring war to fcrvitude. (Jpon Delano, 
which LMJii marched an army into Dalmatian To great that i^LVII, 
he ai the, fame time beiieged Zara, Seta, Sfalatra, Nsiia, 
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and Trehm. The Vrnttiam^ amazed at hit dtpedition, raiJcd 

forces, and equipped a fleet with all foflible di^ch, widi 
which they found 'means co reinforce the garnfoni, and fa|>- 
ply the cities with every ncceiiaiy. Liwiiy findiag tba£ 
the war would be procraded by th!> method of ptoceediog, 
niifed the lieges, aiid lent an army of fixty thou£u)d mea u 
fiq^tort PrancifeB Carrarit m Itaif, with whom he had con- 
' traded an alliance ' ; knowing that the republic was not to 
be brought to termB while the war was carried on at fo great 
a diftance. He had beTidca confidcr^le leinforceiiieBO from 
the duke'of v/u/frM, the patriarch of ^^i^a, who feized' 
every opportunity of diftrcfling the Vnttianiy and from t)>e 
earl of CtaUa. With this mnrterous arWiy CmgUmt Sadiiat 
and fome other placet were inveflcd, and no fooner bcficged 
than taken '. 

The Hmgarlam afterwards fate dtiwn before Trtoifit and 
WH clofe liege to the citV. The Fmetims had provided far 
this by fupplying the garrifbn with iarge ftore of ammunition, 
provifion, and every other neceflary : feveral aflaulta were 
made, and the enemy as often rcpuJled; nor had the king^ 
menaces, that he would put the whole ganifon to the fw«d 
if they did not furrender, any other ef{e£t than to animate the 
befieged, and encreafe their hatred to Lnvif : at lafl, tired 
out with their obllinacy, he turned the fiege into a blockade, 
and retired into Hungary'. The Vitutiani were in the mean 
while bufy levying forces in Germany and in the city : as tbefe 
auxiliaries were incamped upon the river Brtnle, near Vicen^^^ 
they were Turprized and cut off before the VtntUatii could 
tome to their relief '. Soon after a truce for five months was 
agreed upon, during which time peace was negociating. 

The n^ociations producing no eSed, hollilities re- 
commenced at the expiration of the truce. Spalatra, and 
Trahu, fell into the king's hands, [he republic being unable 
to raife the fieges, as their chief flrength was nece^ily em- 
ployed in Itafy. Zara was taken by furprize ; and of all the 
cities in Dahnatia, Emma alone remained to the Veniiiam : 
it bad been for fome months bravely and obllinately defended 
by Giovanni Jujimiatu, one of the beft officers of his age. 
The king loft four times the number of the garrilbn before 
the town, and was no nearer being mafter of it than when be 
A. D. made his firft approaches ( : however, the republic finding 
1 3 j6. that Dalmatta mull inevitably be loft if ihey did i>ot conclude 
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peace, fent ambs^sdots to Lewis with terau ntber ooAve* 
aient than honourable. Their propofals were accepted, by 
which the Ftmttimi tenitories, from the gulph of Fana to Dt' 
rasuy the inttre claim to Dalnutie, and fome other diHrifb, 
were ceded to Ltv»i t he, on the oihcr hand, giving up hii 
co^oefh in IJiria, July, and laying hinvfelf under an obliga- JT^ 
tion to prevent ibe DalmatiaHs from pra^ling piracy, their "*"** 



Not long after the condufion of the peace Oilfitip died, 
fretn which it appean that thit war continued above four yean % 
a ^ircnmftance which (bews the imnienfe wealth and cooi- 
merce of the republic, that for a feries of years was engaged 
in continual wan. He rcigiKd for live years, and was re- 
puted a good, wife, and not unfortunate prince. 

LORENZO C£LSO, Doge LVIII. 

DELFINO no fooner expired than twelve fenatori were A. D, 
difpatchcd to congratulate Lertuzo Ctlftt clewed by the af. 1361. 
fembly, on his acceilion to the dogemip. Cdfe was at that Lorenzo 
rime in Gtrmany, on hia return from an ambairy to the em-Celfo, 
peror Charltj IV. His father declined complimenting him af- ^ LVUL 
ter his arrival, to prevent his (landing uncovered in his fon's 
prefeiKC, thinking it an indignity to the paternal autho- 
rity to be fubjeiaed to the ducaP- The duke of Aujiria and 
king (^ Cyprus made him a vifit of congratulation ; for in his 
ambaffics Lartnxa had acquired the elleem of a great number 
of foreign princes'. 

During their refidence in ^m(« great commotions broke 
out in Candia. The fenate, to defray the expences of the late Candia 
war, taxed all the natives of Vtnice, of a certain property in '*•***• 
the ifland, and impofed a (lill heavier tax upon the original 
inhabitants. The Voutians were the firft to take up aims 
againft their country, which fo encouraged the natives, that 
the rebellion became genera!, the gavemor, prcvedatoti, and 
all the jbips of the republic being fdzed. 

The rebels chofe M^co Gradanico, furnamed Bayarda^ A, D. 
fi>r their general, aQ ofEcer of experience and valour : they 1365. 
b^an with forlifying the mofl advantageous fituations, lay- 
ing up magazines, e<]uipping a fleet, and keeping (tri£) difci- 
pUne among the troops : every thing was done which the 
duty of a goml oSicer required, and that could fecure the 
ifland in the independency it affe^cd. The news foon ar« 
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med at Vtnia, which greatly embamfied the doge and fenate, 
as the authors of the inruricftion were yenrtians ordifiiD^uo 
and Wittily. Aficf various debates and c^nions, it was re- 
fclved to fend three of the fcnaton to found the intcaitom 
of the rebels, offer propofals, and if poffible pcrfuade (hem to 
rcafon. The ambafliidors ufed every argument which could 
footh the pajEons, detcTmine the judgment, or work upon 
the heart, but all to no purpofe ; they refolved to be ao. in- 
dependent free people N Finding all their endeavours to no 
purpofe, the fcnators went on board ccrtun galliet that 
waited for them, the captains of which, juft as they wen 
getting under fail, feized about three hundred of die ciowd 
upon the Ihoie, and carried them prifoners to Ftiua. 

Wak was now determined upon by the republic, and the 
Candiam declared enemies to their country. AmbaOadora 
were fent to the emperors of the £aft and Weft, to the kings 
of France, Hungary, and to other potentates, to demand aid 
and alTiftance againll this rebellious colony, or at leaft to ob- 
tain an afliirance that no prote<9ion or fuccour fliould be af- 
forded them againil their mother country. Their ambafladon 
were kindly received, and the moft liberal and Jblcmn alTu- 
War itiiih ranees every where given not only of denying the CanJiau 
tbrCm- any fupport, but of their detellation and abhorrence of their 
diana. condua '. 

In the tncan time an armji was levied, their marine put in 
readinefs, Dominko M'tchaeh, who before was proveditor of 
the gulph. was appointed admiral, and the land forces com- 
mitted to Lmhin Vervtio. As foon as every thing was tead^ 
for embarkation Ffrmia reviewed his army, and found it 
confifting of five thoufand foot and two tboufand hotre, all 
vett-ians who had ferved in the late wars, and in good or- 
A, D. der. The fleet, amounting to forty gallies and iliips, ar- 
t3^4' rived early in the fpring at Candia, 

But during ihefe tranfaaions fever^l gentlemen of Cos- 
dia, the capital of the ifland, hearing of the vigorous prepa< 
rations carried on at f'enUt lo reduce the rebels, begun to fall 
off, to praAife with fomc of the chiefs of the fa^on, and to 
infpirc them with a fenfe of their duty and danger. Hence 
proceeded horrid murdeis, malTdCres, and Ibatagems ™. The 
chiefs fearing ihcy might be betrayed to the republic, left no 
means by poilbn or the poignsrd untiied to take off the fuf- 
peftcd perfons, the traitors us they were called. Many /^z- 
neiians, of the fiiA diltin^ion in the ifland, were fuddenly 
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put to death by the infernal arts of one Calerga, a famotn poi- 
Ibiier and aflallin. In Ihort, the native Grteis perceiving (be 
fiicccfi of their diabolical agent> began to diflnifi all the Ve- 
lutlam : they now infilled upon the managetncnt of the war ; 
they demanded that ten natural Greeks Abitld be admitted 
into the fenate ; thejr threatened to break open the prifons, and 
murder the Venttian prifoners confined there, if they were 
not voluntarily furtendered, and a folemn oath taken of thetr 
all(^iance to the Grteh. They had even the infolence to 
demand the fame of the Vaieiian nobility that remained. A' 
fchemc likewife was laid for feizing upon Candaee ; depriv- 
ing thef'/Hf /(a»f of af 1 authority; and, if poiliblc, of malTacring 
every Ite^a in the ifland : a juft punifliment upon them 
for their perfidy to their native country. 

The Ventum nobility were now in a miferable dilemma t 
declared enemies to the republic, and dreading iis power X 
the very time they were betrayed, poifoncd, and afiaiBnated 
by the Grttkiy with whom they were allbciatcd in one common 
m of rebellion. To extricate themfclves it was determined to 
deliver the iUand to the Geniefi, as they doubted not but they 
would rqoice at fo fair an opportunity of enlaipng their 
dominions, and of fliewing their hatred to the f^ttims " : 
but the republic of Gnea, cither from a ^nciple of ho- 
nour, or diflikc to enter upon a frefti war, rejefled the offer. 
It was next propofed to throw themfclves on the clemency 
of the fWftmi republic, thinking by this means topurchafc 
their pardon. The Grteti difcovered and prevented this dc- 
Cgn.

A, D> ^H the mean time Zorenza Ctlfo died, after he had governed

licly : he declaimed againd the oppreflion of the ytnttiaa^ 

the pufillanimicy of the Grieh, the fub}c£)ion in which the 

Datura! lords of the ifland were kept, infixing on the weak- 

nets of the republic, and the flrength of the iAand, if they 

P" would exert that fpirit for which their forefathers were ft- 

g^J' nous. Every argument that could inflame their minds, and 

^^^jiiij^^difpofe them to rebellion, was ufed, and with fuccefa. Ca- 

fi/Can- ^i^ ^^ "P 'heGr«i flandard, exhorting every man infpired 

^inn a. With the love of his country, for libeny, to enlift himfeK in 

the caufe of freedom. A numerous army was foon railed, 

the forts feized, and the nobility and Venetian magiflrates put 

to death. Niihika Dantbls, and his brother, were the firft 

vi£lims of the popular fury '. 

NICHOLAO JUSTINIANO, the provedatori, with fixoe 
odicis of the nobility, found means to efc.ipe, and raife a 
body <rf forces to oppofe Calerge; who, advancing to the ci- 
tadel of Candiice, af^ulted it with great vigour, but was re- 
pulfcd. - The rri>els, linding ihat they could make no iat- 
preffion here, retired, after feiting the fuburbs on fire, lo 
Rcthitma, which the fimt'ian gaiiifim abandoned, not find- 
ing it tenable, yaftinifma, having received forces from F/«ite, 
Candians and indulgences from Rotnr, marched agatnfl the rebels, and 
if^tattd. defeated them in a pitched battle : but this decided nothing, 
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die enemy were ibon recruited. Another battle enftiei), and 
Juflmms was a fecond time vidocious, though to as little 
purpofe 3) before '. 

In this pofturc ftood mitters, when all of a fudden the 
inhabitants of fifteen towns and villages, which had hitherto 
remained quiet, JMRcd the rebels ; by which they became 
ereatly fuperior to yujiimim*. He therefore applied for fpee- , j« 
dy leinforcementj to tbc republic, aAing in the mean time ,,6«' 
on the dcfenfive, while the rebels were committing the ' 
moA barbarous exccfies : he was on the point of being re- 
duced to great necellity, when a leafon^Ie fuppljr of provi- 
fions, troops, and every thing wanted, arrived from Vinice j 
lipon Affhidi the fcene was changed '. The rebels were 
now driven into the mountains, cut off from their maga- 
tiiles and ftorcs, and at length compelled to fubmit to ihe „ . , 
clCDieflcy of the republic. Reafonable terms were granted, . q 
on ccHidition that Calergg, and fome other perfons fpecitied, ^^^ 
were delivered up' to punilbment ; but he made his efcape 
to /fnapaiis, which he bravely defended againft all the power 
«f the Verutiaiu. At lafl, perceiving the place was no longer 
4efenfible, he abandoned the illand in a veflel he had pre- 
jMred for that purpofe, jtnaptlis was furrendcred, and the 
ivbole ifland reduced to its former obedience. 

Some DemberB of the fenate were difpatched to Candia 
to enquire into the grievances which had occafioned the ic- 
. vcJt J 10 fettle it upon a fure footing i to abrogate fome old 
and fiime new laws } raze the holds and fons which were 
iinnece&ry to the fafety of the inland : in (hort, to eftablilh 
tranquility attd peace upon the bell foundation which the 
tempu and dilpofition of the Greets would admit. * 

ANDREA CONTARENI, Doge LX. 
MARCO CORNARO, after a troublefome fway of three 
years died, and was fucceeded by Andrea Centareni, who un- p"""*" 
willingly received a dignity, to fupport which he was perfefily P , ■ y 
qualified. Hit.fcruples were no iboner furmounted than the -' 
iflrians revolted, under pretence that the duties exadWd by 
die republic upon all merchatidize pafTing through the gulph 
of Fiwa to the Pa, was an infupporiabtc imponiion, ruinous Iftrians 
of their commerce, upon which depended their very exigence, rwrnir. 
They deftroyed the galley the f^enelians kept on the coaft to 
receive the duty : not fadslied witb>this a£t of defiance, they 
pulled down the flandards of the republic, and expelled the 
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Vautian ^pvtmoa. The doge and fenaw, refolving to curb 
their infolcncc, fent againft them a fleet and anny, com~ 
mandei hy Michatli ina MelinB', In a Qiort time the re- 
bels were fo hard prellcd, that they threw thcmfelves upoa 
the protedion of the dakc o£ Jujlrta, and creiled his lland- 
A. D. ard in ail the public places. Thedulce came to their affif^ 
1^3- tancc with an army of ten thoufand foot and four rhoufand 
The Jui* horfe : he was fo much fupcrior in ftrength to the Ferutiani, 
f^Anltria jjj^j jjg invefled and blocked up their camp, which was in 
^^' "f l"^^* danger of being taken, when Miiinv arrived with a 
g. ^ ""^ nrong body of Tailors, attacked the duke in the rear, and af- 
■"^ ' ter putting the Girmani in confufton, forced open his way 
into the camp : having joined MtchaeBy a general fallywas 
made with fuch impetuohty that the enemy were routed and 
driven from the enirenchmcntB with great flaughter. The 
duke's retreat was fo precipitate that he left the wounded, 
ThJukt ^'^ haggagc, and provifion behind, te^ciber with three or 
Jkftatcd. four hundred prifoners taken in the flight*. A truce was 
granted him for a day to bury the dead ; after which he was 
defeated in another a£lJon, and his pride fo mortified, that 
leaving the IJiriam to the mern> of the conquerors, he retired 
into Aujlr'w. Thus the rebels lofmg their protestor fubmitttd 
to the republic, acknowledged their offence, made reparation, 
and agreed to pay the duty, the rcfufal of which bad reduced 
them to this necclfity. 

Scarce was the republic rid of this troublebme affair 

when (be refolved to enter on a frcfll war. Franeifit Cerra- 

rh had ufurped fome of their dominions near the lakes ; upon 

War ivitb which the Paduans were forbid trading or carrying on any 

tbi Cam-i fort of commerce to yenice. Other tKighbouring ftates were 

nans. fo aSefled by this prohibition, that they did all in tbeir 

power to reconcile the contending pattiei; but not fiiccced- 

ing they applied for the mediation of Lewis king of Hungary 

and the FlertntineSy at whofe interceOion it was agreed, 

that a truce for two months ftioidd taks place, in order to 

negociate a peace. Commi^ioners were deputed by both fides 

to examine the bounds and tix the limits in an amicable 

manner; but the ne;;ociatloiii> were foon broke off, on cer- 

, tain intelligence which the republic received of a deitgn 

'"^ formed by Carrarh, of murdering the doge and fenate". 

tt'tntht ^"''^^ fearch was made after the confpiraiors, fome of whom 

AieanJ ^"^ *^°""'^> P"' '" ''"^, """tLre, and on their confeffion 

J^ete. hanged. Apprchenfive that Conario's villainous plots would 
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not texminate with a (ingle attempt, the fenate ordered a con- 
itajit patrole of borfe, the guards of the palace and fcnate to be 
doubled, and the fenators, moft obnoxious to the tyrant, to be 
conAantly atMnded by two armed foldiers. Orders were like- 
wife iffuci that alj the wella in the city fhould be well guarded ; 
butchery bakers, and poulterers, were made refponfible 
for all the meat tbey fold, and every precaution was taken 
to guard againll poifon >' : nor did their fears end here, 
flrong reafons appeared for fuTpc^lir^ that they were betrayed 
by fomeof their own body. A fcrupulous and rigid enquiry 
was made, which turned out to the fafety of the Date, and 
to the eternal {bame of certain fenators, who were proved 
guilty of holding a correfpondence with their mod inridious 
enemy. The moft guilty met with condign punifliment, 
otbers were imprifoncd for life, and fome {lill lets criminal^ 
were degraded and for ever difqualified from holding a leat in 
the Ictuie. 

In the mean time the republic was taking meafures for 
carrying on a vigorous war, in order to chaftife the bafene6 
of this treacherous enemy. Rajm'ire VafcB^ the bcft com- 
mander of his time, was invited from Tufcanj to lead their 
army, Dam'mict Michaeli being appointed his lieutenant. 
MUhatli marched againll the Peduatiiy entered theil counory, 
defeated chem in leveral (kirmifhes, laid the country under 
contribution, and filled it with terror and conftemation. Rof- 
niero in che mean time arrived at VtnUe, and having received 
his commjffion immediately fet out for the army, and was 
foon after difmi fled, upon a quarrel with the provedatori, who 
bad the addre& to make hu conduA fufpe£led. The great 
VafcB thought it beneath his character to ftoop to a defence ; 
to exculpate and palliate would lead hitn to an altercation 
with the provedatori, whom he defpifed equally for their corrup- 
tion and ignorance. He quitted the command with a dignity 
of fentimenl, and contempt for the weaknefs of the republic, 
incapable of diftinguifhing true merit, that reflet more ho- 
nour on his memory than all the laurels of the greateft con- 
querors. ■ 

ALBERTO CARRjfRIO, Pitiro Fontatu, Albtrto and 
Andrea Dandoh, were appointed to take the command of the 
army by turns; their fuccefs againfV the enemy wasconlider- 
able, which diverted the public fulpicion from falling upon 
the provedatori, though their integrity was doubted by perfons 
of penetration. The f^enetiam were divided into two bodies, 
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one ef which was comtuAed by Th^ddn jvJHni&iio : he vnt 
Venetun* furprizcd by the Ktitmy, and defeated afcer a vtgoFous refiA- 
neii-ve « mce and great flaughter of the Paduem, whofe vidory con- 
figbtdf f,)jjd in remaining maftcrs of the field of batde. jM/iintam 
f*^' retired into the Trevijant where he withftood all the at»ck* 

of the enemy until he was reinforced. 
A. D. About this time Ltwis kirtg of Hungary arrived to the af* 
'374' Aflaiice of Prancifa Carrari» and the Paduanst with a power- 
fa\ army, which obliged the Venfiiam to aO. upon the de- 
ftnfive, until an opportunity of breaking and dividing [fae 
enemy 0K)uld ofTer. Un this occafion the vigilance, adivity, 
' and condud nS Dtifino the admiral, were greatly admired: 
he fuppiicd himfelf with a number of light boats, lame rannd 
the lakes, built and garrifoned forts in fuch a manoer at 
greatly diftrefled and annoyed the enemy. A party-could not 
come out ef the camp lo forage, but tt was furprtzed by 
fome of tbofe garrifons, the donvoys of the enemy were cut 
offf and their army reduced to fuch extremity as compelled 
them to a motion which afforded the Vmttians the opportunity 
they longdefircd. C<amimw*B obliged to march through (bme 
narrow defiles, woods, and matlhy grounds, of which the 
^ VfnHians taking adrastage, attacked him in places where it 
was impoHible to draw out his army. PUtrv FtntaiiB coai' 
manded the republic's forces upon this occafion, and acquired 
gr<M glory^ by the refined ftrokes of generallhip which he 
difplaycd. No oi^Kvtunity was loft, nothing omitted which 
coa1d poflibiy harrafs, break, or reduce the enemy. Wot the 
fpace of a week continual a^ons and fk'uriH&Ks pafTed, aU 
terminating lo his advantage : at lenjtlh, when the enemy 
waa fatigued, broken, and difptritcd, Fentana attacked them 
fZ'Veite- *''^ ^" ^'* forces, and gained a complete vii^oty, killed 
tians Jt- tw* thoufand upon the ipot, and made three thoufand pri- 
ftai tbt fbnen *. Divtfions arofe among the enemy ; the Paduant 
tmpy. blamed rhe Carraritmi; the Carrariani (huffledthe public odi- 
um on the Hungarians. Marfi^ the brother ^ Carrarit, offered 
his mediatioq to compofe thofe civil broih, which he forebw 
mull ruin the common caufe ; but Frandfio continuing unalter- 
able in his refentment, be quitted the army, and fought pro- 
tc^ion againft the perlccuting temper of his brother at yenkt *, 
LBfvIS of Hungary, tired with his loflei, determined 
■pon a peace with the republic. Carrario, finding himfelf in 
danger of being deprived of So powerful an ally, b^an 
likewile to refied upon the contequeiices of fuppoiting a 
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war fingly ag^nft To powerful and warlike a people aa the 
Vtntiiani, Accordingly he fent propofals to the Fatetian ge- p^v^ (m- 
nerai, which were accepted, and afterwards ratified by the doge eliuia/. 
andfenate. Itwas propofed that the rcgubltc{hould appoint five 
commilBoners to fix the limits of the controveited territories ; 
that the Paduan fhould immediately, a? an indemnification, 
pay fony thouland crowns to the republic, and an annual tri- 
bute of fourteen thoufand crowns more for the term of fifteen 
years ; that Fratuifco Carrarh, or his fon, (hould acknow- 
ledge his fault in prefence of the people, fenate, and doge 
ofrenice; that the caMc oi Caranio, with all its di()ri£ts, 
ihould be ceded to the republic ; that Cafiiemave, with all 
the fons round it, Ihould be razed, and never afterwards 
rdHiJIt i that Marfilit (hould enjoy the profits of his efiate, 
either to refidc in Vauu or elfewhere, as he thought proper ; y^_ q, 
that Carrarit fluMiU forthwith difcharge his auxiliaries, and xxi^. 
difband his army; that be (hould annually remit three hun- 
dred crowns to St. Mark\ church ; that the Padutins (hould 
not build within three miles of the mouth of any river in 
Italy : that they Ihould not maintain forts or ganiTons ; and 
lalUy, that they Ihould furrender up ail the towns, villages, 
aad lands, taken from the Venetians in the courfe of the war '. 

On thefe conditions, lb glorious to the. republic and eafy 
to Carrarioy confidering the infamous means he had prac- 
tifed to ruin the ^«»fjoff conflitution, murder ihedt^e, and 
poilbn the fenate, peace was reflored. His Ton came to f^t- 
met to perform the article^ and atk pardon for his father's 
oflence : he was carried to St. Mark's^ where he folemnly 
fwore to his father's acceptance of the conditions, exprellcd 
his conttiiion for the unprovoked injury offered the republic, 
and hb firm refolution to keep the peace (acred and in- 
violable •• 

SoOM after a fire deftroyed the Mmafttry if Virgins^ the Meiiajttiy 
mod famous nunnery in V^icc, in which a great number of efvirgiiu 
young ladies of di(iinCiion perilhed, together With a great ^fir^d 
quantity of valuable effedfs, a prodigious fum of money, and ^A'- 
profufion of rich plate. 

Profound [rancjuility for the fpace of three years fuc- 
cceded thefe events j at the expiration of which a frefh war 
' rccororaenced with Ltopeld duke of Auftr'ia, who without any , 
previous' complaint or declaration entered Itah)^ laid waAe 
the Trivifan, putting every thing to (ire and (word as far as 
the gates of Trevifa. The msgillrates of the city fent immc- 
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Atte notice to t^efiia of their danger j but Ac republic hav- 
"' ^' ing in the late repofe laid up her fleet, and disbanded ba 
J '577* amy, was forced to folicit the neighbouring powers to fuc- 
^^^- cour the Trevifans. Their rcqucft was reje^d, and the P^e- 
iwoaJisiht '"^"^ found themfelves under the neceflity of relying upon 
TrCYiIan. '*'"' °*" vigour and ftrength '. 

An army and fquadron were got ready with all poffibie 

dilpaCch, and afliirances of fpecdy affiflancc fent to the Tre- 

vifant. All the Gtrman merchants in the fefiflian ports 

were fdzed, and their Oiips and goods conAfcated. "Jactmt 

Caballa, an old warrior, was appointed to command. As 

foon as the armament was complete he marched to Trtwfi, 

at the fame time that the fleet fcourcd the feas : the enemy 

abandoned the Tr^vy/aj] upon his approach} but, purfuing them, 

Auftnaus \^^ obtained a complete viflory on die banks of the river /'/otw. 

Jtfiattd. TThence marching to Ftltrt he deftroyed the fuburbs, and was 

about to inveft the town, when he was informed of a ftrong 

reinforcement Ltopold had received, and of his intentioa 

to raife the fi^. Upon this facomo determined Co retreat 

towards the Trtvlfan, fenditig his fon with a detachment to 

feize upon the caltte of Baldina, a place of (bme confequence : 

LtDpeld having notice from his fpies of Jacamo's intention, 

]aid an ambufcade iar yOung Caballa, which fucceeding, the 

whole detachment were made prifoners, Liepgld difmiOed 

them next day, on their parole they would return if an im- 

p ^t mediate peace did not enfue, propofals of which he fent by 

Leor>old tbem to Jacorm : LtvAi king of Hungary afHng as mediator* 

' the propofak were accepted, and peace confirmed '. 

But Lewis, as if he had a tnind to ftrengthen the re- 
public againfl himfelf, no fooner rid her of this enemy, than 
t^ar •oiiib b^ entered into an alliance with the Genotfit the Carrmiamy 
thi Gem- '"'^ ^^ bifliop of jlquiUtay againfl the Finttiam. The caufe 
eft. of the war was this : Andremcus having confpircd againft the 

life of his father Caloini, emperor of Greece, was dcteSeif, 
convit^ed, blinded, and banilhed to Pera, a Genoefe fcttle- 
mcnC. Cahine had conceived a flrong friendfbrp for the 
Veiutians, in confequencc of which he complimented the 
merchants of the republic wiA feveral valuable and exclufive 
privileges. The Genoefe, piqued at the preference given to 
the Vmetians, refolved to revenge themfelves by railing An- 
Jrenieai, who had in fomc meafure recovered his fight, to 
the empire : for this purpofe tkey fent dire^ions to Fera to 
fet btm at liberty. Agen6 were employed over the empire to' 
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Sansov. Venet. Cronic. Bshites. Com. I. 3.

form a party in his favour, and a flrong fquBdron flild boJf 
of forces fcnt to bis immediate ailillance. Arultomcut wu no 
Ibooer rclcafed than, agreeably to - the inconfttncy of 
the Eaftern nations, he found bimfelf at the head of a 
powerful fa^ion, determined to difpute the empire with Co' 
bim*. He lent orders to the governor of Tmtdttt to furrcn- 
der the ifland to the Gtnaifi, propofing thereby to Seout % 
lurtKHir and wintering for the fleet. This the governor re* 
fuiedt iinle& the order was counterfigned by die emperor^ 
For further intelligence he fenlto CmiflaHtiKafU ; and was di- 
refted by Caioini to put the ifland in the polTeffion of tb« 
FtTtetiani, whofe affillance he was then foliciting^ Thus 
Ttnedes became the occafion of. this, ati CanJitt had been of 
former wars between the republics. 

MARCO JUSTINIANO, admiral of the gtilph of Ft- 
muy having orders to receive Tenuks from the Grtek gover- 
nor, failed thither, put the ifland in a pofture of defiencet 
appointed Dmalt Treni governor, and then convoyed a fleet 
of merchantmen to Venict. Intdat was of the utmoft con- 
fequence to the commerce of Gerua and Veniu ; both had 
long endeavoured to acquire the poOeflion of the ifland, and 
now the fucceli of the latter rekindled their ancient animo- 
fity, and occaftoned a bloody, tedious, and deftrudtve war '. 

Bepoks warwas declared between the republics, the Gf 
notfe feized u^on Letmas in the name of Andrmicust and made 
prilbncrs of tome Vttutiaa merchants. Sailing from thence^ 
they joined Andronicus with eleven gallies, and made diredly 
(or Terudat; where, upon their arrival, they fummoned 
Treai to furrender his trull to the lawful emperor. But this 
demand being anfwered with a fliower of arrows, Andreniau, 
gave the aflault with great fury, which Troni fuftained with 
fo much bravery as defeated (heir efforts : then fallying out 
with the whole garrilbn, he ruflied upon them with an im- 
petuoGty lb irrefiRible, as made tlie Gtaetfi and Grttis preci- 
pitately take to their (hips, and relinquiih the attempt. The 
number of flain and prifoners was great, and the booty con- 
liderable, as it included all the enemy's battering ei^nes and 
cantp materials ^. 

War was now declared by the Vineiiam againfl the Gttu- 
tfi, Lewis of Hungary, the blfliop of AquiUia, and the Car. 
rarians, a powerful confederacy, againft which the republic 
endeavoured \o employ an adequate force. For this purpofe

ViStr Pifoni, with Baria and Ltrttani in quality of provc- 
Seafigit ditois. "hiln-hy at anchor with his fleet at A«tf , when 
ifUMa tit tw received intelligence that the Genotfi, under LedtvUa Fitfca., 
Ve^Miw approached : he inftantly gave the proper direaions fordrawii^ 
™*'*" up the fleet, animated the (bidiers and mariners, and, weighing 
''**^'* anchor, crowded fail to meet the enemy. As foon as the Gtmge 
admiral appeared, the whole Vtnetim fleet gave a chear, 
ominous of fuccefs from the alacrity and fpirit it indicated. 
A. D. Upon Hat near approach of the fleets, the sky was in an in- 
1378. ftant darkened with a cloud of arrows ; but thb kind of fight- 
ing was (bon laid afide for the fword and pike, the Ihips bnng 
Genoefe driven upon each other by the teTrpefluoufnefs of the wea- 
dtftattd: ther. Here they boarded each other, and an obdinate battle 
continued for two hours, when the Genaeft were obliged to 
yield to the bmTery of the VtTutianSy four of their gallics 
only efcaping, the reft being either taken, funk, or defboyed : 
about two thoufand prifoncrs were made, and a greater num- 
ber of the enemy flain. Nor was the viftory purchafed wtdi- 
out blood on the (ide of the VtTutians, they having loft about 
fix hundred men, fevcral of whom were citizens of diftinc- 
tton. However, as the Gtmefi admiral, and die whcde fleer, 
lell into Pifant% hands, he the lefs regretted his I0&, al- 
though his fon was among the number of the flain '. 

In the mean time the allies of Gim>a had taken the fiebl, 
entered, burnt, and deltroyed the Trtvifan ; but &i1ed in 
their aitempt to furprife the city of Trevifi. Tlic Gautji 
likewifc furpriled the city of Famage/la, the richeft maritime 
town in Cyprus, the king, the ally of the yenetiaiuy having 
made hfa elcape to Milan, where he married Vtfctnti'z dattth- 
ter, and prevailed on the duke to aflift the republic. Tihe 
conditions of the treaty were, that tiic fenetiansy with ten 
gillies, fhould tranfport the king to Cyprus, and ai&ft him 
in retaking Famagajia from the Genotfi : that on the oriicr 
fide Vifimti (hould fupply them A-ith nine thoufand foot and 
one thoufand horfe, for the defence of their dominions oa 
the continent ; and the king grant them a certain fubfidy, 
which we do not find fpecihed by hiftorians ". 

Accordingly ten gallies were fent wich his majefty, 
the harbour of Famagafia, a number of lliips, and Ibme pri- 
foncrs were taken. The town wis then ftormed, fcaling lad- 
ders applied to the watts, and the ramparts mounted by the 
Venilians, when theQ^rim failing to fuppart them, and the

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Gtnttji attacking them vigoroufly in front with numbera 
greatly fupcrioi, they were driven headlong to the ground 
wich great flaugbter. The Gemife, however, not purfuing 
the blow, the Vtmiiaiu gained their ffaips without any farther 
lofi, and jtnned Ptfanij who was fleering his courfe to Ca- 
tbarra'. 

This city belonged to Lewis, was ftrongly fortified, and 
well fupplied : Pffam fummoned the governor, but he re- 
turned a haughty anfwer that only inflamed die Vrutims, 
The troops being landed the city was invefled, and in a few p . 
days all the outworks taken : then Pifani ordered a general i^jl^-l. 
aflault, the walk were fcaled, and the Venttums mounted the py^,^ 
ramparts with a courage that daunted the enemy, though 
they ftill endeavoured to maintain their ground ; but in a- 
fliort time a flag of truce was hung out. and the governor fur- 
reodercd at ditcret'ion : thri booty was fo confideiable, that 
Pifard fent fix dips loaded with rich merchandize to Vinia. 

Hearing that the Gmoefe fleet were fleering towards 
Dalmtttia, he dire£ted his courfe to meet them, or. If he 
foiled, to attack Zara and (he coaffs. The two fleets came 
within view at Tartntum, and in appearance prepared for 
battle; but the Genae/r admiral, perceiving Pi/imi to be well 
prepared, bore away with all the fail he could make. Pifimi 
gave chace as far as the coaft of Dalmatia, where, fearing 
£»iie defign of the enemy, who were fupertoi to him, he 
waited for a rdnforcxment. 

During thefe tranfa<3inns at fea the warwasbrilklycar- Weremt- 
lied on by land : the Veruiiam had taken Saligetta, a city be- riedm ly 
longing to Gerarda Camitunjii, who had joined in the league l""^- 
againfl the republic : Cefalta, and feverai other towns mcy 
burnt, ruined, or difmamled. Carrarie, on the other hand, 
was n(» idle; having joined the patriarch of jfquileiaj their 
forces amounted to fixteen thoufand men, with which army 
they invefted the dty Meftra. To deprive the befieged oi 
4II iuccour, nrong detachments were fent to block up every path 
by which the Vmttiam could march ; but Nicholai GalUaiK and 
/£» Pi/^* being detached with aflrongcorps 10 attempt the 
relief of the befieged, they forced a pailagc, and fo fuccelsfu'lly 
barrailed the enemy's out-guards and camp, being at the 
&me time fupportea by brifk and feafonable falltes from the 
' town, that Carrarh was compelled to raife die fiegc with 
fame precipitation, leaving behind a great part of his bag- 
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PJSjfNI was on his way to Trehu in queft of the Gemtiji 
fleet : coming paft Sitciy he flopped to fummon the fbnteM* 
the governor of which replied, that the Vmttiam muA irfe 
mere powerful arguments than meniiccs before they beeaase 
maAere of the place. This anfwcr being reported to Pijtm 
he ordered an aflault, the walls were fcaled, and the. fbrtfcft 
Si^^oiM taken in the fpacc of a few hours, with prodigious flangbter 
if Pilani. of tho garriTon. Loaded wkh prifonera, fpoil, and licfa 
booty, Pifmi proceeded in his courle to Trabu^ fending a 
nlSn to Vfnice with the newt of the taking of Skuy and the 
MaRity c^ prorifions in his fleet. The Gau^ had flim^^ 
blocked up both the channels leading to tne bvbour of 
Trahtiy which foiled all the ittcmpts of Pifim to conw to si 
cngagemeat : he therafore landed his troops at foma diftanos 
fram the city, inarching them up along the coaft, and ac- 
'■ tacked k with great intrepidity ; ' but the ganiicMi was fo im- 
mcrous, and the want of piovifions fo great in bis camp, 
that he was conftratncd to railc the fiege, with the loft of 
fcven hundred men, and retire to Zara. From hence he 
ftnt ten galliei to Albama to fummon the ^riJbn to fiureo- 
der, .with which they immediately complied, fearing the £Utt 
of Sicc9 and Catharra. 

In the mean time the 6oge and fetiate, hearing of the le- 

famiiu in ***"' ^^"^ TrjAa, and of the fiaminc in the Beet, fcnt fwe 

Pifani'a gallics with provifions, and orders to Pi/oHi to return to Tra- 

Sfit, hu, and either ftarve or force the garriJon to furrctider. Pi~ 

fanif in obedience to his orders, made a fecond attempt, 

much againft his inclination, which proving unfuccefsful he 

failed to I/iria, anJ there expc^od orders either to winter or 

ttturn widi the fleet to VmUe. .The former was the refelu- 

tion of the republic, and a pernicious one in efTe£t ; for the 

cold was fo extreme, and the dearth (b great, that not half 

the crews furvived the winter. In the fprii^ a reinfercctnent 

of eleven gatltes, and great flore of provifion and ammiuri- 

lion were fent; this fupptv enabled Pifani to put to Tea 

early ; btit he was fcaree a aay's failing firom the coafl, vriien 

A. D.- a terrible ftorm difperfed the fleet. The admiral, however, 

jjyt). had the good fortune to unite the fleet on the coaft of >^. 

Ad, where in a few days he defcried the Gtnnefi fquadron, 

confifting of fifteen galltes. Orders were immediately ifiiied 

to give chace, and in the evening the Vmitians were near 

enough to engage the enemy, who not chtifing to hazard a 

battle difperfed themfelves and bore away. 'Pifani, however, 

fell in with a part of the fquadron, and forced an engagement, 

in which the Gmetft admirftt ytti I^illed by ^n atroWt and k- 

veral dip tajtcn, 

This 
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This good fortune did not continiic long ; fiae he wai dc- pjj^ ^^ 
' /eatcd bv the Gtnufi, with the lols of a groat pan of his ^aff/ 
fleet. Pifani fonght with all imaginable cotuage and con- 
AaSt i but he fell into an ambufcide laid by the enemy, thro' 
which be would bare made bis way, had he not bafely been 
deJeitcd by five of his gallies. He wa> recalled by the doge 
and &natc, mulled in a fum of money, and the captaimof ^ep-j^ ^ 
gallies heavily fined and itnprilbned. The people, who adored prifmtJ. 
the geasro/ity aod bravery of Pifani, munnuied greatly at bis 
BOmcrited pdnifluncnt : they had pablicly declared diat envy 
rather than the public good aduated the lenatots t that many 

' attempta had been traat to niin the glory of this hero, whole 
charadet was coo exaltdd to be r^arded with candor l^ nar- 
row minds. 

Whilb the repoblic was thus divided, the Gmotfi reaped 
the fruics of her diflentiont. Catrli and Grada fell into their 
bandg ; the Vmetian trade, prote&ed only by fix gallies under 
ZttUt fuffered conf)dend)ly, fcveral of the richeft merchant- 
men huiii^ been ulcen. Peltftrina theCttutfe took by sf- 
fault, and £ey were now bcfieging Cfnoggia, after having al- 
ready deJhoyed the fubuibs, and leized upon Little Cbitggia. 
The garrilon made fo many vigorous fallics, and difputcd 
every inch of ground with fucfa obl^acy, that the enemy 
were obliged to quit tbe ficge. They fooo after returned, and 
took the city \iy furprize, putting the whole garrifon to the Ckioggii 
fword, otccpt Heme the governor, and about fifty officeiB, ''*"• 
who retiring into the palaoe, defended it lb bravely, that the 
Gtnaife were glad to grant ih*m an honourable capitulation. 
Thellaughter here was prodigious, nole£s than feven thouland 
dtiEcns and foldiers were flain durit^ die liege, and near an 
equal aumbet made prifonert '. CBrerii-, we are told, af- 
fifled at the uJcing of this important city, and behaved with 
all the cruelty and infolence uf a nrant uiuifed to conqued : 
fomc of the prifoncn c^ the fiill oiftint^D he ordered to be 
Vhipt almoQ to death, and afterwards harmed \ others were 
barbaroufly maimed and confined to dungeons upon bread 
and water. In every inllaoce he gratified bis natural difpofi- 
tinn. and fatiatcd bis revenge by the moft wanton, favage, 
Uid iobuman cruelty. 

Wh b m the news «f this loft, and the malTaere of the pti- 
fonen, arrived at Vadct, the people rofe up in the moQ tu- 

'■Bultuous maiHKT, thmtoied the doge and &nate, and re- 
fufed to cnlift thcmfelves for the defeitcc of a city in which 
tbey faid they were Oaves to caprice, ignorance, and cow- 
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ardice : they were not to be ;ippcarci] by any authority, untB 
■ T) Pi/atiiwia let at liberty, whom they looVed upon as the btd- 
liso' walk of the republic, and the oaly prop able to (lay the fall- 
ing flate ^. This report being canied to the palace loon pro- 
duced a rcfolution to releafe him : an order was according^ 
Pilani n- feni to prifon to make him Tree, and reftore him to bit former 
/anJi* employments. The joy of the people was extreme; nothing 
hiifirmtr \^^ fliouting, bonfires, and dcmenllration* of gladnefs was 
o'ph- to be fcen or heard : the tide of paSon nm fo ftitng. that 
"'*''' the influence of Pifani was equally neccflary to bioderate tbctr 
joy, as his liberty had been to appcafe thdr icrentmenL. 
When he came forth from his priibo, the tumult, noife, and 
difiurbance redoubled ; the whole city flocked together to be- 
hold the fuSering hero ; every one prcfled with an cagenie& 
to touch him, infomuch that Pifanif who had juft been de- 
livered from the hatred of the fenate, was near Ming a facri- 
lice to the love of the people : at length, getting pofleffion 
of a little eminence, he addreCed the crowd wi£ a dignity 
lb commanding, and an eloquence fo perfuafive, that upon 
hb promife to accept of their fervices, which they fo earnculy 
preued, they feparated and retired '. Pijmi then tetumed 
to his prifoo, where he fpent the night with his confeflbr : 
on the morning he went to the palace to mais, and to re- 
ceive the facrament i then he waited upon the fenate, and 
threw himfelf at the doge's Teet, who rairing him up addiefled 
him thus : " You were imprifoned, yiSor, by our orden, 
** for the loff fuAained by the republic at Poky under your 
" 'condud i you are releafad that you may repair the dif- 
" grace. Rcllrain your hre, exert your judgment, and uJe 
" caution, without which the greatell virtues in a general 
*' are but fplendid vices, which often terminate in his own 
** Oiame, and the ruin of his country. Go I and may 
*( you prove equally the terror of her enemies, as you aie the 
" darling of the republic '." Pi/ant an(wer«l with modefly, 
took his leave, and then retired to his own houfe, where 
he was crowded by the citisens, entreating him toVnter their

tiepie ^'^ '^^ fpace of three days fix galiies were rigged, manned, 
and ready to put to fea. Pifani then held a conference with 
the principal officers, in which it was determined that x 
llrong brick wall Ihouid be tun crofs the mouth of the haven, 
each end fortified with a tower, well garrifoned, to prevent 
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the entruKC of the Gmeefe^ whom ihcy every day cxpeSed. 
Several other works were raifed round the city hyPiJimfs ad- 
vice, and the charge of the whole commiited to Caiolia, 
an eminent foMicr ' (A). 

DuRiKG thefe preparations a number of adventurers, in 
Imall boats, made incurfions up the channels leading to Chi- 

g-giat furfvtzed a number of Gtrutfe traders, and inCirely 
ocked the city up on that quarter. The garriron, appre- 
hending that a fcarcity of provifions would enfuc, if a Hap 
was -not put to tbefe proceedings, fent notice of their fitua- 
tion to Deria^ the Gauiji admiral ; upon which he came widi 
a ftrong fquadron to MakmK, built a fort there, aitd landed 
his troops on the oppofite fide to bcfiege Pmeggia. As fooa 
as the f^enttiant were acquainted with the enemy's approach, 
they fliut up the chamtels towards C^ta/^M, by finking laige j^ 
fiiips in the narroweft paffiiges : here daily Ikiimifhes pajted q^rb 
between the light boats of each fide, while Jujiinima, w*o rmjeiu 
commanded five gallies, fo annoyed the workmen at Mak- tffefi tht 
nwy that tbey were unable to proceed in building the fort. Genoefe. 
Bri^ encounters happened almoft every day upon ihore, in 
wbidi CabaBa had always the advantage over the enemy, 
both from bis military abilities, and from the courage of hb 
troops : however, the people were difiattsfied, they com- 
plained (^ being pent up I7 an enemy tbey had often con- 
quered in the field and upon the ocean ; an enemy, who but 
a little before was not in pofleffion even of a retreat to fculk 
in from their vifloridus arms j they demanded a general ac- 
tion, which might at once bring either death or liberty; 
they were equally fanguine in their hopes, and ignorant of 
the means of ob^ning vidory. The doge and fenate were Venifce 
pleafed to fee this fcxward humour in the people, and, to in> tl'c^tJ'f 
dulge them, ordered a fleet of forty gallies to be got ready, h '*<Ge- 
Socne authors affirm, that fo great was the alacrity with which ■"'^''■ 
the people enrolled tbemfelves, and the artificers worked, 
that thirty-fiiur fail were complete for action, and well man- 
ned, in the fpace of a week ". Prince Centaretii took upon 
himfelf the command, appointed the officers, faw the (roojM 
difctp}ined, and the rowers inftiu£led In their duty : by this 
means he hoped not only to appeafe the people until the ar- 
rival of Zetu, who was foon t^pe£ted with twenty fail, but

During tfaefe tranra^ions ttyinia., Cbarlti^ faaafLtmi 
of Hungary, (at down before Trevift with an army of fciar- 
teen thouland men : here commiffionera were lent bjr the re- 
public to treat of a peace, it being reported that Cfwrltt bad 
full powers from his father to ncgocbfte one upoa my ttnn 
he thought lie : Carraria prince of Pajaa, and thr fiimufi 
ambafiadors came likewife to the camp. When the Ftmiti^i 
commiffioncrs had their audience, the tenni pt^tofed wen 
lb hard, unreafonable, and'fervile, that they detenniaed to 
hazard all rather than comply with them. Breakii^ off the 
conference abruptly, they returned home and acquainted tbe 
republic with the extravagant conditions propofed, which at- 
cited a fpirit of refentment in every breafl, fnm the doge 
down to the meaneft plebeian : diis, and the (caicity of pre- 
vifions which began to prevul, made die peof^ lb eager lo 
engage, that the doge thou^t it dangerous longer to reftraia 
their impetuofity '. A deove was now publilbcd, entklkf 
diirty of tbofe who Ihould beft fnpply the fleet with tnoocf 
and provifions, to the privilege! of fenatori} and the nnk a> 
nobility, which honour (hould dcfcend to thdr po fc rity : 
five thoufand crowns was farther decreed to be fesu4y din»- 
buted to thofe who by fmaller Services fhould <lifti«p.|ft 
their liberality and affedion for tbe republic. 

The Ge/Kifi having notice of the great preparationi in tbe 
city thought ht to raife the fiege, and retire to Chtfggimy from 
Z*^'^'. whence they could deprive it of all fuccour bjf fea or laiKl, and 
'■'Jr. "^ thus ftarvc the Fewtimi into fubmiiBon- Intelligonce being 
'"'if'*- received in Vtniu of their intention, fiatr Pififi propoM 
to moleft them in their retreat : for this purpOK he lay con- 
cealed in the night, with three hutidtcd faiall boatt, in a 
bay near the enemy, with intention to attack them nest 
morning while they were bufied in deftroying AtaJamgCt and 
breaking up their camp ; but his dciign being difcoveredf a 
great number of gallies bore down upon him, which pro- 
duced a fliarp a£tinn, (o the difadvantage of Pifaniy who WM 
quite expofed to the enemy's arrows : be retreated in tbe 
beft manner be wat able, leaving the viOotj undisputed to 
the enemy ". 

All (his time Carola Zeni> was laying wafte the (^ 
tuefe dominions to the very gates of tbe city, taking their 
fliips, and ruining their trade, without a thought of the dif^

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trds to vhich hn countiy was reduced in liis abfence. On 
advice of the fiege he tmmediaicly crowded i~ail; but betbic his 
arrival f'^ia was lb much diftrefled, that the doge refolvcd to 
run all hazards for its relief. Sailing with twenty gallies, he 
beat off the {hi|>s poAed for the defence of the harbour of , 
Cbitggia, and then funic fome large Ihips to prevent the ene- 
my fiom cocning out to cut off the convoys. When the /V 
Metian troops were landed an action enfued with the enemyi 
who advanced from Chiaggia to give them ba[tle ; but the 
latter wsH foftrongly fupportedby frefb troop, that the f>»;- . j—^e*- 
timns were foiced to quit the field with precipitation and take ,fo v^^ 
to their Ihips : the dt^e, undaunted wiih this defeat, fent .^^ ^ 
Cprnar* to blocl: up the paflagCB to Ciieggia by Bren^tHi^y^^^ 
which was effeded without the lofs of a man, although the 
enemy endeavoured to prevent it : thus the Genstfe in Chiag- 
gia were as dofely befet as the yenetians lately had been. 
Several battles were fought in the haven, in nooft of which 
the Venaiam were vidorious'^. 

Notwithstanding this advantage, the troops, pinched 
with ccJd and hunger, began to murmur, to appeafe which th^ , 
authority of the doge and credit of Pifimi were fcarce fuffi- 
cienti when Zem unexpectedly artivcd, to the great joy of the 
licet. The fenate had no fooner defcried him from the fhore, 
tha/i they fcnt him ordeis to join the prince at Chieggia 
without flackenii^ fail. The public fatisfa£lion was greatly 
cncreafed when it was known he had /unk about Jixty, and 
taken near three hundred of the enemy's fliips, Ibme of them 
richly laden *. 

Now the Gmufi were clofely invefted, and their fole en- 
deavour was to contrive the means of efcape t for this pur- 7*^ q^. 
poii; feveral feints were made, and at length a £illy, which noefcjbi 
terminated in a general engagement, where both fides fought^i»A/. 
wkb extieme braveiy and cpndud. At laft the Genaefe were 
totally defeated and driven back within their walls, with the 
lots of diree thoufand men killed and taken, among which 
was Daria the admiral, and fevcral of their bell oncers '. 
Next day Pifanl took, burnt, or funk ten gallies, which were 
placed for the defence of the pafs of BrnadtUi, which the be- 
jieged had recovered a little before the late action. The 
enemy were now fo clofely invefted, that no hopes of efcap- 
ingor telief remained but from Gtnaa. 

They had made fome ovenures to futrender the town, 
which wererejeded by the doge, when they received intelli-

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gence of a powerful fleet's being under Tail for their rdief : 
this gave the bcTicged irefh courage, and /cveral Tallies were 
made with doubtful Cuccefs. Famine, however, pinched fe 
fcvercly that, quite fpent with fatigue, and worn out wiA 
hunger, they fent ambafladors to the doge to folicit that they 
might be allowed the common privileges of prifonera of war. 
Their requeft was granted, and attlctes figned ; upon which 
the Vetutiam toolc poiTc^n of Chioggia, after it bad been n 
the hands of the Genocfe for above a year **. 

Thus Vatiet was delivered from a fiegc in which it hai 

fuffered all the mtferies of want, civil difcord, and defeats ibr 

thc fpace of nine months. It was remarkable that both 

cities were in a manner blocked up at the fame time. The 

Gtnoeje cut ofF all communication with the continent from 

Vmu, and reduced it to great flrarts, at the very time when 

themfelves were blocked up and brought to the utmoft ex- 

tiemit)' in Chhggia, 

. p The doge, willing to puriue his good fortune, fent a 

j,2o' ^^^'^^""^^^ t° befi^e Beiia, thereby to open a communica- 

Betua ' * '^'^'^ ^°^ '^^ merchants of the republic to trade into LenAartfy, 

tahn.

In the mean time the IJIrlans revolted, at the foltcitaiiM 
of the ForHam, and put themfelves under the proic£ttoa of the 
Gtnsefe. The capital having firft taken arms feized on the 
palace, on the perfun of the governor, and on all the Vau- 
iiani refiding in the city, whonj ihcy plundered and impri- 
foncd. The doge had juft returned to Venkt^ after Icttlii^ 
the affairs of Chioggia., when intelligence of this rebellion was 
Urtans received ; the fame day came the news of the Jftrtans bavii^ 
rtvfk, delivered up the foru to be gairifoned by Gtnaifi arrived, which 
encreafed the people's uneafincfs. The enemy's flrength im- 
mediately fuggeftcd to the Ventiians the difficulty of recover- 
ing fo valuable a province : however, the doge and fenate 
were not difcouraged, but began in make all pofBble prepa- 
rations for recovering their 1o&. Tn the meantime rarther 
advice wis received, that the Gineefe had reftorcd it to the 
patriarch of AquiUia, after they were defeated in their attempt 
to reduce the ilrong fortrefe of Piana, and the little town 
of Parerti.a : they were likewife informed of the fuece& of 
the enemy at P»la, which city they had taken, plundered, 
and laid in afhes'. This intelligence quickened the proia-

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rationa at Vtmtt^ and made the army pafs fooner into Iftr'ia 
than at firft WM intended. Upon the arrival of the Vtnitlant 
at Pak the enemy letircd to Zara, whither P'tfoni did not 
think proper to purfue therli at that time : he fent DiU 
fan iJiA Maripietra^ with two gallies, to examine the con- 
dition of Cap-lflria, the fitft city which had revolted. Un- 
der fovour of the night they broke down a bridge, which the 
patriarch of jfquUiia had built between the city and the con- 
tinent, by which means it was cut o(F from all fuccours. 
In the morning the two gallics were joined by a fquadron the Cap-If. 
admiral had fcnt to reinforce them, upon which the attack tria /*(m 
began upon the town : it was conduced with fo much refo- fy tit 
littion that the garrifon fuedfor quarter, fubmuting thcmfclves Venetian* 
at difcretion : four hundred prifoners were made, the houfes 
of the Farllaai plundered and deftroyed, and the city com- 
mitted to the care of the original inhabitants, fupported by 
fomc companies of VtJutiant '. 

Thb G<««*/i were not idle in the mean time j they failed 
to Scardana, and, after a tedious fiege, forced the city Jrba 
to furrendcr. Chinatius teili us, that fo ftrong was the fide- 
lity of the inhabitants to the FenetimSf that they fupportcd 
all the hardfljips of a cruel famine, living for a great while 
on the moftnaufeous animals : their bravery was generoufly 
rewarded with liberty by the Geratfi, upon their piomife not 
to moled the ganifon. 

About this time the Paduam laid fiege to Trtvifst which Paduani 
was foon reduced to great extremities, all the paflages by ^'^.. 
which the garrifon could recei\e fuccour having been clofely Trenfo. 
blocked up by Carrano. Two days were employed by the 
Vmetians in attempting to force the enemy's works, during 
which there pafled continual engagements : at lad the en- 
terptize was dropt, and the fleet returned with the lofs of a 
great number of men, although it was thought it did not 
equal the number of (lain among the enemy. The fcarcity 
of provifions was now fo great within the town, that a mea- 
fiire of wheat fold for five crowns, and every other article 
of food at a proportionable price ; yet the garrifon was re- 
Iblved to hold out to the lad, although they were deferred 
by numbers of the townfmen, who efcaped to Viniet *, The 
republic finding it impoffible to fuccour the belieged, and 
fearing that it muft fliortly fall into the enemy's hands, thought 
of delivering it up to the duke of Aujirio^ who might per- 
haps be induced by fo valuable an acquifition to make war in

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favour of the Vcttiam. CommiOioners for this purpofe were 
Tent to treat with him j which ccminrr to the knowledge of 
the garrifoti the fuldicrs began to muiiny : long arrears were 
due to (hem on account of the low Jbce of the Vtnuian es- 
chequer; they demanded that either the governor, or one 
of the ^roveditors fiiould go to Vmke^ and reprefent their 
grievances to the doge and fenate, alTtiiing him that they 
might be implicitly relied on during bis abfence. DamiaU 
was forced to comply, and the fenate found means to raife 
their pay, which was remitted by tiie governor, and the mu- 
tineers appeafed '. 

LEOPOLD of Aufir'ta accepted ihe propofals made to him, 
and accordingly fent a detachment to tal^e pofleJlion diTrevifif 
imagining the Paduans and Carrario would raife the (lege wbea 
they were informed it belonged to a neutral prince : but being 
difappointed in this expeSaiion, he marched into Italy with a 
body of ten thoufand foot and three thoufand horfe (o its re- 
lief. Buuinairo, Carraria's brother, who commanded the 
iiege, hearing of his approach, fent amballadors to treat with 
him. Thefe the duke refufed to fee, contenting himfelf with 
acquainting them by a fetvant, ihat he would next day talk 
to their mafter. This haughty melTage being reported to 
Si/ft raif- Buccenaire, he iriflantly broke up his camp, and retired frooi 
tJ, Trevifa, not being in a condition to Hand an engagement. 

Thus was Trevlfi delivered from a ficge, and the Venetiaa 
deprived of their beft city and province upon the continent'. 
ng-ih f During this fiege Pifeni died as he lay with the fleet at 
PiCuii. Mamfrtdonia. This great man was lamented as the protec- 
tor and father of the people : he was fo much beloved, that 
had not his moderation and prudence been equal to his other 
virtues, be might have been taken ffom prifon to be firaicd 
upon a throne, with abfolute power in Vmce. Pifaiii was no 
lefs diligent in avoiding honours than others in acquiring 
them : he ferved hii country, gained the love of the peo- 
ple, and the elleem of all men, from a principle of duty* 
and a natural fweetnefs of difpofitiun. His bravery, his ge- 
nerofity, and his popularity, had incurred the jealoufy of the 
fenate; but his modefly, his aeal for the republic, and bit 
patriot rpirit, foon made cnnverts of thofe nho were mod de- 
iirous of his ruin. Ac his death he was equally beloved, 
etleemed, and regretted by the doee, the lenaie, and the 
people. His body was carried to f'fntce, and interred with 
great pomp at the public cxpence, attended by the doge in

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perfen, allthe notriltty in mourning, and crowds of common 
people : an honour never faefere conferred upon a private ci- 
tizen. Haidly an eye in Vmice, fays Sabtlliaiiy but wept, or 
a breaft but heaved with ftghs | never were funeral obfcquies 
peribnned with grief more fincere, more deferving, or more 
general, Ptfani being at the fame time the child, the friend^ 
and the patron of hi» country ''. 

LOD0VJ(X> LORETANO, as the next in rank in the y-^y 
fleet, taking upon him the command, immediately fteered for ,■ ^ ' 
the coaft (xjUvemia. Hereby aflault he took and dclltoycd f„iff%f^ 
the towns of Senia ondBreJeia, carrying ofFfqme rich booty. ^^ tanuni, 
Ai the report of his approach, the Geretani fubmitted to the 
republic, and fent their bilhop on board the admiral, to re- 
queft that their city might be faved from the ravages (of 
the fbldiers ; with which Loreiant complied. Upon his t^qq 
arrival xtPtla, he was acquainted, by letters from the fe- „„jf „^. 
nate, that CartU Zmt was appointed to the command ; which ,airal. 
inspired the fleet with the utmoft joy, Ztne, next to Pi/aai, 
being th( mod popular, as well a* the mofl deferving general 
<^ the republic. 

Xhb finances of the republic were now entirely exbaufted, 
feverai ganrifons had mutinied, and fome revolted for want of 
t^eir pay. This induced the doge and fenate to thiidc of a 
peace ; for this purpofe Jmadns, duke of Stnny, was folicited 
to become mediator between the Cttrrarians and the repub- 
lic. A negociation enfued ; but hoflilitics were fliU carried on 
by both panics. Zinoy upon the coalt of Dalmatia., met a fleet 
of twelve GenitfiOi'ipay which he took, funk, and deflroyed. 
Soon after be fell in with a rich merchant-man near the Morea ; 
this he lent into Cm^iff. Next day he got fight of the G«- 
Tutft grand fleet, to which he gave chace for the whole day : 
at night he loft the enemy, and put in next morning to An- 
tma, where he left ten gallies for the defence of the city : 
with the reft he relblved to rav^ the Genatfe dominions, 
where he narrowly efcapcd filing into an ambufcade. Coaft- 
ing along the (hore two gallies were lent to water, who dif- 
covering twenty-four Qemtfi galHes lying upon their oars^ 
in a creek covered by a woody mountain, returned with im- 
mediate intelligence to Ztne. The admiral put his fleet in 
order of battle, cxpefting the enemy ; bufas their intention 
was to attack him unprepared, they made the beft of their 
way towards Livernia, Ztra purfuing for two days, until he 
Ion fight of them '. .

noere. At Uft, by the good ofEces of Amadtm a general peace 

was concluded fix years and four months after hodiliiies had 
f^f'"' firft commenced, and four years after the declaration of war : 
' ' the conditions nerc, that the prtfoners fhould mutually be re- 
CtuJili»u. leafed ; that Carrario Qiould reftore all the cities, towns, aixl 
forts taken from the Vtneiiam during the war ; that the diC- 
pute between the Paduans and the republic about their boun- 
daries fhould be' left to the arbitration of JUrrte D'Mflt i 
that the Vemtiam {bould withdraw their garrifon from Tait- 
deSi and put the iHand for two years into the hands of /tma- 
dmtt to be fupponed at the reciprocal cxpence of the two 
republics ; that at the cjfpiration of that term the fort Ihould 
be razed, the iAand reAored to the empire, both parties for 
ever renouncing their claims ; that neither republic fhould 
trade to the river Tanqis ; that the yenelitms fhould paj to 
Lrujii a fubfidy of one ihoufand crowns for ten years, as as 
equivalent for his fupprelBng pirates in Dalmatia, and pre- 
venting the manufa^ure of fait amonr the Selavtmant and 
Jialmatiatis. Thefe conditions being figned by all parties, 
Amadcut and the Flartntiiiei taking upon them to be guaraa- 
t^es of the treaty, peace was pioclaimed in the dominions of 
each tlate, and notified to all the other potentates of Eureft. 
The prifoners on both tides were in a deplorable filuatioo, 
above two thirds having periflied from the filth and ilench of 
ibe jails ; the remainder were fickly, half ftarved, and quite 
naked. The Venitian matrons made a colledlion,- to a con- 
fiderable amount, to cloath the Genoefe prifoners, and dcfhiy 
their expences home ; an a£l of generofity which, we are 
totd by the Ve/ut'tan writers, was by no means imitated at <?/- 
nta ^. There the prifoners were turned out, loaded with dif- 
cafe, famiftied, and snaked, fuffered to beg their way home, 
and, what was Hill more liarbarous, reviled, buffeted, and 
abufed through the ftreets.

/*ONTAREm was fucceeded by Jlfuhtli, or MUbatl M»- Midieli 
" rtjmit a prince well qualified for prooioting the ans of Morofini, 
peace, filling the cxhaufted exchequer, ^d reviving induftiy ^2* ^'^ 
and commerce, which had long languifhed almoA to extinc- 
tion, under the lall adminifiration ; but the republic was 
robbed by death of this valuable governor, after a fliort fwajr 
of four months. We are told, that in this time feveral ex- 
cellent laws were framed, and r^ulations cftablilhed, imdet 
the aufpices of Morofmi but biftory does not de&end to 
particuUrs '. 

ANTONIO VENIERO, Doge LXn. 

ANTONIO FENIERO, much efleenwd for his in- Antonio 
tigritjr, lenity, and gentle difpolition, was the ntxt perfon'VenieKfc 
promoted to fill the ducal chair. At this time he was go< • LXIt, 
vemor of Can£a, from whence be was recalled, to the great . 
grief of the inhabitants, who enjoyed under him the moft 
peaceable, flourilhing, and happy government they had ever 
experienced ^. 

The preceding year, as foon as peace was proclaimed^ 
die republic lent PantaUm Barba to Tttudas, wich order; to 
MiOatit the governor to funender the forts to Boatfacta, the 
commiffioner from Savty. The Genoefi agent was gone 
there to fee the performance of this article of the treaty, ac^ 
to pay the Gmtift quota of arrears due to thegarrifon. Afu. 
taiit bavit^ receivol the money from Sarba and the Gttuefi, 
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Tenedo! ^"^ ^^ payment of the troops, toltJ Bonifacis anJ the other 
rtwilii commiflioners, " That the inhabitants were mccnfed at that 
** article of the peace which nipuUted that their fort l])ouId 
" be razed at the expiration of two years, a cfrcumftance 
" which would be the ruin of the ifland : that finding iheii 
*' intereft ncgleiEted by the Vensliatu, and thcmfelves facii- 
" ficed to puiitical principles, it was their deterininatton fo 
'< take care of what concerned them fo nearly, and to put it 
*• out of the power of Venict, Ginoa, or any other dare, to 
*' transfer them at pleafure : that for this purpofe the inha- 
" bitants had appointed him for the protcQor of their liber- 
*' ties, which he and they were determined to defend wiib

*' facia and the comjniflioners inftantly to depait the iflaod, 
*< ut they valued their lives, and not ofier to difpute what w» 
" already refolved'*'. Bonifath was thundcrftruck at thii 
difcourfe ; but the Ginoefe commifTioner attributed the whok 
. . to the contrivance of the f'fflriyiTni, who had taken this nw- 
thod (o equivocate and fruQrate the intention of the late 
treaty. The refoluiions of the fenate foon convinced the 
The ftmti Gmtefe of the falfity of their agent's fuggeflions, Zmt being 
"M"" '* fent to Tenedoi to ufe arguments, menaces, and even force, to 
T^ compel the iflanders to the performance of an article which 
icneoof. jifp^gj (],g honour and public faith of the republic. Zoirt 
arguments were ineffeiElual, and his ftrengtli too inconfider- 
abTe : Fontano Geargis was therefore difpatched to Teiifdit 
with a flc^C and army. On his arrival he immediately inverted 
and battered the fort : frequent failles were made from widi- 
io, fcarcely a day pafling without fome bloody a^ion. It wai 
«bferved, that both fides fought with moie bitternefs and en- 
mity than commoa enemies : the prifoners were infbniJf 
hanged, or thrown in{)«ad of floncs out of the ta/i/ia an* 
ether military engines ''. In Ihort, the natural animofity be- 
tween the Grteks and Italiaiu, as well as that rancour pecu- 
liar to civil wars, were here excited in their full force. After 
the fiege had continued without interruption for feven months, 
famine prevailing within the fort, a flag of truce was waved 
from the garrifon, and the following articles agreed to, and 
- ITgned : that neither Muiatia nor the inhabitants ftiould be 
punifhed for the detention of the idand ; that tbey /hould be 
iiiffered to depart with their jewels, gold, andeitedsi that 
tbolb who chofe it Oiould have land aligned to them in CM' 
Jia of equal value with what they poficffed in Taudss; ao^ 
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laftly, ihat fuch as preferred redding at CmftamtrnpU or elTe- 
wluTC, {houM receive the juft value of their lands and im- 
moveable ^e£b. The Vtnttiani had no fooner taken poJTef- 
fion than they razed the fort, and executed every article of 
the treaty *. 

The firll aS of /'W*r#'s government was exerted a^ainit 
his own fon, who had carried on an intrigue for fome time 
with a fcnalor's wife. The lovers at laft quarrelling, /Wa- 
»/«, (fo he waS called) to revenge himfelf on his miftiefs, 
procured a pair of horns to be hi^ng over the fenator's door, 
a reproach not jo b; forgiven in Venice. Inquiry being made, 
Lodmico was found guilty of aRroming a fenjtor, and impri- 
fened by his father, where he died. Some blamed the inflexi- 
bilityof the parent, while others commended the impartiality 
ofihc doge ; in this they were unanimous, that the rigidity of 
the fcntence ftrongly charaSerlzed the judge. 

GALE AS FISCONTI and Frmcifio Carrario came about 
this time to an open rupiure. Vijconti laid clofe Aege to 
Padua, in which he was allifted by the Vtnetiant : the repub- 
lic, befidea fitting out four hundred light boats, feizcd upon ^^ ^;^^ 
all the forts, caftJes, and towns belonging to Carrario, upon Carrario. 
the lakes and great rivers. Fifiemi having forced Padua to 
furrender, took all the other cities find forts within the jurif- 
di£lion of the city, arKl then invefted Trevi/B, which atter a Vifconii 
bloody fiegc furreticlered upon honou,rable conditions. Of/ai«Tre- 
ihefe conquefts ^//E*n/i claimed to himfelf i*iii/tf<7, Ftlire, and vi{b. 
Seiluna ; the Trevifan, and city oiTrevifi, with all the forts, 
towns, and cafttes, they had feized upon the lakes, were af- A. D. ■ 
figned to the Venttims \ 1383. 

Soon after the clofe of this war a plague broke out in 
Vcnkt, and ' raged with To much fury as to fweep.olFthi: in- P^^S}" '" 
habitants by hundreds in a day. The contagion was fup- •^''"*- 
pofed to arife from infeficd jaits, crowded with difeafed pri- 
fanert, or frotn the atmofphcre's being impregnated with pu- 
trid exhalations from the lagunes and trenches made for the 
defence of the city, or laftly^ from the unwbolfomc food 
which compofed the diet of the poorer people in the late 
fcarcity of provifions : whatever were the caufes, the tife&a 
were dreadful ; neither lazaretto*, mafles, or phyfitians, 
oould impede the fury of the difeafe : the cold feafon and 
goodnefs of Providence, however, brought that relief which 
VI of man could not afTotd *.

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the Tame vigour as before, until at lafl bis forces v 
tallv broken and discomfited. V'ifcanti wag To [HilFed up 'with 
pride, and his natunl infulencc To elated, that nothing left 
than the dominion of Italy would fatisfjr his ambition. It U 
tnte he did not venture to acknowledge deTffins fo vail an^ 
dangerous, although his condud affi^rded llrong prefump- 
tions of fuch an intention. Quitting ■ /"^tAta, he marched 
with ereat diligence to Mantua, and, without any piovoca- 
lion, laid dole fi^e to the city. This pFoduqed a league 
between the Flartniinei, BBlogntft^ Frtmcijco Ganzcgay and 
l^tvtUa, Ion to Carrarh, in order to (lop the rapid prc^reb 
of this proud conqueror. The fenttiartt likewifc broke off 
front his alliance, and, though not included in the league, 
were the lirll to fuccour Mantua. The republic could noc 
behold a confederate city thus wantonly opprefied without c^ 
poling her influence. Inutaiies were firft uf^d ; but tbcfe 
producing no aUeiation in Fi/cenli's conduct:, the Vtrnttiau 
had recourfe to ftvce : a great number of boats were got 
^_ p_ leady, to which were joined twenty gallics, tilled with, ar- 
\\ij. chers, ftJnffers, and l^ht armed troops, with whkb they 
' attacked nfamti, and anct a (harp encounter compelled him 
to raife the fwge. Soon afKr the duke was met by Maluji»y • 
general of the confederate army, who engaged and defeated 
his army, obliging him to quit the Montuan territories. Vif- 
ttiti't fuit auibalTadors to Fmia with propofaU for an accom- 
niodaiion, which were readily accepted ". They had taken 
- ..arms to prcferve the juft bollancc of power in Italy i the 
Vifcontt. ^^^^'^ defigns being defeated, they laid them down readily,, 
and coiKluded prace for ten years. 

During this happy period of repofe, the doge applied 
bimfelf diligently to the dvil a&irs of the ftate : granaries 
were formed to provide againft a dearth ; magazines for arms 
and all forts of warlike neceflaries were ereiSed % new dock» 
for the Ihipping contrived; hofpitals for the poor, and thofe 
vbo had fulTered in the fervice of the republic, founded ; 
workmen in all arts and profefTions encouraged} indullry 
and comifierce cheriQied i and laws tending to the regulatiofv 
and order of focieiy framed and rigidly executed. Afterwards, 
AnUnia Fenltre died, much lamented by a people whom he- 
had governed fa- eighteen years, with infiexiUe juflice, in- 
«orruptible integri^, aT^NOneA application and vigilance, and 
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hfriy, with a lebhy, fweetnefs, and idoderation, that falliSed 
the firll judgment formed of bis cbaraAer(A]. 

MICHELI STENO, Doge LXHI. 

&JICHEU STENO was fubftituted in the room of the Steno, 
^eceafed doge : he had been procurator of St. Mark's for J. LXIJX. 
fame years, which trull he difcharged with fuch fidelity, 
ibai tbe fenate and council were induced to raife him to the ' 
tiigheft office of the republic. At the time of his elcdion 
Suna was confined to his bed with an illnefi, which icept the 
ducal chair vacant fsr near two months, at the expiration 
or which he came to the palace and took the urual oaths. ' 
Unprecedented honours were bedewed upon him, chough A. I>. 
ive are not ioformed for what particular reafon : probable 1400. 
it is, that the flouriOting Sate of commerce and manii- 
■fi&ates began to produce the ufual eSe^, luxury, which 
is ever the confc^uence of profpcrity and affluence. Sanftvino 
felates, that Sitiu'a lady was conduiSed to the palace, at- 
tended by the fenate and chief magillnites, with all poiGble 
pomp and magnincence '. 

The two arft years of Steiu'i govemiHent pafled in peace, 
quictnels, and tramguility at home and abroad, when fuddenly 
a new caufe of rupture with the Gtrietfi arofe. Intelligence 
was received that great prepxcttions for war were carryintr 
on at GenaOf and thefe the republic doubted not wetc dcHlned 
^inft ^«nu<,^ although the pretext was a quarrel with (be 
Cjpruuti : Caroh Zene was tberefcu'e fcnt with a fquadron of 
eleven gallies narrowly to watch the motions of the Qmatjh 
fleet, and prevent their furpiiiiiig any place bekmging to the 
republic The fleets were feveral days inf company, each ad- 
miral dillembltng his intention : the Ginetft were conimanded 
by Boudeau&t a Freacbmaity (for at that time they were under 
the protc&ion of Frtoia) all the (bipl were well manned, each 
galley having, befides her complement, forty French men at ' 
arms. At lali the two admirals came to blows near MtdtH^ 
Z'l— apprehending that the Qen»eje were only watching their 
opporcuaUy to give him the flip, and attack Ioqw part of

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iiftion of Cerjii in the lafl raged with a violence little in- 
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the Vtnetian territorin. ' An obllinale battle was continued for 
jj'^^ the whole day, and Ztno in danger of being oppreOed by 
Yx' numbers, when he was feafonably rcinrorccd by two gaUics : 
A d" ''°*' '''^ engagement was renewed with frefli vigour until 
J* ' night inierpofed, and gave the combatants rcfptte : as foon 
' as dawn appeared, both admirals returned to the charge with 
ledbubled animofity. Heaps of flain were thrown over-boatd 
on boih lides, and the battle feemed equal, until "Lena, crowd- 
ing fail, and taking a fweep, run full upon the oppofite 
ffaip, and funk her with the impetuolity and rapidity of 
his courfe. Several of his officets followed his example with 
equal fuccefs, which immediately turned the fcale of forCune, 
and gained a complete victory. The Gtnetfe loll near three 
thoufand men, four (hips were funk, and thrCe taken. Cer- 
tain ^'Vnrtidn captains were broke, upon Ztnah report of their 
conduct, which he attributed cither to treachery or cowar- 
dice ; others were rewarded for their remarkable bravery ^. 

In the mean time the republic found herfclf in danger of 
3 war on the continent with Ntvelio Carrario o^Pa^ua. Un- 
mindful of his obligations to the Vtyullam, and that he owed 
his prefcnt greatnefe to their good offices, he was conftitnily 
contriving and intriguing to the prejudice cf the republic. 
The doge and fenate were not ignorant how he ftood afJ(?£led 
to them, and their fufpicions were confirmed by the report ot 
feveral Genoefe ptifoncrs of diflindion, who fcrnpled not to 
declare; that the preparations at Genua were made in con- 
fequence of his advice and infligation. However, they fiiil 
would have preferved appearancts wiih Nevelht if they had 
not been induced to enter upon a war with him upoir other 
motives th^n his diflik&to the republic. 
War ixiitB CJRRJRJO had laid fiege to Fiunza, the inhabitants of 
Carrsrio. which, detefting the dominion of his family, refolved to fufTcr 
the greateQ extremities rather than fubmii. Finding them- 
felveshard prefled, they fent to folicit aiBftance from Aa/imn* 
dowager of Milan, and widow of GeUes yifionti their natural 
fuperior : but the duchefs was involved in other affairs, which 
deprived her of the power of relieving them j (he, there- 
fore, with the advice of her council, thoueht it moreadvifc- 
able to put Ftmna, ricenza, Belluna, Baj)an, CeUgnia, Fel- 
iitj and their dependencies! Into the hands of the Fenttian 
republic, than to have them expofed to the ambition of Car' 
raria. With this propofal, and the keys of Vicemui, com^ 
miflioners were fent by the befieged to the doge and fenate : 
they were entertained with all polBble rcfpedt, and di&niflcj

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with prefents and aflurances of fpeedy protection. An am> 
billador was accordingly fent to prevail on Carraria to re 
iinquilli the fl^, <x to denounce war ; but tnftead of re- 
garding their intreatiet or nnenaces, he ordered the nofe and 
ears of the ambaflador to be cut off, charging him to tell his 
malters that he was not to have laws prefcribed vo him by 
citizens and merchants. The republic, incenfed at the in- 
faience of iho. tyrant, and this violation of the laws of na- 
tions, levied forces with all expedition, appointed Caralt Ma- 
latijla oi Arimlttt their general, and entered into an alliance 
with Frandfeo Gonzaga. In the mean while the (ioi;c re- 
ceived {he homage of £f//ujii7, Baffiin, and FellreK ' As foon 
as the levies, were complete Malattjia toolc the field, fought 
fevernl battles with various fuccefs, and at the end of the 
campaign returned to Vtnkt to refign his commiffion : we 
are not told upon what occafion. Paoh Sabtlia, a native of 
Rome, was appointed to fuccecd, whofe valour and expe- 
rience Were fo univerfally acknowledged, that no Venetian en- 
vied his promotion, or difputed hii fuperior merft. SaM/i 
entered upon a<5tion early in the feafon, and gave proofs of 
what confcquence'to the bcA difctplined army the Vigilance, 
prudeiKe, and bravery of a general may prove. BhnduianA Sa- 
i^iiVKJ relate prodigies of him; every motion (hewing theclofe, 
the artful, and chepenetratingpolitician and commander, equal- 
ly irrefiltible by Dratagem and intrepidity, Under his condui£t 
feverat important places were taken in light of a fuperior -ar- 
my ; the enemy were as, often defeated as they engaged, and 
the whole country of i'oo^i, and territories of C^trrunc, laid 
under contribution ; yet his infolence and cruelly remained 
invincible ", . 

He was now joined by jIlbiTt D'MJie, won by the large 
promifes of Carraria to declare war againft the republic. A 
new army, under the command of GwiziTfa, was ffcnt a^ainll 
him, which foon compelled Jlberl to fue for peace, and give 
hofVagesthat be would notjoin the enemy during this war; 
likewife that he would deftroy the falt-works M Cemmachh, 
which, it would feem, interfered with that branch of the fr- 
Kiian commerce. 

To return to the affairs of Patka : Sabellt^a camp was un- 
cxpe<5tediy attacked in the night by Ttrtiut, the fecond fon of 
Framifia Carraria, at the head of a ftrong body of chofen 
mops. The onfet was lb ludden and vigorous, that the

the foldicrs lunning up and down t^rified and balf adeep: SaMb 
alone was calm and undaunted : with yi uDparallcHyi prefynce 
of mind he difpofcd the troops into their proper raises, faa- 
fan^ued, and led them to the charge. TertiiUy unable tta 
reHa his impctuofity, and finding that his attempt of takii^ 
$ai«& unprepared was fnifbated, retreated with ^eatprKipttit- 
tion, and conTiderablc lois. SaieiU then marched agaiiift tb« 
enemy with a relbluuon to bring them to a general afiion, 
which he effe^ed by the force of ftratagem and fuperktr car 
pacity : he fo hemmed Carmris up thuhe was under the ne- 
ceffity of fighting, or fun«ndering at, dircrcdon. The &(i 
was his choice ; be was defeated with prodigious flaugfater^ 
ai^d very narrowly efcapcd being inade prifoner. Sundryotbcc 
advantages Sabtue gained over the enemy, when, in the fiill 
career f» glory,; he was feized with » fevfr, of which he dte^ 
fuddenly. i 

The anny wat now given in charge to GaU^^rwmrB^ 
ofJUaKpia, who tteglt&M nothjng that became a good offi- 
cer. The ^ffV«^,CK which Corrorfd had made himfelfmaf; 
ter in [he fiift campaign, ^as delblated with all the horrors 
Verriiia pf war. The city of Fereaa, where Jaeenu Carrarit atm-_ 
taitM fy mandcd, was inycned and carri^ after a briik fiege : a iajg 
titVcBS' hefoie the furrender of the city Jatama majle b|f «<cape, but 
,*"■"*• ^as overtaken on the banks of tfie P(. 

GRVMELLO next invefled Padua, and encamping hr^ 
^pa&- army on the Ttrra Ni^a, he kept the Papuans under conti- 
_fi^iJ by „ual alarms. Carraru in the tpean time exerted himfcif with 
// venc- ^pjj diligence and capacity, on^itting nothing that couU 
r™ • tend to the defence of the city, or annoyancf of thfi befjcgeisi 
J)ay and n^ht he was continually in aSlOT, r^iring breach- 
es, relieving guards, and fallytng out upo^ the befi^ets ; bo 
bad likewife found means to corrupt feveral officer! in the Vt- 
ifftia^ camp, and by their means received intelligence of every 
jhing ttanlWl^cd or itit^cd ; but a flop was fix>n put to this 
^reachery, MaJJileria ^ving bpen dcteSed tying a letter tq 
the hcqd of an arroip. Some othprs were arrcfterf mi fiifpickm 
of holding a correfpondence, and fent to yemee to be trid, 
Inhere they were condemned to the moft excruciating tor- 
tures. Can-aria being cut off from all communication with 
(he camp, by the death of his cpnefpondents, fell upwi ano^ 
thcr llratagem to penetrate into the defigns and fituuion of 
the Veiuli^HS : he fent for a fafe-condufl ^o die camp, as if 
be intended to make propofals. It appeared on bis arr^ in 
- (be camp, (rom the estravsgant prppofitioni hf made, that 
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peace fnt not his view : however, the following conations a, q, 
were ofertd hi<n by the Vinttian general ; that Padua fliould | j^c^ 
be fi/Tcndered, aDd Corrarw perrnktecl to cany off his tnoney» 
jewels, pl^te, furniture, and rich moveables; thatbefhould 
remove to the diftance of ui hunilred mites, from the Paduaif 
dihids with his whole family, renouncing for ever all claim 
to the city »nd its dependencies ; and that in confideratton the 
i^Uic would pre&nt l)ini with ^e funi ctf lixty thoufaiid 
cnwns. Thefe terins Carrarit rt^e^M with difdaiii, and re- 
lumed under an elcort to the city. Now the liege was puflied 
with extraotdtnary vigour, fnd the city battered in feveral 
placet : the firft waif (for Padua was fecured by three walls) 
wu taken by (calade, and feveral breaches made in the fe- 
cood. Upon tbia Carrarh entreated the Venetions to receive 
bimfelf and family into their proteSion ; but he was referred 
to the fenate, and toM that poflibly his yon and penitence 
pieht procure more favour than he could expeA. He then 
dehred a pafiport \o ^wk*, but was ^nfwered that the repub- 
lic wquld fend commiBioners to treat with him ^ Mtflra", 
The parties having met, the conditions were debated for twQ, 
^yi ; at laft they panod without comirig to any conclufion,' 
and Carrarh returned to the city, where he was received with 
mat coldnefi by the inhabitaius, who were tired of hb ty- 
rani^, and atuibuted to his pride the breach of the conle- 
fenccB, from which they at leaft expeCied to be delivered ftom 
iht mileries of a fiege. Carrar'u perceiving that no hopes of 
fccurity remained, fent to. the Fenitian gcncnil, requefling pro* 
ledion for himfelf, atifl family- Infolcnce in profperiiy is evet 
the fute mark of mgnnefe in adveriitv. Carraria now cringed, 
fupplicated with Uar$, aiid imptotea the proteSion of dtofc 
very pctfons he had fo haughtily ueated i(] die beginning of 
fbe war. Himfelf atid family were brought to renice, and 
treated wit)! a lenity and re{pe3 bis condud but little me- 
rited. Padua was furrfrndcre^ upon no other conditions thaq _ , ^^ 
rtiat it Ibpuld be exempted from the ravages of the foldiers °, „^iT^ 
"Thus ended that bloody war in which the republic had been ' 

ragged on the continent t and the fway of arrant, ambitious 
flf power only to abufe it by infolence. 

Th| republic now be^ to (afte dve fweets of peace. Tract rt- 
ilhkh was foon poilbned by the intriguing reftlelf fplrit olJlfrtd. 
C^Tarla, who thereby accelerated his own ruin, and occa- 
fioBcd the extindion of hta t^nntly. He had projeded tlv - 
stputs <£ bi» efcape by felting fire to Ckc city in ftvera] places :

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s number of villains were employed for this purpofe, and in- 
duced to the undcitaking l^ that very money which the pub- 
lic allowed him for the fupport of his dignity. The plot be- 
ing difcove red, Carrarie and his family were removed iaio 
. different prifons, all his adherents baniOicd the city, and a 
^7^^ &i'iSt guard maintained ; but this proving infufficient agalnft 
-^^.f his fngratitude and treachery, he and bis children were by or- 
Mrmhi ^^^ °^ ^'^ ^'^^ '"'^ feoate llrangled, and the fecujrity of the 
■'^ * ' republic eftabliflied p. 

The expences of this war with Carrario exceeded tw« 
millions of money ; but the republic received a valuable coa- 
fideradon by the acquifition oi Padua, Veren", BeUuna^ Fi- 
errrza, CoJogm'a, and Ftltre, with their appendages i. Hence 
the Vtnetiam became more powerful on the continent, aod 
their armies refpeftable as well as their fleets. 

At the clofe of the war a magniiicent ambafiy came la 
Vtnkt from ferona, confifting of forty perfons of the Mk 
diltin<^ion In the city. The fenate ordered a tine theatre to be 
crcfled, richly adorned, for their public reception: here the doge, 
attended by his whole family in their richeil apparel, b^ the 
l<;naie and magiftrates in their robes, gave them audience. 
The ambalTadors walking in procejSon to the throne, laid the 
keys of the city at the feet of the doge, requeuing his accept- 
ance, and praying that the event might be profperous to bit 
highnets, to the republic, and to the city of Ferona. They in- 
treated the proteflian of the republic, and that his bighne& 
would, with his accuflomed goodnefs, preferve to them ihcir 
liberty, their religion, and property, againft the attacks of all 
tjrants, afluring him of their perpetual duty, affeflion, and 
fidelity. To this the doge replied, " That it was bis and 
" the fenate 's greatell happinefs to be able to proted the 
" weak, comfort the afHi^ed, and reward the defcrving: 
" that while the city of Ftre/ia prefofved her prefent fenti- 
** ments flie might confidently rely on the frieiidfliip of the 
** republic, and enjoy all the ble^uigs which liberty and a 
" free conflitution can afford to thofe who have juft efcapcd 
" from tyranny and bondage." Then recommending julUcc, 
equity, and moderation, the ambaOadors weredifoiided. 

The 'Paduani came foon after in the fame manner, were 
treated with equal kindnefs, and dlfmifled with fimilai aJTu- 
rances. Thus did the republic enjoy a profound tranquility 
for the term of three years, during which her aJEduous ap- 
plication to commerce, the marine, and army, prodigioully 
augmented her Urcngth and confequencc.

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The firfl breach of the puBlic quiet was occafioned by a j-^ y^_ 
tumult at Sahen'iea, the nobility acknowledging ihc authority nen'ans 
of the republic, the people that of the Hungarian monaich : furchaft 
the latter having lakeii arms drove (he nobles out of the city, Zara. 
feized upon all the^iublic offices, and alTumed thofe pTcroga- 
lives, which by the conClilution belonged only lo the nobility. 
The patricians thus excluded, fought the protcfiion of the 
Vrnttiam. on whofe account they fuffeieiJ. Four gallies and 
a body of land forces were ordered by the fenate to pa& into 
Dalimuin, and lay fiege to Sabenica, which was accordingly 
done, but with little fuccefi ; for the inhabitants defended 
theinfelves fo bravely, that the beficgers were repulfed, and 
forced to relinquilh the enierptize. A more formidable ar- 
mament was next fent, but the obftinacy of the plebeians 
tendered it necefiary to have recourfc to Ladifaus, to whom 
commiflioners were difpatched. After various debates the 
vhole afF.iir was refetrcH to the decifion of the pope, the par- 
ties not being aWe to come to any corclufion : wc arc no 
where informed of the determination of his holinefs '. 

This little dlftutbance was loon followed by one of more 
confcquL-nce and hazard : the Forliani, like the Sabtmetmt, 
were divided among themfclves' ; the nobles were defirous 
ihat :l:e city ftiould be under the proiediion and laws of /^«- 
nice, while the commons preferred the jurifJiflion nf Ladi/Jaus^ 
or the bifliop a( J^uilcia. How the ctn^tror Sigi/mund came 
to concern bimfcif in this quarrel, wc know not ; all we'are 
told is, that Pipui, a Flarenline, had the emperor's in(lrut> ^^ ^,7^ 
lions to lead an army into Ilafy. Upon his arrival, Frede- Si^lf. 
THi Sii-uagnay.'i and his faiftinn retired to Venki, and Uditta mnnd. 
was put into the hands of Pipus. From thence he marched 
with ten thiufand hotfe into the Tnrvifin, and took from the 
republic the cities Ftlire, Belluna, Sarrava/, and La Methe, 
Afterwards indeed he abandoned his conquette, 'tis fuppofed, 
by the force of yinman gold, and retired into Hungary^ 
where he fulTercd the juft puniihment of his corruption '. 

All the particulars of thi? important war, in which the 
'tpuhlic would feem to be (b deeply concerned, are imper- 
fcflly related ; it is even difficult to know what (hare the Fe- 
"flian armies took in the quarrel. Sahtllicus fays, that after 
a variety of battles between ^igifmund and the republic, with ^f*f'i«/4 
various fuccefs, peace was at lalt concluded, and the emperor Sigil^ 
withdrew hb army to Bohtmia '. As to the conditions of ™"'™* 
the peace, which might have reflefted fome light on the ori- 
gin of the war, there is a profound filence.

A difpute between the republic and tnibop of AqmltiM 
^milhed the Vinftiau with a pretext for recovering the towns 
loft in the late war : they accordingly laid fiege to Ffhrt, 
Sellunsy and other places, which they took after a IhoR le* 
CAance. Fiiippo Arcia, one of the beft officers of the age, 
commanded the Vinetian army : having garrifoned the ab^ 
cities, he atucked and ruined Prata, and by his influence 
prevailed on the whole province of Friul! to acknowledge 
the doninton of the republic. Early in the fpring the biflu^ 
letumed with a numerous army of Hmgariam ; he took the 
caftlc of Chijinf, and fome other places ; but Arcia marching 
with expedition againft him,, the Hungarians returned to 
their cnim country, leaving the prelate to fight hia own 
baftlea-. 

DvRiNG thefe tranfaSions abroad, a terrible fire bnfce 
Mt in the palace, which almoft intirely confumed it, and 
oonnnunicating with St. Jtfar^'s church, quite dcmolifhed tha 
DDof of that magnificent fabric. The great diligence of die 
people prevented the fire from fprcading ; and the palace and

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churcK were TCpaJfed by a decree of the Icraate, the <loge haV- 
ing libenlly contributed towards the expence : liowevcri be< 
fore the palace was habitable, he died, after a reign of feri 
years, in which the republic enjoyed a current of profpcrityi 
uninterrupted by any adverfe accident, except the fire we have 
mentioned *. Mocemg^^ death was preceded by that of the H- 
luftrious Carth ZeiUf one of the beft fea-oSiQcis f^eniu ever 
produced, and whofe other excdlcm qualities kept pace wicb 
his valour and military abilities.

FRJNCISCO FOSCARI w» ekSetl to fiicceed Miamigt, ^- ^- 
by the univerfal roicc of tfa^ fenate and pe^e. In the tirft r^^' 
year of his rewn SahtiUa, a city of AlhoKta, voluntarily feb- v'^nr 
mitted to the ytrutia/u, the inbabitantt requeuing that a mv * 

giftrate ougHt be fent to govern them with the faoie pstity 
e(l»bli(hed at f^enice : accordingly, Marina Btndomarii was 
difpatc'^ed in quality of governor, and with the title of count. 
In the (econA jKU of Ftfcari'a ndminiSration the war with' ''^ *t"^' 
Phiiip f'iftcHii dM^eof MiIm, itnd foao( GaiwFi/cciiti, com- Vifcontt 
menccd. As this war proved tedious, bloody, and important V"MiUB. 
in its confequences, it aof not be impcaper to trace it to its 
original Iburce : Philip was a minor at his father's death, and, 
like molt other children in their pupilage, robbed, plundered, and 
oppteiTed by thofe veiy guardians who were bound in honour, 
confcience, and by the laws of nature, to proiedt his infancy : 
his dominions were made a prey to the neighbouring petty 
princes and dates, and in the courfe of a kw years psitsd into 
ihc hands of a variety of mafters. PbUip was no fooner of 
age to take upon him the government of the tittle dominion 
left, than he attempted to recover thofe cities and pro- 
vinces of which he was plundered in his minori^. By his 
own valour, and the great abilities of Frimei/a Carmapulat 
be not only won back what lawfully belonged to him, but 
greatly extended his territories beyond what the family ever 
polfeifed. In the career of vi£lory he invefted (Tnim, re- 
duced it to great extremities, and compelled the Geiut/i to 
purcfaafc peace with a prodigious fum of money, foi' the pay- 
ment of which the Plarmtims were bound Tureties, the ftrong 
dty Ltgbam^ at the mouth of the river Arm, being pledged 
to diem for their fccurity and indemnificatioa The /Sirin- 
tiwi interfering in this aJfair produced a (X>ldnef3 Iwtween 
Philip and that Kpublic, which he Toon improved into an 
Open rupture. Under the pretext of allilling pope Martin^

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hft attacked and defeated the f/urmfw army near ZtT^swcrf,- 
this was the glofs Pbilip gave this tranfaOion at foreign couro, 
in order to conceal his ambition. Other battles were fougtit 
afterwards, until (he Fhrenlinn, finding ihcmfelvc* unequal 
to Philip'^ power, had recourte for affiftance to ihe Venetians'. 
The republic had refrained from taking part in the quarrel, 
as long as there was hope that the Floremlites could ftarxi 
their ground, imd with their own ftrength check the progrefs 
of this conqueror : but finding thcbalaiicc greatly pciicude- 
rate in favour of Philip, the Venetiam were induced to throa- 
themfclvesin theoppofite fcale, from that coiiflaiit maxim k£ 
their government, to pay a ftrift attention to the juft politi- 
cal poifc. Firdthey endenvouced, by repeated ambaifies, to rc- 
coiKile Philip to the F/erenlines, all of which, like a true po- 
litician, he received gracioully, and dirmjired with Orons pro- 
tnifeS and alTurances of what he ne\'er intended to perfbrni. 
The republic wa» no lefs artful than Philip ( under pretence 
of placing an intire confidence in what he faid, they were 
making all tHe necefTary preparations to oblige him to make 
good his aCurances. At lalt, when every thing was in rea- 
oinels for declaring war. Pooh Comara was Tent to demand a 
(M^orical anfwer- Cemire addrefTed the prince in fubltancr 
to the following effed : " That of all the princes on earth 
•• his highncfs had the greateft reafon to acknowledge the 
*' soodnefs, of Providence by ajuft and equitable conduct, 
" iiace, under the proteflion of the Almighty, he had ude 
" only recovered, but greatly extended his lawful domici- 
** ons : that he was quietly in pofieiTion of a fine country, 
" exceeded by no other in the fertility of foil, the beauty of 
** its cities, the temperature of its climate, and the ingenuity 
" of its inhabitants. His youth, his atSlivjcy, his vaiuur, 
*' and prudence, he acknowledged, dcferved, and were able 
"to procure greater territories, but this could not be efic£led 
V confiftcntly with that jirft principle of chriOianity, ' tlo 
*' as you would be tbne by.' It was with the utmoA grief, he 
" faid, that his mailers found themfelvcs under the nccciniy 
" of rcmonllracing to him on this head, and of alluring him 
*' that jiiltice to their neighbours, to their allies, to iheni' 
** felves, and to the precepts of their religicMi, obliged them 
" to leave no means untried to prevent the opprclTion of the 
** weak, and ftem the ambition and avarice of the more 
*' (wweiful : that if he did not immediately recal his army 
*< from TufiaiPf ; if he did not ceafe to molc'^ ih.a,Fltirtnii«a 
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". in particuUr, and could not confine himfelf withm thd 
*' large circle of the fine dominions it had plcafed God to 
** beftow on him, they would, without farther notice, brcalc 
" off their alliance, join themfelvcs to the Flormlitus, and 
" with all the force of their republic, by fea and land, 
" wage inceflknt war, until his ambition was humbled, and 
*' his power reduced within proper limits"." Pbiiipwit 
ftung with the fpirited rctnonflrance of Camaro \ but, always 
fub^e^ing his paSons to his intercfl, he replied, that out of 
refped to the Vmrtian republic he would fubmit the difpute 
with Flartna to the arbitration of Nicholas D'Mfie, whofa 
integrity could not be called in queflion. Satisfied with this 
anfwer Cornan returned to VfTuce, and'Was foon followed by 
two ambafiadois from Vifconti, Philif had heard that the 
Flarwniints were preparing an ambafTy to the republic ; hq 
theiefore difpatched Giovanni Aret'ml and Berlrand Lampug- 
niaiti to fruftrate the efiefis, and pre\'ent violent refolulions. 
The firft audience was given to theTnfcan miniften, who 
pathetically rcpreiented all the miferies of a free ftate, in 
danger of being overwhelmed by the mercilcfs and inexorable 
ambition of a tyrant; the duty incumbent on free conftitu- 
tions to oppofe, with ail their might, the encroachments of 
ambitious princes and monarchs ; an attaclc upon Ftorenut 
they faid, was an attack upon liberty, and the prelude to an 
attempt on the freedom of ^r?ffiVf. Some little difference iheie 
was in the natural difpolitions of tyrants, fome were left, fohis 
more cruel ; .but the invariable and fi^e objefl of their policy 
in general, was the dcftruction of liberty, and eftablifbnient 
of bondage. They enumerated inftanccs of Philip's cun- 
nii^, fpecioufnefs, vigilance, activity, intrepidity, and pow- 
er i and from each drew arguments for thenecefBty of curb- 
ing his ambition. They concluded with a warm and pathetic 
exhortation, which excited violent emotions in the breaft of 
every fenator. On the one fide the power and ambition of 
PA/i^ was formidable to liberty ; on the other, the cxpencc 
of the war was great, aad the ilTue hazardous ^ here the voice 
of liberty and compafEon called, there fear and the dread of 
{haute reftrained. To difengagc thcmfelvcs from this per- 
plexity, before any reply was made to the Florentines, the 
duke's ambafTadors were called in, when Jretini, the mofl 
anful and eloquent fpeaker of his country, addrclTed the doge 
and fenate in a fpeech fuitable to his character. He bi-gait 
nith engaging the affedions of his audience, foothing their 
^iffiooij and explaining 'the nature of his ini^iudlions : he 
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pRtceeded to fome fcrerc firiAure* upon the /Winrtiwi, to re- 
fute tbdr afimions, and vindicate the metfum and charae- 
ier of ha maftcr. " They inflance, fiya he, P^l^ of Maa- 
<' ion^ Mitbridatei^ and jtittiecbus^ as implacable foet to the 
•* liberties of Grace and Rtme j but why do they omit Ptr- 
** /mm, who at one blow had almofl croflted hi in in* 
** fancy the greateft republic on earth f for thb mfen only, 
** that they would not rccal to your metnory that Tufiany hid 
*( ever produced a tytant. But if the FUrentintt arc fond of 
" their.erudidon, why did ther not Itkewife ttieniion Hterm, 
** S^^iJ^i the Pt^tiaitt ana Attahit, the tnoft {bunch and 
*' laithful allies Rmu ever had ? King Lemit, they lay. was 
«< a capital enemy to your republic, (6 waa Carrarit \ but 
*' then the Vifiimtrs, for above an hundred yea^ )o<rtd, 
** cberifiied, and efteemcd the Vinttutai a peqiecual inler- 
** courfe of friendly offices^ treaties, and alliance*, fuMtfled 
** between them, and will continue to fiibfift after the flan- 
** derous, the arthil* and the falfc Fttrmi'nut are annihiliTnl 
•* and forgot*." In Oiort, after running over every H)pic 
which found policy could fuggell, or the mofl perTuafrve elo* 
qoence adani,he cooduded with referring the whdc difpuie to 
Hte arbitntion of the fenate and Niduiai D'Mfit. 

When the amb^Iadon retired, great debacea arofe in ihfc 
lenate : fome remained firm in their firft opinioo, oihcn 
' - were diawn over bf the fpecious oratory cX Ara't^fU It wat 
at laft propoied that Camapala, who had defcrted the fer- 
VKC <^ Philip, fliould be culed in ; from hint it wal pn- 
fumed a jufl judgment of the true temper, policvT and cfaft- 
rader of thia [Jrince might be colleded. Frimafct Onui- 
tula quitted the fcrvice of P/riSp upon Ibme difguft, the par- 
ticulaiB of which are not mentioned : he now offered him- 
felf to the VautsatUy to humble that very mafter he had been 
the inftrument of exalting. Every one carcfied, and was de- 
fitout of engaging the elteem of a man fanuMis for his mili- 
tary exploits, and capacity in the cabinet : fooie perfctB, 
however, drnuJed placing at the head of their armies an of- 
ficer whole late condud gave room to dillnift his oonftancy, 
his honour, and his fidelity : they were anfwered, tfaat under 
the condud^ of a genaal lb experienced, fo perfi^ly ac- 
quainted with the views, policy, fhcngib, and mofl intimate 
fecrets of Vi/eenti, th^ could not fail of Aicce& in ' ' ' 



' all the attempts, and reftraining the towerii^ anibitioti tSf 
thb proud potentate t and that CarauigntUft pride waa a fid- 
cient furetyof hia faith, fioce without dou^ be would eiert 
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all his Acuities to convince Vifcmli hov fervictable he might 
hare rendered bis merit ''. Certain it is, that Carmagnelavm 
grcatlj incenfed agatnfl the dulce : when he was called into 
tlie Tenate, he fpolce with a rancour and virulence that could 
not be afTiuned or counterfeit. His arguments were fo for- 
cible, his oratory fo perfuafive, his influence fg confiderabl?, 
and his vehemence fo earneft, that, urged by the fentiments 
of the doge, an alliance with Fkraat and war with Vifnnii, 
was unanimouQy refolved '. 

Ik the treaty with Fkmus it was flipulatrf, that fixtecn y^ 
thoufand borfc and eight thoufand foot fhould be levied at .^aiitit 
the common expcnce of both repuUics, to a£t as future oc- piorea- 
cafions (hould require; that two fleets ihould be equipped, dues, 
the Vautian to fail up the Pe, to rcfift the forces of Pyienti, 
the FUrentint to fcour the Genetfi coaft ; that all the cities, 
towns, and forti, tAxxx on the confines of Flaminia fhould 
belong to Fltrmcty the reft to be at the difpofal of Vmiu ; 
and laltly, that peace fhould not be made with the enemy 
but by mutual confent and approbation. The ambaiTador* 
threw themfclves at the feet of the doge, protefting, in the 
naitoe of the republic, their eternal gratitude for this fo great 
an obligation, calling God to witnels the fincerity of their 
thanlLs, and refolution to c6ndu3 themfclves as that this 
goodncfs fhould not be unmerited. 

Soon after Nicholas IfMJie^ Amadeui of Sjw)', Fratuifit 
Gmzaga, and other princes, acceded to this alliance. Ser~ 
rang, one of the doge's fenatories, was fent to Phi/ip to ac- • 

nt him with the determination of the republic. His in- 
ions were to defire the duke, in the name of the repub- - 
Uc, to ceafe hoftilitiea againll the Fhrmtinei; and, if he re- 
fiiM, immediately to declare war. The envoy was civilly re- - 
ceiv«l at Milan ; but Philip, far from OHnpIyine with his de- 
mand, fent back a defiance. War was publicly denounced, Dttlara. 
and the fubjeds of each commanded to quit the enemy's do- tim of 
minions without farther notice, on pain of being deemed •war, 
tnitMs to their refpe6tive countries. The command of the 
uroy was given to Carmagnofa, who was eager to fignalizc 
Ws zeal by fome exploit worthy of the high opinion enter- 
tained of his capacity. His impatience would not wait for 
ibe new army to be levied ; but takingthe command of a 
few regiments of the flanding forces, he marched into the 
tatmyi territories. His firft attempt was on Brtfda, of 
vfaich he foon became mailer by the force of corruption. The 
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caftle, into which Philip's garrifon retired, he took by ftonn. 
putting all the foldicrs to the Cword } but there was fiill a foct 
in one quarter of the town which held out, and defended 
itfclf braveljr. The dulcc fcnt Fratuifco SftrM to its relief, 
between whom and Carmagntla many brisk skirmifliea paf- 
led. The fiege was puQied on with vigour, and the fort de- 
fended with courage, the befieged relying upon Sforxa'i ar- 
my, which had in a manner cnclofed Carmagaola ; who with 
fatigue and watching fell fick, committed the army to (im- 
xaga, and rctiretl to the baths at Padua. In the meaq time, 
the liege went on with the fame ipirit, Goaxaga being in 
every idpefl a general equal to Carmapuh ; but the enemy 
were fo well provided, theii fallics fb frequent and vigorous, 
and the yenitiam fo harraffed in the teat by Sfiirza, that fhame 
only rellrained them from abandoning the enierprize. Both 
fides were continually reinforced, and die aSair fpun out to 
a great length : at laft Carmagntla returned to the army, and 
rehimed the command. Now an ailault was refolvcd on, 
)md, to encourage the £>tdiers, a reward of four hundred crowns 
jvomifed to btm who firft mounted the walls, three hundred 
to the next, two hundred to the third, and a hundred to each 
of the [en following. Both fides fought with the moft ot^inate 
valour, and it was difficult to determine which difplaycd the 
greateft courage : at laft, the Vmttiani^ overpowered with 
numben, were forced to retreat, by which means the fiege 
might have been protracted to an 'unmcafurable time, if fa< 
mine bad not efiefied what had foiled courage, condufi, and 
numbers. This brave garrifon was reduced to &> great ex- 
tremities, that they were compelled to fue for a tnice iipoa 
this condition, that if Philip came within the fpace of tea 
days with a force fufficient to relieve them, they then (bfliild 
be at liberty to defend the fort, otheiways they would fur- 
render it. to iiiK Vtnttiims. The truce being figncd, Cenmag' 
mla doubled the guards, and ordered Arid watch that no 
provifion might ci\ti( the fort. Sferza'i ati^y could hardly 
\x kept from mutinying ; they accufed their officers of cow- 
ardice and treachery, publicly declaring that this brave garri- 
Ipn fell a facrifice to their bafenefs. Numbetlefs attempts 
were made to throw in fiiccour, but all were frustrated by the 
vigilance of Canaagtuia. At laft, the truce being expVed* 
the fort was furreofkred, agreeable to the articles ilipulated '. 

During this fiege, which was iniirely carried on by the 
ytnetimut the FlereniiTui, under D'£fie, entered Crtmena, 
which they defolated with fiie and fwotd. Philip had no army 
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able to oppofr them ; as ^et he was but aflembllng hii troops, 
and before they were united the Fhrentints retired. 

SooK after the lurrender of the town and fott o( Bre/eiaf 
through the mediaiioD of the pope's nuncio, peace was con- p^cfwith 
eluded, but with relu<3ance embraced by all parties. The Viftonti. 
conditions were, that Philip lliould amicably cede to the f^e- 
netiani Chmmaaica, Brefcia, with its territories, and that part 
of the Cremtiu/e, on the Olio, towards Brefcia : and that 
Amadns oi Savoy Oiould keep whatever he had taken during 
the war. Here we find no mention of t|ie Fhrentiiusy altho* 
it was ftipulated in the treaty of alliance between the repub* 
licSt that neither Diould make peace without the otbei's con- - 
lent : 'tis probable, therefore, the Floremines were included, 
though as diey obtained no particular conditions, it was not 
neceliary to fpecify them by name. 

It appears from Philip's conduft foon after, that he by no 
means was defirous of this peace, at leafl upon the terms of 
difmembering his dominions. Refpe£t for the pope's nuncio 
would feem to have been the fole inducement to patch up 
what may rather be termed a cefliition of hofltlities than a pa- 
cification. Some writers alledge, that he even affronted, in 
die nuncio's prefence, the f^eneiian commiffionets who came 
tD Miltm to receive the towns furrendered to the republic. 
SiAtUicus is of Opinion that his fo fuddenly breaking through 
die peace was owing to the remonftrances of the MUanifti 
who highly refented the ignominious terms he granted. This 
auAor relates a fpeech " made to Vifconti by a deputation of 
the chief magiftrates of the city, in which, with great freedom 
and boldners,Uhcy upbraided their prince with cowardice and 
meanncfs, for fo eafily relinqulihing what the chance of war 
would probably have recovered, and yielding his Arong holds, 
cities, inA lands, to an enemy whofe flrength or courage iii die 
fidd he had but once experienced. The remonflrance con- 
ctudcd with azealous of^r of their lives and fortanes, which, 
they faid, they were ready to facriiice rather than his honour 
fhould be flamed, or the hereditary dominions of the ftate 
alienated. PbiUp defired to know in what manner they woiiM 
cnaUe him to profccute tbe war ; upon which the magiftratcs 
retired to their conflituents, and the fubjed was warmly de- 
bated In a large aflembly of the citizens. Tbe refult of their 
detiberadons was, that they would requeft of the duke to ac- 
cept, during the war, of ten thoufand horfe and an equal 
number of foot, conditionally, that the revenues of the Mi' 
Imtfi &ould rcrniia in the bands of the magiArates of Milan. 
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The intention of this propofal was to prevent the abule of | 
public mOney:, to the purpofes of mininers and oxirtiefSf ^ 
who, under the pretence of the neceflary occafions of the ftite 
and expences of the war, Iqueczed and impoverilhcd die 
people for the fupport of their luxury. The duke was iitdincd 
to'accept the tenns; but was didiiaoed by one fA his oiinifieriB 
who told him, that to leave tdc revenue in the hands <A hb 
fiitgefls was to rear ladders for them to mount to liberty* 
fo eagerly afpired after, efpecially at a time when be wais to 
carry on a war againft two free republics. Philip, fatisfiei 
with this reafoningi was, however, afraid abfolutely to njeft 
the propofal ; he left it to time and his own cunning to ex- 
tort the fums wanted upon his own conditicxis. In order to 
fatisfy the people, he prohibited the furrender of thofe toms 
which were flipulated in the treaty of peace, and fbon afttt 
made an infuilion into the territories of Mantua. 
Secmd T"^ republic, fpeedlly informed of Philip's inKotiootr 

•war itAth forthwith ordered new levies to be made, the troops which 
Vilconti. were not difbanded to march into Mantua^ their fonnei al- 
liances to be renewed, and every other meafure to be takca 
for vigoToufly profecuting the war, and punifhing Vifii£i 
perfidy. Philip was not behind them in preparations. Ua- 
dauntcd at the league formed againft him, he lefolved una 
a triple attacic on the enemy : arming- fome vellels at br^ i 
mena he feized on FurcueU, a fortrefi in the Parmtjan^ Ittu- 
ated at the mooth of the Tarro. Piefumtng on the ftrengtfa 
of his infamry, he made incurfions beyond the Brefdan moiw- 
tains, while his cavalry foraged and fcoured alt the cjiam- 
pain country: his third exploit was. the moft fuccdsfid 
and important ; fending an army againft the fiigitive Genaifi, 
who greatly molefted him, he by his general S/arza toQuly 
defeated Fngofa and their army. 

PERGULjIN, another of his officers, placed garrilbiis io 
all the forts of the Brefdan, which ftood convenient to irapcde 
or harrafs the enemy, at the lame lime that Puiniw with a 
fleet befiegcd and toolc Cajel-Major '. BriJ/elUt, on the ?«> 
was foon after taken, and yifimi's conqueAs were no Icfi n- 
pid than his refolution to renew the war had been futUen. 
All this time the VtTutiani were diligently employed ; tbc^ 
'A- ^- fitted out a fleet with orders to fail up the F«, under 
'4*7- Fratiei/co Bemba. At Cafal he came up with the eneoiy's 
fleet, commanded 1^ EvJIact of Pavia, and both admirali I

a line infrontf thcfe he faftened together by a flrong chain. 
Euflau c^^fed this van with four galleons, which he or- 
dered to%car down upon the /'/ffrt/flH line with all the force 
of the tide and oara. The Vtntitan, awatc of his defign, 
ehided it b]r a Hroke of military addrels peculiar to (he me- 
thod of fighting Oiips at that time, attacked and funic the 
^Hir grileons. £ty7o(f, perceiving by this inflance, (bathe 
was unequal to the dexterity ofBembo, made all the difpatch 
he was able toCrtmena^. He was clofely purfued by the 
ViMetian admiral, «ho inftantly attacked and reduced three 
little fbfts built in the river to block up the channel. The 
viAoHotis Bembt then cnterinfE the channel, Teized upon the 
galleGns, which he burnt, Eujidce having wholly unrigged 
tbem before his arrival. In the night the Tailors, hai ing gQt 
on fliore without leave from the admiral, were plundering 
and deftroying the fubuil», when they were fuddenly attacked 
by a detachment from the city, and to the number of three 
hundred aken prifoners. Bemha, incenfed at this accident, or- 
dered the fleet up the river, attacked and deftroyed the fort 
.ftanding on the confluence of the rivers Fi aniAddai then 
purfuing his way, came to an anchor near P<nm -, but find- 
ing the city deferted, he returned to Cremona, apprehending 
fome -treachery Was intended. 

During thefe naval -tratrfaftions, the Vtntliam were not 
idle on ttiore. An army ef fourteen thoufand horre and fix 
thouland foot being n%dy early in the fpi'ing, Carmognala 
marched for Padua, crofled the lake Benac, and arrived a^ 
Brefiia. Before his coming, Piilro Ltretaaa, the governor, 
bad been fucccfsful againft a detachment of the enemy, who 
made incurfions to the very gates of the city : Tallying out 
opon them, he took the commander prifoner, and about three - 
hundred of the foldiers. Carmogno/a, envious that the firft ^Y?'?* 
nuHury exploits were not performed by himretf, departed Tf ' ' "' 
with bis army from Brtfda, and proceeded direSly to Ortt- 
bnga, which he invefied. As foon as his battering Anilieiy Sefiteet 
arrived, lines were formed, and his batteries began to play up- C^ttuonga 
on the walls with great fury. There was a body of one 
tbou&nd -horfe, bcfides a ftrong garrilbn of foot, within the 
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town : the governor, relying upon his ibengtb, reCdVed upoa 
a fallyi which he made in the evening on that fide of tbe 
camp defended by Stro^i-t and the troops <^ Ftrrera. Strt^, 
Tvith four hitndied horfe, bravely liitlained the afla&lt, naak- 
ing prodigious havock amongll the befieged. At laft, over- 
powered with numben, he waa ilain, with the greateft psit 
of his troops ; upon which the enemy brake into the camp* 
where nothing but confulim reigned. The foldicis, fatigued 
with the heat and ' labour of the day, had gone iecurety to 
reft, never dreaming of an attack. They were running abooC 
in (he utmoQ perturbation, a prey to the enemy, whni Cttr- 
magnola arrived with a body of horie, and durged the •£■ 
faitants with fo much vigour, that (hey were repulfed, and 
driven back into the town with great flaugbter. Howenf-, 
this affair coft the befiegers, bcfides the lo& of the brave Strtfr 
fit about one thoufandbx hundred men, according to £/m^1k^ 
who is very particular ''. 
Ctrmag- In confetjuence CarmagnBla raifed the fiegc the nexl day* 
nola raifet and leaving behind all the towns and forces held by the eae- 
tbtjugt, n:,y^ marched ftrait to befiege Crimma, not doubtisg birt 
*^**^'*'the furrender of this fine city woufd induce othen to a vo- 
tt ta\,Te- [yntary fubmiflion'. On his way he was tiiongly reinforced, 
^"*' fo that the army amounted to eighteen thoufand horle and 
eight thoufand foot, exclufwe cf fix thouCund aiixUiirio : 
Biotho likewife with the fleet and two thadind marinen 1» 
acar Cnr-.ma. Struck with the greaOKli ofthisdefign, F^ 
anti alkmbtrd ihc rltizens of Mikn^ and met with fuch chear- 
ful returns of loyxiiy as enabled him to take the field at the 
head of thirty thousand men, wiih whom he marched to give 
battle to tlie ytnetiam. Carmr.gnoltt wirh his army lay at S«- 
ma, the enemy being obliged lo crofs a bridge above a mUe 
dillant from the camp before tney could attack him : here he 
was determined to receive Philip, without giving himfelf the 
trouble of defending the bridge, for the yeiutiani were no lefe 
eager than the enemy to engage. Pbilip^ contrary to his own 
judgment, by the aJvice of Sforza, led his army over the 
bridge, which he drew up in order of battle on a plain a licde 
wqy diftant from the Venetian camp. Both fides joined battle 
with the utmnft alacrity and vigour : they fought from dooo 
(ill night, and no apparent advantage was gained. In the 
evening a llorm of wind arifing drove before it fijch doudt of 
dull, as rendcied it impoflible for the foldiers to difiioginill oacb 
Other : friends were known from enemies only by theword of 
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battle. Ad advanced party of Philifs army thinking to retire 

out of thb confufioD towards the bridge, found themfelves iR 

the inkldle of the enemy's camp, where they were made pri- 

fonen. At laft both generals ordered a retreat to be foundedj 

each claiming vifiory, and perhaps with equal reafen. Car- 

magHvia uM jocofely to 4y, that at the battle of Samat 

PhiUp and - he toolc more of their own foldiera prifono? than 

oS the enemy : however, Philip aflerted with great gravity 

thst the Voftims were defeated, efleeming it a vidory tbxt 

he had not loft a battle ^ : bat he was foon recalled to die 

defence of the ^dantft, the duke of Savtfs cavahy, having 

entered the duchy by uie fide of VerciUa, were making incur- 

ItOBs to the gates of the capital. The yinrtiant too per- 

ceivi Bg Cfrauna to be ftrongly garrilbned and well provided*' 

dropt their intention of laying Tiege to it, and encamped at 

Caffel-A^OTf where Btmio and the fleet arrived foon after. 

S/'mu had purfued the Vrutiant from Crtmotta with a choice 

body ofhorfc, thinking he fbould be able to harrafs theitrear; 

but he found -them fo well prepired, that he returned with> 

out m^ng any attempt. i 

CARMAGNOLA eaxsscA upon the ficge of Cajit, which f^Vcne. 
waa for a long time defended by a braire governor and nume- tiani it- 
rotM garrifon : at laft tt was taken tw ftorm, and the garri-Z'^Caf- 
fon put to the fword, all bcfides Pifmi the governor and a lei-Major. 
few troops, who retiring into a firong tower, capitulated upon 
honourable term;. He next laid a bridge over the A^t by 
triiich his troops made incuWions into the Milamfi, ravaged, 
plundered, and deftroyed every thing that came in their 
way. 

PHILIP was taken up in roconciliiig dilputes among his 
officers, each of whom claimed to himfelf a fuperiority over 
the others. At laft he was obliged to put an end to divifions, 
which he apprehended might terminate in the ruin of the 
army, by creating a generatiffimo : hb choice fell upon Ca- 
relo AfaiattJ}i, who bad feroierly commanded the KautioH 
forces ; an officer more diftinguimed for his high rank, cau- 
tion, and duplicity, than for his valour. MaUiteft^s firft bu- 
fine& was to put a ftop to the incurfions of the Feiatiant, 
vrttich tfl a (bort time he eSe^ually accompliflied. Macalty Macale 
a city of the Cremmefi, was now befieged by Carmagnela : lefi«*d ij 
this occaTioned great difoHitent in Philip'^ army^ the foldiers iht Vene- 
emertaining doubts about the courage of their genera). At liaos. 
laft iheir clamours became io load, that Malattflt called a 
council of the principal officers : Sfirxa and Pitimm were 
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for giving the enemy butic ; Pergukn »ni tatireUe for xwxAA- 
iiig it, and Tcftraining the impetuofity of the troops, faying, 
that ibe Ferutiaits mull nccdTaiily quit the Grtmmife Ibca for 
ivant of ammunition and forage The general, a{^rehen- 
five of a fedition, followed the former opinion, aiid gave or* 
^eis for the army to march. Wheo he approach^ the eiie> 
my, he put the ijucSion to Sfarza and Pieinituy wfaethcr it 
were ttttter to attaclc the enemy tn their camp, or to draw up 
the army and Fcceive them i To this thofe ofiicerB replied, 
that he was their general, and mufl dire^ thofe particuJvs as 
he thought proper. Orders then were iffued for difpofii^ the 
troops in battle-array. In the mean timt Carmagiula had 
drawn up the yinttiant to receive the enemy : Telletino was 
ordered with two thoiifand horfe to make a fweep round a bill 
on the left, and attacit them in the rear as foon as both ar- 
mies were engaged : then he {trongly lined all the hedges and 
ditches through which the enemy muft pafs, himfelf taking 
pod in a particular defile of great importance. Here the ac- 
tion began : Sforza advancing with the light horfe, cbai]gDd 
the /^M^/an J in front, white Carmognala ordered the fa& and 
fecond lines to give way to die right and left, to enckrfe 
him if he advanced ; which accordingly bippened : contiiiu- 
.ing, however, to prefs on wirh irreTuiible vigour, Carnu^- 
nola made a fighting retreat to the main body of his amy. 
Here Sforza, feconded by MalaU/ie, purfued, and a gOMnl 
engagement began, in which both fides behaved with great 
intrepidity : but Carmegtitla's difpolition gave him many ad- 
vantages; his infantry, with which all the hedges weie 
lined, gauled and made prodigious (laughter amongft the ene- 
my's cavalry -, while a great fliout in the rear of Maha^ix 
army anounnd their being charged in the rear by T^itim 
with his two thoufand horfe. Thus being attacked in the 
rear by cavalry, in both flanks by infantry placed in dw 
hedges, and in the front by the main body of the Vriutiam 
Ptiilip'^ army under Carmagnela, the enemy were at laH totally de- 
firmfJt- fcated, after many bold efforts to rally. Then began a dread- 
feated. ful carnage, the general not having power to reftrain the rage 
^ of the Venitian foldiers. At Jalt, the enemy endeavoured to 
appeafe by intreaties the refentment ihcy could neither repel 
nor efcape ; they laid down their arms, and fix thouland in- 
fantry, with three thoufand horfe, were made prifoners at dif- 
cretion '. Without doubt CarmagnalA might have cruflicil 
PhiUp in confequence of this dccilive victory, if he had not 
citbei from unaccouniable whim, over-fhained geneiofity, oc 
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fretcberf 1 fet all the priloDcrs at liberty without a fingle con- 
ditjon. The Miktuf* atniy being totally broke, nothing 
pould present his becoming aiafter of the whole dutchy, had 
he been as skilful, or rather had he been as willing to pur- 
Ale as to gain a vi^ry. His only exploit after this battle wu 
the taking of Orgt% by aflault, all the other cities, towns, 
Wid fi»rt3 (A Brtfcia pa^ng a voluntary fubmiffion ". 

In the mean tiate Sfana and Pidnim were buCed in col- 
le£liogiheirfcatteredtroope,andiiimakingncwlevies: having 
joined thefe with the prironen refiored by Carmagnsh, a fbr- 
spidable army was foon on fotu, which immediately entered 
Upon aSion. Sfvnca furprifcd a convoy of proviAom going 
to the enemy's camp : Pieiniiv made an attempt at nigbt to 
recover the town of PmtagUa, but was repulfed ". 

Besides the attempts of Phil^ to flop the progreg of the a. ix 
Vtnetians by force, he was itot idle by ncgociation : he en- lAta. 
^eavoured, by hit intrigueSt to excite the emperor Sigifmmd 
ag^inft the republic. His art fuccceded with the duke ofSa- 
twy, who gave him his daughter in marriage " : however, 
not 9II his policy could prevent the ncceffity be was under of 
fuing for peace, upon the I0& fuftained by the death of Icve- 
ral of ha beft officers. A congrels was accordingly appointed 
at Ftrrara^ the pope's legate prefiding, where the conditions 4fuKU 
were long debat«l, and at laft adjufled. The mod material 
uticles were, that Brtfda, with all the Brtfcwn and Cremo- 
tttjij that pan of the Btrgamtfi ^retching towards the river 
Jit&ct, together with the calUes, towns, forts, &c which 
they then held upon the Crtmmtfe, fliould in perpetuity be 
ceded to the Vtnetims. Little was granted to the FUrtntliut 
belides fome trifling bonours> fuch as hoifling their own flag 
at lea inflead of the Pf/hn. 

Br this peace Itafy was rcdored to a breathing of trattqui- 
lity o( a very unfettled nature : hofliticics ceafed, yet ftilt 
tbeir mutual animofities, jeatoufies, and heart-burnmgs re- 
roaincd. The ceffion of the Cremtntfi was never thoroughly 
iplilbed by Philip : his condufi at the time of ligning the 
peace* a> well as afterwards, intimated his rclu^nce to 
part with a diftrid fo commodious, which he regarded as he- 
leditary in his family, although in truth his right was founded 
in ccMiqucft. . This was one grievance, and might in time 
have produced a war had no other reafbns concurred f. Others, 
however, were not wanting, and they were accordingly made 
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tbe pRtntt.. Philif had perfccnted, wMi implactUe hitred, 
the fiuBiliei of Prtgofa and ¥ufd, hi contempt of all the re 
monfirances in tbeir behalf frDtn the republics t^Vemtttiak 
fUrena, and even a pratntfe that he would take them into 
hb fFiendOiip : but the oioft open aitd avowed occafloa of 
taking arms arofe from the f<;Jloffing incident. 

PAOLO GUENESIO had by bo cunning, art, and po- 
licy, acquired an ifcendency almt^ defpotic over the repob- 
Kc of Lucca : he conduced himfelf with fo much condnd 
and piwlence, that amidft the broila in *rhich all lufy bcfidcs 
frere engaged, Latca alone tafted the fweets of repofe and 
e^nquiltty ; yet could he neither gain the beans, nor c*eB 
avoid the hatred of the principal perfons in that ftatr, wbidi 
he bad fo fkilfully fteered through all the dingers and lafay^i 
rinth* of policy; Continual intrigues were carried on agaiiin 
him, and now a ftorm was gathering which threatened de- 
flruSion both to 'Patk and the lepublic. The firft attempt 
of the difaffeded was to ftir up the people againft Mm oo aC' 
count of his conniving at his fon's dcfertion crftht Knvfce el 
the Hate to enter into that of Tlitrtnu. Young Ladiflaiu had 
Micited for leavrf, but being denied he made bis eTcape, and >e- 
qtwcd great honour in the Pkrtntitu alliance with the BtUgn^ 
;^aiDft pope Martin, The difaR«i9ed rcprefented rtie danger 
diere was of being embroiled in a quarrel with the holy fee, h(f 
the raflineg (ALadifiaoi and ambition ofPaah : however, their 
Mitrigue* were undermined by the cunning of Petit, who 
jMwed too hard for them on this as on many former occafioos. 
T^e malconunts, finding their endeavours to ftir up the peo- 
ple againli Path were to no parpofe,grew defperate : diey never 
confidercd that violent m«diires mufl be accompanied with 
the ruin of their country ; or rather, they were indifferent what 
became of Lucca fo that Guttufit was deflrofed : this they 
endeavoured to accomplifli, by working on the aminos ana 
natural fire of young SuUa, nephew to Brachit, a young m^ 
Ueman in ih« Fhrentint fervice. SuUa was ealily induced hf 
their rcmonftrances to undertake what wis petfemj ^reeable 
- „ , to his a^ve and enterprifing fpirit. Without fiiither Kfcc- 
taulll'' "°° ^ " '" ''"^"^" '"*° the territories of i»«a, 1^ 
^^ * ing every thing waftc to the gates of the city : he itnxA 
upon eight forts and cailles belonging to Paehf made the 
garrifons prifoners, and then encami^ on the great plain 
near f.uua. His forces, which at firft confifled of a few 
troc^ of Fkrtniine horfe, were foon increafed by a great 
number of votunieers, who flocked itont all quarters in n- 
pe^tion of honour or booty. When SuBa entered upon 
^ion, he had no countenance from th^ republic of Fkrnat,

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the few trteps under his condufl Ming prevailed upon Melf 

by his own inSuence to Ibare bis fortune. The Fiortntmei, 

however, perceiving the rapidity of his conquefls, and the 

unexpeded increafe of his forces, begin to harhour ambi- 

tioiis deTigns, and to Icheme the prc^edl of annexing iMcca . j, 

to the territoriea of the repuMic by means of Siella. Inflead ' " 

therefore of recalling him and their foldiers, in confequence 

of a fcJetnn ambaOy from Gutrufit, they encouraged Stel/a in „ ji ^^ 

Ac cntcrprtEe he bad fbrmcd, which they de{ir^ might be tartidti" 

profeciued in the name of the republic, afliiring him of am- /^^^ 

pie fupplies of men, mmcy, and every other neccflary. rentinet. 

PAOLO perceiving that nothing was to be expected but 
war from the Fbretih/ut bad recourfe fo Fmce ; but the re- 
public declining to interfere in a difpute in which fhe was not 
eoocerned, the ambafladon proceeded to the court of Milan. 
Philip joyfully ejpoufed a caufe in which he hoped to wreck Vifconti 
bis vengeance on the Floraniiui, ordered S/bnui to levy a refitao m 
fcong army, and march direflly to the relief of Lurca t. This ^ ^'W' 
geoeraU whofe grcateft fdeafure wat fighting, readily obeyed ^' 
^ mandate, raifed an army, palled the jf^j and foon ap- 
peared before the city, Upon his approach 5r«& retired towards 
the confines oiPifii not cbufing to give battle to the enemy, 
who he knew muft foon be in want of provifians. By pro- 
trading the war he doubted not but Sfanuis aJSftance would . 
become uieleft to Gutnefitj as the country round being indrely 
deflroycd^ the Mihmtfi army would only baftrn the lunender 
of Imm, by conltiming the fteres laid in fiw a fiege. 

In the mean time S/ortu entered Liicea triumphantly, and 
was received by Guaufte as his deliverer and guardian aneel, 
Here he made buta mort fVay, and then marched into Pi/', 
ftu, where he took, [Sundered, and deflmjred a number <^ 
Ibrts and caflles. In lus ablence the artliil Gumtjk began to 
ruminate upon the event ; he confidered how precariouf. 
was the fuj^rt of auxiliaries, whofe deltgns might have the 
bme tendency as thofe of the avowed enemy ; how much 
eaGer it was to treat with the Flormtines for a peace, while 
bk tShiut were in a prorperous condition, than It would he 
after the departure or defeat of Sftnun he concluded, iha^, 
■ow was the moft advifcable time for Wim to enter into a 
treaty, and fecure by a folid, though difadvantageous peace^ 
that tranquility upon wbicb his power and bap^inefs de- 
pended '. 

Commissioners were in OHtfequence fecretly diTpatched- 
b> Sulla and Flormt* with propofals ; but Sferza having in- 
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l^njKDce of the delign ctturned fuddenljr with a Sruig corps 
to Liua>y and feizii^ upon VatU and bia bmily, leot them 
prironers to Milan^ after be had dtfiributed his noocy and rich 
moveables among the foldiers '. 

Scarce had be led hi] troops back to Ltmbard/ when 
SteUa returned to the fiege of Luccty where be vas firongly 
reinforced by a body of horie and foot deuched from Fh- 
ritui. This dcteimined Phi^p to fend Picininey in the name 
cf the Genot/e, who were faid to have received Lutca under 
dieir protedion, to relieve the dry. The news of his much 
and powerful army obliged the Flvittinn to apply to Vtma 
for^fliflance, in confequence of a treaty ofenfive and dcTcD- 
Jive fublifling between the republics. Perceiving the danger 
vhich threatened their allies^ the Venttiam difpatcbed com- 
iniJIioners to Philip to acquaint him, that the republic couU 
«afily penetrate into his deligns ; that the Vfutioni were fen- 
iible the Geneift were incapable of railing fuch a force at PI' 
anino was leading againlt the Flortminit their allies ; that 
it was abfurd to pretend that a date, which itielf was under 
his dominion, fhould have taken Lucca under iu protedioat 
and lallly, that if he did nbt rccal his generals and troops, 
who incontellably compofed the greater part of Pid>un^% ar- 
myi they would immediately march to the relief of their allies, 
and, contrary to their inclinations, break the peace fubfifUng 
between the ftatea, Philip gave no determinate anfwer t» 
this peremptory melTage, and the Vtrntiant hefitated about en- 
tering upon war, until the news anived that Piciniiw had de- 
feated the FUrentirui before Lucea, which iuunediately ftth 
duced a refolution of coming to a rupture '. 

The Venetiant, previous to hoQiliiies, made Jiirers M- 
tempts to draw Fremcifco Sfirza into their iotereft, who bad 
relided at Mirandala (ram the time he left Luaa^ without difr 
banding his army, or acknowledging any allegiance to PkUp. 
The Fhrtnttntt liltewife left no means untried to fccure tut . 
ftiendlhip, to which S^rzff was greatly dialed, on account of 
(he mutual £ood offices which had long fubfiflcd betweca 
bis father and the republic "■ But Philip ufed the moft for- 
cible arguments to gain him, promifing him hit only daugh- 
ter in marriage, and the reverfion of his dominion* if be 
Ihould die without male ilTue, as was probable. All their co- 
ileavours being baffled, the Venetians entered into a league 
vith the marquis of Mtmtftrret, to whom and Ibme oucr 
petty princes di^ granted fiibfidies. The war conuDcnced

lay at Leghorn, with a fquadron of fix ^liies. Femarii vi- 
cinity obliged the Flermihus to garrifonT'^, which they ap- 
prehended would revolt : the reft of the army were forced to 
retire on the approadi of Picinine, who was returning to 
Lucca after he had with wonderful rapidity over-run the coun- 
tFf of the Pijani, and taken a great number of forts and cal^ 
tla. So apprehenfive were the Flerentlnes of toting the city 
of Pijtty that they palled a very extraordinary and cruel edift, 
to prevent their rebellion, viz. that all the inhabitants, from 
die age of fifteen to ftxty years of age, Oiould depart the ci^ 
before a candle, lighted up for the purpofe, was confumcd, 
under penalty of their lives, and connfcation of their effeds *. 
Piein'trUi finding that Ijiaa was in no danger, marched into 
the country of Ptlterra^ where his conquefls were no lefa ra- 
pid than before they had been in the Pifan territories. Even 
the city of feberra mufl have fallen into hb hands, had not 
AUcbaeli Attttiduia been fisafonablj' fent with a finnig corps 
by pope Eugemus to its relief, which obliged Piciaiiu to aban- 
don his dcAgn''. 

Di/KiNo thefe tranfa£lions, the^mriimt army under C^> 
magmU took the field. This general bad fome time remained 
encamped near Orges, watching an opportunity to enter upon 
adion with advantage : he now diTcovered a treafonable 
CDrreTpoDdcnce between the governor of Ladii and the ene^ 
my, in which it was concerted that the caftle (hould be be- 
trayed to Philip. Carmagnah having prevented the defign by 
hanging the governor, thought of retaliating by a funilar con- 
dud. He tampered with the chief officer oif Seciima, Uiat 
the place might be delivered to him at a certain time agreed 
upon. The governor had no fooner touched Camugntltfa 
moftey, than (le lent fecret intelligence of the tranfaSion to 
Philip, who gave immediate orders to SfarTia to march with 
all poffiblc fecrecy to Socinna, feiie on all the pafles, and lay 
a ftrong ambufcade for the Vmrtians. The troops were 
difpatched to take pofleffion of the place on the day ^^int- 
cd, Carmagfula remaining with the army at fome little dif- 
tance : they no fooner entered the town than they were fur- 
rounded by a body of Milantfi, vrtitch had been admitted and Cuina?> 
concealed; Sfarza at the fame time attacking the main v- j^\^j,. 
my under Omnagnala fo fuddenly, and with (o much '^^go'^Ufiatd.

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Aat he quidly deTeated it, the general with <)ifficulty mak- 
ing his efcape '. Thus Carmiptala was taken in his own 
fnare, with the lo6 of a thouland horic, and the precipitate 
difordertjr retreat of his whole army. To add to his niOTUfi- 
cation, he was upbraided by the governor as a Aiallow fu- 
petficial plotter, a pretender to skUl in the human heart, ibe 
baiencfa of whkh he cfliinaied by the corruption of bis own ; 
fiUfdy imagining that the love of money was the firfl prin- 
ciple and fpring of human aSions '. T^e Venitiani (bon 
y. y after received another defeat in the Crtrntiuft, where tber 
tiaBs a/t- lo""*l about lu a diforderly and irr^ular manner, without 
ttnjtitu difciplinc or conduft '. but concerning this tranfaSion AtiW- 
Afmttd. ^"" ''""^ fpeaits, and he in To condfe a manner as would 
maite the truth of it doubtliil. 

In the mean time the Fkrtntines rtere hard pufihed by Pi- 
einitu : after this general had laid wafte Vokerra he matdked 
into the territories of Arevax, where he very nearly farprifed 
the city. He battered forts, towns, and cities, many of 
which he took by force, fome by ftratagem; while otheis 
voluntarily fubmitled. 

Thk VmtlianSf not difpirtted wUh their lofict, levied te- 
cmits with all polBble difpatch, femied mag^nes, fofgcd 
anns, and fitted out a li]uadron, which they fent up die nver 
with ten thoufand men as far as Crtmana. Nichthe Trevijam 
WIS made admiral, and the command of each 0iip given to 
a fentiian of birth. This fleet was fttmiflied wiHi a prodi- 
gious number of warlSce engines : it was llkewife to be aT- 
fifted in its operations by Carmagtitla, who lay encamped 
near CrtJiKma with twenty-four thoufand horle and foot. Phi- 
lip made all the preparatiore he could to oppofe fo formida- 
tue an armament, though he was itill inferior in number of 
fhipi, a difference more than compenfated by riie abilities of 
the admiral, and courage of the marincra arid ibldien. The 
famous Giovanni GrimMi, a Gtnotfi^ the grcateft fea-officer 
of his time, commanded -. he had chofen the bcft {slots, die 
bed archers, and engineers that eitherlP^V^ or Giimr could 
ftttnifli. Pidmiu's return framTufiany had likcwife greatly 
augmented the army ; fo that upon ihe whole GrimakB, SJw- 
xa, and Pic'miu were a very equal match for Ctrmagiidt and 
TrtvifoM. Much depended on the fate of 9 battle ; the hopes 
aad fears of both parties were proportioned to the confix 

Suences of a defeat or viflory. Sfanui and Pidptm to their 
rength joined every thing which the policy and art of wv 
could fuggcft : they made frequent actaclts upon Cennag-

was advancing. The nearer Trevifano lyith the fquadron ap> 
.proached, the more frequent and fierce were theif adaults, at 
the ikme time that they confulted with Grimaldi in what man- 
ner the Vftmim fieet could be moft advantagcouily atiaclted. 
GrifnaUii propoTed, that PUin'ma with all the men at arms 
fliould be ea^rked; that ^rza fhould at the fame time 
make a feint attack upon Carmagntla'i trenches, to prevent 
difcovery of bis weakne^ by the detachment under PicinSna j 
and that the garriTon of Cr^nuna IhouJd affift by a vigorout 
fally, while he fell down with the ftream to give battle to Tr*' 
vifiau ■. The Ftnttu^i, defirine nothing mote than an en- Ahetsi*. 
gagement, rowed with all the lorce they could to meet the 
enemy.; but as they approached PtVtWm, who advanced be- 
fore the fleet with fix ^lies, they difcovcred the enemy's in- 
^ntion : findii^ th^ had to fight a land anny as well as a 
.fleet, thf y lent repeated accounts to Carmagnold of their fi- 
tiution i but he returned an anfwer reflcdjng on the cou. 
rajre of the admiral. The engagement in the mean i^ile be- 
ein, which both fides fuftainedwich great condufi and va- 
lour. Towards fun-fet Piaaina grapp^ with four Vtiutiam 
gallics, who defended themfclvei with, course, but unequal 
Urength or ^iccefs ; for they were taken after an obllinate re- 
liftaoce : this induced Trgwfang to retreat and bll back to 7},tYeab> 
^ harbour irom whence be had weighed anchor. Gnmayi ^^nn- 
purfucd, and next day renewing the engagement, the ^«w- amt. 
turns after an obllinate confli^ were defeated, not above five 
nllict having efcaped being either taken, funk, or defiroyed. 
Two thouliwd men wete lain, and about fix thoulknd mads 

grifoners, in which number were included thirteen fenatore. 
rodigious booty fell into the enemy's hand% and the vi^ory 
was in all refpe^ complete and decifive. 

This misfiMtune was attended with the revolt or defertion 
of PalavUinit and difmiffion of Carmagtula from his office : 
indeed, he was (o chagrined at this laft accident, that be 
would voluntarily have refigned the command ; but the Vent- 
tiant were fo far from being daunted by the unfratunatc de- 
fat, that they, refolvcd to carry war into the bowels of the 
Gnwifi territories, as Philip's fleet was commanded by an ad- 
miral of that country, and chiefly manned by Gme*fi, A 
Iquadron of eighteen gallies was immediately got ready for 
this purpofe, completely manned, armed, and vi^alled. 
Pitiro Laureiane, a man of experience and conduct, was ap-

^^uraL tb't could render his luccefs probable **. He loon arrived at 
Leghorn, where he was joined by fvn Florentine galliei : there 
too he accepted of the ofTercd fervices of Adm-ini ind Ftefij^ 
two noblemen of Genoa, who for fome time had lived in t»- 
nUhment, and whol^ powerful influence and connexioiu it 
was thought might induce the Genoefi to attempt the reco- 
very of their liberty : but fuch conjeSures proved dctu&ve ; 
the Genocfe had prepared for their defence a ftrong fleet of 
twenty-four gallies, commanded by Francis Spintla^ a maa 
equally diflinguilhcd by the nobility of his birth, and hit pet- 
fonal bravery '. The Venetian fleet was come witfain ten 
nvGcno- miles of (?«n0a before intelligence was received at Geiua : the 
ttt fref^e Dcvn no fooner arrived Ann Spinela failed in fuch hafte to 
fM^ ' meet Ltrttam, that fome of hb fliips could fcarce overtake 
"i^iKOao. him before battle was joined. About day-break the fleets 
defcried each other, and orders were given on both fido to 
prepare for an engagement. Spinola encouraged his men by 
reminding them of £eir lute fucce&, of their fuperiority, and 
of the deje£lion of the enemy. On the contrary, LorwUm 
exhorted his fleet to wipe off the difgrace incurred by the lo6 
under Trtvifano^ : the enemy, he fiiid, was by no means 
contemptible, and to conquer would require an exenicHi of 
their courage ; but then the honour of viSory was propor- 
tionable, and they could have no hopes in flight from a fleet 
fuperior and lighter*. Spine/a having the advantage oF the 
wind, ordered his ftiips to bear down on the enemy, which 
Lsretano obferving, thought it advifeable to decline battle, un- 
til the curvature of the coall fhould give him the weather- 
gage. The Genaefe admiral attributing his retreat to featy 
gave cbace, and was juft a-Rern when Lorelana put the helm 
round, engaged with great intrepidity, and was bravely re- 
{.oretano cerved by Spinola. After an oblUnate conflifl, the Fenetiamt 
gaiat a having grappled with eight Genoefe gallies, took them, to- 
etmflitt gether with the admiral, whofe fate produced a deciltve vie- 
Knaetj, tory, the particulars of which arc not fpecified by hiftoriaos. 
_ During thefe tranfadions by fea, the war went biifkly on in 

l*V"V, Lmubardf, Philip, puffed up with his fuccels on the Pt, came 
^ to Cremona to compliment his generals and the army upon their 
condud. The Fenetians were encamped at Snma, where he 
refolved to attack them if they could be brought to an en- 
gagement, which be apprehended would be di&ult : but in

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ais he was miflaken j they were impatient for an opportu- 
nity of wiping oflF the difgrace. The Venitian general or- - 
dered his amy to be drawn up in I>attalia, firmly expeding 
the enemy's attack, which foon began with great vigour : 
tbey fought for the whole day, every caaxpaity in boch ar- 
mies, horie and Iboti having a Oiare in the engagement. 
Both fidcsi however, being tired out befi>re either thought 
fit to yidd the viflorr, a mutual retreat was founded, aftar 
incredible flaughter, in which the tofs was very equal. Sa- 
hdiicui fays, that CarmagtuUi commanded the Vtntiient in this 
engagement, though he h lilent concerning the occafion 4f 
his being rnnllated ; but he would (eem right from the follDW- 
ing incident, which became an article of that general's inS 
peadiDient. A few days after this laft battle a fcheme for fui"- ' 
prifing Crtmma was propofed by the brave Cavaiccbovis, a 
Venetian officer : it was fo well concerted, and his aflurance 
of fuccefs fo ftrong, that Carmagtiata could not refufe com- 
plying with his earneftnefs to make the experiment. In the 
middle of Osiaber this gentleman fet out about midnight from 
die camp with a body of troops, concealing himfelf among 
the fedges and rufbes which furrounded the moat at the foot 
of the walls. As foon as day-light appeared, and that the 
cendneb went off guard, he applied fcaling-ladders to the 
nin{nrts, which his troops mounted unoblerved : another 
corps, tint had feafonably arrived to his fupport, followed, . 
leaving a ftrong guard on the ladders, in order that Carmag- 
lula might fend further reinforcements. He then marched 
into the city, feixed upon fcvcral guards, repulfed the inhabi- 
tants who aflcmbled to oppofe mm, and took poAeflion of 
tiie neareft gate : here he maintained his ground for eight 
hours, in fpite of all the efforts of a numerous garrifon, wfao 
attacked him from every quarter. He fent repeated meflen- 
gers to Carmagwla to acquaint him with his fuccefs, and to 
requeft tiiat he vtnid enter with the army at the gate he 
kept open for him j but Carmagncla, pretending his appre- 
bmdons of ibme treachery, hefitaied fo long, that Cavalaibtjvitf 
unable longer to fuflain the enemy, abandoned the city '. 
This tranla^ion deaHy proves that C'^mm^i'n^^ commanded 
ifier the defeat en the Po, which happened three months be- 
fore the attempt on Cremona, As it afterwards fomied the 
diicf article of his impeachment, it leaves no room for doubt 
CDncecning the name of the Vmetian general, irhcn t^Up^»' 
}tQt of Cmolcebtvii was put in execution. ^^ 
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Fiefca and ^'* '''* mean time f/'ri?B and Adorini, who had been left at 

Aoorini -^'^''Tj when Larrtano departed Trom theiice, were trcache- 

munitred. roufly flain in their way from Pifa to Florence. They were 

fuddenly attacked by one Buffttlie of Paviot at the head of 

a troop of ruffians. Their defence was brave, and worthf 

of their birth and reputation ; for afrer great flaughCer made 

among the alTalBns, and feveral wounds received, they at 

length dropt down dead with fatigue and lofs of blood. Thji 

Biiffettio was fuppofed to have been employed by Philips fat 

no pcrlbnal animofity had fubfilled between him and thofe 

unfortunate noblemen \ ^ 

About this time; and foon after the defeat of the Getu- 
ife by Lcrelam, Bernardo Adorint, brother to yfdariitiy who 
was aflaOinated, had caufed all the coall: oiGeitaa to rev<Jt. 
He made incurfions all over the country with three hundred 
horfe given him by the marqub oi Mantferral ; but was 
in the end defeated by Pianino, and the country reduced to 
its former obedience '. Hiftorians relate barbarous inflaiKet 
nf PiciniiK's cruelty upon this occafion : tnllances which flain 
the great reputation he dcfervedly acquired by his extraordi- 
nary military atchievements. Behdes the numbers he had llaio 
in two battles, fome hundreds of prifoners were put to death 
by a fhoclcing variety of tortures. Having thus glutted his 
inhumanity with blood, he had recourfe to other methods of 
giatifying the natural cruelty of his difpoficion : be ex- 
pofed to fale all the children, women, ana priefls, that fell 
into his hands, the foldiers having firft indulged themfelves in 
aQs the moft lafcivious, wanton, and barbarous ^. 

fitJTIo return to the a^irs of Cj&i» .- the. intended arma- 
ment, confiding of fourteen gallics, ten {hips of burthen, 
, together with a great number of (mall veflels, being now in 
readinefs, the command was given to Andrea Mactnige. He 
failed for the ifland, and immediately on his arrival inveftcd 
the chief city by fea and land. This place, likcwife called 
Chiosy was ftrong by nature and art : the fortifications, iot 
■ thofe timcsi were not only regular, but the garrifon was nu- 
ne at- merous, and {lores of every kind plentiful ; infomuch thatj 
tenff ufiin zfKT Aloctnigo hid battered the walls with all manner of en- 
Chios gines then known for the fpacc of two months, little or no 
/ai/t. imprelBon was made. Upon news of great preparations mak- 

ing at Genoa for the relief of the city, he thought it ad- 
vifcable to raifc the fiege, without hazarding farther lolles.

pared for defence. Immediate intelligence of the deflination 
of the Gauefe was fent to Ltretane by the fenate : he there- '.

PIClNfNO, in the mean while, having laid wade the 
whole marquifate of Mmtftrral, re&imed to the Cremonefif 
where be foon retook ToraUa and BerdeUaa^ both well gar- Carmag- 
rilbtied* and within a Ihoit diftancc of t]\KVtnetian army, noWt fi/- 
Every one was amazed at the condtid bf CarmagTula ; his picieui 
floth and fecurity while the enemy were employed in facking, cmduS. 
burning, and feizing on the dominions of the republic, ex- 
cited fufpicions of his fidelity. Some were of opinion that 
bis reputation ought to fland' unimpeachcd until proofs of his 
treachery appeared \ others again thought, and among thel« 
were the procutatois of St. Mark's^ that he Ihould be taken 
into cuftody, and compelled either to clear his honour, or 
receive the juft punifliment of his perfidy; but all were, ig- 
norant tfiat a decree of the fenate had palTed againft him from 
the time of his defeat on the Po j fo- fecrct are all the tranf- 
a£tions of that augud body, .

Caffel-M^jor was likewtfe recovered . \jj 
taicm h fome of Philip's officers, which wai followed by tbc rcduc- 
Pbilip. lion of Brixellet *. 

The Maimer ncfw approaching, both armies retired imp 
PtMt winter -quarters, and peace was more fetioufly treated of 
HtattdBf than before: at laft it was concluded towards the following 
ttnd ctn- fpnng, on thefe conditions, that Fbilip Ihould reftore alt tbc 
dudtd, towns and fonified places taken in Brefcia and the Berg4>mtfe; 
that he made reflitutian to the Flarentinei of all he had taken 
in the Pifan and Falaterran teiritories ; that he fhould exot 
his influence to oblige the Sienmis to redore to Flsrenct what- 
ever ihey had feized from the republic ; that he would fu- 
render the cftatc of Montftrrat to the marquis, making good 
the damage fuftained by that prince from the detention of his 
dominions; that he would granf a full pardon to /Vnia and 
others who had carried arms in the Feiutiaa fervice. The 
article moll difputcd was; the town of Pontremola, which at 
length was ceded to Phiiip, on condition that all the plundct 
taken from the Florentine inhabitants Ihould be rellored. Be- 
fore the peace was ratified by the fehate, an ambaily was di^ 
patched to demand CofnorSy who had not returned with the 
other prifoners, with oideis to break off all that bad been 
agreed upop, if Philip fliould refufc his releafe. Upon their 
arrival they opened their inllruclions, and had an audience 
of the duke, who gravely told them he was forry for the tefbln- 
. lion of the fcnate, fince it was not pofliblc for him to ounply 
1^ with their retjueft, Upon this the ambafTadors were proceeding 

Coriiara ^^ extremities, when he told thrm at length, that the body 
/^V of Ccritaro they might take back, but the foul, all that was

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true, diat Cernare died of grief at his dilgrace in being made 
a prilbner. Hii bravery, his noble fpiric, and geneioQty, had 
acquired tiini the efteem of Phdip, by whom he was no lefs 
J^mented than by his own countrymen. The ambafl'adors re- 
turning with the melancholy news the peace was ratified, and 
the mutual articles perfonned with all convenient expedition '. 
It is remarkable that in every treaty between t!ie Fcp.elinnt 
siO*! Philips though each party was heartily tired of war and 
defirous of'peace, yet Ton cthing always occurred to prevent 
its being /olid and duia1;le. One time an aiticle was granted 
unwillingly, and foon became a caule of contention : another, 
a. peace was made only to enable the patties to refume the 
War with frefh vigour : in the prcfent cafe, fome difFerenccs 
hetween Philip and the pope arofe immediately after the con- 
grefs at /'VrMiro, diilurbcd the public tranquility, and even 
prevented the effefls of that treaty. The Venttlans could not 
be idle fpet^lators while their countryman was molellcd in his 
pontifical dignity. As Eugenius had ever fince his promotion 
Arongly fuppotted them' againlt Philip, gratitude oHigcd them 
now not to be indifferent to his interetls. Philip had nei-er 
acknowledged his authority i and now that he found himfelf 
difengaged from war, be could better purfiie his difilke to the 
pope,, which he did with great anlmolity and rancour " : but 
for the particulars of (his wu the reader muft confult the vo- 
lume above quoted. 

While the war between the pope and Vifiont!, in which 
the Ven'iiatu afled only as -auxiliaries, Carrario, who had 
been abfent when his father was put to death at Vmice, and 
cyer Gnce lived in Girmany, was folicited by PhiUf to return - 
t^ Itab/y thinking by his means to ilir up the Paduans againft 
the republic. After an exile of thirty years he came back to 
his native country, where he remained for fome months coh- 
ccaled, endeavouring to prevail upon the Paduans to throw 
off the Vinttian yoke, and receive him as their lavyful prince. 
His promifes were fo liberal, and the expectalions fo great 
which he had raifcd in many, that his relloration was eagerly 
defired. The inhabitants a( Firma and Vince»%a were parti- 
cularly difpofed to favour him, and jud ready to declare them- 
felves, when the fenate receiving intelligence of the defign, 
gave orders he might be fcized ; accordingly Carrario, \t\ 
the habit of a Geriruirt merchant, and feveral of his friends 
and accomplices, were brought to Ftnuey convidled, and put 
to death '.

SpiiMty who 
i^ri ut « ^'^ ^" prifoner in Fentce fince the a^on with Loretaiu^ 
idiliit^ was the great Tomenter of this revolt : he had contrafted 
Sr'tQ intimacies and warm fricndOiips with fevcral noble f^»- 
nttiant during his confineoKiM : by them he was oftea ex- 
horted and excited to encourage his countrymen to r ec ovg 
the liberty they had as footiflily as bafely furrendered. They 
reminded him of the former ^Icndor of the city beft»e it was 
enlhved and fiibje^ed to the caprice and will of a tyrant : 
how mean and piiiftil it was to give up the freedom which 
their anceftori had fo twavcly alTcrted at the hazaid of then 
lives : how unbecoming that a city, herlelf the miftrefi of 
many other cities and large dominions, Ibould be the flare, 
the vaflal of a petty prince, infcriOT in power and glory to 
heifelf. In fliorl, they gave him room to hope for ffrong 
. fuppHcs of men, money, and provifions, if he could per&ade 

his countrymen to follow what their own interefis, honour, 
and inclinations ftrongly dit^ted. They ailiired him, that 
both they and the Florentines were ready to hazard their own 
liberty to recover die freedom of Genoa, not only from the juft 
tefentment they bore to Phifp, but from the natural r^id 
fbrtheent that both ftates muft have for a After republic. Animated 
wGeooa. with thefe remmftrances, Spine/a. returned to Genoa, and imirte- 
dtately fet every engine at work to efkA a revolution : his fuc- 
eels in inflaming the common people was fo great, that nothing 
]e& than the mfluence of Sigifmund could prevail with them 
longer to fupport the Mtkntfe yoke, although perhaps to 
throw themfelves into the power of another mafter Ic6 povo'- 
Ail, bat equally proud and haughty : but the politic Sigif- 
mund (orefaw that any levolucion upon this occalion, while 
his hands were fully employed otherways, would be z total 
cxclulion of his imperial dominion, exerted himfelf lb hear- 
tily in behalf of ^7/can/i, that the tumults excited by Sfimbt 
were for the time appealed, and all thoughts of a revonidoa 
deferred to a more convenient opportunity *. 

In the war between pope h/genim and Fifeimt!, Sf^rza 
commanded' the troopt of the holy fee and the Venetian auxi- 
liancs. Difputes arofe between him and the republic rcfpeiEt- 
ing his pay : Cofma dt Medifh came purpofely from FUrttm 
to Veniu in order to conciliate the parties ; but his nedia-

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tioa proving ■btnive, Sfina ntadcup his quarrel with PhiUp and 
returiwd to his fervice. Both the Vmtiiaiu and Picinim were 
o&idcd at this treaty ; the latter was particularly enraged, 
and every where exclaimed againft the ingratitude d Pbiiif, at 
iF a frieniihip for Sfirza was an injury done to htniTelf : but 
if bis refentmcDt toPhUif had excited himfclf to a more ear* 
neft difcharge of hit duty, he attacked Oftofie Palmtane, prince 
of Rawniia, wiiU fo much vigour and fiiccefs, that he wa* 
at laft compelled to for&ke the Vtnetian alliance and embrace 
the party of Philip. Soon after this be toolc huia and Bo^ 
Itgitia £rom the pope, and in every refpefl performed greater 
lervkes to the caulc of yi/nmi than he had ever done before 
his quarrel. It would be difficult to determine whether PicU 
imtt'i ooodui^ was afluated by a rivalfhip of S/mut, by more 
generous motives, or by found policy and his endeavours to 
Slew Philip the importance of hb friendOiip, and force of his 
OMxit. At) we know is, that he rendered Fifienii fignal fer- 
vices, and did the pc^, y*nttiam, and their allies irreparable 
damaM'f. _ 

Ai£LLA7X>, who commanded the Fautiai army in the Mdlato 
mean time, was not idle : after he bad recoveied all the <™»w«^ 
places taken in the Btrgamtft by Pidniiw in the h& campaign, ^ ' '^"^ 
be eiKered the Crrmamfe, voA every where carried with him 
terror and defolation. Pieimnt, hearii^ of MtUats'% progrels, 
recalled all his detachments, nsarcbed into the Crentmtfe, and 
cDcamped between the Pa and the city Crtmom. Paffing the 
liver, he went and befieged Cofel-Majn; whidi he knew Picintw 
would divert Mdiato from bis other defigns. The event an- hfi*i" 
fwered hb conjedure ; for Mtllata having ftrongly ganifoned Caffel- 
aU the i^Kes he poflelTed in the Crtmmefe, marched to CdjftU ^"J"^* 
A^«r, aitd fi>usd means to thiow in a icinforcemeitt. Har- 
tog fully AippHed Sodnna, a ftrong plan of equal confequeuce, 
aiM placed centincls and corps du gard along the river, be 
eitcamped at Bina, twelve mites from Coffel, his army not 
being ftiong enough to raife the fi^ by a battle. Picimnw, 
taking advantage of bis fuperior force, which confifted of 
twenty ihoufand line troops, almofl double the rtumber of 
MaSata'i army, proiccutcd the liege with unwearied diligence, 
ud great vigour '. For nineteen days fucceflively did he bal' 
Ur the wal&, almoft without iatermillion, or any great {iic- 
ce6. The fenate entertained hopes that he might at length 
be facced to abaodoa the fiege, both firom the ftrength of the 
place and the obfiinacy of ilie garrifon : but their expedta-

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rlom were foon diTappotnted by the Tudden (all of a firong 
tower, fuppofed to have been undermined by the treachery of 
fome of the ganifon. corrupted by PUintna. So alarmed wem 
the befieged with this accident, that they hung out a fl^ of 
truce, and otJered to cnpituUte upon rcafonable and moderate 
terms. Their propofats were equivocally anrweied, which 
more flroitgly confirmed the governor in his fufpiciont. Mean 
time Pleinint was fcheming the dcftruflion of the Fineiian 
army : he delayed the capitulation, until the iflue of an am- 
bulcade laid for Miliato fllould appear ; but the plot being 
difcovered, a capitulation Was figned, and the garrifon per- 
mitted to march out with the honours of war, their annsj 
and ammunition. 

After Ganzagabzd refigned the command of the Vmetiaii 
army, a report was propagated of his intention to enter into 
treaty with Pbiiip : upon this the V.nitian fenate fent arobaf- 
iadors to him to dilTuade him from adefign To injurious totb« 
republic. Notwithftanding he had refigned his poft of gene- 
ral, yet a confiderable body of the Manluan horfe a&eA undct 
Me!kUi and though Gtnxaga gencially refided ai Mantta, 
he often made excurlions, upon occafions of confequence, to 
the army to aflift ;l/«//(rte with his advice and counlcl. The 
amballadors- finding him at Maniua, received the (IrongeA 
alTurances of his intention to preferve the friendfhip of the 
Venetitoii inviolably, with which anfwer they returned fiilly 
Gonza- faiisfied. All this time Gonzaga maintained a fecret corref- 
ga\iirta- pondenceVith Piciuina, in which he agreed to afiift the plan 
tierf. he had laid down for the ruin of Mellata, by withdrawing his 
forces and joining them to Picinina'i as foon as he began the 
propofed attack. For this purpofe he came to the Fenrtiim 
camp, and ftrongly advifed Milkto to quit his prefent titva* 
tton, and march into the enemy's country. He had fo fu 
gained upon the provedatori, by the fpecioufnefs of his man* 
WIG and the force of his arguments, that they concurred widi 
his. opinion. Piatant arrived by a fecret march upon the 
banks of the Og/ia, and encamped at a ford about four miles 
diflant from Melkitei camp, where he difpofed every thing 
for an attack. The FeneliaH general fufpeded thofe motions 
were only a feint to cover fome other defign, kept clofe within 
his enttencbmentfi, and took every neceflary precaution. The 
frequent motions of the enemy fflill more confirmed him in his 
opinion, that Piein'm had fame other defign than to attack a 
camp ftrongly fortitied by nature and art. At laft the coorter 
between the treacherous Gonxaga and Pidninoviis taken, an4 
the whole defign difcli^ed to Mellata, vriio thinking it beft 
fo avoid coming to an explanation at that time, took his 
pieafurni 
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(neaTares for deceiving Gattxaga and turning the tables: For 
^is purpofe he detached thcMoifluaa horTe finder Giiyoanni To- 
Uiulru, with orders to crols the river fame miles above the 
enemy's camp, and to attack ttiem in the rear, upon a figna) 
given that the armies were engaged. ' Having thus difengaged 
pimfelf from the Mantuatu, he gave orders for the ariny to 
decamp with the utoioA filence, in the middle of the night, 
and marched with fuch expedition that by biealc of day he wa> 
twelve liiiles dillant before the enemy were apprized of bi» 
motions. In this manner did he proceed unmolelted to Bag- 
ptle, where he encamped and fortified himfeif in a ruuation 
almoft inacceOible **. Gitaaga's fchcmes being icnown at l^e- 
mcty the fenate refolved to punifli his perfidy. With this in- 
tention, a- prodigious fleet, confiAing of lixty-five gallies, 
fight galliots, and a number of fmall veiTels, was equipped JJI"t 
with all poffiblc difpatch, and the command given to Ptttrt tquipptd 
f^rtlatUi the oid and faithful favourite of the republic. He 'V'ai'JI 
had oideis to fail up the Pa, and defoUte the eiKmy's coun- Gonsa^ 
try. During the preparations at Vtaict, MiUato propofed 
JTending part of his army to Brefda, both to refreOi the 
troops, and provide for the fecuriiy of the town ; he was 
flrongly oppofed by the inhabitants, who infilled upon its be- 
ing left to their own defence. Miliato fufpei^ed their fidc- 
}tty, until, by the influence of Francifie Barbare, a leading 
perlbn in the city, the inhabitants were perfuaded to com' 
ply with his requeft, and the gates were put into the hands 
of the Venttiaru. Barbaro, at the fame time, performed an- . 
Other fignal fervice to the republic, reconciling, by his pru- 
^ntcoiului^, the he^dji of a faftioDi whofe animoliiy endan- 
gered the tofs of the city '. 

PICININO, in the mean time, was concerting mcafures 
with Genxaga and Verpui for Ihutting up the lake Bonae and 
river MiiKia, the only paSes by which Adtliata could fup- 
ply bis army with forage and proviltons. Dividing his ar- 
my into four columns, Gonzaga and Vtrme, with two fepa- 
rate corps, entered the Verantft j and having, by the force 
pf money, made tbemfelves mailers of Valtza^ they foon 
pver-run all the country lying between the rivers Aiiei and 
A£naa. Here it wa^ that Gievanni MtlaVBtle, going from 
Brtfda to Verona^ with three hundred horfe, fell into their 
bands, after a Wave relillance. They loon afterwards fub- 
flucd the inhabitaiuspf the lake Bmac; »nd Gtnzaga reduced 
fiUara, fituated at the rife of the Minfia^ and Lmaia, upon 
the Brejdiut mountains ; forts which bad formerly belonged

ing received reinforcements from Srtjria^ volunteer! railed bf 
Barbara, and multitudes of tnountaitieers, his arm^ was ane- 
tnented to the number of twenty thoultnd flrone ; but fina- 
ing that Piciniru, l» Goirxag^ jundion, w» nill Cuperior* 
Wid Aiipeding the fidelity of reveral of hit own officers, be 
waved his intention, and cantoned the army in the neigh- 
bouring towns and fortre&s. Pidmiie, being thus at liberty 
to ad as he pFeaTed, led his army to befiege Saki ; which, 
•ftet fonte time lofl-, he wits forced to relinquiOi, on sccoadt 
of the bmve and ebflinate defence of the garrifnn *. After 
^b he drew near Felidma and Mamtbia, By the terror of 
bis anna compelling the Ftrlmii and the inhatiitMts of 
Mtnutka to embrace the caufe of Viftnth HcnCe he march. 
ed to Pentcglia, Which, with teveral other towns, he redoccd 
before the end of the campaign. 
« jj PHItlP's arms were no left fuccelsful in antHher qtnr- 

j,,^' ter. In the valley of Camotui he carried all before him, A* 
, tmio Buhari his general there, having by force or perftiafian^ 
reduced all the inhabitants to his obedience : however, h£ 
did not long retain his conquefts; for the diligent and ftidlfiil 
Barlwt of Brefiia nifed great bodies of -mountaineers, wbcmt 
he fent under the condud of I^ttnatda Martinenga againft 
Btthari. Martinenga foon drove the enemy out of the conn- 
•ywith great flaughter; after which he over-run the whol* 
territory, deftroying every thing with a barbarous fury, an4 
feverely punifliing the cowardice and perfidy tX the mifetabte 
' inhabitants of the valley '. 

DuRiNS thde exploits Picinine defeated Grittit who WU 
difpatched by MellatOy with a body of three hundred feat and 
fwo hundred borfe, to reinforce Chiavdj at that time be- 
jkged by the Milanefe general ; after which he inveftcd 
Rhoad^ but not bef(>re he had coinpleatcd the reduftton of 
Chiava. Mellato apprehending the danger of the town from 
riie woakneft of the garrifon, detached a body of troops, all 
vdunteers, fVom the mountains of ^itj!6p^/(7 and So-ertVAi, to 
faife the fiege, or at leaft to reinforce the- garrifon '. Ail 
ambufcade was laid for them bv 'Pidnint ; but the FoittiM 

Sneral conduced his affairs (o prudently that the enemy's 
leme was bafHed, a general engagement brought on between 
both armies, and the Miiamfe general forced to rclinquifli hit 
enttrprize. After an obftinate conflift a retreat wis founded 
by mutu^ content, and the armies fepztaied wiihout-vt£tory'<

4tclvjag for either .■ AlfUait retumcd to Bn/da, and Pitinlnt 
to CtUglut '., Policy uut Txai, hawser, made Barbar» pro- 
^bifli K camplete vi^oiy all mei Brtfiia ; that PUiMtiM wu 
^kcR Hnd repulfed with great flaughter, and that the night 
wly bad prevented the total defltudion of his army. Nor 
W4a tlu« repoft confined to Brifiia only ; it difFufed itfelf to 
Vnictt which excited fo general a Joy, that the people flociccd 
th« cnaiket-pbcs to congratulate each other upon th« 
nwiow efcapc of their army, and complete defeat of the ene- 
my. The city at thia time fwirmed with failors, railed for 
HQanning the fleet iawnjed »ffin& Geozaga : they loon be- Jtamalt 
fame tiotou* in their mirth ; they began with pulling down » Venice, 
^Is and (iKfti, to make fuel for their bonfires. At laft the 
tumult became fb great as to require the intervention of the 
vaeiAerial authority j but ^lit was likewifr defplfed, and the 
BWb cofltinually cncreafing, the whole city was in danger 
of being plundered and burnt, through the unruly and un- 
bridled lieentioufnels of the tumultuous fatlora, when Zert- Appta^ 
tano interpofed : he was held in fuch great veneration among ^Xore- 
them that their paffions foon yielded to his arguments. The tano. 
tumult was quelled, the mob diTperfed, and public tranquility 
oftahliflicd by this admiral, whofe reputation and popularity 
«&ded what the fenate and doge found too difficult for their 
authority. Heyhad for the fpace of twenty years heen the 
coafiant and faithful fervant of (he republic : his mildne&, 
node%, liberality, and afiability, had gained htm the gene- 
ral efteem : he was not more refpeSed by the people for hts 
brftvery and generofity, than by the doge and fenate for the 
ftfeetnela of hh manners, and zeal for the public fervtcc. 
KotwUhfianding his great age he was now appointed to con- 
duQ one of the mod formidable armaments ever equipped by 
the repi^ic, and to execute a commiffion of equal delicacy 
•od importance. 

PICININO^ during the preparations at Venice, cartied all 
bdbre him bv his vigilance, adivity, »mI the fuperiority (^ 
lus army. Marching from CtUigtui to RJxad with all his R^o'd 
fofces, he profecuted the fiegc fo vigorously that the garrifon ^^ y 
was foon forced to furrender at difcretidn. He then reduced °"^""''*'- 
Bmudif Paitmia, and Paffirm. In the fpace of one week 
he foA:ed the /ibnticulansy Jiiiiam, Orniam-, and Brlenfis, 
loeether with the forts of fjia and Volhtpia to fubmit to 
Pkiip. A few days alter he poflefled himfdf ofall the Bref- 
atH plains, a grnv part of the mouDtams, and the whole 
territory, the new Orgei excepted. His defign was to fljiu

MtUaio up in Brefda, where, in a little time, for want of 
provifions, he muft ruirender ''. The Venetian, fufpeaing 
his intention, and awaie of. the confequence of being pent 
up in that corner, left a llrang ganifon in the city; utd, 
with the reridue-of the army, began his march about the 
middle of the night towards Verona. BlenJas fays, Metiatt 
had with him five thoufand horfe and foot ; but Aianlaaa and 
Pafiui of Arimini^ who were both prefent in the whole wxti 
affirm that his army did not exceed three thoufand. Hefirft 
marched to the ban)u of the river MiiuiOj which he ittempted 
to ford before Falexia; hut wasdifappointed on account of die 
depth of the water, and the oppo&tion from the enemy. Upoo 
this he returned to Brefc'ia, and was clofely purfued by Fiei- 
nim, who might probably have furrounded thcVeiietiam, had be 
taken the precaution of fending a body of troops to intercept 
their returnt upon the prefumption that they woujd be unable 
to advance. Mtllato, finding ii would be tmpolfible to fub- 
CDlongerinfr^'ia, determined to hazard every thing to avoid 
Mellato furrendcring by famine '. He projected the fcheme of leading 
frupefti his troops to Verona, over mountains, and through forcfti 
tmjjaii the which had always been deemed impaflable. Nothing in hif- 
'-'-'. tory exceeds the diffiCulry of this march, which was equal to 
Hannibal'% over the Alp. The army fet out from Brefda 
about midnight, pafTed through the vale of Suabia to the 
mountains, every foldier being furnifhcd with as much pro- 
vifion as he could conveniently carry. They continued their 
inarch through roclcs, bogs, forelts, and deferts for the whole 
night and all the fucceeding day without halting. The in- 
habitants of the valley of Suabia, fubje^cd to the bithi^ of 
Trent, knowing their maker's diflike to the Venetians, took 
arms, and grievoully harrafled the rear of the army. Jl^- 
/ato's orders were, that the foldiers Ihould keep clofe to their 
Colours ; but that was impolTible in the difEoilty of die 
roads, where frccjuently only one man could pals, while the 
horfes came tumbling down with their riders from precipices. 
This, and the fatigue of the foot, occaiioned the loitering 
of numbers behii)d,who were con ftantly knocked on the bead 
by the Sitahians. For the defence of the wearied in&ntry, jMtl- 
leto ordered a troop of horfe to lead up the rear, and often 
to difmount, in order to accommodate loldiers unfile to pro- 
ceed. He was forcmoft in every danger, difficulty, and 
hardOiip. The troops were animated by his example, and 
Co afic^ed with the goodnefa of tbeit general, that they 
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chearfuDy performed exploits beyond th^ir natural flrength. 
Alter baving travelled two days, the army halted to rerrcQi 
00 the top of a mouniain ; and as loon as the wearied 
ibldicfs had with food and (leep recruited their exhaufted fpir 
rits, MtUato gave orders to proceed on their march by break 
of day. He knew the neceffity of expedition, as the bifhop 
of Trint would not fail to take advantage of their defperate 
iituation. On this day's march he was joined by Pario La- 
drtn, who followed him with a confiderable body of moun-^ 
taineers from Brefde, and had, in Ipiie of fatigue and dan- 
ger, refolved to fliare the fortune of Millato and the fmf 
lion army. 

In the mean time the biOiop of Tretay having notice that ^■*« ""•!• 
Mtllaio was pafling through his dominions, raifed all the ^^'^'fti'rf' 
forces he could to block up the pafles, and hem him in on eve- tf ibf la- 
Ty fide. This prelate ordered a ftiong body of troops to feizc ^* 
upon the declivity of a fteep and ilrong mountain, over which 
MeUato mull neceflarily march by an exceeding narrow path. 
Without an enemy the place was horrible ; two men could 
fcarce pafs a-brealt, aad the mountain was almo{l perpendi- 
cular : above appeared nothing but lloncs and rocks i nor 
was the profpedt below Icfs dreadful ; the brain turned giddy, 
and the moil refolute courage was difmayed : the leait flip 
of the foot, or the flighted accident would have fen c the paf. 
feogcrs tumbling into eternity; how horrible then muflithave 
been to encounter an enemy from above, and . the immenfe 
fiones they fent rolling down with prodigious force ! Mtl- 
iaU perceiving the troops quite difheanened with the danger, 
advanced with a detachment againil the enemy : he made a 
fweep round the hill, and fcrambled up with a fpirit and refo- 
lution that amazed his own troops, and confounded the ene- 
my, who were foon broke and defeated. Having happily ef- ■ 
ftatd this he returned to the army, who impatiently waited 
the event of the expedition. To add to the mifery of this 
day's march, every little livulec was fwelled with the deluges 
of rain, arnl rendered fcarce .ford able. Nothing but necellity 
attd an invincible courage could furmnunt the numberlefs dif- 
ficulties that concurred : an enemy barbarous to a degree, 
famine, fatigue, mountains, rocks, tempelluous weather, and 
almtdl impailable deferts : thefe, together with ficknefs which 
now prevailed, made up the honid catalogue. At length, af- 
ter three days march, they de fee nded to the plain, on the banka 
of the river Sana, which runs from the raouniaiiiG of Trent lo 
the lake Bmat : here the army was obliged to flop, the fords 
being found too deep for the pafTagc of the infantry. Next 
■Oomiog the opfkofite ih/at of the rivn was covered with ftr^ 
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fiuVt troc^, difpatchcd bj Pitiniw along the like to oppo& 
Jhtacltd the paSagc of the ftnetiani : they were likewile purfued and 
fytlv tut- attaclced in the rear by the "bifhop of Trtnl, who by this time 
^' . bad collc£ted an army greatly fupcrior to Afitlat^s. In dm 
extremity the Vttutians were relieved by the courage and coo- 
dud of a rubaltent officer, who propofed that in ^ night 
torches {hould be tied to their Unccs, and the army marcb 
u if dctermiRed to attempt the paflage of the river rather 
than perifli in their prefent fiiuation. The enemy, vrho de> 
lended the pafs by which it was defigned to dcapc, oblerveil 
the Venetians inalte towards the river, and they doi^Kcd- not 
but their Intention was to open themfelves a way through it 
by the fword. Without hefiution they poured down from ^ 
mountains to * attack Mellatt in the rear ; but no Iboner 
moved than Pile/ut feized upon their poH with a fmall party 
he had with him, and made a fignal for the reft of the forcca 
Pilofus that he was in pofleffion. Immediately a fliout of joy *nt 
/avei lit heard alt over the army, and the enemy perceiving their mif- 
^"W- take endeavoured to regain the pafs i but they were received 
by Pila/us with a courage equal to his condu^, and rcpulfed 
with great (laughter. Then did Mellaft purfue his mardi, 
croffing (he river without oppofition, by which the anny 
found themfelves next day in a plentiful country, after b«r< 
ing long fuliained the utmoIV prelTure of fatigue and hunger 
in barren mountains. The change was a poradife to them, 
and Pibfus regarded as a tutelary angel both by the gencnl 
and Ibldieis. MtUala was fb feniiUe of his feivices, that he 
immediately preferred him to the poft of centurion, and re- 
commended him to the fenate as the prelcr;cr of the Faw 
tim army. 
During thefe tranEi£Hons in die mountains of Trent., 
Loretano i^,iano with the Venetian fleet entered the P» } bat found 
Meri t t jjjj paflage obftru£ted by Ganxaga, who had caufed great piles 
to be driven in the livcr, upon vriiich he laid ftrwig plaids, 
building forts at every twenty paces diftancc, and mling op 
the fpaces with ftrong iron chains in fuch a manner as made 
them impailable ^. He likewife ftrongly garrilbncd Sermmt, 
a Itrong town upon the Pa, and took his meafiu-es (b wdl m 
ctTedhially flopped Laretani. Tha admiral waited for direa 
weeks, every day in expefiation of the land forces : at Tift 
wearied out he refolved to befiege Strmena, but found die 
place too well prepared to entertain hopes of fuccecding vnAf 
out a greater force of infantry. Chagrined wiHi difitppoint- 
neat Xtrttatta fell fick, and died univerfidly regretted. 
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Whim MtHait wu croffine the mountains Ptdniiu laid 
ii^e to Nitii Orgety and carried U through the treachery and 
com^oa of Pietn Luaiy whom MtUato had difpatched with 
three hundred horle to reinForce the garrifon, and take upon 
btlD the command. After this he received orders from Philips 
though late in the fealbn, to befiege Srefciot which had long pidnino 
beeti the objed of his ambition. Pianino immediately led lats^M 
his axiny> confiftuig of twenty thoufand fighting men, and a u Breicia. 

fttax number of battering pieces againft this city, and without 
clay opened the trenches. Before this fiege few hiflorians 
take notice of cannon ufcd by the Italitms, though it ts ima- 
gioed the invention was Icnown to the ytnttidm at the time 
when Qnoggia was talcen by the Genaeft. Baronius exprefly 
mentions, that by -means of them' the fiege of Fenite was 
laitedt and die Giattfi blocked up in Ckioggia. Upon the 
I^efedt occafion we are told, that Pictnini had pieces of can- 
non fent him from MHan^ which carried bullets of three 
hundred weight. His batteries played fo furioufly againft the 
fcmet cX MemhtUmu, and other parts of the cityt that feve- 
ral breaches were made in the walls, and the garrilbn began 
to talk of capitulation ' : bovCvCi', Barbara the governor, 
and Ibme of the chief ofllcei^, Dill determined to defend tt 
to the Uft extremity. By agreement among them it was re- 
Iblved, that Chriflaphnv DsnaU, the chief civil magitlrate, 
fliould keep open table, and generoully entertain all degrees 
c^ men, that they might die Mner' fupport the fatigues of 
the fiege, and more fecurely be fixed in their allegiance to the 
lepi^ic : diat Barbara) who was the highcft military magl- 
Arate, equally zealous for the public good, generous and 
brave, Ihould by the fame means animate and fupftort the 
garrilbn. fior^fomhted nothing which could prompt them 
to their duty : he even feigned letters and mefl^es of fpeedy 
fuccour promifed hiM, by which and his own example there 
was not an individual in the garrifon who had not rather 
perifli than fuinnit. Thus infpirited he madefcveral fuccefs- 
fill tallies, whereby die enemy were often repulfed with great 
flaugihtcr, and their batteries deftroyed. All the breachet 
made in the day were repaired at night, and the befiegers fur- 
prized with finoing complete walls next mOming as they were 
preparing to tiorm the city : even the women laboured with 
indefatigable induflTy, danger and the example of Barbara 
inlbiring them with unufal magnanimity and courage. At 
lau difeafe and famine were near producing what neither the 
power Of flcill of the enemy could tffe&. To obviate this 
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infupporuble evil, proclamation was made for all thofe un- 
able or unwilling to bear arms to retire Irom the city. la 
confequcnce of this, one half of the inhabitants removed, 
with their wives and fimilics ". The city appeared in % 
manner dcfolaie j but the courage of thofef who remuned 
was unappalled. Although the aJTaults of the enemy were 
more frequent, and theii hopes augmented in proportioo as 
the number of the bcHeged was diminiQied, yet they were 
always warmly received, and repulfed. At laft the waDi 
round the tower MBmbelbnt being levelled to the ground, it 
was refolved to ftorm the garrifon : Picintns, at the head of 
his bcft troops, began the allault, -and continued it for the 
whole day without intermiSion ; when, towards the evening, 
his foldiere, unable longer to withlland the fury of the be> 
lieged, were broken and defeated. The attaclc was renewed 
for three days fucceffively ; but always unfucccisfully : the 
befieged were not to be overcome either with fatigue, dan- 
ger, or any kind of hardfbip ". PUimno, perceiving they woe 
refolved to buy death with the dellruftion of his army, re- 
folved to break up the fiege, and fave the remainder of his 
?f, broken forces. Thus, after fpiniiing out the campaign to the 
^'^/M- middle of the winter, after enduring all the extremities of cM 
and fatigue, after the lofs of near three thoufand of his troMK, 
befides a great number of nobility and gentlemen of the firft 
rank in /Wy, after having exbauftea bis whole ftock of 
military skill and cuiming, be was compelled to retire from 
the walls of a city defended by a handful of brave militia. 

During the liege of Brtfiia Mellato was not idle : as 
foon as he had recovered the fatigue of his late march he 
entered upon a£lion. His firft care was to try every method 
to fuccour Brtfiia ; but they all proving fruitlefs he reduced 
Bargo and Corvario : here the brave Pilofut received a cocH 
tufion, of which he died before the arrival of the phyftciani 
and furgeons fent to his alSftance by the fenate. The grief 
was general for the lofs of this hero, though of private rank ' : 
hb body was brought to Feniu, and interred at the public ex- 
pence. Such were the many examples of public honours be- 
llowed upon private fubjeds, of valour and merit, by that wife 
and politic flate. Upon this occafion too the fenate coofer- 
ed tke title and authority of general on MtUate, in acknow- 
ledgment of. his late good condufl, and in reward of his 
former exploits : nor was Barbara forgdl ; his zeal, fpirit, 
and indefatigable induflry met with a recompence and ho- 
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noun aiJequate to the high degree of his merit, and the fenfe ■ n 
the republic had or his unwearied loyalty and fidelity i'. Ave- iJif/ 
^Jti, a native of Bre/da, was foliciting the fenate Ibr the re- 
lief of his brave countrymen, and the doge earneftly exhort- 
ing them to fend immediate fupplies, when a mciTenger ar- 
rived from Barbara with the joyful intelligence that the ficge 
was raifed. Neither Fajcar't^ the fenate, or Auagadrt^ could 
credit the meflenger before they had read Barbarg'% difpatches : 
they were then equally llruck with amazement and admira- 
tion at the obHinate valour of the garrtfon. The whole city 
was in a blaze with bonfires, and a joy appeared every where* 
equal to what might be expefled had /<mi« been relieved from 
a Itegc. A reward viras fent to every individual in the garri- 
fofl; the wives of the dead were ordered to be fupported at 
the public charge, and particular honours decreed to Barbara 
and the other officers. 

After the difgrace before Brefda-, Piciniao befieged and 
reduced Ledrpn^ alTembled his troops, and proceeded to ^0- 
mam, which he inveded; but this place, ftrong by art and 
nature, and well provided and garrifoned, baffled all his at- 
tempts. Finding he could maice no impreilion, he retired, 
with his troops, into their former winter-quarters "*. 

During theft tranfaflions in the depth of winter, the ' 
feiute, by the advice of A'if/'ffiba D'M/ft, were taking mca- 
fures to- regain the friendfhip of Sfirza, whom they now 
found to be of rnore confcquence than they imagined '. They 
lilcewife laboured -with all their might to engage the F/aren- 
tines in their quarrel, this republic having, Jince the difmif- 
fion of Sfer^M, been entirely neutral and inaiSivc. Sfarza 
was difgufted with PhUip\ prevarication about the promife of 
giving him his dauphwr in marriage. That prince had de- 
tached him from the alliance of Viniei in fuch a manner, 
that he thought no refeniment could induce him to enter 
again into a fervice in which he had been fo grofsly af- 
fronted. Some farcafVical ftrokes from his rival Pianino, ad- 
ded greatly to S/erza'i indignation. At the fiege of Brtftia, 
Pieinhio being asked, to what purpofc he lavilhed his own 
and the foldiers blood to procure a city which would foon 
come by inheritance to his rival ? he replied, " Do you 
** finifli the bufinefs, and we (hall be time enough at La 
" Marca to difappoint this delicate bridegroom, and turn the 
•' mirth to our own advantage." In fljort, the duplicity of 
Fifteniif and his animofity to Pidnim, determined this ge- 
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nenl ^ tiften to the Vautimtj who were even profbfe in 

their offers of fcnricc. Mmtaiu tells us, that a poifion of 

two hundred and twenty thouland ducats, ao inci^ible film 

in chofe AMSf was alE^ned him *.

It flwuld 
in this cafe become the ptopcrty of SftrzM, the ^aiend and 
commander in chief of the confined anny ; that any num- 
ber of forces he ihould think neceflary, fhmild be levied at 
thejointexpenceof both ftatesj thatJ^rza fliould difeflly 
march into Lombardy to relieve the Vttutiamy who were hard 
puflied in that quarter : N'uhnlat D'JEftt was Ukewife in- 
cluded in this treaty'; and it was ftipulated to lupport^ 
at the expence of the republics, Cmd^ FavaUno with hfteen 
hundred horfe and three hundred foot, togetherwith bis Ibn 
Borfia with one thoufand horfe, as auxiliaries, to aA by the 
iuea\ono{Sfotza'.

In confcquence of the retreat of the Vtnttians^ Pianino laid 
liege to Linage, and reduced the be&eged to ^e ncceffity of 
■ capitulating. 

In this {late were affairs when an engagement hafipeiied 
near the lake Btnac, which terminated more to the advantage 
of the Vemelians than the laft encounter. Ilialuj lay at S^ 
with a confiderable body of horfe and foot, and was oppofed 
by a corps greatly inferior to bis own under Avtgadrt. They 
met at Mudtma^ a town to which Ittalui propoled laying 
fiege. The battle began with vigour, and was maintuoed 
with obftinacy and condu^ for the whole day : neither Gde 
Teemed to have any chance for vidory, until Zino, the Vau- 
tiatt admiral on the lalce, bringing his Ibips as clofe as poffibla 
ri«Vene- tothc fhore, landed a body of feamen, who Toon turned the 
tians VIC' fcate in favour of Avegaare. The failors attacjced htabu 
Uritta. jn the rear, and fo galled him, that, unable longer to keep 
the field, he retreated in difordcr, leaving behind a great 
number of Hain, wounded, and prifoners, to the amounted 
one thoufand five hundred foldiers. Himlelf efcaped under 
favour of a dark night i but fifty of his chief oflken were 
taken". 
A. D. In the mean time S/orza let out for the army from Ls 
H}8. Marca, attended by a numerous retinue of young nobility 
and gentry. On his arrival iiArimini, the head-quaitcn 
fixed for the army, he ordered a general mufter, when the 
troops were found complete. He had heard of Picinina and 
GaiBU/ga's intention of removing the war into PoAta and 
Vinemxay and refolved, if poflihlei to anticipate their prtje^ 
by puOiing into Ltmianfy". His firR attempt was moa 
Ferlimptpiiiy which he foon reduced ; thence marching to ii«- 
vema, news was brought him, that the enemy had fctzcd up- 
on all the territories of Verona and VinctnKO. The city Vtn- 
fia was clofety befieged, and the burghers of both capitals 
had mutinied and expelled the Venftian garrifons : in ffliort,

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without the utmoft expedition and good fortune, thofe ci- 
ties, it was feared, muft fall into (he hands of the enemy. 
The commotions arafe from the wanton ot^reflion of the 
garrifon, who treated the inhabitants with unbridled licenti- 
oufhefs and rapacity. The Paduam were foon perfuaded to 
pacific meafures upon the return of their governor ; but the 
yincaruau were mote obftinate. They faid, that they wanted 
no foreign defence ; that tbeir loyalty to the republic, and 
their own bravery were fufiicient for the fecurity of their 
city, and to repulfe all the attacks of their enemies. The 
fautim fenate had many prools of their fidelity and affec- 
tion, which were Aronger barriers againft Philip's power than 
thoufands of hireling troops. MeUais^ hearing of the ex- 
pulfion of the garrifon, haflencd thither i but finding the 
Frneenzani 6nnly attadied to the Vinttians, and that only a 
noble refentment of the infults and wrongs fufbiined from 
the troops, occafioned the prefent troubles, he greatly com- 
mended their fpirit and ze^, afltired them of the prote^on 
of the republic, and left the inhabitants to defend their own 
ciiy*. 

The intelligence Sfirm had received from Padua and the Sfbraa 
Verumfe made him change his meafures : quitting Ravenna marebti ta 
he went to Rancannes, where he obliged Guido and Francifcoy tbtVtto- 
Pianiiu's fons, to retire with a large body of cavalry to ForS. nefe. 
Hence, through the Bola^efi he paficd to Badina, where, 
fliip[»ng his heavy baggage on the Ft, he proceeded through 
Ferrara to Adria^ and arrived in the Paduan territories, hav- 
ing crolTed four great rivers, in half the time expei£ted. 
Another mufter of his anny was made, and it amounted to 
fix thoufand two huiidred and forty-four horfe, and eight thou- 
fand fix hundred foot, complete and fit for aSion. His firfl 
care was to cScEt a jundion with the troops under Mellate, 
which was happily accomplifhed by the good condu£t of both 
generals. Sfrr^uts army now unounted to fourteen thoufand 
horie and eight thoufand foot, a force fufficient to carry on 
the war ofiienfively '. 

During thefe tranfaSions in the Paduan and Vtronife^ 
Brijaa was reduced to great extremities, infomuch that no- 
thing but the invincible zeal and courage of Barbara could 
maintain the inhabitants in their allegiance. Although Pid- 
tuiu had raifed the liege inyatiuary, yet during the whole ThteSfi 
winter and fpring the Brtfciant were infefted by perpetual in- *'^*f^ 
curfions of partiea : the paScs by which diey could receive Brelcia, 
provifion and forage were fliut upj money was Icarc^ aa

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the Vtmtiatu had remitted none for levenl mrotfac, fit «»• 
hiuftcd were the finances of the republic; and to cnnni their 
mifcry, direafe and famine prevailed to a great degree. In 
this lituation Barbara wat ittdefatigable, bit fpirit invindb^t 
and hb inventtoo inexhauftible : he railed money upon hi* 
own credit for the payment of hti troops ; laid in ^eat ftockf 
of chcfnubi, roots, uid fruits, to fupply the want of whetf 
and corn ; he deceived hi* own troops and the enemy br 
feigned letters and coircfpondences % he converfed a&bly villi 
all degrees of the inhabitants, and liberally fpent hii tatuoe 
in their fupport} his houfe w^s open to rdieve the hungiy 
of every degree; he procured troops of horfe to enter the city 
■ in the oigbt with bags ftul&d with hay, to perfuade die ]»• 
babiunts into a hope of frefh fupplies, and then the next d^ 
made a diftiibution of wheat and barley, which he had re- 
fnyed for his own ufe ; he nrued hi* patriotic artifice 16 fu 
as to have arrows, with fcrolb of pa^cft ftuclc ai n^t in 
fotne of the high lowera and ftecplcs, as if theji had boen Ikot 
by his friends withiuit, to acquaint bin with ueir tntentioM 
of affording him fpecdy relief. 

IVTALVS had 1:^ this time ettcampcd within a lew miki 
of the city, with a confideraUe body of troops ; and&iri»», 
on protnife of being ppwerfijUy fuppivted by the mountaineere, 
relbhred to diHodge him and fet fire to » part of the aMny's 
^£0. upon the lake " : but tbow^ the plan Sat both was 
concerted with all the forelight which human ptudcuce could 
dired, yet the execution &ii«d, diroi^ lomc anacoouotibk 
circumffances, and £dri«ri was rt^lfw) With k^'. 

BRHSCIA was fituated in diis manner vhJe SfitvM't ^ 

$fan^ ptoach obliged the enemy to raife the flcge of Ftrtmi and r<- 

raifii tbt *"^ '0 ^'^'i a towo on the cxnlMca of the VtroMtft. S/anut 

_/Sgp ^ then bcft^ed Lnigina, and after feveral aSdjilu, in which bp 

Verona, loft two of his intimate friendsi oU^cd it to Iwrrendef. Tikis 

taidrtimtt fb incenfed lutn diat he rased the walls to the ground* b«t 

Longina. had the humanity not to put the garrifoa to the fword : then 

drjiwing up hb army in a hollow fquare be marched again& 

the enemyi wbo were encamped a few nuiles diOant ; but 

they declining battle, he turned towards VaKftaay and fim 

recovered all the towns whi^ had been taken fioig the k- 

puUic. 

Although tihe enemy had raifed the Tfege <XVtramt 
they continued, to keep it blocked up by catrenchnwatSk 
which S/wza, without great danger and ioipnidence, cnvkt 
not force. He therefore, detonnined tp nUcve the city, by 
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pa(&s over the nounuinsj which he efieded, after a dange- 
rous and tedious march. 

in the mean time both Phinino and S/siza exerted all ParaUd 
their skill about Breftia, the one to diflrefs, and the other trt-aiaa 
to relieve Bariare. The former relied chiefly on his pcrfeft f^- ■ 
ktMwledge of the country, fnares, ambiiflies, and intrigues. ''™ ""^ 
Sfer^u^A genius and comprehcnfion were gieatly fuperior : his " " 
Jcbemcs were cxtcurive, great, and worthy of a renowned 
commaiKler j but then he negleiSed the minutix, on which 
often liepcnd the fate of the Anefl laid fchemes. The fe- 
nate of ymut was under the ulmoll concern about a city that 
had fb long and faithfully fuflained all the prclTure of extreme 
mifeiy : they fent the moll pofitive orders to Sfar^a to leave 
no means untrted to relieve the trudy Barbaro and his brave 
garriibn. At lall itwas happily effe^ed'by the defeat oipi- Picinina 
cinino, and dcfiniiflion of bis army. Before the engagement •^'ftttd. 
began Sfona animated his troops with every argument that 
could incite courage into his troops ; he fet before them the 
example of the Brefiiam, and the fair profpei£t of immortal 
glory, and booty, the ftrongeft iiuiu cements of any toafol- 
aiei **. His difpofiiion was fo judicious, his choice of the 
grounJ fo cjrcelicnt, and his courage, throughout the engage- 
ment, Co confpicuous, that the fuccels could not be attri- 
buted to the tate of war. It was the natural cocifcquence of 
that aftonilbing dilplay of the hacR talents and capacity. He 
was fuppofted 1^ Iiis army with all the cotuage he could de- 
luc ) aod a fort of rivaiOiip fcetned to prevail who {hould 
bcft execute tbcii general's commands. PUiniao, after bis 
tight wii^ gave way, made oi>e defperate pufli againft the 
f^netian infantry on the right, which they were unable to 
witblland : they were brolcen and put in coafufion, when 
S/brza arrived with a frefh corps, who fuftained the enemy 
while he was rallying the difoidered lines. This effe^ed, 
be renewed the attack with fuch impeinoGty, as baffled »li 
teiilbjice, broke the enemy, and made prodigious flaugb- 
ttt, Pidiam efcaping with diiBcuJiy in a meaa difguife. 
Sfirza imagined be had been among the pritonsrsj but lind- 
ing that hewas tniftaken, he offered arewaidof live thou- 
fand crowns to whoever fiiould take him alive*. Neaf 
four thouland prifor^rs were made, and among ihem a gicat 
number of nobility and officers of the tirfl dillin^on. 

ZENOy with the yerutian fleet on the lake Bcnac^ was, Zeno dt- 
durii^ this time, lefs fuccc&ful: aftei a vaucty of flight/'^"^- 
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encounters w!th the enemy, he was at la({ defeated, made 
prifoner, and his whole fleet taken, not on^ fliip having 
efcaped : Sanfivirim commanded the enemy's fleet, and Itta- 
lus a land army upon the banks of the lake. The latter made 
fo good ufe of*^ the vi^ory, that he foon reduced the ftroog 
<:a8.\c oi Muderna. 

As to S/orzfl he was called from purfulng his viflory to re- 
lieve Verona, clofely befieged by a ftrong detachment Pidrnm 
had fent for that purpofe before the engagement. Before he 
could arrive the enemy were in pofleffion, by means of a ftn- 
tagem which fucceeded, and Ganzaga was proclaimed prince 
of Vtrona. The citadel and fome forts were ftill in the haiA 
of the Venetians, and defended agatnfl: all the arts and powa 
of the enemy. Sfarza ordered lines of crrcumvallation to be 
formed, to prevent Genzaga'i elcape or fuccour, and the 
works were profecuted with fo great diligence, that in fear 
days the trenches were opened, and the batteries began to 
play with prodigious fury upon the walls. There was feme- 
thing exiraordinary in the fituatioh of the enemy, who woe 
befieging the citadel at the very time they were befieged in 
the city. In this condition it was not polHble they could boU 
fwt long : nor in effefl did they, for the third day after the 
batteries were opened a breach was made, and Sfirza ordcrBtl 
it to be ftormed '. The troops mounted with fo much relb* 
lution, and were fo well fupported by a fally from the cttadd, 
that the town was foon entered, ana the enemy chafed with 
great llaughter about the flreets. Tlie inhabitants bad kept 
themfelves ctofc in their houfes, without joining with eidiet 
party, until the enemy were defeated : then they began to pte 
proofs of their courage and loyalty, by infultlng the dead and 
wounded, and knocking in the head the few firagglcrs diit 
remained : but this would not fatisfy Sferza ; he demanded 
clearer proofs of their fidelity, and examined every circum- 
Aance concerning the ftratagem by which the enemy gained 
pofTefHon. The inquiry did not turn out greatly in favour of 
the citizens, many of whom were convicted of treafomdile 
pra^ices, and punifhed accordingly ; others were pardomd, 
and the whole exhorted to a more faithful dtfcharge of their 
duty *. The news of Sfarxd^ fuccefs was received with great 
joyat/W«, and a folemn ambafly fent to compliment him 
^ jj upon his condufl ; and henceforward the fortune of the re- 
14*0.' P"'''''^ began to rife, while that of Philip and Picimm vilibly 
declined. In conlcquence of Sfarza's victories Brefda waa re- 
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lieved, and an inteicourfe opened between all the parts of 
the Venetian dominions. 

PHILIP foon recruited Pidmna'a broken army, toot mca- 
fures for protrading the war by a fecrct contrad with Conu- 
tano the pope's general : herein it was Aipulated, that Carnt- 
iatu (hould invade La Afana, while Picinirts, croOing the Pa, 
fitould enter Tufcanj. The pope, fufpe^ing his general's fide- 
lity, narrowly watched bis conduif}, which was at lad Fully 
cleared up by fomc intercepted letters-, in conrequence of 
which Cmietano was feized and committed to thecallle of St. 
Angelo''. This detcdion difconcerted PAjV/f's plan, but he 
was not daunted. Picinine entered FUimniat and laid every 
place wade with fire and fword, though he could make no 
impreffion on the fortified towns, which were bravely de- 
fended-. 

His holinefs in the mean time ordered Lodovia, one of 
his bilhops, to lead the army, late Csnutam's, to Tufianyy 
in quality of apotlolical )ef;ate, and join the Fltrmtinis ; a 
proceeding which it was fuppofcd would frullrate Pidnim's 
intention*. But this general, after he had been rcpulfed by 
Pifani in his attempt upon Primotaria, marched dire£Uy with 
defign to crols the jfftptniuer. All poSible precautions were 
ufed by the Fiortnthus to guard the pafles, which PicinmB 
found meanSf however, to avoid by marching over mountaias 
almcA impervious. In this manner did he get to PoUiiana, p. • • 
which be belieged, to the great tetior of the Fhrentines, who J^^"'* 
every minute expefied him at their gates. This city he took, Tufcanv. 
and inftcad of marching to Fhretiu turned his arms againfl 
the Caffintitus, nuntng and deftroying every place he 
pafTed through. Picimno'a oversight produced a fatal altera- 
tion in hisaf^s } for before he came firom his excurlion 
againll this people, the Plormtinti had Joined the pope's 
forces, and were in a condition to a^ onenfively ^. Early 
in the fptit^ Sfarxa marched with a prodigious army to Tuf- 
tany. He propolixl making his way through the midft of the 
enemy's troops and garrifons, in order to a£t in conjun^ion 
with CftUareni, who commanded the Ventlian fleet upon the 
lake Btnac. The chief flrcngth of the enemy had always 
been dire<5Ud againft Brefisa, which flill was in great want, 
Dotwithftanding the fticcoure received. S/irrza determined, at 
all events, to relieve it ; but herein he forefaw numberlefs 
difficulties: the greatell of which was, the atmoQ impofSbi- 
lity of fupplying bis aimy with provifion and forage. When 
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he cameto the river Miwia^ be called a council toconfiilt what 
was bcjl to be done in this critical fltuatton ; whether or not 
he ought to paft the river, the confequence of which wouM 
be a neceffity of opening his w«y fo Brrftia by the iWotd » 
The council were unanimoufly of opinion, that evciy duw 
was to be hazarded for the rehef of a city which bad, du? 
fijch a feries of calamities, maintained iu fidelity. 

Before we trace 5/ira) fiirther. it will be neceflm we 
mention fomething concerning Cntarmi, and the fleet npoa 
die lake Bauic. The fenate having fcnt all the oecc&rks 
for equipping a fleet in catts to TerlMlleSy the carpenters fdl 
to work with the utmoft diligence, and, in a fliort tiiiie. 
launched fix galliw. With thefe Cmtartm £uled igainft the 
^''e'?y> /'ho were near double the number, commanded bv 
Blafi-) Jfereta, a Gtmefe. Cantarmi took on board fix com- 
panies ot foldiers, to annoy the eaeray wkb their arrow* and 
Contareni fraall-arms. The fecond day he met and cng^ed the eoe- 
Afcati my with a fpkit, intrepidity, and conduS, that foon made 
Philip'* him viaorious. The battle was very bloodr while it UBed; 
*^«. tbt the very elements cpmHned to incraafe the horror of Ae 
'***■ fcene, it blowing a ftorra during the whole engagement.' In 

the end the enemy were totally Iwoken, routed, aod dif- 
perfed, two of their gallies, with their crews, were fuiA, 
and two more taken, dntarm, puriiring bii vidory with 
prudence equal to his courage, atucked and redttcetl Rim, 
La Garda^ Ladxay and Bardolia, in order to open a com- 
munication with Brefiia, Tbe news rf this vidwy greatly 
animated the Bri/ciam: they now did not doubt <rf immedi- 
ate and efie<5tual fuccours, from die efforts of Cmtartm oa 
the one ftde, and of Sferza on the other'. 

SFORZAy before he bad intellw^ncc of this ? iOoiy, had 

crofled the Minda, and reduced l^ttnebtmt, SalUt, andJti- 

velttlla : here, by the advice of the Inuve Bariarsy he «- 

folved, inftead of marching direffly to Brtfiia, to fe^ the 

enemy's main army, and give it battle, fcnoW^, if he wn 

vidorious, that it would be a ^eat {tep not only to the rettef 

of Br^ia^ but towards finifiiittg the war", tin^tg that 

Sanfivtrina^ Iitabii and Vtrtida were entreitdicd near Saamm% 

he departed in Ac night, and furioufly attacked thfeir entmch- 

Sfoiw dt- ments. After the aflault had continued for tbine houra be 

fmiU^. began to fall back, as if his troops were unable to ftmd the 

iDsW charge: having drawn the enemy out of their trenchea, be 

vermio. „njrned fiercely to the atuck, broke and eotiivly roitfed 
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tbem with the lofs of three tboufsnd men iiUed aod taken 
priibncn. Pafiui of Arimini, quoted by SabtlUcui, lays, that 
tut enCeied the town of Sacinna pell mcil with the fugitives, 
and took it without reCHancc "- In confequeoce of this vic- 
toiy the New Orges, aod all the cities, cowos, forts, and 
cafil«sof tbe Brefiien, Bergamtfe, and valley of Crfmana,Te> 
tumcd to the obedience of the icpuUic. Croffing the Og/io, 
S/enui reduced Cajfd-Major, Bregitan, Rinoiui, and other 
towns in the territories of Ghlradadda and the Crnannefe °. 
In a word, his conquefts were fo rapid, that Philip refolved 
to recal Pianino out of Tufiany, for the defence of the Mtla^ 
A, which was great);' alarmed by the vicinity of Sfen^, 
BJi generali luiowiog the ioiporiance of leaving ihe Fkrtn- 
itnes and pope's forces unoppo&d, and that the lofs of the 
places he had taken would neceflarily enfue, refiiived to give 
the allies baiile before his departure. With this iiuention he _. . 
marchei to Jnglart, where they were encamped at th« bot- '^!*^'"2* 
torn (rf the Apenmiui, The FUretiliiies could not fland thef/]'"^ ^ 
fiift Ihocky but were put in fwne confiilionT when the P<)pe^ pjoren- 
forces* ptmring in upon the enemy with great vigour, re- tjnej^ ,^ 
triered the battlC' Pidnins had purfued the Fierenlhus too i,j^eaiiJ, 
far, he was now attacked in the flank and rear by the pope'i 
anny :' tbde, affi&d t^ the Flarentint horfe, fell upon him 
•veiy where, during his purfiiit of the Fkretaint infantry : 
thus, hemmed in on every fide, he was broke and put in 
conftifion, great ilaughter was made, and an incredible num- 
ber of [vifoners were taken. His intimate friend AJiurie Fih- 
vaititu was among the latter, a circumftance that' a(Fe<5M 
Picimne more Aan the lots of the battle i'. We are told by 
StitUiaa, that lb great was the reciprocal afleSion of thole 
friends, that.they vrerewith dif^ulty prevented fimm falling 
•D their- fwocdt whcathey were fquratcd. 

8F0RZA in the mean time purfued hb cefiquells, having 
taken CMtaaa afier an obltinatc defence, together with .i/z^^ 
and CoMtda, towns belonging to Gomuga, which made but a 
^ht refiftvice^. From thrace he proceeded and laid ftege 
to Ptfiaroy a city leated at the mouth of the river Miiuia : 
Nieb»la» lyMftt came K> the camp, offi:ring his mediation 
flor a peace. IfSfii (ardwr affiired SfartA that Phiiip would 
willingly give him his daughter in marriage, and even fend 
her with her portion to him, if required. It was Sforz^'a 
anTwtr, that peace would be equally agreeable to the f^netianr 
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and to himfeir, notwithftanding their rapid courle of profpe- 
tky, could it be obtained on equitable and honourable con- 
ditiom '. WMJle returned to Philip with this anlWcr, and 
during his abfence Pejtara furrendered at difcretion. 

PICININO, after his defeat, retired with his broken army 
into Flamitiia ; from thence he fet out by long marches for 
Milan, where he was in a. Oiort time recruited and enabled 
to taice the field. Nothing material, bcTides (he furrender of 
Ravmna to the f^trutians, happened during the remainder of 
this campaign. Sfarza, having put his army into winter-quar- 
ters, went to Vmict ; where he was received with a profuGoo 
of honours, worthy of his great merit and fervices '. He was rua 
after, and gazed upon as a prodigy. When he came to the 
gates of the city, the fenate, the feignory and all the no- 
biliiy went out to meet and condu^i him to the palace, where 
be was entertained by the doge with the utmoft diftinfikm 
and magnificence. Barbara^ and an hundred Brefcim gen* 
tlemen, were likewiff come to Vtnice, to compliment the re- 
public on the late fucce^ of her arms, aiul do honour to tlte 
marriage of Jacema Fafiari, fon to the doge. In Oiort, no- 
thing but mirth and fettivity was thought of, when intelli- 
gence arrived of the lijdden march of Pidnint into the Brtf- 
(iart, where he laid wafte every thing, and fpread confieroa- 
tion and ruin all over the &ce of the country *. Sfenm 
immediately fet out to aflemble his army % but, m fpite of hb 
expedition, Piciniahai polTefledhimfelf of all the champaign 
country, the Vnuzian dominions on the banlcs of the Adda, 
and the Berganufi, before a body, fuffident to q>pofe htm, 
could be collected. 

Th,e enemy, finding that Sfarza was taking e({e<3ual mea- 
fures to attack them, feized upon a ftrong camp near Agk- 
Jia, defended by the river Sirieliet in front, die mountains in 
both flanks, and in the rear by the OgUa. In this fituation 
did Pieinino watch the motions of Sfihu, who did not long 
hefltate about giving him battle under all d! fad vantages. 
Having viewed the ground Sforxa ordered the bridge on die 
Oglie to be attacked, at the fame time advancing with the 
main army on the enemy's front, he forded the SerioUti \ 
The engagement lalled for two hours with great fury, whea 
night coming on, feparated the combatants, and probably 
faved Picimtu's army (A). The carnage was confiderable,

commoding the beficgers '. Certain it is that the fenate en- 
tertained no dillruft of S/irza'a Rdelity : but the cafe with 
Pbiiip was different \ he oegan to harbour fufpicions of both, 
and thought it untkfc to commit [fuch vail armies to men ' 
whofe ambition might ufe them to the utter extindlion of 
both the contending powers. Impelled by thefc reafons, 
'wearied with the intolerable expencc of the war, and, as Tome 
affirm out of patience with the haughty demands of Pidnina, 
he refblvcd upon peace; for which purpofe he difpatched a 
tneflenger with great fecrefy to Vtnia, to found the difpofition 
of the lenate (Bj, At the fame time he treated with Sforza -, Tnatj ^ 
and the prt^fals he made were io advantageous to the re- fttit vnit 
public, that hoftilities ceafed the day after the arrival of fAi- Philip. 
6p'i courier in the camp '. Picinim highly refented this 
treatment, and openly complained of the ingratitude and infi- 
delity of Pi»iii^ for having prefumcd to treat of peace without

Thb winter it was that the ppocura- 
ton of St Aiark't were augmented in number, when, inllead 
of Hx, nine of thofe high magiftirites were appointed ' Ad 
extraordinary overflowing of the fea, or deluge, as SabeUicui 
calls it, happened towards the vernal Xquinox, which de^

About this time a war againft fome piratical ftates Was com- "*"" *"'* 
menced. The firft VtUMtiaH fleet was deftroyed in a ftorm ; ^"'^"'' 
but another focHi after equipped had the good fortune to clear 
the Teas in a Ihort time, and fecure the public commerce. > 

Easly in the ftiring a fleet, at the expence of EugeniuSi 
was equipped at Vniu^ to proceed againft the Turks, who 
were rapidly purluing their conquefts in Europt. Of this 
armament we are told nothing befidcs its having blocked up 
the ftraits dividing Europe from jifia, which for a time checked 
the prt^reft of Amurath the 7uriift> emperor. As to the affair* 
of Italy, they were now, as ufuaJ after evciy peace, difturbed 
with the dlfcontent of fome of the parties concerned. The 
pope openly declared his refentment againft Sferxti^ for hav- 
ing kept him out of the pofleflion of Selegnia. Jlphtnfi of 
ArragBH and Sforxa began to renew a quarrel) hereditary in 
their families, and the former found means to draw Philip 
into a league againft his Ibn-in^law. However, though thefe 
wars diftutbed the peace of the neighbouring powers for the 
fpacc of five yean, the Vemiians kept themfetves quiet until the 
year one thoufand four hundred and fwty-ftx, at which time A. D. 
they found it expedient to join Sforxa againft Philip. Young 1446- 
AWxfse's.befiegir^ Crtmena was the immediate caufe of their 
taking part in the quarrel : they flrft fent an envoy to Phi- 
Bp, to acquaint him with their intentions, if PidainQ did not 
relinquifh thcfiege. The haughty anfwer given to their mi- Z^-"^": 
nifter occafioned the fenate to iltue orders to their general mT|^ ^ 
ASchaeli AtteftdaU, to march diredly to Crtaom and give battle 
to Picinino. Atteitduh executed his inftruSions with fuccels, a 
battje being fought in Ghiradadda, in which Picinino was de- Atten- . 
fcated with great flaughtcr of his troops, and the lofs of four dulo, tie 
thoufand prifoners, his camp, and artillery. Another battle Venetiaa 
feon paflcd, in which AltendaU was a fecond time viflorious, ^'*'™4 " 
Mai Picimno's defeat little lefs complete than the former '. S**^'

tlioagh bpon the whole he was to reap the advantage : Al- 
fhmfr ind the pope was likewife envious tjS Ae fuccets and 
growing {(reatnefe of the republic on the continent. Tbey 
SfoTza therefore left nothing umticd ta induce Sfrrxa to break with 
reej tnier ^^ f^emtians and go over to PhUip ; ufnJn thb he refotred 
fe Philip, without fcniple ; but the Ftnttians fufpe^ing his dcfigji com- 
mitted his envoy to prilbn, and revt^ed all the grants and 
(lecrees of the fenaie in his favour*. Now it was that 
the republic had occafion for ^ lull exertion of that un- 
Ihalcen refolution ever difcovercd upon all haxardous ctw^unc- 
tures. The fenate accordii^y orikred the anny to be aog- 
meoted, the paflts to and from Lamtardf to be uriSly guaid- 
ed, and every other meafure for vigoroufly profecudng tl» 
war intended. AitimhtU, after the vjdory upon die y/Nbfr, 
carried terror and devaluation wherever he marched : Cram 
and l^dtt were the only toWns left to Pbilip^ the vibtAt of 
the province beTides he reduced under the ciiedicncc of ibe 
r^ubtic He even over ran fome part of the Milaiufe, his 
cavalry making incuifioM to the vety gates of Milan. Rein- 
forced by 1 confideiable corps under Carah Mtnttne, foa lo 
Briuhia, the implac^le emmy ofPhilip and SfervMy be took 
C^el-Majtr ami other fortified places, BranASnty with a 
flrong detachment, crc£lxd the Vintttm ftandatd within fight 
of Milan, inviting the inhabitants to the recovery of tbeir 
liberty, which they not caring or daring to accept, be retiHmd 
to the main army, layinz delblate the wbtJe coiMitry '. Phi' 
lip, llruck with the good fortune and boldnefa of the Vaif 
iiam, fent agents to treat of a peace ; but after they bad 
reftded for a month in the city they were difinifled without rf- 
fe£ting their purpofe. Attenduh was all this while puirfuiif 
his conquefts : be befieged and took Brtbia, fcoured tM 
laid wafie the country of the Brimuirui, furprifed aixl ruinaJ 
Barri, and in fhon extended the dominions of the fepuUic 
from the AiUa to CsmOy on both fides the lake of that nasae. 
Philip Tmbse fuccefles were foon followed by the death of PAr^ 

^v* duke ol Asian, the greatefi politician atkl warriortbe familyof 

yifionti had ever pi^uced f'. His death occaTiooed a varie^ of 
fentimcnts among his fubjeds and party ; Ibme were far 
peace, (bme for liberty, ar>d others for war. The inh^- 
tanta of Lodes and Pleifantia or Placntia, tired of the ducil 
yoke, opened their gates to the Vrruiians, and received the 
troops of the republic ; but the Milanefe determined to conti- 
nue (he war in their own name : for this purpofe they aug- 
menced their troops, and appointed Sfonui capttin-geDeriu,

PUimiUy fons to the late general of that name, fo long the 

rival and enemy of Sfirx^i. The Vtmtian army, greatly in- Atteodolo 

ferior to the enemy in number, retired towards LbJi, and '*"*'• 

there ftrongly entrenched itfelf. No Icfs than three di^reat 

ambailadors were fent to Vtnht^ to demand, in the name of 

ZfsTza and the Milaiefi, reflimtion of all thofe places thej^ 

bad difmcmbeted from the dominions of W///^. The fcnate 

adhered to their firft anfwcr, that though by the right of war 

thofe places were the jull dominions df the republic, yet, to 

fliew the world their pacific inclinations, they would rcfiore 

them on being reimburfcd the expences of the war. This 

the ambafTadors refufed, and accordbgly returned, without 

having brought their bufmefi to any conclufion*. Aware 

of the importance of thb quarrel in Which they were cngagbd. 

the fenate determined to uft their utmoll efforts by fca and 

land. It was decreed to equip a fleet which fhould fail up the 

Pa, to make a diverfion in favour df Jltttndukt who was too 

weak to offer the enemy battle- 

DuRI^G thefe preparatibns at f^ea'ia, S/brza marched 
(itddenly to Placentia, and after having brat down the walls 
by his batteries, ftormed the cthr, reduced it, and gave it 
10 his army to be plundered. GerarJa Dandelo and "jTiada 
D'Mfte^ who commanded the garrlfon, were made prifoners, 
together with one thoufand hoife and foot. Atimdub, tho' 
his force was not fufRcicnt to raife the liege, determined, 
however, not to lie idle : he entered the territories of Pmna 
while Sfarza beCegcd Placfntia, from which he returned 
loadeJ' with rich booty. After this he ravaged and plun- 
deied the Mtlaneftt and, according to MmtaiB, took tht 
city Melfa or MeUjJa. Having finifhed thefe exploits he re- 
folved on the ficgc of Cremona, but was prevented by the fur- 
render of Platentia and the rigour of the feafon, upon which 
he retired with his army into winter-quarters'. 

Now negociations of peace were again renewed, and com- 
miffioners from each party met at Sergame, to dlfculs the 
coitditJoin of accommodation. Pope Ninlai V. ufed all his

endeavours to. promote, the conferences; notwithftanding 
whlch^ aflcl-ihe mediation of fome other powers* the conrt- 
miilioheFS parted without coining to any determination, both 
fides unalteiably adhering to certain articles which could aoc 
be ceded by the oppofite party. 

VVhilt the congrefs fat at Strgama, the Vtietian fleet 
ivas eniployed againft the pirates, who had infulled their 
coafb and plundered their merchant ihips. The eager pur- 
fuit of the pirates drew <xi the republic the refentmentof./f/- 



pbenfi of ArragoTiy greatly incenfed at the Vautian fleet for 

f reluming to attack and dedroy the enemy in his harbours, 
n revenge the king ordered all the Vtntiiam in his dominions 



to be imprilbned, their (hips ftopped, and merchandize to be 
feized and brougnt to his warehoufes ; but finding the lenale 
refolved upon war, he fet the prifoncr? at liberty, and re- 
ftored their effefts ''. 
A. D. £ak ly in rhe fpring both armies todc the field, and Sfirsa 
1448. befieged and took Mozaniga ; after which marchirrg into Ghi- 
radadthhe reduced the whole country, the city of Caraovagg» 
excepted : he then furprifed Cajfan, and thence proceeded to 
the Crenatufe to flop the ravages erf ^uirtni and the Ftnttiam 
fleet. Here be get together about twenty-eight galliob, 
with which and his army he furrounded ^irini. The Fnu- 
De/rati lion fleet fought with obninacy, but in the end was defeated 
tbiVttit- and broken. To prevent his fliips falling into die enemy's 
vtafitt. hands, ^irlni fet fire to them ; for which, and his mifcon- 
duft in rfie engagement, he was recalled, delivered over to 
the civil power, and imprifoned for life. After thb vidorv 
S/erza laid fiege to Caraovaggia, to which place jtitenduh foi' 
lowed him, with intention, if potable, to raife the ftegc. 
Arter various debates in the Venetian camp, it was at length 
fefolved fecretly to attack Sforza by' croffing the marfhes in 
the rear of his camp, which was but flightJy guarded, on 
Dtftati account of the natural flrength of the lituation. The fcheme 
the land was planned with conduit, and executed with courage ; but 
ftrtei. fupported by a force unec{ual to the undertaking. The firll 
onlet was furious, the attack and defence being made with 
equal intrepidity and vigour .- after the battle had continued 
for feveral hours, and the Vemtiam had forced the entrench- 
ments, oppreficd with numbers, they were forced to rerrcaC 
with precipitation '. Here it was that Sfarr^'i army began 
the llaughter ; the Vinetiam crowding upon each other to 
avoid the enemy's blows, met that death from each other 
which they thought to efcapc from the enemy. Thejr no

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Iboncr began to give way than the tvro Phimno's, ilTuing forth ' 
ttam uiothcc quarter, marched dire&lj, with a ftrong corps, 
to atQck the f^tnttian camp, which xbej eafily took, the 
vhole army being engaeed in forcing Sforza's entrench- 
ments: in moit, Jtiendub v/as entirely defeated, having loft 
near three ihoufand of his heft troops, alt his baggage, tcntSi 
and artilleiy, together with two thoutand waggons of provi- 
lion and forage. After this defeat he retired to Brtfda^ 
where, in a &ort time, he was purfued by Sforza^ after he 
had f)[jt reduced Caraavaggie, CaJJil-Majsr, and fomeotber 
places ■. 

The republic Ibon recruited her army, having for that 
purpofe decreed a large bounty to all able-bodied men who 
Ihould enter into the fervice. The pay of the troops wai 
lilcewlfe augmented, and confiderablc fubfidies granted to fe- 
veral petty princes who entered into her alliance : but her 
grcatefl fecurity arofe from fome jealoufies which arofc among 
the enetny. The Aftlentfi began to haibour fufpidons that 
SfoTTui af&Sed the fovereignty of his father-in-law's domi- 
nions, and having but juft tafted the fweets of liberty t\tcf 
were the more willing to prefcrve that precious gift of Pro- 
vidence. Sfirza difcovering their fufpicions, refolvcd to 
avenge himlelf, by concluding an alliance with their enemies ;; 
with this delign he gave the fenate to undetftand that he wat 
not averfe to peace ; to which the republic gave a willing ear, 
notw it h (landing the Vtmiian army was now in a cortdition to 
zSt ofTcnfively, by means of the number of levies and Drong 
reinforcements from Florence. Majirapittra was in confe- Sforzi 
quence privately fent to treat with Sfarxst between whom it fw" '^ 
wag agreed, that not only a peace but a firi£t alliance Oiould Milanefe 
take place"} that the fenate fliould fupply him with four ■'*'^'^* 
tboufand horfe and two thouland foot, until he had reduced Mi- "^ij"" 
im\ that thirty thoufand crowns per month Ihould be allowed ' "^ 
for his table ; and laflly, that all the places poflcffed ^yPbi' 
Kp beyond the Adda Ihould belong to the rentiiaas- This 
treaty being ratified, Sfarxa fet the prifoners at libertj', and 
croiltng the Jdda, marched into the Alllanrfe. After re- 
ducing alt the country between the rivers Jdda and Thejhty he 
pitched bis camp five miles from Alilan. Before he entered 
upon the liege of the capital, he took, by the adiflance and 
sood conduS alMarceUa, who commanded the Vtnit'tan aux- 
iliaries, Nwara, Alexandria, and Parma : then he laid fiege 
lo Milan i but, previous to bis opening the iienchcs, intelli- 
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gence was received th»t Ltuf" of Savey, having entered into 
treaty with xheMibneJi, had fetit an army under the con- 
dud of Ja/m Campeifu to their afTiflance. Campenjk ha4 
reached Novara, when S/irza detached Ceyen! widi a flrong 
corps to oppofe him, who immediately attacking the annjr 
of Lewis defeated it, making Campinjio and about four hun- 
dred horfe prilbners. 

While Sftrza was battering the fort MtUi^nanOt the Ji7- 
lantfi within the city put to death a number of pcrfons of all 
fanks, whom they imagined efpoufed hia caufe j after which 
the Inhabitants allembled to the number of iixty thoufand, and 
marched out of the city to give battle. Sfarva having incclli- 
gence of all their motions drew up his army, and dilpayed b 
much capacity and judgment in his difpofitiOn, that the Mi- 
Imtfi, with all their fupcriority of troopsi not caring to ha- 
^rd an engagement, retired into the city. Upon this bf iO' 
veiled Milan more clofely ; but the numbei of inbabitajia 
being fo great he prupofed reducing the city by famine, it 
being abfiird to pretend aflaulting it with an inferior body of 
troops. 

In this (ttuation lay Sfarza when jealoufics between the Ve-, 
Ttttiam and him began to appear, which produced propolali 
for an accommodatioii between the republics of Faiice and 
A£Jan. After the tem:is had been Rebated and agreed upon 
they were referred to the arbitration of Sfcrza^ conditionally, 
that he accepted of feveii cities, not fpecified, for his fliare of 
A- D. Pbififs dominions, leaving the people in polIcSon of all the 
1^9 • reft. The other articles were, that the Vitiiitaiu (hould maiutatq 
fix thoufand, the Milaneft two thoufand, and SfonM only one 
thoufand troops in his fervice ; that if he accepted of tbefc 
terms he Jhould be elleemed the friend and ally of both ftates • 
if not he Should be declared an enemy, and war ^inft him 
f^rofecuted with all the forces of both republics. Thefe arti- 
' pies being prefented to SJirxa, he expreflcd juft indignatim 

agajnft the Venetians, who, ^fcer all his important fervices to 
Trteij h- *^^ rcpifblic, now made him the facrifice of a peace with their 
i>u»m Mi- enemies. However, the republics proceeded to the coikIu- 
lan tind fion of their treaty, and Sforxa rejeding the terms, war was 
Venice.

Sforza Great preparatipns were made by both republics, and 

maitiivar the /'rwtwBj put a ftpp to all trade and intercourfe with Fh'

Ian, publican forces t his (irlt attempt was upon the forts which

bad not Sforza'i approach obliged him to retire beyond the 
JJda. All this while Sfor^a continued the bloclcade of ^- 
lauy which, in de^Ite of the cflbrts of the Venetians, was re., 
duced to great cxtreau'tiea. Malatefte having joined the corps 
under Coyoni, did all in his power to draw Shrza to a battle, 
which that wife general avoided, knowing the fare of Milan 
depended on his drawing the ^arout to fome length. Kf 
latr the ASlojufe, conquered by famine, and ftatved into fuh- . 
milEon, murdered P'enteri the Venetian ambaflador, and ialutcd 
Bf»r%a prince, opening their gates, and receiving him with '^- 
tne fame demonftrations cX Joy they would the Ion of their Sfonu dt- 
Iawl\il fovereign ". Thus, ifij a change as fudden as amazing, clartddnke 
he inftantly became th^ fovereign and protcdor of a people ^^ilan. 
he had but the day before perfecuied with al) the rancour of 
an inveterate enemy. T^^Mitanifi having changed fides, the 
Venetiam refolvcd to conclude a ueaty of alliance with AU 
phtnfOf who deftred nothing more than a war with Mtlany 
and an opportunity of humbling ^rzij. This was efftStcA 
W the good conduct and \addreft of Pafcali Majlropetra, the 
Fenetian envoy u Naples f. Intelligence of the treaty being 
received at Jmlan, Sforza refolved to gain the Venetians by 
a£ts of generofity and kindn^fs ; Ibr this purpolb he ordered 
alt the Venetians, who were Imprifbned upon the late change 
of meafures, to be At at liberty, atid loaded with prefents and 
good ofllces. hinting to them at the Ikme time his defire of 
cultivating the friendfliip of the repuMIc (£) : but thefe over-

war. jUphonfi and the Ftnttians opened the campaign b^ 
feizing on Ceyani and a detfichinent of fifteen hundred faorie *. 
Some attacks were likewile made on the Fhntaints for hav- 
. — ing alfifted Sf<ir%a with money. For' the better fu[qK)mng 
Y" * the war a tax was laid by the fenate on all pcrfpns holding 
** * places and enjoying pcnGons from the government ; they 
were likewife obliged upon their difmiflion to fcrve the go- 
vernment for fix months at their own expence in the Add. 
Little progrefs was made by either fide the lirJl year of th$ 
war ; but eatly the following fpring both armies entered upoa 
Vigorous meafures, I^tonefie the yenitian general, after be 
wafted the country about Ladts, and reduced feveral finall 
forts, maiched dircflly to Milan, upon an afTurance from fbate 
of the inhabitants of being ftrongly fupponcd ; but finding 
that no infurredion was tike to appear, he went and laid fi^ 
to Sodnna. Having battered the town for feveral days a 
breach was made, which he ftormed and cariied after a bloody 
aiSUon. Sforza marched too late to [he relief of this place : 
the armies being encamped for feveral days within a fmall 
. diftance of each other, frequent fkirmiflies and briflc enoHia- 
ters paficd, though no general battle enfued. 

During thcfe tranfa&ions on the river ./^££i, WiUiamtt 

Mtntfirroty with four thoufand horfe, fpread terror and <le- 

folation every where in the territory of Akxandria.

A detachment from Ltonepti'i asmj de- 
feated a corps of the Milantft Cent by Sfori^ to furprifc him, 
and this little skirmifh proved the prelude to a battle. AUf- 
fandro was detached by Sfors/i with four ihoufand horfe and 
onethoufand foot, to ftop the incuifions ol the Fentli/nu into 
the Milantfe ; and the Vtmti.w general having iuicliigence ., _ 
of their rout feni Carah Mantom to attack him, which he did ^^j^' 
with fuch vigour that -Aieffaadro wat defeated, his anny dif-; ^^ ^tbt 
perJcd, and only himfelf with a fmall number of atteridants VeMtiat* 
efcaped to Sfona'a camp, which then lay before Cahijkna ', 
The Feruliam ufcd every expedient for the relief of this place, 
without which the enemy could not winter in their dominions: 
but all their endeavours proved fruiilef^i, though they aiforded 
the officers many opportunities of difpbying their valour. 
Among others one in particular deferves notice : Ltanefit 
being apprized of a convoy of one tboufand horfe goi ng to die ' 

enemy's camp, he detached Goni^ga and Brandelino to make 
an anempt on it : they met the enemy near IJJia in the Bref- 
cian, and fell upon them with fo much intrepidity, that they 
foon were matters of the convoy. Sfen^ receiving timely 
notice of the lofs, detached a ftrong body to recover the 
booty. The Verutians fuflained the enemy with great bra- 
very, but would at length have been overpowered with num- 
bers, had not Leotujia with the reft of the army come up to 
their relief. The fcale was now turned, and the enemy would 
infallibly have been defeated, but that Sfor%a arrived to their 
fupport : here a general and obffinate engagement heenn, J ltiu&, 
which continuing lor feveral hours, was at length ended by 
the darkne& of the night. The only mark of viclorc on 
either fide that appeared was, the Venetian! carrying off the 
convoy': however, it did notraife the fiege j on the con- 
trary, i^rzuafTauIted the town with redoubled vigour, and 
the garrifen, unable to withftand hia etForts, furreridcred pri- 
foners of war. Thus, bythc acquifition of Cnlnijiitrut, did 
he ellablid) winier-quartetB in the enemy's territories. The 
fVw/ifln writers affirm, that before the armies left the field,* 
LetHtfia frequently offered battle to Sferza, whicli he as con- 
fianily declined. Hence they take occalion to reflefl on the 
courage of this great officer, without confidering that it was

Pi' 
cinine was obliged to (land on the defenfive, during which 
time S/orza foon recovered Maxerba, and all the oiKcr [itaca 
loH in the beginning of the campaign. Indeed the whde 
Crimoneft and Brtfdan, except tbe two capitals, were reduced 
under his obedience, or rather voluntarily fubmitted. P'ui- 
ttirto marched with the utmofl diligence to tbe BrtJiioM^ m 
ftop the progrefs of the enemy, ana to defeM thv mouiitaim> 
the inhabitants of which had as yet remained firm in tbeii 
duty : here he -fixed upon a (Iror^ campt fo advaotageou% 
fituated as to cover the pafles to the mountains, and at dH 
fame time render all approaches to bim difficult and huar- 
dous.

Oihoman had opened hii trenches, and was laying fiege to the^i^ Coo- 
city with a prodigious fleet and army. Lereltme was obliged Ibuitiiio^ 
to fight his way tbiough the Turkijh fleet to enter the har- pk> 
bour, which he did with a conduct and refolution altogether 
aftonifbing. It would be unfearonable to enter on the parti- 
culars of this ficge \ fuflicicnt it is for our prelcnt purpofci

That S/inut (hould reflore to the f^nttiam whatever h^ had 
taken from them in fhe vvar, the territory of GHradadda 
accepted: that the marquis of Mantua Jhould reindate hi& 
brother CaroU in all his dominions : that Alphonfa fhould re-

For the further fecurity of the public tran- 
quility it was exprefly mentioned, that if any Kitur? difj^-

Mercello was likewife fent to Cenjlaatiiuple, to execute a treaty 
with Mahemtt ; and he returned, loaded with prefenis vcA 
expreflions of the fiiendOiip of that great monarch for d>e 
republic. 
Fofuri From this time to the year ore thoufand four hundred attj 

dtftjid. fifty-feven the republic enjoyed profound peace, wbtn Fafiari, 
after a glorious adminiftration of thirty-four yeais, was, at the 
age of ninety, laid afide as fuperanuaced and unfit for the dif- 
cbar^e of hit impoctant office : an inftance of insratitade 
conhAent, perhaps, with the meafures of found policy, but 
very contradictory to the diflates of humanity. He was i 
prince of a noble and pleating afpeA, poQelTed a prodigious 
memory, flowing eloquence, ready wit, and found judgment, 
according to Saraaius and the Italian writers. At this re- 
markable age be enjoyed good health, the peifri£t ufe of his 
limbs and faculties, remembered every incident from his child- 
hood, had a fwectnefs, and at the lame time a majeily and 
authority in his manner that equally commanded love and 
Terpe£l. He had greatly extended the power and dominiom 
of the republic, and was no lefs loved by his fubjeds than 
eHeemed and feared by Grangers and his neighbours ; yet was 
this valuable and venerable prince facrificed to the politics of 
an ungrateful multitude: happy fruits, fays BaramuSy of a 
republican conflitution ! The cardinal informs us, that bis 
depofition, as well as his acceflion to the fupreme magilbacy, 
bad been predicted ; the latter by a gypfy in his father * life 
time, the former by an aftrologer at Vtnici, fame monthi 
before it was thought of by the fenate. He was no fooner di- 
vefted of the fupreme authority, than leaving the palace with 
indignation he retired to a private houfe, where falline ill 
with grief, he died, univerfally lamented and elleemed * (F).

diately in queft of the Turkijb fieet, which had quilted M'- 
gropmt a few days before he was joined by Venitriy and the 
fleet from Vtniu. ' He got fight of the enemy at Chitt ; 
but the Turkijh admiral found means to elude an engage- 
ment. He then fleered his courfe back to NigrapBni, in hopes 
tofuqirifeitj but the attempt mifcarried, with the lofs of two 
hundred men, and Gievanru Trans, one (^ the bravefl officers 
of the fleer. Here he was fuperfedcd by Pittro Afffetniga, to 
whom Canalis faid, that had he remained longer in his of- 
fice, be doubted not of recovering Nigfepeni. Mectrngo re- 
plied, that if his hopes were well founded, he would willjngly 
fufpend his authority for the good of the public; and at the 
iame time ofiered bim all the affiftance he could in a fubal- 
tcm capacity : an inflance of public fpirJt rarely compatible 
with private ambition ". Canalis, upon this, declined con- 
tinuing in a flation of which he was deprived by the repub- 
lic, and returned to Venict ; from whence, immediately on his 
arrival, he was banifhed for life. Thus did this unfortunate 
officer fall a vidim to popular dilcontent, and the milconduft 
of the admin illration f. 

MOCENIGO no fooncr afllimed the command than he re- 
turned with the fleet to the Msrea, there to winter, deii:rring 
to enter upon adion until the fpring. Othoitum fpent the 
winter endeavouring to conclude a peace with the Venttiansi 
for this politic prbce apprehended, lefl his having pofleffion 
of NigrepMt might excite other cl^'ftian powers againft him : 
he was therefore defirous of taking off the chief maritime ftate 
by a peace, or, if nothing was concluded, to amule the re- 
public by negociations from paying all the attention to their 
armaments diey othemife might. How long this treaty which 
(^homan fet on foot might have lafted we know not : from 
this time to the death of the doge nothing is related by hiflo- 
rians befides an alliance formed with the fophi ^i Ptrjia\ 
which was concluded a few months before Mora died, and 
three years after the lofs of N'tgropenl. Moro's reign was un- 
fortunate, owing chiefly to his indolence and want of vigour.

Nicolao NICOLAO TRONO was elefled by the unanimous coo- 
Trono, fent of the fenatc and people to the fupreme magiftracy : his 
J^* reign, though not very long, via profperotu, tne event coo* 

LXVIII. firming the judicious choice of the feoate. Upon his accef 
A. D. iion, with the confent and approbation of the republic, be

wife difpatched an envoy to the king ofiMnii, with fimilar 
inftiudions, all of whom icceived the uconged aflurances 
of powerful fuccoun. 
j^_ Q^ Little was pcffomKd this year by &e fleet under A&r> 
1472! "'S'i befides the furpriial of fbmc unimpoitant places in /tnnj, 
and protecting Ltmimy upon which the Turh meditated a 
defcenl. ' Early in the fpring he fee fail for A^ Mtiufy where 
he waited, delrroyed, and ^read terror all over the coofts, 
defeating the enemy in feveial encounters and sklriiuOira. On 
his return to the Merta he was joined t^ Ftrdingitit adfti- 
lal : having vri^ualled the fleet at MadoH, without waiting 
for the pope's auxiliaries, he failed directly for Rhadei, where 
he defeated a Turkijb fquadron that lay before the chief city, 
and blocked up the chriiltan inhabiiants : having likewifa 
'dcilroyed all the enemy's forts and works in the jlland, be 
fet fail for Caprarie, and joined the pope's fleet under the con- 
du3 of a legate '. Mutual complimenti and coDgiratuIatioa 
having pafled, Macmiga £iiled with his whtde fleet, confifi- 
\ng of forty-fix Vtnttian gallies, thitty-feven auxiliary vcl&l% 
and two galliei from I^adts, in all eighty-five gallics, ta 
Venetians SataSa, which city he refolved to attack. The tro(^ bci^ 
mtaJiaiJ landed the trenches were c^>ened, and the city takea in. a few 
difira;^ days : all the rich mettjiand^ of the Eaf^, cinnamcwt 
Sitalia. cloves, and fpices, with great quantities of rich filki, were 
burnt and plundered by the foldiers, after which the citadel 
was ilornted.

tix Otbtman power in Thratt, lUfrhmt, and the iflands of the 
Arzbiptlago; but that the enemy was now> through the in- 
dolence of the chriftian princes, arrived at fuch a pitch of 
power, as not only threatened the extindion of the republic 
but of Itafy, and even of all Eurepe. Frederic the third was 
preftnt ; to him Mntfim chiefly addrel^d himfelf, aflirni- 
ing there was now a poffibility of crufliing the proud Otha- 
mMj if his imperi]^ nujefhr would undertake the chriRian 
eaufe with chearfulneft c()(tai to his great power Baromui re- 
lates, tliat the emperor JUpt while the fecurity of the church 
was ddnted, fi> foundly that not the nc^fe of the Twiijh can- 
non could have waked him. Indeed, fays Campamis, nothing 
could fane withftood Predn-u had he fot^ht huf fo vigoroufly 
as he fnored ; fnch was the lelult of Uiecouncil from which 
fa much was expeSed. 

MOCESIGO was in the mean time ravaging the coifts 
of Afia towards Chits and the promontaiy of Tbtrmma : here 
FerdiaanJ"* fleet parted with him and retired for the winter, 
notwidiftanding which Mumga refolved to lay fiegc to Uocenuro 
Snffma. Sailing from Neffo the fleet arrived in three days taia 
before the city, to the no lefs aftonifhment than confufion Smyrna 
of the inhabitants; willing to make the moftof their con- 
fieination Afocmrga landed the troops, and indantly afiaulted 
the walls with irreliftible vigour. The foldiers no fooner 
entered the town than a horrible flaughter began without dif- 
tin&ion of age or fex : all were put to the (word, in dcfpite 
of Afoemige'% cndcavoun to prevent this maOacre ; the citf 
was laid wafte, and immenfe ftimc of gold and filvcr coin.

From hence he failed 
to Cyprus, where he found famis, the old ally and friend of 
the republic, on his death-bed. The king, who was manied 
to Calbtrine Zena, a Venetian lady of quality, recommended 
his queen to the prote^on of Mecenige and the republic, in 
oppoCtion to his filler ^ar/«//i7, who claimed the kingdom, in 
the moft pathetic and moving terms ; and Charhttat upon th« 
death of her brother, lent an ambafly to J/«f«nura, acquaint- 
ing him with her claim, and requeflmg his affiltancS. Me- 
' ceaige u^vitirA the ambafladors with great refpe^, infisnncd 
them of the king's will and his own promife, as well as the 
duty of the rcpi^lic, to proteS Catbrriru. During his ftay at 
Cyprus the queen was delivered of a fon, of whom (he was 
pregnant at the death of the king ; and a few days afterwards 
advice arrived of the death of the doge ", who, during a fhort 
adminifiration of two years, had difplaycd every quality which 
could gain the hearts of the people, and the effeem and re- 
fpe& of foreign ftates : hia reign was remarkably fuccefsfUl, 
owing to bis own wife condufi and judicious choice of ad- 
mirals. 

NICOLAO MJRCELLO, DogcLXIX. 

The fenate elected Nicclao MarctUo, a nobleman of great Nicolao 
prudence, to the ducal chair, with no lefs applaufe than they Mut%1l0f 
had done his predecellbr. MarctUa purfued the plan laid ^ LXIX. 
down by Trent, and was too wife to change men and mea- 
fures, which were attended. with all imaginable fuccels. 

After the doge's death Mecmiga departed towards the 
end of autumn to the Maria, and wintered at Modon, leaving 
a fquadcon at Cyprus under Ctmara for the defence and fccu- 
rity of the ifland. In the beginning of the fummer he re- 
ceived advice of commotioris and fad:ion3 excited in Cyprus^ 
which endangered the fafety of the queen and kingdom. Th? 
jun^ure was too critical to admit of delay ; he haflxned thi- 
ther, but before his arrival, Cn-nare, with his nephew BembCf 
were murthered in a confpiracy formed by the bifhops, the 
qucen*5 phyfician, and otlier perfqns of diftinftion : the 
queen herfelf was lilcewife clofely befieged in the citadel. 
Staranza, the proveditor, who was difpatched with eight gal- 
lies, arrived fonie days before the fleet ■, but finding his force 
too flendcr to compel the confpirators, he had recourfe to 
negociations, which* however, terminated in na[hing. Ma- 
fOiiga at laft arriving ftruck fuch terror into the re&ls, that

MOCENIGO on account of his health rtbirned (o Vt' 
mitf, « Toon as he had accomplifiied his buluicfe at Seutari^ 
and AtartfUtra, who was left with the fleet, retired to % 
wbelefomer sur, the crewv being fickly, owing to the iscuft 
air of the riwr, and the unwholfome vapoun exhaled from 
the msrOua. Great r^oicingi were made at fima on advice 
that StKtari wai rdievcd : prefents were fent to the governor 
Lfritmw, and the whole ganilon vrai rewarded according to 
tbcir marit. As to Moteiiigt he was received with the moA 
exiraordinary honours ; prefents were heaped upon him, and 
a few days utcr bis arrival he received the juft reward of hia 
fidelityT intrepidity, and prudence ; for Marulh dying he was 
unantmoiidy ai^Mnnied his fucceflbr'. Mitrcttk't reign was 
ftiort, not exceeding a year and two mouths : he died much 
Kgietied and cfteemed, but hit lofs was the leis oUcrved on 
account of the dining qualities and extraordinary virtuci of 
A^enigt. He was buried with great fblemnity and pomp be- 
fore the £enatc proceeded to the e]e£tion of a new doge, the 
fovercign authority remaining in them, during thia Oiort iotcr- 
regnum *.

Refolvcd 
to make one more effort, they formed ihemfclvcs into a wedge, 
and puOicd through the enemy's ranks, with prodigious (1augh~ 
ter on both fides : by this means a few of thofe brave men 
efcaped, and what is remarkable, carried off their Oiarc of 
the booty. The Turit, thoueh they were mafters of the field, 
did not care to refume the hcge, but encamped at fomc dif- 
tance from Croia, waiting for reinforcements ". 

The death of Centartni, and fo many intrepid foldiers, was 
greatly lamented at Vtniet, nor was the fafcty of Cr«a cfteemed 
equivalent to this lofi : but what augmented the conllerna-

within his dominions p. Stuian wa^ accordingly furreodcred, 
and of two thoufand men who compofed the garrifon when 
die fiege began, only four hundred and Afty remained : they 
chofe rather to abandon the town and feek their fortune ia 
the Merea than live under Oibmian, though, out of r^ard for 
their courage, be olicred them very exuaordinary and tempt- 
ing immunities and rewards. 

The illand of Zant was like to be the occafioD of renew- 
ing the war ; the Tariijb fleet having made a defcent upoa 
it, when Lerttatu the Venelian admiralcoming up forced them 
to relinquiQi the enterprize. Othenum would have puniihed 
his officers for an infra&ion of the peace ; but tbey *T^\ieA 
themfelves by affirming they were ignorant of the treaty '■■ 

Before the republic was clear of this dangerous war flie 
found herfelf involved in another, in defence of the libertia 
of her ally the republic of FUrenct. The occafion was a coo- 
fpiracy formed againll the family oi Meduit-, by which yrf'-ant 
dt Mtdicii was murthered, and his brother Ltrrrru in immi- 
nent danger of his life. Saiveatt^ archbiihop of Pifa, wa* 
the author of this plot; him the Flortntina immediately 
hanged, and imprifoned a nephew of pope Sixtuiy who waa 
War <mitb fuppofed to be a confederate in the confpiracy. The pope^ 
^feft. enraged a|;ainft the republic for the affront offered hu ne- 
phew, firft interdiSed the Fleremitus. and then railed an ar- 
my to infli<^ temporal puniOioient. Frederic of Uriiju, and 
Alphonfi duke of Calahria^ the inveterate enemies of Fbrtmt^ 
were appointed generals, with orders to march dirc^y ioio 
Tufcany '.

For the two following yean we ^nd the republic but litUe 
concerned in foreign tranfa3ions : her care was employed 
in relieving and alleviating domeftic calamities, which befel 
her at this period. In tiie year 1480 a plague broke out with J plague 
theutmoJl fury, fweepingoB 3craperfansin a day', and defola- of Venice, 
ting the city, until the feverity of the winter checked its ravages.

dered the next year unfortunate. As a fmall alleviation of 
thefe calamities the ifland of Ceritia, or Viia, in Dalmotia, Coritia 
was annexed to the Fejutian damiaions : it had been given anntxtd t» 
in the time oF Riniere "Lena to count Schincbiiulio, furnamcd tike Jomi- 
Frengipane, whofe pofterity poflelTed the fupreme jurifdiflion "inuo/'f^ 
for the fpace of two hundred years, acknowledging their te- reputiic. 
nure of the republic by a fmatl tribute : they had afterwards, 
during the troubles in Dalmalia, been fubject to a variety of 
mafters : now, upon fome difputcs arifing between Maer- 
ilaijius the prince and his people, he refolved to quit the au- 
thority and furrender the ifland into the hands of the f^w-- 
ft««i, which he executed, himfelf retiring to Venice^ where

Ferrara. jj^j ^^ ^ j^j^ ^ y^^^j, ^^^ dofcly cemented in intereS and 
friendfitlp witfa the republic. HtratUi lecmed to inherit Uie 
di^KifitioD of his predecefibrs, until hie mairi^c with Ltmtra^ 
daughter of king FtrJinwwi bad wrought a change in bis fea> 
timents, and produced a colcbieft towards tbe Vtiietiaru. Tbc 
£rft s^ion declarative of this alteration was tbe pennittiBg 
the fait works at Cimmachia to be opened, coaDary to as cx- 
prefa treaty with the republic : he next laid a tax upon all 
yautuM merchandize imported to bis domiqioas, though (at 
time iminemorbl the commeicc of the republic bad bcca ex- 
empted from all impofitions and duties. At lall he proceeded 
to extremitlct, built a fort at Cap Dmgr*y a grafi infradion 
of the compait rubfifting with the Vmttimu\ and not coo- 
tented with this iniiance of defiance, drove out of the citjr 
all tbe Vtnrtlamy ordering the biihop at the Inne time to ex- 
Gomoiunicate tbe fubjei£ts of tbc r^Hiblic.

Tbe fcnau 
remonlbated with HtrcuUs, lent fiequeot ambaSes to him, 
and even- employed pope Sixtm to mediate the diSereticea be- 
tween the two Ibtes ; but evety endeavour of theirs was fu- 
perceded by the cunning of L/«nfr0 and piideof //.rouVi, who 
JJehmta fa mfolcntly attributed the patience of the fenace to pufillaniauty. 
thtfimtat Violent debates upon his coadu>3 arolc in the fenate \ fame 
(mtenai^ were for bearing with every infult rather than be prevokcd 
tbt mta- into a war, at a time when they dreaded the power of Oth^ 
Jitrti IB h matty and lived upon fo precarious terms with the moft powei- 
tmita •uiif^ful moiBTch in the univerfe : they likewife allcdged die ha- 
Hercules, zard of a war with a warlilte prince, allied by bJood 30 
marriage to two potent princes, who would not fail to em- 
brace h^ quEirrel as a fair opportunity of reeking their vengeanc* 
on the republic, wlK^e profperity they envied '. A m^ority 
aofwered, that thcfe were the arguments af fear and pufilla- 
nimity ; that the city had fupportcd wars of more con&qucoce

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dtan this, and entered itpon them with Icfs provocation ; that 
padntce under fuch indignities would only draw upon thL-m 
contempt and inlults from other petty princes, and make the 
world imagine that the {pint which had railed the republic 
to its gruideur was degenerated. It was then affirmed, ihat 
the finances were never in better order, and that the Oiort 
peace they enjoyed had more than reimburfed the whole ex- 
pcnces of the Turkijb war ; that the power of Ferdinand was 
greatly magnified, and the Hungarian fully engaged in his 
war with the emperor : But, admitting the power of Ferdi- 
Mottd, it waa aflced what aid could he afford to his Ton in-law ? 
He had his own coalts to protect from the incurfions of the 
Venttian fleet ; and, as for his land forces, the pope's do- 
minions, Saiinia, Sfieltia, La Marca, and all Italy from the 
mouth of Tiber to Ancotta^ was a fufficicnt barrier againU his 
entrance into Lambardj. The pope, the Gemefe, and the 
prince of Moxtftrrat, would out of policy join the Vnietieni f. 
In fhort, tbefe and a number of other argaments were urged, 
which in the end prevailed and determined the republic to 
come to a rupture with HercuUs. War was accordingly de- ^^j., 
Douoced, with, the ufual Ic^emmtics, and the inclinations of ^^^^^ 
the people were vilibie in the unhrerfal joy with which this agai*ft 
proof of the fpirit of the republic was received. Ferrara> 

Two fleet? were immediately equipped, the one to enter 
tbePd and the enemy's country, the other to keep Ferdinand 
in awe, and, if he took the field, to ravage the coafts of 
Cdabria and Apulia : this lafl was committed to Sauranzoj 
the cond aQ of the other to Damiatio Mara, both officers of re- . 
pute and experience. Two land armies were likewife raifed 
to carry on the war on bo"th fides the Po : Malaufle com- 
mandcd in chief, and under him Sanftverins. Volunteers 
from all corners of Italy flocked to the Venttian l^andards, and 
the levip«-were completed in an incredible fhort time. Sim- 
feveritta^ whol»mmanded the army notch of the Po, refolved 
to pats into the enemy's country, which he effected, and im- 
mediately laid fiege to Mirafde on the Po : his army con- 
fifled of twenty ihoufand men, who alTaulted the town fo vi- 
gOfoudy that the garrifon made hut a fhort defence ». Upon 
hit approach the enemy abandoned Tracenta and other places, 
which encouraged Sanfiveriae to march to CaJJilnuovo, which 
he reduced in three days : here he received intelligence that 
a numerous army of the enemy lay at 0/ltglio, under the 
command cSFredtrU of Urbine^ appointed general of the Fer-

his paflj^e : here likewife he defeated a body of fwcesi 
under the condu3 of Sigifmuad lyMJie, brother to Htrtmkty 
. _ and Gijvanni Btativegtio of B»logna. Afterwards he joined 
* ' the army at Figanla, and the place was mvefted by land and 
^ water, but powerfully fupportcd by Frederu, encamped on the 

oppofite fide, who found meant not only to annoy the f^ent- 
t'lam with his anillery, but to fuppty the town plentifully wHh 
every neceflaiy. We are told, that at this ficge FruUrk 
coiflinucd an inceflant fire day and night front hn artillery t 
upon which Sanftverino fent a crumpet actjuainting him, |h>t 
if he did not defift from fo umifual a method of malung war, 
be would turn his cannon upon hb camp ^. It was then 
agreed thaf Frtieric Ihould only fervc his cannon while the 
Vmiitan batteries played uptHi the town. At laft, after a 
great number of fkirmiAiea between both camps, and a nrieiy 
of aflaults, the town was at laft t^en by ftorrn, after hav- 
ing fullained a fiege of (he weeks : few |»ifoners were made, 
moft of the garrifon being killed in the atSion, or drowned 
endeavouring to efcape '. As Sanfmerino was repairii^ the 
walls, both he and Loretaua the provcditor falling ficfc, ifaejr 
were carried to Padua, where the latter expired : Attn too 
was forced to return for bis health to fenict, and died. In- 
deed a prodigious mortality raged over the whole fleet sod 
army, nolefsthan fifteen thoufand men having periflwd of 
fluKcs and fevers during the campaign. 
Popthc- ^^ t^^ mean time the pope was bedded in Rbhu by jR- 
fiigtd in phonfo duke of Calabria. Reiblving to fuccour his brother-ta- 
Rome. law HtreuUs^ he was under the neceffity of marching throurii 
the pope's dominions : in this refolution he was ftroo^ 
{tipported by the powerful families of the Coimrffi and SmtJs, 
who had long been the implacable enemies of the holy fee. 
Two cardinals of thefe families were imprifoned by the pofie's 
order : a ciccumtlance that redoubled the diligence of tbcsr 
friends to affift Atphiiifo ". The pope, thus blocked up, 
wrote to the fenatc for fuc(»)uts : in confequence of whicfa 
Maiaitjle was ordered to march to hemt ; SturM/HM to 1^

While tbe Feattians were gaining huiels in the pope's 
dominions, their officers were not idle onihePd; a deiach- 
mem from San/tvtrina's ^nay, under his fon Pro^d^, in con- 
jundion with yiclar Seurmtxa, obtained a complete viflory ' 
ma SigifimtnJ D' JEJit, mak'ng fevcnty officers ordiIlhi6ion 

Erifentrij with a prodigious number of foldiers. > Sanjevirina 
imfelf, as fowl as he recovered his health, leturned to the 
army> and marching from Figarsla^ laid a bridge over the 
P», and. proceeded direfily to Ftrrara : encamping within 
a mile of the city, he repaired a fort the enemy had aban- 
doned, drew lines of circumvallation, and the natural fituation 
being ftrong, fortified them with fo much art as not only k- 
cutca his own camp from fallies, but greatly dinrefled Ftr- 
rara '. In this manner was HtrcuUs incto.'ed within the walls 
of bis c^tal, when Stxtus, unmindful of bis late obligations 
to the republic, by an unaccountable policv, fell off from the 
Vtttttians, and jomed the enemy. Frandfia Diedo, the Feru- A. D. • 
tUm reiident at Rome, foon perceived this alteration in his 1483. 
hotinefs, and acquainted the fenate with his fufpicions. Every ^ ■_ - 
means was employed to preferve the friendlhip of Sixtus, but ^^ Six- 
to no tScSt, hb holineg not only joining the enemy but com- ^_ 
raaixJiog the republic to lay down her arms and reitore to 
HirtuUs all iter conqueHs, Unwilling to lofe tbe fruits of a 
war undcrtalcen with juftice, defirous of keeping upon teime 
with his holineis, and lilcewife of Shewing the world the mo- 
tive* of their conduS, the fenate employed Bernardo "JuJi'itiiatiBy 
the gteaseft orator of his age, to draw up a memorial to be 
pre&nted at all the foreign courts. In fubflance this memo- 
rial concained an affiirancc that they had declared war not 
only with the pope's confent but at his initigation, and after 
nufnbcrlclt injuries and afironts ; that now they not only pre- 
ferred peace to war but even to viflory, could it be obtained 
on terms not injurious to the honour of the republic ; that 
thou^ the Vtmtlant were wHIine to treat his faolinefs with 
"fpfft, yet tfaey feared his condiiA on tbi* occafion would 
be conftrued into a cunoii^ and fubile pcjicy, unbecoming the 
fimplicicy and opennefs of the head of Chrijl's church \ thac 
while the VtmtitiUf for twenty years, withflood the weight 
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of the Turiijh power, not one ItaKan prince tboogbt then- 
felvcs obliged to engage in a quarrel which affefied their re- 
ligion ; now that property became the ot^eS in cKfpute tbey 
were ready to unite in opprefling that flate which had been 
the bulwark of the liberties of Italy. The fenate requefted </ 
his holineTs difpalEoaately to weigh their circumftanoes, to 
follow thcdifUles of his own undcrilanding, and not be milled 
by the anifices of cenain pcrfons, whofe inteieft was the nde 
of their conduct. As to themfelvcs, they were dctermioed to 
proTecutc a war begun at his folicitation, and after repeated 
injuries ; the event they committed to Providence. 

SIXTUS, inftead of admitting or even deigning to anTwcr 
their arguments, immediately excommutlicated the fenate, 
and entered into a clofe alliance with Firdiiumd and the odw 
enemies of the republic. A congrefe was held at Caffil-S4t^ 

Ciore, and a flrong confederacy formed againft die Vaieti^s 
y all the powers in Itafy, the Genaifi excepted : the dnlce </ 
Auftr'ta likewife favoured thi* alliance by denying a paffige 
thro' his dominions to (bme Frtnth arxl SmtfordSt who enlifld 
vi'tt\i Rmalus of LerraitUy at that time in the payof^fln»>. 
Renatut ftrsngthened the Venetian army with one tboufial 
foot and four hundred horfe, and every other meafare wai 
Li»g»i purfued to oppofe the formidable league : one part of the 
firmti Vtnetian army marched into Ltmbardf, the other remainiag 
^aiMfi before Ferraroy from whence two of San/ever iik's foaa wtot 
Veoke. ovCT to the enemy. The affli3ed lather fcnt apologies to dw 
fenate, requefting that they would accept of the redoiMel 
diligence of the parent, and fidelity of his two remainiag cUl- 
dren, in attonement <^ the treachery of hrs fbns, wbom k 
fliould ever difclaim. Perfcfily fatisfied of the tmiooeiice of 
San/everina, the fenate fent mdTengers to comfiirt and affiue 
him of their continued efteem and affi:fiion ^ 

ALPHONSO) in the mean time, throwing a bridge over 
the river beyond Cajfan, entered Ghiradadda and pafled Co dK 
Bergamafco, where he took feveral towns, after wfaidi k 
reduced all the Srifeian country. Saiijiverin^a amy w« 
greatly inferior ; fo that he neither could come to a battfe, 
nor cover all the townsof confequence to the repuWc^. Bar- 
haroi Ton to the famous Frantifie of that name, was frf , 
however, to fecure Brefcia, aJ) the furraunding tenicoty be- 
ing entirely reduced by the enemy, whofe forces were okA- 
derably augmented by the juoaion of the prince of Ab^taa^

At laft, having loft 
about one thouland men to no purpole Fredtric retired ; but 
neither by fea nor land did a general aSion happen during 
the cunpaign, which wat fpent tn marches, counter-marches, 
and lieges, without any confidcrable progrefs. The lofs of Ga- 
xelo^ indeed, gave the republic uneafincli, as it was a place 
of importance ; fhe confided in the fidelity of the inhabitant^ v 

and was betrayed K 

■ ALPHONSOy prefled by repeated letters to come to the 
relief of Firrttra, quitted the Brefdan by long marches, but 
was outftripped by the vigilance of SaHfrveriiu, who arrived 
at Cajfelnuova before the enemy imagined he had moved : 
here he put his amiy into quarters and went to Vtnicey .where 
he was received with great honours ; but before his departure 
he recovered all the towns the enemy had talcen that cam- 
paign between the P» and the Bnfcian. The fcnate likewife 
be^wed very coofidcrable favours on tht RoJ/i of Parma, vbo 
had bravely maintained their ground againll Ltdevico Sforxa. 
As they were then baniChed their country, a penCon of thirty- 
two tboufand crowns was fettled on the two brothers Guidi 
and Guuame '. 

On this occalion the fcnate, by the advice of Sanftveritte, 
fent unb«(&dors to the en^ror, the Frtmh king* and the 
Girtnm princes, to requeft that a general council mieht be 
called, in order that the unjufl: conduct and perfidy of Sixiui 
might be examined. By their mediation peace was ellabliQied 
about the middle of the following fummer, previous to which 
Jl4arctU», tite Fenetian admiral, too)c GaUipoli, in which en- 
terprize he loll tus life, a ball having entered his brea(l and 
pierced the vital organs. Before this accident he performed 

ndutyof acooimaiider and foldier, animating the troops 
e fc^ade, calling them by their names : he was praif- 
ir^ tke valiant, and upbraiding the backward, when he 
dropt ; his Iccietary threw a. doak over his body, and gave 
out that Maretllt was flightly hurt and gone to be drefied, 
•nd that be had authorifed him to aJTure the foldiers the plun- 
der of the city ibould be the reward of their bravery. Infhort, Q-uj-ni; 
die town, was tfkim, and the garrifon without dillindion put ,„^^ 
to the fword, during the r^e of oppolition and ferment of

on the banks of the river ; and, that Smfruerino (hotild re- 
main in the pay of (be republic, and at the fame time be 
acknowledged the commander in chief of the forces of bU tb* 
JtalioM Rites. This agreement being ratified, the difieteat 
trmies were recalled, and the appearance of tranquility r cQu icd 
to Itafy. One may judge of the importance of this flioR wtf 
ftoip the charges to which it put the yeiutimt m linlc mote 
^an two years : the fum of three million fix hundred iboa- 
hrA ducats in gold, an immenfe fom at that early period ', ws 
difburfed by the treafury. Great rejoicings were made not 
only in the ciiy but over all the dominions of the rcpuUic ; 
tournaments and games of various kipds were held at Vemuy 
TO which the young princes flocked from all parts of luij. 
Upon the whole, this war^ which might be deemed a kind 
of civil war, on account of the long friendlliip fubfiftii^ 
between tbe flate of Vtnite and Firrwat ended more bappSy 
than could have been expected. 

Peace being reflored, the doge applied his attention to 
civil affairs, and repairing the palace, greatly damaged Iff i 
Are that happened the beginning of this year. ' A plague Ijke- 
• wife committed great ravages in the city f ; but all the lofts 
of the republic were foon made up by a fliort iiitervd of 
peace, thfr whole commerce of the world being fn a manaer 
cngrofled by tbb ipdudrious people. Every port of Ettrtft, 
Jjui, and Africa, was filled with their Ihips, laden with die 
nchefi merchandize, and the f^etutiani were without difpnte 
the richeft and moft potent mstitime Hate in the univ'erfe 
Even during their fierceft wars commerce flourilhed ; nothing 
could make them neglefi what they well knew to be the pil- 
lar and fupport of thiiir government and conifideration in £»- 
ralvi. Yet, amidll profound tranquility ^eVnetian train 
met with a rough check and vety confiderable tofi : four gil- 
lies reluming from tbe Eaft, laden wiA fplcci, filks, and

of any commercial quarrel, or whether it was an a^ of pi- 
racy in Columbus ' : nor do we find that the republic ever rc- 
iented it, or even demanded reparation of the wrong -, the 
bare fa,St. is all that SabilUcui relates. 

Towards tjie end of this yeu died Gisvantii Mxetii^a^ A- D. 
a prince endued with ev^ry qualiiy to make his people happy : if^S- 
bis virtues wcte fimilar to thofe of his brother ' i his capacity 
little i/iferior, apd bis r<;putatio;i equal.

M-^RCO BARBMIGO was chotn by the fcnate to fuc- ^^^^ 
cecd Gitvanni : be Was equally iovn) wljile a private citizen, Ha^jj^f;, 
and refpe^ed duiring the Ibort period ttf his fdminiAraiion. ~,^ ^„ 
Thcrepublic enjoying a happy repole, he employed his whole LXXlfl, 
ante in enfoiicing the laws, relieving the poor, encouraging 
virtue and merit, and fuppreSng vice and indojctice. Acnidit 
thefe x£ts of piety and good government be was feized with 
a fever, which cut him off in a few days, and left the repub- 
lic to lanient the loTsoftho^bl^iogs they had hut jufl tailed. 
One iik of his adminiftration, jn favour of the poor, deferves 
to W particubrty mentioned : he got a decree paJTed that all 
thofe, of whatever quality, who demanded the redrcfs of 
grievances, Ihould caft lots whofe fuits (houid be Fird prefent- 
ed.

JGOSTJ^O BARBARIGO, Doge LXXiV. a. D.- 
The fenate having met for the ele£tion of a fiKrcedbr, '4^0. 
jfgafiino Barbariga, brother to the dcceafed, was chofen in Agoflino 
his room ; a promotion extremely acceptable to the people, as B^rbari- 
jfgofiinj was the petfeft archetype of his brother. He was at Ro. //ogi 
this time procurator of &t.Afari'Sy an ofHce which he djf- ^XXIV. 
charged With a fidelity and inteenty aufpiciout of his ^ood 
condudina higher capacity- His lirft a^ was to (end an 
ambafly to tbe Grand Seignior, to thank hi;n ior prefenis made 
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to the rcfublic a tittle before the death of his brother, and 
likewifc to procure fome privileges Tor the meichaots of the 
ftate trading to the TurkiJhAommyom', 

While he was thus engaged a quarrel arofe between Si- 

gifmund, brother to the emperor Fredtrie, and the republic 

Sig'ifmund was lord of the country of the Grifinton the Mps^ and

gljmund levied troops with all cocpedition, to the amonnt of 

ten thoufand men, entered the Verontft^ and over-nn the 

country along the AdUt : the enemy were commuided l^ 

Gaudtniia Amafie-, who laid fiege to Ravert, and took it after 

fome refinance. We are told he laid the fort in aOics by 

means of bombs, at that time not much known in//<»^'. 

The fenate, to oppofe this army, ordered the fddiers quar- 
tered in ihe Trevifan, Limibar^, and Friuiij to aflemble, 
and requcfted of old Sanfivtrint to take charge of .the aimy. 
Before he could get tooeihcr a force fuflicient to oppofe the 
enemy, the Grifini had made incurfions into the tcrritoties 
of Fiictnza, Feltre, and Friuli : they were at laft tepuUed, 
and their detachments defeated by yeratuma Sawrgmnu, who 
had railed a body of peafants for the defence of the oounOy. 
Sanfever'ma no fooner joined the army ihan he entered upan 
a<5lion ; but a detachment, which he commanded jn pcrtea, 
falling into an ambufcade, was defeated, and himfelf &ved by 
the bravery of his fon from being taken prilbner'. Upon 
this he refolved to march into the enemy's county, atid lay 
fiege toTrmU, which he doubted not would put an cficdual 
fiop to the enemy's incurGons into the Vautim territories, by 
fccalling them to the defence of their own country. The 
fcheme, however,- though plaufible, was warmly oppofed by 
old Lucea Pifani the proveditor : but as a majonty confeated, 
' the refolution was taken, and the army ordered to proceed to 
the country of the Gri/sni. On his march he was attacked and 
bis army furprifed hy a thoufand regulari and a large corps of 
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boors, aflembled by Gtargt count Pittro, The Toldien not j^_ jj 
cxpefiing to fee the face of an enemy for Icveral days were ,^gg ' 
put into confufion, and Sanfrvtrint killed in endeavouring to '. 

lally them. Thus died the brave old Sanfivtrim, one of the*"?^"V" 
bcft and moft faithful officets the republic ever employed. In ^j^ 
this inftance his good fortune feemeo to forfalce him, though fftinm 
not his courage, for he fell with his fword in his hand, tight- ^/f, 
ing with the vigour and fpiiit of youth, at the age of ninety t. 
His death produced a total rout : the panic became genera) ; 
nor could all the (kill and diligence of the proveditors bring 
the Ibldiers back to their colours, or wichftand the charge of 
a militia not fufficicnt to encounter one-fourth of their army. 
Atidr4:adt Bargo, colonel of infantry, imagined that cutting 
the bridge and flopping their progrefs would, from neceffity, 
recal their courage and prefencc of mind : this4ie performed 
to the almoU utter dellruSion of the army, though well and 
prudently intended ; for fo great was the conilernaiion of ther 
troops that they plunged into the water, and loft their lives 
endeavouring to efcapc by fwimming '. Guitia dt Roffu alone, 
with his troop of horfe, withftood the enemy : be made his 
way through the tbickeft of the enemy's ranks with about 
fifty men, and ravaging their country returned home loaded 
with plunder'. As fov Bargo, he was recalled andimprifoned; 
but Guida and other officers appearing in his defence, and af- 
ferting his bravery and diligence, he was not only reinftated 
but promoted. Orders for new levies were now iOued by the 
fenate j but before they were complete a peace was offered by ^««wx«i 
Slgifmundy tired with the expences of the war, and accepted *'6'^ 
by the republic, on condition, that the merchants feizcd at ■■•'""'■ 
Bohano Qiould be fet at liberty and indemnified, and that mu- 
tual reftitution fbould be made pf places taken during the war ". 
Soon after this fcverat fumptuary laws took plac* in Venicey 
and the expences of private families in their table, cloaths, 
diverfions, gaming, travelling, Inc. were rated by a decree of 
the fenate, in proportion to the ability of the individual. The 
regulation concerning dice was, that no family of the highefl 
diftin<9ion and fortune Oiould prefume to Qalte above a fifth 
of an ounce of gold in one night '. 

This year likewife it was that the fenate refolvcd in a 
manner to annex Cyprus to the dominions of the republic, by 
fending Comoro to alCft the queen his filler in her affairs. 
To this two circumQances contributed, which in fafl deter* 
mined " the fenate in their intention. The fiift was a Turkijb 
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SfiiX that failed up the Mtdilerrantmt^Kich created fufpk'ioa 
' that Bajazei formed dcfigns upon the ifland : l;he other tfjife 

tipm fecrec intelligence thu Ffrdlnand wzs taking mcafuin 
to annex this Lingdom to hii own dominions, by a ma/riage 
.between the queeti and his fon. The fenatc had been left 
proteSors of the queen by Janus Lufignan her husband. Un- 
der their countenance the had governed peaccsbly for the 
fpace of fifteen years, the firft coininotlons quelled by Mxt- 
niga excepted. As her only fon was dead the republic looked 
upon herfelf as the natural fucceflbr of a queen who was 
Cypw daughter lo one of her fenators : thus, it was the buGnelj 
•^'™'' of the fenatc to exclude both Bajmut and Ferdinand^ for 
^" ' which purpofe Franiifia Priuli was fent with a fleet to the de- 
fence of the iOand. CDrmrra went before, and, exceeding hit 
CommiHion, prevailed on the queen by hiscloqueiKC to relin- 
quiOi the government to the fenate, and return to her na- 
tive country VenUet where Oic Jhould always live with the 
dignity and affluence of a fnvereign '. The queen unwillingly 
aftemed to his arguments, and every thing was fixed for thcii 
depaiture : hedifpatched intelligence of his fuccefs to the fe- 
nate, who, delighted with his condufl, feni rich prcfemsto 
the queen, aiul whatever could fweeten the relignatipn Aw 
had made of pomp and grandeur. Before Die left Cyptui (he 
P'entlian flandard was ereSed in the marlcet-pjace ot Nitajia, 
the capital, by her ciders ; and thus the I'fland became a Vtiu- 
iian piovince. At hit (he arrived in yenut with a lar^e re- 
tinue, and was met by the fenate and chief ladies of the re- 
public, who condu£led her to the palace, where Ihe was en- 
tertained with the Hate and magnificence her quality At- 
manded. Soon after a houfhold was appointed her, and the 
caflle of Azela in the Treaifan afEgncd for her refidencc, with 
a revenue of fifty pounds in gold for her yearly expence, and 
a prefent of ten pounds for her immediate ufc '. 
^ D_ This year ambalTadors from Africa, fropi the prince of 
ijgo. Tremizan, came to Fen'nt to delire the fenate wpuld appmol 
a magiilrate to diftribulcjuftice among the Venetiant dwelling 
in three of his cities, left he Oieuld be led into difFcrcncn 
with the republic from fuch inadvertencies or omiffions as 
might arife from his ignorance o( their law^. A magillnue, 
equivalent to our confuls abroad, was appointed, ana tiis re- 
venue fixed at an hundredth part of all the merchandize fold 
in that country. 

About the fame time the ufe of firelocks was introduced ia 
- f^piiit; and. for jntlru£(ing the youth in the exercife, the courir 
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cH of ten pal&) a decree that two in each village fitoold be 
(auglit the manual exercife and evolutions ; that ihefe young 
men fliouJd all meet on certain dap to give proofe of their pro* 
grcfs, by firing at a mark i and that the public taxes for ihaf 
^r (hould be reroincd to the village of the heft markfman, 
and a fum of money giv^ him bciidei ^ Little occurs de- 
ferving notice for the fpaoe of four or five yearsi except that 
the republic was daily growing in wealth, grandein-, and 
power. The difcoveries' of the 'Portugutfi in 1494, round the 
cape of Good- Hope 10 the Enfi-InJits, c^tened tbe way for the 
gradual decline of their commerce, but it did not become ap- 
parent for SI number of years : at prefent the fea was co- 
vered, and all the haiboun in tbe world crowded with (he ■ 
VtHttiem merchantmen >. 

While the republic was reaping the benefits of her long 
tranquility, an ambafly from CharUsViW. of Fiaiui came to 
ytnite : the purport was to found the inclinations of the re- 
public, and demand the continuance of (he league fubfifting 
between the fiates, as he propofed mvching into lufy to re- 
duce Aii^/ey. Tbe doge and fenateaflpmbled the great coun- 
cil to deliberate upon an affair of fo much confequence : they 
fbrefaw that Ilafy mull be wholly embroiled, and were willing 
tp 2& with caution in a bufinefs fo delicatC' At laft, after 
various debates, a kind of equivocal anfwer was returned to 
(he ambafTudor, with which and civilities he was difmifled. 
Two other ambages fucceeded this, and al) were (lifmiflcd 
with the fame anfwer, and Arong aflurances of the defire the 
Rpublic bad to live upon terms of amity with the king '■. 

We need not enter upon the origin of this war ; it baa 
been explained already in our hilloiy of i^r<iw«. Sufficient it 
is that th*! repon 01 CharUi\ intention made Ferdinand ufe 
atTj poffible meafure for his own defence : he levied troops, 
' njuipped a fleet, and did all in his power to draw pope AUx- 
mdtr into his alliance. Rrdiitand vras fo expeditious in hia 
preparatitHis, that Lcdtvico Sfonui, who excited Chitritt to this 
attempt, fearing he might be (^>prc(Ied before the king could 
enter Itafyt fent an envoy to Veaia, rV^eRing that the fenate 
^HHild march a body of troops to the river Oglio ; but this 
minifter was difmillcd with mere prpfefTions '. Mean time 
ttrdinand died, and was fucceeded by his cidell fon Alphenfi : 
he immediately upon his accefiion difpatched an ambafly to 
ibe republic^ to folicit their influence wjth Lcdcvica to defift 
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from joining the Frtitch, and protnUing in return to leave him 
the undiftutbed pofleffion of Aiilan. The fenate undertook 
to mediate, but could obtain no dited anfwet fcoa L»dt- 
via. 

Many attempts were made bjr both parties to engage the 
Vmitims in the quarreli but they inere deaf to all atgumeus 
and pFomifes. GbarUi, by his ambandor PhlUp Canummiy of- 
fered them a great fliare of the ccMiquefls he Ibould make in 
Naples, if they would join him ; but the fenate replied, tbey 
bad no ri^t to a foot of ground in Neplts, and it was tbeii 
determination to adhere to the jufl maxim of their anccfton, 
never to carry on war far conquefls, but to repel injuries, 
pTote£t their libenies, and maintain their alliances ^ It would 
DC digrdBng from our purpofe to puriije Cbarlti in his con* 
^xK,^ oi Naplet : it ii enough that the republic prcfcrved a 
ftrift neutrality until the great power of Frmct rendered it ae- 
cefliiry to throw their weight in the oppofite fcale. Sotoe 
haughty exptcffions the king dropt before the ambaflxdofs <£ 
the republic, made them conclude it was full time to check 
his progtefs before hefhould be in a condition to over-nm 
Jtalf, The purpofes of the fenate were greatly forwarded by 
the arrival of a Spanljh armament, under Lorenzo SiuireZy at 
Leghorn^ for the defence of Sicih/ : this fleet conGAed of Cxiy 
(hips of war, having on board fixthoufand foot and five hun- 
dred horfe. £«ftrfz went himfclf to the Fmeliau fenuc and 
told them, " That the king; his maflxr, fenfible of the am- 
" bitton and power of the French king, had fent bim with a 
" fleet for the defence of Sici/y : he was well aflured that 
•' Charles would not flop with the redudion of NapUs, if ef- 
** feftual meafures weie not taken to clip his wings and bound 
** his ambition : his mafler, he added, authorifol him tocn- 
" ter into an alliance with the republic, with whole wililoa 
" he was too well acquainted to imagine flie could be Uind 
" to the necelEty of oppofing a prince who meafured r^ 
'* only h" pm/ir." The fenate lent a willing ear to Suarex' : 
fuch an alliance they faw was neccftary for the fecurity of Jufyi 
they likewife knew that the pope was equally deftrous wkh 
them, and that the emperor and duke of Milan might eafily 
be induced to engage in the league againft the FrenA rao- 
Tratr* narch. At laft, in the month of April 1495, a treaty «a 
^^,^ concluded between the emperor, the king ^ Spain, die pope, 
pi^trtr, Venetianiy and the duke of Adilan, and with 16 much fecrecjr, 
Spaiu, tit that Philip Cemmiius, who reltded the whole time in f^tmct, 
fefe, U'c, had not Oie leall fufpicionof the negodation". 
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We cannot, without repeating hBa already related, enter 
upon all the particulars of this war, fo well defcribed by Phi' 
Hf CtmmlntSt and the judicious and penetrating Guicaardini :

It was ftipulated among the confederates tjiat an armr of 
twenty thourani] foot and thirty-four tfaoufand horfc Oioutd 
be raifed, the difierent quota's as follows : (he cmpcioi i^xi- 
nalian was to fucniOi fix thoufand hoife and a praporiion of 
foot ; the pope four thoufand horfc and a body of Infuitiy ; 
the Venetiant, Spain', and LtJtvito o( Afi/an, eight thoufand 
horfe each, with their different proportions of foot". Itwa 
fanner agreed, that if any of the contraSing powers, by ica- 
fon of their diftancc, found it inconvenient to fend the forces 
ftipulated* that in this cafe fix hundicd pounds of gold fix 
eight thoufand, and the fame proportion for a Icfliu' numlxr, 
flioutd be paid to any of the other ftatcs who would under- 
take to raifc the troops '. Charles had determined upon 
returning to Frantt before he had intelligence of the league; 
but this haflencd bis mcafures : he accon^ngly fet out for Knu 
in a few days after, ant^ from thence fent an envoy to Ftnia 
to demand whether thtf fenate were his friends or enemies. 
To this no other anfwer was given, than that wife men «rcrc 
directed by contingencies ; and that it was in his majcfly't 
power to make the Vmttians either the one or the other ^ 

CHARLES was highly incenfcd at the popeV departure 
from Rniuy and his equivocal condud; iievcrthelcls, be 
pafTol through the territories of the church in a frioMlIf 
manner, excepting at Tifianella, where the inhabitants were 
put to the fword for refuting quarters to his army: be tikt- 
wife feized on Ofiiglia, and thereby gave great oiFcncc to ^"^ 
Vnutiatts, and quickened their preparatrons. Anlanu Griaam 
with the fleet had orders to fail directly for Puglia, and pre- 
parations were made in Lomhardj to obllru^ the Icing's renini 
and proteA Milan. Galiai of St. Samrini was detached bj 
hodovict with feven hundred men at arms and three thoulwl 
foot, to fe'ae upon jffli in PifJmani, where the duke of Or- 
leaas with a fmall corps lay ; but before his anival the djke 
received powerful fuccouis from Frana, aAed offiinltvety, and 
took fex'eral towns i. 

In the mean time the vanguard of the king's army was got 
to Pinirema; and the Vinttian and Afilanrjt troops, to tbc 
amount of eight thoufand infantry and two thoufand light 
horfc, were uTcmbted in the duchy of Purnn, under youog

regularity and difcipline among his troops : but no reply was io„ 
made to the mell'age. Tlie '/itrs, a rapid ftream, fortified Charles 
on the onq lide by the confederates with a number of bat- >^ m Afti, 
teries, feparated the two armies, when Cior/«, unwilling tat^dprt- 
cng^e before he had tried the effc^ of a conference, fent '*•' *'* 
a trumpet defiring a meeting with the AVnrf/'ffM pro vedi tors. '■*"''^"- 
The conference was agreed to, but Charln altering his pur- 
pofe, did not chufe to wait the iJTue ' : he ordered his van to 
pals the river, in fpite of the enenny's £re from the oppofin 
batteries, ynhn Trivu/cif, with an hundred liioces, threethoii- 
fand Swift infantty, and three hundred archers and crofa-bows 
on borieback, formed the van : Charlti in perfon com- ' 
manded the main armv, which followed, and the earl of 
Ftix led up the rear. Before Trivulcit had crof^ the river 
and advanced to the right of the confederates, Genzaga, at 
the head of five thoufand infantry and ftx hundred men at 
arms, pafled by a ford higher up, in order to attack die king's 
rear, ordering certain corps under the proveditots to charge 
him in flank* : this diliged iheFrmcb to face about, when 
immedjatejy a fliarp aClion began. Genzaga prelTed on with 
great refoluiion, and was as bravely received and repulfed in 
leveral cbat^ j but ftill renewing his attacks the enemy '**""■ 
were put into feme confulion, and the king's perlbn greatly 
etidangered. Charlti, however, was £ived t^ the intrepidity 
and gallant conduct of his troops, who flocked round for his 
defence ; fo (hat here the battle was pretty equal. On the 
other fide the marquis dc Gii'i put the confederates in difor- 
der, and would have totally defeated them, had not Gtnxags 
in time repafled the Tart and come to their relief, which ftopt 
the purfuii'. Here the battle ccafed, vii5lory declaring for 
neither fide, thoi^h die king's intention of crofting the Tar* 
was fruflrated. The next morning he propofed attacking the 
confederates in their camp, but was prevented by the violent 
rains which fwelled the river in the ntghr, and likewife by 
the advice of bis officers, who thought it mote advifcablc to 
march round, notwithilarxJing the incooveniences of the roads. 
This relblutioR was accordingly executed, his majeRy decamp- 
ing with great liience without beat of drum ". In the t&ion. 
the lola of the confederates amounted to three thoufand in- 
totiy, and near three hundred men at arms; a ctrcum- 
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ji_ D_ ftance which gave the Fnneh room to claim the vidory. as 

1496. their lofs did not exceed two hundred men at armt. On the 

other hand, the Vtnitiam formed the lame pretenfiom, and 

BaihJiJet challenged the glory of the day, bccaufe, befides the kingit 

Ifff datm being difappoinied in his deiign of croffing the Tore, thcjr 

t» a vie- j,3^ „p( Qpiy faygj d^gj^ q^„ ctmp and baggage, but taken 

"^' a conllderabfe booty from theenemy, fotne rich apparel of the 

king's, and pact of his artillery. Bannitii taxes the republic 

with vanity on this occafion *, though we think very unjuftly, 

as they undoubtedly had an equal claim with Cbarlu to the 

vi^ory, which is not to be always eftimated by the oumbet 

of flain, but a variety of other circumlbncn and confe- 

qtienccs. 

Thx confederates tent a detachment of three thouland 
inen, under Sanfiverine, to moteft the enemy's rear, but being 
forced to take a long circuit, as the river was not fordaUc 
from the late tains, he came up too late. Sufpicions coa- 
cerning his fidelity arofe, and fome hilToriani affirm, that ■«- 
ftead of annoying he adually conduced CherUi to JJii tfal»' 
the difficult paJIcs and roads he had to encounter. It aftet^ 
wards appeared that he aded in confe<)uence of Icaet or- 
ders from Zcdavitt, who began to waver in his alliance, aod 
carry on a clandefline cortcfpondence with the king '. G«w- 
zaga, however, as foon as the river was fordablc, marched 
in putfuit of the enemy with bis whole army : as he found he 
could not come up with them he returned from the Ttr- 
tfHe/i, and joined Ledaviea Sj»na before Novara. TTic fenaK 
fent two proveditofs to affift at the iiege of Nrvara, and a 
flrong reinforcement ; fb that the army amounted to three thou* 
fand men at arms, three thouland hor<e» and fifteen thou&nd 
foot^ 

DuKiNG this fiege the Ftnttian fleet at Gnea was fuccc&- 
ful : it not only took Rupfalia, putting the Freiuh nrrilba 
lo the fword, but defeated the king's fleet, which he bad feat 
thither on his departure from Nap/ei. This, and his inability 
' to relieve Novara, obliged CharUs to make overtures of 
Piaa peace ; for which purpofe commiffioners met, and after a 
irtnnttn number of difficulties and obflhiiSiana, jigned a treaty h u i wmi 
Charles Charlis and Lsdavia, The Vtmliem complained loadly of 
tad Sfsrva'i conduft in ftriking up a fcparate peace, after they 

Sforza. had refuted hearkening to any propofals without the cm- 
fcnt of their allies : they called him treacherous, perfi- 
dious, undefervtng of allies, and unworthy to be tiwed. 
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ZtAvia, ftung with leproacbes which were but too juiUy q, , 
levelled, gave fecret oitfera to the garrifons in ihofc placet "^1 
through which the army of the republic muft pafj, to '^^"^' 
block up the way, and prevent their return. Inielligence 
of this coming to Centarttii, he oi&red the council of ten to 
aflaffinate Lwvico in open council ; but the republic rqe£lcd 
this propofal, as refleding upon the honour of the flate, and 
gave infbu^ions that he mould temporize with him until he 
got out of his dominions : this accordingly was done fo art- 
fiilly, that the- army arrived unmoleftcd u Mantua, and then 
proceeded to Venice'. 

PHjfRLES had not left A'a^i/ long bchn Ferdinami n-^ 
tuTtitd to Calabria, and feiz«d the city of ^c^'a. Grima/iiythc 
Venetian admiral, conquered Puglta and fome towns in the 
Hiiber Calabria^ which fucccfa ffon produced a general re- 
■volc in favour of FerSnand. The fenate, aj^rtzed of thefe 
tranfadions, fent orders to Grimani to wait inactive at Mo- 
nopoli until farther orders ; but the pope's influence prevailed 
upon them a little after to fend the admiral to Naples to affift 
Ferdinand ^y As Grimani was taken ill about the time he re- 
ceived thefe inftrufiions, 1^ contented himfeif with difpatch- 
ing twenty gallies to a^ft at the ficge of Tartnlum ; and 
upon his recovery failed with the reft of the fleet to drfu, 
it being fufpeaed that the Turkijb armaments were intended 
ag^nft that ifland ^. 

About the fame time liaPifans fent ambafladors to f>- 
»K», to beleech the protection of the republic againft the Fh- 
rentinei, who were preparing to reduce them. The fcnaiors 
were divided in fentiment concerning this propoful, fome not 
chuflng Co come to an open rupture with Ficremti while 
odiers, moved either with compalEon or aSiuated by ambition, 
were for granting the requeft, Pifa indeed flood extremely 
convenient for extending the dominions of the ftate, gaining 
a fure footing in Jufiany, and flretching the boundaries of the 
republic zs ^ as the Mediierranean fca, the gulph of Genoa, 
and die whole breadth of Italy. The latter opinion for thefe 
reafons prevailed, and the manner of affifting the Pi/am wa> 
referred to the determination of the council of ten '. 

Bepors any meafures were formed by the council, the fe- 
mte received ambaffadors from the pope, requefting they 
would order part of the army, returned from the fi^ « 
Navarrff, to affift Ferdinand in expelling the French out of his - 
domioions, in confideration of which certain fea-port towm 
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fliould be ceded to the republic ; but neither did this am 
bafi^ meet with an immediate anfwer. At laft Ftrdinan^s am- 
balladora, under the mediation of the pope, the emperor, 
and Icing of Spam^ concluded an alliance with the VmetianSf 
in which it wat flipulated that Brundufium, Trani, and Ol- 
tranto fliould be annexed to the Venetian dominions, in con- 
fiderBtion the republic would fend fix hundred men at arms 
and three thoufand foot to aft under Firdittotid^ and beftdes 
give him by way of loan one huitdred and fifty pounds in 
gold. CommiiBoners weee fent to take poGelEon of the towns, 
and orders ifTued to Genxaga of Mantua to lead the troops 
into Naples ''. 

CHARLES, hearing of this league, fent Philip CemnuMu 
ttiVmice to demand the teflitution of Afmapeltf and remonftrate 
with the fenate on the late alliance with Ftrdimmd, contrary 
to the peace with him i i(a ^t Venetian proveditors being pre- 
fent at the conduiion of the agreement between him and 
Sfirza, he included the republic in that treaty '^ buiCe»- 
mirus was dtfmifTed with an unlatisfadwy anfwer. 
LODOVICO SFORZA, having intimation that the fenatete- 
7rMy fir folved to protefli*/^, petitioned that he might be admitted as an 
the pniec- afl^iate in the defence of this city ; accordingly a treaty w« 
iitn tf the concluded between the pope, the Vtiutiaiu, and Ledovict j in 
Fiuns. confequence of which the republic ordered two thoufand fixrt 
to be raifed in Gen9a and fent to Pifa. The Fltrentinei, hop- 
ing to become mailers of the ci^ before the allied army coiJd 
be allembled, fent fix thoufand foot, one thoufand horfe, and 
, a fine train of artillery, to inveft it ; but the Pifam^ fallying 
out upon them before the trenches were <^)ened, defeated and 
difperfed the Florentine army '. 

Soon after PatU Vitelli, deferting the Pifans^ was ap- 
pointed to the command of a frelli army, raifed by the enemy 
and amounting to ten thoufand men, with orders immediately 
to tefume the fiege of Pifa j but the Venetians were fo vip- 
lant in the defence of the city, and Pietra de Meiicis, then 
banifhed, coming with a powerful army againll Fkrtnce^ the 
army was recalled before it had made any confider^le pro- 
grels ^. Pifa was fcarce delivered from the impending flonn, 
when the fenate received Faetata into their proteiSion \ a Htde 
flaie well fituated to check the Fhrentinesy BoUgnefe, and 
the other powers of Ramagnia. 

CHARLES, finding himfelf in' danger of lofing Na- 
ples, propofed returning in perTon with a powerful aimy 
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into Italji ; intelligence of which beiog r«ceived greatly per- . -. 
plexed S/erxa, Frriinand, and the Vtnttiant ''. ^srxa^ who 
was moft expoied, todc every mearure for his own de- ^^^* 
fence : he difpatched ambsfladon to Maximilan the emperor, 
and to the fenate of Vtmct, defiring their immediate aiBflance. 
The fenate agreed to fend troops to AUxandrla, but raifed 
fcruples concerning the emperor's lending forces into Italy : 
they knew that Maximilian was no friend to the republic, and 
dreaded the confequence of granting him a pallage through 
their territories ; yet, fearing that the refufal might induce 
the timid Ladwico to enter into a treaty with (SarUs, they 
confented that an aoibajly Ihould go to the emperor to fet- 
tle this af&ir'. 

To pafs over circumllances in which the republic was not 
immediately concerned, Ferdiaaad, aflifted by the Vtnttiemtt 
laid clofe Jiege to Attllot the garrifon of which was driven to 
grieat extremities for want of water ; at !aft it furrendered 
upon honourable terms. This fuccefs was followed by the re- 
duSion of fevcral other places, in which the republic bore 
a confiderable (hare. Ferdinand in the mean time dying, hit 
uncle Frfdrricy a prince much beloved, was crowned ; and he 
having no enmity to France, the war in NafUs in a manner 
ceafed, liter Tarentum had yielded to the Ftnetian fleet ". 

Thb ftrong Venetian garrifon in Pifa excited the jealoufy 
of Sforxat who by this means faw himfelf deprived of the do- 
minion of a city he fpent fo much labour to acquire. He be- 
gan to vent his fpleen by fecret pradices againA the republic, 
endeavouring to bring the pope and Icing of Spain to ufe theic 
influence that the Pifans might be reftored to their liberty ; 
but in this fchcmc he was difappointed, neither bis holinefi 
nor the Spaniards chufing to hazard the lofs of the Venttian 
Iriendlhip by fuch a propontion : however, he fo i^x prevailed, 
that a congrefs was held, at which attended the Spanijh, Vi- 
nttian, FUrentine, and Milanife ambaiTadors, with the pope's 
legate, but nothing was determined '. 

LEWIS the twelfth of Frante, who fuccceded Charles, hcvU tU 
having, contrary to the opinion of all men, refolved upon tiwtlfib af- 
purfuing his claim not only to A'a/^i but to the dutchy of France 
Milan., to which he was heir by his grandmother, fcnt f/a'>"Na- 
ambai&dors to the pope, the Fenetiani, and Florentines, to ac- p'^ "^ 
quaint them with his accellion to the crown, and defire their Mil*"- 
friendfhip, which the Venetians returned with a congratulatory 
amhafly, and ftrong afTurances of the good difpofition of the 
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republic. They were now arrived at the height ofgloiTt ca- 
rdTcd, eneemcd, and feared by their neighbours, and relpeficd 
by the kings of Franuy Spain, the emperor, and even the 
grand Turk, who had often experienced the power and valour 
of then- fleets. Mathias king of Hungary's ambaffadors cane 
to ftaice to contrafl an alliance with the republic, which the 
fenate readily granted : thus were they courted and foliated 
by the greateft monarch: ". 

LODOVICO, in the mean time, envying their prolperi^

His holinds 

never, however, performed his engagements, from an ap[HV- 

henfioii of quarrelling with the republic ; but Ladaviea began 

to declare htmfelf, t^ denying the Vtiselian troops ordered lo 

Pi/a, a pallage through his dominions, and obliging them to 

go round by Ferrara. He next prevailed upon the emperor 

to come to fome relblutions oppoTite to the intereft of tbe 

republic : then he induced Giovami BentivogUe and the B»- 

hgnefc to contract an alliance with him, and extorted a pto- 

hiifc from the repuUic of Lucca not to join die Ftm- 

tiani ". 

The FUrtntines were befieging fomc towns round Pifi 
when they received advice that the fcnatc of Ftmu would 
liften to propofals for a peace, provided the fuperi- 
ority of Venice was acknowledged. Willing to conclude the 
war upon any terms, they fcnt two of their principal ci- 
tizens to Vinice to found the republic; but they returned 
without having effefled their purpole ". 

During thefe tranfaflions ivt Tufiany Lttvis of Frmams 

making preparations to invade Milan by the next Cpritig. In 

this he hoped for the affiltance of the Vaittiam, who he knew

Lewis and '^^'^ '^ *^^ flipulared that the king Inould invade die dutchjr 

ibt Vene- °^ Milan on the fide of Pltdmiint, while the Veiutians attacked 

tiau). it towards the Parniefan ; and that the Milatufe being reduced, 

the territory ofGhiharadadda and the Cremoneji (bould be ceded 

to the republic, on condition that, for a time fpecified, they 

would fupport the king with a cettain number of forces. 
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Tim contrail was made Jb fecretl^, that it was ibme time before 
cither tha pope or Sfsma could procure the particulars >■. 

When iMimiai came to the knowledge of this uncxpe£led 
alliance he wss quite tb under- (Iruck ; but refolving to with- 
Aand the Vemiima by any means, he fecretly difpatched an en- 
voy to CmJimninopU, to excite the Grand Seignior againll the 
jepublic^. By fome means the fen ate came to the knowledge 
of Sferza's intentions, and heating that the Turii were pre- 
parii^ a great £eet, lent Zaitinni, a fenator, to the porte, to 
ibuniTthe emperor's defigns, and renew the treaty with 
the Grand Seignior. Zonconi was well received, and i he bet- 
ter to deceive bim, the treaty was renewed, but in Laiin^ 
a language by which the Turk did not think htmfelf bound. 
The ambafTador was foon informed of this part of the Mo- 
hammedan religion by Gritti, a Venitian, who had long jefided 
in CinflantinipU ; he therefore laboured with alj his might 
to have the treaty executed in the Turkijh language, but was 
difappointed '. f/firzn likewife, hy mam of HercuUsD'B/ff, 
endeavoured to reconcile the Venttians and /jir/n/;wi, hoping 
by this means to moderate the indignation of the republic. 
To fecure the fucceis of this fcheme he acquainted the /&• 
rentirus^ that as Lnuis was preparing to invade his dominions 
be fbould be under the neceiBty of recalling thofe forces 
which aSed againft 'Pifa' for his own defence. H'Mftt at- 
tended the congrefs in perfon, and was made umpire of the 
^iJFfiixnces between the Venetians, FUmlinei, and Pifans ; 
but his deciCon proving unfatisfa^tory to all patties, the cc»i- 
grefi came to nothing. The Pifans, however, were fo of- 
fended with the republic for fome conceifions unfavourable to 
them, that they look the guard of the ci^ from the Fent' 
/tan tioopi, and even obliged them to quit A^'. 

In the mean time IrivuUie had ailembled a cotHiderable 
army for the Fremh king about Pitibnont, and his majefly was 
come xoLyont in liis way to Italy-, whence be fent an envoy to 
the leoate, with orders that he fliould attend the Venetian arn^ French 
wherever it marched. Great honours were conferred on the andWcnv- 
French mioifter : he was prefented with a fine horfe richly tian arw^ 
caparifoned, and two pounds of gold, together with a com- afftsJilu. 
plete field equipage '. Then the army, confifling of feven 
tboufand foot and an equal number of horfe, was directed 
to be^n their march. Ahmana had the command, who, * 

ooffing the Ogli^y entered the enemy's country, and foon re- 
duced a number of totvns and forts : at lall, coming befoie 
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Caravaggio, he took it by afTault, together with fcvefal otber 
towns on the river Adda. Lodavica began [o tremble for tiia 
dominions; and llruck with the rapid progrefs if the f«»!ftin> 
contjucfh, dirpatched an ambaflador to Venice, with orders to 
take Ferrara in his way. D'Mfie, who had always oiuntc- 
nanced Sfirza, Tent a gentleman before the ^i(»i//f xahaSk- 
dor, to requeft that the fenate would not deny riim an au- 
dience " ; but he was neverthetefc forbid the city. Frtderic of 
■ Naples about the fame time acquainted the fenate with his in- 
tention of fending five hundred horfc to Sforz^s affillancc; 
and was anfweted that j/arjwi required much ftionger rein- 
forcements ; but that they would efleem even that fmall num- 
ber an hofliiiiy commenced againfl the republic, which tbcy 
ivould refent accordingly ". 

LODOyiCO, deftitute of all hopes of foreign aid, be- 
gan to think of gaining the aFei3ions of his own futje^ 
by whom he was greatly detelled : for this purpofe he le- 
tniited one-third of the taxes with which they were of^wcffid, 
^nd fubjoined other popular a£ts ; after which he enrolled 
the name of evei7 perfon in the duchy fit to bear arms'. 

In the mean time he was hemmed in on every fide, the 
Venetians having advanced to LeJi, while the Freitcb, after 
taking and facking Alexandria, were proceeding towards A£- 
hn, Sferza, greatly terrified at their approach, fcnt his fa- 
mily to Germany, whither he was preparing to follow : dui 
determined the Milonefe to acquaint him, by four of the 
chief citizens, that finding he diflrufled their loyalty, they were 
refolved to fubmit to the French ; and Ladmict, hiving no 
, farther hopes, fet out with five hundred light horfe for Ger- 
mattjt having with tears taken leave of the citizens. Benar- 
dino de Carte, with three thoufand foot, in wham he confided, 
together with ftore of arms, provifions, and money, fufficient 
for a long defence, were left in the citadel ; but Sferza wa

his mafter and the republic, they received the provediton into A. D. 
the city, conducing thcin to their quarters under a canopy 1499' 
offtatc. AntmU BttttagHont) to whom Sfirza had commit* 
ted the defence of the citadel, being fiuifmoned the next day. 
to furrender, confentcd to betray his maftcr for the fum of 
one hundred and fifty pounds of gold, the rank of a gen- 
tleman <^ Vtaici, a houfe in the city, and another in the 
country wax Pajtui. Crtmma being thus annexed to the 
Vaulian dominions, the fenate fent magiftratca thither to go- 
vern in the fame maiuiei and by the fame laws as the other 
pam of the republic. Two amralliidDrs were lilcewife chofen, 
and tbele, together with the new magiftrates, ordered to wait 
upon the Icing who was come to Mantua, and to complimeQC 
him in the name of the doge and fenate '. 

But while the f^e/utiaiu were thus extending their domi- 
nions in liafy, and gathering laurels on the continent, they 
were threatened with a daivgerous war in their iflands, the 
Aforea, and Grwjf dominions. The governor of Zara fent 
advice of the great preparations Bajaxtt made by fea and 
hmd, and likewile of the arrival of two thoufand Turkijb horfe 
in the Zaratin, The fenate immediately appointed Grimani 
adipiral, who, unwilling to lofe time, gencroudy lent the 
ftate eighty pounds of gold towards equippmg the fleet. Be- 
fore the Venetians put to fea, the Turii^ fleet came out of the ^^"T'* 
ftreigbts, to the number of two hundred and fixty fail, com- '** ' urts. 
mandcd by Bajazet in perfon : they direded their courfe 
towards Rtmaettia, which gave the lenate hopes they had no 
defign upon Rhodts. Gri/ntmi at la(^ fet tail with forty-fix 
gallies, fcvenCccn large merchantmen armed, and eighn fmall 
vefTels, fleering dire£tly for MaJm. Having intelligence 
that Bajtrut fought him, he went to the ifland of Sapietna, 
near Modan, and there drew up his fleet. The Turks foon 
appeared and joined banle, which was accepted by Grimaniy 
reinfcHced the day before by Andrea Loretam and fcventeen 
gallies which he had equipped at his own cxpence. Leretam » ,.r^ t,_ 
b^n the engagement, arid every where drove the Turks be- „j^^^ g^. 
fore him : both fleets were foon joined in clofe fight, which :^^ ^^ 
grew bloody and defperatc, when the ymettant, fetting fomc /^ Venc* 
of the enemy's Oiips on fire, caught the flames, and the whole tiaiw, 
fleet was in danger of being burnt, the wind blowing from that 
quarter'. Two or three gallies were actually deft royed by 
the lire -, and Grimani found himfelf under the necelBty of 
{bunding a retreat, to prevent its progrefs. 
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The ^mA mafter of Riedts being under lppreheiifi«iM of 
a vifit from the Turiiy fent to Lnoii of Franct and the repub- 
lic for fuccouTs. A fquadron of twenty-two lail was imnie- 
diately equipped in Pnvmce and Vtniu, and km to hti affif- 
tance ; on the arrival of the fleet, it via found Hiat tb* 
Turki had fome other defign, and the allies returned to Zmf, 
and joined Grimani. This admiral was accufed of ncglc^ing 
his duty before the laR engagiement : it was faid that be let 
flip a favourable Opportunity of defeating the Turks the day 
before be engaged : now he omitted another fiiir occaGon of 
Turk) «- '^8^''^'"g> lor which he was recalled, 4nd publicly cenfmcd, ■ 
ter Dal- ^^ Turks in the mean time having taketi Ltpania^. Nor weic 
matia. they idle towards the continent -, for, entering Dalmatian tb^ 
fcoured the confines of Zanty and, finding no oppoAtMO. 
Walled and dcllroycd the country as far as Ltvanza, taking a 
great number of prifoncrs. Upon this inielligence Zaman 
marched to the frontiers with a flnmg army ; but failing in 
his duty, be was fuperfedcd and confined four years prifoncr 
m Padua. Thus flood aflaiis with the Turks, while the Vem- 
(inff and /VnifA troops, vndci Cafir Borgia, fon of pope ^jIo;. 
anda-t proceeded to Rernagmay where they befteged and Cook 
certain towns belonging to the patrimony of the cbuicb, 
which the pope rcTigned up to Borgia. 

The fenate, for the lecurity of their own dominions dur- 
ing the war in Romagaia, fent three thoufand foot and two 
th'oufand horfe to Ravemta, under Atmam, to be diftributed 
round their frontiers in fuch a manner as to form a cbatn. 
When Aivxana arrived he received a mejiiige from Gt^vmaa 
Sforza, requefting he might be taken into the prote3ioa of 
the republic, and fcreened from the vengeance (si Btrgh, 
who hated him implacably ; but Atviana told the atnbaf&dor, 
that he was perfuaded the fenate would never proted a prince 
who had fo mortally offended them in concealing Ledeviai'% 
ambafiador, difpatched with defign to excite B^aztt agaioft 
the republic '• 
A- D. Mean time Ledsvico^ returning with fome fuccours from 
1499. Germai^, conceived hopes of regaining his dominions, from 
J. , the diftade ihe Milanefe cxprcffed of the French government. 
rttunti The fenate, upon intelligence that he was preparing to re- 
frma Ger- ^"'^"^ ^'"^^ ordered their troops to file towards the CrtmenA, 
pijny^ and reinforced the army with 3006 SMj/i they had taken into uic 
fervice of the republic. L^davita arriving at Cema took it 
wichout ftriking a blow, the French garrifon furrendering 
themfclves to prevent being enclofed between his forces with- 
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out, and the di&ffeaed inhabitants witbia the cit^. Thence 
he feat his brother Ajcanio towards Milan, where there was a 
ftrong party formed in his Tavour. Trwultit was governor of 
Jlfilj^, and being chief of the Cutlph faction in Lombmrdf, be 
tras extremely (^noxious to the Gtbtllitieit who fortned a 
majority of the citizent : this animofity was carried fo far that 
news of the furrender of Coma was no fooner arrived than 
Lttiovuo was proclaimed, and Tr'wuUh forced to retire with 
the gvrilbn to the cltldel, and next day XaNavara. In this Jiecmm 
dianner Lodeevico tcoovered the MtUmeJey with as much faci- i,i, ia^. 
lity as the allies had reduced his dominions. Va^ia and nimi nuhi 
Parma prefently followed the example of the capital ; Lq£ Milane^ . 
and Plactntla woold have done the fame, had not the Vau- 
tutttt prevented it by ordering feme troops to march thither ^. 
Hedid not long enjoy this profperity i for while he was be- 
fiegiog Novaritf the Frtncb army aflembled in Piedmont, and, 
joining the Femtiant, poured into Milan; loon after made ^' ^fiottd 
Ltdtvice prifoner, and fent him to Framr : AJamia was like- "^"^ 
wile taken and fent after his broihefa but releafed at the death fnM*^- 
of Lodovieo '. 

No fooner was this affiur coiicliided than the lenate lent 
Lodovict Mtmetiti to Bajaztt, complaining of his having at- 
tacked them by fea and land unprovoked, and contrary to 
the treaty made the year before with Zanatm j likewife to fo- 
licit the liberty of the Venetian merchants, reftitution of Le- 
fattie, and the renewal of the treaty. They were induced 
by two realons to try the effefls of this ambally, the firft arole 
from the low ftate of the exchequer, and the other from cre- 
dible intelligence that Bajazti would not be averfc to moderate 
conditions: but their expe^tions were difappointed; for£j- 
jaxet's dctnands were infolent, and fuch as might have beeti 
expe^ed in confcquence of a war in which he was every where 
vidoriotiS. He t<^d Manenti that if the fenate dcfired peace they 
mulf reftore to him Napoli, Modan, and Coron, the three 
principal cities the republic held in the Merea; and alfo pay one 
bundled pounds of gold yearly, by way of tribute. Manenti re- 
tumii^ with thb anfwer, the fenate rclblvcd upon profecuting 
the war with vigour '. Their firft care was to fortify tlw 
frontiers of Pruiti againft the incuifions of the Turis ; then 
they fent §»arini and Ladavtct CantiUi with a fmall body of 
foot, for the defence of Corfu ; they likewife difpatched 
fiorcs and.{roops to Napeli, upon advice that Bajazet, with 
a prodigious fleet,- intended a defcent on the Marea. Mtl- 
thur Trtvifany the Venetian admiral, alliimbled his whole force,

amounting to fereit^ fail* at Zcnri; but the Tiirkifl> fieeti 
which excKded two hundred veflels, arriving on the coaft of 
Napeli, landed a body or horfe to fcour the country as far a* 
thewalbof the city. The garrifon lal lying out upon l' 
obliged the Turks to retire ; upon which they filed UX 
MtidcH, (ending a large detachment to lay fiege to ^ 
The garrifon was well lupplied with every neceflary, and _ 
manoed fay Cmtartni the proveditori a brave officer. Sallyiif 
out upon the Turks, they intirely defeated and forced them to 
raife the fiege the day after the trenches had been opened. 
Trevifan, genera) of the Vtnetian army, dying, the cocnmaod, 
to the great joy of the troops, devolved upon Caatarm, unO 
the fenate fhould otherwife dtfpofe of the vacancy*. 

In the mean time Bajevui, with all bis force, laid ficp 
to Medetty which Contareni determined to relieve at all eveoia. 
The garrifon was badly provided with llores and proviiionSt 
the chief fupplies having been fent to ^(ip«/i, from a nocioa 
the fenate entertained the firft attempt woulcf be againll tba 
city. Cmiarm fet out from Zant with the fleet, detennioed 
to fight the enemy though greatly fuperior : a< foon as he 
defcried the Turiijb fleet, he bore down upon it in order of 
battle, and was received by one hundred flout gallics. Not 
difcouraged at the enemy's numbers, Caniartni began the en- 
gagement, which continued with great fury and advantwe u 
AhettU. tijg Vtnttians for ibe fpace of five hours ; but the wind &ck. 
ening, and a perfect calm fucceeding, they loft the fruits of 
then: fuperior (kill in navigation, and were Rxced to fight upoa 
equal terms : they bad almofl; funk under the powerful 
weight of Jhe enemy, when a gale fpringing up enabled Ctm- 
tareni to difengage his fleet and retire to Zant, with the lo6 
of two of his largefl fhips, and great damage of the remainder. 
Bajazet preferved ihe honour of the vi^iy, but his lo& was 
more confiderable ; for belidcs a prodigious flaugbter of his 
men, fix gallies were funk and deflroy^ *. 

Thk Ptnitiatty having refilled the fleet, was ftill bent 
upon fending fuccours to the befiegcd. To this end he chofe 
five of the ftouteft gallics, with refolute officers, who en- 
gaged at alt events to pu(h throu(Eh the Turkifl} fleet, and ia^ 
ply the city with provifions. Thinking it necefiary to ac- 
quaint the befieged of bis intention, he difpatchcd a yatcfac, 
manned with certain defperadoe^, to defire die garrifon wooM 
make a diverfion in favour of the fquadron coming to their 
relief. Tlie boat entered the harbour, amid(l the enemy's 
(hot, with the lofs only of one tower ; and the fquadron Iboa

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following, kept a running iight with the Turksy and in fpice 
of all their endeavours got fafe to port. Their arrival was 
jo^ul, but it occafioncd the lofs of Meden ^ for fo eager Modon 
were the ganlfon to receive fupplies, that, ncglefting their M^n^ 
pofts, they flocked in crowds to thefhore; and iY^k Turisy thTuxkt, 
feizing the opportunity, fcaled the walls, and entered the laid^tbt 
town in fiich multitudes, as baffled all the valour of the garri- "^ 
fon'. Thus was Medan loft by the very means which might '»™w ^ 
have faved it, in defiance of all the Turktjh power. The garri- '^Morea, 
fon and inhabitants were all put to the fword, excepting the IJ'^J?' 
govemoT, who was fent in chains and prefcnted before the ^^P*'"' 
walls oijuruay which fo intimidated the garrifon that the 
fort was furrendered without a ftrolce. Coron foon after ca- 
pitulated upon honourable terms ; and of all the towns the 
republic held in the Morea, none of any confequence now 
remained bcfides Napoli^. This the Turks foon i n veiled j 
but after a tedious and bloody fiege were forced to abandon 
the enterprize, the city being well fupplied, and the governor 
determined to bury himfelf in its ruinj (A). 

About the time Modm furrendered, the Venftian fleet was 
dirpeTTcd and terribly fhattered in a. llorm, which drove Ce- 
vetal fhips fliattered and difmaftcd as far as Candia. Bent' 
ditto Ptffari, who was appointed admiral in the room of 7r«- 
vsfan, came to Zmt while the Turh were befteging NapoU. 
As foon as he had colle^ed and refitted the fleet, he deter- 
mined to go in queft of the enemy ; but Bajazel, having in- 
Klligence of this defign, commanded the bafliaw to raife the 
ficee of Napoli, and returji with the fleet to Cotijiantinopk. 
Ptjjari fent a frigate to view the enemy, who had failed the 
day before the cruizer ariived, which determined the Fenetiaa 
to fleer his courfe to Ltgina, the Turks having taken and gar- 
rifoned that ifland during the fiege of Napali : here he landed

The plunder of thta ifland he diftribuud 
among his troops, and failed for Tirudes, which having burnt 
to the ground, he attacked the rear of the 7W/i/& fleet as it 
was entering the freights, and took nine gallics, the aeai 
c^ which he put to death '. After this exploit he proceeded 
to the illand of Sametbraee, where, underllandtng that tlic 
inhabitants fubmiited ^m neceffity to the Turiijb daauniao, 
he received them into the protection of the republic, aod Idt 
a garrifon and governor, upon whom the natives fettied 1 
falary of a tenth of the produce of the tfland. Next bevoK 
and faclced Cavifla^ returning from thence to Naptii loaded 
with booty, and adored by the troops, whole hearts be bid 
gained by his generofity and valour "'i 

Here receiving advice that the £fi7ffi^ fleet, under G» 

/aha Ferdinandei, was come to Zant to join the Vmitiani, he 

immediately failed thith*r ; and paiEng oy^wiai, he ordend 

Charhi Contareni to be beheaded on the prow of his g»"efi 

Tor having furtcndered that flrong fort to the Turkt upon b^ 

ingjummoned. Both fleets in conjuniEtion went and belief 

CepliaIo> Cephalonia, which they carried by the obfiinate intrepidity tf 

ni« laian the Spanijh and Venetian infantry. Jtaua likewife wai it- 

^ Pel]ari- covered by means of one Demetrius or AJidiin, who coocert- 

ing meafures with feme of his friends fucceeded fo bi^lf, 

that killing fifty Juris the reft made their elbape over thp 

walls, and abandoned the fort ". 

PESSJRI failed with fourteen flout gallics toPrfflO*. 
where he was told the Turis were preparing a 'fleet : h** 
he took three gallies ready to put to fea, and burnt feRol 
others on the flocks ; then he fteered to Ctr/u, where he or- 
dered the fleet to rendezvous and relit. Before he went oR 
this lall expedition, Gonfalvo took his leave and letired to 
mntcr in Sicily : Peffari made him a prefcnt of feme nth 
wines, and feventy thoufand weight of fweet-mcto wbicta 
he had fent him from Feniee. After refitting the fleet h« 
failed to the mouth of the river j5«;an, with intention tode- 
ftroy 3 Turiijb fleet which lay there ; but the enemy, drawii^ 
their fljips fourteen miles up the river, prevented his defigo. 
Ptjari leaving a fmall fquadron to block them up returned to 
Corfu : here the feoate rewarded the courage of the troop* 
by a liberal gratuity to every foldier who had dillinguilbn

While PtJ/uri was perrorming wonders it fea, the fcnata 
fent 3D aoiba^idor to Ladijhus kii^ of Hungaryt to engage 
him in an alliance agdinjl Bnjazet. In this treaty the pope de- ^ 
iired to be included ; and it was ftipulated that the king, with '^■,^,%, 
tit his forces, Ibould attack the Twh, in conCderatron of a ^^ ^ 
fubfidy of three thoufand pounds in gold from the Fnttiant^ Hungarv. 
and four hundred from the pontiff Towards the clofe of 
this alliance Agsflina Barbarigi died, after he had governed 
fifteen years, with the reputation of a temperate and pru- 
dent prince, who was fparing of the public, and profufe of 
his own money ; but with all his good qualities, there waa 
a tin^re of jcaloufy and morofenefs, which rendered his cha- 
rader dilagreeable : the ibvereign was cltcemed, but tbe man 
was not beloved '. He was fucceeded, according to the ufual 
forms, by Leonardo Loretano, a man equally refpefied for the 
quality of his birth and foe his wifdom. 

LEONARDO LORETANO, Doge LXXV. 

The new dc^e begun his government by propofing, in LeonarJv 
the firft great council held after his acceflton, that Ptffori Loretawh 
die admiral fhould, in reward of his fervtces, be made a ^, LXXV. 
procurator of St. Mori's, in the room of Tram deceafed. He 
was accordingly ele^ed, in hts abfence, to this dignity, one 
of the firft in the ftate'. Early in chc fpring the French and 
Pmuguefe fleets came into the Archipelago, to aflift the Ve- 
wiieai againft the Turit j but thofe auxiliaries proved of no 
lervice to the republic, as peace was foon after concluded. 
The (enatcliad juft received advice from j/nirt« G/-/;//, that 
Athnut, tbe Grand Vizier, was not averfe to an accommoda- 
tion j they accordingly fent an ambafiador to Hungary, to 
defire the King would fend plenipotentiaries to dnjlantinaple ; 
and the king confcnied, on condition of the republic's con- 
tinuing to him a yearly fublidy of three hundred pounds of 
gold'. The treaty was accordingly concluded, on fome ttiftingp^^^^,^^^. 
conceflions which the republic made to Bajaxet, tired out Saj^zL-t. 
with the war he carried on in A^ as well as in Europe. The 
Grand Seignior difpatched an ambaflador extraordinary (o Vt~ 
nice, who made his entrance in great magnificence, and was 
received with particular marks of diftindion, as the reprcfcn- 
Qtive of a gtcat monarch and foldier. Thus did this war,

terminate with much honour and little prejudice to the ftatc, 

befides the wafling of their finances, and emptying of their 

treafury. 

They were fcarcc delivered from this war when amboA 
fadors arrived from Ltwis the twelfth, to engage the republic 
in an alliance ^ainft Spain, which the fenatc afafolutely it- 
jeftcd, though they agreed to continue the ancient treaty. 
The death of pope Altxandtr the fixth ; the ele£)ton of a new 
pope ; his death a few days after ; and the choice of a.fiic- 
cefTor to Ptus the third, occurred in thit interval of tran- 
quility which the republic enjoyed. Upon the act^ffion cf 
yuliui the fecond to the papal chair, the republic fent la 
ambafTy of eight of the chief nobility to congratulate his ho- 
linds : they were kindly received, and mutual profi:ffi«B of 
efteem were exchanged. 

These profeffions produced no real cordiality, ^^tfikt 

was jealous of the extraordinary acquifitions made by the re> 

public : he even advifed the duke of Vahtitine'ii to recover die 

towns the f^ttuiians had torn from his dominions *. Tbis 

obliged the fenate to caution the proveditors in Remgpas, 

to take every ftep they thought neceflary for the fafen and 

intcrefl of the ftace ; uporf which the proveditors laid fi^ 

toTa/igruna and Mildah, two ftrong towns, which furrcn* 

deted upon the firft fummons. Highly incenfed againft dK 

fenate pope yulius fern the bifhop of Tivoli to Venice to repre- 

^ hcnd them, and procure the tellitution of Fatnza and Rimm, 

and alfo to requcft the afliftance of the republic towards tc- 

covering the other towns in the hands of FaUntiiuir, The 

nimciodeiivered his inllru:^ions, but was anfwered, thattbc 

pope had no authority over the towns he mentioned ; tlut 

they never had been claimed by any of his predecefTors, not 

efteemed a part of the church-patrimony; and that they bad 

been renounced in open confiftoryto the ^d/mnWii family : 

they added, that this exertion of defpotiCin was not fuiuble 

to jprofefSons of friendfhip and the good offices which had 

paJTed between his holinefs and the republic, which they were 

willing to maintain as long as it could be done with jullia 

^airil ,Q the honour and majefly of the commonwealth. With Aii 

bttwteit anf^cr the nuncio was difmifTed ' ; but fiilius maintaining 

' P^ his pcunt, yet knowing his ftrength unequal to fuppwt it by 

f",,."* arms, had recourfe to menaces and threats that he would flit 

' ' ' up all the princes of Eurepi againfl the republic, yijilmeia,

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their ambaflador at Rnu, enduTOured to ippeaTe die pontiff't 
but be would liften to no propofals, until the towiu were firft 
' ceded. The ambaflador acquainted the Jenate with the pope's 
dedaraticHi, and they immediately aflembled to deliberate upon 
an anfwer ; but while they were fitting, the nuncio retunKd 
widi haughty letters, delivered with an air and fpcech no left 
imperious. Greatly perplexed in what manner to condud 
themfelves, the fenate ut length determined to Tend ambafiies 
to the emperor and king of France, to refute the complaints 
made by jtijiiu. The remonflrances of their amballadots had 
a good tae£t for the time. Both monarchs Icemed fatislied of 
the equity of their plea t and the pope's ambafladors returned 
chagrined and difappointed, they having obtained nothing * 
more than that the princes woula fend commiffionen to de- 
bate the caufe at Reau °. 

HowsvtR, the empertH' foon foi^ot his complaifance to a. D. 
the republic; for next year he fent ambafladors to Fmice to ijoc.* 
defire that Fatnxa and Rimini might be furrendered. He had 
a right to this demand, he faid, as the natural protedor of 
the holy fee { that if diey thought the demand unreafonable 
they would fuhihit it to arbitration ; that he would labour to 
procure the pope's conlent ; and laOIy, that he would be um- 
pire, and decide according to equity, without prejudice, pa£- 
flon, or partially. The fiuiate, being well aflured of the 
emperor's inclinations, and in what manner he would deter- 
mine the point in difpute, anfwered, that their claim was lb 
clear as to render an umpire unneceflary, with which they 
dilbiifled the ambaflador*. 

In the mean time a confederacy was formed between the a, p, 
emperor and the French Icing ; upon which the latter fent ■ ro6. 
JffiH Lajcari to Fenla to entreat the fenate to compromife 
matters with the pope, in order to pave theway for a general 
league againft the Othoman empire : he added, that he had 
fwore to the league with Maximilian, not to attack any chrif- 
tian flate, but only to fupport each other, if attacked. To 
this the fenate replied, that they had taken all poflible means - 
to be reconciled to his holinefs, and had even offered to hold 
the towns in difpute of the church, and to pay any reafon- 
able tribute : they congratulated his majcfly on the treaty 
with Maximilian : but as it was Ripulaled in the treaty be< 
tween the republic and the king, that neither {hould contrail 
other alliances, they requefted to know why his majefty had 
given them no intimation of hts intentions. The ambafla-

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dor WM a good deal embarrailcd with this unncpeded cpti. 
tion : however, he anfweied, that thouzh he wai ignorui 
of hii matter's motives for the treanr, he could alwic iht 
fenaic, that the Feneiians could be joyftilly received into the 
alliance. 

Unsatisfied with mere compliments, the fenate deter* 
mined to try the iflue of another ambafly to the pope, bf 
which they made propofals j firft, to rcftorc Rimini and lO 
they had taken in Ramagnia ftnce the death of jf/exaadfr the 
fixth, except Faetiza and its appendages ; fecondly, to teflort 
Famza under' certain reftri<Etions and limitations. This laft 
propofal the pope feemed to retifh ; but a fcrics of intrigue) 
and negociations betv/ccn him, the French king, aad the em. 
pcror, for the fpacc of two years, fruttrated the cfie^ The 
yenitiatt grandeur and wealth excited the jeatoufy of thofe 
great powers as well as of the httic princes and ftatcs, A; 
neighbours of the republic. It would be endlels, however, 
to recite all the ambaflics, treaties, and iicgociatioiis, that 
occurred during this period; fufficient it is that thejr ended 
in a confederacy againft the republic^ the moft powcriid 
which Ewopi had then ever beheld. 
j^_ Q^ A YEAR before the league of Cambray was formed, a kinl 
K07.' <>f war broke out between Maximilian and the republic, k 
had been fi^gelled to the emperor, that Lnvis'a defign ia 
coming (o ^fy was to feize upon the patrimony of the 
church, and to difmember the holy lee. This nodon the ft- 
neliam, who were not pteafed with the king's relblution, took 
care to confirm. The emperor upon this allembled the djet 
p^ of of Cay^ame, wherein it was determined that his impertai ma- 
ConlUnce jefty mould go into Italy:, attended by a retinue of eight than* 
fand foot, twenty-four thoufand hotfe, and a train of artil- 
lery. The pretext was, to receive the imperial crown at the 
pope's hands, a form which had not been pafled throi^, 
ootwicbdanding he wore the diadem for feveial years '. 

Both Lemli and the republic were greatly perplexed it 
this refolution, and left no means untried to prevent it by 
means of the princes of the dyct. Maxirmlian difpatched four 
noblemen to Venite, to folicit a paOage through the domi- 
nions of the republic, giving the fenate the ftrongeft affur- 
ances that he would ol^r no moleftatton to the mcancft Ft- 
netran fubje^. Lnvis laboured hard to perfuade the lenate to 
deny this requell;, promifing to affift the republic with ill 
bis forces to oppofe the emperor. The king's requefl wu

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ftgreeible to tbe inclinations of the fenat?, who knew h<nV a. D. 
&t&m\e MivnmiUan was of an opportunity of fupporting his 1^08* 
tlaini by force of anns to certain towns annexed to the re- 
public, which the cmpcfor pretended were a part of the do- 
minions of the houfe of Aujlna. The ambafTador was there- 
fore told, that the repubtic would chearfully grant the emperor 
,1 paflage, if he would difmifs his formidable retinue, which 
they could not fufFer to pals into Italy confiftently with their 
treaty with the Frenth king. MeximHan gave the republic to 
underftand that he would force a paflage, and accordingly 
prepared to execute his menace. In the month of February, y^ 
aotwithllanding the extreme inclemency of the feafon,he pafled *„^ 
the Alpi, and, after a march Icarcely credible, arrived within marcba 
■four leagues of Ferma. The Frmco governor in Milan fent /Ue Italy. 
(\x hundred men to the affillance of the republic, which, 
with the Vtnetiari forces, formed an army of tWo thoufand 
ibidiers, under Atuiana. Had the emperor known how to ufe 
the good fortune which almoft always attended him, this 
body muft have funk under his power j ' bur, having fur- 
mounted the greateft difBculty, be approached Vtruenza with- 
out taking any meafures to bejiegc it, though flrenuoully ad- 
Vitcd by tiie marquis of Bratidmbtitrg. As this city was but 
poorly garrifoned and provided againft a fi^e, it muft pro- 
babiy hare furrendered before Ahiana could come to its re- 
lief; and hence a way into the Venetian dominions would be 
|i^»acd, and a retreat fecured, betides polTeffion gained of a 
town, othetways of great importance to the fuccefs of the 
expedition ; but the emperor declined attacking it, under prc- 
ttncc that he was not prepared to undertake a liegc of fo much 
confequence and hazard ; that he would not lead to deflruc- 
tktn troops it was his duty to fave ; that, leaving the you- 
liani within their walls, he would retire to Trmf, where the 
army could be better fup[died. Thus abaiKloning the con- 
queft in hb power, he actually marched feveral leagues faitbcr 
fiom the fronticn o( Itafy. 

Th£KCE be went to attend the dyet at Ulm, leaving his 
VDOps a prey to the enemy, jfhiaiui, (eizing on a pals lefi^ 
unguarded by the Germain, entered the valley Cadoriae, and 
there attacked the imperial army. The Germans, perceiving 
they were (hut in, determined to force their way : a battle en- , 
liied.inwhichboth fides fought with great courage; at laft, after TbeGw 
continuing the engagement for three hours, the Imperialifts msHoSr- 
were broken and defeated,' leaving five thoufand dead on the/rated, 
field. Upon thb jffvioTui laid tiege to Cadorina, Gradifi, 
Garitx, and a number of other places belonging to the houfe 
xA Auftria. On the other fide CWar/ni, with the fleet, in- 
r^D. HiiT. Vol. XXVn. R yeftcd 
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veiled Triefitt Cap-IJlria, Rovigna^ and Pali, with tatwf 
other cities on the coalh of Ijhia and />(«5. Every thing 
fucccedcd with the Venellans by Tea and knd, and it would have 
been difficult to afllgn bounds to their conqucRs, hzATrivuldmt 
with the French troops, remained firm to their engagements. 
Ahiana had fonned a dcfign of befieging Trtitl, In expe^r 
tion of being Supported by TrivuUie ; but this general, un- 
detflandtn^ that the treaty between his mafter and the repub- 
lic was only defeDfive, refufcd to enter upon offbnftre mea- 
fures. 

Besides TrivuUio'i rcfufal, other impediments obffruQed 
^/v/tfna's defign; fomc of the wifeft perfonagcs in the re- 
public declared againft an open rupture with the emperor. 
Deminic/i Morojint, in particular, a procurator of St. MmS%y 
aged ninety, of great experience and found judgment, totd 
the fenatc, " That though the German princes were noc 
** pleafed with the emperor's quarrelling unprovoked with ttie 
*' Venttianiy yet Ihcy would rcfent any indignity ofitnd 
*■ K) the imperial crown ; that as they had fulHciently avenged 
*' the injury, and compenfated the lofs fuCiained from Mm- 
** mUlan, proceeding farther would look as if a paflkgcthtD' 
*' the Vmeiian dominions had been refufed, only to promott 
*< a war in which the flate hoped to be gainers ; that laying 
" down their ariits now would Ihew tbeir moderation, gaia 
** the elleem of the Gcrrtmn princes, upon whom I pe« 
" part of their commerce depended, and convince the woiU 
" the republic had fpirit to refent, but judlcc to refrain from 
" giving an injury. It was indeed glorious, he laid, to van- 
" quifli an enemy in the.field, to extend the limits, and raifc 
" the power of their flate ; but it was flil! more glorioui n 
*' fubdue [heir pafTions, bridle their ambition, and merit die 
" reputation of juH, the greateft chara£ler of an individual 
" or community. The events of war, depending on coiitu> 
** gencicsi were variable and uncertain ; but councilc, pro- 
" ceeding from deliberation, weighed in the nice balance of 
" true judgment, andabftra£led from furious zeal and blind 
.*' pallion, were fure, and the neared: to certainty that the 
*' weak ilate of humanity would admit ''." 

This fpeech from the venerable old man had its tSeft is 
aflwaging the beat of thofe who warmly dcclaicd for profe- 
- cuting the war. The fenate at that limc determined nothit^ 
but referretl the ilTue to another fitting : in a few days aftci, 
intelligence was received that the emperor was levying fbttxs 
x>n the confijies of Verona, and in tbe country of the Gri/M,

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which determined the fenare unaninioully to proceed in the 
war. Morefmi now eagerly prefled this meafure, which he 
had (o lately oppofed. The refolution was tranfmiced to Uie 
proveditors upon the frontiers and in IJlria, with reinforce- 
.ments of troops, and fuppties of money and flores. In con- 
fcquencGof thefc orders Ah'iana took Protenmi, then Fanta, 
JL city o( Silavmla, which he burnt; and croJBng the ^^;, 
he laid liege and toolc Prefiburg, a llrong town on the coa« 
iines of Hungary *. 

While x!ttt Vtntt'tam were purfuing their conquefts> the 
emperor's army alTembled at Trent, attacked and defeated a 
corps of three thoufand, republicans near CaUiotta ; but this 
vidorious army foon dwindled away, the foldicrs mutinying 
and dcfcrting for want of pay. The Grifons, to a man, left 
the Imperial general, who was reduced to I'even thoufand men, 
and forced to retire : upon which, the Venetians, advancing 
as far as Trent, laid walle the country, and took fome towns 
and forts of little confequence. Maximilian, being in great 
want of men and money, daunted likewife with the lofs of 
TrUJli, and the fucccls of the republic, made overtures for xriofle 
a peace. After fome aJtercation, a congre(s was fixed to fit talieniaikt 
at Vmkt. The emperor's commiffioners were the bifliopof Veoetian*. 
Trent, and Lor/nlana his fecretary, Lewis appointed Irivul- 
cia ind CiarUsGcd/rij to iiKndi and the affairs of the republic 
■ were committed to Zachary Contarmi, a perfon in great elleem. 
^The great point which the Imperial commiSoners laboured was 
to dilunite the French and Venetians. To fucceed the belter in 
this, Oiey promifed Caatareni to make him acquainted with 
the nature of the late fecret treaty between the emperor and 
the king, if he would, on the other hand, renounce the alii- 
ance of Lnvis. This propofition was rejefled by the Venetian 
with. difJain, who declared he would conquer or die with his 
allies \ The Impertalifts, finding themfclves dilappointcd in 
this projefl, made another propofal, which was accepted, 
though in its confequences it anfwered the emperor's purpofe 
as well as the former. This was, that a truce of three 
years (houM take place, including the three powers concerned 
in the Italian war, in order to fettle preliminaries for a general 
peace : that in the mean time all conquefis fliould remain in 
the hands of the poQclIbrs, who fliould have the liberty of 
fortifvipg all the places which (hey retained after peace was 
concluded. Centarem did not dillike this propofal, but he de- 
filed leave to confult the fenate before he returned ^n anfwer.

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Thb citcumfiance, which occafioned the warmeft di^lo, 
was obvioufly calculated as a bait iot Coniorm to draw taim 
from the alliance of Franu, fince Lewis reaped nothiiv bj 
the war, and the emperoc had loft by it dominion ai weU m 
repuutim. The Freruh commifficmcTS not only lefufed theit 
litent to diia article, but likewife to accede to the truce iia- 
lefs it was made general, and the duke of Giuldrts, ^ufe 
ruin MaximUoH had planned, was included *■. 

The fenate's inflxufiions to Cmtareti! were, that be fluuU 
clofcln with thepropofalsofthe Imperialills ; that belbo-jli] 
endeavour to get TrivuUit and Godfrtj to fign them, but upoO 
their rcfufal conclude a feparate tnicc, with this pronto, dnt 
fix months {houM be granted to the Frmcb plenipotentiaiiei 
to detennine. Upon this Caatarew fhewed fo much cagemdi 
and zeal to finifli the truce, as made the Freiub plenipoten- 
tiaries furpefi the republic had very little regard to the tntnft 
of her allies ; and that they were the dupes of her pditki 
in the late alliance, which had not produced a tingle advaoiai^ 
to ballance the expences of the war : however, die titaiy 
was concluded, and the Frtneb left to complain of the iogn- 
titude of the republic, and the cunning of AfaximiSan'- 

lit this mealurc. the feiiate certainly miHook their aim, u 
appeared by the confequences. Nothing could be more con- 
traiy to the true interell of yeniee than a rupture with a mo- 
narch the motl powerful and natural proteSor of ^ repub- 
lic. Lnvisf by the acquifition of Mihn, had a ftrcHig iBtCRn 
in prefcrving (he rights and privileges of the VtnttieK, snl 
fighting their caufe againft all enemies. Their contiguity^ 
his duchv made them the natural guaranties of it, and this 
again obliged him to prgte£V them ^ means of the larEC if- 
my which he neccllarily kept on foot in Italji but the iwK ■■ 
the bed proof of the mifcondufl of the fenate *. 

AhVlAHAy after having giving'orders concerniog the fo- 
tifications of GsrfVz and other conquefts, relumed to /^("<'> 
where triumphal honours were decreed him. Theorda-w» 
new, and it is difficult to afltgn the Itinate's motives for faUiiV 
in fo late with a pra£lice they had fo long ncglcaed. TTie mot 
probable reafon is, that they accommodated the reward to tbe 
difpolition and genius of the general, who efteemed nothing 
fo much as glory, and thought all his fervices fufficiently R* 
paid by honours which diftinguilhed him above odi«s- 
Barn allcdges, that this Inftancc of vanity confiderably for- 
warded the league againfl; the republic. Undoubtedly lh>

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emperor was greatly piqaed at fo open a declaration of vlc- 
toiy, which he thought a Uot upon bis own glory, as well as 
a reflexion on the empire; and it is certain that be determined 
upon vengeanc«, and even to finother hu refentment againft 
Frenety in order to wipe off this di^race. But the great 
fpring of the league of Cam^ay was Lnuis's indignation : he 
complained to Ceadibturty the Vtnetiait ambaflador, of the 
injuiy done him by concluding a feparate treaty j of the in- 
gratitude and felfim motive* cS the republic ; and even dnmt. 
fome menaces which ^ainly indicated bis intentions of feet* 

'revenge •. 

To afcertain predfely the juiUce of the claims made by each 
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of (he powers engaged m this league, it will be ncccJary to 
take a retrofpedive view of the government of Itafy for fome 
ages. Before Frmce and Spain got fix>ting in Itahf, the p<^)es 
were the common arbiters among the diSerent ftatcs, rather 
fpiritual than temporal foveictgns. In a few centuries they 
loft great part of the dominions of the church j and in the 
time of Otbo the firft the patrimony of St. PtUr'i was com- 
pofed of the city of Rt?ru and its ai^)eadage«, feme of the 
maritime parts of Tu/ctmy, the duchy of Spelaiia, marquifate of 
Ancma, Ravatna^ all Rmagma, and in general thofe domi- 
nions contained under the exercbai. During the broils be- 
tween the Gtttlphs and GiitUinet, the emperor deprived the 
holy Iceof allTH/^dfly, and fevcral other places. In fine, af- 
ter the pope's dominions had been difinembered, the emperor 
Rodolpb the firft fold liberty to moft of the cities of Itafy, who * n 
gladly embraced the qjportuni^ of throwing off both the ' * 
imperial and papal yokes. In confequence, the moR. power- '^' 
ful loon reduced under their dominion die weaker cities, while 
in their turn they fell under the tyranny of certain families, 
who had acquired power and iiifluence. In this manner did 
m^ny petty Hates of Itafy acquire foveteignty, and withJn-their 
refpe£tive jurildiftions, all the power Kirmerly lodged in the 
emperors and pom ids. 

- During the pontificate of ^x(/ff<i!n- the fixth, the domi- 
nions of the church were Hill more retrenched, though the 
*opc prcfcrved the right of fovereignty over many places of 
which he had loll the property : among thefe were Ravenna^ 
Bolagna, Faenza, Urbina, Ferrara, Frivola, Rimini, Ptrufta^ 
Ttfara, and Ctfatia. Notwithftanding tbefe lof&s the popes 
ftill, by means of their fpiritual authority, were power^l, 
this giving them great tnfiuence over their neighbours, and. 
drawing confider^Ie revenues from all the chrinian princes.

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When Leant the twelfth rucceedcd to the dukedom of M!m, 
and Ftrdinand got polTclTion of the crown ' of NapUt, a ibo- 
rough change was introduced in the affairs of Italy : thtn dx 
temporal power of the poniifis was wholly abfcxbed in tbc 
authorityofthofe powerful monarchs, who, befidnibcir do- 
minions in Italy, were the fovereigns of other confidnaHc 
kingdoms. The popes tried every method to expel thnn ow 
oiltely, but, unable to cffe£t this by their own force, ihey 
fomented divifions and jealoufies between them, in ordnto 
weaken both. Even this policy was found incffe^ual, is the 
power of the one encreafed in proportion as that of ik 
other was diminiQied. For a feries of years this was llie lilt 
aim of the politics of the court of ^em; ; fomc times forugi- 
erswere called in to incline the fcalc; but it was lemiil- 
able that hereby no advantage enfued u> the holy fee, asitic 
fuperiority which was given to one party was more deftnifliK 
of the papal inHuence than the equal balance before im- 
tioned. 

It muft alfo be confidered, that bcfides the gcnen! iiw- 
• refts of the fee of Reme, every pope had his particulr view 
and Interefls, that of aggrandizing their families, andriilii^ 
to high dignities their brothers, nephews, or naiunl chil- 
dren. AUxanAer the fixih, for inflance, formed a plan fbt 
making Cecfor Bsrgia, his baflard, a powerful temporal prince. 
For the execution of thisdefign it was that Borgia, eitherbj 
fraud or force, became maflcr of Perufia, XJrbine, FrivA, 
faenza, Rimiii, &C. under pretence that the poireflbrs h"! 
not properly acknowledged (be tributes and fervices to tbc 
holy fee : however, after the death of yf/gxandir, hi» fWj 
who then was not firmly eflabltCicd in bis ufurpation. k^ 
thefe dominions which reverted to the lawful proprietors. 

JULIUS the fecond was no fooner ralfcd to ihe papil 
dignity than he formed the fame fcbeme in favour ot tbe 
houfe of Ravera : for this purpofe it was infinuated to Ae 
P^mttiam, that his intention was to re-unlce to the church all 
ihofe places alienated from it ; with this view he defited ihty 
would furrender Pamza and Rimini. ' On their refufal hedfr 
maiided tbe afliftance of the emperor J/imnuTion, which VD 
the firft flep towards the league of Camhray. 

As to the Venetians, they had long been the adoiintioB 
and vronder of manlcind, on account of the wifdom of thw 
fenate, efteemed the moft politic body on earth, and the pro- 
digious pitch of naval power to which they arrived. It W 
by their prudence, induftry, and addrc6, that theygndwl^ 
eftablilhed a very confiderable territory on the continent, fup- 
parted by a ftrong maritime power, in the latter foperiorto 
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any ftate in Eurspe, and in the former t^n a footing with 
the moft formidable potentates of Italy. The Venetian domi- 
nions on the continent at this time confiflcd of the provincca 
of Fnuli, the Trtvifan, the Birgamefe, the Veronefe, the Brtfii- 
tniy ^c<7ixfl,Piniiw,ii«Jtfa,with their dependencies, thcCwma- 
nefe, the PoUfm, Ravenna^ Faenza, and Riimm ; all of which 
provinces and cities had formerly confiituted a part of the king- 
dom oi Italy. Afcerwards they became fubje£t to the cmpc 
rors, whofc vicsrs in time alfumed the reins of fovercignty : 
thefe being in courfe of time expelled, the cities recovered 
rheirlibcny, only to fall under a more petty tyranny, in which 
flatc they exifled when the Fenetians, either by meafures of 
force or policy, annexed them to their dominions. 

Althouc!! the imperial fove reign ty was no longer ac- 
knowledged, yet it is certain the emperors never ceded their 
pretcnfions to thofe places. The Girmanic body often put io' 
their claim, founding their right upon the fovereignty of 
Otho the firft, and of fevcral of his fucceflbrs, over Italy. I'hus 
there was hardly a city or province belonging to the republic, 
to which the emperor did not claim an original right ; and the 
popes and kin^s o^ France, pretenfions of a later dale, either< 
as fuperiors of the church, or dukes of ^iVuit. 

FRIULl was annexed by Oiho the firft to the fee of Jjui- 
lii.i i Ravenno., Facnza, and Rimini, had been a pan of the 
holy fee j Rsvigo and the PBlefm were dependencies on the 
dutchy of Ferrara; Crenana and GhiaraJadda belonged to the 
dutchy of J///fln, and were ceded to the republic hy Lewit 
the twelfth of France ; Brefcia, by the right of war, was 
liicewife annexed to the Milaatfe, under the Fifcontii ; and 
Crema had voUintarily fubmitted to S/erzo, the fucceeding 
dulce : bcfides, the five maritime cities held by the republic 
m NapUs, proved extremely irkfome to that prince, notwith- 
ftanding he had fulemnly renounced them, !n confideratioti 
of the aflinance of the Veneliam againft the French king. 

From this view of Italy we fee another caufe of the for- 
iliidable league now formed. Italy was divided among fix dif- 
ferent princes and flatcs, viz. the pope, the king of France 
as duke of Milan, tbe king of Art agon and A'ap^i, the re- 
publics of Venice and Fkrince, and the duke of Ferrara \ this 
latter deriving his fecuriiy from the mutual jealoufy of the Vi- 
nttiani and the holy fee. To thel^ may be added the emperor 
Maximilian, who, without poiTelEng in inch of ground in Italy, 
laid claim to all that belonged to his anceftors, and more par- 
ticularly to the Venetian dominions on the continent. Thus Riji eftlt 
did feven powers imagine themfelves intetelled in a partition of l'fg»t ef 
tlje territory of the republic, and of confequence in her dcftruc- Cajobrav. 
R 4. fion. 
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tkm. MaxhmEan was e^er to pofleG Ibme place whidi 
would fecure him an entrance into Itahf^ in order to re-eftabltfll 
the imperial power. Juliut the fecond, as we have oUenrcd, 
bad formed the praje^of re-uniting to the church the places 
difmembered from it ; a defi^n which could not be compalled 
, without the ruin of the republic, ever attentive to oppofe the 

siggrandizement of her neighbours. Lnuis the twdftb re- 
pented his having ceded the Crtmmeje and GhiaraJaiJa, care- 
fully watching an opportunity to reclaim thof* places, as well 
as the Bergamtfe, Brefdan, and whatever formerly appeitaioed 
to the dutchy of Jt^rr. Firdinand of NapUi , wiUiout hav- 
ing money to pay for them, wasdefitous of getting thcfe live 
maritime towns out of the hands of the republic; the duke 
*^ Ferrara longed to recover Revigt and the Ptlrfin; mi 
laftly, the Fltremints, incenfed at the alBilance the VtntHtt 
had afforded to Pifa, joined with picafure in 3 league wludi 
was nicely to give them the dominion of this cityj and at leift 
deprive it of ^e aid of Vtn'icf (A). 

These were the true motives of the le^uc condudedtf 
CaitAraj. Cardinal Arubeift^ and Margarit w Au^ric, gorer- 
nefs of the Nttherttmis^ met to fettle preliminaries. She m 
invefted by Maximilian with full powcra to 6nHh a treaty* 
upon fuch conditions as Ihe thought proper. MargarH and 
C»Mdi/i$Mt the cardinal (Irucic up a league to the following e^a ' , dot 
•^ ttt the pope, the emperor, and the kings of Fraitct and Artist 
kt^gue. flwuld mutually aid and affift each other for the recoveiy of 
all thofe places ufurped by the f^enetiani ; that Savuma, Of- 
via, Rintini, Faemuiy and the other towns of F/amiiiie, fliouU 
belong to the pope ; that Vtratia^ Padua, Ficmxa, the Trt-

what they had unjuftly ufurped. It was farther agreed, tbac 
Uie king! of England and tfungary, the dukea of Sooty and 
Ferrara^ together with the marquis of MaKtiUi ibould bs in- 
vited to join in this alliance ; that during the courie of this 
war the emperor, or bis* fbn the prince of SfMit, fbould 
m no Ihape mol^ the king of Arragnty touching the pre>' 
tenfions of the young prince to CojHU in the right of hit mo- 
ther ; that MaxiwtUm Ibould grant a new invcfliture 00 
ttmi of the dutchy of Miian^ comprehendine all the above> 
mentioned dependencies ; that if the republic uwuld have re- 
courfe for afliflance to the Turks, in this cale the allies fliould 
redouUe their eftbrts. and eftcem the prefoit confederacy a 
league againft intidels i that no parly mould conclude either 
truce or peace without the joint confcnt of all the allies) 
and laflly, that no diHerences between the emperor and Ftr- 
i/r'»tf(i(/ might arife todifluib this alliance, arbiters were chofen 
amicably to terminate their difputes * (B). 

Thvs was the league <rf' Cambray concluded, the moft for- 
midaUe confederacy Eurapt had ever beheld, uid kept fo fe* 
cretly that the fenate had not the leaft fufpidon of the im<' 
pendii^ ftorm. Cardinal Bemha relates, that the Vtnetian 
wtAnmitx in Franct allccd the king the purport of that long 
CDDgtels at CaifAray^ and received for anfwer the moft folema 
a^rances that twthing was intended againft the republic, foe 
whom he had the lincercft elleem ; an anfwer which the mi- 
nifter reported to the fenate, and by that means confirmed 
dieir fecurity. 

Pope ywius, in the mean time, weighing with himjelf the 
confequences of this league, ani^the probability that it might 
(ftablifh in Itafy a power more formidable to the papal au-

lefufed, faying, that he never accepted the favours of tbofc 
who were enemies to Venice (C).' An army of eight thou- 
fand heavy armed cavalry, three thoufand light horft, ud 
thirteen thoufand fcot, was levied, two thoufand offfhon 
were auxiliaries from £^(rw. At the fame time ihcfeiaK 
liTued orders for equipping a confiderable fleet, boih to irilx 
iiicurlions upon the fo^ai Naples and defend their own har- 
bours. Andrew Bailearif Wis likewife difpatchcd to En^li^ 
to (blicil fuccours from that monarch, or prevail on him to 
make a delcent on France. Bodoario had refldcd Icwig at Ab 
court of Lmden, and was perfectly fkilled in the Etiglip bn- 
guage. A treaty lilcewife was flruck up with four of the Ain^ 
cantons, in coiifideraiion of a fubfidj of two hundred pound* 
weight in filver, to be paid them annually for the Ipawof 
ten years.

the partition to be made of the VtHtl'tan dominions. Maid- UegM. 
miiian was raiHng money for the war in the Nttbtrkndt ; 
Lewis had levied an aimy of five thoufand horfe and two 
ihoufand foot, with which he entered Italy in the monih of 
April; the king of Arragon was bufy in raifing forces and 
equipping a fleet ; and the pope had got together an army of 
ten thou&nd men, rather to b« fpedators of the event than 
to engage in the quarrel (for flill he was endeavouring by 
negociation to procure the ceKon of Fan%a and Rimini) at 
the fame time that he was playing his fpiritual weapons againft 
the republic. He began with laying the Vtnitiani under an 
inierdi^T while the fenate paying, as ufual, but little regard to 
the thunder of the Vatican, altembled an army little inferior in 
Dumber to the confederates, but raw andundifciplined. Count 
Pfltl/imi vf3s appointed gcncTTiA^' Bartolernts Ahiana Vievupant' 
general, and Geargio Carruiia and Andrea Grltli provedi- 
lors ^ (D). Pttetliati was an oflicer of great prudence and 
experience, Ahiana of fire and courage : their fentiments ge- 
nerally clafllcd, and the iOiie of the firft engagement was un- 
fortunate, but perfeclly confident with the diftentions of thofe 
two officers. The latter accufed the former of cowardice, 
^ile he in his turn reproached Ahiani with raOmefs and te- 
merity. PtttUioH was for difpoting the army in fuch a man- 
ner as to protefl the frontiers and country <^ Ghiaradadda \ 
Ahiatta prc^fed carrying terror and dcfoJation into the Mila- 
nefi and the enemy's country. The fenate joined in opinion 
with the former, welt Icnowing, fays Bemit, that nothing can 
wiihftand the impetuofity and fy& fury of a French army (£).

prifooers one thoufand ymetian infantry that compofed the 
garrifon. The marquis of ^m^M laid fiege to C^^/-^^- 
pori, which he had furrendcred to him, and in coofequeixx 
a number of other places of leJs important^e. The Fcuttaa 
army advancing obliged Chaumtnt to repals the river, afta 
which Pettllian retook Trevi^lit before f^twis could arrive 
from' Milan to its afliftance. Both armies remained ftv 
feme days within a fmall diftarKe of each other, Lnaitit- 
iirous of coming to a battle, and the Venetian general ^ avoid- 
V tog one : at laft the king, finding means to cut off the caro- 

inunx:ation between the Feretiam, the Cremmefe and Cremah, 
vrfience they were fupplied with provitions, forced Ptteam 
to a motion which produced a battle. The French van at- 
tacked (he rear of the Vmttiaia where Ahiona commanded, 
and were received with fo much fpirit and rcfolution, that 
being foon put in conlufion, they mull have retreated had 
not the king fent a ftrong reinforcement to their relief. The 
a^ipn was now lene^ed with frefli vigour, Mwcma peifonn- 
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ing wonders, and expofing him&lf to the greateft dtngert : 
he placed &c field-pieces upon an eminence, from whence 
they played with great fuccdi upon the emmy j but Kt laft 
iht renftitrtt were c^refied with numbers, and conflrained to 
quit the field with precipitation. Had he been prc^rly fe- 
conded by Pete/San, h ii more than probable y/hidna would 
have been viSoriouSi notwithftaading Lewis and his troops 
behaved with great courage : a wound he received, which 
difablcd him and occaTtoned his falling into the enemy's hands, 
. was another caufe of the defeat of the Vemtian army ", whoTa 
loft on this occallon amounted to five thoufand men, which 
was nearly equalled by that of the enemy. 

Though this vtSory was glorious to /^wiV, and attended 
with important confequcnces, yet was it by no means general, 
as PttiUitm and the greater part of the Veniiian army was not 
engaged, that old general retiring in good order, and ima- 
pning he had difcharged his whde A\xtf in rigidly followir^ 
die fenate^ diredioTu to avoid a batde, though by fuccour- 
ing his lieutenant he m^t have gained a com[dete vidoty ; 
and, indeed, his condua was greatly applauded at Vtmat 
■where be was regarded as a fecond Fabius is cautioa and 
wifdom ■- 

After this battle, fought on the footteenth of May 1509, 
ZfUfis marched to Ceravaggia, which he took by c^ituiation, 
wtd loon after rec^ved the fubmiffion of Brefaa (F) and Ber- 
gama.

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AuVic o( Ferrara % the towns of ^z^/^ and Lunrt to the mar- 
qub of A^niua ; and the emperor's army, commanded by the 
AuWt oi Brunfwict wa> in the veiy heart of FrluH, after hav- 
ing reduced the cities Trirjii, Ftllre, and Brlluni. Belides 
thcfe toQes, the republic fuftained others from new enemies, 
each of whom bt^jcd to profit by her misfortunes and Ihare in 
the fpoils. The earl of Ssdron had feized upon certain cjftlea 
and towns, contiguous and convenient for him ; and the 
biOjop of Treaie reduced Riva di Trtntt and Agrfjist to which 
he had no other prctenfions than what opportunity affuided. 
Padua and Trevifa alone remained firm to the republic in her 
diftrefs : the former raifed the fum of Tixty pounds weight of 
gold for the payment of the army; the other, though aban- 
doned by the Venitian garrifon, drove out the emperor's com- 
mtfBoner, and again eredh»] ^c VmtUan flandard : however, 
thcfe inftances of fidelity were fo rare, that the fenite had 
once thoughts of intirely abandoning the continent, imagin- 
ing that by this meafure only they could prcferve the city p. 

But nobler refolutions foon took place of ihefe gloomy 
reflei3ions. Orders were IfTued for fortifying the city j engi- 
neers were appointed to examine the places wheic forts and 
outworks were requilite; batteries were eieftcd at all the fords ; 
a militia was raifed, and fleet equip|)ed, for the f^fety of Vtiati : 
magazines were formed, and every precaution taken as if a 
liege was expcflcd. Nor Indeed was the conje^urc jtl found- 
etl.i for Afaxiatilian had ai^ually propofed to invefV ihe city, 
"but was forced to lay aiide the defign, on account of Ferdi- 
Hand's refufal to fuccour him with a fleet i. He then dire^ed 
the p:ince of Bnoijwic to lay fiege jo Padua : fomc hiflo- Padua i^ 
rians alledge that he led the army thither in perfon. This.^8*'' 
city was invefied by an army of forty thoufand horfc and foot : 
the trenches were foon opened, the batteries began to play 
with great fury, and feveral breaches were made in the walls, 
which the Imperiatifts ftormcd, but always with little fuccefs. 
Petell'an commanded in the city, and the Paduans were evert 
.emulous of diftinguifhing themfelves in the fervice of the re- 
public. The enemy were repulfcd in every afTault with great 
lots; but flill continuing their rcfolution cither to perlUi or 
fubdue the city, Pttellian alTembled the inhabitants, and 
after animating and exhorting them to perfeverance^ 
received an oath of eternal fidelity to the republic. The em- 
peror having placed a battery of cannon of enormous Weight 
aeaind the baliion oi Codoknga, continued to play uprtn it lot 
nine fuccclEve days without incermiffion: having at iJTftef-

They' were obeyed, and the brexb 
mounted with great refolution, ind defended with equal cour- 
age. The. engagement was long and bloody, when at lei^ 
the Imperialifb were totally routed, with modigious flaughier, 
SurtMed, and the lofs of many prifoners of the firft diftinAion : iqxm 
J*' . J tli's *be emperor, defpairing of fuccefs, raifed the fiegewhli 
■TO""***"- pi^cipiution, and retired to Limini, after he had lain twtnty 
days before Padua '. 

This happy event infplred the republic with courage; it 

was the firft they had experienced during the war, but it fuf- 

^ ficiently ^ved what courage was able to effeSt^ atid that the 

enemy was not invincible. Afaximilian's return into Gv- 

manf, and tome growing differences between the pope and 

LttiHs the twelfth encreated their reviving hopes : hts holbeft 

' bad never heartily efpoufed the league, and above all thinp 

dreaded the extention of the Frineh dominions in Itafy : be 

oow acquired, by a fudden revolution of afiairs, the patrimoay 

of the diurch which he claimed, and this point gained, hb 

enmity to the republic ceafed : he would even have repealed 

the interd!£l, had not the ambadadors of France ^d Arn^m 

firongly infifled upon the performance of his cngagemena '. 

In the mean time che Vinetianiy willing to make the mcA 

of the difTentions among the confederates, fent the provediUc 

TWcite- Grhti with a body of forces to Ftcen-xa, upon fooie aJTuranca 

tiaiis ri- that the citizens were defirous of the yeiutian g 



irVi- Griitiwaa immediately admitted into the city, to the great 
"• joy of all the inhabitants, who compelled the prince ofA- 
hell to retire with the garrifon into the citadel, which like- 
wife, after a fiege of .*jur days, was fiirrendered : their fleet 
at the fame time entering the Po fcoured the enemy's country 
.on both lides as far as the lake of Soiirra. 

It was high time that fortune (hould begin to fmile m 
the republic i the extreme tapidity of the enemy's conqiiefli^ 
and the fuddenneb of their loiTes, threatened the atf wiA 
civil difturbances. The people exclaimed loudly againft the 
ienate for having fo eafily quitted towns, won to the republic 
by the blood of their anceftors : ^ey faJd, that if fomc town 
bad been terrified out of their allegiance, and others fubdued 
by force of arms, that was no reafon for abandoning otbea 
which were able and willing to wilhland the enemy. fV*u 
.was no lefs firm to the Ftntitans than Padua had (hewn itS^; 
but, deferted by the garrifon, the inhabitants efleeoied it an 
aft of obedience. to the republic to fubmit to the <

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They were miftaken, the people laid, who iou^ned the «»•

fbme places were yielded to 2.twu in conrequcnce of hit vic- 
tory, and on account of the power and ftiength of his army, 
how came ocheis to be furrcndered to the emperor and the 
pope, before th^ had ftruck one blow i Or, how came over- 
lures to thit effeft to bo made to dum, who were a£ impotent 
in their frlgodflup at they were contemptiblv in their en- 
mity ' ? 

To thefe and other complainti the fenate anfwered, that, 
Jike prudent mariners in danger of flupwreck, they had light- 
■cned the (hip of part of her cargo, with a view to preferv« 
the remainder and thck lives; that fuch towns only were ceded 
as by reafon of their diftancc could not be deicnded ; that' 
-they were tubs thrown out to the whale, to flop the progrefs 
Df an enemy they were unable with their broken forces to re- ' 
fift i and that the event had plainly proved the wifilom of 
fuch mcafures, fmce the pope's ambition being gratified there 
-was more than a probability he might Toon be gained. Thefe 
-incipient difJMites mi^t have rifoi to a dangerous heighth, If 
fome lucky ffrokes m fortune had not intervened and put the 
people in a good humour. Befiimia, Feltri, and Tome other 
places were recovered, and the in army marched to reduce the ^^ -q 
fP^efin, which in a fltort time it effeflcd : the Vmtiians i-'io,* 
dien feparated in diree divifions, for the greater fccurity of 
ibe towns in their poiTeffion ; for Chmnmnt had advanced 
taVmetmui with a firong dettchment. The duke of/W-- 
rmrm was in the utmoft diflrefs, being cooped up on all fides 
by the VmAtai fleet and army ; but the arrival of Chmimatt 
raievcd and infpiiited him. An attack was made with fuch SUp »f. 
vigour on the fleet, that, unable to withftand the enemy's ef- Ferrara 
forts, the ymitians were put in oonfufion, and the admiral rai/id. 
TnviJaHff- obliged to fave hrmfelf in a IkifF". 

Thus ended the fiege of Ferrera, after it had been fuc- 
cefcfully puflted fbrn^r a month, and the city on the point 
of rurrendering. Laritio foon fell into the enemies hands ; 
aniPadna^ owing to the differences among the leading citi- Padua>£r. 
aenS, furrnidered to the emperor, without the formality oi Ttnjtrs u 
mGegc, after it had withftood his utmoft efforts. Some pro- '**«"?«■ 
pof^s for a truce were now made to the Vtnttiam by Maximi- ^f- 
Gan ; and the emperor having (Stained what he a» llrll de- 
manded, would have gladly ended a war which his finances

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could not fitpport: but the ^^los pride fubdued allhb po- 
licy, and made him Jnfift on terms too arrogant for the lepi^ 
lie to grant even in her ftatc of humiliation. The pope 
was dld^ipointed that the treaty with bim was broke off; for, 
jealous of the Frtnthf he had formed a fchente to join the ^<- 
nttiam, if the republic would have rid herfelf of To formidable 
Ml amny as Maximit'tati^ . Ever true to his own intereft, 
Jidius had no regard to public faich, or private honour. Am- 
oition and avarice were bis predominant palfions i in which 
all the others, together with jufticer tnitb, and vinuci wen 
abforbed. 

In the mean while the fenate formed a project for the le- 
covery of Padua, which was conduAed with fo much addrefi, 
that it fucceeded beyond expectation, and even probabiiin. 
The refolution was taken, after long ud warm debates in rae 
fenate, to fend Gritti with an army thither, and rely upn 
the affe^ions of the inhabitants, who by this time were pn^ 
bably tired of the Imperial yoke. Some alledged fuch an at- 
tempt would, in all probability, terminate only in increafiif 
the emperor's indignation, and more ciofely unitlig him with 
his allies, already too powerful : that if (be attempt Aic- 
ceededt the republic could not long expeA to retain the coik 
queft, fince, without doubt, the allies would employ all tbei 
firength to recover a place fo ncceflaiy to theic faria 
fchemes. The doge and majority were of this opinio^ 
which was oppoTed by the nobler refoluiion of MoHm and le- 
veral other fenators ; they affirmed that the republic would 
be wanting tottfelf, if it omitted any opportunity of rccoref- 
ing tbofe cities fo unjulUy taken from them ; that the ip* 
prehenfions of rouzing ^e enemy, and he^htening their i^ 
ientment, was vain, fmce they were a^uatea more by views d 
ambition and intereft than of pique ; that at all events tbe 
fenate was ufing the means, and whatever the ilTue migfat 
prove, they could not fail of the applaufeof their own hearts, in 
having purfued meafures worthy of the honour, the digoityof 
the commonwealth, and of the memory of their ancefitn. 
** I am not, fays Afeitni, (o much terrified by the prodi^aw 
** powerof the confederacy formed againft us; circumftuK9 
*< of a fimilar nature have happened to all flourifliing (lata.: 
*■ but it grieves me to kt our own fear* t^ more d^genm 
" confequence than all the flrength of our enemies; di^t 
** we cringe and fupplicate to arrogance and infolence, and 
" render our city contemptible without making it feoiR. 
*' What friends have you made, what CompaHion have joi 
** excited by your mean ambafTies and unworthy ccffioo of

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*• cities, before thej had experienced the weight of the enc- 
** my's metal ? None truly ! clleem or ptty cannot tall upon 
** oinefts undeferving of them. Thefe arc aftedtions which 
'• bnong not to the coward, but to the brave, who perfevere 
" in combaiint; mjsfortunes, and yield not hope but with life. 
** You have fleets, you have fuperior Hcill in naval aflatrs, 
*' why do you not compenfate your weaknefs on the conti- 
** nent by your ttrength on the ocean ? Why do you not ruin 
** their Shipping, deftroy their ports, and carry deTolation and 
*' death to iheir coafts ? This haa been the foundation of 
** your wealth and power, and, believe me, it will ever remain 
** your bulwark as long as you are wife enough to ellimate 
*' the advaniage. Shall it be faid that Vitutians were con- 
** quered lefs by the cruelty of fortune and the ilrength of an 
** enemy, than by their own pufillanimity and mifeondufl I 
*' But you reinonftrate againft the complaints of individuals, 
** that the public intcrelt mull not be lacrificed to the good 
** of private perfons : but conllder who ihofe private pcnons 
** are ? They are the richeft, the braved, and the moft 
** foithful of your fubjcds ; who, through the timidity and 
** wealcnels of your meafures, have been left a prey to deipo- 
** tifm and ecclefiaftical arrogance, more intolerable than 
** the worft flavery. How is public liberty compatible with 
*• private fbvei)r ? Do you not, by abandoning the intcrcfts, 
** and declining the olrers of ii\t Paduans in particular, re- 
*' linquifh your own intefeft, honour, and the reputation of 
*' the (late i Is not the public wealth made up of private 
*< riches i Arc not our fleets and armies now fupported by 
** the voluntary contributions of individuals ? Did not the 
** pabiani fet tbcexample; and, after having once returned 
*< their gcncroftty with ingratitude, will you ftill continue 
** blind to the di^tes of true honour and humanity \ I fpeak 
" the more freely of this city, as the opportunity now offers 
** of recovering it, and ilvith it your own reputation ; and 
** likcwife becaufe I cannot be taxed with having any private 
*• view. You all know that I poffefs not one houfc in the 
** city, or inch of ground in the Paduaa \ but my reputa- 
** tion is infeparable from that of my country, and will ever 
*' be dearer to me than life." He then touched every topic 
which could enlarge the underdanding, or warm the beiirts of 
his audience, and concluded with lb much honefl zeal and 
force of argumenr, that the fenate was unanimous in attempt- 
ing the recoveryof Pai/wii. A decree was immediately paifcd 
for giving Gritti ample pow<^ to trailfai^l this delicate buli- 
oels } and that iiothing, in the mean time, might tranfpire 
S 2 which 
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wbicfi couM ftuftnte the attempt, tbey all bnaid tbemlelm 
over to ftcrecy bjf a foleorn oath ". 

GRITTJaaichti inthenight towards PoAw i aod hw- 
ing conveyed Tome choice troops into waggons covered wiA 
AraW} by their meani^ and under ptetence they were a con- 
Pkdna ^ofpforifions, he feized upon a gate of the city, andpur- 
""*' Atinglusadrantage, gotpofloSon of Padua. The Imperi- 
aliib made a vigorous defnice ; but Gritti^ joined by the pxat- 
€t pan of the inhabbanti, totaUy defeated tbenr, miking oeaf 
two thouiand prifonen. Thus, W die advice of MtSm, 
and addrefi of Gritti, the lepuUic became once more pof- 
ie&d of the moft raluable city, on acciunt of its vicuity, 
Am had upon riie coiHinent. The lecovcrv of Padua was a^ 
tended with all &e happy confequences which Ai&Sm bad pie^ 
dieted : the [wUic clamour was appca&d, and the pope, ob- 
ierving that the republic wss not to be teirificd by the power 
of the league, retixed his feverity, and regarded die Aat- 
, tiam as the only barrier againft the power of Fraact. Tit 
firfl favourable flep his holinels took, was to grant the repdi- 
lie ab&Iudon. Maximilian and Lewis bbaurcd hard to £• 
vert htm from this purpofe i but it was tMcellary to the pbn 
formed, and nothing couM iitduce JiiJitu to deviate from 
what he cfteemed his inttreft. He even proceeded faidn : 
be permitted his fubjeds to enlift in the Virutian fervtce ; be 
granted Paul Bailkn leave to command their army, in the 
room oS Pittiliait deccafed ; he uftd all his influence ia anta- 
dired manner to induce Maximiitm to quit die league ; he 
laboured to prevail upon the Engliji to declare war agiioft 
fhiHct i and laflly, he drew oS tM Swift from dieir aUnna 
with Liwis, and even concluded a treaty between them and 
the Vtnetians. In tfai) manner, and from a few ^rited 
ftrdtes, did the face of afiairs receive a total and fiiTOuraUe 
alteration f. 

The Venttians being tempted by thsir good fbinitK tt 
Padua to make a fimilar attempt on VtretUy where dtcj 
were alfo invited by the inhabitants, marched thither with 
great expedition and (ccrecy : but the ladders they applied 
lo the walls being too fliort, they were difcovcred, and the 
cnterprize frultrated, to the utter deflrxidion of many of tbe 
principal citizens, who, upon fufpicion, were put to deatk 
l^ the governor *. Thb accident did not put a ftop to tkt 
treaty negotiating between fulius and the republic, which at 
length was concluded on tbcfe conditions^ viz. That the Ff

Intbllicjbncs of this treaty coming to Lttoit and Ma*' 
ijtiiiian, they charged the pontiff with a breach of the league 
ofCamirtPf; in which it was ftipulated, that ncxieofthe^parties 
fliould make peace with the r^iublic but with the joint con- 
Ant of bis allies, and until all were reinftatcd in their poflef- 
fioni ufurped by the yenttians. In fhoit, they ptd&d him fii 
bardt that, unable to deny the fad, he had recourfeto equlvoca- 
tioDS, and otherartsin whichbe was perfeitJy well verftd; aod 
at Uft promifed to adhere to the arddca of the treaty. But 
the perfbnnaDce of thb agreement was very wide of his in- 
tcaiions : he had two grand projeds in view, each of theai 
diametrically oppc^te to the intereft of thofc two monaitJw. 
Xbe firft was to invade the dutchy of Ftrrara, and the fe- 
cond to drive both Ltmt and Maximilian out of Itafy. This 
was the objed <^ hit late treaty with the republic; but he 
found her ftrcngth, laiited to his own, unequal to the cntcr- 
prize, which made him labour to engage other powers in his 
intereft, and conclude the treaty we have mentioned with the 
Sttii/i. He left noting untried to induce the Vtmiians to 
come to a peace, upon any terms, with Maximi£an, even at 
the expencc of the Trevijaii and Padtia. He wrote to the 
fenate, that no other means remained to expel the Fraub oat 
ol/taff, but detaching them from die boufe of Aafiria ; this 
once efic^d, it would be no difficult matter to recover the 
3'rtvifan and Padua from the emperor : in a word, he ofFcrcd 
4ii8 mediation, and was accepted \ 

A coHCRsss was appointed at&ACi, to attend which J«- CsMgrt/i 
Urn feat the bifliop of Pertifia, an artful prelate, whom bc/'raftaet. 
had employed in a variety of intrigues. The Vtnttiaru dFered 
to reimburie the emperor in the expences of the war : the 
fum was immenle, and they doubted not but the povnty and 
avarice of Maximilian would gladly embrace the propofal. 
Their coi^edure was well founded, but the event turned out 
difTerent from their cxpe^tions from an unforefeen accident. 
Jl^tximilian in his return to Gtrmany, to attend riie dyet at 
Augsburg, was grofly infuUed by the Vhutian peafants : fome 
tuKic jokes on his poverty b highly incenfcd him, that he 
vowed revenge, and to return the following fpring. Deaf to 
bis wants and his paffion for money, he fent politive orders

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to the biflK^ of Gurtz, hit plenipotentlvy at tfie congre6* 
to accept of no terms lefs confiderable than the entire cdfion of 
Padua, yinanza, and the Trevifan, together with a refan- 
burfemetiLof the expences of the war. The bifbop obe^ hit 
orden, and the congre^ was diflblved''. 

yULIUS Tent a nuncio, and the Venttiatu certain agend 
privately to attend the nuncio, to the dyet, which fat in ya- 
nuary. Their intrigues and oppofition drew out the delibe* 
rations of this afTembly to a great length, though in the end 
they could not prevent the f^tes of Gtrmanj from concurring 
with the emperor's defign to eflablilh in Itat^ the ancient au- 
thority of the empire. The emperor was warmly fuppcwted 
by Heliatt, plenipotentiary from Leai'is the twelfth. Tl» 
minifter fpoke in the aflembiy with great vehemence j he 
pronounced againft the Vtnttlam a difcoutfe full of tire and 
'fpirit, ftamped with the marks of genius and eruditioD, 
rather than of truth. ' He laid before them the defigns and 
artifices the republic had employed to pofiefs herfcIF of [Ik 
dominion of /iTa^ ; he recited the different provinces ufurped 
from other princes by the Venetians ; he fpoke of their uAnI 
ceremony of efpoufing the fea as an inilance of their folly, ar- 
rt^ance, and prefumption ; he gave along detail of their pi- 
lacics on the ocean, and cruelty on the continent : he re- 
minded the diet of their condufi to Mahomti the feaxH) ; 
of their pride and haughtinefs to the unfortunate Palttiipa . 
their oppoficion to the holy league formed againA the Ttrh 
by Pius the lecond ; their ttealon againft Chrijiendamj m 
fendinj Eii^ene/rs and Gunueri to the king of Calicut, and 
perfuading the Dutch to attack the Pertugucfe in the gutph 
o^Ptrfia {A}. He totd Maximilian, that untefs he crdbed 
that venomous ferpent before flic recovered her late blow, ihe 
would infinuate a potfon into the empire, which v^ould be die 
deftrudion of him and his Tuccefibrs ; concluding this bitta 
invedive with an earncft intrcaty, that his Imperial m^eAy 
and the circles of the empire would unite to exterminate 
thisodious republic. Enraged at the bitternefsof this harangue

JULIUS, incenfcd at the afFrwit given himfelf in the a. D. 
perfon of his nuncio, immediately vented his fpleen againft iju'. 
the AvtVc oi Ftrrora, the friend and ally of £«u;'/; a conduA Tbtp^ 
that greatly perplexwJ the/V/iwA monarch, who was defirous hnahibt 
of keeping fiiir with the church. The f^eiutiam turned this iiague, 
humour of his boline& to the advantage of the republic ; they 
iCQOvercd, during the incurtions of the pope's army into the ter- 
ritory of Ferrara, the towns of Mfit, Men/cMa^ Mmiagtwut^ 
Marajl'ta, Bejfanot and feveral other places. They laid fiege to 
ytrana, and were upon the point of carrying It, wfaenCidK- 
joantj with a fuperior army, arrived to its relief, and obliged 
them to retreat : however, they found means even in their 
flight to reduce Onala. Their fleet joined the pope's, to 
make an attempt upon Girua; but returned without execut- 
ing their defign, upon finding the city prepared to receive 
them, and that no encouragement was given by the 
malcontents. 

In the mean time MaximUan was uling all his influence 
to prevail on La£Jlaut king of Hungary, to declare war upon 
the Venetians ■, but all he could procure were fome menaos 
and a llender body of Hangarian auxiliaries. Jtdim kept no 
terms with the king of pTonct ; he even declared war againft Dttlarti 
him, which obliged Lewis to unite himfelf more clofely with •waren 
MaximiliaKy and confult his clergy how far it was atlowahle^X-ewi) wid 
to repel the infults of the pontiff. The clergy were unani- tbtJuh^ 
mous, that if St. Peter, inltead of bis reprefentative, wert ^env*. 
to attack the temporal rights of chriflian princes, they 
might in confcience defend- thetnfelvet. Upon this Lnois 
renewed the pragmatic fandtion ; an example followed by 
Maximilian, who carried his views to the ps^ chair, the de- 
pofttion of Julius, and fucceffion to the papal dignity (B).

TRIFULdO in the mean time advanced to Btbgna, where 
Julius then was. The Frttich had a ftrong party in the chy, 
headed by the BenlivegUei, which induced Trniukia to at- 
tempt the fiege, and put the pope in great conflemation for 
its fafety. Determined to do every thing in bis power for the 
defence of Bekgna, be fcnt repeated orders to bis general to 
come direft'y hither with his army, and, if pollible, to gain a 
march upon Irrvukio. At the fame time he aficmbled the 
chief citizens, reminded ihem of his kindneft, exhorted, m- 
treatcd, and animated them to a defence of their liber^, and 
die intereil of the church. He was anfwered with afliirances 
of zeal and affeSion for bis perfon and the holy fee ; upoa 
which he retired to Ravenna, not caring to hazard the ifliie 
ofa fiege, and fully perfuaded that ibe Behgmfe would be 

- . fufiiciently powerful to refift Trivukh. But he was no fooner

TpO fortify chcmfclves againfl this new alliance, the republic Veoetiani 
■*■ enttred into a treaty, dcfcnfive and ofienfive, with Lnuii ,„^ ^^^ 
tbe twelfth, by means^ oi Andrea Gritti, then a prilbncr in « tnaty 
franct. It was agreed that the Milanife., the Crmumfe, and <wiili 
Hit country of Ginaradadda, fhotitd belong to the Icing, who Lewis, 
was to cede all claim i^n the Bergamefe, Brefdan, and other 
jmwtnccs, [hen in pollclBon of the rtntfiaas. This treaty 
was to lemain in full force, and the parties were mutually to 
affift each other with all their forces, Until the Milantfi and 
its dependencies were recovered by Lewii, and the Fene- 
itans rcinltated in all their former poUciSons on the conti- 
nent. Julius, hearing that fuch a treaty was in agitation, 
feht ambaffics and iiclinowtedgments to y'enia of his Ioitow 
for having broke ofF his alliance' with the republic; butdied p,^^^, 
of a flow fever before he had taken any meafures to regain 
rtieir confidence ".

Rmxo dt 
Cera, going with a body of Fautiant to Brtfcia, fummoned Brefcia 
the city, and Hadit immediately put into his hands, the &panip3 /urrndtTi 
foldiers finding thetnfeives unable to Aand a fiege, both on ttthiV^ 
account of their weaknefs, and the flrong aJFe£tion tho inha^ netians. 
bitants (hewed for the republic'. 
During this ftatc of affairs, the &wiji were aflembline in 

f;Teat numbers upon the frontiers \ but the French^ making 
ight of enemies unprovided with cannon and magazines, 
whom they imagined they could purchafc over with money, 
went and laid fiege to Nsvara, inlfead of attacking the Spa- 
nijh army, which they might have defeated before reintbice- 
menu could arrive. Gy-itti ftrongl^ remonftrated againft this 
flep, and was feconded by the opuiion of the fenate ; but it 
availed not ; the French undertook the Tiege, trifled away fe- 
veral days before the walls, and were ^t lafl compelled to 
abandon the encerprize. The ftege was no fooncr raifed than 
ten thoufand Swifs 'entered Nevare, and there formed the re- 
folution of furprifing the French camp, which was pitched ■ 
within three leagues of the city. They fct out in the eveningi ' 

and, arriving before day-light, attacked the French fo unex- 
pci5)edly, and with fo much refolution, that tbey were entirely 
broken and dlfperfcd". 

This defeat wai attended with fatal confcqucnces to the 
republic, of which the (ir(t inllance was an intire revolution 
in Milan, and the abfolnte redoration of the S/orzas. The 
viceroy of NopUs ma:chcd to Cremona, with intention to at- 
tack the yettetiam \ but Abiana, apprehending he might be 
Aiut up between the Spanijb and Swift armies, abandoned 
the Critmnefe, retiring to the Verotitfe : here he determined 
to lay fiege to Verona \ and while he was thus employed, the 
enemy became mailers of Cr«nMa,5r^/fl, and Brrgmrio. The 
tables were now turned upnn the French and Venetium, who 
were no le& unfortunate tmvards the end, than they had 
beenfuccefsfulinthcbep^inningofthecampaien. Ahiana con- Alviana 
tinued 10 batter f't-riia wi.h great fury, and had at'laft opened ^mn/ Ve- 
a breach of forty yards, v/.iich he ordered to be flormed. The Tona<Wif

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defence and atuck were both vigorous, and (hDngly fup> 
ported by both parties. As the wall was exceeding high on the 
town fide, the Veruiians fought to great difadvantage on ac- 
count of the depth of the defcent ; befides, the ganilbn 
amounted to fout thoufand choice troops, Germans ana Siuift, 
After great loTs of blood, j/hiiatta, perceiving that the in- 
habitants, as he expected, did not ftir in his favour, founded 
a letreat. His chagrin at this difappolntment made him raife 
the fiege, and lay wafte the whole country, in hopes (hereby 
to excite the Ftreneis to a revolt'. But the approach of 
the Spanijh army obliged him to retire beyond the river 
Adia, where he took every meafure to flrcngthen hit ar- 
my, and oppofe the enemy. For the fecurity of 7r/v^ he 
lent a ftrong detachment under Baillm, leading in pcrfon the 
main body towards Padua. 

In the mean time Lea the tenth renewed the (vbleQ of 
peace between the emperor and the republic. He did not 
doubt but Maximilian would Uftcn to reafohable terms, as by 
the filendfliLp of the Veneliam he would more ealily procure 
Burgundy for his grandfon. On the odier hand, he inwined, 
that the defeat of the French ; the little probability that Ztvnsy 
who was likely to find fufficient employment at home, could 
for that year fend another army into Italy ; the approach of ibe 
Spanljh armyj the lownels of their finances, t(^ethcr with 
the great vant of foldiers, particularly infantry, would in- 
duce the Ftaeiiam to forfakc Letois^ and be reconciled to 

^ Maximilian : but rational as thefe conjeflures were, yet 

they fell fhort of truth. The fenate would hearken to no 
terms until Ficenxa and reretia were yielded to the i^iublic : 
on the contrary, they warmly folicited Lewii to recruit bit 
army, afTuring him of theii fidelity, and Gncere legui fat 
every article of the treaty^ They, at the fame time, a- 
horted him to a reconciliation with the pope ; in which iher ' 
fell in with the fentiments of the whole French nation. Lneu 
promifcd alTiftance ; but he took more immediate fteps to 
gain the friendfhip of his holinefs. For this purpc^e be 
lent the bifbop oi Morfeilles, in quality of plcnipoientiaiy, 
to Rami, intruding him to alTute Z/o, that he had revoked 
the decrees of (he council of Pifa, and would permit no other 
than thofe of the Lauran, to teflify his reverence for tm !»• 
fincfs, for the apoflolic fee, and his determination to dclead 
the church with all his power againll all enemies whatlbcvcr. 
The republic likewife fent an ambally often chief magiflratn 
and fenatop, ordering their refident ztRame to attend all the

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fittings of the Laieran. But the recqition they met con,- 
vinccd the fenate of the pope's dUIike to the republic. He 
feverdy chaflifecl the amballadors ; taxed the Vinetians with 
having brought baclc the French into Italy \ and even infl- 
nuatM his fufpic'ion of their having fomted adefign to re- 
cover Romagnla. Inflead therefore <^ affording ineni any 
marks of regard, as the fenate e]q>e£led, he fcnt the empe- 
ror the body of troops flipulaled in the treaty >. It was now "Hh finatt. 
apparent that nothing but vigour couW five the ftate ; the r^ihtt 1* 
republic therefore applied herfclf to levying forces, equipping/*!^'™ 
a fleet, railing money, and forming magazines. Jhiana who ™'^" 
wds encamped on the banks of the AiUce^ receiving intelligence 
that the Sfanijh army was proceeding towards Padua, and 
that Cahniuiy after being joined by the pope's forces, was ip 
fiill march to. attack him, crofTcd the river, and encamped 
at A^tagnsy as well for his own fecurlty as the protection of 
Padua and Trevife. By this retreat the polTdlion of Rovige fell 
into the enemies hands, together with the town of Pefcara 
and all the ganifon. In the mcati time the bifhopof Gvrr^. 
coming to the SpaHiJb army, ftrongly advifed the liege of 
Padua, which, he faid, would be giving the f^eruti'ans a mor* 
tal blow, and fecuring the emperor in the poflelCon of atl 
the towns to which he laid clteii. The viceioy, and other 
officers, joined with him in opinion concerning the impor: 
tance of the conqueft i but leprefented the difliculiy and ha- 
zard of befieging a city fo well fortified and provided : how- q.. . 
ever, the bimop perfevering in his opinion, the liege was un- V^ 
dertaken. Ahiana had already fcnt his baggage and artillety rjes ^»j' 
to Padua, that he might with the greater expedition throw jf^ ,/ 
bimfelf into this city, or Trgvifc, as thefituatlon of things might Padnq. 
require ; he now refolved to enter Padua with his army, and 
to defend it with the lall drop of his blood. Courage nor 
conduft he wanted not ; but there was a lire and impetuofiiy 
in his temper that fitted him to execute with rapidity gather 
than deliberate with prudence. Although the city was alrea^ 
dy fufficiently garrifoned againA a greater force than the enemy 
could bring, yet the lenate, knowing its impotcancc. Tent 4 
reinforcement of new levies of Vemtiani and IJIrians, together 
with a Arong cnnvoy of ammutiition and llores. Jhiana ox- 
dcred all the trees, houfes, and every thing that could fheltef 
the enemy, to be cut down and razed for a mile's dillance round 
the city, which rendered the approaches difficult, as they 
were greatly expofed ta his cannon. This circuipD^nce, 
the vigorous fallies of the befieged, and fmallnefs of the cne-

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mies army to inveA a town of fo great extent as Ptutua, made 
^eir operations flow, and fliewed tlie o&txn the abfurdity of 
the attempt, although the bifliop Hill adhered to his fentiincnti. 
As they were likewife deftitute of pioneen, and that a deep 
trench was neceflary to skrecn the fotdiers from the encmy'i 
fire, it was at laft determined to remonftrate to the InAiop, 
and if he (till remained obftinate, to fave the army, and ac- 
quaint the emperor with the citcumftances and Dccafion of 
Siat ef their condudl. Thus, after continuing twepty days beParc 
Padua Padua, they abandoned the fiege without crefiing a battery, 
foifiJ. Qf firing a Aot, and took the road of f^iuenza, which was dc- 
ferted on their approach by the fW/ww magi Urates and the 
principal inhabitants. Here they made plundei of every thing 
{acred and prophane, rather from ncceffity th^n any difpoGtJoa 
to rapine -, for the army was entirely fupported by plunder. 

The viceroy permitted his troops to make incuHions evep 
sritfainfight of /^ff>», and even took an opportunity of inlLU- 
ing that capital, by ordering Tome cannon to be di&harged 
at the city, jflviana, fhut up in Padua, could no longer en- 
dure this prefumption i he folictted, begged, and intreated 
the fenate for permiflion to Tally out upon the cpcmj, 
but was denied and ordered to keep within the walls, they 
being dacrmincd rather to^ndergo affronts than to run ha- 
zards upon to critical a conjun£ture. ' At laft Alvia>uf% preffing 
inftanccs prevailed, and he had leave to take the firft favour- 
able opportunity that offered for attacking the enemy. la 
confequence he marched out of the city, fending to BaiUtn, 
who commanded in Trevifo, to join him with a reinforce- 
ment : his defign was to cut off the enemy's return toFU- 
anza; for which purpofe he feizcd on the avenues leading to 
Barberana, ordering the peafants at the fame tirne ao block 
up the palTes to Gfrronny with felled trees, trenches, and ftrong 
intrencbments. Mviana encamped with the main body at 0/< 
AM, on the road from Vineenza to Ferona, there rclblving to 
wait for the enemy. The viceroy was come within four miles 
of the Vinttian camp, and finding all ihc palTcs guarded, 
and that he was blocked up in a country dellitute of every 
necefiary for.the fupport of an army, rcfolved, after a variety 
of confultaiions, to open a path by the fword. As the dan- 
gers to which they wert cxpofed could not long be concealed 
from the foldiers, he thought it moft advifcable to acquaint 
them with the ciiciimllancc5, and cxhoTt them to their duty 
as the only ireans left of fafeiy. His difcourfe was fo fpirited 
and animating, that the foldiers eric Jout to be led againft the 
fnemy, piomin:>g lo acquit ihemfetvcs in a manner wonhf

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of the troops of Co brave a general. It was not, however, 
die viceroy's intention to attack Ahiana, whofe camp he knew 
was advantageoufly fituated and well fortified, but to force t, 
way by Bqffima. He decamped without beat of drum, talcing 
the advantage of a thick fog, and had marched Tome tnilcs 
before Alviana fufpeScd his being in motion :j upon this no- 
tice the f^aulians were ordered to purfue and attack the ene- 
my's rear, which they did with great fury, but in good order : 
they were received by Prtjfero Celmna with equal refolution, 
who, finding himfelf hard pulhed, lent to the viceroy for lein" 
forcements. The battle continued obHinate for an hour, 
when fuddeniy the Venttians were feized with a panic, put in TbcWC' 
diforder, and totally routed, in fpitc of all the endeavours of netlaoi 
Alvimui to rally ana bring them back to the charge. AU the defiettd. 
baggage and artillery were loft, and about four thaufaiid Ve- 
Mttlant killed or made prifoners. JIviana himfelf perforcred 
miracles of valour, was every where prefent, animating, ex- 
horting, and menacing his troops; but nothing was able to 
furmount their unaccountable terron, by which alone they 
were overcome (A). So fenfible was'tbe ienats of yf/i^/'ann's 
valouiv that upon receiving news of the defeat, they fcnt an 
vnbaflador to confofe and afliire him of their fenfe of his me- 
rit and good condud: but their behaviour to feveral of. the 
inferior officers was different, whom they cafhiered and pu- 
niflied with other marks of infamy '. 

ALVIANA was no lefs affeiaed with thtf goodnefs of the 
fenatethan with his defeat; but refolving, aner their exam- 
ple, bravely to fuflain a misfortune with which he could not 
charge himfelf, be took meafures for lecuring Padua and Tre- 
vij9. The doge Leretama exhibited manifold inflanccs of firm-

fuz recoBciliatioa, however, was equally obftru£led by tieVxtie- 
the breach of the truce on both fides. When the fca^ ''«■*• 
permitted, the pretenfions of each either rofe or funic accord- 
ing as they were fucce&ful in the field : when the FetulianJ 
were bara prefled, then would they confent to yield ^/-fiM- 
to the emperor j but be infifted upon Padua, irniifi, an4 
yinanxa likcwife. Upon any change of fortune, the re- 
public would hearken to no terms in which Vtrtna was not 
included. X^o perceiving this, propofed that both parties ^^ q 
lliould lay down their arms; that A/.3»ffK'i^'tfa Chould depofit ,p,/ 
in trull to him ^wmsA, and whatever the Spanijh army hat)- 
conquered in ihe Trruifen and Paduan ; that the republic 
Qwuld do the fame with regard to the Cnmafce, and befide^ 
pay to the emperor the lum of £fty thoufand crowns ; but 
that this agieement fliould be void, if the principals of both 
jnrties did not ratify what their ambalTadiirs had figned. The 
l^autiaru objeded to this propofiil, froin » perfuafion that in the 
prcfent ftate of affairs a truce would be mwe prejudicial to 
them than the continuation of the war. Piqued at their re- 
fufal, 1^0 fent C^leme and SavtUi to inveft Crtma ; but Rfntt 
JiCtrii the brave governor, fallying out defeated Sovt/ilr and

In the beginning nf this year the fenate fent ao ambiflador 
A. !>. to the Grand Seignior, to prevent hii coining to a ruptme 
'5'4- with the republic. Their apprehcnfiona from that quarter were 
foon quieted, on Selim'i march into Jfia againft the fopfai, and 
the war carrying on with Afbrnet his brodicr. As foon as the 
negociations broke o^^ hoftilities commenced in Friuli. £- 
viand, after taking fome towns from the emperor, inftcad of 
amufing htmrcif with repairing the rortifications, made a forced 
^J^""^ march, and attacked the enemy's head-quarters at a time when 
^^iJ ^^y cxpeflcd he was at the diilance of twenty leagues : here 
^^ ' he revenged his defeat in the iai^ campaign, having totally 
^ difperfed the enemy, and taken two thoufand prifoners. From 

hence he marched againft Moran, a place taken in the win- 
ter by the Gtrmans i but this expedition was fruttlefi : he 
made feveral brave xlTaults, but the enemy was well provided, 
the garrifon ftrong, and the Faietians forced to relinquifh the 
enterprize. Some hiftorians fay, that jfhiana's rear was 
roughly handled in his retreat. Difappointed before Mtra, 
be yet had the good fortune to feJze upon the traitor who had 
Dccaiioned its lols, whom he fent to i^enite, where he wai 
bung np by the heels, until he expired. 
TVSwifs AtTER ^hlena's retreat, i\ic Swiji ind GtrmaHt attacked 
taieVii' *^^ ">°'^ Utiina at the firft all'ault, it being intirely deftitDte 
na. of a gairifon and iieceflaries. Hence they marched to OJ^ 

which they battered with incredible fiiry but little fuccds i 
upon which they determined to turn the ucge into a blockade, 
hearing that the garrifon was in want of water ; but this at- 
tempt was likewife rendered abortive by fome heavy £howen 
of run that fupplied the beficged. 

The fenate, apprifed of the conlequence of Mormi to the 

republic, ordered Sovogami ami the provedjtor Vitturi to make 

a tccond attempt. Tnefe two officers marched to the iiege 

with five thoufand horfe and foot, formed trenches, ere^ed 

batteries, and got every thing in great forwardnefs to give an 

aflault, when an order of the fenate came that they fhouU 

-, . ruD no hazards, or rifque the fafety of the army. In conlc-

^STM/' - refoiuie manner ; during which the Sivi/s and Gtrmans afletn- 

biiiig, atlackfd the quarteis of Fitturi, defeated and took him 

priioner. 'J his lofs was in fome meafurc compcnfated by 

Ceri, who fallylitg out of Crtma upon Sovelli, put him to 

flight with confiderable lofs, and opened the way for thiow-

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■ng fuccoure into the city, which had long been grefltly dKlrefltd 
with famine and a plague. Ceri, not contented with relieving 
'Crtma, attacl:eil anil toolc Birgamo; but not being able to fpare 
a garrifon, it was Toon retaken by the Spaniards. After this 
he went to Vtnice, leaving the command of the garrifon with 
piovanna Vrfmi, where he was received with great matks of ' 
diftinflion and efleem ". 

Is the mean lime iro X. was alarmed with ^eJ/m's return 
from jifia, and his great preparations by fea and land. I'bofe 
armaments, he doubted not, were intended againd Itaij ; and 
^mong all the chridian powers he faw none who could Hop 
^he torrent befidwt the emperor and the Ftneiians. To make 
them aft wiih vigour againll the common enemy, it was abfb- 
Ititely necefiary to make them friends ; a point he had oftea 
laboured to no purpofe. However, he refolved not to defift 
from an attempt in which Iiafy in particular, and the liberties 
of Europe were intcrcdcd. He fent legates and nuncios to 
^axitnman and I^'enict, to effei^, if poiBble, a reconciliation. 
Pittra Btmboy a l^tnctian, then fecretary to Lea, and the ele- 
gant hiflorian of the republic, was appointed to negotiate 
this important affair. Lta knew his addrefs, and the efteem 
in which he was held fay the fenate. Although ^nnif was re- 
ceived with the utmofl kindpefs, and had condui^led himfelf 
fvith all polBble addrefs, he could terminate nothing. The 
fenate in private communicated to bim their f<:n[imcnts of the 
propofed alliance, and their fufpicions of Afiiximilian and Fer~ 
dinand; at the fdme time aiTuring him of i heir fen fe of the 
goodncfs of Lea's intentions. Bembo took his leave, and 
found at Rome the other nuncio returned from Maximilian 
with as little fuccefsP. On his departure the fenate fent - 
ambaflbdors to Liwis the twelfth and Henry the eighth, 
to congratulate them on their late peace and alliance ; 
W thank them for the favourable mention of the republic 
made in the treaty 4 to requeft i^rtuji to fend fuccours into 
Italy, and to afiiire him of their intention literally to adhere Lewis /*» 
to their treaty wirh France. Before the arrival of the ambaf- iiiisUth 
fy, Lnvti died on the firft day of yiiittfflrjF 1515. diet. 

His death was not attended with thofe conrefjuences to the 
republic which were upprehended j for the duke of Ao/m, A. D.

The great obje^ of the lenate's policy was to nife the 
Ctpplics for the war they were refolved to purfuc. The tica- 
fuiy was exhauftcd ; commerce Ianguilbin|, and private per- 
sons lircd of contributions. A vaiiety of (chemes were pro- 
pofed, each of which had its difficulties, and produced wann 
debates. At laft, z poll-tax in proportion to every man's pro- 
perty, the higbell not exceeding three hundred crowns, tni 
decreed, and three cotnmiffionera appointed to regulate and 
levy the money. Aconfifcation of goods was the penalty 
annexed eichcr to coiKealing property or deficiency in pay- 
ment ; which was found to be neceflary, as large fumi were 
due to the public from the lad tfleffinents. 
Ik the mean time Fraiuii the firft was making great pre- 
< parations. As he was a prince of coorage and ambitioo, tbt 
eyes of Eurep* were upon him, not doubting but be bad 
formed vaft proie£b. He gave out, that his intention wai 
to chaAife the Stoifi for. their irruption into Bwgandy in dx 
late reign ; but Maximilian and Ln fufpeded other defigni 
FtrdiHond apprehended that his preparations were defliacd 
againft Navarre, and JUanimiSan S/orza dreaded they mieht 
lend to deprive him of Afilait. As to Ftr£ntmd^ his douni 
were removed when Fronds demanded a prolongation of the 
iruce between him and Lr^-is the twelfth, on condition tbit 
the fecret article regarding the Milanefe fliould be void. He 
rejcAed this propofal, and made it the means oF engagtng 
Maximilian and the Swifi cantons in a league for the dcfaict 
Vbtimpe- of lite Milanefe. A treaty was accordingly concluded betweea 
r*r,¥trdi- Maximilian, Ferdinand, the S-wifs cantons, and Maxioalin 
fiand, iht Sjirzoy with room left for the pontiff to accede within a li- 
tS^' mi'"! time. Ferdinand, whofe chief view was (he defence 
Storza en- f^f ^tfa^jgrre, engaged to make a powerful dtveHlix] on the 
ferin * an jj^^ ^^ Faniarabia. The Swifs were to enter Bttrguntfy, while 
" ' ' the emperor, by purfuin^ the war in the ^ifirft'on dominions, 
fhould prevent their anjlling Frands. It was (tipulated to 
pay the Swifs iazvi thnnfand crowns per mootb, and not to 
conclude peace widi Frantt, until the king had renoin)ct4 
his pretcnfions upon Milan '.

money. Here the Swlfi were joined by Sftrxa's troops, and 
all marched towards Suxa, the head- quarters, in order to ftoft 
up the defiles between the mountains of Gmrva and mount. 
Crr», which was the ufual route of the FroKb into Itafy. 

FRjfNCIS at teiwth fet out with an army of twenty-three 
thoufand horfe and foot, fending word to the fenate, to fm- 
vent their eeneral from hazarding a battle before the armies 
were united. He found the pafles of Stiza, PigneraU, Salufesy 
and others, guarded by the Swifi and the pope's cavalry : upon Fnufcis 
this he paffed diredly over the AlpSy through unfrequented and fa^i ibt 
difliculc paths, and on the fourth day's march arrived on the Alpi. 
frontiers of the manjuifate of Satujfes. The Swifi, feeing 
that Fratuii had eluded all their vieUance, retired to Navara, 
where the king followed and made propofals extremely ad- 
vantageous to thofe auxiliaries ; which they were inclined to 
accept, as the allies had but badly pcrronoed their engage- 
ments. Some of the foldiers had mutinied for want of pay, 
others delerted, and the majority thought fit to recompence 
themlelves byfeizingon the pope's military cheft. The treaty 
was in great forwardnels, when news anived that twenty thou- 
fiuid of their countrymen ?ere on full march to join the army, 
having with them money fufficient for the payment of all 
6ieir arrears '. This intelligence determined them to break 
off the conferences with the French king, to adhere to their 
alliance, and give battle to Franeis. Before the king arrived 
at Marigaon he furprifed Pmfperi CaUnna, whp was encamped 
with two thoufand men in tiie marquifate ofSaluJ^ii : after 
this he pitched his camp at .^r^Mt, to facilitate a jundkin 
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with Alv'idna. The Sivifi^ knowing it was their bufinefi to 
fight befgre he was reinforced^ broke up tlieir camp without 
beat of druiii, and in the tnoft profound filence marched wttt 
this view, thinking to furprife the enemy. Jhiiana^ Ivho had 
come to the camp to concert the operations of the campaign, 
was at dinner with his majef^ when the conftable of Beurbf 
entered the tent, and infotm«] them that the Sitn/i army waj 
in fight. Jlviana mounted his hoife and flew to Lodiy to bring 
Batik at "P fomc of the fenetran cavalry. The king had fcarce time 
J. ■ to range his army in order of battle when the attacic began 

^ . upon the artillery, defended by the Lanfqutntts' (BJ. Al- 
ready the conlt:Lh1e had drawn up the advanced guard, whidi 
he commanded in perfon, and the (j/r;nifn infantry, for the 
defence of the artillery, when the Swifs, by the advice of co- 
lonel RhoJ}, marched Urait up to the cannon, bearing the 
fire both of the artillery and infantry, lo avoid being taken ia 
flank by ihe French cavalry pofted on the wings.

Here the battle continued for two hours with amazing firm- 
ncfi, oblHnacy, and condufl, neither fide fliewing the leaft 
marks of wcariners or dilbrder. Night came on before either 
the French, Germani, or Swift, thought of founding a retreat, 
and the fight Hill continued with the fame impetuorny with 
which it commenced. It noiv ttas almofl impofTible to quit 
the field, as the datknefs of the night prevented the foidiers 
from difiinguiftiing their own colours. The French advanced- 
guard had fuffered moft, and was in great diforderj nor 
couid they rally, as clouds of dufl: and imoke obf^ured the" 
Kttfe glimmering light the Itars afforded, and the roar of 
cannon drowned all the orders ilTued. Chance performed ac- 
tioos which by day light was attributed to valour : the com- 
batants fought hand to hand, and hardly a blow failed of do- 
ing execution. The Svjifi, who as well as the French wore 
white Icarfs, could not diflinguiOi each other : their fureft 
attack, tbereFore, was againft the cavalry, which they knew 
Was wholly /"rfWi^, they having only four- hundred horfe be- 
longing |o Sforxa : thus the horfe were expofed to the 
greateft danger. The king's horfe was wounded under him, 
and his armour pierced in fevcral places. In this manner 
did the battl^; continue forfour hours after funfet, with the 
titmoll confufion and hazard ; when at length both fides, fa- 
tigued with a^ion, were forced to defift and draw breath : 
every man remained under arms in the place where he chanced 
to Innd. The wounded of both fides were tenderly ufed, and 
Spared bjr mutual confent. Francis found himfelf within fifty 
poccs of the main body of th* enemy; but the imp- fTibili y '

The Sv«fs made tbeir firti attack upon the cor^ 
where the Icing flood, wi:h fuch irrcfiftible itnpetu</ity, thit 
his m^elly wwild have been in great danger had not HaeGa- 
man infantry interpofed, and the artillery played furioufiy oa 
the enemy with fo much fuccefs, as put them in ioax dif- 
order. One dtfcharge of the cannon had fwept away an ii^ 
ure line of the fanheft advanced battalion, by meant uf 
which the Freticb «valry broke in, and foon difperfed the left. 
The battle had now continued for five hours without the 
finalleft intermifTion, when the Swift, defpairing of breaking 
the Gfmuta infantry, fent a detachment to attack the Fraa 
lear-guard. Colonel Molin was fent on this command, mi 
acquitted himfclf with great courage and addrefs : iftet 
uking a long circuit he fell upon the French^ who did not 
expe^ him though he found them prepared, Theduke^ifn^ 
z<fl, who commanded the rear-guard, plyed the Swtfi in front, 
vbile jf/nand lie Prie, with the cavalry, attacked tbeir i^ht, 
and Aubignyt with fome regiments of artillery, thdr kft 
wing.

It is fcarcely worth while to iiiquire how far the Vtneiiant 
contributed towards this vidlory, iffo it maybe called; pro- 
bable it is, that the arrival of ten thoufand frefli troops muft 
bave-conriderably changed the face of affairs to the advantage 
«f Francis, whatever the Frtnch authors alledgc (C), As the 
cardinal of Sion had been the chief caufe of this engagement, 
in which the Sviifs fufFered fo much, they failed not to re- 
proach him in a manner which decency will not permit us to 
mention. So incenfed were they againfl the prelate, that to fave 
his life he was forced to fly to the emperor, who foon after em- 
ployed him in ncgociations, for which he was extremely well 
qualified. 

After this battle the Frnch and Vtnttians marched to Mi- Milap, 
latif the citizens throwing open the gates to receive them, and ^'- fi"^ 
giving one hundred thoufand crowns to be exempted from being '^™'"' " 
plundered. All the othfcr towns of the MHaiuft followed the '^ ^'*""='' 
example of the capital " ; but the citadels of Milan and Cre- 
latna flill remained firm.

the enterprizc ; in which he had the CMicurring fentimenta 
of the other officers, Lautrte, leeing their refolution, agreed 
to join them, and tfaey were 6n their march to the Vtrorufe^ 
when the Lanjpienrti refaOid to attaclc a town belonging to 
the emperor : here thcv were a fecond time difappointed, 
and at length forced to lay alide the defign ''. 

An account of thefe cranla^ons coming to the fenate, they 
immediately fent a reinforcement of four thoufend men, mo- 
ney, and (lores, with orden for the army to proceed direfUy 
to the liege. Accordingly Ferma was invefted, and the (iege Verona 
carried on with vigour on the part of the Venttiant, but not bcfiigid fy

perceiving they were put off by frivolous excufes, they began 
to fufpe^ that Lavtr^s condua was the effaSs of Ibroe fecret 
orders from coun. Intelligence having arrived at the fame 
time in the camp of a body of Germans that were on their 
march for the relief of the place, Zautree (ent the proveditor 
notice that he would not hazard a battle, and of his intention 
to decamp. This he immediately effefled, leaving the Fme- 
t'tmi alone to condufl the fiege, and encounter the approach- 
ing enemy '.

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We mu(V now inquire into the occafion of this Fcmiflhefi 
in the French general, and the reafons whtch induced him & 
obvioufly to break ihe treaty with the republic, /runfii having 
recovered tht Miianejf, had formed new proje^b, in conle- 
quence of the death ol Ferdiumd, which happened this year. 
He had planned the deHgn of adding Naj/le! to the crown of 
France, in hopes that the arclidukc Charles would not be in a 
' capacity to lay claim to Arragm before he was well dla- 
blitbcd in his Spanifli dntninions. Lea, eager for the 
expulfion of the French from Italy, Icept epiiflaiiet at 
the courts of the emperor, Henry the eighth, and the arch- 
duke Charles :' he likewife ufed all his endeavours by dan- 
defline nneafurcs to prevail on the Stvifi cantons to break their 
treaty with France ; but his intrigues could not be kept fo (e< 
cret as not to come to the ears of the French monarch :

Noyon nation was a treaty, ftruck up at Noyen by the plenipotentia- 
iet-uietn ries of each, in which Francis, for certain confide rations, re- 
Francis nounced his claim to JVo^/c#.

Peace being now cftablifhed, and the republic reinrtafed 
in the quiet pHlteliion of her dominions, by a prolongation of ■ 
the truce to the term of iivc years, the fenate's attention was 
turned wholly to pacific meafures. They began with eafing 
the people of the burthenfome taxes impof.;d for the fupport 
of the war ; enlarging their commerce, and promoting in- 
duftry, trade, and manufactures : nor did this wife body neg- 
le& the ftudyof arts and iciengefi, which could not be Tup- - 
poTed to flouiifh amidtl a ruinous and bloody war : for this 
purpofe the univerfuy of Padua, which had been Jhut for the 
fpace of eight years, was opened, and particular immunities 
and privileges conferred on this ancient feat of the mufes °. 
To provide the more efFcdlually for the fecuiity of fcience, 
which ever blows firongeft under the (hade of peace, they 
added to the fortifications of the city, taking every, meafurc 
which could prevent any farther inconvcniencics-to learning, 
or impede the education andftudies'of youth. 

The fenate was fenfible of what conlequence to the re- a. D. 
public it was to live upon terms of amity with the Grand Seig- ijig. 
nior : they had often experienced his power; and the traf- 
iicto his coaAs was, perhaps, the moil bcneficiaJ branch of 
their commerce. In oider, therefore, to preferve the friend- 
fliip of Seiimy two of the chief nobility, LaJavUo Mounigo and 
Barlholtmea Cantartnii were fent to congratulate him on his 
late victory over the fophi of •Pirfia, mid requefl the conti- 
nuance of his fiiendDiip to the republic. Selim received the 
ambafladora at Damafcui ; profeflud gi eat efteem for the rc- 
puUic ; granted the Venelian fadlories at Tripoli, Alexandria^ 
Bartth, Detfuifiui, and elfewhere within his dominions, all the 
exemptions, privileges, and immunities they dcfired. In 
Ibort, fo kindly did he receive the ambalTadors, that they re- 
turned loaded with prefents, and highly faiistied with the 
oiagniiicci^ce, gerwrofity, and friendlbip of that monarch. 
A trca^ of commerce with Spain was likewife concluded, by

The difappointment of Francis h attributed, by the 
tnarihal FUuranges, to hn reftifing to take into his pay the 
tioo^ of the circle of Suahia, after thbir making fomc over- 
tures to that eJFed. 

Soon after the accelSon of Charhs to the imperial digniiy,, 
Stlim died, and was fucceeded in the Otheman empire by S^- 
man, his only fon, an enterprizing, ambitious, and courageous 
prince. Leiais icing of Hungary, knowing the young em- 
peror's extenfive prc^e^, and haired of Chriftianity, prepared 
for war, inviting all the other chriftian princes to unite with 
Iwn, and particularly the republic. Inftcad of acceding to 
dte propofals of Z.mni, the fenate (eM Marco Rinco to Cm- 
_fiuuin*flt to congratulate Sefyman upon his acceflion, and pro- 
cure a confirmation of the treaty with his father, which was 
leadily eranted. Salyman even confentcd to join a fquadron 
to t\tt f^enetian fleet for the fecurinr of their commerce, at 
that time infeflcd by pintes : and he To far honoured the re- 
public as to fend a plenipotentiary to the fenate, to notify his

they required. This confirmation of peace with fo power- 
ful a monarch, aj^brded the utmoil joy to the republic ; their

Not to trace all the caufes which occafioncd a rupture bo- 
tween the emperor and Francis, fuilicient it is, that Frtimu, 
awareortheapproachingftonn, prepared accordingly. He /em 
ambafladors to Rime and f'eaut, toendeavourto drawthe pope 
and republic into a league for the defence of Itafy, and to pre- 
vent Charles from going to Rotne to receive the imperial cioiri 
from the pope. His m)>niller at Rsme had no fatisfiadoiy an- 
fwer from Lfo, who was refolved to wait conjun£hires, and be 
determined by circum fiances. At AVn/f^ his ambailador re- 
ceived a promife, that the feaate WQuld provide for the lafe^ 
of Italy i yet did the republic harbour fufpicions that a leas 
treaty between Charles and the king was in agitation. Tliii 
arofe from intelligence they bad of French and Spaaifioi- 
voyi meeting at Mtmipelicr, for a final difcuffion of all di&- 
icnces. 

The negotiation at MontpiUer coming to nothings Cbarlts

Antomo was rich, ^<!f< 
had borne the higheft offices of the ftate, and palTed through a LXXVL 
life flrangely chequered and variegated with good and bad 
fortune. It was but lately he was recailedj'roih baniOiment, 
in which he lived fince the laft Turkijh war, where he was 
fuppofed not to have difcharged his duty. At his acceflion 
the republic was in peace, it is true ; but the feeds of war 
were fo plentifully fown every where, that a rich crop of mis- 
fortunes and the evils neceflarily attending might fbon be ex- 
pelled. Propofals were ftill making to the fenatc by CharUi 
the fifth, extremely advantageous to the intercft of the repub- 
lic ; yet fo faithful were the Venriians to Frands, that they 
declined every overture, and even fending an ambailador to 
congratulate the emperor on his acceffion. Charles, ^eictn- 
ing their fidelity to their ally, thought of a meafure which he 
doubted not would excite jealouiies, and oblige them to have 
recourfe to him : it was the fending a plenipotentiary to the 
court of France, as if he intended to fettle the affairs otUalj 
without concerning himfclf with the Venttians. This in fomc 
meafure anfwcred the intention : however, a treaty he foon 
after concluded with the pope, and a plan formed for expel- 
ling the French out of Milan, being accidentally difcovered, 
more clofely cemented the republic with Francis '. 

The policy of the fenate was to prefcrve peace, but this 
was found impolBble amidll the intrigues of Charles, Leo, -and 
the French monarch : they endeavoured to mend the breach 
between his holinefs and the Icing ; but finding their endea- 
vours ineffcdlual, the army was put in readinels to march to 
the ttWei o( Milan, knowing that upon its fafety depended 
the fecurity of their own dominions. Things' now being ripe

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for aAion, the imperial army, joined by the popc'i fbrto, 
marched to befiege Parma. The trenches were not opened 
when Lauirtc, al'tn- receiving a reinforcement of Sict/i vd 
Vtntliani came to its relief, and forced Prtfpira Ctltana, ibc 
imperial general, to abandon his defign. Prajpirt vu, indeed, 
in a condition to defeat Lautrte, had not the fuddcn ailault 
the duke aiPirrava made upon S^gg** and Medtea oUiged 
him to divide his forces. 

LEO began to harbour fufpicions of the emperor in «•- 
ftquence of this difappointmcrK : he had fupponed ihewholc 
cxpences of the fiege, and attributed the want of fucceft to 
fecret orders Cohnna had received. CbarUs, chs^jrincd tmb 
the pope's jealoufy, was more than ever dcfiroiu ofennpf 
the Venttians in his party ; but all his endeavours could not 
alter the fenate's purpofe ''. 

Both armies were ftrongly reinforced by large boditi of 
Sviifi in the fervice of each ; and Cbarltt, havinz no h(M 
ftom the Venttians, ordered Calonna to march diiedly fbriv- 
Ian. The French and Vtnetiam were commanded ^n Lextru, 
who, hearing of Ca/onnn's intention, fet out direray forC^ 
fan, in order to prevent his crofling the >/(£aW .- butCi^ 
fbtcing a march got thither before him, and purfued his nwi 
to the capital of the dutchy. Lautrec&^\\\ determined log^ 
him battle, had he not in his march been deferted by die 
Sviifs, who mutinied for want of ilieir pay. This ciicuo- 
ftaoce threw the affairs of Francis and the republick in dilcr- 
der, and compelled Zua/rrf with the remainder of his foKi) 
Colonna to throw himfelf into Milan, and provide for a liege. In 
htvtpt -the mean lime Coknna was advanced, and meafures taken liir 
Milan. invefting the city : Ptfcara made an attack upon thatqiW- 
ler where Trivulcii and the Fenrtiani were on guard. As ibc 
fortifications here were not completed, the gatrifon was Ibai 
defeated ; but TrivuUia, who was then fuk in bed, infiantlf 
getting up, marched agalnft Pefcara with a few troops he bui 
odlsded, not doubting but honour and reafon would picud 
Trirnlcio on the reft to return. In this, however, he was difappoinu^ 
teiea fri- and after fighting bravely with a handful of menagaii^i 
yciMT, Mi- multitude, he was made prifoner, wiih feveral AW/iai of 
Ian yiiTTM- dj A j nation. Lautrec upon this, defpairinj of being able t» 
^'- preferve the ciiy, put a flrong garrifon in the ciiadd, a»l re- 
tired with ihe remaining forces to Coina. Milan was lacked 
and plundered for ten days fucceflivcly ; nor was there an io- 
full or cruehy whicb the inhabitants did not fultain frooi ibe 
rapacioufneis of the^iir/^', and brutality of the Impeiialifit*.

Cbarlts iht farteaAet of Ltdi^ Pavia, Pla- 
ceatie, Parma, and Toon of Cr^iRena, without Hrilcing another 
blow. Thus did the Frtnth lofe Milan, without one batt)e> 
or memorable cfibrt, when the approach of winter put a Itop 
to the conquefis of dhmna, and preferved the remains of 
Lautrtc's anny in Vinttian quarters. The pope's death like- 
wife impeded Either military tranfadions. This event 
changed the face of affairs, and reduced Cthnna to as weak 
a fituatJon as Lauirtc'. IntelJigence of Lto'a death was no 
JboncF received in the army, than of twelve tboufand Swi/s 
he had in pay, no more than five hundred remained : the 
Pltrtntinet hkewife withdrew ; and though the Gtrrrums kept the 
field, yet was their number too inconfiderable to undert^e any 
enterprize, oreven torefift;the enemy, iffeafonably reinforced. 
Franiis imprudently negle&d bis affairs in half, and the Vnu- 
lians alone were not atue to feize the opportunity, when JI£/m 
might as eafily be recovered as it had been loft. However, 
they took, every poffible meafure : they levied troops ; they 
ordered their garrifons to march into the field ; and they 
tampered with the Swift cantons, who Teemed difpofed to re- 
ceive their pay, and sdfift Fraacii. Upon this Lautrtc wa« 
induced to enter upon aflion in the depth of winter ; but 
the mifc<nKluQ of BmaUt whom be had Tent with a ftrong 
detachment into the ParmeJaHf obliged him to relinqu^ his 
def^ns **■ 

Strong bodies of Swifs and Venttiam having joined him A. D. 
about the month oi April, Laulrec rctolwei to inv^A Miiut, iSis- 
and take the advantage the low condition of the enemy af-^''^^'*^ 
forded. His intention was to take it by affault ; but thc-fi'^'^^' 
flrength of the garrifon, and the enmity of the citizens to 
a Frtnth government, of which they were heartily thrcd, 
obliged him to turn the fiege into altlockade. MaxinaHan 
Sfarza in the mean time returned to Paoia with fix thouTand 
Lanfiutntts, Hence he pafTed through the Vtrmtfi to Caffal- 
Ai^ar. CroHing the Pe, he arrived at Phctniia, where 
joining the marquis oi Mantua, he proceeded to Milan; up- 
on which Lauirec removed his camp to the diflance of five 
miles from the city. 

A DBTACHMEKT from Lautric's army had befieged and Lauirec 
taken Novara ; after which he marched with the main body iBvefii Pa- 
and invefted Pavia, where the marquis of Maittua was left via. 
by Sforxa to command : his batteries played with fury upon

the walls, fior did the marquis neglect any thing neceflarr w 
a vigorous defence : the city, however, muft fodn have fiir- 
rendered, had not Cohnna Tound means to convey a Rtnfivce- 
ment into itof cwo thoufand infantry, chiefly CorAsw- Tbit 
y-. J ^Asgei Lautrec tn raife the fiege, as he pcrcnved by the 
ToiM* ftrcngthofthe gatfifon that the ifliie muft beprccatious,and 
the execution bloody and tedious. Retiring to a village calld 
Manccy he refolvcd there to wait the arrival of a fum of mo- 
ney he cxpcdled from France : Cohnna having intelligentt of 
' this convoy fent a detachment under Anchifei Pifcmti to inter- 
cept it, which obliged the treafurer to fccurc himfeif in Arm, 
fending from thence advice to Lauirec of his fituation. Vij- 
tonti poOed himfeif fo adv^nCageoufly, that it was impoffifa 
for the convoy to pafs or be reinforced but by forcing a ^ 
fage, which the detachment fent by Lautrec was too weak to 
attempt ". 

In the mean time the Swifs, for whom this mcmcym 
intended, became impatient : three days they waited ; but oa 
the fourth fent one of their principal officers to Laulrtc with 
three propofitions, viz. that he would inflantly pay them, H- 
charge them, or lead them againft the enemy ; propofitioA 
equally whimfical afid difficult. The Imperialifh were «- 
camped at Bico, a village three miles from A£lan, or isdia 
they wf re cantoned in a large park, furroundcd by a dnp 
ditch, which rendered an attack extremely hazardous. L^- 
tree remonftrated with the Svii/t ; but all the anfwer he ccwU 
procure was Money, a Difiharge, or Battle : however, be 
obtained from them fome little time to reconnoitre the ck- 
my ; after which he divided his army into three bodies for the 
attack, as this was the only alternative he could embrace- 
Before the engagement began S/orza joined Colimna with & 
thoufand Lanjqutneis ; upon which Lautrec a fccond timeR- 
monftrared to the Swifs, but they were obftinatc. Nofooon 
did the trumpets found than the Swifs, defpifing danger, Bcw 
over the ditch and prepared to mount the counterfcatp in ibe 
fece of cannon and volleys of fmali arms : the confeqoenct 
was, that in the fpace of half an hour they loft one thouAnd 
of their beft troops. The fecond line, not daunted with ifcc 
defliu3ion of the liift, marched on with equal intrepidity, inJ 
met with the fame fate, leaving in the foJTe about two 
thoufand foldiers, Jlheri de la Pierre, their general, and four 
French other officers of diftinflion. The French and feneliam on the 
itfeaitd. other lide were not more fuccefsful, though lefs unfortunm 
as to their lots : Lautrec\ brother attacked the bridge, which.

army ■*. Before the end of the autumn, the Imperialills were 
intirely mailers of the ^j^fw/«, Cremsnifit and all the other 
appendages of the dutchy of jW/Zun. 

In the mean time Charles the fifth, knowingof the great 
preparations the Prtnch monarch was maicing for the recovery 
of the Milanift, made one more attempt to gain the Ve«t' 
tiani i but with as Utile fuccefs, it being the intention of the 
republic to keep well, if pol£ble, with both parties, although 
a body of their troops a£ted in conjundlion with the French. 

This year Jdrlan the fixth, who fucceeded Lea in the pon- A. D. 
tificate, laboured with all his might to bring about a truce 'S'J* 
for three years among the chriflian potentates. The great 
progrefs of the Turh in Hungary, as well as their conqueft of 
the ifland of Rhodes^ gave his holinefs great apprchenlions 
about the fate of Italy. Charles Ltmuy, his intimate friend 
and viceroy of Naples, perfuaded him that Francis alone op- 
poCed his pious defigns ; and the emperor and king of Eng- 
land hid filled him with notions of the great authority. and 
power of the head of the church. Flattered with thefe hopes, 
jldrian publifhed a bull, by which, in virtue of the power de- 
legated to him by the Almighty, he ordered all chriftian 
princes and flares to obferve a truce of three years, under the 
penalty of intcrdiflion and excommunicatjon. Francis, pay- 
ing no regard to the facred mandate, and continuing his pre- 
fiarations ai^ainft Italy, the pope Joined in the new formed . 
eague againfl this monarch, and omitted nothing to g^in ^ 7^. 
the Fenetians. New envoys were every week coming from - ,A°"^ 
Charles, with different propofals and terms. At laft theaf-/^^ 
fair was debated in the feilate with great warmth, fomc ad- g.aina 
vifuig to embrace the emperor's party and the league, others France. 
to continue their alliance with Francis, a prince of valour 
equal to hb power '. The fenate would feem to be divided

Tin final At length, by the intrigues of Charles^ of Jir'tM, aoJ 
TtfJutiw the EngUjh ambafladors, a perpetual peace and alliance be- 
y thift- tiveen the emperor, Ferdinand, the archduke of AuJIria, aoi 
Kott, ami Francis Sforza, duVe of Milan, on the one hand, and tbeit- 
i«,elufion public Of A/irV. on the other, was concluded. The cowfi. 
■i,"^T^ tions were, that the fenate fhould fend, if necefliry, twelve 
'"l"^' hundred horft aod fix thoufand foot for the protedion of the 
H^^'**' Milanefe : that they fliouM have the fame number ready to 
oppofe the «ivafion of l^afUs by any cfariilian p6tent«e: 
that CKur/fj fhould provide an equal number of force* for the 
defence of the Venttian dominions againll all enemies wilbi»t 
diflin^ion : itiat the republic Qiould, in the term of rigbt 
years, pay to the archduke the fum of two hundred thoD&u 
ducats, as an indemnification of former lodes : that the iv- 
public Oi9uld poflefs all her cities, towns, forts, and tetrittt- 
ries on the continent, wiih the fame jutifdiftion, power, 
and authority, as at the figning of this treaty : that all petibtB 
banifhed their country, and expelled the fenate for havingen- 
gaged in the emperor's caufe, fhould be recalled and rein- 
itated in their fotmcr pofleflions ; and that befides, dxy 
fhould for life enjoy an annual -penfion of five thoufaixl ducats, 
in recompence of their fufferings (A). The pope and Hnry 
the eighth were guarantees of this treaty, and the kJngi «

No fooncr was the treaty concluded than the republic fent 
an ambafly to the emperor, to compliment him on the occa- 
/ion. Their next meafure was to provide a general to con- 
Aa& the intended armaments. Trivukia was fuppofed too 
much attached to the French intcrcfl ; yet as he had always 
behaved with a fcrapulous regard to honour, it required 
fomc delicacy to difmiis him without giving oficiice. It was 
therdbrc propofed, that a penlion of three thoufand ducats 
fliould be fettled on him for his fuppoit as a private citizen, 
on prefumption he would not chufc to draw his fword againft 
kis king and country. TTie terms were offered, but rejefled 
byTrtvuieis, who preferred returning into Frame, In hit 
room, the fcnatc appointed Prancifu Maria^ duke of Urhinit 
commander in chief of all their forces t. Such a change in 
the policy of the lenate made moft people imagine, that 
Firaneii, deprived of fo powerful an ally, would forbear his 
intended expedition. Inftead of which, be, undaunted by 
the league, remained firm in his refolution, and made greater 
preparations than before for the execution. The conlHbltf 
of Bfurign'i dcfeSion fomewhat reta^ed hi) operations ; but 
upon his flight every thing went on for the march of the 
army. However, the king contented himfeir with fendiiis 
Btnivtt with the tro<^, amounting to twenty thoufand hotft 
and foot. 

BONIVET paired the Alps in the end of Juguft, orbe^ 
ginning of Siptembir this year ; and coming to the frontiers of 
the Milaneft, foon reduced Navarra and all the country on 
the farther ftde of the river Mifin. PrefptTo Cohnna had ne- 
gle£led to fortify and garrifon t}ic places of mofl importance, 
not imagining that/r<»iWi, who had fo many enemies to 
combat in his own dominions, could fpare an army to half. 
But finding his conje^re falfe, he was compelled to retire 
in great difordcr to Milan. He had but five thoufand men ; 
a body infufficient tp defend fo lai^e and ill-fbrtilied a city. 
Experience, however, had taught him, that he was not to con- 
clude what an enemy would do from what he himfelf, in their 
circumftances, might think convenient : inflead therefore of 
abandoning the dutchy, he began with all diligence to repair 
his former error, thinking it time enough to retire when the 
encoiy made him unable longer to relill ''.

The Milaneis and Germans, apprehending that 
taiiiLodi. Bonivet might lay fiege to CremoHa, preffed the fenate to or- 
der their army into the Cnmemfe ; but they chofe to refer the 
whole to the difcretion of the gencrd. Fraiui/a Maria^ im- 
willing to endanger the army committed to bis care, ea- 
camped between Rtmam and Martintnga, with which the 
ImperialiHs were dilFaiisfied. Some reports of a fecret treaty 
between the imperial and Frmth monarchs, gave birth to the 
cautious meafures of the Vemlians^ who were apprcheniive <£ 
entering upon hollilities and walling their troops, while it was 
doubtful whether an alliance, planned for their deflruftion, 
might not be in agitation : their general, therefore, kqX 
aloof, until the florms which threatened tiie republic were 
difpctled ; and the fenate ufed the utmoit diligeiKC in fonning 
new levies, and preparing againft the doubtful events 6i for- 
tune, and policy of the imperial and Frinch councils ''. 

DtJHiNC this flate of a&airs and fufpencc of action, from 
the mutual jealoufy and diilrufl of the parties, as well as the 
a^^roach of winter, pope Adrian the fixth died on die four* 
teenth oi September , A. 1523. His death was a fatal itrolce 
to the confederacy, depriving it not only of the pontifical au- 
thority, but of large pecuniary fupplies. yuliut de Aleditii, 
who was chofen in his ftead, by the name of Clement the fc- 
venih, afliimcd a conduct totally dif^reot from that of his

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predecefibr. This prelate, pcrle£lly acquainted with public 
affairs, oblerved that Adrian had too cafily acknowledged the 
wealcne6 and fallibility of the church ; a pradice contraiy 
to the politics of former popes, who never ailented to the rc- 
formation of abufn, but to obtain fome very important objeift. 
CbarUs had incurred the difpleafurc of many of the princes 
of the empire, by making too great concelTions to the court 
of Remt ; yet would not Clement renew the truce his prede- 
ceflbr had made with the head of the empire. He gave the 
emperor to undeiAand, that his intention was to c^ferve a 
ftri^ neutrality ; nor mufl his imperial majefly refent this 
conduQ, which refulted from hii fcnfe of the duty of the 
common {sxhcT o( Chri/Iendtim ; hisdeiireof uniting chrlflian 
princes, and of oppofing the quick growth of the Othomaii 
power '. 

The condufl of CZwwnf extremely embarraflcd tlie duke 
of Biurban. The emperor had given htm, after his efcapc 
from Franee, the command of his forces in Ilofy ; but he fcnt 
him no money for the payment of the troops, nor was it , 

poOible for the duke to fatisfy their demands, as neither the 
pope or the republic of Floremt fumilhcd their flipulated fub- 
fidies : he found means, however, to draw fome mOncy from 
the inhabiunts of Milan ; and at laft he engaged the pope to 
give him twenty thoufand ducats, and to ufe his influence 
with the /Vdmfwj to remit fifty thoufand crowns, on condi- 
tion that the duke kept the tranfaflion a profound fecret ■". 

Mean time the Venetians had appointed eight of their 
chief citizens to compliment Clement on his accellion to the 
papal dignity. The fenate was fenfible of the importance 
of being on good terms with his holinefs : his abilities were 
unqueftionable, and it was reafonably prefumed that his policy 
would vary in many particulars from that of Adrian, 1 he 
ambalTadoTS affured the pope of the republic's efleem of his . 
private as well as ptiblic charafler ; . of their defire of being 
united in intercft with him ; and of implicitly following the 
meafures his holinefs would prefcribe. They were well re- 
ceived at Rome ; but during their refidencc Grimani, the doge 
died, after having governed for near two years (B), and was 
fucceeded

fore they reached Gravina, that, finding no French efcort or 
money on their arrival, they returned home, giving ])W ir 
Medids a promtfe not to attempt any thipg, unlefs they were 
purfued. Bourbon^ being informed of this fuccefs, n-roie to 
Medicis to inveft Biafraffo, the only town the French now bdd 
upon the Thejin. Medicis, after deftroying the bridge which 
Botttvet had thrown over that river, atucked the townddeodol 

" Pabut*, 1.5. • Guic.

The Imperia lifts fluck clofe to his rear, and charged 
him witfa great v^ur. Bmivtt being wounded was carried gf^^^/if 
off the field, the chavalier BayarJ comoiandiDg in hia room, pnock 
and reliSing the enemy with great intrepidity, until he hR/e/MiU, 
his life. After this adion the ImperialiUs laid fiege to LaJi, 
where BuJJt tTAmivife commanded, and had it Ibon delivered 
to them by capitulation. The Ftnttiani bore no fiiarc either 
in the purfuit or fiege, the proveditor tefufing to exceed the 
articles of the treaty, fayiflgi that the fenate bad engaged 
only for the defence of the Mihiufi. Stfyman't great prepor 
rations, bis ambitious fpirit, together with the pc^'s equivo- 
cal condu&, made the fenate refolve upon keeping as much 
aloof as was conltftent with the terms of their engagement . 
with the emperor. It was apparent that, either for fear of the 
power of Frtauu, or diftruA of the emperor, C/fmtnt, ever 
iince his acceffion, inclined to the Frtneb intcrcA, Though 
the republic had no doubt of the pontiff's intentions, yet not 
caring to quit die emperor's alliance befoie they were afliired 
of the fricndOiip of the Frtneh monarch, they kept their ar^ 
in a ftate ofina^ion, waiting the ifliie of the duke de Btur- 
ht^s expedition into Prvoenc*, The fruicleflbe^ of this 
fcheme, and the fudden march ai Franeii into Italf, hi* lay- 
ing iiege to Pavia, ajid at the fame time, by another army, 
invading the kingdom of Naplet, threw the republic into great 
perplexity. Both fides folicited her fricndfliip : fhe was al- 
ready in treaty with the emperor ; but the Vtiuttan forces in 
Ilahf were too weak to proted the Milantft, much iefs their 
own dominions, if, by her adherence to her engagements, the 
rq>ublic fliould incur the refentment of Framis. In (hort, the 
fenate entrufled the direi^ion of their affairs to Clejnent, who

By thefe temporizing meafures, and political balancing, the 
fenate procured Tome advantages, but little honourto ihc re* . 
public. The Venetian army dill continued ina^vc: their in-

' Cq/iatU, with orders to fejze on the chancellor, and employ 
all means for the immediate reduAion of Milan. The orders 
were punctually executed, and Moran imprifoned in the ci- 
tadel of Pavia on the fourteenth of Oifaber ; a circumflance 
which entirely dlfconcerted the Fenetianiy who now found 
themfclvcs expofed to the emperor's refentmcnt, without be- 
ing able to rely on the conftancy of the pontiff'. Pefiara de- 
roaoded, that J^ibx, Crtmona, and all the places fituated on 
the AdJa, fhould be delivered to the emperor : to which 
Sforza, who was then ill of z fever, agreed, excepting Afi- 
lan and Crtmena \ which, he did, he could not furrender but 
to his imperial majedy in perfon. He added, that Morm 
had taken apon him to negotiate this alliance upon his own 
authority. Pefiara^ upon thh anfwer, threw olF the mask ; 
convoked the eifatcs of the Milarufi -, accufed Sferxa of high Anpavr 
treaJtm ; and obliged the inhabitants of the dutchy to take an-^''^' '" 
oath of allegiance to the emperor. He even laid ficgc to the '^'^'h 
citadel of Cremona, and invefted the city of Milan. e/'Milan. 

Xhe Fmtiam were no le& embarrafled than the pope and 
Fraruis Sfarza. Martin Caracciali, amballador of Charles ihc 
fifth at renict, was then negotiating a peace, or rather an 
alliance between his mafter and the republic. By ac- 
cepting the terms ol&rcd, the fenate fbrefaw their liberty 
would be in imminent danger ; and by rejecting them, their 
Icnitories on the continent would be expofed to all the bop- 
rots of war, as foon as Milan and Cremona were reduced. 
Lefs timid, and more penetrating than Clement, they told Ca- 
raedelif that the late league was formed with no other pur- 
pofe than to reinflate 5/0r»i in his dominions: that it was 
evident the emperor had no intention to accede to it, becaulb 
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he deprived that prince of his dominioas : tlut tbcf cooM 
think of no alliance with his niajelly before Sftnsa wa* ic- 
ftorcd } and however great their refpeS wai for the cnperor* 
it was Itill greater for truth, fidelity, and their proaufe. Had 
Clemtttt the feventh given an equal proof of hit coaftancy, 
the emperor would have been greuly peiplezcd how to a& ; 
but his holineft!, defirous of (hewing his rc£ned policy, fell 
into the fame fnare in which he had been lately taken. S*l- 
veari, his legate in Spain, was negociating with CharUty at 
the fame time that another of his minitten was treating wiifa 
Franfi and the republic, to engage them in an aUiaAce 
againft that monarch. CUmatt attended with impatience Ux 
^ ilTue of the legate's intrJgues ; and he had faxA tfac day 
for Signing the treaty with the Frtruh and Vnttmiy when be 
Teccivcd intelligence that his other legate bad concluded at 
fain at Madrid ', the emperor having agreed to oblige tkc 
duke of Ferrare to reftore Reggie and RMtra to the holy ft*. 
Not withftanding this, upon FrdnnVs refufal to ratify the op- 
preflive treaty of Madrid, by which he was fet at liberty, t^ 
pope was no lels eager than the f^entiiani to cong;nuulate kia 
on hi» return to liis kingdom. He even commiSoned hii 
legate to conclude an alliance with Frmcis, the Vtnt^muy 
and S/orzc, againft the emperor ". 
A. D. One does not know what to make uf the politics at Rtau 
1536. and Vemct during this period: Cleount and the republic were 
every month changing fides, forming new fchcmes, and e«- 
tering into new engagement, which they never executed : 
they perceived that whether Frantis or CbarUi became fuperior, 
their power mull fink in proportion to the cncreafed Influence 
of eitherof tbofemonarchs in /ftf^.

CUmmt the feventh, by the 
mediation of M»niaia, the imperial minifter, had been re- 
conciled to this tiamily, having confented to an interview with 
Ftfpafian Cohrma, for this purpofe. An agreement was ligned, 
in which the pope engaged, for certain confiderations fpcci- 
ficd, to protefl them againft their rivals the Urjmi ,•■ but 
«bout a month after, Vtjpajian permitcd his coulin, the cardi- 
nal Cflomi, to advance with eight hundred borfc and three 
thoulknd foot, and take pofTeflion of three of the gates of 
the city. Clemtttt had only time to retire to the caftle of St. 
Angels; Upon which Mancada, who was privy to the deflgn 
of the CeUimi, went to him, and after repre^nting his dan- 
ger, adviicd him to a truce for four monibs with the empe- 
ror, to which the other confederates might accede if they 
pleafed. No fooner was this truce figned, than Clement re- 
called his uoops under the duke d' Urbini ; which greatly di- 
miniflied his (irength, and gave the iirfi fatal blow to the 
confederacy ''. Another caufe of its decline was the -arrival 
of Gierg* Fronfpergy with a body of four thoufand Lanfque- 
Heti, levied at his own expcnce tn Germany. This corps the 
archduke FerdiuaHd joined with a confiderable corps of cavalry: 
Frmjperg, at their head, palTcd the mountains of Trent, and ar- 
rived in the Maniuan, in fpite of all the oppofition made by 
die Venetians. But before we mention this expedition, it may , 
be proper to fpeak of the motions of the Venetian army after 
the retreat from Milan, and taking of Monza. 

Duke d' Urbini had taken the refolution to return once 
more for the relief of the citadel, when intelligence was re- 
ceived of its furrender. Upon this he turned his thoughts 
to the liege oiCremona ; to inveft which city he fent a Itrong 
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detachment under Baillim, who acquitted himfelf fb well «l 
Lodi, BaiUen found the city fortified with a double trench, 
and well provided ; ncverthelefs, he invefled it with great di- 
ligence and vigour : but finding his troops unequal to the un- 
dertaking, he fcnt toUrbini ioi a reinforcement (^ infantry, 
which was complied with. After the fiegc had continued for 
fome days, the duke grew impatient about the conreqaenccs : 
he knew how much a fecond difappointment of this natmc 
would prejudice his reputation and hurt the caufe, and tfaeic- 
fore reiblved to dire£l the fiege in perfcn. Leaving the Fe- 
fc'' "*"'"' cavalry, and the Swlfs to the number of thirteen tbou- 
Stv 'anj '^'"'' '" P^***^^^*^ '" Milan, he marched with all the Vetutiaa 
*^f Cre- •"'^"t'y '° Cremona : his batteries played with great fury fer 
mona. fcveral days, but without e Reding a breach, upon whidi be 
determined to undermine the walls : by this means fevetJ 
large breaches were made, which he ftormed with fo much 
fuccefs, that the garrifon hune out a flag of truce, and the 
city was furrcndeicd upon moderate conditions '. 

Notwithstanding this fuccels, the above circura- 

ftances weighed down the balance againft the republic : Uf' 

yttptpi'i hint's army was much diminifhed by the retreat of the ecde- 

ftrcti re- ^ fiaftical forces, while the duke of Baurhoit was in a fait w^ 

taUeJ, IB of fcieing greatly firengthened by the juniEtion of Fron^xr^, 

teK/tqumce Befofg (he truce between Clement and the emperor was coo- 

• V^^f' eluded, Fronfpirg had arrived in the Mantuan : here feaa Ji 

^ Medidi waa detached againfl him, who imagining the Lio^ 

"f" ' ^uentls had no artillery, approached in reconnoitring them fa 

near, (hat he was fhot in the knee by a cannon-ball, of which 

he died. After the death of the brave Me<iidi, no one pre- 

/iimed to oppofe the march of the Germans, who arrived widi- 

out farther obflrudlon in the Placentiiif where they joined 

the duke of Bcurbon. 

On thisjunflion the duke propofed going direflly to AiAnr, 
to prevent the defigns of Urbini ; but Franjperg anrwered 
fiercely, that the Germam would not move an inch fartbet 
till their Aibfidy was payed ; to appeafe him Biurhm was un- 
der the ncce£ty of coining the church-plate, and putting the 
rich inhabitants to the torture to extort their money. Ahei 
this he proceeded on his march ; but as he made it\aA 
turnings from the direi^ road, the pope began to entertain 
apprehenfions left he might enter the territories of the holy 
fee, or (Irike off towards Zfo/p^mi, and from thence to 7i(/cj»r- 
' With thefe fufpicions he requeued the fenate that they wouU 
order Xlrbini to crofs the Pa with all expedition, to fecuie 
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TW^xnj and the ecdefuiftical tcrritoiy j but ai the fenatewsi 
under (bme fean for their own dominions, diey did not chufe 
to coai[Jy wholly with his defirc : yet, williiu to give fait 
bolincis ul the iktisfaSion they could cwiiiftenuy wiu their 
own Ikfety. Ltdavico Pifani was fent with a ftrong detachment 
far the defence lA the pope's dominiong ; the marquis of Sa- 
htfti with die Fraich and Stuifs followed, after which Ktttvri 
the provediior crolTed the Pb with the reft of the army. To pre* 
vent the Florntints from entering into preci|ntate meafures out 
of dread of an enemy who Teemed ready to fall upon Tu/caity^ 
the fenate fent Marco Fofiari to aojuaint that republic with 
the flqw taken for thcii fccuiity, and to keep them finn in 
their intereft'*. 

Before we conclude the tranfadioos of this year, we muft 
take Ibme notice of the naval a&in. A great fleet of forty 
men of war was fitted out at Cartbagena for the rdief of Gt- 
noa, which was reduced to the greatcft extremity, and at 
laft taken by Navdro before this fleet put to fea. As intelli- 

fence of the lurrender of the city was not yet received in 
pMn-, the viceroy of NapUi, who commanded the arma- 
ment, fleeted direi£tly for the giilph of Gnaa, where he fell in Tit Spx- 
with A'lnwv, who bravely attacked him with feventeen gallies, mlhfia 
and obliged him to fhcer off. Towards the end of the ei^age- d^naii^ 
ment a norm arofe, and foon Leffc£led what Nauart had left Navaro, 
undone; for the Spmips navy was totally difperfed, and many o^a»di0tr- 
the Oiips periffaed. A% only the Frmth Iquadron was engaged in "*"««» ^' 
this rencounter, the council of ten recalled Armiero theT'ea*-/^™ '" * 
tian admiral, for not aflifting Navaro ; but he cleared himfclf-'^'*'* 
to the latisfa£tion of every one, it being impoffible fiw hint 
to beat up a^inft the wind. The viceroy arrived with a part 
of his fleet in the port of Sitiuia ; fome veflclt got fafe to 
Cayettay and a few made the ports of SUitf. As they had a 
firong body of infantcy on board, their arrival in /fir^ greatly 
diftumd the Ftaetiani j but their courage revived on the ar- 
rival of Mara dt Cere and f^itelli with the pope's forces. Pre- 
vious to this, the viceroy, having Joined the Cekne^i, who 
were again in arms, hid fiege to Fre^ietut : he was batter- 
ii^ the town, and ready to give the aflault, when the confe- 
derates arrived opportunely, and obliged him to decamp with 
ibch precipitation, as to fet fire to his magazines. 

So dcfiTOus were the confederates of pulhing the good for- a, 0^ 
tune with which the preceding year concluded, that they de- livj. 
termined upon the invafion t^ Naples in the depth of winter, 
amidft extreme cold, and every inc(»ivenience of a rigorous 
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Infbn. Aboct the end of Jatuiary, the feiiaK fcnt «Jc«s ta

^ dred men pnfonen. On the tenth day after the arrivsl of the 

fleet in the golph of Naples, Swrtnto was ftormed and tAcB i 

' in conlequencs of which feveral other fea-part towns and fan 

fiurendered without exchang'rng a blow. 

Now the confederate fleet, meeting with no obftrufKcn, 
approached (b near the pier of Naples, that their cannon phyed 
with fome fuccefs upon the walb. Various opinions were do 
livered among the officers concerning the expediency of bc- 
lieging the capita), fome affirming, that the furrender of No. 
f^ti would be followed by the redu^ionofthe wht^clcingdcn. 
No time, they faid, fhould be loll while the ci^ was under 
the conftemaiion iheir fudden appearance muft have oca- 
fioned, and fo ill provided. Others, on the contrary, were 
of opinion, that they ought towait for the arrival of Awa *i 
Ciri, their forces not being fuJEcicnt to inveft fo large a dtf. 
As to the delay, they biS, it would be an advantage, finoe 
the garrifon was in great want of bread, which alone migfat 
produce a revolution in their favour, the inhabitants being 
in general difaffefled to a Spanijh government : however, the 
former fcntitnents prevailing, an herald was fent to fummca 
the city, MmKa4a, who commanded for the emperor, tnRead 
of yielding to thisfummons, marched out with two thoulW 
foot and five hundred horfe, to obftruft the enemy's approadw. 
This brought on a flcirmifh to the advantage of Ba'tlUn, who 
commanded the Venetian!, and took fome field-pieces hf. 
^log to the befieged, driven back to the city. Notwith- 
/ ^^'"8 'his fortunate beginning, the enterprize failed, either 

from want of money, or, what is more probable, in cwife- 
qiience of the late truce between the pope and the emperor. 
Certamit is, that the ecclefiaftical forces not only refufcd 
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to i3 in concert with the Fautitms, but manjr went over to 
the enemy. It is likewifc afiinned, that the former truce 
wu eittended bjr a new agreement between his holincfs and 
the viceroy, which obliged the VentUam totally to give up 
thoughts of the liege. The pontiff was greatlv over-reached 
in this new convention ; for having dishandea his army, he 
was left cxpofed to the mercy of the enemy ; the confequencc 
of which was the taking of Rmnt^ the impiifonmcnt of bis 
pcrfoi), andtbeintire ruin of his af^iirs'. 

Thb fcnate of Veytict remontlratcd to CUitunt upon the im- 
prudence of hiEcondud, which he di (regarded, as proceed- 
ing from private views : but that they might not be want- 
ing to themfelves, orders were difpatcheo to the duke of 
l/rHni to join the marquis of Salitffii, and oppofe the duke 
of Bourion, who, with the imperial army, was in full march 
to Rome. The imperial army had, for fome dme, taken up 
free quarters in Tufcany, and this oppreffion, together with 
tiie apprehenfions he was under for the lands of the church, 
it was that induced Clenuni to hailcn the agreement with the 
vicert^, which he thought would perfedly fecure his territo- 
ries. He perceived, when too late, his error. The duke of 
Beurban marched with prodigious expedition to Romt, deftroy- 
ing ail the country, to prevent his being purfucd by the Vg- 
netian army. This had its eSe^ ; the duke SUrbim could 
proceed no farther than Viurbty for want of provifion and fo- 
rage. Baurbsn advanced to Reme, attacked it, and was kil- 
led: but the prince of Orunf« taking the command, the city 
was reduced, pillaged, and given up a prey to the cruelty ana 
rapacioufncls of the Imperiallfts '. 

The duke of UrilnPs condud is defervedly blamed on this 
occafioti ; bad he advanced, he might* with the greatcft faci- 
lity, have ruined the imperial army, unmindful of every thing 
but plunder. Tis true, he pretended the want of fubfiitencc for 
his army, and the truce the pope had made with the empe- 
ror, by which he forfeited the proicflion of the republic. But 
his firft ot^cdion might be obviated by making a fmall circuit 
into a more fertile and better provided country ; and the other 
had no weight, fipce his bufinefs was to deftroy, if poflible, 
the imperial army, without regarding the advantage the pope 
might deduce from it, as long as the republic was benefited. 
Itmuft be owned the duVc tfUrbi/ii loflfevcral advantages dur- 
ing the courfe of this war, either through want of courage, 
or at leaft from too cautious and fecure a conduct. His mea- 
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fiires wanted vigour, and the omwrtuniiy was often loft tn the 

7f)t/iMaii time he took lo deliberate. The lenatc, grieved at the iuc-

But h was 

D '^ now too late j the pope and Rmu were in the power of the 

5r Kome, emperor, and his victorious army elated with plunder and fiic- 

cefs. A new levy of troops was lilcewifc made to opfxife 

Aalanit de Lrva, upon the confines of Crima and XmS ; 

while their ambalTadors in Franct and England took every mea- 

fure to make the firfl proceed with vigour in the war, and 

the latter to break with the emperor. It mufl be owned, that 

the fpirit of the republic Teemed to be exerted, upon this oc- 

cafion, in a manner worthy of their ancient fame, their free 

conftitution, and their conftant regard to the liberties of Itm^ 

The fleet being greatly weakened by licknefs, which pie* 

vailed among the feamen and land forces, an augmentatioo 

Tii* vig»- of the marine was decreed. Befides the ten thouiknd Sv^ 

TtHs mta- which they had perfuaded Francii the firft to engage, the fc- 

^ifftht natc took an equal number into their own fervice. The 

Venetiaos \^^ officers wcj-e received into their pay ; among the refi the 

count Gaiazzo and the marquis dt PalavUinl, To Friaai 

Sforza they lent untboufana ducats, to reinforce the body 

Onder him by new levies ; and garrifons were put into the 

towns of Romagnta and Ravenna *, 

In this manner did the republic take her meafures for op- 
pofmg the power of Chariti the fifth, and procuring the li> 
berty of C/tmct/. In the mean while, the duke iTC/r^fKi wat 
preparing for executing the orders of the fenate : he feat 
BaiUon with a detachment to reduce Perufia, which he foon 
performed, placing in it a Venetian garrifon. Thence be 
marched to Orvietit, where he was itrengthcned by an addi- 
tion of feme French and eccleriaftical troops : upon this be 
allembled a council, read the fenate's indruSioni for the re- 
lief of the poniifi', and defired the advice of the principal of- 
ficer concerning the poflibility of the enterprize. It was the 
opinion of the proveditor Pifarti, and all the other officci^ 
that the fenate (nouTd be obeyed, and even a battle hazarded, 
if neceffary. p^itluri alone oppofed this advice, afiinning that 
their army was neither numerous enough, or fuflicient^ dit 
ciplined to engage the imperial forces, who were old expe- 
rienced foldiers, now elated mA flufhed with vidtiiry. Urbm, 
who was not of an entetpri^ng genius, was eaftty perfuadcd 
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into an opinion which had lefs danger, though le& honour^ 
than that of Pifani and the council. Without farther delibe- 
radcRi the fenate's inftrufUons were laid aflde as impraflicable 
and hazanlous in the prefent conjundure : he contented 
- krmfelf with lending eazalo with a body of horfe towards 
litmty to affift any opportunity which might oflcr to the 
pope of making his elcape, and condu£t him to the army : 
but Bexola ibon letumcd widtout efie£ting any thing, having 
found that the Imperialifb had fuirounded the caffie of St. 
jfngtla with ftrong trenches ''. 

Ikcsnshd at ihcfe delays the fenate recalled, fuperfeded, y j^^^ ,■, 
and imprifoned Vitturi for the advice he had ^vcn Urhini, f,c^]fj 
while that nohle officer found means to jullify his own coti- g^im- 
<lu£t Mon peremptory orders were then fent to the dulce, friJtKtd. 
to attempt, at ail events, the fetting CUment at liberty ; but 
this he abfolutly refufcd, infixing that his army was unequal 
K) fuch an undertaking, and omting rather to rcfign than 
occaAon fuch a calamity to the republic, as mull neceflarily 
attend hit defeat. So IpcciouHy did he cover his timidity with 
the cloak of prudence, that the fenate was appeafed, and be 
confirmed two years longer in the command '. 

FRJNCIS the firft was makinz great preparations by fea 
and land for the relief of Italy, and the Vtnelians taking every 
pt^ble meafure tooppofe the emperor; but the pnnce of 
Orange was, in the mean while, encrcaflng his forces, and 
living luxurioully upon the fpoils of Remit and, indeed, the 
riches of all Europt, which tbe popes had amafled in that ca- 
pital. The retreat of the duke d'Urbini to the frondeis of 
Sitnna, left the Imperialifls in full fecurity ; a circumRance 
which Urbini might have improved to his adv^tage, had he 
been of a le& timid difpofition ^. His army confmed c^ two 
thoufaod men at arms, one thoufand three hundred light horfe, 
two thoufand Lanfyumtts, an equal number of Swifiy and 
ten thoufaod Italian foot : befides thcfe, the marquis of 5a- 
luffis had with him feven thoufand Frrtuh and Swifi infantry, 
with a proportionable number of h(»fe } yet «-as nothing at- 
tempted either for the honour of the republic, the pope's en- 
largement, or the freedom of Italy. True it is, that peflilencc PijHlt»t 
and famine greatly alBi£led the troops ; but if the enemy fuf- ^ f»- 
fered Icfs by the latter, they were, at leaft, equally miferable ""«/«- 
in the former refpeS. The whole feemed now to depend on *~^ . 
th« French and Engiijh, between vrtiom and the emperor ne- *^^ 
gociations had been carrying on for feveral months. Aa"*^' 
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neither fide wouIJ recede from the tcnns propoftd, Framas 
and cardinal fFolfy held a conference at Aimtniy apoo die 
means of profecuting the war with Ckarks the filth, ^faka 
was now deemed unavoidable : here they figtwi thiee dif- 
ferent treaties, which* were little more than exfdkatioDs, joo~ 
ARcations, and enlargements ofaformer treaty, ccKidiided tbe 
thirteenth of April immediately preceding '. 

At thb lime Francis fcnt Lautret at the head of an mof 
into Italy^ with which he crofled the Aips in tbe mootfa of 
Auguft : it was compofed of twenty-fix thoufaod men ; tbic 
is. fix thoufand Lar^qurtett, under count dt Fantnnrnt ; fix 
thoufand Gafioiu, under Pejra Navara ; four thoufand French, 
commanded by the lieurSdriVfi together with ten thou&ni 
Swifs : MtndragOH conduced a numerous artillety ; and tbe 
whole, when joined by the marquis of Salu^s, fbnned a vaj 
confidcrable aimy. Lautrn fa&. laid fiege to tbe dtadd of 
Btfca, in the territory of Alexandria^ which he took after a 
fiege of ten days, making the garrifon, confifHng of one 
thoufand German and Italian inlantry, prilbncrs of war ■- bo 
Laotrec then invefted Alexandria, where he was attended widi equal 
taitih\cK- fuccefs : the crty he put into the hands of Sfirxa's oSaxi, 
andria. After thefe conqucfts the Venetians and Sfarza pr^ed Lautrtc 
to undertake the fiege of Aftltm : othen were of opinion, 
that he had better march to Romt, and fet the pope at liberty; 
and they enforced this piece of advice by inilfting upon its be- 
itw tbe chief objed of the treaty with England, Venia^ and 
Sforxa. On the contrary, the fenate reprefented that ASIm 
was hut weakly garrifoned, and that in confequence of its re- 
du^ion the Imperialifls would evacuaie Rame and the kingdom 
o( Naples : however, Lautrec c^pofed to both opinions the 
pofilivc orders of the kings of Englmd and Frane^^ faying 
that while thofe monarcht fupported the burthen of tbe war, 
it was no more than rea(bnable their mflmaions Ibould be 
obeyed ; that as to procuring the pope's enlargement, it cooU 
no way be done fo effcdoally as by reducing the kingdom of 
Naples, which was in want of men, money, and proviltons. 
The truth was, that Francis was unwilling to beftow any 
trouble in befieging Mian, which was by treaty to revert to 
Sfarza, and this made the Venttians equally indiffennt abotf 
the fuccefs of Lautrec's ei^dition to Napks ". 

On the twenty-cighth of Oaaher Lautrec pafled the Pt, in 
the face of the garrifon and cannon of St jfibiea fort, where 
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he waited fer reinforcf ments of Laufyuauii aiW Swifs. The 
flowndc of his march occadoned a report that he had fec»t 
Ofdcn to precipitate nothing : he flayed tor fone time i^otit 
Parma and Piaceatia, under pretence of drawirtg the duke of 
Perrara into the confederacy. Both that priace and the „ . . 
marquis of Mmlua did, in eoi^, quit the emperor's parte lo i^ ^ 
join with the allies : all which advantages a^ded a plan- i^^j^Ot 
fible pretext for Lautrnh meafures; yet it it certain thc'^ajw. 
true motives of his delay proceeded from fecret orders to mit 
the emperor's final anfwer to the prc^iolate awde to faim ly 
the miaiflers of £nglmJ and Fraiia \ 

Nor did the diie d'Urhini make mpre hafte with the Vt- 
lutian army to the theatre of aaion : be mDained near jj/a»- 
tifiafiaju quite inaiaive, notwithflandiiig thewcaknds of the 
enemy, and the approach of LttutrK, rurniflKd him with a fair 
opportunity of ftrikjng ibmc decifive ftroke. His condiifl 
jailed fuQucion of his fidelity at Veniu., in confequence ttf 
which a guard was put over his wife and family at Murarta : 
intelligenoeof which coming to the duke, herctjuefted leave 
to appear before the fcnate K> juftify himfelf. So fpecious 
was his nunoer that the Tenate, Aill convinced of his inno- 
cence, continued him at the head of the army, and removed 
the euards placed over hit family " (E):

Thus, when the ambafladors of Franet, Englad^ 
and the republic, waited on him at Orviett*^ to fblica fan 
concurrence to the league, he pretended it was neccflary te 
the well being of Chriftendem that there Ihould be a media- 
tor of diflerences, who would labour for the public tnnqni- 
lity } and that nodiing could be ittore fuitable to hb circura- 
ftuues, or agreeable to his dtfpolition, than fuch an office ; 
nevcrtheleis, he gave them to underftand, that if ImOtic 
obliged the Imperialilts to absndon Romt, he would take odiat 
fneafures. In fliort, he faid enough to convince the aDies, 
that his fole aim was to deliver the church out of the hands 
of the emperor, and dien to embrace that fide which pn>- 
ptiTed laircfl for his interefl and fecurity i. 

LAUTREC, who penetrated die views of his holinefi, dU 
not thinic [ffoper to pay implicit obedience. Departing frcm 
Belegna in January, be took the route of J^oPJf't alter fending 
Vaudimtnt and TrtmcuiiU to force the pontiv to a final decla- 
ration. Cfniwitf {lilt found means to excufehimfelf; befinr 
all Europe in motiui, and defired to wait the itKie of this war^ 
in order to take his meafiifsi more fecurely. In fiid, be 
made ufe of a variety of expedients, arts, and wiles, toavoid 
difohliging either party. In the mean time, he had die mo- 
defty to demand of the Fer,etiaas that they would furrender to 
him Otrvia and-Ravima ; a rcqiief^ no way agreeable to the 
fenate, or to that humility his fioliners cxpielkd. The mat- 
ter was d^ated, and it was concluded to fend an amha^ to 
the pope, to defire he .would |irll terminate other afiiun, orat 
leafl grant fomf equivalent.

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LAUTREC depaning from Bekgna, as we hare mentioned, 
arrived in Febmarj in the Abruzivi. Apulia Aquiki, and all 
the neighbouring towns, opened iheir gates, and received him 
as their detiverer. It was not without great ditSculty that the 
prince oi Orange could prevail on the impeiial army to depart 
iiotaReme and take the field, where, for nine or ten months, 
they had lived luxunoully in free quarters, and the full exer- 
rafc of every ^blence they chofe to commit : however, as he 
was not incumbered with artillery, the prince fbon got the 
ftart (^ Lautrtc, who, notwith(Vanding, advanced to PouilUf 
which liirrendeied without terms. He would infallibly have 
reduced the whole country by the terror of his arms, had not 
the prince of Orange, wi^ intention to fecure the ro«] 
through Barru encamped upon an eminence defended hy 
the cannon of Treni, £ut he was foon obliged to decamp 
with precipitation, and expofe himfelf to the hazard of a 
defeat, had hebcenpurfued ; indead of which Zau/r/c amufed 
hU amy with battering the walls of Melfi, where Caraecial! 
commanded a garrifon of three thoufand men. The gover- i^miec ' 
nor withfiood the firft alTaultj but at the fecond he was taiei 
forced, and the garrifon, with near four thoiifand of the in- Mel£. 
habiiants, were put to die fword. The prince of Metfi was 
nude prifi>ner of war, and his wife and children, who had re- 
tired into the citadel, furrendercd at difcretion '. 

No fooner bad Melfi been reduced, than Berletia, Trml, jt^g _» 
Vttufa, CapuOi No!a, Accera, Aver/a, and all the other ci- j,^ fj 
ties beTides Manfreiionia, Gareta, and Naples, yielded to Lau- ^«n#/'Na- 
tru. On the other hand, the Vetiftums, having reduced aXnfut- 
AianvptU^ fent a reinforcement of two thoufand men to the mti t« 
Freneb anny. Lat/trec leaving them for the proteiftton of Laatrcc 
his ctHtquem, marched with the rell of his forces to Naples. 
V^bile he was encamped before this city, a fquadron of fix- 
teen Vaulian gallies came along the coaft of Apuglia, to ai&fl 
in the conquefl of the kingdom by the redudion of other 
places ceded to Ihem by the treaty. Thcfe were Otranta, 
Brmiafiacar., Msitopcli, Trani, Nata, and Pullgnan, two of 
which were already furrendercd. They were proceeding with 
great rapidity, when a requeft from ifl«(r« arrived, that they 
would fpeedijy join the fquadron under Doria, and jointly 
block up Naples by fea, Pieiro Landi then haftened his mea- 
fures, and, in a few days, made himfelf maftcr of all the cities 
ilipulatcd by treaty to be ceded to the republic '.

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Before Zaru/f quitted the coaft vi JpugUa, rite viceroy 
formed a Ichemc for furprifing the Frtiub Tqiiadron uadar 
Deria. It cohfilled but of eight fmall g^ich to Attack 
which he equipped, with great lecrecy ind expedition, fix gal- 
lies, four pinlcs, and Ax briguitines, well quimed, and cw 
ry'mg » thoufand harqucbu£ers over and above their comple- 
ment of Teamen. The command of diis arouincat wai gives 
to an officer named Gebie, remarkable for hit skill aai ex- 
perience in naval affain, attended by the marquis iltGmjfi^ 
with a number of volunteers Spet^ and Gtrman. GM§ 
fleered out of the harbour ; but Deria, having had inicUi- 
gence from Lautric of his defign, took on board four huodraJ 
land forces, and, weighing anchor, Aood out to fea in line 
of battle. Both admirals di^yed abundance of militwy 
skill to keep the windward, and gain other advantages, wkea 
A fta- at laft they engaged with great rcfolution. Doria began dw 
jigbt pt- attack, and poured invollies of great and fmall fltot with fuch 
fy*" I?"" fury and judgment, that the enemy were forced to change thcii 
"^j~ difpofition, and bring up frcfh Qiips. Upon this the baale was 
OoUKk fe[,ewcd, and fupported, for feveral hours, with great vigour hU 
equality, when the Vinnian fleet coming up, attacked GtUt't 
rear, and foon turned the fcaie '. Gobba was defeated with 
great lofs, and the combined fleet failed triumphaot into the 
harbour of Naples. 'Tis true, Dorio'i fleet and his own (hip 
fuFercd greatly both in hull and rigging : his c^>taio was 
• killed, with a number of foldiers and feamen ; the reft otdm 

fquadran lofl in proportion ; but the ji^ of vi&>ry campe>- 
£tted this misfortune. On the enemy's fide were kitkd 
Hugo dt Moacada, Cafar Fermancojca^ with about one tkoH- 
fand foldiers and mariners. The marquis dt Guajl, &mM 
Cruz, Cilonnot Sirenim, and the beft ofiiceis of Naiiei, wan 
made prifoners. By this viiftory the city was totally blocked 
upenthefea-fide, atthe fame time that it was in great mncof 
provifioni and ftraitly invefled by the land forces. Lmartt was 
oppofed by a numerous garrifon of chofen troopa. His owa 
army, from the excefTive heat of the climate, was ficUfi 
and numberlefs other difliculties he encountered in thia en- 
terprize ; however, as the total redu£)ion of the kingdom de- 
pended on the fate of the capital, he pufhed the fiege with 
all imaginable vigour. The prince of Oranie, who had the 
foie command in the city after the death t£ Mtmadat ea- 
ployed all his addrefs to fupport the fpirits of the befi^ed ; 
yet he could not have refilled fix days longer, for want of 
fullenancc, if (he iac« of at^irs in the allivl atmy bad net

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undergone a great aheration. The difealu, which before had 
gicady ditninilhed the number of the bdiegen, were now 
turned to a peftilencc that fwept them off by hundreds in a f'fl'wnct 
dajr. So great havock had it made, that, before the middle of" ™ 
%[^, there remained noi above four thoufandinfafitry and gent ^" 
o'acms fit to engage. Laulrec, attacked by the epidemical "'''^' 
diftemper, was no longer able to command, nor even to Iteep 
his camp in fecuritv ; a clrcumflancc of which the prince oT 
Ormi£t did not fail to malce his advantage. The befiegen 
were harraiTed and alarmed with perpetual fellies, which die/. 
weie in no condition to fuffain ; and, to crown tbeir misfor> 
tune, An^ea Dana opcfdy embraced the fide of the empe- 
ror, white his nephew PhilippB Doria connived at his trea- 
chery, and fuffered all forts of provifions to pafs his Beet 
into the city. LautrtCy finding his army dwindled to a hand- 
ful, bimfelf emaciated and coniined to bis bed, furrounded L^ot,^ 
by enemies in the middle of an enemy's country, without all ju,, ^ad 
fu{)f>ort except from his own courage, toolc his difappoint-/i««ar^ 
ment fo much to heart, that he expired. It wis the opinioijfiuj SdoP 
of the marquis of Soluffiiy who fucceeded to the command, fes ilt- 
that neither bis authority or ftrength was equal to the ha- camfi, axi 
zard of continuing the fiege : he therefore turned his whole '/ ^^^i*^ 
thought! to the meafures proper to abandon it, after it had "! Averla. 
txSt the lives of near fifteen thoufand men. Upon his de< 
camping, the ImperialiHs attacked his rear, but were rcpulfed; 
after which he threw faimfelf into Averja with the few troops 
that remained. Pedre Nware fell into tbc hands of the 
enemy in this retreat : he was carried prifoner to Naples, where 
he died afcw days after. Now i^e Imperialilh befieged the 
Freacb army in their turn, who, upon a wound which difablcd 
tbc tnarquis of Salujfti, figned a capitulation, nhich their diltreft 
rendered lels difgraceful. Among other conditions, the marquis 
ftipulated to have all thofe places, in pofleflion of the Fretuh and 
ytnrtianSy yielded up to the emperor without lols of time". 

No&was the lols of the army and kingdom o(NapUi the 
whole misfortune fuftained by the confederates. The arrival fif j^ 
of the duke of Brunjivic with twelve thoufand <7«rnif»u in^Brunf- 
Ilatf, had entirely brought fortune on the fide of the em- v/Kkcumit 
peror : this general entered Lembardf by the Veronefe, where 'uiiib 
joining .Yn(o«Jfl fl!f i-rtia with ha SpaniareU, he undertook the ''Ww 
it%i of Ladi. Happily for the Ventlians the place was ftrocfgly thaufaad 
garrifened, and (he rcfiftance it made gave the republic time f^'"* 
to make (rcfli levies to oppofe the duke. Four thoufand *'• 
^•aiifi were taken into pay j numbers of light horfe were 
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bought from Greta and Dalmatlai and garrifbns put into M 
tfieir principal towiu, with govemorsof approved fidelity and 
valour. During the fieffi of Lodi, thcduke J7/r^w Aritvi- 
fited VtrinK, the walls and garrifona of which he ftiengtbened : 
tbe fame he did at Brefcia, Birgama, and other dtici. Afat 
this he greatly harrafTi^ the duke of Brunfioic, by uttcks on 
his convoys, forages, i^e. and by giving perpetual alarms to 
bis camp- In confcquence the duke <^ Bnnjviie railed the 
iiege; and finding his army diminiOied, all the cities by wfaicfa 
he was to march ftrongly garrifoncd, with a variety of otbcr 
obftrudions thrown in his way, he retired into Germanif' {Vy 
In his retreat his rear was briskly charged by a fally from dK 
garrifon of Bergame, and a coiuiderable number of prifiMMit 
taken. 

After the capitulation at /Avr^^ and retreat of the dufce 
of Brunjwic, tbe count de St. Pal arrived with a frtruh amy 
mliaijy and joined the duke ^Uri/m'.- they propoTed carry- 
ing on [he war chiefly in Lcmbard/, to oppre^ AnUnU dt Lt- 
va, who had but eight thoufand men \ but without entirety 
abandoning the towns in Naplis; for both Franeis and the re- 
public had refufcd to ratify the convention at Aoerfa. Tltey 
might certainly have fucceeded in their defign, had oot w 
much time been confumed in deliberating upon the meafoTts 



neceflary to oblige Leva to evacuate Lembardy ; but thu wife 
general feizinB; the conjun£hire, fortified himlelf and encreafcd 
his army. The confederates begun their operadoRs by iovcfl- 



>i% VigevoM and Pavia, which afibrded Andrea Daria, 
in the fervice of the emperor, an opportunity of retiring to tbe 
coaft of Genea. Doria prai£tifed every means to induce the 
citizens to fecond his dcfigns : be reprefented to the people 
that a French government would leave them nothing befidc* 
the name of a republic : the nobility he dazzled wtch the ad- 
vantages of the ancient inltitutions, by which they alwajv 
held the reins of government. Knowing that pcflilence bad 
reduced the garrifon to a fourth of their mimber, that tbey were 
retired into the cludel to avoid infe£lion, and that the city

then allembling the nobility, he remitted into their hands the^9w« Ge- 
government of the city ; in remembrance of which the repub- noa, aaJ 
He ere£tcd a flatue to his memory, and honoured him with ^^erM /i- 
the title of father and rellorer of his country. itrtj. 

DuRiHC theic tranfadions at Genea^ the confed«ate anny^^^^. 
reduced Pavia; in confcquence of which feveral other cities ^^^ 
furrendered. Anttnia dt Ltva, finding himfelf harder prcfled <«((P«vIa. ' 
than ever, formed a projed hardly to be parallelled in hifto- 
ry : having colledcd all the wheat and corn in the Milaneft 
under fpecious prctcxO, he diflribuCed it among certain ba- 
kers in whom be could confide, with orders to fell each loaf 
at the price of a crown. By this means he drew money to the 
anzty from thofe who were able to pay for bread, while the 
poor pciilhed with hunger. The Milaneh complained to the 
emperor, but his low finances could admit of no remedy : 
without money Lewfi army would dcfert, and this was to be 
procured by no other means than the moft cruel oppreflion. 
At laft the inhabitants, rertdercd d^fperate by misfortunet 
piaJIacred a number of his officers, and made attempts upon 
Lew^ own life. The reins of government were broke, atMl 
the fpirit of revolt every where excited, had Urbini and St. Pel 
known how to ufe the opportunity : but tbofe two officers, 
inftead of fnatchii^ this hapf^ occafion for the recovery 
of the Aftlantfit were planning fmitlefe Icbemes to beftege 
Gmea. 

DuRiMc the winter of this year, negociations for a peace a. D. 
as ufual were carried on, but without efin^. Several am- 151^ 
baffics between the p<^ and Pitietians had palTed concerning 
Ctrvia and Ravenna, which his holinefs Dill infilled on being 
ceded to him ; but nothing was concluded before the treaty 
of Cimird)' took place towards the end of the campaign. The 
war was ftill carried on in NapUt and the Milwufi : m Co' 
hbria and the Capitanata the. united French and Fmetiant 
bravely witbftood the fuperior force of the Imperlaltlb, ob- 
ilinately difputing every village they toft : both fides feemed 
equally to divide the fuccels, and nothing haj^Kned decifive. 
It was not lb in the Milantft, where AnUnie di Ltva, re- 
ceiving a reinforcement of three thoufand Spaniards, prefTed 
the allies with great vigour: they loft the opportunity of 
laying ficge to Milan before Lrva was ftrong enough to take 
the iield, walling their time in marches and ihc ftege of places, 
but little contributing to bring the war to an iflue. St. Pat 
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mc futt of the notion of recoTcring Genta^ which XJrthd 
oppoTerf, infilling on the war's being continued in the Afi/»- 
nrfe-: thcfe difptites between the two generals ptcrcnted the 
execution of any defign. At laft the armies fcpiratcd, and 
St, Pel foon after was defeated by de Leva, and himfelf made 
prifoner. 

About this time the emperor fent the cardinal SantM 
Cruz to Rome, to negociate a peace among the contending 
parties ; he began by ordering Ofiia and Chita Vtcchia to be 
ceded to hia holinels. Ambafiadora were likewifc fent by 
Frtmci and England, with inftru^ions to the fame purpofe : 
following their example, the republic gave ample powers to 
Gafpar Canlartni, her relideni, to enter upon luch terms and 
trticles as were confident with the honour of the ftate, and 
her engigements to his Chriflian majefty : they folicitcd the 
pope to become mediator in their differences, and the fenate 
pTomifed, on thefe conditions, to deliver up Cervia and Ra- 
vtnrta. While the emperor and Ftnttiam were thus bribing 
the pope with promifes, they were likewife preparing for (he 
event of a fruitlefs iffue to the negociations : the duke^Tfr- 
imi was continued three years longer in his employment ; 
Fr-egofa was appointed fuperintendant of the army ; count Gt' 
raxxo, general o£ the horfc; jtntenia CafiiUet captain of artil- 
leiy ; and Min/, proveditor to the forces, which were greatly 
augmented. Several promotions were lilcewife made in thetf 
marine } and a fleet of fifiy g jllies equipped, with every thing 
ready to put to fea. Xhe fum of twelve thoufand du^ts wat 
lent to the Frtnch king, and three thoufand to Francit Sfirzd^ 
to enable them to fend their quotas into the field, if tne ne- 
gociations took no effefl. Thus, after the war had already 
coft the republic above five millions of gold, did flic not only 
fumifh her own proportion, but fupply her allies with mooey 
to carry their engagements into execution '. 

Still the campaign went on mNapUs. Count Gvejl, 
with fix thoufand Germans arid Spaniards, laid fiege to Aum- 
pe/i, a town garrifoned by Venetiam, and commanded \fj A»' 
drea Gritti and Fitluri the proveditors. After having battered 
it for fome time, and effeiting a breach, the count gave the 
nlTiult, maintained it with vigour, but in the end was repulled 
with the lofs of four hundred men : this defeat, with fome 
reinforcements which Renca de Cere threw Into the gairifon, 
obliged him to raife the fiej^e. After the n-pulfc of the ene- 
my at Monepsli, the Venetian fleet coming before Bruadufamt 
kiOi\ obliged it to C3pi;ula:e. 
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ANTONIO DE LEVA, having defeattd Si.Ptlin^e 
Jldilaiufiy propofcd puQting his conquefts to the Bergaaafca, 
Crtmejce) and Brtfcian ; but in this he was c^tpofed by the 
Vtnthan annv, which marched with great expedition to Cof- 
fin. The dulce tPUrtini's light ho[fc greatly annoyed the 
cnemyi cut off their forage and provihon, and reduced de 
Leva to ^eat diiGcultics. A detachment of Imperialifts crot 
fing the Adda^ to fcour the Brtfiiany and levy contributioiB, 
fellinto an ambufcade laid by the ytmtian general, and was ciu 
olK The two camps being pitched within a fmall diftance, 
daily slcirmiflics pad, both iides ufing all means to procure 
fome advantage of ficuation, by which to draw the enemy to 
a Ibattle upon unequal terms. Gtraza), at length, without 
intendif^ it, brought on a general eng^ment, which ter- 
minated (o the advantage of the fetutians, the enemy having 
been repulfed. with the lo& of fifteen hundred men ; a victory 
this upon which XJrbini greatly piqued himfclf, it being almoft 
the only one he could boaft during the war ^. 

All this while the pope, under the matic of common me- 
diator* was attentive to bis own intereft only ; his aim was 
not only to re-cllabli(h his family in Fkrmct, but to render 
himfelf tai&tt of Peru^ ani Ferrara, and to recover Cem/j 
and Rjnxrtnat of which he was deprived by the Vtnttians. 
At lall a treaty with his holinefs was figned, in which, among 
otbei articles, it was ftipulated, that CSarlts fhould put him in 
polIeffioR of CtrviOf Rawanaf Medtna, Rtgg'Sy and Rubim- 
S4i. Not long after* in the month of Augu^, another treaty 
was concluded at Cantiray, by Margaret of Aafiria and Lsuifa 
of Savoy, in the names of the emperor and of Franc'u the firu. 
Xbii pacification was matter of great difcontent to the fenate 
of Fmiet : they not only relented Francis's having figned it 
without their confent, but his renouncing the dutchy of Mi' 
Ian without any cefllon in favour of Francii S/erxa, and hi» 
engaeing to rdftore the towns belonging to the republic in 
NapSif to the emperor. To fatisfy the fenate, excufe the 
treaty, and procure reftitution of the Neapolitan cities, he fent 
an ambaOador to Vetuct. Thus remained Fenict without an 
ally to oppofe the power of the emperor in Italy : Frauds 
was, indeed, ufmg all bis influence with the emperor and the 
fenate to bring them to a reconciliation ; but the Fenitiani 
were fo unwilling to fee the imperial authority eftahlifhed 
in Italy, and Charles fo determined upon that point, that 
little progrcTs was made in the mediation. The a(fair was 
canvaficd for fcveral days in the fenate, fome ailed ging the 
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necdBty pf comii^ to terms, others adviflng the coDUniiiBoe 
of war, unlets the empcrw gave more erident ligm of 
fait Icfious intentions : they enumerated the difadnntagcs 
under which Charles muft engage to carry on another cam- 
paign : the Tarki had taken Buda ; fchifms were rilen in 
the church, which every where were ready to kindle up a 
civil war in Gtrmi'i;; his troops were mutinous forwnx of 
pay ; their towns were all ftrongly fortified, well garrilbncd, 
and able to fpin the war to great length, before they could be 
leduCcd. Thefc and other reafons induced the ienate to rdcdve 
keeping their army on foot, until fucfa terms were otiieredai tbqr 
could accept coiififtcnily with the faicty and boDOur of tbe 
fiat? '. 
A.D. At length, upon the emperor's anival in Itafyt matten 
'530- tftxi finally concluded, to the great latbladion and joy of 
the republic and of Fraruii Sferxa, who was reinftated io bis 
dutchy, on promife of paying a certain fum of money to tbe 
emperor. ' Ambafladors were afterwards fcnt to Balagma, to 
compliment his imperial maielly upon this eeneral tranquility 
he had fo graciouHy reflorea. Charlti made the ambaSadort 
fome valuable prefents, which, on their return, were laid tq> 
in the treafury ; all fuch gifts being elleemcd the property of 
the public, and not of the individual on whOm they were be< 
flowed. Thefe marks of cAeem die fenate foon returned, 
by ordering the imperial army to have free quarters while it 
9Z«Vtne- pafTed through the Vtnitian dominions. The govertwn of tbe 
dansn- cities kept open table for the officers, and the emperor's omi 
teriain thiiMe Was fupplied with the richeft wines and mofi eiqieitGve 
tmfertr delicacies at the charge of the republic. 
magnifi' CHARLES being at thi& time earneltly folicited by die 
*'^}- Protellanig to call a general council, he referred tbe mQter 
to Clenunl. Htj holinefs, apprehending dangerous confe- 
quences from a free alTembly, advifed the emperor to excuJe 
them by the feculai power : he like wife endeavoured to draw 
the FerutiaJti into this opinion, and to afTift the empcrot in 
that attempt 1 but the anlwer of the fenate Was agrceaMc to 
the reputation acquired for moderation, wifdom, and juflice. 
They repreftnted to his holinefe tbe fcandal it would bring 
upon the church to oppofe arguments by arms ; that it HI be- 
cainc the profcfTors of reafon and truth 10 avoid the trial, and 
a candid difcullion of points, wherein reafon and fchptun 
only could be judges ; that to perfecute fchifmatics was dte 
fund method to propagttle their errors, fince where forcewas 
ufed, tbe people generally concluded juftice was waniiagi

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that as to the princes of Italy, and theirifelves in particular, 
a long war had fo exhaufled them, that nothing leTs than 
felf defence, and the protoilion of Chriftianity, could induce 
thetn to undertake another -, that the free cities of the em- 
pire were refolute in denying the emperor (hpplies, unlefs he 
convoked a council ; and that his imperial majcity, by his 
own ftrength, was very unable to levy forces adequate to the . 
enterprize *. 

The pope clearly perceived the force of this reafoning : his 
(ccular views rendered moderation in fpiritual matters necef- 
fary, and though the head of the church, yet could he, in fa- 
vour of a Temporal point, relax from that feverity which hts 
predeceflbrs thought the duty of the reprefentatives of Chrifi. 

Another circumflance contributnl tp fix the fenate in 
the rcTolution to engage in no quarrels on the continent. 
Stljman's powtr, by his conquests in Hungary and other 
parts of Eurape and AJia, became extremely formidable to the 
reiuiians vnA many otherChriflian ftates. Some late changes 
in the Oltaman government had proved hurtful to the com- 
merce of the republic, and threatened a ftorm which might a n 
difturb the prefen.t tranquility. To guard againft every event, 1531,' 
the fenftiatts'tekHved upon fitting out a ftrong fleet, to fup- 
port the pxpences of which they folicited the pope for a re- 
miffion of the tenths levied upon the clergy within their do- 
minions ; but he refufed them, and the fenate was forced 
to have recourfe to another expedient. 

The war between the Turii and Hungariims had been 
Ctrried on for above a year, and now the emperor Charles 
declared againft Solyman. His holincfs fent a nuncio to Veniei 
to engage the republic in an alliance to refift the Turk ; bu£ 
the Vmetians, though they puri'ued their preparations, did not 
care to form leagues wl>ich they were apprehenfive might 
leave them to fupport a hazardous war, at leaft the greateft 
burthen of the expencc : their anfwer, therefore, was gene- 
ral to his holinefs. 

In the mean time Ciur/w the fifth raifed a prodigious ar- ?''*<««?«• 
my, with which he encamped befoie Vienna, there to wait ''wV/w- 
Btfymm'a arrival. Darta likewife conduaed a numeroui fleet /'^'«'«w 
to oppofe Imeral the Turktjh admiral, while Captlk com ■ /^ '^'■S' 
mandcd a fleet of near fixty Venetian gallies, with which he '^^^^, 
lay oS Corfu. Doria formed a prr^efl of obliging the Vent- i„^_ 
tiam to join in the war, by raifmg the fufpicions of the turkijk 
admiral that the fleets were unittS j but Capillo fruftrated tlii* 
Intention by a vifit he made Imeral during his ftay at Prevofa. 
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Theyears 1531 and 1532 pafleJ wubout the e ro p enn'i co»- 
ing to blows with the Grand Seignior: Charla, tbercfon^ 
pafled in the beginning of the year 1533 into Jiaify when be 
was met by the ambafiadors of all the Italian princo aai 
Hates. His defign was to renew a trea^ with thcd) for the 
defence of Iiafy ; into which all his art could not draar tbe 
Veneliam, who weie apprebenfive of dilbbliging Stljaum, Emg- 
tand, or France''. 

An extraordinary piece of art and familiarity was made ufe 
of to render the republic fufpeSed by thofe piinces ; for wboi 
the league was publiflied, the Feiutiam were included, tboo^ 
witboot any authority on theii fide : a circumfiancc that gave 
umbrage to Solyman, until the matter was cleared up to fas 
fatisfa^lion- Peace was the great objed of the featte't 
views, could it be obtained with honour and fafe^. A long 
and ruinous war had greatly reduced tbe afflueKe of this rich 
commonwealth : the difcoveries of the Ptrtiiguif§ aod Sf«- 
filardi bad leiTened the extent- of the Venetian traSck ; but did 
not wholly ruin it. They flill kept polTefBon of tbe valua- 
ble trade of the Levant, Syria, and the coaftt of j^itt t ' 
Egypt. The three laft years of peace had greatly recora 
the exhaufted finances of tbe ftate ; but this, infread <rf t 
couraging the Venetians to enter upon new meaTura foa- a 
war, more flrongly puQied them to endeavour preferving pof- 
feffion of the blellings they began to enjoy. Some little eo- 
counters with the pirates of jfngier, however, diQurbcd the 
public repofe. Dandolo, with feven Venetian gallies, fell ino 
the hands of thofe barbarians ; to revenge which tbe fennc 
once intended ifluing orders to Capel/t to defhoy the tomut 
and exterminate that neft of thieves and roU>ers ; a refoh^ 
lion that was laid afide as prejudicial to the commercial iote- 
relV, by giving umbrage to the Grand Seignior md gtfaer 
powers with whom they were at peace. 

However, their pacihc determinations did not prevent die 
fenate's being involved in another alFur, wbich, with m 
untoward beginning, had a fortunate ilTue. While yen- 
nimo Canalii, the proveditor, was convoying with twelve gaU 
lies a fleet of merchants bound for Syria and jtUxandrimt 1 
Turiijh fquadron was defcried at fome diftance givii^ chacc, 
with a bloody flag at the top-mall~head. Canalii was greatly 
inferior in Arength, yet determined to fight it to the laS: 
he found means to gain the windward of the enemy, andat- 
taclc them to great advantage. The battle was extremdf 
obfiioate, the gallies of Camlit and the Turkifit balliaw bav-

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ine frequently boarded each other. In the end, the fuperior 
lAcUl of Canalit prevailed over numbers ; the baOiaw was 
made prironer, four Turiijb gallics funk, and three talccn ^ 
All the Vtnetian fleet and inhabitants of Can£a rejoiced ac 
this viAor^, and extolled the condud and valour of Canatis ; 
but the tranliu^ion excited other fentiments in the fennte, 
who apprehended the confcquences. The admiral's courage 
deferral the bigheft encomiums ; circunnllances would admit 
of no other conduct confiftencly with [he fecurity of the fleet ; 
yet a war with Seljman was what the fenate, of all things, 
. the lead deltred. It was not doubted, as all the f^rnitian Solyman 
merchantmen were detained in the Turkijh ports, but Solyman detaini 
intended to revenge this affront j to divert him from which the '^t Vene- 
feiutte fent a folemn ambafly to Con/iantineple to apologife for "^ "^ 
the late unfortunate tranfaiflion, and offer the punilbing Caaa- '™" '" 
lis, if required. But here the gcncrofity of the infidel flood I'/f""' 
Canalit in more flead than the gratitude of his own country- /"l/rtti 
men. Seiyman was angry at the lafl propofal, and rejetEted it ^^ 
with difdain, faying, that the conduA of the Vimtian admi- 
ral deftrved the highell rewards ; and that it was pity he did 
not fenre a flate able to pay a jull regard to his merit. He , 
then fet the yenttian Ihips at liberty, in honour, he faid, to 
Canaiis, rather than regard to the ambafly : a grcatnefs of 
mind which equally aflonifhed and alhamcd the republic (A). 
AiA this while war was carried on by fca between Solyman 
and the emperor Charles the fifth : Dtria his admiral had 
taken Morm, Patras, and other places in the Me>-ea the pre- 
ceding year, which were all retaken thisyear by the famous 
Borl^tffa^ appointed admiral of all the Turkijh navy. After ^ jj 
iim VaaizQ\oa, Barharoffa fleered to Italy, waited and de- |ci.' 
ftroyed the coail of CaMria j thence failing to the coaft of 
jffrica, he took Tuaii, and returned triumphant to Cenflanti- 
nopU. 

The Vtiutian republic pafled this year in the fame tran- 
quility it had done the preceding, unlefs we except a skir- , 
rnifh which happened in the gulph of Vtnitt with Filippo 
Mazza, a knight of Malla, who lived by piracy. Afazza 
was taken by the Veneitan admiral, beheaded on the poop of 
his own Ihip, and the Turkijh (laves on board fet at liberty i

Mean time Clement the fevcnth refigiicd his lall breath, 
after a life of unfuccefsful ambition ; and was fucceeded 
in the pontificate by Alexander Famrfey by the name <rf 
Paul the third. On his acceflion the fenate fetrt an am- 
bafiy of eight fenators with compliments of congratulation, 
and wifBes that the fame fpirit of jufticc and moderaiJM 
which had governed his aflions for the fpace of fifty years, 
might flill continue to dircifl bis counctis : hut Paul, widi 
his new dignity, had aflumcd.a fpirit More agreeable ro itJiri 
the difpofition of his predeceflbrs. Guide Vboldty fon to Fren- 
cifco Maria doke d'Urhini, having married J^dia, the only 
child of j'oAw/'ffrfln duke of CawfWnj, ought in right ctfbs 
wife to have fucceeded to that dutchy after the death of hb 
father-in-law j nor was it doubted but he vrould withoiitc^ 
pofition, when very unexpeflcdly Pow/ the third declared tbe 
dutchy a fief of the church, to which UbaUo could bare m 
preienfions. This declaration he anfwered by the pcnrcr&l 
argument of arms, a conditS that greatly incenfcd the Vm- 
tiaiis, who had taken Uriiai under their proteaion, and fctn 
made fliem alter their fentiments of the moderate and paci6c 
difpofition of his holinefe. Not caring, however, tocnta 
upon a difputc u^ith him, the fenate applied to the cmperar, 
who formed means to perfuade the pope to depart from tfae 
rigour of his profeflions. What m oft of all wrought i;poB 
him, was a propofition made by the Vitufimt! of giring bb 
fon Pietra Ladavico an handfome equivalent in RamagTiia bx 
f^ jy the furrender of Cervia and Ravenna to the republic, ffii 
holinets lent a willing ear to whatever tended to exalt and 
firmly eftablifli his family : he began therefore to recede 
from his claim on the dutchy of Cuw/mff, being willing to 
gain the FenHiani^ the natural proteflors of his fon, (hoaU 
he be eftabliflied in Rcmagma. 

WmtE the pope and Venetians were engaged in negocta- 
tions of this nainre, the emperor was raifin^ a powerftil ar- 
my, and equipping a numerous fleet, to the great terror of 
ihe Italian tlates, who were ignorant of his dcfigns. At lai 
it was known that this armament was deftined for jlfrina, aod 
againft Seaman. The Fr-enib refident at Vonjlaniin^-lt had 
ufed clandeftine means and unjuftifiablc inliigucs to prejudkt 
Simmon againll the FenetianSt though with what view we »ie

Charlti wai excited to this expedition by the perfuafions a-i^v^^ a/* 
and promilisof the republic, than which nothing could bf ci«f rench 
Icfe true, at the fame time that he preferved all the-appear- r^nt at 
aoces of friendihip for the Vemtlan refident. H9wever, ^tly- tbt Porie. 
fnan was too generous to form bis judgment upon fecret in- 
flnuations ; he therefore put the queftion to the refidenti 
who fully fatisficd him of the fatfity df the aflegation and &• 
delity of the republic : he even fent an ambaiTador extraor- 
dinary to Vtnlct, with teftimonies of his regard; and to a(^ 
furc the fenate that no indireiS pradiccs whatever Oiould al- 
ter his fentimcnts of friendship for their repubiic. Thus flood 
aiFairq. during the year 1535, when C^or/rr, having fini(hcd 
his expedition t^ taking Tuniu GtUtta^ and other {Haces, re- 
turned to Niplti, there to pafs the enfuing winter '. 

^Vhilb the emperor was carrying on the war ^g^inft the /^ j)_ 
infidels in Afrka, Francii S/mui, ^kc i^ Milan, died with- j',^' 
out ilTuci an event which it was univerfatly believed wouM 
break the repoie of Imfy. The republic was unwilling that 
the Alilantfe (bould be annexed to the dominions of the houfc 
of jiuflric, whofe neighbourhood they apprehended on many 
accounts^ and yet to folicit CharUt the fifth to confer the 
dutcby upon Ibme [vivateperfon, required delicacy to avoid of- 
fence : but the Frmcb monarch, renewing his claim to this 
dutchy, eafed the fenate of their embarrimment, and paved 
the way for a treaty with the etnpeior for the fccurity of Itolj. 
This treaty was fcarcely concluded, when Beauvoix, one of the 
gentlemen of the bed-chamber tO'Fr'amit, came to Fen'ue to 
acquaint the fenate of his mafter's intentions,, and to folicit 
the aid and alliance of the republic Giving any encourage- , 

ment to this propoiition would be an tnfraflion of the treaty 
with CbarUi ; the fenate, therefore, contented itfelf with an- 
fwering his majefty in general termi, teffifying their refpefl 
for bis pcrfbo, and dcfirc of prefcrving the public tranquility. 
Fzaacii, however, perfevered in his refolution of fending an 
army into Ilafy, and for this purpofe demanded a pafTuge of 
the duke of Sav^, which was denied : this augmented his 
majelly's difpleafure againd the duke, and kindled thofe fparks, 
of refennnent, which bad for fome time been fmothered in 
political reafoDS, into an open rupture. A variety of circum- 
ftanees now contributed to oblige Francis to declare his fenti- 
mcnts of the duke : he had furnilbed the duke of Beurbon 
with money ; he had congratulated the emperor on Francirs 
impiifonmeot t he had conduced intrigues for drawing off the

Tbxtm- 

peror was deftrous of giving the Milmtfe to the duke itt- 

geuUfme, and Francis was no lefs defirous that it flwgU ^ 

conlcrrcd on. the duke of Orleans : fo violent was the cn- 

peror, that he offered to reft the decifion on the iflbe of i 

iuigle combat between himfelf and the Freruh king- 

While the emperor was planning meafures for cfaeci- 
ing the progrefs of the French conquefts, Franeis, wilt '^ 
aflillance of fomc Italian princes, who had declared in hb ^ 
vour, formed an enterprizc againft Geraa, to reduce it ud^ 
his power : this obliged the imperial army to withdraw bn 
Pravence, for the proteflion of the emperor's dominion ^ 
Italy. Roderigod'jfvah, the imperial ambaflador, arri*Bl " 
Venice to acquaint the fcnate with the emperor's reWmiw 
to invade France, and to requeft their alfiftance. In OM^ 
fcquence fix thoufand foot were raifed, under the condufl* 
Jntonio de Cajlello. The ambaflador had afTurances gi»«i h* 
of the refpeft the republic fliould always prcferve for hii im- 
perial majeftyi of the fenate's refolution to protefl^ the Ali- 
/i7w/f againftall enemies whatever. A farther augmentaiioB « 
the troops was likewife made, the rendezvous appoinicd forai- 
fembling the army at A-uila, with orders they Ihould be iWT 
to march on an hour's notice ; yet, with all Ihefe prcpantioo'i 
fo nicely did the fenate balance between the rival po«il|

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that neldier lide was diJIatisfied with their conduA : the em- 
peror cHMmed thenv his dliesj and Francii could not look 
upon them as eneniiei, as they had taken no meafures againft 
fats jntereft s. 

In this fituatioQ ftood afl^re, when a truce for three months 
was agreed upon betwem the emperor and Frifnas : notice 
of which was lent to the fenate by the former, tc^ther with 
the conditioni preliminary to a general pacification: viz. 
T'hat Pranai ihould declare, before the expiration of that 
time, whether he would accept of the Alilaiufe for the duke 
J'jingotiltfitUi and marry him to the widow of Sfrrxa? If 
within this period he came to no tefolution, in that cafe the 
eoiperor fliould have power to beftow the dutchy on the infant 
of Portugal, or on Emanutl fon to the duke of Savoy, He 
. requeftcd to know the fenatt's feijtiments upon this lubje^ t 
inhlted' upon the neccffity of forming a league among the 
Italian princes for the fecurity of Italy, and giving weight to 
the negotiations. The fenate made anfwer, that at to the 
Jtdilantfi they could determine nothing, until they were ac- 
quainted more particularly with his imperial majcJly's inten- 
tions : that when he (boutd dire6lly nominate a fucccllbr, they 
would then take their meafures. As to the league, they ' 

thought it more neceflary to oppofc the growing power of the 
Othemtm empire, than that of any chriftian potentate. The 
fenate then acquainted the pope with this anfwer to the em- 
peror's ambaOy : they gave his holinefs the ftrongeli alTurances 
of the pacific difpofition of the republic, whole chief defirc 
it was to preferve the tranquility of Itat/. They ufed their 
influence to induce him to mediate a peace, which at length 
he complied with, by fending ambafladors to the courts of the 
emperor and of ^ruHfii. But bis endeavours were fruitlefSf 
both fides being rivettcd in their implacable refentments ", 

DuKiNG this interval, Pranch left no ftonc unturned to 
draw the Ftneiiaiu off from their attachment to the emperor, 
or rather from their neutrality. After feveral indireS attempts, 
at tall he feni a plcntpotentiary with full powers to engage 
them in his alliance upon their own terms. The faireft pro- 
mifes were made to the fenate, and the mofl engaging proT- 
peSs laid before them ; but nothing could prevail on them to 
break their engagements with the emperor, or difturb the re- 
pofeof Itafy. Franat, failing In this point, had recourfe to 
the Porte. He thought that l^ engaging Selyman to fend an 
army into Puglia, he would at lead draw off the feiutiaa forces 
firom the Miktufe, and thus open a way for bis own army

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into the dutchy. Although « that time he had ■ refideat it 

dtnjiani'mople, yet he now dilpatchcd an anduflador exxntx- 
dJnary to Solyman: This miniftcr began his opcratioDS by re- 
prefenting to the Olhcmatt court the growing greatnefi of the 
emperor ; the danger there wis of his acquiring imivcrial nm- 
narchy ; the neceilily of combimng againfl him for ittcii nui- 
tual defence ; the facility with which the Tvrhjh annjr might 
pafs into Italj by fea ; and the advanUges that wouM refuk 
to that empire from fuch a meafure. The pidlurc waa art- 
fully drawn ; whatever tended to increafe thedifficulty of the 
enterprize was thrown into Ihade, while the beauties of the 
profpeA, and every other inducement, werfe [Jaced in the moft 
conlpicuous light. The grand vizier entered heartily into tbc 
views of the Frtmh king : he laid the fcheme before Salj- 
man with fuch other blandifliments as foon induced that «nn- 
bittous monarch to embrace propofals fo agreeable to hii oa> 
tural difpofitinn, and thitft of empire and glory. Hii pride 
" was likewife fluttered with this requeA from a powerful chiit 
tian potentate : and it afforded a fair opportunity of ending 
the Perfian war, in which, without any advantage, he had 
confumed fuch immenfe creafures, and ruined fine armies, ft 
was therefore determined in the divan to raife numerous fores, 
and early in the fpring to invade the imperial domiaions in 
Italy. 1 

SOLYMAN, thinking it neceflary to engage the Vtnttiam 
in his interefl, if poflibLe, fent for that purpofc an unbafia- 
dor to the fenate : their anfwer was, that they were equally 
difpofed to cultivate hi^ friendihip, from a regard t(» his peri*- 
nal meiii and their mutual intereft : they, however, declined 
declaring tbemfelves mote explicitly; but although &^m«i 
was fatisfied with this general anfwer, itwas oiherwiie with 
his miniften, who expected to draw great advantages iniffl a 
war with the republic. To gain their ends, they began with 
falfe Complaints of the Vcnttian officers in the Turk^ domi* 
nioii^ ; with iirprifoning the peifons and conftfcaiing the ef- 
fetSs of the merchants of the republic, under various and fri- 
volous pretences. This they doubted not would produce al- 
Solyman, tcrcations, which might probably terminate in a war : their 
rajr« ibi t,ade in Syria was, betides, taxed with a duty of ten per ant. * 
Venetian their confuls letters to the fenate were frequently intercepted; 
"""*"" and two of the republic's fhips feizcd in an open and violent 
mantier in the iiland of BAsi/«, and port of Alexandria. Thefe 
were, indeed, moft impoliric mcafures ; for however a war 
with the republic might tend to the emolument of individuals, 
it could not but be prejudicial to the Othsman empire, and 
to the deficits of So/ymm. It was, in fafl, compelling a flrong 
5 iDwi- 
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nuritime power to unite' itlelf clofely with tbe emperor of 
Gtrmanjt >n<l putting him upon a Tooting with the Porte in 
the only particular wherein he was infi^or. This the fenate 
forelaw, and thence doubted not but SslymanviaiAA dirdajm, 
and redrels the injuries done to their fubjedls without his con- 
ient or knowledge. T<)rrui-z.i Macenigi wai accordingly dif- 
pacched to CanfianiinepU, to reprefcnt the grievances of the 
republic to the Olboman miniftry^ and to the Grand Seignior 
in perlbn, if fatisfadtion could not be obtained otherwife. 
Mtctnlga applied direftly to the .empertir, and obtained the 
moil favourable anfwer he could defire, Selyman exprelied his jjy, „, 
refentmeiit and forrowfor the Injuries tlic/'mff/^nfubjeflsbadyuYrf* 
fullained ; he apologized for them-liy profeffing his ignorance, tbtfinatt't 
and promifcd they Diould be inimediaicly rcdrefTed to the ut- ramn- 
njoft of his power. At the fame time that this declaration /mw 
was perfe£lly confiflent with the juflice and generofity of £0- 
hjmait, it was alfo adapted to his circumflances ; for a ru< 
m our prevailed that the fophi ofP/r/fu was again preparing 
to enter the field with a numerous army, which obliged the 
Othoman .to be cautioua how he drew upon him the refent- 
mcnt of fo powerful a ftaie as Venice^. 

However, as the prcpaiations by fea and land continued 
with vigour through the Turkijh empire, it put the fenaie un- 
der the necefiiiy of guarding again li a florm, the deflination 
of which was uncertain. The garrifons were reinforced by 
a new levy of eight thoufand foot ; all the old gallies put in 
commilBon, and orders ilTued for building fifty more with all 
pof&ble difpatch. An embargo was laid upon all the (hip- 
ping in the ports, in order to man the fleet, and fecure iranf- 
ports, if occalion Ihould require. Girolamo Peffari wm made 
captain -general of the fleet, agreeable to the ulual method of 
cbuljng by lot in the council of the prigadi. In this ofEce he 
was confirmed by the great council, as there was not in the 
republic a perfon more skilled in maritime afTairs, or of 
greater experience ''. 

But however vigorous the meafures of the fenate might 
appear, there dill was a deBcieiicy which coiild not he reme- 
died but by the opprelBon of the people. The trcafuiy was 
'low, and now an entire flop would be put to comineice, 
that perpetual fource of wealth to the P'enfiion ftate : to 
obviate in fome meafure this evil, three procurators of St. 
Mari's church vrere made, each of whom furniflicd the gfi- 
vernment with twelve thqp fan d ducats: ihen the fenate ap- 
plied <o the pope for leave to levy two hundred thoufand du-

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nts upon the clergy. His holineg (huffled about the reqnet, 
fometiinn atleJeing their poverty, at other timet pretendii^ 
to give no credit to Stiymah's intention to attack hafy. Is 
this fituation the fcnate was forced to cotnmit to PrDrideoce 
the care of thofe numerous forcei they were raifing, deter- 
mining, in cafe of necdfity, to lay another tax upon the 
people in the manner in which it would be mofi tolerable. 

Nor was the emperor Charles without appreiienfions of tbe 
Jurkijh preparations : he ordertd his gallies to be in rea- 
dinefe in all the ports of Sicily and Naplts, the care of which 
he committed to Andrrw Daria^ a Geneefe; but that repub- 
lic detained Deria and the fquadron under his command, fbr 
the defence of tbe city in cafe of a vilil from the ProHi 
kii^. 

Dtiring thefe preparatiom, Si)lyman\xgui bis march ■»- 
wards JIhania, at the head of a powerfiii army, while hii 
fleet, amounting to three hundred (ail, under L^^ baflixir, 
failed from the freights of Gallipolis. The bamaw anrral 
at Madon before the fenate came to a refolution : variooi 
were tbe opinions in the fenate ; fome were for etnbradng 
a neutrality, others for joining the emperor, and the reft were 
for waiting until the 7uTkip> fleet fliould, by ibme motion, 
declare its deftination. At laft it was refolved to leave the 
whole to the condu^ of Peffart, and appoint Gievatim Firttri 
his lieutenant. Franeity having notice of the embarraffincot 
of the fenate, thought this a fit opportunity tt> turn the (bale 
9ht in his own favour. With this view he fent aq ambaflador to 

French Venice, with propofals extremely advantageous to the republic: 
inj'f /r»- ihefe were, t^ reftore her former pofTelfions in the Cremtn^ 
'^alletbtini GhiaradtidJa ; to reduce to her obedience the cities of 
Rauenna and Cervh, which Olc had been forced to rellnquift 
by the late treaty; teethe r with the territories of'pMgXa, 
Oiranto, Brundufium, JHonapali, Peligncm, and Tram. Af- 
ter various debates, a genera) reply was made to tbe ambafla- 
dors propofals : upon which yfntonio Gmart, a peribn of 
great influence and authority, reproached the ^nate, * lor 

* balancing a minute between interelt, and the duties of lb- 

* lemn treaties. Fife told the French ambaflador, that it had 

* always been the praflicc of the republic never to defert their 

* allies 1 that they were now under engagements to the em- 
' peror ; that it would be baTe to renounce them ; that tbe 

* noble fpitit of fjwfm himfelf would defpife the meanoels of 

* allies he could neither truft nor efteem ',' The vehemence 
with which Cernjra uttered this fpCech drew many to hii 
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opinion. It fc»n became more general, and at laft was paf- 
fed as the unanimous an{Wer of the fenate. 

All this while the dellination of the Turkifi fleet was per- _^ 

faftly myftcrious, as well as the conduct of the bafhaw. In "" ^* 
paffing the channel aiCwfuy he faluted the caftle in a friend< '53** 
]y and refpedful mannei : be ordered che authors of fome de- 
predations committed on the Veiulian traders to be hanged 
up at the yard-arm ; and preferved a conduct fo ambiguous, 
as greatly perplexed the fenate. Several unlucky accidents 
Jboo, however, changed the face of afiairs, and produced 
an open rupture. A Venetian galley had funk a Turkijb ffiip 
going with provifions to the balbaw's fleet, becaufe {be refufed 
to pay the ufual honoun to the flag : four fiiips {Rationed in 
the channel of Cerfuj attacked and put to flight three Turkijb 
sallies lent to convoy an amballador fcnt by the bafhaw to 
PeJJhrito demand fatisfadion for the foregoing violation of the 
treaty. Another caufe of the war arofe from a difputs be- 
tween a Turkijb galley and one of Conlarent's, in which the 
former was taken with the lofs of two hundred men. Thefe 
injuries the balhaw retaliated by others j and, at laft, feized 
upon four gallics' which had been ft^parated from Pejfari'% 
fquadron. Other hollilities of the fame nature were inter- 
changed, and every thing contributed to bring about an open 
declaration of war : however, the fenate Dill relolved to wair^ 
until they could be better informed by the Venetian envoy 
who attended Socman's perfon* and followed ihe army. Mean g-jt _. > 
time, all the fubjefls of the republic in the 7«r>(^ dominions i,.^^^^.^' 
were imprifoned ; their (hips and cffeifls feized ; and particu- *„■/»» ti* 
larly three large gatlies at JUxandria". Soon after which Vcnetiaa 
the Turkijb fleet failed ta Corfu, and attacked th* citadel, ^^fta. 
at that time commanded by Baban di Naida, with z garrifon 
of two thoufand men. 

Now all hopes of peace btingvanifhed, orders were dif- 
paiched to Pijfari to hazard a battle rather than the lofs of 
Cerfu i but he, relying upon the ftrcngth of the place, and 
number of the garrifon, did not chufc to exiKife the Hate to A. D. 
fo great a danger as muH attend the defeat of the fleet. i;}7- 
Bariaroffa, theTurkiJb admiral, having landed twenty- live Batbirofla 
thoufand men on the ifland, after wa(ting every thin^ with aitucii 
a barbarous fury, laid ficge to the citadel. He erefled a Corfu, 
number of batteries, which the brisk fire of the garrifon de- 
firoyed as foon as they were opened. The (lege being fpun 
out to fome length, induced Selymait to undertake it in per- 
Ibn. This he.did, attended by the grand vizier; but diey

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founii tbe fituation fo Rrong, the befi^ed (b refblute, »ai 
fuperior in the ufe of cannon, that they rerulvnl to drop tbe 
enterpfize. Willing, however, to make a merit of neceffity 
with the republic, he told the Venetitat envoy, that if tb« 
fenate woulil indemnify the expenses of the war, be would 
withdraw his fleet and army fiom Corfu and the dominions 
of the republic. Tlie envoy told him, that he had no tn- 
ftruftions to enter into fuch engagements ; but tbu be 
would acquaint the fenate with the propofals. But before ao 
'. anfwer could be returned, Soh/mem was forced, by the brisk 

I'/J*' fallies of the garrifon, to abandon the ifland. From bence 
^''■'' ■ he turned his arms to the Murea ; and part of the fleet was 
fent to inveft Nrp-Ai di Ramagnia and Malwfia, while Barb*- 
rojfa, with the remainder, fcoured the iflandt of tbe Ard»- 
pelagB, of which he took feveral. But the defigns of SafytMm 
againft the (rities of the Morea were fruflrated by the pru- 
dence iXiA ability of I itiar di Gazzuii, the ftiteiiim general 
in that qtiaitcr. He had taken fuch precautions to font^ 
and augment the garrifons, that the Turtifi} general, after 
caning his trenches before Napoli^ was forced to retke, and 
give up all expe£tation of fuccefs. 

In the mean time Peffari and Viituri were not idle : they 
divided the fleet, the tbrmer laying fie^e to Scefrdorta, ac4 
the Utter to Qhiuaxxo. After having levied, with this defigi^ 
Peflari a fufficicnt body of forces, Pejari attacked Sctrdtna, whick 
'"^"Scor-ijjjng but wejkly fortified, he entered it by aflault, and 
dona^^cWput the garrifon to the fword, difmantled the town, and 
ri^Turks. i^ji^j.,y ^3^^ the citadel. f</(m" was lefs fuccefsful before 
ObruaT-zs, which had regular foniBcations and a flrong gar- 
lifon ■. he began with eteiling batteries, in which be ww 
disturbed by the continual lalil^s of the enemy : however, 
before he had made any conliderable piogrefs in bis ap- 
proaches, he received orders fjom Peffiiri to raife the liCge, and 
haflen to Corfu with the fleet, as he npprehended a feconil 
defcent upon that ifland ". 

The winter coming on, hoflilities ccafed, and rwaotia- 
tions for a peace fuccecded, before any decifive blov^ had 
been flruck. Solyman, by his grand vizier, made fome over- 
tures to the /^m^/wti envoy, which he iranfmitied to the fe- 
nate. They were fo little confiflent with the power, the 
pride, and ambition of that monarchy that the fenate fuf- 
peiied their finceriiy ; but they received every propofal 
with icfpciS. As the emperor Charlei and the pope feeired 
dcfiiouso/ uniting with the republic againA the ^'uiii, tbe

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fenate was the Icis affiduous to embrace the terms oflned by 
SofymoJt, until they knew the ifl'ue of the negociatlons for a 
league now on the carpet. A ftrong pamarafein tfle fenate 
for peace with the Tierii : they urged the infincerity of 
Charltif and Impotcncy of the pope;- the fecret and deep 
views of the former, and the dilatorinefs of the latter. They 
fet forth the low ftate of the trearury; the Ragnaiion of com- 
merce; the difaffefEtion of Z>ort<i the impenal admiral, whofe 
coldneis had nearly occafioned the lofa of Corfu ; the inabi- 
lity of the people to fupport a war by additional taxes j the 
power of the enemy, and the little advantage to be expefled 
even from a fuccelsful war. Thefe arguments were oppofed , 
by other? no le6 fpecious : the oppofite party infified that 
Stfyman had no real intention fo foon to end a war which he 
bad undertaken from motives of ambition ; that his propo- 
fals had no other view than to break off the intended league 
with the emperor and the pope, that he might then attack 
them- ftngly and without allies : they alTerted, that delays 
would be of dangerous confequcnce, as the emperor might in 
the mean time conclude a peace with the Psrte, and by this 
means be rendered incapable of embracing the olFers of the 
fenate; that their fo Immediately accepting 'the overtures 
made bySolyman, would be a declaration of their inability to 
carry on the war; it would betray their weaknefs, and furnifh 
him with arguments for rifmg in his demands ; laftly, it was 
urged that as they miift, however, fupport an army and fleet 
until the tranquility of Italy was reftored, they might with 
the fame expcftce watch the motions of Saiyman, and keep 
aloof until affairs could be eftablifhed upon a folid bafis. Af- 
ter feveral warm debates, they determined to amufe Solymaij, 
tuitil the refult of their negotiations with the emperor and 
popecoutd be certainly Itnown. Inftruflions vrere difpatched 
to their envoy to leave no means untried to penetrate into 
the councils of the feraglio, and in the mean time to give the 
grand vizier hopes that the fenate would embrace any reafon- 
able terms of accommodation ". 

Hitherto, indeed, hodilities had been committed, but 
war was not declared, and it was expected that the fword 
might ftill be fheathed without farther bloodflied. \t was al- 
ways the opinion of the moll prudent, that the republic ought 
not to be fwayed, by the liberal promifca of Char/a, to un- , 
dercake a hazardous war againft the Parte, but upon necef- 
fity ; nor, on the other hand, ihould fhe be terrified, by the 
great preparations of Sofyman, into concelTions unworthy of 
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the rank She maintained. Tlie emperor vns now Iblicitiw 
the fenate to join his fleet, to refifl the attempt* of the int 
dels up<hi Jtafy i and the fenate replied in equivocal tertta. 
To another rcqoeft the imffertBl niinifter made, that the fix 
thoufaiid troops fltpuUted For the defence of MiloHy Qioold 
march into that dutchy ; they anrweied, that it would be tiilie 
enough to peifoim ihclr engagements when the iSiaiufi «s 
attacked. 

In the mean time all neceflary preparations were making 

fiw fecuring the territories of the republic againft incurfioRi : 

all the garrifons in the Msrea were augmented and fumifiied 

with ftores, ammunition, and provifion. Twenty-five gallia 

■ were difpatched for the fecurity oi Caadia; the towns in /><f- 

m^itia were put in a flace of defence ; and Corfu was noc ne- 

gle£ted. At laft, the intreaties, intrigues, and promiln of 

' CharUs prevailed ; the fenate acceded to t^e propofed league^ 

tt^iahi- anj » treaty of alliance ofFcnfive and defenfive between fail 

""**" imperial majefly, the pope, and the republic was conclDded. 

4^' "mJ ^^ *" ftipulated, that the emperor fhould furnifh eighty-two 

l^netians g^''^» *^^ Venttiani the fame number, and the pope thit^- 

ux. men of war and galliesi : that his hdinefi fhould fuf^xR 

one-fixth of the expences of the war, and the refl be equally 

divided between the emperor and the republic Dtria, the 

emperor's admiral, was made commander in chief of the 

combined fieet. Ftrdinand, king of the Romans, was included 

in the league, becaufe it was expected he would be able to 

make a diverfion in Hungary. Room was alfo left for the 

French king to join in the confederacy ; and the pope was sa 

ufe his influence with the king of Pehndto embrace it, ani 

join his arms to refill the common enemy. They even went 

fo far as to divide their conquefts ; not doubting but they 

would foon become maftera of all the Tttrlafi) dominions in 

Europe. But, as Bamnsus obferves, it feldom happens dut 

thofe have their wifhes accomplifhed whofe hopes are too 

fanguine. The event fhewed the prudence of that advice 

which the republic negleiftcd, not to confide too much ia 

the afliltancc of allies. The treaty was figned at Rome in 

A. 0. the month of ^^iruAjy, 1538, not one of the articles of which 

1538. were ever punctually executed by any one of the parties, ex- 

cepiing the republic. Capella was made admiral of the Vt- 

nelian fleet, Grimani, patriarch of nfjuiieia, a f^tuftien by 

birth, of the pope's gallies. As the pontiff was but badly 

provided in fhipping, the Veneiiom confented to fupply bis 

quota for a certain fubfidy, which he carefully avoided p^- 

ing. That nothing might obftruift the vigorous profecutioa 

of the war, the Ferutiant offered their mediatioo to ellablilh 

peace 
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fcacc bettnen the emperor and Francis. For this purpoJe 
a congrefs met ; but, after tedious debaiej, broke up without 
comiog to any refolution. In confequence, CharUt failed in 
his engagements to the fenate, almoft as foon as he had en- 
tered into them : inflead of joining the confederates with a 
powerful fteet, he turned his whole attention to the fecuiity 
d Milan, and refifting the attempts oiFranm'. 

Nor was this the only difficulty which the fenate com- 
bated : in fo low a condition were their finances, that (bey 
entertained thoughts of felling feme of their pofleffions on the 
continent. A decree was palTed that all money tent to the 
public fhould bear fourteen per cent, intereft : fevere procelles 
were carried on againll the debtors of the public, and imprifon- 
ment and confilcation of goods made the penalties of exceed- 
ing the time appointed for payment. Three more procurators 
01 St. Mark's were chofen, who lent the public a fum of mo- 
ney in the fame manner as the others lately appointed. As 
for the tix on the clergy it could never be reduced to any 
form : the pope had permitted the fenate to aliepate the 
church goods at the rate of ten per anl. to the amount of a 
million of ducats ; but he afterwards required that this tax 
{hould be levied upon the lythes for the fpace of five years : 
however, the fenate could rtever procure a brief, for refufmg 
which he always found feme new cxcufe. This great fear- 
city of money greatly impeded the preparations of the repub- 
lic ; yet nothing that could pol£bly remove the obftru^ioa 
was omitted *>. 

His holinefs, obferving that things went on but tlowly, de- 
termined to exert himfelf in conciliating Charlts and Francis : 
this alone could enable the emperor to perform his engage- 
ment with the leitgue. He, therefore, laboured to procure a 
perfonal interview at Niet, where he offered to attend. The 
Feiutians concurred in this propofition, and joined their in- 
fluence with the pontiff's to get it accepted. After pretimi- Cmferiwtt 
naries had been adjufted, and every thing determined upon for ^^f* 
the interview, it was fuddenly declined by mutual deftre of fS'"*^ 
the parties. A , private conference, however, was held at ™ '"*"" 
Avignon, in which nothing appeared conclufive, befides their ^*' 
rcfotution to remain in their inveterate enmity. 

The rpring being far advanced, the 7Kri/^ fleet covered 
the Tea with (hips, fcoured the iflands of the Anhipeiago a 
fecond time, and carried terror and defolation where-ever it 
(ailed. It was repotted that BoTbaroJJa would (leer his courfe

the liincipal 'mhabicancs of the iHand, whom he advifed, tc- 
fcatid, exh'"fc''i ^"'^ even petfuaded into an enthufiaftic rc- 
folufijn of ('."onquering or dying, by an animated and paibetic 
*"'a(on. I" confequencc, the levies went on with fo roudi 
"'Slur, th;^t in a few days an army of twenty-five tboulanl 
ab^.liQJjg d men took the field, ready to march wherever the 
feq,j-j[y f if tht' iftand and orders from the governor required. 
BarbarofTa'T'ieTttr^'J^fl'^'^' *^30" came within fight, and they were rs- 
ttiarii ce^ed w''^ " fiiout from the whole army : this determined 
Candta. ^rbardf" to alter his intentionof landing near 5/i:nfl5i7, where 
he (f^j^Aw he fliould meet with an obllinate refiftance. Coaft- 
ing along the iHand he propofed debarking the troops at Lt 
Suda, where there was a good harbour and bold (bore. Tbc 
, debarkation was no fooner begun, than Gritii, who c^m- 
mandedin La Sudu, played furloully with all the cannon of 
Be ii dt- the town upon the enemy : a fatly was likewife made, and 
feaied h the Turks attacked with fuch futy before they had time to 
tbt brmit- iaxxa Chemfelves, that they were foon routed and difpeiW. 
r j' Numbers, who had not time to gain their Ihips, fled up the 
».andians. country, where they fell into the hands of the armed pea- 
fants, by whom they were murthered without remorfe or pilf. 
Finding nothing could .be effeiSed on this quarter, Barbartffi 
difpafchcd one hundred gallies to make an attempt upod 
Silhla, a Httle town upon the back of the idand : this die 
Venetians had abandoned, not imagining it to be tenable ; but 
they had drawn a line acrofs the country to prevent the Ttrrb 
ftOTa advancing. In fliort, fo well concerted and vigorouO^ 
I executed were all the meafures for the defence of CanSia, that 

£jridr^ quitted the attempt, withdrew his fleet, and failed 
towards the Motea '. 
r&Torks At the fame time the Turkifi army entered Daltnaiia^ 
ror*rDal- where they committed every Ibrt of violence and barbarity. 
ma:ia. They carried off men, women, and children j burnt and 
faclced the villages and open towns, laying defert the whole 
country throujih which ihcy marched. So numerous was 
the army, and fucb the panic they infufed, that Camilla Ur- 
Jtni, governor of ihe province, had thoughts of abandoning 
the whole country, and (liuttin^ himfelf up with fometroc^ 
in '/^ara; but the fenate fent a peremptory order to prevent i 
refuiution no lei's infamous than prejudicial to the repulip. A

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Icfjr was made of fifteen hundred horrc and twelve thousand 
foot, wbich were immediately Slipped for the proteiSioo of 
Dahnatia. A number of volunceert undertook the defence of 
the cities Zara, Saitnica, and Caiarra ; and the inhabiianis of 
Dalmatia were permitted to fend their wives and children to 
Venice, that they might oppofe ind fight the enemy without 
incumbrance. 

UroK this occafton the doge came into the fenate, and 
pathetically running'over the circumftances of the republic, 
, fae enlarged upon the duty incumbent on every man to exert 
htmfelf in defence of his country. He recommended ' una* 
f nimity and zeal as the Urongeft bulwarlcs of aftaie; re- 
' ■ minded them how tbefe, in the iaft dangerous war, had dif- 

* engageo them from all ditEculties, and procured at Iaft an 

* honourable and even a profitable peace : nor was the pre- 

* fcnt danger lets. Sofyjnan^ though a fiDgie power, was 

* not inferior in riches, courage, or number of .forces, to 
' the combined arnue* of their late cnf miei : his pride an^ 

* abibition were unmeafuiable, which nothing but their con- 

* ftancy,their firmnefs, and attachment Co theircountry, could 

* withftand. Their cxpedations from their allies were daily 

* vanilhing; the tediourncfs of their refojucions, the ambi- 

* guity of their conduft, was a plain indication that little 
\ confidence could be placed in the league* and that Venict 
'. mult depend for its Cifcty upon her own courage and con- 

* Aa8t. WhateveitheprefentdifHculticsmightbettheywould 

* yield tofptrit and patriotifm. The'treafury was exhaufted, 
f but there were rclourccs in the pockets of individuals : he 

* would fet the uample, and he doubted not of being fol- 

* lowed in fo laudable a praflice, by all who preferred li- 

* berty qnd poverty to fervitude and wealth, which fole- 

* ly depended on the arbitrary wilt of an imperious and 

* dcrpolic mailer. It was the tcft of a good citizen, he faid, 
' * willingly to undergo all dangers, chearfully to advance his 

* fortune, and even lay down his life for the benefit of the 

* public. The prefence of the nobility would give life and 

* vigour to the condu^ of the foldiers : they would grudge 

* no fatigues in wbich they faw their fuperiors fliare. J-ft 

* every man, fays he, alTume that province in which he 

* thinks his talents will be moQufeful: fome are qualified 
' for the field, fome for the cabinet. In each of (hefe de- 

* partmenis e;cert yourfelves, and let your only conteniion 

* be, whoQiail bed ferve his country and annoy the enemy : 

* this will confirm to you the privileges, the reputation, and 

* happiness, handed down by your glorious anceltors. Let 

* thofe wbo cannot be moved by their duty or aScftion to 
Mod. Hist. Vol. XXVII. A a ' the 
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* Ihe flate, remember that there is an obedience due to dw 

* ]aws and magiflraies, who can compel them to oiatribuee 

* their Tervices. Let the urgency of rtie cafe make you'djli- 

* gent and vigoroui tn your meafurn, if you are defirow Af 

* continuing the efteem of good men, and what it hmcb, 

* the appUufc of yoar Qwn breatb'.' 

In confequencc of ihis remonArance* feveral Turns of ma- 
ney were advanced for the public ufe, the nobility and gentrj 
entered themfeUn voluntarily in the fervice of their country, 
and t fpirit and unanimity prevailed, which gave happy pr^ 
fages of a favourable ifltie to the war. 

Mean time the Turkijh forces were daily pooring into 

Dalmatia: their intention was to attack all the fortified 

places at one time, by dividing their army, and thus pKvrnt 

their affifting each other. Already Nadin^ a place of mengtb, 

was fallen into their hands ; the fame fate attended Lao'i' 

na : Zara^nd other towni were invefted and warmly prefled: 

Zenana and Antlvari were little lets than conquered, being 

abandoned by the garrifons, and defended only by the btareiy 

of a few ScfaOanim and Vtnttion volanteers. However, their 

'^ ")? '■^'olution, and the fpeedy liipplies font from Vtnite, trigmph- 

^7^^ ed over miJfbrtune, and obliged the lurki to abandon iMat* 

Dalmatia '"* '*'''*' prerip^X'on '. 

, But the Vtnitims were not contented wSA rdieving tbe 
belieged towns, and drivingthe infidels out of i>a/i)Mfiit, diey 
- attacked and recovered ibme of the places poUelTed by the 
' enemy. A vigorous plan of operations was laid down, which, 
if purfued, would foon have obliged the haughty Sthmmt ta 
fue for peace ; but the lukc-wanmiefs of the duke ofUriim, 
who was made general of the land-forces, foon conviitoed 
the moll discerning, that no great natters could be expeded 
while he commanded. 

The Vtnetian fleet underCa^//» having joiited the popcis 
gallics, commanded by the biOiop of Ajutttia, all men were 
impatient for the event of this jun^on. Already the com- 
bined fleet was powerful enough to occa&on the retreat of 
Barbarelpi t6 Ntgnpfnt ; and tbe emperoV engaged hia word 
to reinforce it with thirty gallics, fifteen men of war, and 
. three thoufand Spanijh inliintry ; a promife, the execuuoa of 
which was much doubted. However, contrary to tbe geneisl 
Opinion, GontMgavn'xveA with the gallteaat Cetfk, the menof 
Vrar being left behind onder fome fpecious pretcxL ' His ar- 
rival was of tittle fervice, as be refufed to dole with the pro- 
pofals made by CapHla and Grinuim. Tdey had ^eed to

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ftour die LrvoHl feas, and fecure the cdafh from the irrup- 
tions and dfefcenti of the infidels; hut with thii Gonxaga re- 
fufcd to coincrde, under pretence that it would be for the d\C- 
creditof his imperial majefty to atieotpt anything with a 
fleet too fmall to fupport the dignity of his arms. Grimani, 
tired out with tedioutf expeflation, upon ibis d^daraiion fe- 
paratcd from CaptUof talcing with him the pope's thirty- five 
gallics. In bis courfe he made a bold, but unfuccersfui, at- 
tack upon the fortrefi of Prras/a ; Toon after which Daria, 
with the eirperor's men of war, joined C^ilh at Cerfu. An 
'CJtprels being fent CO (Prinuai, toadv^riife nimofthisjun^ion 
and oftheii intention to attack Preve/a with the united fleets, , - ' ' 
he returned. The confederate fleet how amounted to one 
hundred and thirty-fis gallics, thirty armed fhips, and two 
galleons; a force, if rightly applied, fuflicient to crufb the 
whole Othaman naval power. Previous to the defcenc on Prt- 
»*/!?, they (teered dircfily for the luriifiSerx. in line of bat- 
tle; Dtria, as commander in chief, leading the van. Baria- 
rtji, receiving intelligence of their rourfe, retired to the 
Siraita of Gallipsli, in order to protract (he war, which he 
Icnew would breed divilions, and Toon feparate the confede- - 
rates. He lilcewife tampered with Doria, whom he foon 
gained by liberal prefents and promifes i a feafonable advan- 
tage, as his retreat from Car/u had given his enemies an oc- 
cafion to tax his cooduS and his courage. ' To reinfla'e 
himfelf fn the public cRetm^. Bar'harojfa refolved to come to 
an engagement with the confederates ; and to infurc fuccefs 
hcthou^t the moQ commodioua method was to be on good 
terms with th« chief officer «, 

Upon this change of opinion fifty gatlies were difpatched 
' in queft of the Chriftians, and were .foon difcovefed by the 
centinels in the tops of the ftrsition fleet ; upon which a 
fignal was made for engaging: they poured broadfides into 
thsTuriiJh fleet fo brilkly, that they were fuddenly broke and 
put in confufion. The Venttians were preparing tn board ffo l^ji 
them, wh^nDer/o ordered fail tobe flackened, and thus gave ctaJu^ tf 
the Tiirji an opportuniry to efcapc, when he had them at Doria. 
mercy. It 'was with difficulty ihe Vtnu'tans obeyed the or- 
der; but imagining the admiral had fome great flroke in 
view, they complied. Finding, however, that he eft'eited 
nothing for the common intcrCft, the whole fleet was en- 
raged, officers and foldiers equally reproachini; the cowardice 
or treachery of Duria. CopeUo carried his rcfeniment fo far, Oiligci t9 
that Dma found himfelf under the neceffity of again pro- ^'^^ '**

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ceeding in order of battle againft the enefflf. After he hid 
urcd.aii the dilTuafive arguments' in bis powers perceiriag 
they had no efFed, he commanded the bloody flag to beboift- 
ed, and led the fleet a fecond time, hit own division lesdiag 
the v3n'. Barbara^, though he was alarmed 2t thii condud:, 
yet ftill relied on Dana's engagements. Advancing thertfore 
to meet the enemy, feveral motions were made for giioiog 
the windward, which the fuperior (kill of the confedcratci 
carried : but a catm enfuing, both Sects lay for fome boun 
within fight of each other; the Vtnttians all the while impi- 
tient to engage. CapdU ordered his large fliipi to be towedf 
that no time might be loft. Thefe he placed in front, to 
break the (irft (bock of the enemy, which he knew would 
be violent. But Daria'a condufi rendered every ptecsutioA 
ufelcfs : it was equally myftertous to hii own friendt ind to 
the enemy. As foon as a gale fprung up, inftead of bearing 
down upon the Turii, as was expcded, he took a long fweept 
which fomc conflrued into an intention of attacking their 
line in flank. Caftlh, however. Taw through the arttfcci 
upon which he immediately got into a fmall frigate, lailcd 
round the fleet, exhorting them to feize the happy momeot 
of ending the war. He took upon him to anfwcr the confc- 
Doiia*/ quencesofdifobeving his' fuperior: he openly accufcd bim «f 
JiJiraei/iil \>ttfiy\n% his truft, went up to Doria, and intreated bin to 
rttrtat. /all diie«ly upon the enemy; butall tono purpofe. ThatiJ- 
miral, after exchanging a few dlflant OlOt with the eaemyi 
retired with his fquadron, making a iignal for the left of tbe 
fleet to follow. His pretence was, that the 7urh were drawn 
up fo advantageoufly^ and To well covAed by the batteries 
they had thrown up on the jhore, that it would be impoffble 
to engage them with fuccefs. The enemy, encouraged hj 
this Ihamefu] conduft, attacked the rear of the cofflbion 
fleet with fome advantage; took fcvcn gallies, and nine (n- 
gstcs, when happily a ftorm arifing, prevented the purfuit- 
Daria ordered all the lights to be put out, and returned dif- 
gracefuily to Corfu, when he might with equal cafe hiR 
brought both viclory and honour. In his flight he was infultrd 
by Barbaroffa himftflf, who called him in dcrifion, the iitfimi 
of the Tea ; a name he had once defervcdly borne on account 
of his fkill in maritime affairs' 



Thus ended the battle of Nicapalit, near the promontory , 
of Aeiium,fiom which time the naval abilities of theCbrifliuU 
would fecm to decline. All blamed Deriay fome attributing 
his conduct to cowardice, foine to jealoufy of tiaFtn^i^"''

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, but the greiter number to treachery (A_J: bi« future conrfuft 
wiiconuftent. The fleet failing from Cvfu to dyHttaiavt, 3 
towa formerly belonging to the Venetians, Doria garrifoned 
it with Spanifi foldiers, retaining it for the ufc of (be em- 
peror } t^er wbicb he returned to Sidfy, without attempting 
any thing farther. JnAut fays, that Dtria defpifed all the 
nproaches thrown out againft him, fatiified that he aSed 
according tp hi* orders j thus transferring the whole blame oa 
the emperor, who wanted nothing more than to engage the 
republic in a ruinous war with the infidets. His motives, ac- 
cording to that hiftorian, were to feize upon tbeir po flcffiona 
on the continent, as foon as they were reduced fo low, as 
to be unable to fupport another war. Siganius and others 
fcruple not to charge the whole mifconduS upon the Fene- 
tians. Not contented with vindicating Daria, were be is 
UDJuftly blamed, be ventures to.applaud his condu^, where, 
if we can at all lely on the concurring tcftimony of all the 
ftMtian writers, it is utterly indefenlible. What fets his 
neachery or cowardice in the mofl confpicuous *iew, is his 
refufal, upon the intreaty of CapeUa, 10 attack Barbartffa, 
noiwithftanding he had been weakened by the lofs of half his 
fleet in a ftorm. In excufe of this, his panegyrift £i]gan>wr 
advances but frivolous and weak arguments '. - 

SooK after the departure oi Doria lo Sicily, Grimani Uke 
wife drew off the pope's gallies, under pretence of ihc rigour 
of tbe feafon, and the hazard of I:eeping the fea longer. 
Thus tbe Vtnttiani were left alone to oppole an enemy fi> 
^atly fuperior, which, with the difgiacc at AHitaiif tbe 
infolence of Dtrta in putting a Spanijb garrifon in a town be- 
longing to the republic, plainly indicated the hazard of con- 
tinuing the war, intolerable on account of the expence. All 
thefe citcumftancei co-operating, the fenate was induced to 
think of a peace upon fucfa terms as could be procured. Cer- 
tain fecrct intelligence iranfmiticd to tbe council often, per- 
. fuaded them that Stfytnan was no tefs difpofed to a compo- 
fition : bowerer, without dimiailhing the dignity of theflate,

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ihcj' could not publtcly fend tn ambaSkdor to miLe propofaU. 
Tq avoid fufpiciont of thii ktnd, Ltrnza Gritti went to Ctm- 
Jiantinapie, in otder to found the rentimenti of tbe divans but 
undir preienre of fmlingthe a&ira of his brother, laidj de* 
ceafcd. Gritti entered upon the affair with the ucmoft deli- 
cacy, firft propofing a truce, wbich was reje^d, and after- 
waId^ a ^nrr^il pacilication. In this his dejigni were fectrnded 
by the Frineh refideni, who had hii (ccret reafoni for tSdn^ 
in the manner he thought would be moft graisFul to tbe re- 
public. Seljman iaoa confcnicd to a feparate peace with 
the y^nttians, but refuled to include the emperor, agaioft 
whom he was dcfiraus of turning the whole weight of the 
Oiherrun powar. Charles coming to the knowledge olGritti't 
ncg ciation, Tent an ambaJlador to Fetua to obflrufi tha 
pt^jce : his viewi were not yet anfwcred { the republic waa 
fiiil too powerful to be made a prey : every poffible meau 
W3J, tnerefore, ufed to obl'g? her to continue the war. Doa 
Ditg» dt Mendizot the Spanift> minider, complained in tbe 
lenitc ol a condutS fo injurious and dilVefpeiSfu] to hi< mafler, 
and vnTaithrul to the alliance. The fenaic anfwered him bji 
retorting the emperor't breach of engagementti tbe dilatory 
meafures of hii councils, and the treachery of his admiral: 
rtiey toid him, that as to the league, ic wholly conQfled of pro- 
mifes never performed ; ihat they were made tbe took of tbe 
emperor's politics, and the whole load of ibe war was thrown 
upon ytniu. Altercaciom of the fame nature palled at the 
imperial court, between the ymlian ambaflador aod tbe Sf^ 

Jk this fituatiou ftood affairs towards the clofe of the year 
1538, when Gritti the doge died, after he bad occupied that 
divinity with great applaufe for the fpacc of Efteen yean ; be 
was then in his eighty-fburih year, a prince of prudence, 
bene? olence, and many othe> amiable virtues i a gwt pro- 
tnoteroF the l:beral arcs, and of public charities. Some no- 
ble foundations of this kind, begun. under his aufpices, are 
ftanding monuments of his liberality, piety, a^d tafle; the 
cleganceof the architedurc bcingexceeded by nothing; befidei 
the utility and pi^ty of the defign. Gritti had maintained 
the people in ihe full extent of their liberties, and the repub- 
lic in the pofTelSom of all her dominions, through a period 
abounding more, peihapi, than any other in hiftory, with 
dark intrigues, deceitful friendO>ip£, and cruel wars. He died 
in tile fitll exertion of his mental, ai>d without diminution of 
his bodily facullies, elleemed and lamented by all good men,

GRl7TIwu Aicceeded by Piitn Lands, deSed after the Pietro 
ufual form* : he dofelf puriued the neafttres of hU predecef- Laodo, 
for, aod with equal z«al deftred to put a period to a burtbeo- ^ji*^„.„ 
' feme axKlpernicioui war. TheenVoy't n^ociatioiu went on ■^**"*^ 
tut flowly at Can/laMtittpUt the emperor C^Zuhaving thronfn . 
many embarraflmenti in his way, however flrcnuous the doge 
and fenate were in purfuit of paciJic meafuret. This obliged 
the repablic to augment her (landing forces, fleet, and gar- 
rifoiu, findinft bow little they were to rely vpon suxtliariea 
and allia, and bow uncertain the profped of ending the war. 
Orders were difpatcbed to Cmtareni, the proreditor, in Can- 
Jia, to equip twenty-five gallics } leviei were raifed in (he 
oty, and four thoufand arcihccrs enrolled in the public fer- 
vice, who fliould be obliged to pra^ife rowing, and malcti 
four cruifes a year, certain privileges being decreed to thofe 
who fhould exceed the number of expediiiona fpecified. Ttie 
old duke of Vrtini being dead, his ion Gu^ Ubaldo was created 
generali'ffimo of the Vnutian forces on theconttnent. Mcrt, 
the proveditor, was appointed to command the naval arma- 
ments of tbe republic, during the abfence of Captllt, at that 
time in Vnta for the recovery c^his health, impaired in the 

fiublic (ervice. Af»ro being foon after killed in fome popu- 
>r feditions in Caadia, Thomaft Moctnigi was appointed in his 
room by the feoate. 

In this manner did the VtniiiaHs prepare againll the pre- 
carious ilTue of tedious negociationi. Neither were the Turit 
idle : BarbartJIa could not digeft the li^ of Ca/lienunty and 
was determined, at all events, to attempt tbe recovery oF a 
place of great importance to the Otbtman naval power. He 
had left adivifion of the fleet, confiding of thirty tail, under 
Dragut his lieutenant, to block up the Viiution fquadron in 
Corfu, and fcour thofe coaft* : this Dregut effectually per- 
formed, laying his fcbeme fo artfully, that he drew a part of 
the^nufMK fleet into an ambulcade, by which he drove three 
gallics on fhore, where they w^re ftjved to pieces, and 
toolc one large fliip of war. Elated with this iiiccefs, he made 
a dcfcent on Candla, burning and walling tbe coafts ; but 
was foon attacked by the militia with lb much courage and

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impetflolit]r,tbat, afterabriflcaAion, the TVit were defeated, 
and driven with ercat daughter to their fltipi *. 

About (his limc young Gritti returned from Cemflmiiiit' 
ph, where all he could obtain was a fufpeniion of boftUitiei 
for three months, in-order to adjuftthepreliminariesoftee- 
neral pacitic^tion ; to negociace vhich Pittro Zent wai fent 
in quality of ambafiador extraordinary fo Sefynum: during 
the preparations for this ambalTy, Gritti was returned at le- 
fidcnt, with advice of the republic's intention to fend an am- 
bxflador. Zaio died foon alter hii departure from f^ttiiu, and 
Thomafa Contareni u as nominated to fucceed him, who, <« 
hi> arrival at Conjianiinaple, foon obtained a prolongation of 
the truce. Bariareja, however, was intent on recorering 
CaflUnuMa, which, being held by a Spanifiy garrifon, he 
thought he might attack ii without infra3ion of the truce wiiti 
TAitTorKs f<(ni(e^ Coming before it with above one hundred gallics, 
*"'"'"*''!!"' and a body of troops raifed by the beglerbeg of Grtta, he 
"! ' "" lummoned the governor to furrcndcr, threatening him with 
Ucnuuvo. ^,j jj^^ horrors of war, if he refufed. The Spaniards offered 
to deliver the city to the Vtnetiam ; but this they would not 
accept, faying it was now too late: had it been given tbein 
according to the cxprefs terms of the league, they would 
then hdvc known how 10 ad. but at prefenl their arceptancc 
would be an infraction of the truce with Selyman, and the 
meam of breaking olF the treaty in agitation. Barbartffa a 
fecond time fummoning the garrifon, was told they (botiM 
defend it to the lad extremity ; upon which he ereded bat- 
teries on Ibore, and bombarded the town from (he fleet. The 
befieged, after perfevering to defend themfelves with great 
refolution, were ai laft reduced to extremiiies : the town was 



almoft l;iid ir) alhes, the breach in the walls made prafHcabte, 
the number of the garrifon greatlydimtnifliedby lickneftand 
death, and above all a famine prevailed ; for tbefe reafont 
they capitulate<<, but on honourable terms ^, 
' From hence Barbareffa failed to Rifant, which he had 
furtendered to him on the firft fummons, the governor not 
believing it tenable. Lesving a garhfon here, he fleered hit 
courle to Catarra, wheie Malln Bembot brother to the learn- 
ed cardinal of t<i3t name, had the command of a Ventlim 
garrifon. BarbareJJh (Screened bis attack upon this place, un- 
der various pretcncits: he knew it tu be a dired violation of 
the truce now fubfifling ; but he litcewife knew that his fuc- 
cefs vrould foe exceeding grateful to the Ttirkijb miniflrf,

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The firft feafon alledged in defence of chis xnlpaft was, that 
Ceurra was a fanfluary for flaves. that dereired the Turiijt 
ferrice ; the next was, that neither Catarra or any other town 
on that coaft belonged to the republic ; he thcrefoK fumoion- 
ed Btmit to furrnider. Btmh» penctnted ibe thin artifice, 
and Tent him a rcfolute anfwer, that nothinft; his than the 
exprefs command of the doge and fenate would oblige him lo 
' abandon a town entTufted to hi) charge ; and that he would 
continue to defend it againft all the power of Stlfmm, while 
one fione ftood upon another. Without making any reply, 
Barhanjfa ordered the van of bis fleet to advance within dif" 
tance to batter the willt. By rone mifcondud of the admiral 
they were brought To near, that, having been expofed for 
half an hour to a hot fire from the town, they were wholly 
Shattered, broken, and obliged to retire in the utmoft con- 
fufiOR and diftiefa. Tlte day following the reft of the fleet 
advanced, having detached a few fliips to cover the landing 
of the troopi at fome diftance from the town Bimhe plied 
his artillery fo warmly, that the Ttakipt general was drivcd 
back with lofs : nor did the lind-forcei fare better; the gar- 
rifon, having made a briflc fally before ihey had time to draw 
up, routed them with prodigious flaughter,. returning trium- 
phant to the town, with a number of prifbneri, flandardi, 
kettle drums, and other trophies. Barbarity after recon- 
noitring the town from the land-fide, and obferving the fpj- 
lit of the garrifon, thought it advifeable to reimbark the 
troopSi and draw off the fleet *■ 

The truce being near expired, and but ill obferred by the 
Turks, the Fnetian ambaflador demanded an audience of the 
Grand Seignior. He reprefented to htm the little profpefi 
there was of advantage to either fide in continuing ihe war : 
he defired a prolongation of the truce, r>r a peace, telling 
Strait, that not the terror of his power, but the admiration 
of fail virtues made the republic fo dcfirous of entering into 
bis friendfbip. Stlyman was paffive during this difcourre, and 
making no reply^ referred Contartai to the grand viztcr. Hia 
Aill propofition to the minifter was, that all places taken dur- 
ing lb« war fhould be mutually refloredi but 'he vizier an- 
fwered, that fo far from rcflonng the towns he hid lalcen, 
Svlyman would heaiken to no conditions unlefe Napali xai 
Jldahtfia were furrendered ; he even doubted whether he 
would not infill on all the towns pofiefled by the republic on 
the Gritk coaft as far iiCafil*Htuvo; and alfo onb^'ing retm- 
burfed the cxpences of the war. To this Ctntareni replied, 
tbat be wa* but the fervant of the Aate^ and had no inftruc-

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tioM on that head ; but he waa pretty certain the repuUic 
would never grant terms io ignominioua:, notil they woe et- 
totted after (he had (hed the laft drop of her blood : (hat, 
for his own part, a> far ai hia influence would extend, bs 
would ardently oppole focb a conceffion ; and that trbaincr 
value he put upon the Tfiendlhip of Solyitiany he would ment 
confent to purcbafe it wiib the price of his couDtry'a booou '• 
CONfARENI returned to f«i«, and laboured all ia bi* 
power to prevent tbe furrender of Napoli and Mah^\ but 
the council of ten, perceiving that tbeir affairs were betiajnd 
to the French king) and the emperor ; that the people mar- 
Mured under the burthen of the war; and that if it wai con- 
tinued, they mull fupport it without any erpeaationfrom their 
allies, rcfolvcd to accept the conditions propofed. Both tba 
imperial and Frtiub ambafladors were indefatigable in tbdr 
endeavours to form a party in the republic, to oppofe the pa- 
ciHc meafures ; :but all endeavours proved fruitle^. The fe* 
, nate wis deieroiined, and in this refolution they wereoo** 
firmed by tbe opinion of Tome of the mofl prudent perfiw- 
agei, and ihe doge himfelf: the great obftacle wssthcfttoM 
attachment of the inhabitants of thofe two cities {Naf*li m 
Mahtfto) (o the republic, and averfion to the Turiijb govera* 
ment. They requcfted, in the moll pathetic lernUi tlut 
they might not be facriliced to a cruel enemy i that th^ 
might be permitted to defend their liberties, which they m* 
in hopes the juflice of their caufe, and their own teilt 
would enable (hem :o perform, without expence ortrouUl 
lo (he rep-jbtic. The fenate was moved wiih their remoa- 
ftrance; and fending Mecen'igaihe general to them, promiM 
that all (hofe who were defirous of continuing under tbe g^ 
vcrnment of FtnUt, fbould have a provifion equal to their 
Piaci «s- pf^*^"' circuniftanccj. With this they were quieted, »oi 
tkJiJ wi:houi firther ohjeflions permitted the peace to be condni- 
wV/A So- ed. At Ull, towards the dofe of the year 154.0, it wsefignid 
lyman. u CoyiantiaopU, to remain firm and valid forihefpace of thir- 
ty yeais. Napeli and Mahtjta were furrendered to the Yici'i 
the greater part of ihe inhabitants removing into other towW 
of the republic, Ihc fleets of the ftnate wefc laid apt ••* 
their armies difbanded, all btfides the ufual ftanding fbicei> 
and (he ihipping necefl'ary to proteA commerce *•

Ik FTER peace VfU concluded with Safymatit Veniahepa 
/"^ once more to ufte the fweets and blcffings of tranqui- 
lity, of induftry, and of commerce : her Beta were fent in 
flioaU to every port of the Levant, Egyfit^ and the Turtijb 
dominions : they even filled simoft every harbour in Europe. 
"The diicoveries of the Ptmigaeft had, without doubt, Icllea- 
ed the trade of the republic, but ftill it retained the appear- 
ance of it> former grandeur. The Veneiians engroi&d tbe< . 
whole Levant (raflic, as well ai that of Egypt, many ports ia 
Africa and AJia, for as yet trade had not univerlallv changed 
the old channel : but however aiCiIuoufly the Vtmtlam might 
puffue the pacific arts, they were Aill dillurbed b)' the com- 
motions in GtTmaofy and the perpetual rivalfhip between the ' 
cmpcroT and icing of France. Ttiefe princes had, indeed, 
confirmed the truce of JVi», and excbanged many other. tef- 
timonies of mutual love and eAecm, which infpired hopes 
that they had entirely laid afide ibeir animofities ; but a va- 
riety of accidents foon intervened to interrupt the wilhcd-For 
liarmony. fohn, king of Hungary, dyine, left an infant fon 
by his wife Ifabtlla^ daughter of the king of Peland: his 
kingdom, which by right belonged to his ilTue male, was 
claimed by FtnUnand, king of the Remain, in conffquence 
of a pretended agreement with the deceafed. After leizinz 
upon a ruicnber oftownsand fortreJTes'in Hungary, Ferditiani, - 
perceiving be was likely to meet with a formidable oppofition 
from thequeen dowager, fent an ambafiy to Saljmoa, requed- 
ing bis aOiAance, and that he might be permitted to hold 
liimgary upon the fame tenure as Jabn ; but in this he was 
anticipated by the dowager, who had procured a folemn de- 
putation of the barons of the kingdom idStlpnan, and that 
prince's promife that Hungary fliould be kept for her infant. 
So incenfcd wu the Grand Seignior at Ftrdinand'i claim, 
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ttiat, relbltring to attack him by ica and lanil, he lerakcd 
tbe treaty with ihe Frnch ambaflailor, and detertnincd upoa 
vigorous meaTutes for the protedion of the young king of 
IJungary '. 

Nqr were the troubles in tht Lno CawOnu appeiM; 
Charlts hiving rigoroudy punilhed the rebellion of tbeGin- 
toil, by that means widened the breach between him and 
France. Fratuis was the more encouraged in his refcnimesti 
as he foreTaw'that a powerful diverlion in hii favour woold 
be made by Soiyman in Hungary and Bohemia. Cbarhf% le-

Jtrtd. ^ous condud, and the emprror's c<]uivocatJon concemtog 
peace and the refiitution of Mian, Prands difpaicbcd ano- 
ther ambaflador to Sdlyoian, with inftrufiions to call ia kit 
way, and lay thofe grievaaccs before the republic. The fe- 
Date was provoked at the recital of an infult upon the l>«t 
of nations ; but not chufing to enter upon another war, «cn 
filent: a galley, however, i)ra$difpaichcd to convey ^cini- 
nifter to Turkey. 

Meaij while, ■■ Fer£nan^i army had been lately defcitnl 
by the Turh, it was expeflcd the emperor would have march- 
ed in perfon tohis telief ; but this did not coincide with bit 
measures. In this ftaie of affjirs the fenate detetmincd upon 
a neutrality : the republic groaned under the cxpences of tbe 
hft war : peace had yet produced liitle effeas in reftorinj 
commerce, or enriching (he people. They were aware of 
the confequence to Cliri/fendom tbe lofs of Hungerj would 
produce, hut then they faw the emperor decli/ie interpofing: 
their engaging for the relief of fo diftant a kingdom would 
only bring themfclves into danger, without anf««inglhe 
end. Firdinatid was too we-tk an ally : the princes of ike 
empire were not well affffled to the houfe of Aufir'ia; ihey 
would take noftepi whirh could aggrandize it. The reafons 
for Selyman'a affifting the dowager were obvious ; he defited 
nothing lefs than putting the crown upon the head of the 
young king J but this was a plaufible pretext for annexing 
Hungary to the Othtman empire. Venice penetrated ibn 
- iijftcrioiB conduft of the ditfirent courts ; fbe traced the 
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political clue of intrigue, but determined not to be guided 
by it, nor to provoke fo poweiful a mqnarch as SelymaKf 
without her own privileges were immediately attacked '', 

"I^HE year following his holinefj. petidonea the rcnace, that A. D. 
the general council might be allowed to alTemble ztfimeuza^ 1542. 
which they declined from an appreheofion of giving umbrage 
to the Pirtt, Their refufal had fome colour of reafon, on 
iaccuunt of an accident which lately happened, ihat could 
not fail of giving olFence to Sofyman. Two Turiljb gallle;, 
ID their way from Barbary to CanJiantinapU, fell in with the 
VttutittH proveditor : as they endeavoured all in t^eir power 
tt) avoid him, it afforded a fulpicion they were pirUct, upon 
which he cimc up, engaged, arid took tbemt fetting all the 
Chriftians on board at liberty. This a£lion the Ptrie, and 
cTpecially Barbara^, relented, as the gallies were his prO' 
petty : he threatened revenge, but was appeafed by the fub- 
mi&>n of the republic, and hecconfeming to repay ihe da- 
mages. On this occaTion Sofyman (tat an ambaflador to Vt- 
nsuy who was treated with high marks of difliaSion : by 
him the late peace was ratified and confirnted '. 

In this manner flood affairs for the two following years ; 
both the emperor and Franu laboured to engage ihc republic 
in a war, which fhe was no lefs affiduous to avoid. Francis 
fent his miniftcr Polin to make any terms with the femtiansi 
but ihey would accept of none to break with the emperor; 
on the other hand, they were equally inflexible to the em- 
pcror'i propofals to engage them in an alliance againft the 
7iirki, Peace was their aim, but in purfutng it too clofely 
they run the hazard of difobliging all parties. The Frtiuh TitrifiiS- 
king was already highly incenfcd againft them, through the //f^UtnW 
nilreprcfcntations of his miniflers at f^enict : they complain- ^^ fy ibt 
ed of an infult upon their authority, in dragging away by French 
force certain criminals who had fought p miction in their ''V"^ 
boulcs. This affair, however, was fet in a proper light by the ' **?'■ 
memorials of the fenate to Francis. Yet an accident of ano-''"'' 
ther nature involved the Fenetians in difputes with Ftrdinand 
and the empire ; the feizure of Maran may be deemed the 
lirft foundation of a future bloody war. Bertrand dt Sacchiot 
a fubje3 of the republic, was the author of (his meafure, 
without powers from the fenate. Finding himfelf too weak 
to keep poITcffion, he called in the afliftance of frre!>:z/,a Fh' 
' reniiat refugee, who Toon arrived with a flrong body of foldiers, 
knd ere^ed the flandard of Franu in the city. Maran be- 
longed to Fadinandt and the fenate doubted not but he would 
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ittributc thri violence offered to his dominions to (Wr fecret 
lnftru£tionsl The emperor would of conreqnence beoffeod- 
ed, and yet zs (he Fi-tnch ftandard was credcd, and the city 
kept in bis name, they were greatly embarrafled. To leftorc 
the city tntgbt Involve them in a quarrel with franmi, fiace 
Dijfutii ■ tbey were ignorant of his {ecret aiotive* for ading in dtit 
ttrnttrmng manner ; and to remain indifTctent fpei^ators, would aa rure- 
iht ritf if iy difoblige the emperor and FirMnand: but their grcateft few 
Matin, irofe from the fufpicions that Moron might be dcHvered t* 
Safymatiy as Stmxi threatened, unlcfs he wai fpeedily rcUer- 
cd, for he was clofely befteged by ibe imperial forces. Af 
the diftance of this city from Ftnhe did not exceed twenty- 
five milesr they-greatly dreaded the near neiebbotubood of 
lher«r^.^ 

To diCcngage the repubKc from ber prefent dilagreevblf 
cbcumflances,the fenaicpublilbed a proclamatien^forbiddiogr 
under pain of death, any of the fubjc^la of the ftate to aid, 
abet, or any ways allift, by nicn> money^ provifioDs, or 
arms, the citji of Meran. They toolc into cuflody the wife 
and children of Sacdia, that fuch a pledge might be a cbeck 
upon bit conduct. Tbefe meafures they hoped would ap* 
peafe Fer£iiantt: however, that Sacchia and Strexxi might not 
be rendered defperate enough to put tfae city into S^fina^ 
haiids, the fenate fee ret Iy tampered with them, protnifine that 
all things Ihould fuon be accommodated to their faiisfaoioo. 
In the mean time the bilhop of Trtnlt arrived at Vtiaa^ in 
quality of /Vr^/iratii^'s amballador, to foil ic it a fleet for tW 
rcdufiion of Maran, The fenate exprefTed tl^eir wilhes be 
might recover a city lb unjulUy fnatcbcd from hiqi, 6ut de- 
clined offering the fleet, under pretence that matters might 
better be accommodated by ncgociaiions- Accordingly a 
treaty was fet on Toot : but di£EcuIties ariCng, ii was fpun out 
to fo great length, that Slrexzi declared uiuefs things wen 
brought to a fpeedy ilTue, be would furrcnder the city to the 
Tiirjti. Nor was thil the only bufmefs of the congrefs which 
fat at 7f-M(f, for they endeavoured to adjuA certain diflcrcQCcf 
between Ftrdinand and the republic of an old (landing, telf 
tive to the cities Belgrade and CaflUnvevt, mortgaged 1>y the 
houfe of Avflr'ta to the elector of Saxeny, and by htm made 
over to the Vttutioni. Although the emperor aaed the part 
of mediator in ibis diTpute, the congrcfs broke up without 
coming to an agreement, which determined both the emperor 
and /rnvr to decide thea9airof;(^<nrby the fword. About 
fivetboufand Fntub horfe and foot were fent to the relief of

% • $7X0ZZ/, who was now reduced to great difficuI(ieB,fenlfutp^ 
a meflage to the fenate, dcfiring their acceptance of the city hfaraa. 
AiarMtt, and fpeedy compliance with his retjutfi, to prevent 
the ncceffity be fliould be under of entering upon term* with 
fomc other date. Fraiuitj in recompence of his ferrieet* 
had affigncd hiio hit riebt to the pIkc, with liberty to dif- 
pofe of it 10 the befl advantage j but he excepted refto^ing 
it 10 FWomW; nor would that anfwer the purpofes of S/rix- 
Mt, who wanted a Urge fum of money, which ftrJinanJ 
would neither be willing oor able to advance. Perplexed 
with thii propofal, the fenate at length determined to em^ 
brace it, fearing above all thines the city (hould fall into the 
haads otSafynum, Two commiffioners were accordingly i|>< 
pointed to fettle the conditions with Strrxzi'i deputy *. Thefe T'jfVenb 
were fooa concluded* upon the republic confentinp; to eive tiansMir- 
bim thirty tboufand ducata as an equinlcnt. M*lfattdr9 Bin- f^"/' Ma- 
^EmtfTf was choCen proveditor of the city, and feiit >vilh a '^o- 
body of troops to take poiTeffioh. 

His moll Chrillian majefty fentihe cardinal of /Wrorvi- to 
Vemut to fblicit hti caufe with the fenate ; he relied much 
on the addrcfi of this venerable prelate, filvcred fx^tt wiih 
eiperienoe and wifiiom. The cardinal was received with 
titofe marks of reipcfi which were due both to his own cha- 
' fader, aod the quality of his employer : he artfully put the * 
Boft favograble conftrudioM on the conduS and policy of 
Frandt, while he threw a veil over every ioflancc of the ein> 
peroc's iffV^on for the republic: he had now an opportu- 
nity* and.was at no lofs for ai^umenls, to prejudice the fenate 
againft the alliance between England znA\YiK emperor : he re- 
coileded every inftance through the depths of hiftory, 10 de- 
preciate the charaScrs of the emperors, and to leflen theit 
ioclinatieni towards Ftmctt beginning with Otbt, and tracing 
down (heir politics to Charla: he enlarged on the cunning, 
injuft'ce, and eVen impiety of engaging a chrillian Hate in 
war with fo powerful a otonarch as Sofynum : he even re- 
minded them of the deteftable treaty in which Maximilian 
had engaged Fromt and other powers, for fharlng the fpoiU 
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of' the republic ; neither did he forget the btt iflftuice of 
Dma't double condu^, which had nearly Jnen attended 
with fatal coofequeiices H ^ 

Such reprefcnutions ai tbefe cotdd not fail of fovowriDr 
ibe views of /Vnactf i - efpccially in a feqfue already diEpofea 
to live upon the moft friendly terms with Selyman, Howem^ 
all his argutnents were countermined by otben no lefs art- 
ful on the tide of the emperor [ yet the cardinal of Ferrara 
found means to engage the pope and con&ftory to throw in 
kll tbejr influence. In confequence, upon his return to Rtmt, 
be procured Cavaicantif who was banifhcd Florma, to be fern 
10 Kouaint the feoatc of the pontiflTa partiality in fiirotir of 
ibe ernd) monarch. CavaUtatli was a man of letter*, la 
orator, polite^ afiablc, and convcrfant in bulincfi. His elo- 
quence was of the perfuafive kind, irreliftibly engaging, as he 
bad the arc ofconceaiing his real deligns: yet all he could 
«fatain of the inflexibly prudent fcnate, amounted to no more 
than a^ncerc defire, that a reconciliation between his imp^ 
rial majefty and Francis might be effedcd. Even in thb 
particular they refolved upon moderation, left their zeal 
. ' might be mifmterpreted at Cit^aminiiplt. 

BARBARO&Syl was at this time ravaging the coaftiof 
hohf with a fleet of near two hundred fail, well provided 
with provifions and ammunition. On his arrival at Regpt^ 
the capital of Cahbria, he found the city abandoned ; but 
the citadel defended by a Spanijb garrifon. Thil he attacked 
•nd took, giving their liberty totheprifoners, at the-tnfiance 
of Patini the Frtnth envoy, who accompanied the infideL 
The terror of the turkifli arms had fpread itfclf all over AWy, 
nor WM Rmtt iifelf free from apprebenfions. But Paitn lent 
• affurances, and difpcrled proclamations round the country, 
' ibat his incurfions fliould be confined wholly to tbe impernd 
dominions ■. 

BARBAROSSA, having watered at O^ia, coafted along 
Tifcanj and Gaiia, without touching, until he arrived at 
MarfiilUs, where he was magnificently entertained. Thence 
be proceeded, with the count ^Engidne-, who commanded 
Nice h- Ibe French fleet, (o lay fiege to Nia. He began with atiack- 
f'S"- ing the town, which Andrea Mtntferd, a SavejarJ^ de- 
fended with abundance of courage. The batteries had ef- 
fe^cd a breach, and Mtntfsrd fu&ained an sflault, before he 
made any propofaU to capitulate : at laH be t0(^ ocnfioo, 
while the articles of furrcnder were prepuiog, to retire with 
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the garrifim aai moft valuable etEe£la into the citai^l. With- 
out lofi of time, the enemy made their approaches ; hut 
this fbrtrefe, ftrong'hy art and nature, foiled all the ^i- s„,. 
tempts of BarierBffa and the Frituh commander. In want of '^> 
powder, and other i^ecefTaries, they were at length pureed 
to raife the flege, and reimbarlc the troops. Barbereffa paf- 
fed the winter with his fleet in the ports of Ttulm and Mar- 
feiUts i and the next year, after ravaging a fecond time the 
coafts of Italy, h« returned to Ctn^antinapU, where he died 
towards the cloie of the year one thouland five hundred aiul 
forty- ftjur ^. 

This event, and the feparation c^ the Turiifit and Frtnth 
fleels, would facilitate, it was imagined, a peace .between 
their Imperial and Chrillian majeflies. At length it was con- 
cluded, under the aufpices of the Frtnch queen, by means of 
Don Gabriel dt Guzmatt and her confeflbr. The Ftnttiiau 
were included in this treaty, as the fenate conduced itfelf 
with To QtuSt a neutrality, that neither party had caufe of 
•omplaint. A treaty was likewife fet on foot between the 
ennpcror, Firdinand, and Socman ; and for this purpofe am- 
bafUdors were lent by thofe princes to CunJlaruiaopU. An end 
was likewife put to the difputes between Ferdinand and the 
republic ; both parties agreeing to fettle diScrCnccs refped- 
ing the decree of Trent by commiflioners, and to refer the 
late difputes about Maran to the emperor, which he decided 
by ordering the fenate to pay PerdtTiand feventy-five thou- 
fand ducats as an equivalent. 

But while the peace between the Porte and thcemperot 
was in agitation, fome enemies to the Vinitsans inllnuated 
to Stfyman that the republic had given Ferdinand the above 
fum, as a fubfidy flipulated by treaty for levying forces againft . 
the inRdels : but the Venetian envoy had no fooner notice of 
thofe calumnies than he went to Selynum, and candidly laid 
open the whole tranfaflion, with which the Tari was per- 
fectly fatisfied : however, he received inftruflions from the 
fenate that he fliould, to avoid fufpicions, decline vifiting 
the minillers of the emperor and Ferdinand; yet, through 
their mediation, a truCe for one year was concluded between 
the Parte and the chriflian powers. 

An event of greater importance fell out towards the end 
of the year 1545- It was a contfovcrfy with the Parle con- 
cerning fome diitrifls in Dahnatia, which both fides chimed. 
The fangiachs of Bojjhia and Cliffa inliAed that a part of the 
territory of Zara, containing forty-nine villages, was really a 
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dependency oh the fortrefles of l>ia£ii and Leanmay helonging 
to Salyman. On this account they prohibited the tnhabjbuiii of 
this diftrid, under the fevercR penaltlei, to acknowledge the 
fovereignty of the republic, or of any other power but the 
Olhomaa. The fenate was greatly vexed at this pioceediag : 
the difirid was in icfelf valuable in refpcd to the (afcty tmi 
convenience of Zara ; befides, giving up tbeii right wcwU 
be a precedent for farther encroaduneDta. Tltey knew lk« 
Nadin and Ltutrtna bad no appendages, and that noihiaig 
- could be more infolent than the claim of the TtirHJh goNi- 
nors s but deteroriining, if poffible, to avoid compulfive taasm, 
they bad recourfc to the juflice of Seljman. Nor bad ibr^ 
realon to repent of ibis meafure : with a moderation and m- 
tegricy becoming a chriltian prinCe, thb great man onknd 
commifBoners on both fides to be appointed, infifting upB 
their determining the difpute according to equity, withtK 
regard to power. The commilGoncis met, and loon at^udgcd 
the lands in dlfpute to the Vfttftianiy with which S^/mm 
was perfe^y fatisfied '. 

FRANCISCO DONATO, DogeLXXIX 

Francifco SooN after this tranfaiSion Lande died, by which F^u 
Donato, was deprived of a prudent, moderate, and pacific pdoce, 
duM wboTe views centered in promoting the happinds, tranqni- 

LxXIX. lity, and commerce of the republic. He was fucceeded is 
hb dignity by Frandfca Donatp, whofe adminidratioB rcii 
menced with apprehenfions that the tranquilin of Iialf wouU 
again be foon dillurbed. The peace between the em p goe aod 
Fraiut was too ill founded to be lafting, and now an kUi- 
tional reafoo for purfuing their inveterate animofity occurrai 
As the premature death of the duke of Orleani railed difpuia 
concerning the dutchy of Mika^ fo Fraiuis kept po&ffioa of 
the domimons he had feized from the duke afSavej : br thit 
be hoped to oblige the emperor to reafonable terms rmdve 
to the MHane/t. Befides this, other clouds obfirured the fe- 
renity of lialy, and threatened a ftorm no lels violent than 
what this unhappy country had lately fuflained. His boUneft, 
finding all his endeavours for the aggrandizement of bu ft,- 
mity terminated in nothing, refolved at one flroke to raife hb 
ton Pieiri) Lodovico to a principality ; for this purpofe he iit- 
membered from the holy fee the dutchies of Parma and Ft^ 
cmtm^ annexed by 'JuUui the fecond to the church patriauaqr, 
and cteiflcd them into a principality for Ltdswta. The eoi- 
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peror refufed to inveft him in the right of tbofe dutchies, as 
they had formerly belonged to the Milaaefi. This contro- 
versy ninning high, his holinefs applied to the Verutiam for 
affiitance, (uiciting them to enter into a league .with hioi for > 

the lecurity of holy. The fenate offered their madi»ion, 
and thusi with the domcflic commotions in which both 
the emperor and French king were engaged at that time, 
broke thofe clouds in which was. fulbcnded the face of 
Itofy ". 

nis holinefs, perceiving the emperor deeply involved in 
diiputes with the proteftant Aates of the empire, relblved to 
proceed in another manner ; he forefaw that ' thofe contro- 
verfies would terminate in an open rupture, and, therefore, 
thought the beft method of procuring the inveffiturc of i'arma 
and PlateHtia for his fon, would be liher.-illy to aid his impe- 
rial majefly In AippreXng hcrcfy. Political, not fpintual, 
realbns ihoved htm againtl the proteftants ; and while ht 
feemed to adt as the head of the church, he was in fa£t 
playing the part of father to his own family. No fooner 
Were the VenetuBU acquainted with his intentions, than they 
l^^xMired to divert them. The difcerning fenate forefaw the 
ruin of Italy in making the emperor too powerful, by the op- 
preffion of the proteflant interefl: in Gertnany ; but their en- 
deavours were inef{c£tua] ; the pope was blinded with ambi- 
tion, and they were forced not only to confent, but in fomc 
meafiirc to affift bis intentions of fuccouring the emperor, 
by allowing a Iree paOage to his troops. The protellant 
princes fent an ambafly to Vmitty to rcqueft that a paflage 
■night be denied the pope's forces : they reprefenied the con- 
fetiuences to Eurept in general of permitting the houfe of 
'/i^iEi to attain fuch a pitch of grandeur, by overthrowing 
ibe liberties of the empire. Their ambafladors were well re- 
ceived, but they could obtain nothing, the fenate dreading 
the tcfentment of his holinefs and the emperor '. Soon after 
shother ambafly arri^ from the duke of Saxei^ and land- 
pave of He^, to procure the loan of a fum of money ; but 
they alfo were difmiiled with fmooth anfwcis and obliging 
denials. 

Although the fenate could not deny the pope's troops 
a paflage tbaugh their dominions, nor prevail on bis holi- 
>wfs to lay alide his intentions, ibey exprefled their uneali- 
"^ at feeing Itafy filled with military preparations in the 
■nidfi of profound peace. To difpet their apprebenfioiis, the, 
PUitifF laid open to the Venetian envoy the whole fchemc of Itis 
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politics and de%ns, with which the fcnate was quieted ani 
their fean calmed. In this manner did the Ytnttiwis con- 
duct themrelves, enjoying peace amidft (he tumaltt of wn 
in Gerrfumy, Itnfy, and France, to tht dofe of the year 1552, 
when the doge died, in the feventh year of his adnuniftra- 
tion. He was pious, munificent, and juA, and of a diCpo- 
fition exadly fuitcd to the particular circumftancts of the 
ftate during his government.

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almoll as fbon as concluded. The truce was propounded by 
the Sfantjh miniftiy, under the pretext of gaining time to 
fettle the preltoiinaries for a folid peace ; but the French ad- 
miniArktion foon dlfcovered this to be only a veil thrown 
over the moft treacherous meafures ; to give the, dake d'Jlva 
time to raife a force fufficient to drive the French out oi Pied- 
ment, and even to attack them in Provence ■. 

VENIERl and the fenate had taken the wifeft and moft 
circumrpcdi meafures which the fituaiion of Eurefi would 
permit. Both the ptefent doge and his predeceflbrs had ever 
preferred peace to war, and never entered upon the latter but 
with a view to repel injuries, protect liberty and trade, and 
preferve the political poi(e of Chri/lendom. In the midft of 
this prudent adminilliation, the fage l^enieri was taken off by 
death, after governing the republic with the applaufe of afl 
men for the fhortfpace of two years. 

LORENZO P RIU LI, Doge LXXXll. 

Upon his death the great council met for the eteSion of Lorenzo 
a fucceflbr, when, by the unanimous- voice, Lorer.xa 'PriuH Priuli, 
was appointed doge ^. To which bis wifdom and experience, '''f 
bis accomplJAimeDts as a ftatefrn^n and a gentleman gave LXXXll. 
him a juA title. In the beginning of his adminiftraiion ^^ plagacaiul 
pbgue reigned with violence for fome time at ^ir/uf/j buty^^„ ,-, 
was at length ftopt by the change of feafons, and the vt- Venice, 
^ance of PielroMaJit, at that tifne magiftratc ia 5fl«/M. 
The plague was fuccceded by a dearth of all kinds of provi- 
fioDS, the inhidMUnts of the continent avoiding the markets 
<i(feniee on account of the peftilence. The city was brought 
.exceeding low before meanS' could be found to remedy [tie 
evil : but the prudence of the doge and fenate at length fur- 
mounted all difficulties, and once mere introduced health, 
peace, and quiet among the citizens of i^enke. 

In the mean time the war was going on between the crowna 
of France and Spain, the truce being but of (hort dutatiun. 
Upon the duke kjfive^i march into the pope's territories, btitli 
hii holine6 and the Fraub king fent plenipotentiaries to F*~ 
"*«, who reprefenred to the fenate that his moft Chriftian 
^}^&y and the pope, clofely united by intereft and inclina- 
^ij as they were to the fenate, (ought in that delicate and 
dangerous conjunflure reciprocal marks of good-will from 
'he republic, far die defence of libcrtj' and the fecurity of 
It^h' They had, for this reafon, been fent with full powers 
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to concert with tlie Tenate the mofl advi&able meifiini Ici 
inuntuning the independance of their reveril Bates, vi 
chcclctng the haughty and aoibituxn views of tbc hmfe d 
jujiria, whidi they flattered thcmfelvea would DKevithm 
(Aftruflion from fo wife an affcmbly, as the ntcttiy was 
felf-evident. The whole world knew the glorious inipne- 
rous ciForts made by their anceflors for the defence of Uxrty 
and expijlfion of tyranny : thofc noble aflions wouU w 
fufTcrthem to entertain a doubt concerning the wildoiiii dx 
m^nanimiry of a flate founded on the principles of fredoo; 
they would not certainly now fubmit to the ftrvitude ^ey y 
So long and bravely refifted : they would not furely (unm- 
der the IJbenies purchafcd with the wealth and bloo) of 4tii 
pitizens. They faw with pleafurc the augmentation oTiIk 
republic's naval and military power, as the motivo, ibfj 
doubted not, were generouj, fince the meafurcs of llie t- 
n ate could not fail of being prudent: they reprefcntti li* 
advantages that muft refult from an union with bb boiiMi 
and molt Chrifl^ian majefty, as they would be in a con^n* 
to cover that part of their frontier moft otpofed to the ^ 
V'Jh troops ana the duke etAha. The French kii^ had p"" 
orders to the duVc HiGuift to advance with a bod^ trfw 
twenty thoufand men towards /to/)', at the requifitioa of l« 
holinefs, and for the defence of /(u^. Thjs was a dm*! 
nieafure, which the wifdom of the fenale muft approve, s ^■ 
cent tranfafljons muH have convinced men that the in* ^ 
lemn treaties were too weak a barrier a^inft tbeambiliaio 
the declared enemy of public liberty: an union betwMUl* 
republic, the pope, and his moftChriflian tnajeftr wwM*- 
"cure their mutual defence, check the ambition of PbiUfi *'^- 
produce tranquility in Europe, as well asliafy in partt^ 
The ambafl'adors therefore befought the fenate to confe 
that if cither the pope or king Oiould once be opprtffet """_ 
difficult then would be the prefervation of the dominiowS 
the republic. His majefly's long affection for the rtp*"' 
and the ^neral tenor of his conduA were fufBcient pw^ 
they affirmed, of his fidelity to /^(/»», his engagemenUi ■• 
charafler. 

To this the doge anfwenid, with a pnidence lieo)i»it 
the father of the ftate, and the head -of that wife sfltmHr' 
be faid, that the friendfhip which bad fo lorg (tibfiW I*' 
tween his moftChriflian majefly and the republic, Imfp"" 
himfelf, the fenaie, and every Ventiian the bi|heft fitislw'* 
It was a point of too much confequence for the rtjwl'll'^'' 
fiegle£l I nor fhould her utmoft endeavours towanfec"'"''"' 
jitg and lendeiing perpetual the amity of fo itipc^ ' 
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prince snd nation, as well as of To mild and good a father of 
tbe church be wanting '. 

NoTwiTHSTANDiNo thcfc pTokfQons, he declined enter- 
ing into any engagements whidi could poHtbly offend Spain, 
or engage the republic in a war : on the contrary, the doge 
and fenace left no means untried to mediate an agcecmcnt be- 
tween the pope and P<6i/i^, which they appiehended would 
be laying the foundation of a more general pacificition. Their 
moderation was attended with faccefs, the prudence ofMaret 
jfntanio de FrarKhtfcis, fecretary to the council of ten, fent to 
liMttu upon this bufinels, having a<^alty jcconciled them to 
their mutual fatisfadion 4. 

This year an ambally was fent to Salpnan to confirm the 
peace between the Ptrie and the republic, which was granted 
without any diiiiculty, the Grand Seignior being at ihat time 
perplexed with the civil war among his children. The fe- 
nate alfo fent an ambaflador to the court of France, at who& 
iaterccfljon, joined to the mediation of the pope and Tome 
other powers, peace with Spain wai concluded. Uuring 
the relidence of this ambafliidor it was that the French mo- 
narch died of a hurt in the eye, which he received at a tour- 
nament. With regard to ihe republic, all was peace and 
tranquility, until the following yeiir, when her trade was in- PJratttim- 
fefted by afwarm of pirates who bloclced up all the ports/5*'^ 
of the Adriatic. They made incurfions into Ijiria and Dal- "^fi' *f, 
ftunia, cutting away the (hipping out of the harboun, defoiat- Dalmnia, 
ing the country, and defpoiling the cities. Upon this no- 
tice, Mattto Beniba, a brave and experienced olTicer, at that 
time admiral of the gulph, failed ag a inft them with a fqua- 
dron of twelve gallics : he purfued, and every where fo vigu- 
roufly attacked thofe pirates, that, unable to keep the fcas, 
they fled to the port of Durmze, where the inhabitants had 
taken arms for their affiftancc. Thither Bembo purfued them, 
and, incenled at the condu^ of the town, he battered the waits, 
without regard to the peace fubfifting with Solyman ; an ac- 
tion for which he was baniflied his country, inOead of being 
rewarded: lb far had pacific views and meafures prevailed, 
^at peace with Sthpuan was prefetred to the honour of the 
Kpublic. Had itot the brave £/«^- found means toefcape, 
it a probable fai$ life would bavp been the facrilicc of his 
country's timidity \ 

Soon after this Lor.nzo Priuli died, much lamented by . 
tbe people for the moderation of his public, and affability of 
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bh private condud; but above all hit death «ni i 
by the literati of his times. His munificence, taft^ aixl ge— 
nerofity, conllitueed this prince the Mtcmnai of the ^e, and 
the real' patron of meiit. He was fuccccded by hii broCber 
firattime Prialif a man of an engaging converfation, long 
experience in public bufinefs, and a dignity of carri^ and 
condu^ becoming the elevated Aa[ion to which he wat raifcd 
by confent of his country '. 

JERONIMO PRIULI, Doge LXXXIH. 
Toronimo' Soon zher Jerommo's promotion an event happened whitii 
Priuli, >t was feared would diOurb the public tranquility : ic ms 
tlsgc the death of P.7tt/ the fourth, who was furcceded by the caidi* 

\XXK^\l nal de Medicii, by the name of Pius the filth. This haughty, 
cruel, and vindidlive prelate fo far profecuted hia refentmemi 
' againft the cardinals 5^0*" and Cjiflf/wCrTTfl^, and the couk 
Manierio, as to fuflei them to pcrilh in dungeons, under pre- 
tence of their having perfuaded their uncle, ihe late pontiff, 
to fhe ruin of the ecclefiafilcal Hate, tnr the perpetual wan 
111 which he was engaged. This prelate, in altering his 
condition changed his very natutc ; yet, contrary to the pab- 
lic opinion, the new fuccelfion of popes wrought no imiiK- 
diatC' alteration in the general flate of affairs in //a^. To 
the ^rnrtidni he was welTdirpofed, having received their mnt^ 
bal!y of congratulation with the Hron^eft afiiirances of frimd- 
fllip and refpeil for the republic. Soon after his acceffioa to 
the holy fee, he fummoned the council at Trenii^flt which at- 
tended the Venetian commiflioners. To this office the repub- 
lic appointed i<ruolo di Ponti and Mattee DanMa, men of ex- 
traordinary abilities and great reputation for knowledge : 
they were attended by Anionio Malltdana, who acquired great 
reputation on this occafion, for the fmoothnels of his elo- 
quence, the force of his arguments, and quicluiefsof his pe- 
netration. A numerous body of the fuperior clci^ from the 
Venetian dominions likewife atTembled at Trente; but the orAf 
remarkable tranfaftion of this year was the expedition i^ Cm- 
nalh againfl the pirates. He was Tent by the fenate with fbur 
gallies to fcour the Adriatic ; and he conduced his affairs whb 
fuch courage and ability, that in the fpace of a month he 
drove thofe enemiee to peace and commerce out of the ocean 
into their places of fecurity, after having taken a great nam.

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Prom Ais time und! the year 1565 nothinf; oieaiorable 
occurred. Upon Stiim's acceffian to the Turkijh throne, the 
Venetians fent MoTtni Cahalla to compiimcnt him in the name 
of the fenate : his inflruAions were to procure a conlirmation 
of the peace made with Solyman. CabaUo delivered his cre- 
dentials ; but found it a matter of the utmoft dIfScuity to pro- 
cure an andicncc of the emperor. At laft, by the force of 
gold, he furmounted every obllru£lion, and obtained a moft 
fotcmn renewal of the treaty : however, this appearance of 
tranquility was of no long duration, ihe ambition, or evil 
couDfellors about Stlim not permitting him to follow meafuret 
fo.falutary to the empire. 

PREVIOUS to the war with Silim, the fenate had a third (JV <u)iii 
time fitted out a fleet againfl the pirates, whofc infolence thtfirai*i. 
was now encreafed by the tbirll of levcnge. To cruOi them 
at one blow forty gallies were equipped, the command of 
which was given to Htrmolao Tepuk. During the prepara- 
tion of this fleet, the pirates committed the moft barbarous 
cruelties on the Venetian fliipping and coafls of Dalmatian de- 
ftroying men, women, and children, without remorfe, and 
defolating the country with fire and fword. The fquadroa 
was no fooner in readineg than Tipuls failed ; and fo vigi- 
lantly did he execute his trult, that in the fpace of a few 
weeks' not a pirate was to be feen ; the fmalleft velTel laden 
with gold might fecurely rove through the Adriatic ", Be- 
fore the return of this fleet to Vemci the doge died, after 
iiaving held the reins of government, with great Hcadinelst 
for the fpace of eight years and eleven months. Having 
been honourably and publicly interred in the vault of hb an- 
ceflors, the council Maggiari proceeded to the choice of a 
fucceilbr ". 

PJETRO LORETJNO, DogtiLXXXlV.. 
The unanimous voice fell upon Pietre Leretana, whole PietroLo- 
capacity, courage, and experience, greatly raifed rhe public reiana, 
hopes that his adminiftration would be equally wife and for- ^' 
tunate : however, the beginning of hia government was at* LXXXIV 
fended with fome unfortunate circumftances owing, irtdeed, 
to unavoidable accidents. The arfenal was burnt to alhei 
by the carelcflhcfs of one of the foldicra upon guard, by 
which the republic fuftained a pmdigious Ia& of ftores ana 
ammunition. Another unfortunate circumftance was a great . 
fcarcity which prevailed in the city, in defpite of all the en- 
(Icavours of the doge and fenate. Numbers of the poor dropt 
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down AiWj In the flrects, 'inlbtnuch that at bft 1 deem A 
the fenate pajTed for opening the public granaiiei, kepc IJeli 
for the maintenance of the Tea and land fotcei. B7 (his 
means the republic was deprived of the ability (J t^luipping 
a Sect, from which it is imagined Srliia formed theCr&K- 
^ folution to attcropt the conquell of i^^i-Bj .■ he hadjindttij, 
*™'''^ in his father's lift^-time, exprcflcd a great defire of aonniDg 
«£ffitni (jjis iSand to the Othaman empire. Its contiguity to Cfn- 
gumia, a province of the Tiiriijh dominions j iu ftnititT; 
its fine fituation ; its wealth and abundance in every necefliry 
of life; the richne<s of its wines, of which StUm, tbw^i 
Turi, was a great admirer; together with numberUb who 
advantages, Itrengthened his hopes, that be might onedij 
obtain fo confiderable an acquifition. To thele reafoosane 
fuperadded others : the chriftian pirates, who inreOed ik 
fliores of Syria, and all the Turiijh coaHs with pcipetinl Id- 
curlions, found in Cyprus a fure afylum. The inhabiDMof 
this ifland diAurbed the Turi/^ commerce, and above ill dw 
pilgrimages of their devotees to Meua and the tombofift- 
itmet. It was, belides, a maxim of the Turki/h policy ik 
a prince fliould, upon his accefEon, endeavour to extend ibe 
limits of his empire, and propagate the religion ofhisaDceflor. 
The mufti artfully Jnfinuated this lad argument : wba 
StUm had carried him with him to Adi iantple to fee a ina|nifi- 
cent mofque he was building, he told the emperor thit ii 
was neither lawful or cuftomar}- toered fuch foundation oni 
of the revenues nf the empire ; but that it was alwapdoK 
by afligning for that purpofe fuch lands as had been cni- 
querrd by arms: that to this end no province could flw^ 
more commodioufly than Cyprus, as the pollelXon of tlus 
iHand would equally conduce to the happinefs of \i&\i^\ 
the utility and flrength of the empire, and the purpofes ofR. 
ligion. Selim regarded this admonition as fent from htam ; 
it perfefily coincided wtih his own views, and to profecu tell be 
telblved to break through the moft folcmn engagement) w- 
tered into by his father, and formally ratified by hicn^I'- 
Mahamiti the grand viz.ier, 2 fecret friend to the rrpuUic. 
laboured to divert his intentions : he rcprefented the adw- 
fages ariling from a good correfpondcnce with the VtntliiK. 
who were the chief traders to his ports : they, he faid, ougtii 
to be the lall people with whom a politic Otheman piinn 
would quarrel, whether his views were glory, empire, or ihj 
propagation of religion. To aflift the Moors o( Granada, aw 
check the pride and ambition of the houfe of Jujiria, li«w 
became his greatneJs, and fuited the politics and itligiciK' 
the empire. He entreated him, therefore, to enibnrt ^ 
happy. occafioR joiTered by providence, of piotcflirg the irli- 
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gion of Mahtmet^ of molefting the enemies of Mulliilmam, 
and opening a path to glory and dominion. 

Thb arguments of the vizier were found and unanfwer- 
^le ; but they neither correfponded with the opinion of St- 
lim^ or of his three great favourites the mufti, Mujiapha baChaw 
of Damtfiui, andPj'e/i, his foo-in-!aw. The two laft were 
the declared enemies of the vizier ; they envied his gran- 
deur, and croITed allhis meafures. In the prefent cafe their 
counfel fell in with the humaur of Stlim ; they therefore 
purfued it eagerly, hoping thereby to difgrace the honeft and 
wife Mahanul, and procure to ihemfelves the chief conduct 
of (he war. They oppofed to the advice of the loyal ftatcf- 
nun, that the Vtnetians were weak, their arfcnal being de- 
flroyed ; that the councils of chridian piincn were divided, 
and their afliftance precarious ; that Cyprus, on account of 
- its diRance from the republic, would be eafily conquered ; 
and when acquired, would be a valuable jewel in the impe- 
rial diadem '. , 

Thbir endeavours were effectual, Mahmtt became M-, 
peficd, he funk in Sf/im'seftecm, while the others role pro- 
portionably to the hiehcll favours. To their influence was 
added that of "Tf^" Mich'is, a yrwijh renegade, in high edecm 
with SeUm. This man had Jo artfully tnfinuated himfelf into 
the emperor's favoui*, that nothing was denied him : he urged 
thcatiaclE uponCjifrKi fo warmly, that it abfolutely deter- 
mined Siltin ; but fo far did the renegado attend to his own - 
intereH, as to t^tain a promife from the emperor of the io- 
vefliture pf the illand ; and fo full was he of the idea of ma- 
jelly, tha he had Handards and other regalia prepared, with 
this infcrtption, " Jofepb, king of Cyprui," for he had altered 
his name with his religion. 

MAHOMET, the grand vizier, perceiving the current of 
the imperial councils, as well as Seiim's own inclination, run- 
ning impetuoufly againll him, thought that longer to perfift 
in his opinion would endanger his life, without either 
lerving his mafter or the republic : he therefore advifed 
Anttttit Barbart, the f^enelian conful and rcTident, to lay the 
ftate of aSairs before the fenate, and endeavour to prevail 
with them to tamper with a power too flrong for oppofition, 
and to avert the impending ftorm by fuch concelBons as they j^_ 0_ 
could make conftftently with the honour and fecurity of the .1^70.' 
ftate : he procured fccretly one of the conful's houfliold to be 
difpatched with proper intelligence to the fenate. 

When thw news was laid before the fenate, they were 

fired with refentmeni, and in the heat of paflion determined 
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to endAre every extremity rather thaa make (ubmiffion to 
lb perfidious an enemy ; but the qpinion of the moft pen- 
dent was, that, as nothing was to be attempted ralhijr,, ihtf 
flioujd in the mean time Itrive to avert the blow. Tbcy laid 
an affair of fuch moment was not to be weighed by ihc na- 
ture of the injury, and the grofTnefs of the infult, but by tbcii 
own power. Thejr, therefore, advifed to try the efic& of 
gold upon an adminifl ration ever corrupt and avaricious. Thii 
was an expedient they had alvi'ays found more eftei^ual diaa 
die bell concerted and vigoroully executed plan of ffailike 
operations. At the fame time a fleet was equipped, and 
thirty-one gallies, with all the young nobility of Vniu on 
board, flationed in the gulph, of which Marca ^iriiu ns 
at that time admiral, and yiacomo Celjl provedjtor. 

During tbefe preparations advice came that rheirA^ 
ping was flopped in the Turkljh ports, and the utmoft diligence 
yfed for profecuting the war. Immediately orders were iflitrf 
for ^iriae to fail to Csndia, and with all expedition to fit 
the fleet of that ifland in a proper condition. A boJyoF 
troops was embarked for Cyprus, and orders fcnt to the go- 
vernore of the feveral ports, to put them in a ftateof deiena, 
and carefully to watch the fecurity of the ifland. Nor wnt 
the other dominions of the republic negle£led ; their gam- 
fons were augmented, fortifications repaired, and magaiiM 
of provifion and ammunition formed. An addition ofeigbij 
gallies was likewife made to the navy; FrarKifcoDiaif^ 
appointed admiral, and a captain to each Ihip chofen isBCOg 
perfons of the highefl quality and grealefl experience is ib« 
city. Paruia faya, that Jacommn Zim was made high admiol 
and commander in chief of all the Venetian fleet i but llwt 
each divifion had a fubordinate commander ^, 

Before Selim attempted any thing by force, he reWtw 

to try the efFefls of itraCagem. This feemed the Icaftdan^ 

rous method of efFefling his purpofe, on account of thepn- 

vate divifions and perpetual diflentions among the iflaM^ 

For the execution of this defign, one Diafiriaeut, a nafi** 

of Cyprus, now at the court c? Sdim, appeared a fit in^* 

ment : he was fubile, infinuaiing, and a knave, whopiwi' 

tu ted honour, virtue, and religion to his ioteteft. ^^ ''Ti 

Auirffi- WM conliderable among the inhabitants ; and fo artfully did 

racy dif- bc conceal the bafcft purpofes, that his character might he- 

m/ereJin ver havc Come to light but from this circumflancc. In«*' 

Cyprus, fcquence, Diafmacus accepted the bufmefs for a cemio '^ 

ward i and to accomplifh it, returned to the iiland, vriiete w 
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Was nvell received. After be had made condienHejmgnfst 
the whole plot was difcovcred by meam of an intercepted 
letter, upon which He was feized, confronted with his own 
hand-wyiting, put to the torture until he confefTcd his ac- 
complices, who wve appiehended, and put to immediate 
-<leath. with the original contriver of the villBiny '. 

SELIM, thus difappoimed, determined to cfFcd hJs pur- ~ 
pole by force { and the Vtrutians were no lets diligent to fru- 
ftrate hit deligns. Eugemia Singlitica, a nobleman of Cyprus^ 
and lieutenant' general in the Ptmiian fervice, oJlered himfclf 
<o command the troops in Cyprui. Ijis propofals were ac- 
-cepted, and he was fcnt thither with a thoufand addition^ 
forces, yeranimo Martinenga, captain of the men at arms, 
.made an overture to raife, at bis own cxpence, a body of 
two thoufand foot, of which the fenate greatly approving, 
he fet immediately to work, and, in the fpace of a flew 
days, completed his levy, and conducted them to Venicf to 
embark for Cyprus. The next fiep was to implore the alfif- 
cance of all the chrtftian potentates bji the amba/Tadors re- 
fidtng at the different courta. The expefUdons of the f^e- 
nttians from this meafure were but fmall ; however, they 
imagined that neglcding it might be attributed to pride, 
conceit, and Iclf-fuificiency. As the confequcnces of war are 
uncertain, the lenate was willing to anticipate all theblame 
wbicb might be laid upon their prefum prion, fhould the event 
jMTove unfortunate. They firft blicited the pope fbi hit own 
fiuticular affiSance, as well as his influence with the chriitian 
powers. MicheUServiana, theyentlian refidcnt at Renu, in- 
treated his htdlAefi to take a fiitherly care of the republic in 
fe imminent a danger : he fet before them the examples of his 
f>iedeceflbis upon fuch occalions ; he reminded faim of the 
ivp<ri>lic's ftrvicct to the holy fee, for the prefervation of 
which Ihe had often cxpofcd her own fafety ; and he con- 
cluded with the maniien danger which threatened other 
cbriltian princes, fhould the Vttitsian commonwealth, the 
Iwlwarkof fsre^f. be deftroycd. The pope teemed greatly 
moved by the ambafladorS oration ; but he lamented be 
inability, and made ufe«f the fame pretexts to avoid eoter- 
-ing into the quarrel of the Vantianiy which they, for a fcrict 
■ofyeat^, had urged to other princes u^o fol id ted their allt- 
WK«. The affair, however, was propofed and approved in 
4)ie confiftory, although no other confcqucnce tcfulted than 
leave to levy upon the clergy the fum of one huniltcd 
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thoufand ducats towards Aipporting the cxpenceof die wir*. 
But though his holinels was unwilling to engage fingly in aa 
aljiance with the Foulidns, he took uptin him to mediate a 
confederxcy between himfeir, the fenate, and Pbilif the fe- 
cond of Spain. 
Jnaahaf ^^^**. '•'"c Cuhaih, ambaflador from Selim, arrived in Vt- 
JkJ^eemts "*"' ^'''* minifter had been djfpacched in confcquence of 
VAanSelim ■'^'^'"'^'^ vizier's remonflrances to the Grand Sdg;nior, tb« 
ta Venice. ^' woul<l fu'ly 'he glory of his reign fuddenly to attack a na- 
tion with whom he had lately entered into rolcmn cngage- 
mentE, without hrA ac<iuainting them with hit grievznca^ 
and demanding redrefs. One happy confccjuencc icfiilted 
from Mobamit'% proportion ; for by it ihe Vtnetiam had meat 
time for preparing againft the efforts of fo potent an enemy, 
a fufpenlion of arms having been granted until the return of 
the ambiflador. Upon his arrival orders were JfTued by At 
fcnate, that before the day of audience no Vtnetian fhouM vifil 
or convcrfe with Cuhath : his in(lru£lions were well knowi^ 
and an anfwer rcfolved upon ; to prevent, therefcH^, ill da- 
moun from the apprehcnlions of the pcopi; this decree wb 
pafTed. When the day of audience arrived, he was imrodoced 
into the fenate, when, after paying his compliments to the 
- doge, he began with fetting forth Silim'i aSe^on for the 
republic, as appeared by his fo readily granting a codfiriBft- 
tion of the treaty with his father ; but, fays he, his kindoeA 
has been requited with ingratitude ; his friendly <^ces hate 
been returned with injuries and infults \ his commerce mA 
ports have been infetied by piiaies, who are [HxiteSed by d 
fubjefls of the republic ; he has complained to the ^ '' 
ambaflador at his court, but no redrefs could be p 
Unable longer to endure afironts, intolerable to To g, 
monarch, he demands, as the only equivalent or compesfr- 
tion of tlic injuAice done to his fubje£b, and likcwife to pre- 
vent future evils, that Cyprus, formerly belonging to the em- 
pire of the Mamolucis, to which he has fucceedcd, (hall be 
ceded to him. The ambaflador then proceeded to advife the 
fenate, with a friendly watmth, to avert the indignation of 
fo potent a prince, by conceflions trifling in proportioa to 
the danger to which a denial would cxpofe the republic tcB- 
ing them at the fame time, that if they obftinately refuM 
him this juflice, he would not only take from them the iHaad 
of Cyprus, by force of arms, but perfecute the republic wilh 
aU tbeanimofityof an injured and powerful moiurdi ^ 
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To this the fenate anfwered in the tefou they had con< 
certed, by taking God and their confciences to witneg, that 
they religiouny adhesed to the treaty with Stlim : as to the 
ref^ that they were determined to luficr all the bardlhipsof 
a cruel war, rathei than fubmit to terms To injurioiis to the 
majefty of the republic. Cyprui, they aJTerted, did not be- 
long to the J^amaliicis, nor was it ever fubjcift to tlie Grand 
Seignior: ihc promiled tribuie had been always paid; as 
to the other allegations they were Talfe, and contrived by 
tbofe who fought unjull occafions of a war. Xt was not, 
they laid, in the power of princes to prevent miireprefenla- 
lions of fafls; but it was their duty to punifli the authorsof 
them when the falfhood was difcovered. As they would not 
deny but fome pirates, after committing depredations upon the 
coaJts of the Othaimn empire, had lurked in fecret places in 
the ifland of Cyprut, fo the Tarki could not but acknowledge 
ihe fenate's having ^ligoroufly punifhed them whenever they 
fcU into their bands. Upon the whole, they tnifted to the 
juftice of their caufc (hat if they were attacked they would 
De able to defend themfelves, and that God would not fail to • 
avenge himlelf on the authors of fucb calamities as mull: 
refult. 

With this anfwcr the ambaflkdor was difmilled, who took 
care to have the beft information relative to the deHru^tion 
of the arfenal, the fcarciiy of provilions, and evci^ other par- 
ticular of which it concerned StUm to be apprifed, before 
his departure. 

All this while the pope's legate in Spain was labouring to ^i^ ^^. 
draw Pbilip into a league againft the Turhy to which he ap- i-J/^' 
peared by no means averfe. Ledovica dt Tarrtiy clerk of the Spain a- - 
confiftory, was fent thither to haflcn affairs, as Phxltf had put dea'vours 
it. oiF until his return to Sevilli, where he propofed to afTem- Hefiablilh 
bletbc ftates of the diiFerent kingdoms. DtTerrts, on hisor^^^ 
arrival, reprefentcd the urgency of afFairs j that they would racy bt. 
admit of no delay 1 and that the only method to fave f^enict, t'wttn 
and fccure Chri/ltadom, would be to fend immediate fuccours. ^liil'p./i* 
So diligently did he apply himfelf, that the king ifliied an or- P'P*> *»/ 
der for his own gallics, with the auxiliaries in his pay, '""ene- 
amounting to fixiy-five fail, to repair direflly to S'ldlyt under "*"'• 
the conduct of GiKianni Andrea Deria, and there to wait the 
pope's commands concerning the time and manner of join- 
ing the Vinetians. Torrei likewife obtained leave for the f'e- 
Keliani to viflual their fquadrons in the ports of Shi fy ani 
NapUs ; but as to tile league, Philip anfwered, that it required 
deliberation. The application of Tarrti was fupportcd by 
th^ ulmoii diligence on the fide of the tcpublic, who dil'- 
paiched 
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patched Qihallo to the court of Spain, to forward and lecend 
the propofals of bis holinefs. Caballo acquitted himi^lF witb 
great addrefs, having been chiefly inflrumental in procuring 
the terms we have mentioned, and after the depamtre of 
Torres keeping Phi/ip ftcady in his firft rcfoluiron *. 

When all was concluded that could poffibly be obtatoed 
■for the prefent, Torres fet out for Portu«al, where StkaJSat 
at that time reigned : here be made the fame applkaiiont 
aB at the former court, but With lefs fuccefs. At the iatne 
time the emperor was folicited to join in the league, by Gh- 
vanm Michatli, the Venet'ion minifter at Vioma : he vfed 
every argument to induce his imperial maje(fy to break with 
StSm ; but he found him fixed in his refoluiion to wait Ae 
event of the councils cf Spain, Poland, and Afafiavj. Nor 
werethcambafl'adorsof the republic more fuccefsful in Frana, 
the miniftry profeffirg the uimofl regard for the Venetians, \m 
declining alt overtures of a league : however, that no Rieau 
of fafety might be negleiled, Fictnzo Alijptnire was lent to 
Perfta, to endeavour to ftir up the fophi z^w&StUm: upaa 
his arrival he entered upon negotiations with fultanCdjvbr, 
the king's third fon, who readily afTented to the propobb 
made hy jtU^mdra ; but his zeal was fruftrated by the [Aleg- 
matic difpohtion and wary flownefs of the prime nitnifler, 
who difliiaded the fuphi to take arms before the Turk wn 
weakened by the chriftian forces *. 

SucM were the pl-epara lions, rcfolutlons, and n^otii- 
tions of the republic at this important Jun^re. Nor WM 
&/i>n idle; new (hips were launched in his docks, a prodi- 
gious number of cannon cafl, magazines of powder, flc»iei, 
and provifions erefled, and in fliort, every thing bore tbc 
appearance of profecuting the war with the utmoft vigour oa 
both fides. The Veneliant even put lands to fale, to ratft 
money for the exigencies of flate ; loans were accepted upon 
high intereft; the procurators of S\.MarPs church aug- 
mented, and a fine taken j young gentlemen were permitted 
to enter into the great council before the time appointed by 
law, on their depolitino; a certain fum for the public ufe; 
and feveral other expedients were ufed to replerufli the ex- 
haufled treafury '. 

During thefe preparations, Philip refolved to erobnce 
the propofed league, and accordingly fern his amballadn ts 
Rofiu to conclude it upon the fame terms as the laR confe- 
deracy againft (he Turks between CharUi the 6fth, Pml the 
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third, and tbe rqniblic. But the Ftaaimit rcn)eaJ>e[lpg tKe 
inomvenieiicies wjiich enliied from beft»wing the lufnma 
ccnusuid on Doriii, inTiftcd that each diviGon Qiould be com- 
manded by its own admiral, to prevent the whole fleet's be- 
ing renlered ufeleft by the caprice or treachery of an indivi- 
diu]. ' They prapofed that all affairs fliould be deliberated ia 
a council of war, compofed of the three admirals, and all ' 
leTolutions tajten in confequence of a majority : that the con- 
dud of the whole fliould devolve by turm upon the admtralt. 
This sSair being waimly debated, the point was carried \y 
tb/s Faittiant- 

The next topic -was the <|uotas to be allotted to eacjl 
party : upon this the Vtnttiam were equally obftinate, refolv- 
ing to wiihftand alqcie all the power of (he enemy rather 
than engage in a league where they were to fupport the lyhole 
expence, for his holinefs had hitherto declined fending a 
fleet : at length, he agreed to arm twelve gallies, under tbe 
conduA of Anienia Colonna, Thus a league was .concluded Trfii^ if. 
between thofe three powers, in which Spatn and the republic iwmt 
were to exert all their naval fbrce : it was figned fay his ho' Spaio, tht 
linefs in perfon, by the fW'ifin ambaJTador, and by the car- /^'""rf 
i\na\s Pathia and GranwUe, to whom Philp had remitted 'r"** 
full powers. After this, repairing toSt. /'rfw-'s church, on"*"*' 
the eleventh day of Junt^ the pope gave Cele/taa the facred 
llandard, wi;h which he immediately proceeded to Jnana to 
get the gallics in readineis '. 

Mean time 'PiiiaSi, having refitted and vidualled his fleet 
in Nigropent, repaired direfl^ to Rhedit, joining Mujlapha 
and Ha!i in his courfe thither ; while UluzsutH, with a' fepa- 
/ate divifion of the fleet, was lent to make continual defcenta 
on the coafis of Sicily and Italy. Uiuzzali was by birth iCa- 
ia/irian : in bis youth he had !ieen taken and cnllaved ; but, 
renouncing C h rill i anil)', bis abilities foon recommended him 
to favour, aiul raifed him to the higbell oSices. 

The Venetian fleet lay at Zara, expeding to be joined b/ 
the confederates, where they loft many oceafions of annoying 
the enen^ : whereas the Turis, fpending only three days M 
Rhode! in preparations, failed to Finica, a city in Caramgniat 
oppofite to Cyprui ; here they met widi tbe troops intended 
Ibrihe expedition, and immediately began the embarkation. 

While the enemy were thus employed, the Venetians in 
vain expefling ;he arrival of the Spantjb fleet, fuffered ex- 
tremely by a contagious .diJleoiper, which fwcpt tbeoi off in 
heaps. The admiral, finding that a change elT air was Deccf- 
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faiy to flop the progrefs of the difeire, fteered hit a/A 
for Cartdia, by order ^ the fenate, taking in a jaabnaors 
of rowers at Zanti, Cefalonia, and Ceriga, and mafcii^aftuh 
left attempt upon the caftlc di Aiargariti. 

SEBASTUNI FEN/ERIvns more happy in luttxpedV 
tion againft the citadel of Soppstt in Albania, which, if» i 
ftout relillancc, he took and gariifoned. AStrw Anrm 
Jikewife gained rome i neon fid er able advantages in the Mm, 
which ferved no other purpofc than to animate die tmp. 
At length, Cdama fct fail, and joined Don J«hn ofh^n, 
with the Spani/b fleet, at Oirantt ; about which aac it 
doge died.

The firft .inconvenience which refulted from Daib'i 
omitting to attack the Turii on their landing, wai tbeliA- 
miffion of Lufara to Muftapha. This fort, Jefpaiiing of k- 
couts, capitulated, and promifed an intire obedience, pronM 
the lives and properties of the garrlfon were fecured, wW 
Muftapha granting, a Turki/h garrifon was received into ^ 
fcaftlc. This example was followed by the nei^hbcnni^ 
places, to prevent which, DatidoU detached C^far ifm 
with a body of five hundred men, to lay wafle thecouonyi 
and, by the feverity of the punilhment, to terrify the iR- 
habitants into their du^. 

. In the mean time, P'uuiUs reduced Ceriiui, a fei-poR d 
Caramania, extremely convenient for tranfpohing provifcw 
to the army inCypruiK Then t\it Turii^ gencius h^ ' 
jconfultation on the neceflaty operations, when ffalii t^wi" 
was, that the firft attempt fliouM be made on FoMff^

ftHttians, and Me^ conftrained to yield through defpatr. 
To this Muftapha o^tSttA^ propofing to begin with the fiege 
of Nieojia, which waa defended only by a flendcr gairifon, 
and flight unfinifhed fbnificadons t whereas, if they began 
with Famagofta, the other city might be fortified in fuch a 
manner as to funnount all their endeavours, and baffle the 
power ofStiim. This lafl opinion was embraced ; Pintdis^ 
with a ileel of (»ie huodred and thirty gallio, was appointed 
to cruize off the harbour, and to watch the chriflian fleet ; 
while Mufiapha took upon him to dired the fiege of Nicefia. 

Ths number of men at this time in the ci^ confiflcd of 
fifteen hundred //diSian foot, mofl of them fickly ; three ihou- 
laiul iflanden in the Vauiiam pay ; one thoufand of the townf- 
nen, bearing arms at their own expence ; five hundred Al- 
iaman horfe, and two hurKlred foot ; two hundred bombar- 
diers, gunners, and matroITes of the natives, and forty fme- 
tiam ; five hundred noblemen and gentlemen of rank, volun- 
teers in the fcrvice, and five hutxlred peafants at work on the 
fortifications ; befides tradefmen, women, old men, and chil- 
dren, t}ie whole amounting to upwards of fifty thoufand 
fouls. 

The city had three gates, viz. Perta di LcUni, Porta it 
TryUy and Porta £ CafttUa, each of which the Turks pro- 
poled battering at the lame time: Lines of circumvallation ' 
were drawn, batteries ercded, and their different pofls af- 
figned by Muftapha to the feveral officera. A mufler of the 
army was likewife made, which, it was found, amounted to 
51,000 foot, and 3500 horfe, together with an infinite num- 
ber of attendants on the camp '. Before the batteries began 
to play, J/^o;^ fet miners to work in order to fap the walls: 
by ihrs means a breach was loon effi^Sed, which the Turks 
imrming with abundance of refolution, the beficged were at 
firft put into confufion ; but foon rallied again upon the arri- 
val of Andrea Sptiit, who, leading them back to the breach, 
renewed the fight, and defeated the infidels with great Daugh- 
ter. Then he fet about repairing the breach with diligence; 
in which he was greatly difhitbed by the fhowers of fhot 
' which came pouring in upon the workmen from the Turi- 
'fi trenches. The befieged, in a (hort time, began to relax 
in their duty, owing to the indolence of Dandolo^ the gover- 
[>or, who, inllead of being the foul and fpirit of the foldi- 
ery, did, by his own example, encourage them in riot and 
idlenefs. At lafl, a dearth inlinualeil ilJelf into the garrifon : 
die fddters were confined to a Icanty allowance of bread, 
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wid, what titer efteetned a grctter buMiq), tliey woe i- 
. raited to I very rawll portion of wine. Upon tha it was b- 
bAv«4 to fend lo Ba^eni, who prafided at Ftmtmg^ lot im- 
coun, wbich were denied, 4be gwirifon nl Fam^tfis preAt- 
ring tbetr own focurity to that of Nitvjia, 

Now tbe befiegcd begsm to muimia aad compUiit, aUio' 
the iiuDine wm owing to thek own impnideoce and wut of 
frugality : they bad bardly as yet faea the face of an cnanf, 
excepting in one affiiult t yet did tbqr vebencMly cacliM 
againft the ii^ratttude of the fenatc At laft the ofiom, 
perceiving that nothing beTidca kscping titem in adiea ooak 
prevent &e bldiers frani oHitinyiDg, rdblved upon a Uf. 
Two thoufand foot and four hundred kottSf unoer tbe 0M> 
du£t of Ge/ar Tim, were appointed for 4his puroofe. Tim 
iuihed one at tbe heud of the cavalry with jrrenftibl* iiBy, 
bceaking through the files of the enemy, until he pesetoied 
into the heart of the TurJaflt camp* where he made a halt far 
the infaniTv, and defended himfelf with inaod^de Taloar ; 
but Dandoia had changed his purpofe, and countcimaaU 
the foot, which was attended with the lofs of Turn and b 
whole corps of hotk, who were all cut in [ucGes, aha i 
^iflance hardly to be pardUded in hiAoy, having bin am 
two thoufand of <dic onemy. From this onue tbe gantfai, 
by Older of Damkk^ contained themfclves within w waBi, 
' _ although BocafUi general of the jtUfOuofi horfe, conftandyrf- 
iirmed that the oiuy probable means of laving the dty, ob 
by biiskly rcpcaung their tallies^. 

PINAlIS with the 8cet ftecied bb courfi: to Shie, 
whence be difpatched five gallics in quejl of the Cbiifti«M : 
they Tcturrted with intelligancc that the Femtum admiral % 
with his divifion at Catuiia, vnuting to be joined by tfac^tf- 
w^ and ecdcfiallical fi^uadront, whole atrival was very ■»■ 
certain ; that be was greatly weakened by a ftorm and om- 
tagious liifeafe, which had cut off great numbers of tbe U- j 
diers and mariners. This advice be received by meaos of 
fome prifoners the gallics bad broi^bt back with them j irpm 
whicb he immediately returned to Cjprut. I 

7be Jila- ANDREA DORIJ, the Spmifl, adaiiral, was all tbii 
ttoy cen- while colleding his fleet, after which feveral delays obftn^cd | 
^ fiht his departure from Ourante. The pope ufed the n>oft pref 
Spaniards f,ng inftanccs that he would f«t fail and join the ^««rtiMf : 
but they availed nothing, until he received poficive ordcn to 
that purpofc from Phihp. Tbuanus attribuics this dilatotj j 
proceeding to the envy of tbe Sfmiiardiy who with plea&ire j 
beheld the ioaflivity of tbe P'tnitian admiral, and the decreife ;

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of bit flreitglfa by fiduMft. CeiUin it is, that before th« 
junction of dw flcett was e%3cd, the Vmttiam wct« rendered 
aliBoft unfit fox fervice, fe much were tbcy diminifhed in 
imnber by dM long uid violent contasion which prevailed 
in the fleet. At length Dtria weighed anchor, and joined 
C»lmna with the pof)e^ galliea ; they failed in company to 
CanSty where, altera profperoM voyage, they joined the^'- 
Metiami. Then a council being heM, the Fttutiau adriiiral pro- 
pofed that the enemy Ihotild be attacked, and by that means 
theiiege of^if^raifed; CpJItMw acceded to this <^inion; but 
Dtria finding he could not, agreeai^e to the artides of the 
league, refufe his afient, threw fo many obftrofUons in th^ 
way, as rendered fo blutary a meafure inef&Sual. In ibort, 
fo artfully did he manage matters, that neither the pope or 
republic had caufe of complaint, at the fame time that Doria 
adhcTcd to his own opinions. Sicknefs Hill prevailing in the 
ytnetioH &ttt, tbe admiral was forced to leflcn the number 
of his Ihips, in order to man thofe that remained, after which 
the whole combined fleet amounted to one hundred and ft- 
venty galliea, eleven galleaBes, four galleons, and feven men 
of war. A fmall fi]uadron was fent out to gain intelligence 
of the enemy's flrength, and their account was, that it con- 
lifted of one hundredand fifty gatlies, upon which Daria dif- 
fuaded bis colleagues from any attack, for the following rea- I'otia*/ 
fons, vriiich, at the defire ctf the other admirals, he couched 'J"^,-'*^ 
in writing! becaofe tbe Chriftians were infaior in ftrCngth rT""!^^' 
to the enemy, on account of the monality that had fwcpt o^^^^ 
fuch numbers of their troopsj and becaufe the rowers were in^^' 
particular greatly diminiflicd, there was no probability offoc- 
ceeding in their defign, fince the principal bulincfs of a fca- 
£ght depended upon rightly working the veflels. 

To thofe excufes and pretences Ctlmna anfwered with 
great fpirit aud truth, that the Chriftians were not infoior in 
ftrength, and admitting they were, that this difference was 
more than compenfated by their fuperior skill : he ihcn pro- 
tefled againftjDarw's condufl, and called t\\t Venetian admi- 
ral to witnels, that the misfortunes which might enfue were 
*o be attributed to Deria only, ferr whom he had waited the 
whole fummer ; by whofe mal-conduA the fieet bad been 
weakened, many opportunities loft, and the chriftian arms dif- 
graced : he fcrupled not to declare to Deria tbat he muft 
anfwer with hb head the lofs of Cyprus, which would be the 
infallible conlequence of his meafures. To this the Venttiam 
admiral added, that to the lofles already fuftained from delay, 
ftilt greater might be added by the unfleadinefs of Deria't 
condu6 ; that former misfortunes, before the junflion of the 
C c 3 fleets, 
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flecit, m'^ht be attributed to the wrong mofiiRS of w&n- 
duab i but that falfe Heps now would ncccflaiily Rdound ta 
the difcredtt of the whole confederate powcfi. Vidofy, be 
faid, depended not upon the number bf Qiq» and ttoops, bis 
upon the diligence, the skill, and the resolution di ^com- 
mandeis : it was, therefore, hit (inn ppinion that tbey Ihoi^ 
^ follow the only meaAire confiftem widi honour, Rfuaiuoo, 
religion, duty, and their engagemenn : this was fightJng 
the enemy, and not (landing Sic TpedatoiB of the lols of C>- 
frut^ and in&my of the diriftian anna. 

DOSJA, peroeiving that be could not longer oppofe widi- 
cut endangering both his honour and life, confcoted tbqr

At lafl night put an end to the battle, in which above abate 

(ifieen hundred Turki were ilain upon the fpot, five bundierf 

prifoncrs made, and about one thoufand carried off wounded '. 

Thus difappointed, Muflapha began to play again upon 

the walls with redoubled vigour : he todc every [ucafuic to 

differs and difpirit (he beCegcd, and to infpire bis own army 

yi|h hopes, while Dandtla committed the cate of Ae city 

to fubofdinate officers. At laft the belieged were quite fpcnt 

wirh the tedioulhers of the fiegc, the fcarcity of provifioas, 

and the inafiivity and indolence that prevailed among them : 

to this ym added, the want of unanimity and harmony in 

their councils. To repiedy thofe evils, a third meflage was 

fcnt to Baglimi at Famagtfia, to cofne yritb^ a reinfotcanenf

and talce dte commind. He wu inclined to skccept the in- 
vitation; but the inhabitants. of Famagtfla prevented him, 
threatning if he retired to make their own terms with the 
enemy. Mujiapba had now battered the walls with all his 
heavy cannon for fevcral days ; breaches began to appear* 
and the townfinen had no faruier hopes of relief, either from 
Famagejla, or from the inhabitants of the mountains, all their 
letters to whom had been intercepted. Muftapha denounced . 
the utmoft feverity of war, if they did not lurrendcr before he 
ordered the town to be flormed. No anfwer being returned, MuftaDha 
every thing was prepared for a general af&ult. After the j^„„^ 
foldiers had refreflied themfelves with fufficient rcA, he or-*^/^, ^,y 
dered the four towers and bafttons to be liormed with fo ,-, again 
much fury, and in fuch a difpofition, that the front ranks refulfii> 
could not poffibly give way bythe numbers pouring in on the 
rear. The dilputc was tharp for feveral hours, both lidea 
leemigg determined to conquer or die ; but night a Iccond 
time interpofed, and fcparatcd the combatants. The enemy left 
the greater number of dead in the breach ; but the \ob of the 
bcfi^d was likewife confideiable, fome of the bell officers be- 
ing cither killed on the fpot, or mortally wounded. Among 
the former was Phahm Zapha, killed after greatly diftinguifh- 
ing himfelf, and die count dt TriptU, who was the foul of 
the aSion- . 

MUSTAPHJ, perceiving that the city was not to be 
ftormed with his prefent force, fent to Pimiis for a reinforce- 
ment, by means of which, he aiTured him, the fiege would 
not continue above one day longer. I'he admiral, certain 
of thedefignsof the chriflian fleet, was unwilling to weaken 
himfelf by a Urong detadiment ; however, yielding to Mufta* 
pbJ9 arguments, he draughted from the feveral ^allies a body 
of 20,000 men, which he fent to NIcefia, under the com- 
mand of Hali. Muftapha, upon receiving this augmenution 
to his flrengrti, refolved upon another aflaiilt: at day- . 

light the army was drawn up in the trenches ; he bent his ^"^"-jf 
main flrength »ainft the fortrcfs of PoiocaUra, where, he/*"***- 
imagined, it would Icaft be expefled. In this he was not 
deceived ; for the foldtcra whofcaied the walls, found the 
guard fecurety afleep, the motions of the Tarij the preceding 
night, having polTdTed them with a lull aflurance that ihcy 
intended raifing the fiege. Here the greater number were 
killed widiout refiilance ; others, alarmed with the noife, dc- 
fiMted their pofts in the utmofl confternation. The count dt 
Rttcas, whofe quarters were at a little diflance, upon the 
firft notice of the atuck, armed himfelf, and, w«b a few 
iltendantSj flew to the place of adion, where, plunging in" 
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t6 the midft bf danger, he wft killed i^en dw ^oc^ tfkr 
having con£(iergb]3r retarded the enemy, ind given dw ganttw 
Jeifiire to recoiled their i{»rits. Hiidetth dunpedtfat ardor <tf 
the foldicrs, they hnmediatdy gave way, and at laft led wkk 
preciption into the midft of die ctly. Upon their mcsti ifw 
Ttirit entered in great numbers, refelving, beAne tfaey Ad- 
vanced liinher, to Tecond the other a&nlti, by ntackinc Ae 
parriron in the rear. The Itnlian foot, who defended the 
three remaining bafliom, bdiaved with inoediUe iim c p i d i t y : 
their number was fmall ; bat th«t defeft wn amply oo m p en - 
lated "by skill and courage. They every where defeased the 
enemy ; but no fooncr had tiiey cut off one line, thai it 
was replaced by frefh troops : when at laft (hey weit forced » 
retire exhaufteo and fatigned. Tbcy had defeated and le- 
pulfed the ciicmy r^ieatedly, though abandoned by the (^ 
frhii, who fled in the ntmoft trepidation to their own hoofs. 
Dandil* had, upon thi> acc«ruMt, fliewn extiaordinary aAi- 
vity, course, and conduct ; had the reft of hia carriife 
iieen of a piece, the Turis would probably have been Md 
in their attempt : but now his endeavours werei^ loo bcr, 
they >vere tnaften of all the out-works, the chief firength 
of the ci^ : nothing lenained but an inefl^fiual eftut » 
defend themlUves in the marint-placc, where Dmukk had 
drawn up the garrifen. There an obRinate fight c c n tin wed, 
until, opprefl^ with numbers, DauUle retired to the town- 
hall, where he made a llar>d, and Teemed determined to de- 
fend hlmlclfto the laft extremity. Upon thji tfae chief o^ 
ficer of the Turks fummoned the garrifon to ruiTcnder, pre- 
mifing thde their lives who would fubmit before the wiiBay 
Thevohtit was brooght -, but durit)g this parley, HbcTitrks had brefa 
gan-i/cn Open the gates, pouring m crowds, putting all to the fword, 
futin, tad and among the rrft Daniik, who now fmind thai hb abilitia 
Mtcofia Were exerted too late to be of ufe to himfelf or bbcoai- 
teitn. try. The bifhop alfe was among the flain, together wkli a 
numberof gentlemen of the firft rank in the iflaad. Mnoy, 
' however, breaking fword in hand through the Tvrktt cfc^ed 
to the adjacent mountains. 

Thus, after a fiege of fbity-aght days, the city Niafit was 
taken and plundered, owing chiefly to the indoleixre, inadirity, 
and want of vigour in the governor and gariilbn. There was 
no fprcies of cruelty, barbarniis lull, infatiable avarice, or 
brutality, which the Turiir did not commit here : matroni, 
young women, and children, were violand in tbe moft Ican- 
dalons and open manner. Old men were tnuTthncd in thcit 
tieds, fome in churches, and others in the arms oftheiiwita 
or children, where they fouglit for protc^ion, and meant to 
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TTwfe iHio fScxpA the fword, were re- 
ferred. Ibr I nore nnferab)e death, beuf dngged in cbiim 
over bftips of their rehtiMis, kinrfrcd, and conatrymen, to 
peiifli in deplonUc dangeoDS. Tbm did Niujia, in one d^iy, 
teel the moft ectremC calamity, after havmg for a ferics of 
yean rosTedi by its affluence, pomp, and magnificence, the 
jealoufy and envy of the Othom^n cmpcfor, ai well at of many 
, Chrifton potentates, 

Ml^TJPH/tt puttiiw a fltong gairifon in Niafis, fent 
bade the reinforcement 'lent hianoj Pinelis, ami b^un hi(_ 
nnicb (o Famagtfla, carrying with him feveral enginct and -^T?"- 
infinimcntt for a fiege, wfakh he bad eroded at Nic»/u. z^g^ 
Newt of the taking oi Nievfia being received at Fanugtftay 
the governor got every diing in readinels for a ficge, order- 
ing all thofe who were unfit to bear arms to depart the city. 
MiiftifhMf m order t^ Ifartke, terror into the tantlbn, ordered 
Danm^i head to be placed on a Ipctr, and fliewn to them ; 
but this had no other efic£t than to infpirc the garritbn with 
an eager deJire of revenge. As no intelligence of the chrif 
tian fleet had been lately received, the Turks began to appre- 
hend that fome fatal firoke was meditated : they determined 
to fend CMciahtin, a noted pirate and expert fearoan, in oueCl 
of thena to procure &e beft infbrmatioa poffible. He foon > 
returned, after hiving taken a fmall chiiAian bark, which in- 
formed him of the fixed refotvOon of the admirals to fight. 
Upon this advice Aimfiapba called a council, where PmaU$ 
was of opinion that a general engagement ought by ail meana ' 
to be avoided : Muftapha and Hali were of a contrary t^i- 
nioD, regarding this prudent advice as one of tbofe minute 
maxims whidi meafures every thing by its immediate utility. 
All their views centered in the glory of their prince, to whom 
they thought it a diOionour that his fleet fbould dcdirie bat- 
tle : their motion wal carried, and the fleet accordingly 
cleared of every Atng iriiich couM poffibly impede the mart* 
nen in a^ion ". 

Thb cbrillian fleet was at CmJioy where new contentions 
axfiic among the oommandert : ihefc terminated in a fepara- 
tioo of the fleet, Doria remaining at Candidf while the Vtrte- 
fian and ecclefiaftical fleets failed to Cojiel-Rejfe, where they 
received the firll advice of the redudion of Kicofia : upon 
this the fleets joined again, and a council c^ war was called 
to deliberate on the necdTary meafures. Stbaflians Vemerl^ 
Frmafia Dutdo, atxl Mara ^mtrint, three oflicers of diftinc- 
Vtm in tile VtTietifm divifion. Were for attacking the Turks^

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which they' afiened would h>ve die fame conleqiieitees nov, 
as to the bfcty of Cyprus as before tiK lob oS Nie^. Tbde 
oflic«fR had the liberty of fitting and giving dteir opnioiif in 

council, but not of voting) which was confined ta the three 
adnitrals. Hurnimo Zani and Sftna Palamaitiy were of a 
Gontrxry opinion : they faid, that their failing now to Cj^nt 
would only be lofing time, which might be ufefully emplo^ 
againA Ntgropmt. This difference among the Fatetmi oS- 
oeis was refened to Cohntia ; but the artful coodod of Dtria 
perplexed the council fo much, that it broke up without com- 
ing to any detemiination. So high had their divifions nm, 
that Dtria again parted from the other confederates, and le- 
tired with &c'Spanijh fleet to Sicily, leaving the Vtnetiamt^ 
with a' Render fquadron under Cehma, to oppofe the power* 
ful armament commanded by Piitaiit, 

The Fenetitai determined upon fending fuccoun to Fohm- 
gfffla, the manner of doing wMch wasentrufled to the condud 
of jl/- ^iritto and Ltdaviti Afartiiuaga i and Zdm, leaviiw a 
body of two thoufand men in Candia, repaired wkh the £ct 
to Curfu : here Celenna, after having loift half hit dcct fay 
ficlcncls, parted with the Verutiam. 

PINAL IS, being eafed from alt apprchenfions of an atcad:, 
fet fail to Cim/fiintinepii, leaving twelve gailies for the defence 
of the ifland, and to prevent Famagtfia receiving fuppliei. 
In his courfe, falling in with two Vemttan gailies, commaoded 
by Angih Suriaru and Vincenti Prioii, he attacked them, and 
their brave dcFence produced an obllinate and bloody engage- 
ment. At lafl Priali, after having for feveral hours widt- 
flood the ucmoft' efforts of five Turkifl) gailies, was kiDed; 
but the lieutenant, emulating the fpint of hli fupcrior, broke 
through the enemy's fleet, and joining Suriantt they both 
arrived fafe in Cendia. 

Meak nntK MuJIapha, whofbid behind with the TWi^A 

army in Cyprus, rcfolving not to atrempt the fiege io fonn 

before the fpring, contented himfelf with blocking up the 

city by little forts he had ercSed at proper diflances. The 

'fP'"^ befieged, taking advantage of this circumfbnce, fallicd out 

J^jfr"^ with great vigour, forced the enemy's works, putting die 

ooUa^ garrifons in the forts to the fword, and' totally nmngtbem 

*" befbre fuccours from the camp could arrive. This noUe cd- 

terprize they elFeifted with the lofs of ten men only, that of 

the enemy amounting to three hundred killed, an equal D 

berof priloners, and many wounded : but the Titrii fi " 

a flill more grievous lofs in the burning pf a yacht, ladea 

with rich cloaths, jewels, and other thingr of great value, 

bcfldes many noble prifoncn, who/n Mfftapba was fending u 
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a (Kcfetit to $tUvi. The mirfbrtune was occaGoiied Iqr die 
course, as it ia fuppo{cd, of a captive Cyfrian lady on board, 
who prefejing death to fervitude, fell upon this expedient '*. 

The next endeavour of the bcEicged wa to requeft fup- 
pli« from Vntice. This was a matter of the utmoft diffi- 
culty, as the 2Vif were in pofleffion of all the ports and 
palles : but Raguioni, biOiop of the city, willing to rifque 
his owii life for the prefervation of his country, biavely un- 
dertook, and happily clFedcd the cntcrprize. 

The following year^wV/m md Aforti/utiga, to whom A. D.' 
thecaieof Tupplyingi^fMuff^Abad been comifiitted, draught- >57i- 
ed out of all the troops in Cmdia a body of eight hundred 
men, which, with provilions and (lores, they fbippcd on board 
thirteen tranfpons under ^uirim. After a fhort and happy 
voyage, he arrived in Cyprui, and had the good fortune to 
thiow the fupplies into the city. The TwUfi fleet did all in 
their powei to [vevent it; but ^ir'ma attacked them fo vt- 
goroufly, and they were plied fo hotly with the cannon of 
Famagft^a, that, after the lofs of four gallies, they were 
forced to retire. Soon after this exploit, ^iritu took two 
vcflels laden with praviiions for the Turkijb camp, dcftroyed 
Ibme works which Muftapba had cre^ed, and then returned 
to Candia. The fenate having difgraced Zant for the opi- 
nion he had given in the council of war, prtunoted Vtnitri 
in his room ; ^uirino and Zacharia Salamctu being appointed 
proveditors. Zani was fent in chains to Veuitt to take bis 
trial ; but he anticipated by a natural death an ignominious 
fentence. 

Mban time Vetsier't, as Toon as he found himfelf inveftcd 
with the command, refulved to omit no opportunity of dif' 
tinguilhing himfelf, and fcrvii^ his country: noi wm Seliin 
idle. To divide her forces, and didrefs the republic, he feat 
yfchmtl, baQiaw, with an army of feventy thoufand men into 
Albania and Dalmatia : Hali, at the fame time, was detached 
with a fquadron of forty fail to harrafs the iflands of the jir- 
cbiptlago, and fcour the £gian fea ; after which, joining the 
relt of the fleet, he was to proceed dirc^ly to give battle to 
Vtniirif Maflapba, all this while, being employed in the fie^e ' 
of Famagefla f. 

As to the confederacy entered upon the preceding year tw 
the king of Spatn^ the pope, and the republic, fo many dif* 
£culties had occurred, that it was hitherto of little prejudice 
to the common enemy, and now was like to be entiidy dif- 
Iblved, in defpite of all the endeavours of his holineHi to ce-

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mcAt tnd reconc^ the parties. Bohr did the pontiff canf 
his zeal, tfiat he declared, if it (beuld be found i "* 



he himfelf wodd embark in the fleet, uid expofe hii ner- 
fen to all dangers. At length his mediatioa had the viftted 
for eSe& ; the treaty was r en ewed b etw e en Sfain^ die holf 
fte, and the republic, each agreeing to fbmifli a eettm 
force, until the whole fleet fiimild anKWDt to two bnodrei 
galliea and one hundred tranfports : the irmy to fift^ AoaCmd 
foot, anH four thou&nd horfe, Don Jebn mA^flria being ap- 
pointed commander in chief. The only contention wn who 
fliDuld have the command in the abfcnce of Don JWw .- Wi- 
/if'$ party aflerted, that the choice fliould be left to tbe £t 
cretion of the ]Hince -, bat the Venftiant, fuipefiing this to be 
an artifice to brine Daria, whom they juiUy hated, again ino 
office, determined to, refer the difpute to bis holineis, wilk 
whofe diflike to Dar/a they were acquainted. The pope's de- 
cilion was, that the three fuperior officers flwuld (bare die 
commutd } but that the chief direfiion of afiain fliould lefide 
in Ctlmna ; a determtna'tion that was perfedly agreeable ts 
the Vmttians, who had an entire con&dence in toe abtlitiei 
and integrity of that oflicer*. 

This point being fettled, other difficuttiet feon occurred ; 
among thcfc was one of the utmoft conlequence, viz. la 
what part their operations ihould commence, whether in tbe 
ymtiian or Sfanijh dominions. Philip infifled, that as be 
iiipported the greater part of the expencc, he had a right to 
exped the nm fruits of the league. This the Frrutum 
warmly oppofed, affirming, that by this means the league 
would be a prejudice to their affairs, if, by giving up Cffna^ 
they fliould go in quell of conqucfls which could never pro- 
duce any benefit to the republic Here the pope interpofad, 
lending his legate into Spain to prevail on Pbilit to recede 
from Jo unreafonable a demand, and to fend Don y$iii d 
jluflria to take upon him the command. Ptmpty CJmt 
was pitched upon for this ambafly, who having laid hti io- 
Ani^ons before Philip, was anfwered with protefblioos of 
. his great zeal for religion, and affedionfor the head of CJn^i 
church : his late conduct, he fald, was fuflicient to evince 
his inclinations, as he had, at ■ prodigious expcnce, &td 
<Sut a great fleet, with ten thoutand Gtrmans, ei^ht thoufaml 
Spaniardi, and an equal number of Jtatians on board, to op- 
pofe the enemy of Chrillianicy : but he feared that thofe mighiy 
armaments were to little purpofe, as he could not help liil- 
pedling the fmcerity and good faidi of the Fenetient. la tbe 
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fifft pi«e, be «M affiired that thty had never given up 
tboughti of peace, and that perpetual couriers pa&aTbotweefl 
VtMtca and Cti^lataittiipU : he had therefore realbn to believe 
that thedr oaly de£gn in propo&tg this treaty, was to obtain 
oioce eafy teimi from SiHm, by formnig a ftrong combioo- 
tioa agatnfl him. And m to the cmperw, his inciinatioiw 
■"'fcfa^ be good i but his abili^ was too {lender to fuScr him 
to declare againft fo potent an enemy as the Grand Seignior. 
Ca/omta, retuming with thia anfwer,. found that new olSrac- 
tiotts on the fide of his bolinels had arifea. In the fofmec 
Jeague with CbarUt the fifth, it was fiipulated, that the em- 
poor fluxild bear half- the expence, ^ftnttimu two-lhinb 
of the remaining half, and his holine6 one-third. Now tbf 
exchequer of the holy fee was lb cxhauftcd, he bid, as to 
tw ^le to bear only a lixth of the expence, the reft muft be 
fupplied by Philip and the republic. Againft this Suriant and 
Saratnxy the Vautian ambalTadois exclaimed, %ing, that at 
firft no more than a fourth was demanded of the VtneliaiiSt 
though, by the force of entreaty, and for the honour of the 
chiiuian arms, they were induced to advance a third. I« 
fine. It was ridiculous, they affirmed, for his hoUnefa to 
pretend the want of money, which he had To mar^ eafy me- 
thods of procuring : as it was a proverbial faying, that the 
pope's <}uUl was a rich mint, by one ftrokfe of which be «o«M 
coin what Turns he thought proper. Sut this point the am- 
bailadors were conOrained to yield, the league being cfia- 
bliflied upon the (amefooting as the preceding '. 

HowBVBK, this was no more than an agreement which 
Philip had it tn bis power to perform or not as 'he pka&d ; 
and, indeed, it was af^iarent by the little pfeparaii<Hi he 
made, that his quou would fall greatly flwrt of his engage- 
ments. From hence, Mocemgi the doge, who had always ^^ ^„ 
been averie to breaking with the Turks, found an opportunity ^^^^Sf- 
of more flrongly recommending paciiic meafares :> he affiim- tr im tht 
ed, that the republic was only the xtxA of Spain, to midEear^H^^i 
■ diverfion which fliould withdraw the Tiirii^ forces from afl^- an/ar ' - 
Ing the Meort in Granada. It feafonaUy fell out atfo that matii^ 
MahomU the paoA vizier, who had alw;^ given proofs of Waftufrtuitt 
legard for the ftntiiaits, had i^n this occafion ftgnttied that !Mim. 
Stlim was difpofed to liflen to reafonable propofitions. This no- 
tice was joyfully embraced by the greater part of the fenaie ; 
and it was refolved that jWo^ Ruggirzini, a man well skilird 
in the Tarii/h coflltitution, Ihould be lent to C9'^mtti*opU, 
under pretence (rf fettling a cartel for the exchange of pri-

fimen. Now the face of afikirs took a diffiireiit toni ; tfaofc 
who thought they could make fome advantue of the nexxi- 
fity of the republic, faw plainly, from the Ipiiic o( her vm- 
bafladors, that hei whole views centered not ia the leagne. 
Accordingly the pope difpatched an envoy to yaatit irtio. 
from his integrity, ability, and public charadcr, be doidMed 
not would be able to mend the late breach, and recooc^ 
the differences between the confederates. Ctlmm was iotfo- 
duced into the fenate ; he b^an his difcourfe with cxboni^ 
that punctilio, pride, and an undue warmth might not break 
otTa league ia necefljry, fo advantageous to the republic uA 
to Eurtpi ; be proceeded to palliate the condu3 of bb bo- 
linefs and Philip ; he faid that the declaration made by Gram- 
aitlitt of the number of fhips which Spain propofed tumifli' 
ii^, was of little cotilcqucnce, fince the republic could eafi^ 
fupply the deficiency t^ their own Shipping, to be paid b^ 
Philip. Many other arguments be utged, to all which a fe- 
nator aofwered, that they could not longer adhere to a treaqr 
(o ill perfoimed, without evident danger to the Hate ; and 
that it was more advifeable to {trike up a peace with ^Ic£m, 
before their mutual refentments were a^ravated, than lely 
upon an alliance produflive of nothing but fcuda and difieit* 
tions. Colanna replied, that no fafe peace with ihtTurh, 
whofe perfidy they had lately experienced, could be conctwl* 
cd : this he proved by a variety of arguments ; and added, 
that things were now come to that pa&, as to render it im- 
poffible for the Venriians to defend themfelves by their on 
fleets, which were greatly inferior to the enemy's. It, tbere- 
ibre, was expedient to renounce timid meafures, which were 
feldom fecute, and heartily embrace the more generous and 
liberal views of revenging the injuries they had fuAained ; of 
oppofmg that haughty enemy, who was ready to tTam[^ upon 
the neck of liberty; and of driving back to Ufia, a power that 
had inlinuated itfelf into the very bowels of £«r«^. Inflnrt, 
with this addrefs Colonna removed all the fcruples of the 
fenate ; only they reprefented, that aa the war would render 
It necellary to augment their garrifons, it was but reafonable 
the allies (hould Ihare the expence. Ctlewta was of the fame 
<^inion ; but faid his inftruclions contained nothingupon thai 
bead. It was afterwards referred to the pope ; but he ptf it 
olF to fome other occafion, being unwilling to enter upon 
any tcmu whkh QiouM draw mon^ from the church : bow* 
enr, a« this obftacle remained, nothing was determioed, a 
lefereiice being made to the doge and council. After wana 
debates peace with the 7uris was again refolved upon ; but 
thofe who oppoled this meafure influcd it Aould be ratified 
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in fiill fetiate. Accordingly the aflair was remitted to this 
aflcoibly, when Pauh Tupoh, by a long, fenQbte, and la- 
boured difi»urfi, refuted the argumenis alledgcd in favour of 
peace* and confirmed thofe Culenna advanced in favour of the 
league. Titpeh was anrwcrcd by NUolae di Peati, cHeemed 
the fiHl orator of liis age : Penli with great fpirit allerted, 
that all the argumcDts of ihofc who promoted the war, weK 
founded on [M^ound (ignorance 'of the conftitution and cir- 
cumflances of Fniee, as well as of her allies. This he de- 
monfbated with the utmoQ peifpecuity, oratory, and elegance : 
be then laid open the views of Spain, the intereft of the re- 
public, what prudence, jullice, and even neceflicy recjuired 
of her : he gave a skoch of the languifbing Hate of com- 
merce, by wnidi alone the republic could prcferve her weight 
in the {bale of Eurtpi : he fct forth the decay of manufao- 
tures, the diftiefs of the poor, and total inanition of the tiea- 
fury, drawing the whole pi£hvc with fuch height of colour- 
ing, juftncls and energy of cxprcflion, as well as propriety of 
di^iohtion, diat the ^ate was greatly moved with the pa- 
thetic delcription : for foqie time their minds flui^uated be- 
tween doubts ; but at length the oppofite party prevailed, in 
conlcflueiice the league was agreed to and foon after con- 
cluded '. 

This treaty fet forth that a perpetual league and alliance, 
oflenfive and dcfenfive, (hould take place between his holi- 
nels Piui the Afth, his catholic majclh' Phiiip of Spain, and 
bit fereoc bighne^ Mxtnige doge of Venice, againft Stiim em- 
peror of the TVi;- Here it was fiipulated, that the allies '^*'"»^'- 
fliould not only attack the common enemy in the dominions'"*'^'** 
imoiediately in hb poflcffion, but 1 ike wife 7ri><.iS, I'unis, Al- """'9«- 
ptrs, and other cities tribuUry to the.Tar^i on the coaft of (^'"f *" 
Barhtcrj; that when no expedition for the common benefit^ ''. 
was intended, the f^entliani fiiould aiEft Phiiip in Barbery with ^ST Vene- 
fifty gallici, well provided ; that in the fame circum^ancej tianj, 
he {faould fuptdy the republic with an equal number, upon 
any attack wubin the gulph of Veaia, from La Valara ex- 
tending along the coaft to the city of Vtniet -, that the fevc- 
ral propcHtions and quotas for gmcral expeditions, Ibould be 
fuch as we have fpecUied above. And it was farther agreed, 
that the opecationa c£ every campaign (hould be fettl«d the > 
autumn [Receding, the pope being splinted arbiter in all 
differences which might arife. Laftly it was ftipulated, that 
none of the idlies fliould even hint at a leparate peace, with- 
- outthejolntconfentof.all the paaies. Aplacewas left for 
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dte emperor, the kings- of Fram* ind Ptrtugd^ to e 
the league if they chofe k *. 

This treaty of alirance wu made puUlc on &c e 
tA June, with the ufual formalities : then the feoate catoed 
upon confultations with the allies concemiDg the opemiooa 
of the war, and what inftniAions fliould M given to dtot 
adtnirala, it being a maxim with tha republic to limit Am 
with particular tmlen, the tranfgrcSon of which b capiuL 
This pra6tice, at the fame time that it hat its advaanm, ii 
alio fubje£t to many incoavcniencies, at by it many b^pf 
opportunities are loft of annoying the ciwmy and feniagdK 
flate. In this confultation, it was determined J m nwd i atel y to 
hazard a battle, the ifliie of which wauM pnbabljr aim 
the fcntiments of thofe who attributed the _ long cooti- 
nuance of the war to the delays of dw SpimarJty ml 
, likewife eafe the allies of the he«vy burden of new leviai^ 
and augmentation of fiores and ihipping. It was likcawfc 
decreed, diat the war fliould be condufihcd with f{Miit, with 
bold puOies and aSivityj and that the hurry of iatii4>'''*Ti 
which in other cafes might probably precipitate into deftiac- 
tion, would in this war be the fureft means of £»£tty, aad 
the only road to viiftory. It was farther detenniiudi to gwe 
ytnitri orders to omit no opportunity of fighting the eBcmy, 
and even before the jundion of the allies, [vovidtd tfaey were 
not unrcafonably fupcrior in Itrength : the lame orden wne 
fent to Ceiatwa by the pope. Ambaffia were dilpuched to 
the emperor, to the king* tf Pe/and and Portugal, to iufite 
them into the league, which n^tiations the pope took apaa 
himfclf. 

Amidst thcfe preparations Muflopba tvas not idle in Qf- 
prui : having fent to Nicefia for his cannon, be broke 19 
winter- quarter, and removed his camp to Famagajia. Fan/ 
thouf^nd foldiers, labourers, and pioneers, were tatfiafed ifa 
repairing the works deAroyed by the beliesed : fac alio drew 
trenches round the city, raifed batteries of bombs and cannoe, 
it'ith which he played vigoroufly on Ae ganifiui. The niiniiMr 
of the befieged amounted to four thouland -foot, jukI ei^thiu- 
dred horfe, bcfides three thoufand of thetownfincn and peafaati 
inarms, and two bunArei Maniaas, who perfonaed oot^Ie 
fVrvtces. jfntenh Bragit£iu had the bipreaje diiedin : 
Bjgliom was the next In command. The former was go- 
vernor of the citadel ; Nejior MartiittB£a\mpena^ci Ac 
artillery ; and Lawtntia Tieftti, had an honourable laidc, vd 
great authority. Under the coRduA of cbalc flftce» mr 
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the eSbfU of 'the Turit to be oppofcd, and the city defended 
againft 2 powerful army, without any immediate hope <^ re- 
lief from the allies. The Tw-^i/S works went on with fpirit, 
Bud daily approachn were made towards the ramparts. As 
Coon as they had (;ompleated ten little Forts round the city^ 
in which were placed their heavieft cannon, they played with 
fury on the walls, battering the whole (buth fide of the city 
for feveral days without intermiSon. Over this attack Mujla- 
pha piefided in perfon : nor did the garrifon oppofe him with 
left vigour ; their fucceft was greater, four thoufand Turks hav- 
ing alieady been killed bv the artillery. For four days both 
Ades continued to fire with irrcfillible fury, when the be- 
lieged made a partition of the command, afligning certain 
diftti^ to each of the fuperior oSicers. The Turkt fent a 
trumpet with letters to the garrifon ; but Bagiicai returned 
him with an anfwer full of refolution and courage. On the 
following day, after a warm aiSion fiipported with vigoufj 
tbofe letters were found in the folTe, fummoning the inhabi- 
tants to furrender, and promifing them full fecurity of their 
freedom and property ; but inflead of complying, the garrifon 
exerted Ehcmfelves with redoubled efforts, and fo hotly charge 
cd the enemyi with great and fmall armsf that it was iaid 
their lofs amounted to thirty thoufand men, befides feveral 
batteries difmounted : however, apprehending a fcarcity of 
ammunition, they limited the number of charges to every 
^n, hopiiigby this means-to make their powder laft, until 
they could receive fup[riies from Candia. 

At length, after great flaughter, the 7urh carried theit 
approaches to the bottom of the walls ; upon which th:y fet 
about fillinB; the ditch with the utmod diligeiKe, which ths 
bellied left no means untried to oppofe. A kind of fconces 
Were contrived by J§amui Mormeri to defend them from the 
flibt of the enemy ; but he being unfortunately killed, the - 
Turki became mailers of the ditch : here they eredled worka 
to skreen ihem from, the fire of the garrifon, placing before 
them large facks of wool and earth. Thus covered, they 
began tofap the walls, and 10 open mines, which the be- 
fieged often rendered ufclels by countermines, at the fame 
time retarding the operations of the befiegers by perpetual 
skirmishes, fallies, and a continued fire of mufquetry and can- 
non. BogUoni exerted himTdf in a manner altogether incre- 
dible : his refolution and couraee furmounted every hazard 
and fatigue : in body and mind oe fecmed iavinclble, being 
•very where prefent, and directing the vigosr and intrepidity 
of the foldier with the condud, magnanimi^, and pidcnce 
of mind of a general. He animated, exhorted, and fpiriied 
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hia oien ta iBaaa by bit voin and enniple f di* bngUMl k 
excited, comfcMted dw oppfdied wiik wouads sr wcvumC^ 
and praifed and rewarded the brave and perievofag. 

At len^h the mine under the parafetwa* fired, wUdi 
M-./fu 'blew iq» wuh fo terriUe an uplolian u eqiiallj t m' ift ui the 
-i^^j„ befiegen and beficged. A breacfa w« Riadc in the walk, wUch 
%^cltht ^e Tutrix ftortnii^, met wkh a refiftance they littls cxpcfied. 
TmYtart BagSsni, aficmbling bis dud, attacked tbc Yifrh wMi lucb 
npid/ti. fu^ ibat ihej' were driven headlong from the breach : Acy 
renewed the offuik, and were a Iccond time npnUed : mi 
dhcouragedy they mounted the breach in greater mabcn, 
tmagining their peTrcvorance would tire out the. bcfiegcdf 
but in this tbcy were decnvtd, for Bagiiam had lb well cob- 
cened his meaiures with the other ofiRCts, that the fatigaed 
and woanded were carried «ff, and their p)aocf £ipp)icd widi 
itelb troon from tbc ether qHanei» a^ tbia Dteaiii, aAu 
fire fucccmve attacks, all the endcavoun of the tmrks woe 
frullrated, and they were com^lcd to abandoa the bfcacb 
with prodi|;ious flaughter. ThelofeontheAdeofdwbcfiegid 
was incctfihdcrable, had it not been l«r the death of twshraH 
officers, iM count Gitvanr R-tmiifi» Gar» and B*rmtrSm 
EugeiiiK : their greaioft diftrcTs arofe fh>tn dw bt%iK 
endured from the thne the %rit bccaow nsiAcrs of Ae 
^tch. In riie day th^ were comiiuially esrplojwd in difhib' 
hig the operations of the eoeny, and at nigK in repanig 
the breaches made t^ the anineis and furiou* diicfaarge of 
heavy cannon- In doing this the moA pracious caspeta, dpe- 
11^, and edicr houfiiold fiimititTC were afed without rcfu- 
log s and the proprietors beheld Atm blown up into Ihc asr* 
crumliled by cannon baUa, or deftroyed by loads of earth aad 
And, happy in the coniiderMKin that they prolonged Ae dtfe 
bf [heir Iftferty. To this was added, the Atigue of beiif 
conllantly under arms from the freqocnt alarms. On the 
eighth day after the laft aOault, a new mine was fpraa§, 
' which blew up with b much fucc^i that fevenl yvda ft 
Ihe Wall were etilirely carried away, and a broach made 1^ 
licicnt to admit twenty men a-breaft. To this bvA the af- 
feilants and defendants flocked, wiA a furyalrooft iacredUef

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hlftory. Tlte ^UOicf) of Limjfa, with a crofier in his hanJ, 
Jtood in the ttfcach exhorting, intieating, and surimating the 
troops witlh temporal and fpiritual arguments. In fhort, their 
cflihufiaftk coifrage furinounted every difficulty; and (he Turks^ 
AftoniOied at lb much bfavery, found the gamlbn impregna- 
ble agaittftliunun (Irengtht and to be conquered only by de- 
\aj. For thia reaft^ they dctermiDed to be left frequent in 
aflatdts, which had soft them the lives of fo many thoufand 
ibldicr^, with a tofs altogether inconliderable on the fide of 
the befiegcd : however, after their artiMciy had played for 
ftVcrat days with fomc luccefe upon the walls, another mine 
was fining, by which the counterfcarp was totrily demol'ifli- 
cd, A body of four thoufend janiflaries was diofen to enter 
the breach, which they did wim great intrcpi<lity, being fup- 
ported by another corps of fix thou&nd feled foldiers. The 
refinance of the beficgcd was equal to what might be cjtpefled 
' from their former valour \ but the event did not correfpond. 
After a violent eonffid for three hours Ac Turks remained 
in pofleffion of the counterfcarp, the bcfieged being forced to Ti^Turkt 
dbandon it through weatinda and want of numbers : their ;•*''> '^ 
retreat, however,' Was made wiih fuch order, after (b obfti- ""ff'*'- 
nate a reltAance, lAat the viftors had little to boall of an zd-/""7- 
Vantage gamed with terrible flaughter. To the number of ' 
two thoufand had been blown up by the ingenious but hot- 
tible contrivance of S^&m, who (prung a countermine as 
foon as the enemy had in fiifiicient numbers mounted the 
breach. 

Br hfing the counterfcarp the garrilbn was foreed to per- 
petual WMchings, with which they were already harrafled, lo 
taile new delenccf againft the befiegers ; and to maintain con- 
ftant laities to impede their progrefi. TTic Turis were inde- 
fatigable J they had now brought the whole camp to the very 
walB ; they were Induftrioufly eredtng works to cover their 
Jarthcr approaches; andconftruSing batteries for driving the 
beltegcd mm the pofls they pof&ued. Nor were the de- 
fendants left affiduous in filling up all the breaches with hides, 
wet earth, wool, and other materials. In this employment 
the induftry, vigilance, and fpirit of the women were amaz- 
ing: they divided themfelves into troops, and, without re- 
gardir^ quality or fex, ftood up in the defence of liberty, by 
labduiing in the moft fervile occupations. Females of (be 
firft ^Iflion might be feen fweating under loads of earth, 
heavy ftones to repair the walls, or water to extinguifh the 
flames kindled by the bombs thrown into the city. After fc- 
veral fruitleti attempts upon the gates, the enemy took a 
fliortcf method by throwing, with great force, burning torches 
D d 2 into 
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into the town, which feizing hold of the houles, took iff 
the atteniion of the befieged from the out-works. So dnadU 
a ftnokc was raifed, that the Turii unfeen began to open ano- 
ther mine; but Aill the vigilance of £a^/iWpFevailed,i{ningiif 
another fuccefsful countermine, he frullrated the attcmiaof 
Ftmini in the Turks. At lea|th famioe was like to tSzEt what ^cd all 
iht eitj. the endeavours of the befiegers. Corn, wine, and pron- 
fions having long been confumed, the garrifon had for fevcnl 
days drank vmegar mixed with water inllead of wine, and at 
the moll naufeous animals in the place of their ufual proviliont. 
Thefe inconveniences were chearfully Supported : the ibldjen 
murmured notbecaure^heir officers let the example by flui- 
ing every hardlhip : but now every kind of provifions mi 
cxhaulled, and they mufl cither fubmit or ftarve. The hf 
Ham in garrifon were reduced from four thouland n> tee 
fourth of that number, moft of them having died, rtot by ik 
fword, but of loathfome difeafes, the confequence of had lrr> 
ing. The Gretki were proportionably diminiflied ; which it 
Jaft began to ftagger the relblulion of the inhabitants, wt» 
had hitherto remained hroi. In this extremity they prcfeotcJ 
a petition to BragatUno and Baglimi, rcquelling of ihcm not 
to carry their obAinacy to the total definition, of the city, 
maflacre of their wives, children, and all that was licat U 
them. They remonArated, that their fidelity or conflancy coild 
nevcr.be accufed, as they bad fupported every evil, baroi 
every danger as long as the lea£t hope of relief or liberty re- 
mained: but that now thefe were extinguillied, and it wu 
unresfonabie to purfue a conduct that mutl, in afewdij^ 
terminate their lives by famine or the fword. At prefeot 
it was probable that Mujiapha would grant honourable lenWt 
which was more than they could poflibly. expe£i after tbc 
garrifon was weakened with ficknefs, famine, and fatigue. 

To this petition Bragadino anfwered in a courteous and 
obliging manner. He commended their courage, fooihta 
their defpair, and afTured them, that if the fuccouis be a- 
peiled did not foon arrive, he would take every preauiioo 
to fdve the lives and freedom of men deferving of the higben 
honours. Thus all again determined to wait the event of 
the general's promifs. 
The Turij having now Hnifhed their works, fptungamine 
I under the citadel, by which aconfiderable openingwas m*!^ 

which ihcy attempted to ftorm j but were foon repulfed bf the 
fujieriot courage of the bericged. Next day another aiuu'' 
w.is given, in which, after a fliarp conflifl of fix hours, l« 
Turki wcte again defeated with great lofs. At laft powda 
tuilL'd the bcfiw^cd, and they were leduced to a few cbarga 
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only : provilions had long been wanting ; an<) they now had 
intelligence that Barzatti Barbara, coming with fupplies from 
Canjia, was Olipwrecked. In fhoit, every thing contribut- 
ing to Conquer the fpirit of this brave garrifon, they were fi< 
Jially compElled to enter upon terms of capitulation. Ac- _ . 
cordingly a treaty was fet on foot, and hoflages exchanged, , *'' 1^ 
Commtffioners for fettling the articles having met, the fol j,g„g^a/s!e 
lowing terms were agreed to by both parties : viz. That the „„y,v,VM. 
efitceis and Ibldiers (hould march out with all the honours of 
wrar, drums beating, colours flying, fi*e pieces of cannon, 
all their baggage, and be conveyed in fafeiy to Cunrfia under 
an efcort of three Turttjh gallics ; and that the inhabitants 
fhould remain in the free ufe of their religion, untouched 
in their property, and in full poffeffion of their freedom. 
Thefe conditions' having been mutually figned, the garrifon 
marched out, and the foldicrs embarktd on board the (hips 
providetf for them by Mujlapha. Next day Bragadtna went 
to pay his compliments to Mtijiapha, attended by Baglhnl, 
Martintnga, and fome of the chief officers. At firft they 
met with a civil reception, Mujlapha ordering a feat to be 
placed for Bragadina on his own right hand. They foon en- 
tered into difcourfe about the priioners ; and Muflapha tax- 
ing Bragttdina with fome violences committed by the garrifon . 
during the fufpenfion granted for fettling a capitulation, 
Bragadina, with a generous difdain, denied the charge, cal- 
ling it falfe and dcligning. Upon which Mujlapha, rifmg jy-i 
up in a fury, ordered him to be bound hand and foot, and i^fji^.f 
the others maffacred before his face, without regard to hof- MuHapha 
pttaliry, their bravery, the treaty fubfifting, or their being 
unarmed. Bragadint was referved for a more cruel treatment; 
after being infiilted with the mod vilifying and opprobrious 
language ; after undergoing the moft excruciating tortures ; 
after having his ears, noie, and lips flit, his neck was 
flretched upon a block, and trampled upon by the datiardly 
Muflapha, who asked him where was now that Chrijl whom 
he worfhipped, and why he did not deliver him out of his 
hands ? At the fame time the foldiers on board the fleet 
■ were defpoi led of every thing, and lafhed to the oars. This 
day's work being finithed, Mujlapha entered the city, where 
he gave immediate orders that Tlepsh fliould be hanged upon 
a gibbet. A few days after, be(ore Bragadins had recovered 
from the wounds he received, he was carried in derifion to 
all the breaches made in the walls, loaded with buckets 
filled with earth and mortar, and ordered to kifs the ground 
as often as he palled by Mujlapha.; a fpeiStacle that rail<:d 
pangs of pity in the callouJ hearts of the mcaueft Tmkijh fol-

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dicTS, but could not move compaffioB in die o b d u r ate bndt 
oi Muftapha. Afterwards the brave Brngadiu wna CMpeA 
up in 3 cage, and ignominioufly huog to x &3-Tard in ooe of 
the gallics, where his intrepid Ibldicrs were CMioed to -tke 
oan. This fizht rendered them aloioft furtOvi : Aej ^- 
cUtmed agaipft the bafcners, the treachcfy of Mjfiap^ .- 
they called aloud for revenge, and defifcd to be fee k miertf 
that they mieht, even without arips, refctie their hnn gcne^ 
ral, and \nm& the deferved punilbment upon tbcir ncaai 
daflardly, and cowardly foes. Their requen was tnfmtni 
with cruel lalhes ; Braradins was taken down, conduced U 
the market-place, amidftthedin of tnjtnpett,drumt,atMiatfatT 
warlike- inftru men ts, wherfc he was flayed alive, aodapcnDJ 
put to his glorious life.

pointed in this expectation, the fleet (leered to ^Ibama, nlii- 
^Turkifli ^^^' Achmety the begletbeg oiGreect, had come with nume- 
ermjienftrt "^^^ forces, to fupprefs ' fome infurie£tions which appciral 
Albania, among the Siradiott in favour of the republic, jichnui nuidttd 
to Scutari at the head of a choice body of infantry : fuidin^ 
himfelf too weak to enter upon aflion, he fcnt for a rdn- 
forcem'ent to the fleet. Accordingly forty gallics filled widi 
iiildiers were detached to his affmancc. In their wayt thii 
fquadron met with two Venetian gallics, whom they tocJ: ain 
A warm conted. Soon aftpr fome Venetian tranfporu fell io 
their way, and became an eafy prey. 

Having received this reinforcement, Acbnut marched » 
Delriiigo, to which he laid fiege with a numerous army toi 
train of artilleiy ; the fleer alio was detained to block up tbc 
Jiarbour, and a galley difpatched to Uluzzaii to afliA his fqui- 
dron. This officer, after having feized upon fome of the re- 
public's merchantmen, failed in company with Halt to the 
poaft of Z)fl/OTfl(w, where the latter landing with a.ftrtmg 
forps, attacked Soppoto and topk it, after a very gallant it- 
iidance. In which he loft a great number of mon : here the 
whole garrifon was put to the fword, the town plundered, 
3nd then deferted. Emanuel Afarmori, by whole bravery the 
city had been taken from the Turis the preceding year, be- 
came now their prifoner and flave. From hence Halt went 
^oDurozzo, where he was joined by Ultizzali, 

SARRA MARTINENGA commanded in Dtln'iiei: hi 
bad long fcrved in a confiderable capacity in the Frauh annyt 
where be acquired great reputation i but peace with ^/^ 
, enfuing, and the civil wars being compofcd, he returned to 
Venice, and was appointed to the government of this city. Ht 
BOW fliewed himlelf dcferving of the truil repofed in hioi- 
^tj;h a flender garrifon, ill provided with water, (tores, »xl 
provifions, he ftood a ficge of thirty days againft a potent ene- 
my. The intrepid conduct of Hermalae TitpaU bad IV*^ 
with great hazard, r«!ie?ed him with fcanty fupplies of witef. 
After having fulfilled every duty which his country, hii ho- 
fiDur, and courage required, he waa at length forced lOfieU 
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to numbeni and the extremity to which be was redifccd ; 

but he capitulatei] upon honourable terms, having ftipulatej 
for all the honours of war, the ejFeds of the foSdieis, and 
hoftages for the fecurity of the liberty and property of the 
citizens. Tbefc articles were kept no better than thofe at 
FamagBjla, ahbo' the breach of tbcm arofe from no treachery 
of Achmet. The naval officers had claimed a fhare in the 
teAaStion oi Delringt, which fu highly incenfed j^it^hwI, who 
alone had undergone all the fatigue of the fiege, that he ad- 
initted his troop» within the walls, where they immediately 
fell a plundering, with an eaeernefs pcci/liar to the Turit, 
The naval officers, equally delTrous of Jharing ihe booty as 
the glory with Achmil, landed a large body of feamcn, who 
joined in facking the town and mailacring the ganifon, un- 
til not a foul efcaped alive befides Martinenga and Hieronyme 
Vtn'ieri, who were faved by the humanity of the balhaw ". 
Jfffartimnga has been blamed by fome hiftorians for furren- 
dcr:ng the town fooner than his fituation required, but un- 
jullly, as at the lime of capitulation he was confined 10 his 
bed, and when asked concerning the capitgbtion, fuid that a 
man deptived of the ability of fifihiing had no opinion. 

In the mean time the Turiip officers confulted whether 
fo late in the feafon they might venture upon the fiege of 
Catharra ; but as they could come to no refoluljon, they Jint 
to ConJiaHUtuipU for the Grand Seignior's orders. That the 
intermediate time might not he wafttd, Caracafa, a captain of . 
pirates, and t//uz2a//, bafbaw of v/^iVr;, were lent with a fqua- 
dron of forty gallics to make an attempt on Cojlknitrnje, and 
then on CarT^la. The former of liiere towns was com- 
manded by Aniama BaWi-, who, upon fight of the enemy, 
olFered to fubmit, lor which he was deiervcdly lligmatii^ed 
with perpetual baniflimcnt. What rendered his difgrace the 
more remarkable was, that the women of the place, perceiv- 
ing his and the garrifon's intention to furrender, fcized upon 
their arms, fliields, and coats of mail, and mounting the ram- 
parts, headed by Rajfello Datmatin, a ptieft, by theii hoftilc 
appearance faved the city from an attack, the Turit turning 
their courfe lo Lejfina, which was defcrtod by the governor, 
who retired into the citadel on the enemy's approach. The 
Turks fet fire to the town, and ran about pillaging the 
ifland ; but they were attacked by the inhabitants, who 
formed themfelves into a body, and driven with (laughter to 
the fleet, many of them being drowned in the tumult '.

CtlaKUt<m- 

derilandtng that the Venetian fleet was in great danger imh 

the vicinity of the Tarkijh adniira), and thcit inferiority, fcnt 

repeated meflages to Vinieri to fct fail for Sicily, whidi be did 

as IboR as the fituation of affairs wou)d permit. In the 

mean while Don yohn of Aufiria, having finifh«l the wvia 

Granada, arrived at Barce/ima, and there embarking two n- 

giments he let fail/or Gcaaa. After afiembling Ibme troop 

here, and getting ready a number of gallies and traittjuti, 

he fleered for Mtffim to Join Fesierj and Ctltima, ]exmf 

Haria and the tharquis of Sovla Cruz to bring up the leinaiii- 

ptH joita der of the army and fleet. He arrived aj Me^baaltat 

•/^Auflria jhort and profperous voyi^, and was welcomed by ^ t«i 

jainttht confederate admirals, gnd the loud acclamations of the 

tmhinti jydiers and mariners ^' Next day he called a council cf 

*"• war, at which were preicnt himfelr, Vei[ieri, C^bina, LtJi- 

vica Requifreiy lieutenant in the abfenci* of Daria, fm^ 

Celmne, and Agcfiim Bariartn. ' He opened the cotm 

- with a flioTt apc^<^ for the d^ys oh the part of l)ii Cidii>' 

Ik m^efty, laid before them the'number and CMiditionsf 

his forces, which confillcd of twenty-two thoufand foot, of 

which eisht thoufand eight hundred were Sfamjli, tAena 

thonfand Italians, and the remainder GeriruaUy wii a noine- 

rous artillery, ninety gallies, and twenty-two iranli>orti. Ht 

' then lamented the ftate of affairs, complained 6S the liinnila 

which- had been fpread, equally iniuriduj to Philip and hii 

own honour. He faid, that the defire of avoidii^ battlcwu 

not the caufe of the delays, but real and infurmountiUe <Sf- 

iiculties; that the moment thefe had ceafed, the fleet and 

army were got with the utmoft expedition in readincft, td 

nMr it was their bufmels, he faid, to recover the loft time bf 

a double portion of induftry, activity, and zeal. fMm'ana 

C«/i)Rfla returned him thanks for his obliging apology; loa 

the former imagining there was no other impediment, pi»- 

pofed that they mould immediately feck the enemy. Totlw 

Don J»hn objefted, under the fame pretexts dRred ihe yest 

bcrorc by Doria, although he was fenfible that the baiboor^ 

■owns, and tenilories of the repubfic were groanin| undo 

all the feverities of a cruel and r^ofous war. He faid, tbit

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i]Dited, at the enemy were neatly fupcrior in flfvngtb-and 
number of dips ; nor would be perinit the chrifUail fle«» 
4n which conrifted the public ftcurity, to be precipitated into 
nunifcfl danger 

As foon as the Tw-'^^ underllood that the c«nbined' fleet 
was at Mtffmot they weighed ahchor from Catharra, and failed 
(o Ctrfu, where t bey continued fifteen days, plundering the 
villages and fuburbs of the towns, without attempting to lay 
£^e to any fortified places. Towards the beginning of Sep- 
Itemifr they fleered for ConJIanthnpUy ravaging Ce^loma t 
iccond time with all the .horrers of war. Stopping in the 
gulph of Ltpatio, thCT lent to SiUm for farther inflni£liom } 
and in the mean while feot out the famous pirate CaragiaU 
\a qucft of the chriAiap Seet, to procure the befi inteOigenco 
poffible i but after his return the fealbn was lb far advanced* 
that, imagining no (leps would for this year be taken by the 
fonfedcrates, the corfairs of Bar^ry were dilbifled, to the 
number of forty galliet, well armed and provided. After 
which the baibaw, leaving IMt in the gulph of Lepama wi^t 
one hundred and fifty galliet, went to Cmfiam'tmfU to fgeai 
the winter '. 

Mean while the iutty ^lies, left in Cania for tbe relief 
of Famag^a^ hearii^ of the fate at that unhappy city, (ex 
Ui\ for Mtffi»a^ u;TeeabIe to Ftniert'% orders. Upon their 
^ival the whole rautiam fleet amounted to cnib hundred and 
pine ealliei, and Gx men of war. Then the admirals met to 
confuTt on their operations : Vtmtri preSed Don ythn of 
Aujlriay that, laying aTide all hefitation and dcby, the TwrUfi 
fleet might be attaclced, faying, that if tbey avoided battle 
they flKiuId by all endeavours be reduced to the necefEn of 
fighting. Here Don 'J^» again rai&d doubu and Jbniiuea ; 
and though he did luit <^>ciuy of^xiG: the pr(^>ofitioDf yet he 
wafled the time that m^ht have been better employed lo 
ddion. He made focb ot^eftions, (owed fuch djQennons 
unong the officers, and fo confounded their meafuics, that 
no plan could be propofcd 'that did not meet with its cavlllert 
and opponents. Some, magnifying the ftrength of the 7Vi- 
{A fleet, recommended caution, circumfpcflion, and delibe-^ 
rate councils i otheis, on the contraiy, were for giving battl« 
at all events ; and thit opinion tbey fiipparted with argumcota 
drawn from the neceffity of a^rs, the eircumftanccs of boA 
fides, the honour, of the cbriflian fleet, the intention of tb« 
confederacy, and the aitides of the treaty. To vrfutpurpole, 
f^ they, have fleets and forces been colleded togctbef from

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fo mati^ difTerent countiies ? Is it (hat the Ventiians, who 
were always fuperior to danger while they conEdcd in thdr 
own courage and virtue, fhould be mined by repofing truft 
in the moH rolemo engagements with their allies ? Is it^at 
ihcy may becomethejeftof PMif, ofDon j'l"*'') and ofmao- 
kind? They were, therefore, for fighting at all hazards. 

These fentimf nis were frequently repeated in council be- 
fore a full aflcnibly of general oiEcers, and they were (up- 
ported by the earned exhoitations of the pope's legate on 
board, who gave them them the ftrongeft alTurances of viflo- 
ry, through the mediation of the prayers of his holinefs. At 
laft, overcome with fliame, Don John of Aujlria publtdy 
^/ E?^'* orders that every thing (hould 6e got ready for ca^agit^ 

J , This order was. received with the joyful acclamations of the 

■^ ' whole fleet, efpeciallyof the Venetians, who wanted nothing 
fo much as to revenge the many barbarities committed \jj 
the infidels. The prince examined the condition of every 
fliip, the number of her crew, and the ftate of her flores, 
arms, and provifions, with a minute exadinefs- The Vetu- 
tian fleet was found well provided in every thing bcfides roert, 
of whom a great number had perifhed. by ficlcnefs. To re- 
medy this de^ciency four thoufand of his troops, of whom 
fifteen hundred were Itaiiam, were dillributed among the 
^ifruttiiif gallics. The fleet was ihcn drawn up in order of 
battle, in which manner it proceeded againfl the enemy, with 
all poflible caution, in four divifions, each diflinguifiied by a 
flag. Three divifions compofed the van: the fourth con- 
tinued in the rear, ready to afltll and fuccour the pans hardeft 
prcftd. The diviGon or\. the right, compofed of fifty gallics, 
was commanded by Dona : that on the left, conlming of 
an equal number, by Ago/}ino Barharigo : Don yobn hhnfelf 
kept the center ; and the rear, confiding of thirty gallics, w» 
committed to the conduct oi Jlvoro BaJ/wno. Six large Ve- 
netian men of war were towed in front, two being placed be* 
fore each divifion to break the fiift effort of the enemy, and 
annoy them by their heavy artillery : ten gatlies befides were 
kept without the line to provide for all fudden emcrgendes, 
end againfl all accidents ; and eight gallies were difpatched 
under Colkma to reconnoitre the enemy, and bring advice c^ 
their difpofition '. 

■ In this order the chriftian fleet anived on the eighteenth of 
Stpiember zKCapa deUtCohmu, where they were detained for 
three days by contrary winds. Vinieri propofed they fiiould 
fteer for Cephahnia, in order to intercept the Turiffi flett,

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which, fiom the lateft iccounts, wu at Cerfu, and bjr that 
means force them to engage. DonToinwas of a contrary 
opinion : he preferred falling direaly to Corfu with the 
whole fleet, and his opinion prevailed. Accordingly j5a^n4 
was difpatched to TartnU, and Canal'n to GallipcHt with or- 
ders to tak« fomc troops on board at ihofe places, and proceed 
direaly to Carju. Then weighing from Capo dclk Cahnnty 
the fleet arrived in four days at Carfu. Thence proceeding to 
the continent, they put into the port of Gominezze, whcr? 
they were joined by Andradat who returned with advice that 
(ha Turif were in the gulph of Ltpanio, and had detached 
fixty fail either to ConJlanlinopU or the coaft of Barbarfy for 
corn and other provifions. 

All this time the iniidels exerted the utmoft diligence in p^^j^^_ 
procuring intelligence, and ftrengthenrng their flee: for aiSion.' ,,-^„j ^c 
Having fame advice of the motions of the Chridians, the, {^ Xurkt. 
bafhaw returned to the fleet, recalled the piratical auxiliaries 
which he had difmifTed, and all the other fquadrons detached on 
diflercnt purpofes. Caragialt was intrepid enough to fail in the 
night, with a fmall fquadron, through the combined fleet, to 
examine their number, fimation and defigns. He even 
bad the prefumption to land within fhot of the allies, and 
taice prjfoners a body of foldiers, who flroUed about the fliore 
little fufpeifling an enemy. From them the necefTtry intelli-' 
gence was procured 4 upon which it was debated whether or 
not battle (ho u Id be offered. Hali, who was young, full of 
courage, ambitious of glory, and eager for an opportunity 
of diftingutOiing himrefl, advifed, that the Chriflians fhould 
be attacked at all events. This opinion was fupported by 
a great majority j but oppofed by Parihi, whofe age and ex-' 
perience rendered him more circunifpefl. U/uzzali feemcd 
neuter, fearful of difobliging either of the commanders : his 
cunning, plaufibili^, and ambiguous difcourfe dill more con- 
founded the Turktjh counfels, and fomented the divifions 
among the admirals. Sometimes he would fcem 10 incline 
to HalTs opinion, as mod becoming the dignity of fo po- 
tent an emperor as Stim : again he would apjiear doubtful 
whether their force was equal to the importance and dinger 
of the enterprizc. This, he would fay, was not his own 
opinbn ; but that of fome experienced officers in the fleet, 
whom he did notcbufc to name. That the fhips under his 
own conduit were well provided with men, arms, ammu- 
nition, ar)d every thing fit to engage ; but he was told it 
was not fo in fome other divifions. He then added, that if 
his conduct hitherto was not a fufficient Tecurity for his fide- 
lity, be was willing now to give more aaip!e tefllmony in bat- 
tle. 
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oe. After he hwf thus twifted his (cndments into aO the c&' 
bumvdutions and atnbigcs of a fly couirier, Bmrharo^, the 
young idey of Algitr was called upon for fab opinion. When 
(his prioce fpoke, he magnified the vaftncfs, power, and for* 
tune of thtOtheman empire ^ the difcipline of the tnx^; 
the excellency of the oSoets, exalting them great); above \he 
effeminate, luxurious, cmafculatcd, and contentious Chrif> 
tiam, «4)o were Iplit into various monarchies of feparate and 
(Contrary intcrefis, and concluded mib advifing battle, irilh the 
fttongeu afliintDces of vidory. This, he faid. dtc ccnperor it- 
£ied ; this at lead b^mc fab potency and grandeur ; noc ins k 
lawful to hcfitate a moment where the honour of their great 
moQVch was concerned : his moft diftant btnts were to h 
regarded with that reverence and refped due to Ac Deity. 

SARBAROSSjti (entiments were (econdcJ t^ thofe of 
ttit greater number of ttie officers ; bat oppofcd by PartU, 
iangiack of Nfgraponi, an officer who had cained great ex- 
perience in naval afGurs, and was pofledea of an e^ignifiie 
judgment, devoid of all otlentation, deceit, and vanitjr- fie 
was an honefl, virtuous, and tuave marlnn, who freely Ipote 
his fentiaients, without regarding how they might be receivtri 
by his fuperiors. After rehiting every thing advanced by Bar- 
hoToffay he asked,Whether theChriftians had given aQypR)o6 
of thnr effeminscy, dcbilitv, and cowardice, at Pamag^e, 
Malta, and odter places ? He asked him. Whether the taking 
of the former was to be attributed to the Turtifi bravery, or 
to the famine, fickncfs, and every other evil that preraW 
within the walls ? He faid, that the Chriflians had there o- 
}iibitc<t proofs of intrepidity and con<]u£t altc^ether amazing, 
and which ought to immortalize the memory of tbofe unfer- 
tunate heroes, who met with a fate which they ill jnerited. 
An overweening pride, a contempt of the enemy, he tudy 
and a felf-liifliciency, were not the paths to vtfiory and glon; 
but a true eftimation of each, a judicious, impartial, anddt^ 
palEonate comparifon, which was the duty of a true genei^ 
The Cbriflians, he faid, were not fo contcmptibte as to be 
overawed by the formidable name of the Oihmai arms ; ibq' 
tnuft be conquered Iw dtnt of fuperior courage and ftro^dtl 
nor was Paribi fo to interpret his Inftrudions aS rafbly to en- 
gage on unequal terms : a defeat was tefs for the honour of the 
great morurch than a prudent fefcrve, and cautious rtfufal of 
battle, the event of which might probi^Iy be dilgracefU 
and ruinous. A prince, he laid, could rtol be difhonoured 
but by the raOuicfs or timidity of his genersls ; but tfaefe di(^ 
fered widely from true courage and prudence. A defeat wchiM 
now fully the glory of 5M'ni, and rob bim of the fruits of fa 

aaay 
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ttuny viAories : he, (herefere, advtfed that battle nn^C be 
dedroed, as left htzar^us snd injuiious to their adaiti than 
liiaftivity, which /ns no more than 2. necd&ry relaxation 
tfter the toils of War. However, u this prudenc advice was 
' fiippOTted but by a few voices, PanU faw himfelf under the 
Aeceffity of taking mealures from which he perceived deAruc- 
tion wouM enfiie : he remembered the ditgrace of Pmalis iat 
a more trivial ofience ; and, with many fobs and virailii^, 
gave up his own jodginent to the raSi impetuous torrent of 
juvenile councili, faying, he had rather peri(fa in the field 
than &Ii a faciifice to die obloquy, rtic arts of envy, and the 
detradion of malevolence. To this he was the more induced 
by SeSmft laft inftru^ions, read fay U!taaa!i in council, for 
Inzing the (hA opportunity of fig;hting the enemy *. 

This refolution being fonncd, Mabometf who had fire- 
ttuouOy diffiiaded them m>m battle, was difpatched into th< 
fnoer parts of the gulph of LepaidOy to collet as many 
troops and fliip* as coidd poffibly be got together. He drew 
fcom the neighbouring garrifons about four thoufiind horfc, 
whom be difinaunted and put on board the fleet. Mahamd 
bngiack of Mm-ea fent fifteen hundred more horfe, after 
having difmounted them, and altered their arms to that of 
infantry. After this Caraufa, a renowned pirate, was fent 
fer intelligence. 

In the mean time a trivial occurrence had lilce to have Tht t*m- 
diilblved tbeleague, and given the Turii all the ad vantage y(.*Wvfy 
they coutd defire. One of the coromiSonets, a Spaniard^ am^g 
appointed by Donyohn oi Auflria, for viflualting the fleet, '^Cfc-i^ 
had conduaed himielf with great arrogance and ill mannen"''"^*'" 
towards many of the VenetiAi officers : upon which Vmieri re- **^^^ 
prehcttded him gcndy \ but the fellow retorting abufc and fcur- ^T^ " 
rility, Vtnieri gave orders he fliould be feized. The com- '[^^^ 
DHfEoner, aJEQed by Ibme other Spaniards, not Only reftfted, 
but flew the ofltcer in the difcharge of his daty, which fo 
highly inccnfed Fenieriy that he ordered the commilBoner and 
his accomplices immediately to be banged at the yanl-arm, 
without confijlring Don fabn. The Spaiujb general r^rded 
this condud as an infult upon his authprity ; and his indig- 
nation received additional fiiel from the remonfirances of the 
Sfcnljb officers, efpecialty Deria, whs hoped from thence to 
breed fiich diflbitions as mig^t froftrate the refolution of the 
council, and even difloive the confederacy. They infifled * 
vpQa. fatisfadion ; but the moderation and prudence of Ct- 
mm and Barbariga hc;^ed the wounds made by the impe-

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tupus and warm temper of Vtniiri, and baffled all ds cii' 
deavours of Deria to bring this affair to an open nipture. 
They ^fo ftrongly recommended the necclEty of unaoimkf 
to V)oaJal"',t.\\a,l he was reconciled to Vtnitri, ami <ictet> 
mined to profecute the plan laid down in council V 

But th^ Spamjh oSficas, who were ever avciretocomg 
to a battle with the Turis, raifed new. cavils, by pcopoAo} 
that the fleet (hould invell fome of the cities lately ukeo b^ 
the Turh on the coaft of Daliiiaiia. This, they {aid, wouU 
draw Parthi out of the gulph of Lepanta to the fuccaut of ibe 
place, when they could engage him to more advantage tbin 
in a natrow channel. Although this advice was pTaufible, 
the Vtmtians eaftly perceived that the ultimate intention cf 
it was to avoid battle : they tbetefore infilted on puriuiag 
the former. refolutiony and failing immediately to the moniti 
of the gulph, when, beyond doubt, the impatient and 
haughty difpolition of the Turh would induce them to tame 
out and engage. A third propofi lion was, that they fiwuid 
ky alidc airconicntion about things of little importance, ud 
iinanimouily attack Navarra and Madatif by the taking ef 
which they would reap real utility and glory. It was ptm- 
ble that the Turks would attempt the relief of thofe to*ni: 
if they did, there would be an opportunity of iighiing>if 
not, the furrender of places fo important would pave the i^ 
for an infurre^tion in the ATurea, where the inhabiiantJ Wtft 
quite oppicfled with the gauling yoke of fervitudc '. 

Agrefable to this propola), arefulution was formed*' 
faihng direilly to the Morca, and there determining opeo- 
tions by circumftances. All things being got in rcadineS, 
the fleet weighed from the coaft of Alhanta., and failing in ll* 
order wc have before defcribed, purfued bet coutfeloC^^^ 
WW, where the allies arrived about the time that Bah, caiiyiDg 
all before him in council, had gained a majority againKr*- 
thi, and ^:;rricd the refolution of fighting the ChriiTiaDS. Tin 
fame miiiakc prevailed in both fleets, each imagining liw 
the other would decljnc coming to a£tion. When ihellri' 
vizii^-iSania Maura^ the con federates lay iX. Curftlar'' ; ^ 
that the crcmy could be defcried from the tops. Upon this Dm 
yii!)7io( Jy;i-ia, by the advice of ZJer/a, gave flrii3otd«S« 
Bfi^ii:::^ who commanded the referve fquadron in the iWi 
by all means to avoid joining battle, until it was certain ib^ 
the enemy had no feparatc divifion in referve. Then Ar« 
extendL'd his line on the tight, Barharigo doing the faiw 
oil tlie left, and going as tlo!« to the fliote as the foumW 
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wouU pennit it. The center vas ranged by Don f^^ tni 
the whcde fleet dirpofed in order of battle, without the leaft 
confiiKpn or tiuiUiJt. Immediately on the right of the royal 
^tlley which carried 'J»b» of AufiriiL, were natioDcd CakKmi 
an4 the pope's fquuran : on the left fiood the Vtnttisnit 
.with two large fra/oos men of war placed before each di- 
vilion \ 

On the other hand, the Turkic feone the cbriOian fleet 
making fail towards them, infiantly cleared the (hip*, and made 
every mag ready to engage, with the greatcft alacrity, C3i- 
4>cditioi), and eood order. In the center Partbi, the high 
Rdmira], took nisftation, having on both Jidea ope hundred 
and thir^ galties ranged in line of battle. At the diftance 
of ilxty Ihipa from bis rioht, J&/( took pofi with eighty {;^l)iet, 
which he drew up cloie to the fhore, to oppoTe Beriarigt. 
The fangiack of JUxandria commanded in the right wing, 
and TJlvxxali on the left, the whole Beet being ranged in a 
flrait line, contrary to theulualcufloni of the Turkt, whoge- 
Bcrally ibrm a crelcznt. Bothfiddaf^xunteda certainnumbcr 
of li)^t veilels to lail coaDantly round the fleett, to bring in- 
tcUigeoce to the admirab of the Hate of affairs. When ditt 
' fleets approwjtcd within a fmall dillancc,. Dan Jeh*, uking 
the confedenue ^andard jn hb band, accocnpanied by yttturi 
and CaUima, went into a lurge, and rowed round the fleet, 
exhorting and aaisuting tbein to an exertion of their ^It- 
tics and courage, wbi<^ wai anfwered by chsen over the 
whole line. Knuming ' to hi* own ffajp, be audc a filort - 
jpeech to the crew, of which they tefiil^ their applaule by 
chearfuJ flioHts, which were «ccho<ed back by the fleet. 

On a fuddeo the wind, which hithcno was adverfe to the 
cbriftian fleet, cealiMl, and a perfe^ calm enfued : now i[ was 
tbat Deria wai diii:overcd to have changed the order of battle 

Erefcribed. loftead of keeping the line, agreeable to ordeir, 
B turned the fteou of hit diviiion towards the ihore on hii 
righti to prevent being furrousded. This diTpofition of 
Doria'a bad aliBoft been attended with ruinous conft- 
4ffieace», as it ^vc the Tiiri$ an opportunity of breaking 
tbc line, although bis biftonan attributes it to the fuperior 
abilities of his hero. The centers joined battle, the iiift 00- f^'Mib 
fct being fuftained by the large Ihip in front, who played fu- ?/ Mipao- 
rioufly with their heavy artillery on the Tiir^'^ gallies. ^(< "'* 
lum fent Ibme lai^ gallics to fupport them, and his exam- 
ple was happily figllowed by Cfimna t for the enemy, unable 
to bear diis vigoious charge, divided to the right and left, th«

greater part going to the right, which »ras oppeSeitbBarit- 
rigty on whom they difchargcd fbowers of antnn, iriuck 
darkened the slcy, attended, after their barbarous emddo', 
with fhrielcs and (houts. Getting between Barbarip lod the 
Oiore, with fome light gillies, they furioufly aiucked bin in 
icar, front, and flank. Thu brave oflicer oppofcd ibein wit 
equal courage, and fuperior abilities, having often repuIM, 
broke, and put them in confufion. Viflory nad like to taw 
declared for him, when, after an obftinate conflid, duiing 
which he di(ltnguilhe<l every quality of a great coninuadtf, 
he was fliot in the eye, of which wound he died thcftdlov- 
ing day '. 

In bis place fuccecded Marina Cmiartm, his nephew, ml 
the rival of his virtues, who, after puOting the adwitiges 
gained by Barbarige, and putting the enemy to flight ; tftct 
having driven fome on fhore, funic and diiablcd otheti, wa 
■ flain by an arrow, and with him fell Vt/conti ^rm lod 
Andrta Barharigo. Purfuing the viflory, the next in am- 
mand kept fo conftant a fire upon the enemy, that defen- 
ing their flitps, they fled on (hore, many being dromwl 
endeavouring to efcape, and the veflels dtfhed in pioa 
againft the rocks. The fame good forttine attended the cen- 
ter of the combined fleer, where hardly a Turk efeiped, M 
friendly fliore l>eing near to aflord them refiige. On die 
right, the battle was fupported by Daria on the one fide, uri 
HaS on the other. The Turks, by his wrong dilpoliiin 
got between him and the center di the fleet, where ario- 
lent cofjfli<9 enfued, Daria refolvtng to cidc the line, vi 
prevent his bdng furrounded, which he efl'efied after a bud 
ilruggle, and great lofs on the fide of the enemy. TwogJ- 
lies, in which the fons of the Turiijh general fought, woe 
taken. Notwithftanding this dedgn was fhiftrared, the bH' 
tic was renewed with freth vigour by fenitri, feconded by Ct- 
hnna, Matharin dt CEfcut (A), a Frtnchmmy and fcieial 
other commander, flying to hia fupport. Don Jtlm at ihe 
fame time chufing four hundred of the flower of the regi- 
ment of Sardinia^ and, accompanied by Litpa Fagatrt, ajid 
a body of the young grandees of Spain, made an attack en 
Haii, furrounded 1^ four hundred janifliuiea and one bno-

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dred archers. The charge was given and received with great 
vigour: the difpuce was long, obllinate, and bloody; vic- 
tory for 8 long while appeared doubtful, and both fleers 
/cemed to lefer the iflue of their dilierenccs to the event of 
the engagement between the two admirals. All befides Fe- 
tiierl were idle fpeiflators ; and both parties laboured under 
the rooft tcrtible anxiety and fear for their commanders, 
while none thought of lupporting them, feeoiing to look 
upon it aa a trial of valour. At length Hali was killed, and 
his galley taken by Don John -, but not without very conll* 
dcrable lols of officers ana foldien °'. 

Now the fea, difcoloured with blood, wat covered with 
floating mangled bodies. The fhips on both fides were filled 
with the dreadful fpefiacle of heads, arms, and legs fe- 
vered from their bodies. The sky was darkened with clouds 
of (moke ; and the ears ftunned with the dreadful toar oJT 
cannon, the Ihrieks of miferable wretches peiilhing by firci 
by water, and the fword. 

PjR.'tHl, vvho had all this while been engaged in the ffe Turks 
hotteft of the fight, was at UR feparated from his divifion, ta-t diftat- 
and fingly encountered by four Venetian gallies. After he had id luiib 
maintained b ibarp conteft till almofl his whole crew wasP>^igi"^ 
killed, he retired into a fmall yacht he had prepared iVAa&M'"'gb"''- 
extremities, and went off from the battle, leaving all his va< 
luable efic& a prey to the conquerors, and throwing out 
terrible execrations againft Halt, and ihofe ralh counfeilors 
who had reduced him to the neceiEty of flight. Of all the 
7uriijb divifion now only that under VluKxall remained. This 
cunning officer) paffing b^ Daria into the middle of the 
chtiilian fleet, fo contrived matters that he could either en- 
gage or retreat at pleafure. But when he perceived, by th? 
imperial ftandatds being taken down, that Uali and Pariiri 
were defeated, when the clouds of fmoke were difpclled, that 
he could plainly fee the Turkijh fleet dcftroyed, and the Chrif- 
tia(is every where viflorlous, he then retired with precipita- 
tion. Some fenetiojt gallies that lay next to him obfcrving 
his delign, attacked htm with great courage, imagining they 
fliould be fupported by Doria. They were greatly inferior, in 
number and Drength to UluzxoU, having loft more than half 
their complement of' men in the former part of the action. 
However, determined to make up with courage what was 
wanting in power, the fight was maintained with fury, Uluz- 
zali determining, at all hazards, to efcape, and the Venetiam 
fighting with expc^ation that the anival of Deria would foon 
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relieve them : In which th^ were deceived i that tracbc- 
tx>u3 ftdmiral taking defigncaly a long fwcep, did not ictorn 
until he thought the Vtnelians mull have been defeited, a 
the -enemy fo weakened as to become an caly prey. OMnv- 
ing this conduct, the Venetians placed their whole confidence 
in Ihc^ own bravery, and determined rather to die thin 
either yield or leave an open pafCige to Uiuzzali. The effxu 
ihey made were incredible, and luch as the Turii couM not 
liave wiihftood had they not been greatly fuperior in Dumba 
lo thler Fatigued enemies. At length [//uzxa/i broke thnngb 
juft as Deria came up with a ferious intention of aitadii^ 
the enemy ; but it was too late. A high Tea riling pmeoBd 
his purfuing them : however, after recovering two fwfto 
gallies, which Uluzzal^i fijuadron was towing a-flem, be ftoo<I 
for the refl of the fleet, having fliamefutly ended a batdc, 
otherwayi the mofl glorious upon record*. 

Such was the battle oi Ltpantd, in which it is difiaih u 
&y whether lion John af Aujlr'ia^ CeUitna, or Fim.ri, pwwi 
themfelves the grcatefl foldiets and commanders. Certain it 
is, that nothing could exceed the vigilance, condufi, and ni> 
trepiditr of each. The Vmetian dtvifion had, indeed, fnp- 
potted the greater bunhen of the engagement, but that w« 
owing not to the fault of Tionyehn oi Colenna, buttodK 
treachery of i)grttf, who almoft the whole time kept aloof. 

The Turks likewife fought with incredible bravery, maiif 

Ellies continuing the fight after atmolt the whole crewt bw 
En killed : oincra ftmk and perifhed by fire rather than 
ftrikc to the conquerors, and their fiercenefe remaned iftf 
their power was extinguifhed. About one hundred and thiity 
of their gallies were taken, the reft of their fleet was ddw 
daflied upon rocks, fwallowed by the waves, or deftroftd bf 
fite, excepting about Airty {hips which Uluzzali carried bick 
to Ctttftaniinepk. Twenty-five thoufand of their men *8* 
killed, among whom were their two chief admirals, with rauif 
other ofGcers of the fitll diHinSion ; many were drowM<l| 
and about three thoufand five hundred were uken prilbnn). 
On the fide of the confederates fifteen galKes were loft, nf 
which ten were Venetian ; ten thoufand were flain in tbe 
aSion or died of their wounds, which were unskilfully tieitnl. 
Among the latter was Agoftina Barbarigo, whofe pnideDC^ 
experience, moderation, and courage, could not exempt faio 
from that fate which his country and allies greatly lamentnl' 
His death, fays Thuanus, was more than an equivalent fiwtbe 
liberty reftored by his bravery to one thoufand two iKuxited

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cfariftian captives in tha Turlnfit fleet. Othtr officer) of note 
-iticewife fcU } but the grief on tbeii account was abfoibod 
in the general joy for the viftoryi and mouining for the loti 
of Bariarigt". 

NiXT cby, while the confederates were bufiol in taking 
care of the wounded, a terrible flurm arofe, which mm 
have been attended with difmal confequcncei, had not Pio- 
vidence farther difplayed her goodnefc in fectiring a iafe har- 
botir for the chriflian fleet, owing to a grofs miflakc the 
enemy committed in the beginning of the adion. A per- 
fed reconciliation between Don jAn irti Venieri wai effed- 
ed : thefe warriors had difptaycd to each other To many vir- 
tues and noble aSTons, In the Coufc of their late operation*, 
that they were fired with a nHitual cfleem, which buried 
their former animoficies in oblivion. Upon this occalion a 
council of war was fummoned, in which it wairrelblved that, 
confldering the number of the wounded, the fcarciiy of pro- 
vifions, and the feafon of the year was now far advanced, 
the moft advifeabLe mcafure was to lay up the fleet to the 
cnfuing feafon, vhen they could return with redoubled vi- 
gour upon adion, after the feamen and Ibldicrs were refrefhed, 
and tbeir-Oiips refilled. This refoJution was by many people 
condemned as imprudent and unfeafonable. All was in con- 
fufion at Conjiantimple, the Turkijh navy wai inlirely ruined, 
their coalls and iilands naked, defertea, and in the utmoft 
CBnllemation, while the confederates rode triumphant in the 
Arthiptiagt. By purfuing their advantages the haughty Selim, 
it was confidently aOerted, niuft have fucd for peace before the 
-fpring : noihmg could have withftood an armament iluflied 
with (o glorious a vifiory, much lefs an enemy drooping 
tinder their defeat, and defponding in advefCtyat much as 
they tyrannized in profperity. 'i'he chief blame fell upon 
Vmitny as the r^blic was the mofl interefted in terminating 
the war : he ought, with all his might, to have oppofed a 
meafure fo pernicious to his country, inftead of fupporunc 
Don y«^, who was the great promoter. His unwillingncfi Venjeii 
to keep the fea was, by the ill-natured, attributed to hit great raxrdiui.-B 
tendernefs and care cf a flight wound received in the leg, m<J^^^*- 
which, faid tbe^, made him tremble with borror at the ligbi 
of a weapon : hut fuch reproaches were equally invidious and 
unjuft. Vetueri too well knew the grudge the Spaniards bore 
the Ftnttianf, the unwilliiignefs with which they were 
brought to engage; and that nothing ^elidct a previ>iling

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notion diat the Turis would refufe battle, couM fasve iodooeJ 
them to advaxice fo fo as the gulph of LtptmU. He um 
faw with what emulation they beheld the ^lory the icpublic 
acquired, and with what joy they would embrace injofifMr' 
tunity of d>fcuring the luflre of her reputation. Sudiilliet 
were not greatly to be relied on ; and to ihb rather than to 
hia wound was the condud of Venieri to be afcriW : in- 
deed, it mud be acknowledged that hb condud in anotfaet 
refpefl is lefs excufable. Filippo Bragadino had been feat bf 
the fenate, before they werC informed of the viflory, wiik 
thirteen large gallies, to reinfixce the yeneiian (quadtOD ; upon 
bii arrival he found that the Turks were utterly defeated. La- 
menting his misfortune in lofing his ibare in To glorious i lic- 
lory.herequefiedof/^irxiCT-i that he would permit him to pariw 
the flying enemy with fifty fail, protnifing to give a good 
account of them, and Ukewife of feveral Turlu^ prorincti, 
which would probaMy be in (he utmoft conftcmaiion lAcr 
iiicha defeat. Heftrongly rcprefemed the advantages (rf fw* 
an enterprize, and the probability of its iiicce6 ; but f'own 
waa deaf to his remonflranceS} either from an appreb«i6o|i 
of the dingers of the feafon, or an unwillingnels to ammit 
that to the conduft of another which he knew to be a daij 
incumbent on himfelf. Thus, between caution and enn, 
the fairefl opportunity for ending the war that ever coaw 
offer itfelf was loft i. 

Don Jehtt having refotvcd, agreeable to the refolutiw «^ 
the council of war, to feparate from the Fautiara, was in- 
treated by Ftnieri that an attempt fliould firft be aait to 
Santa Maura. In compliance wiih this remonflrance be dis- 
patched certain gallies to examine the ftrength and fituitica 
of (he place, and in what fpace of time it might probably be 
reduced. The captains of the gallies reported on tbetrte- 
turn that probably iifieen or twenty days would finifli the en- 
terprize j upon which he dropt the dengn, faying rhat itww 
a paultry ifland, of too little confcquence to the confntenut 
to merit the expence and trouble. His influence prevailed; 
9Dd the whole fleet, without any farther undertaking, fct (»\ 
in company for the ifland of Ctrfii, where they divided tbdi 
plunder a}id conquers (B). From thence the cccle^afiicil

Tge cannon, eight bombs, and was given a poriiun agrtei^e 
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waA Spaufi fleet s retired to Mtjfuia, which port they entered 
in triumph. After their dcputure, Venteri took Margarit 
near Carfu, granting their lives and liberty to the inhabi- 
tants, biU Uirning and dellroying the citadel. Sopptte was 
likewife fcized hy the Alianians^ and put under the govern- 
ment of Venict, but it was foon recovered by Selim '. 

TKise places were of little confequence j the opportu- 
nity of ftriking a decifive blow was nowlofl: had the com- 
bined fleet but appeared off the Marta the Greeii would have 
been delivered from flavery. A general difafTeftion to rhe 
7'uriifi government appeared among them, and they expefted 
nothing Tcfs than the recovery of their liberty, as an imme- 
diate confetjuence of the vi<£iory of Lefanit : they requeued 
Don Jeitn that he would but approach fo near the fliore aa 
to let his Ihadow be feen in the Mortat which they, faid was 
fufficient to terrify the Tiirir into fubmifiion, and reAore 
them to their prilltne bappinefs. Certain it is, that great ad- 
vantages might have been gained by a vigorous proTecution 
of the terror they had (Iiuck all over the Othoman empire. 
InAcad of this, the time was confumed in vain-glorious 
triumphs, ovations, and ambalBes ' (C). 

But the wioter was employed on both fides with frcfh pre- 
parations for the enfuing campaign : 'Sitim was at AirianapU 
when the twws of the defeat arrived, upon which he fet out

batbSdti. >'^ augmenting the garrifons on the coafh, oitiog of onboita, 
and other military preparations was beheld. Vbaadff^ K«ep- 
lion was, contrary to expc^ation, extremely gracious. &&b 
thanked him for hit bravery in the aSion, and prudence in 
bringing fafe back the diviQon of the fleet under his care. In 
this he a£led like a found politician ; for Ulnxxa^a influenoe 
>nd cbarai^cr were at leaft equal to his atMlities ; nor could 
any thing more encourage the troops than to have the com- 
mander applauded, whofc condufl bad faved the only ncm- 
nant of the Turiip power '. 

His holinels and the republic, on the other hand, omitted 
(Mthing which could unite more llrongly the prefent conie- 
tieracy, as Well as increafe its power by the addition of new 
allies. The cardinal AUxandnna had conftantly refided at the 
l«un ofPhilrpt to keep him (Icady in his engagennents, and 
to his weight was joined that of the VtnfUcm rclident. At 
foon as advKc of the viSiory arrtyed, they both wtitcd on bit 
catholic majelly to congratulate him on fo glorious an events 
owing chiefly to the irrefiAible power of his majefty'a aims. 
Thence they proceeded to lay before him how foon the 0*i»- 
man empire might be crufhed by a feafoiuble and vigorous a- 
ertion of the confederate power ; but Philipwzs ftil! Qow is 
hit meafures, and read/ of his promifes. The war in thfi 
Law Caunirits ; a threatening rupture with Franct, as wcO 
as a general didike and jeatoufy of the Fenttiam that prevuM 
in his army, raifed mimt>crle& difficulties, which all the additft 
of the pope and fenate found no eafy oMtxt to renovb 
Fifiieri, that no difputes on his account might arift, was de- 
prived of hb command,' and Fefiartm appointed by thefenM 
in bis room. ' Immedia^ly after his promotion he vrts i\i- 
patched into Spain, with full powen to fettle what plan of 
Operations was Aought necefiary hj Phiiip and Don /^A* of 
Jiujiritt. But the firft Oep was to engage the Spaniarit hear- 
tily in the alliance ; in w^ich Surenza laboured with the dili- 
gence and addre& of an able and honeft minifler *. Anno- 
t>al1ador was likewife fcnt to the emperor to tty, if poffibl^ 
iq move him to break the truce with Sdm. Tut Vtf

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tim was (bon followed thither by the pope's legate, who wa» ^ p 
fM lels VSMaofos than the fcnne in Airiing up a formidable lUs' 
confedei^y againft the Turks : but their zeal was not attended - 
with the cxp«3ed fiKcefs ; the emperor had too often ex- 
perienced the power of the Turks^ to imagine it would fink 
under one defi:it, ind tlic deflruftion of a fingle fleet. Theic 
preat Arength and vaft refources of men and money, con- 
fifled in the prodigious extent of their dominions on tnc con- 
tinent, and not in their commerce, fleets, or iflands. He 
therefore anfwered the amb^lTadors with afllirances of a fincere 
regard for the pope and republic; but that his circumdancet 
would not admit of exhiluting proofs detrimental to his own 
incereft and the good of the empire. His treafury, he faid^ 
was low ; breaking with the Turks would give the Protcftantf 
an opportunity of raifing new diCtutbanccs. In Qiort, en* 
gaging in the confederacy would equally, he alledged, ex* 
pofe his own dominions to Turkt and Chriftians, and at 4 
time when he was Icaft able to rcfift either. He ihcrcr 
fore advifed the amba^ors to apply to other princes, 
and particularly to the king ofPoIand, whofe vicinity to the 
Or^fltan empire and power, would render his alliance more 
valuable. Their eiideavoure he promifed to fecond with ail hia 
influence t ferwhirhpurpofe he rentanambafladorto//^r/W; 
but neither in Poland nor in Rujpa were their negotiations 
fuceefifiil ". 

At this time pope Pius the fifth died, and was fucceeded by 
Gregory the thincenth, whofe inclinations to the confederacy 
were not yrt known. This was a real aRliftion to the ?**- 
nttlans : il difconcertcd their meafures, as his hulinefs had 
warmly efpoufed their caufe againft the Turks, and left 
nothing uneflayed to humble the pride, and reduce the power 
of that empire. Ototina had quitted Rume, to get the fleet 
in rcadinefs, when an exptefs was fent after him to acquaint 
him with the pope's death, and the expiration of his com* 
miflion. Upon this he returned to congratulate Gregory oix 
his acceSon, and had the addiefs to procure himfelf conti- 
fiued in the command, and the former meafures embraced, 
of which he immediately fem notice to f^enhe : however, it ' 
was the month o^'Junt befcre thefc armaments were ready to 

fu't to fea from Mtljina. Here too Jokn of Aujlria, havin|; 
ITembtcd ceriain mltan, Spanijh, and Go-man regiment^ 
embarked them in a fquadron of twenty-two gallics, which 
\iz difpatched to Corfu. They were foon joined by twenty- 
five ^tliei under Surmza, whom Fofiareni the admiral had

able to his orders, laid hit inftnidions before Cduaa^ and 
Andraia the Spanijh admiral. He found Coloima tafft xa ea- 
ter upon adion ; h^iAndrada fiill of grave excufcs and wife 
maxims on the necclSty of deiiberaiion. At length, bong 
hard prened by CoUnna anA Surenzoy he replied, thaihiiin- 
flrudions forbad him to leave Corfu without farther orders : 
he expe^cd to be reinforced by the fleet colle^ing by JBoan 
Bajano at Meffina, after which he mtifl wait the ]&x of the 
troubles in t^vorrt^. 
Qturrtb Upon this the ytnct'tans exclaimed loudly againft the Sfa- 
htttBfvt niards : they complained of being lacrificed to the pridt, 
**«Vene- the politics, and thcjcaloufy, if not the hatred, oiPbiiifaA 
«*" ^ *''* '"'"'fl^* Upon their great promilcs, they fcid, thqr M 
^^ engaged the republic in this war ; yet> as foon as the ieaiba 
*£'"'''• for aaion arrived, their dtlatorineb and treachery left her to' 
fliift for herfelf. Under Dsria, the firR year of the war, (bit 
was apparently the cafe : nor were aSairs altered much fa 
the better the following : famagofla was loft, and in coofe- 
quence the kingdom of Cyprus, before they were ready to pat 
to fea; and afterwards, they were in a manner comptUtd 
and deluded into the mod glorious viSory that bad ever been 
, obtained over the Tar^i/i power. The ffflrfimw even afietted, 
that Don ytfm'A condud had been blamed by the oiiiiifliT 
and greater part of \hc Spanijh nation : they faid, that no n- 
guments, no profpeds, no ambition, or thirfl of gloiy* "'^^ 
to have Induced him to hazard a fleet upon the fafety of whick 
fo much depended. So far did fome perfons carry ttiit no- 
tion, as.toaflert that he ought to have been punilhed fw hit 
temerity : but now, cried the Venetians, the Spanifi cwidiift 
is too barefaced to leave any doubts of their indinatiou to 
fee the republic impoverifhed and reduced by a war, of vhich 
Ak is the chief fupport, and in which ihe is the chief fufircr. 
Their pretended apprebenfions of difluibances in Iab^^ 
were too grols to impofe on the fenate ; nor were thofe 0^ 
excufes better foundnl, which fet forth the necejSty of pit- 
paring againft a change of meafures in the confiftofy, byilw 
acceflion of a new pontiff : his holinefs's views were <riniodi 
from his condud. Upon the whole, the Venetians concluded, 
that jealoufy was the only fpring of aSion in the ^;p0ir^ ca- 
binet : is was, therefore, high time to regard their own te- 
curity, and break off an alliance produdive of nothing but 
infamy, treachery, and poverty. For thefe reafons it «< 
propofedj and loon carried in the fenate, that M. AntmBtr^

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hero -thould again renew hb negotiations of peicc with Ma- Nitotio' 
htiiui tiae grand vizier, and bring things as near a. alia m iia«i far m 
he poffibly coulJ, without aSually concluding the treaty, un- p'^" l>t- 
til he had acquainted the re(Hiblic of the terms granted. At I'^-ttxtbt 
ihtt fame time it was decreed, to fend 'jihn AlUbaili into-^™" *■' 
France, and Antania Tiefeli into Spain, both men of expe- Selim. 
licncc and great eloquence. The bufincfs of the ^rH was to 
diOuade hb Chtiftian majefly from breaking with Spain, as it 
was currently believed he intended, both by aliding the pro- 
teflants in the Nithirlandi, and by entering with an army into 
£.ambardj> As for Tiepdi, his inQruftions were to excite Jf hi- 
lip to perfornn his engagements, and not 10 fufFer a war, be- 
gun with great expeSations, and conducted with fome fuc- 
cels, to languifli through indolence and ina<flivity '. 

BARBARO entered immediately upon the fubjefl of hit 
jnftrudtions with Mahomtt : he found that fage minifler 
equally inclined to peace, as he bad always been averle to 
a war with the republic. Thefe, notwithftanding the great 
preparations, were the general fcntiments of the divan and 
the whole Turkijh empire : however, Mehotntt deferred 
giving a conclufive anfwer, until the arrival of the French 
^mbafladot the bifliop of Aix. The truth was, the Turkijh 
■niniltry carefully watched the progrefs of the confederacy, 
determining to take their meafures either hollile or pacihc 
accordingly. Defore it waj icnown that the emperor had rc- 
fufed to break the alliance ^ that the f^mi;^ councils were 
as dilatory and lluggifh as formerly ; that the Pohst thei'dr* 
tugutfi-i and the Ruffians, had declined entering upon any en- 
gagements, they feetned to lllten with pleafureto the re(i- 
dent's propofals. Afterwards, when the fentiments of chofe 
different courts came to be known, and that the ytnttiam 
alone mull fupport the whole war, they rofe in their de- 
mands, talked with the imperioui air of conquerors, and in 
a Utain fobig, that they feemed to have foigot their late dif- 
grace. The confequence was, that every proTpefi of peace 
vanilhed, and the ienate again determined to profecute the 
war with all poflible vigour i. 

Ik the beginning of yu^, Celonna was joined at Corfu by 
the reft of the ecclefiaffical fleet, on board of which were 
feveral of the young nobility of France, yrho deQred leave to 
ferve againft the Turis, under To diftinguilhed an officer ai 
Colonna, Among others was Charltt Lorraine, marquis J0 
Ma^irme, brother to the duke of Guife. I'hb volunteer the 
Venetiam compliipented with the honour of nobility, tba

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highHl mirk of diftinOion the repuUic ever eonfen on % 
foreigner. TYik whole fleet being joined, they fet Tail for 
Gomminhuy where a funrey was taken of their flRogth, iriiich 
was found to amount to one hundred and forty gliHies. Don 
John had in the mean while left M^ma^ and arrived at i>«> 
Ifrmu, whence be difpatcbed letters (o the confedentes, k- 
«uainring them that his inllruf^ioris were to join tbeiai ai 
foon as the ftorm apprehended from Franct was blown over. 
He (Iron^Iy recommended to CaUtma to enter upon no enter- 
prize before the whole allied fleet was nnited. Ajtiun the 
Ynttimw uttered loud complaints a^aind this extraordioarf 
method of prnceeding : new obfhudions were eternally raif- 
ing, and by that means the facrcd faith of treaties* if dm 
openly broken, were at leaft rendered unfruitful. It was now 
full time that die fleets fliould be joined, if Don Jtin did 
not dclite that Caniia Oiould ihare the fame fate a> G/^ta. 
jMrada himfelf was fo confounded with their reproaches, 
uA the barefaced conduct of the Spanijb miniftry, that he 
propofcd the fleet Ihould tail to join Don John, 

Mean time Tiepeii, finding that the intention c^ his in- 
itruSions was efFefled before he arrived in Frantty (ex out 
without delay to the court of Philip. As all apprebeniions 
of an attack from Frena were removed, he imagined Pbi- 
£p would now be afhamcd longer to defer the junOticMi of the 
fleets. When he waited on the mooaich, he laboured widi 
all the arguments of reafon and oratory, (o quicken the 
' meafures of the court, and procure orders for Don JikCt 

entering upon aflion, and eltabliOiing a footing for the win- 
ter in the Turkifli dominions. To ail this the king wifoered 
with fmooth fpceches and (bothing promifes. As to the wJO' 
tering it requited deliberation, he faid, but he would retam 
an anfwer in a few days, which accordingly he did in 
the negative, calling it a ra(l)> precipitate, and impradnt 
ineafure. 

No fooncr were the VenHiam apprized of PbiSp'a anfwer, 
than their inclinations to peace grew ftronger, and were eo- 
creafed by the amb^ous^reply with which their ambafladof 
Jl4>cbtli was difmil&d by the king and queen of Frama; 
vix. ttiat the king beftknew his own ailairt ; however, ihu 
he would a£k no ways prejudicial to the common intereftsrf 
Chri^mAtit, or the particular intereft of the republic, whooi 
he greatly valued and eitcemed. This was in anfwer to tb« 
public infttuflionsof Miehtli ; but the real motive of hb am- 
pafly was to procure the kin^ mediation with Sdim, by 
vieans of his minifter at thePerre, in which be fucccedcd, 
bis nujeft; pForaifing to engage heartily in die buCnefi, but 
' ' ' y^ 
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with the neceJTaiy delicacy and fecrecy, to avoid giving um- 
brage to Philif. 

DuRTNO thefe negotiations, the Sect, as had been pn>< 
pofed by Andrada, fet fail from Corfu for CanSa. When 
they arrived at Cephahnia fome fcoiits were fcnt to bring inid- 
ligertce of the enemy : thefe foon rctnined with advice of 
their being in the gulph of Najud, in the Marea, to the 
number o\' two hundred and twenty fail. Upon thi; the con- 
federates fleered to Ctrigo, where the enemy were defcried 
from the tops, and the fleet in confequcnce drawn op in or- 
der of battle. When ihey had approached fo near as to djf- 
cover each other diflinflly, the Tvrki fuddenly changed their 
courfe, and, though greatly fuperior in Ilrengih, declined 
tattle, after ibme ftiot had been exchanged : nor did the 
confederates care to purfuc, contenting themfelves with the 
glory of having oflercd battle to Uiuzzali. The Turii fleet-' 
ing wefterly, the confederates fent an exprefe to 'Donjthn, 
who it was fuppofed mud be arrived at Csrfut to requelt that 
lie would immediatelyjoin them with his fifty-three gallies, 
which would give the Chriftians a fuperiority over the enemy. 
To haften this dcflgn they turned their courfe towards Carjat 
in order to meet htm on his way. Next day, off Cap* A^u- 
PaHf they were again feen by the Tarts, who, leaving off wa- 
tering, immediately prepared for battle. The combined fleet 
did not decline a^ion ; for crowding fail they bore down on 
the enemy with a favourable breeze, which ceafed before they 
came within (hot j upon this the gallics were ordered to ufc 
their oars, and talce the heavy (hips m tow. Uiuzzali^ in or- 
der to feparate the combined gallics from the heavy Ihtps, 
made a fi;int as if he declined battle : this had its eflefl; 
for Suranza ordered the gallics to part with the fliips in tow, 
and purfue the enemy. At foon as Uiuzzali perceived them 
to be at a fufficient dilhtnce for his purpofe, he ordered his 
rowers to pufli with all their might, which they did fo effec- 
tually as a£hial)y to divide th« fleet. Suratiza now perceived 
his cnor, and endeavoured to retrieve it : both he and Ct- 
lonna attacked the Turks with fuch fury on one fide, while 
the heavy fhips kept a brisk fire on the other, that Uiuzzali 
did not think lit to hazard a general a£tion, or wait the fruits 
of hb flratagem. He flood aloof, and both the fleets conti- 
nued for the fpace of two hours cannonading at a diflance. 
without coming to clofe fight, after which they each fleered 
a dillerent courfe, as tf the engagement had broke off by mu- 
tual confent. 

By this time Don John was arrived a Corfu, from 
whence he fleered to Lepamt ; but the wind proving adverfe, 

he 
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he returned again to Curfu^ where be met with the vsyA 
from Caknna. Parda, who bore thiscommiffion, acquiinud 
his hiebners of ihc combined fleet's having met Vhta/iS, ind 
' oiferca battle, which he believed they had {ince uxtpied, 
from a brisk difcharge of aitiltery he heard at lea, od hit 
courfe to Corfu. Don yohn was greatly difluifoed at this jc- 
count, to bring certain advice of which he difpatchcd Ba^ 
Wt with two galliots. Buffam Toon difcovered a fleet a-bud, 
andmiftaking it for the Turkijb, returned with the utmoft pre- 
cipitation to Corfu, where he put every thing in conwutian 
by a falfe alarm, which was tn vain coniradiftcd by the Vt- 
tuiian pilots on board, until the arrival of the chriflian flctt 
next day confirmed the pilot's aOenion, to the great confix 
Dm John (ion of Bajfano. Fefiareni had now joined the fleet witfa a 
jtiMsihi reinforcement; fo tliat the confederates were equal inevcrr 
Mftdtratt refpcA to the enemy. He and Coltma were for g(»Dg 
>«. taJ in queft of the Twh ; but Don Jebii, as if he had dirtfl 
"^' ''" orders to oppofe every ptopofition for the honour and intercll 
' of the confederacy, was perpetually raifing new obflrudioni. 
Among others, he alledged, the Fenetimi divifion was un£t (x 
aflion, on account of the fmall number of marineis on board. 
To this Fofcareru replied with indignation, that it would nx 
appear to oe fo from their having twice, without bii affif- 
tance, offered battle. Cohnrut'i interpornion aind pnideocc 
prevented tbc breach from becoming wider, and obtained a 
refalution in a council of war, that they fbould look out far 
the enemy i that, for the greater expedition, the beKy 
fbips Ihoold be fent laZanl, there to wait further ordat; 
and in fhon, that every expedient Qiould be ufed to redeem 
the time loft, and reftore the credit of the chriftian anas. 
Accordingly the whole fleet weighed anchor, and 
fleued foE. Cepbalsnia. Here they were informed, that fick- 
ne& prevailing amoi^ the Turks, had compelled Uluzz^u 
put into the port of ^uag/ia in a diftrelTed condition. Ftjii' 
rtni and Colorma weK lor attaching them without lols of tinx^ 
and the propofal was fo rcafonable, that Don yobn could not 
rcfufe bis auent. However, he found means to fruftrate tbe 
intention of the rcfoluiion by confuming two complete dayi 
in making unneceflary difpohtions, and examining miiuilcl^ 
the condition of each veflel. In vain did the othci oScai 
reprefent that the opportunity would be loft i Don Jshn calm- 
ly replied, that the events of battle were fo precarious Ibit 
too much caution could not be ufed in guarding agaJnn 
them. At laft he weighed, and the pilots bad orden to 
fteer to Modm ; but whether by fecret direflioos or miftjke 
, they brought the fleet to Rodona. Here the? 
^ wtrt 
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were wholly expofej to the enemy's view, which put 'diem 
upon uniting their fleet, which before Uy in two diiFerent 
harbours ; ptofiding every thing againft an attack, and tak- 
ing fuch mcafures as mull greatly difconcert the Cbriflians. 
Colonna was the firft who difcovercd the miflake; upon 
which, without Haying for orders, he boie down upon a part ^"'on"*'' 
of the Turii/b fleet that fell about a mile a-ftern. Here he ^V' 
b^an an engagement, imagining he fliould be Aipported by ^f ' ' 
the reft of the fleet : but finding no prolpe£l of relief, he Jj^a^,u 
retreated. Fofcarmi did all in his power to prevail on Don atbtrem- 
yebn either to permit him with his divtfion to alTili Ctitmta^fij^^g 
or to advance with the whole c«mbined fleet, both which he eSar^ 
peremptorily refufed. In this maimer was the happy occaiion 
loft of ruining the 7itriijb navy ; after which wann difputea 
arofe concerning the plan of their future opetztioot *. It 
waa on all hands agreed that M$den was to be attacked ; 
but Colutna and Dana differed in the manner : the former 
was fbr attackii^ it both by fea and land ; the latter with 
the land forces only : «ach fupported their fentimcnts with 
Along arguments and equal vehemence : with Colmna Gded 
the Fnttians ; and with Diria all the Spanljh officers. In 
tbefe debates lb much time was loft, that Don 'fehn propolcd 
returning to winter at Mefftn». This drove the Vtnttlani into 
defpair : they railed without moderation or caution againft 
the treachery of the Sptmiards \ they faid they were betrayed 
to the enemy, and made the tools of their allies. Don Jtbn 
was cut with thefe reproaches, which he could not avoid, 
although be knew them to bejuft. In his heart he approved 
the conduA of CoUmia and the Vtnftiam ; but bis inftruSims 
tied him up from entering upon fuch enterprizes as were 
fuitable to his own fpirit and the common intcreft. At laft 
the fleet was brought before Nttvarrint, which he determined 
to batter, rather for want of any other realbnable meafure, 
than that he thought the place of confequence enough. The 
troops and cannon were landed, batteries were erc£led under 
^e condud of Batulie^ a celebrated engineer of Fiartnciy and 
every thing difpofed for a clofe ai&ult : but, by an omiflioa 
of the beiiegcrs, a body of five hundred chofen troops were 
thrown into the town. 

This milcondu£t on the fide of the Chriftians was com- 
-penfated by other blunders no lels grols committed by the 
Turks, Cufiain balfaaw, and the beglerbeg of Greict, having 
been apprized by Uluzxali fome months before of the proba- 
bility that (he Cbrillians would make a defcent on this place,

negleflcd, notwiihftandmg, to BfiemUe an tmy fiat in po- 
te^tion. Ther liad now Dude fsveral forced min^a to re- 
lieve the ganiuHi, but they ^re retarded by the difioikj ti 
<he roads and a variety of councilt. Thcie two genenli 
blamed I7/u£Za/( for not covcrii^ the place with fail itst; 
tmd this he knew would be fufiicient to dijgrace faim viAli- 
hm. At length Navarrim was reduced to ifae laft extremity, 
when (uddcnly a violent ftorm of raiacameop, which CM- 
tinuing for three days, greatly barralled the befieged. Tha 
incident affiirded the Sp^niardi an qtportunity c? abaadon- 
ing an enterprize, in which ihey were never hearty. A cout- 
dl was called, and Don Jahn remonftrated in the ftroogdl 
«erms the neccfficy of raifing the fiege before ficknels, die 
natural confe(|uencc of lying upon wet ground, u>d uadn 
deluges of rain, ihould feize the uoops. The Vauam, «e 
-the contrary, oppofed this lefoiution with all their power: 
they faid it would bring eternal difgrace on the con&derxr 
to raife the Tiece, when the town was rfi^iy to fiirrciuler fn 
want of neccfbiriei, and while the beftegers aboonded with 
-pfovifrons. men; and ammunition : hut Dnn y»lm pofifad 
in hia refolution, which was accordingly put in exccvnon. 
What adds to the difgrace of the confederates is the dilie& 
lo which the army uttder the bafliaw, the fle«t coamanid 
fay Uikzaaliy and the town, were reduced. So far had Wu- 
xali's apprehcnfions of receiving condign puntlhmeiK nnicd 
him, that he went off to Barbary with twenty-five £ul, lur- 
ing the reft of the fleet to Oiift for themfelves. So ill »• 
. ■• fcrmed was he of the chriftian councils, that he ioufiMl 
nothing could favc ^« place, for which he dotdXed not b«t 
his head muft be anfwerabie, la this manaer ended a cm- 
paign, which produced nothing but difgcace, altercMien, vA 
a prodieious expence, though the allies mi^t eafily have m- 
minatM Ae war had they a£ted according to tJheir firtngAi 
skill, and with die requifite unanimity and harmony*. 

As foon as the liege was raifed the fleets feporated : Doe 
J^ with the Sfmiards retired to Miffma : Ctlaau withta 
divilion Itrt out direftly for O/iie ; while the fetuttM idaii- 
rat failed to the gulph of Catharra, to make an xtteoipt apM 
a magazine the Turh had ercAed upon tbM coaA. It tnt 
given out on all fidet that the war would be teliiaied with die 
vtmoft vigour early in the fcJlowing fpring, at the fame oac 
that negotiations for,a peace were going on between Sttim mi 
the itpuUic, by mans of the Fraith ambaflador. Tbe fm-

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tioMi bad now too many aSannoa of the inclmatioin of PhU 
apt to befitate longer upon fecuring the bcft terms they could 
with the Grand Seignior. This point was therefore diligently 
Laboured for the whole winter ; and at length brought to an 
tiTue lc& confonant to the fprit and Jullice of the republic, 
than to the circumftances of her afiairs. Peace was con< f^_ d_ 
clu(l«d upon Gondii ionj that Q>^rK>, as by right of conquel^, i$73- 
^tuivarit Peirigm in jfiiania, and Stppettt by treatv. fliouid p 
for ever be ceded to S4lim, It waa farther articled, that thirty fi^^j l^ 
tboufand crowns in gold flwutd, at certain inltalments, be ,,1^,^^,^ 
psud to St&my to reimburfe him for die expencea of the war j, TutIuatJ 
after which each fluxild be rdlored to all their former poT- Venedani 
ttffions, the prilbners exchanged^and the merchanis reinilated - 
ip their former privileges of commcicc. Andrea Badiari^ inn 
fent in quality of amoallador from the republic lo Conflan- " 
ttM^if, 10 confirm the treaty, whidi was raiified without 
confultiag his bolinels, and carefully concealed from 'Pbilip^ 
until it was finally concluded. In their own defence, the 
yttiftiam urged the necelfity of a mcafure wholly owing to 
Pbilipy and the relu^ance he had ever Ihewn to comply with 
his ciu;ageiiKnts. This apology was fent to their ambaflador* 
IS diffitrent courts 1 in which they warmly exclaimed againft 
the ina^ivity and e/ea the tteachery of Philipy which had 
nndered netxllary a liep equally prejudicial to themi and ig- 
Bottuoious to the chriilian arms. They affirmed, that inevir 
uUe ruin bung over their heads, after having long fupporteil 
fingly an- unequal war ^ainfl the moll powerful monarch 
on earth \ ^tcir tteafury was now exhaufled ; their men worn 
out by fatigue and fickne& ; their fliips diminilhed in num- 
ber, sid the greater part unfit for fervice ; while the poverty 
ftf the people, from a ftagnation of commerce, rendered 
them unable to bear farther aJTefTments. They even endea- 
voured to ptove the eiqiediency of this peace to the fafety of 
itofyt and of Eurgpe in general ; arguing that if the repub- 
Jic was deftroyed, Stlim would then have the key of ChnJieH- 
iem xa. his own band, and ealily extend bis conquefts to the 
utmoft of his smbiiion •?. 

In order to quiet the pc^s clamours, Nicholas Pmti, 
a man of confummate wi&lom, erudition, awd eloquence, was 
fent to Smu ; but hii holine^, after denying him a private 
audience, difmilled him with a (harp reprimand delivered in 
the conliftory. However, Surmzt, the ftiulian minifter at 
Moiirid, had better fortune. Either the politics of Philif 
nquirod bis bcbg upon good terms with the republic, or hu 
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ConrcroufiK^ of giving birth to the mearum they were exquT- 
ing, made him willing to admit of their apology. After K- 
ceiving5«nmz0with the greateft affability, hetoldhimi that 
only his Bttachment to religion, his aite^lioh for tbe re- 
public, and regard to the pope's intreaties, had induced him 
to take smns ^ainll the Turii : that it was but reafenable 
the republic fliould be peTmit[ed to know her own intcreft. 
She was principal in the war, and he^ as an ally only, ought 
to be fatistied with fuch terms as Ibe chofe to accq;)t : Tvf- 
ficicnt it was for him, he faid, that he had gi»en pro^a <rf his 
friendftiip tnVnuce, and of his z«al for the fupportoF ibe 
chriftian religion. With thb anfwcr, ^vrtnrstf was difinified, 
his catholic majefty conducing himfelf upon this occafitm 
frith an uncommon moderation, fcarcely cOnfiftent widi the 
high hand he bore during the war '. 

In this mannerwas the year 1573 confumed in negotia* 
tions and treaties, while the republic was at all the expe n ce 
of a vigorous war by matntaining large fleets and numerous 
garrifons. The conje£)ures of the divan upon the fudden 
refblution of the lenate to fue for peace were various. Some 
imagioed that a deep delign lay concealed uttder the pretence 
of moderation ; and that nothing le& than an intention of 
feizing the firft opportunity of glutting their revenge, could 
oblige the fenate fo eafily to part with Cjpnu and die 
cities ceded by the treaty. Rumours of this nature prevailed 
for federal months, and forced the republic to rcpofe litde 
confidence in a peace fb ill founded. 

' At length they were eafed of their apprehenfion) bf dif- 
patches from Bodaarig, with a full confirmation of all the ar- 
ticles of the treaty, ratified by the hand and feal of the Grand 
Seignior. Upon this the fcnate afTembled, and refidved to 
acquaint all their refidents at foreign courts of the event. An 
Immediate refpite from the fiuigues of war and prepantwoi 
for a vigorous refinance enfued, and the republic was once 
more reftorcd to tranquility ; yet did Selim continue "Wig- 
menting his armies and fleet, which gave umbrage and faS- 
picion to fome of the more cautious members of tbe fenate: 
others, indeed, imagine that SiUm propofcd icnewing tbe 
war with Spain fn Africa. The fccret grudge he bore to 
Philip, both on account of his 'perfeculing the MtorSj and 
acceding to ihe late alliance to oppofe him, rendered this op»- 
Turltifh ninn extremely probable. It was foon confirmed by the ani- 
ambajfa- val of a Turhpi ambaflador, who^ in a fecret audience, ' ac- 
J«r tomis quainced the doge and council that his inftni^ions were ta 
te Venice, 
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make an ofFer of alt the Oihonutn forces to curb ihe inlblence 
of Pbiiip, revenge the affronts fullained by the republic, and 
reduce that haughty monarch within teafonable limits. He 
then launched out into feverc inveftives a^ainA the Catholic 
king, bitterly reproaching him with pcr£Hy, ambition, and 
tyranny. * Who, faid he, can doubt that the Turkijh vxr- 
*■ pire muft have fufTcre^ greater damages from the Venetian 

* bravery, unle& it had been (apped, betrayed, and checked 

* tw the policy and envy of Philip f Who doubts but the 

* ultimate views of hii cabinet terminate in univerfal mo- 
' narcby, and the deftru^ion of chriftian liberty. This, faid 
' he, StEm perfe£lly well knows, and generoufly offers him-

With fuch blandilh- 
ments did tht,Turi endeavour to tlatc^r her pallions, and lead 
the republic into his maker's views, by a gentle compulfion ; 
but the fenate was not to be catched by fweet wuids, and 
toothed into meafures ruinous of the peace they had fg lately 
purcbafed ; for to them the affair was referred by the council

The Tenate, tbere&re, refolved to cava 
their anfwer in as obliging but gancnl tcmu as podUe : 
they expnlTcd their warm fenfe of the booour done tbn by 
the fricndlhip of (b mighty a prince ; but, they faid, ihtt ihi 
grievances againfi Philip were not fufficieat giound faf ■ 
rupture, to which they couM have no other induceawBI thaa 
their defiro of complying with svciy requcft of SeBm. It W 
evident, from the reply of the aowaflador, that he was litdi 
faiisfied with the illue of bit milCon : however, Ac fcMK 
adhered to their anfwer, and h« was difinifled with a ng^ 
ftcent prefent. 

Soon after his departure, it was known, thtt SeBm had t*- 
(blved upon an expedition into ^ica\ upon which otdui 
were (ent to Marcs ^irini the admiral, not to augraentlhe 
fleet, in Candia, and only to retain ten galliei tn ausaifioBi 
for the fccuricy of commerce. All the new levJe* wen dis- 
banded, and every poffible ftep taken to eafe the OffUSoa 
under which the poor had long groaned. 

PHILIP, in the mean while, was making mighty pwpi- 
rations, which created fufpicion that he wpuld utemptftne- 
thing againfl the republic, in reven^ of the fepante pate 
made with Stiim. Ja/m rii Aijiria had paficd Irom Gtitm 
Milan in a ftcret manner, where he held frequent cco&dlf- 
tions with ^Uxamiir Farmfe duke of Parma ; in confequOKC 
of which fbldiers were levied, cannon caft, and othei mi- 
like preparations fct on foot in the heart of ha^, ^t* 
' could not fail of exciting the jealouiy of the fcnate. To 
0iew they were not ignorant of the trranliidion, inftniAitM 
were fent to Contareni, governor of f^trau, to go diiedly to 
Milan., and compliment Don John in the name of tbeicpub- 
lie. Every precaution for the fecurity of the Vrmrtim teniw- 
ries w» taken : the garrifons of the Btrganefi were aug- 
mented, and florcs laid in of provifion, aaimunitioa, vA 
other necelTarics. Governors, in whofe fidolity riie fcta« 
might confde, were appointed, and the fiifcty of Btrgm^ 
in particular provided for by a body of the rich citizens, who 
had ever Ihewn their affeaion and loyally to the republic, 
ty new fortifications and other alterations, fufficient to evince 
that it could not be attacked in a defenceteft condiuon i yet 
were thefc preparations made with fo much prudence as gai^ 
no caufe of offence '. 

PHILIP, in the mean time, had the melancholy profp«e 
of t\vo foriTiidable wars : one againfl the Mttrs in Jf""* 
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fupported by the whole ftrength of the Otbmum empire ; and 
the other with his own rut»c£b in i\it Netherlands. Hence' 
proceeded his inability to diflurb the peace't^ Jtafyy whatever 
might be his inclinations to revenge himfeir on the republic. 
Xo quiet the apprchenfions of the republic, he therefore fcnt 
orders to his tcfident at Venice^ Guzman de Siha, to give 
the Dioft folemn afliirances to the doge and fenate, that the 
levies in Lemiardy were not intended to deftroy the repofe of 
Itafy, of which he was at this time panicularly defirous : that 
Don Jthn's negotiations at Afi/so related folely to the diflur- 
bancei in the Law Cntntriti : that no credit was to be given 
to the reports of ihofc who, from a buty difpofttion, were 
always blowing up the embers of contention among princes : 
that his aSeSAon for the republic was confirmed by number-, 
lels teftimonies of hearty friendfhip, and her fecurity at this 
time in fu red by the circumftances of hi« aSiurs, lince nothing 
could be more impolitic than encreafing the number of bis 
enemies. To this he added, that found policy required a mu- 
tual confidence, fince rwthing could be more prejudicial to 
both than a fufpicious and lukewarm friendship. De Siha 
cnf(>rced his inllru£tions with all the graces and power of 
oratory, in a laboured oration he delivered to the council^ to 
which a fuitable anfwer was returned. 
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
